History  and  Government. 


Purpose. — The  founders  of  Elon  College  had  in  mind  to  fur- 
nish young  men  and  young  women,  on  equal  terms,  with  thorough 
instruction  under  positive  moral  and  religious  influences.  The 
record  of  more  than  three  fruitful  decades  has  been  ample  justi- 
fication of  this  purpose.  The  association  of  young  men  and  young 
women  in  the  class  rooms  and  lecture  halls  has  refined  both 
and  resulted  in  a  love  for  scholarship  often  lacking  in  present- 
day  colleges.  The  lack  of  boisterousness  and  rowdyism,  the 
refinement  and  gentleness  of  manners,  directly  attributable  to 
equal  education,  has  developed,  under  the  strict  moral  standard 
prevailing  here,  a  spirit  that  never  fails  to  impress  all. 

While  Elon  was  founded  to  give  thorough  instruction  under 
the  strictest  moral  and  Christian  influences,  this  is  not  to  be 
taken  as  meaning  that  there  is  any  touch  of  sectarianism  here. 
During  our  history  we  have  had  students  from  every  denomina- 
tion in  the  Southern  States,  including  Catholics  and  Hebrews, 
and  they  have  all  lived  together  in  fellowship  and  harmony.  In 
the  faculty  are  found  representatives  of  many  evangelical  denom- 
inations, and  while  the  Christian  Church  fostered  Elon  and  pro- 
vides the  endowment  and  material  equipment  of  the  institution, 
this  does  not  mean  that  there  is  not  the  utmost  freedom  accorded 
each  one  to  worship  God  according  to  the  dictates  of  his  own 
conscience,  but  there  is  insistence  that  each  student  worship  in 
the  way  which  he  understands  the  Bible  to  teach. 

Early  Beginnings. — Elon  College  is  an  evolution,  the  evolu- 
tion of  the  desire  for  a  college  on  the  part  of  the  Christian  Church 
in  the  South.  The  pioneer  in  the  field  of  Christian  education 
among  the  people  who  later  founded  Elon,  was  Elder  Daniel 
Wilson  Kerr,  who,  according  to  the  North  Carolina  State  Rec- 
ords, in  1826,  was  teaching  in  Wake  County,  and  of  whose  work 
the  following  mention  is  therein  made  (1826):  "The  Wake 
Forest  Pleasant  Grove  Academy,  situated  on  the  Oxford  road 
twelve  miles  north  of  Raleigh,  N.  C,  was  incorporated,  with 
Elder  Daniel  W.  Kerr  as  principal."    Twelve  years  later  he  was 
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principal  of  Junto  Academy,  formerly  called  Mt.  Pleasant,  which 
was  incorporated  in  1838.  In  1842,  Junto  Academy  was  burned 
and  when  rebuilt  was  called  Mt.  Zion  Academy.  Seven  years 
later  Mr.  Kerr  moved  his  school  to  Pittsboro,  N.  C,  where  he 
continued  to  teach  until  his  death  in  1850.  With  Elder  Kerr's 
death  his  school  ceases,  but  to  him  is  due  the  honor  of  having 
first  conceived  the  idea  of  a  fitting  school  for  his  church.  It  is 
true  that  he  began  the  schools  he  headed  on  his  own  initiative, 
but  they  were  endorsed  by  the  conferences  of  his  church,  and  were 
regarded  by  him  as  denominational  schools,  but  not  as  sectarian. 

Two  years  after  his  death,  the  seed  of  his  sowing  bore  a  finer 
fruit  in  the  estabfishment  of  Graham  Institute,  in  Graham,  the 
county  seat  of  Alamance,  with  Rev.  John  R.  Holt  as  principal. 
At  first  this  school  was  conducted  as  a  high  school  for  boys,  but 
in  1857,  it  was  chartered  as  Graham  College,  with  Prof.  W.  H. 
Doherty,  Yellow  Springs,  Ohio,  as  president,  under  whose  ad- 
ministration it  flourished  until  tlie  Civil  War,  during  which  it 
suffered  such  depletion  that  its  doors  were  closed. 

In  1865,  Rev.  W.  S.  Long,  A.M.,  D.  D.,  opened  a  high 
school  in  Graham,  which  later  came  into  possession  of  the  Graham 
College  property,  and  operated  the  school  as  Graham  Normal 
College.  It  was  endorsed  by  the  conferences  of  the  Christian 
Church  and  ceased  to  exist  upon  the  opening  of  Elon  College  in 
September,  1890. 

Elon  is  Founded. — In  1887,  the  Committee  on  Schools  and 
Colleges  of  the  Southern  Christian  Convention,  who  were  Dr. 
W.  S.  Long,  chairman;  Dr.  J.  Pressley  Barrett,  secretary;  Rev. 
J.  W.  Holt,  Dr.  J.  U.  Newman  (by  request),  and  Mr.  J.  W. 
Harden,  leased  the  grounds  and  buildings  of  the  Graham  Normal 
College,  intending  to  make  of  it  a  college  for  the  education  of 
Christian  ministers  and  laity  under  positive  religious  surround- 
ings, but  finding  the  equipment  not  exactly  commensurate  with 
the  needs,  had  an  extraordinary  session  of  the  Southern  Christian 
Convention  called  to  meet  in  Graham,  in  September,  1888,  to 
give  further  consideration  to  the  needs  of  the  college  then  being 
projected. 

This  extraordinary  session  heard  offers  of  land  and  money  from 
Burlington,  Graham,  Mill  Point,  Gibsonville,  and  Greensboro, 
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for  the  location  of  the  proposed  college  in  their  several  localities. 
After  careful  consideration,  it  was  voted  to  leave  the  decision 
of  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  the  following  Provisional  Board: 
Dr.  W.  S.  Long,  Dr.  J.  P.  Barrett,  Hon.  F.  O.  Moring,  Hon.  J. 
H.  Harden,  and  Dr.  G.  S.  Watson.  The  Convention  adjourned 
on  September  14,  having  appointed  Dr.  J.  P.  Barrett  Financial 
Agent,  who,  however,  could  not  accept  on  account  of  his  heavy 
work  as  an  editor,  and  in  whose  place  Dr.  W.  S.  Long  was  chosen. 

The  Provisional  Board  visited  all  the  places  making  offers 
for  the  location  of  the  proposed  college,  and  on  December  20, 
1888,  decided  to  locate  it  at  Mill  Point,  the  present  Elon  Col- 
lege, the  twenty-five  acre  campus  being  given  by  the  late  Hon. 
W.  H.  Trollinger,  of  Haw  River,  N.  C,  and  twenty-three  other 
acres  and  four  thousand  dollars  in  cash  being  given  by  the  citi- 
zens of  the  rural  community  then  surrounding  the  site. 

Dr.  W.  S.  Long  was  chosen  President  as  well  as  Financial 
Agent,  and  at  once  set  to  work  at  his  task.  The  first  cash  do- 
nation to  the  College  was  by  Mr.  J.  P.  Bland,  Pittsboro,  N.  C, 
while  Dr.  Long  himself  had  the  distinction  of  making  the  first 
subscription.  The  first  public  appeal  for  funds  for  the  institution 
was  made  at  Berea  Christian  Church,  Nansemond  County,  Va., 
and  resulted  in  the  raising  of  $635.05,  of  which  Deacon  Willis 
J.  Lee,  a  trustee  of  the  College  from  its  foundation  and  whose 
generosity  to  it  was  abundant  from  that  day  until  the  day  of  his 
death,  May  20,  1919,  gave  $250.00. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  chartered  the 
College  on  March  11,  1889.  May  7th  of  that  year,  the  first 
shovel  of  dirt  was  removed  for  the  foundation,  and  thirteen  days 
later  the  first  brick  was  laid  with  appropriate  ceremonies.  The 
College  opened  its  doors  to  students  September  2,  1890.  Dr.  W. 
S.  Long  remained  President  for  four  years.  He  was  succeeded 
upon  his  resignation,  by  Rev.  W.  W.  Staley,  D.  D.,  who  served 
as  non-resident  President  for  eleven  years,  with  Dr.  J.  U.  New- 
man as  his  Dean  for  nine  years,  and  Dr.  J.  0.  Atkinson  for  the 
other  two.  Upon  Dr.  Staley's  resignation.  Dr.  E.  L.  Moffitt 
was  chosen  as  President,  serving  in  this  capacity  until  his  resig- 
nation in  June,  1911.  The  present  President  was  chosen  as  Dr. 
Moffitt's  successor  in  June,  1911.

The  College  Charter. — The  Provisional  Board  appointed  by 
the  extraordinary  session  of  the  Southern  Christian  Convention 
in  September,  1888,  having  selected  the  site  for  the  College  and 
having  chosen  a  name  for  it,  suggested  by  the  noble  grove  of 
oaks  that  covered  the  site  of  the  campus,  Elon,  the  Hebrew  for 
oak,  or  strength,  apphed  to  the  legislature  of  North  Carolina  for 
incorporation,  with  those  as  its  first  trustees  who  had  been 
elected  for  that  purpose  by  the  extraordinary  session  of  the 
Convention  mentioned  above.  The  charter  was  granted  at  once 
and  is  printed  in  the  Private  Laws  of  North  Carolina  for  1889, 
as  Chapter  216,  and  reads  as  follows: 

AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  ELON  COLLEGE. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  W.  S.  Long,  J.  W.  Wellons,  W.  W.  Staley,  G.  S.  Wat- 
son, M.  L.  Hurley,  E.  T.  Pierce,  W.  J.  Lee,  P.  J.  Kernodle,  J.  F.  West,  E. 
E.  Holland,  E.  A.  Moffitt,  J.  M.  Smith,  J.  H.  Harden,  F.  O.  Moring  and 
S.  P.  Read,  and  their  associates  and  successors,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
created  a  body  politic  and  corporate  to  be  styled  the  "Board  of  Trustees  of 
Elon  College,"  and  by  that  name  to  remain  in  perpetual  succession,  with 
full  power  to  sue  and  to  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  to  acquire, 
hold  and  convey  property,  real  and  personal,  to  have  and  use  a  common 
seal,  to  alter  and  renew  the  same  at  pleasure,  to  make  and  alter  from  time  to 
time  such  bylaws  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  government  of  said 
institution,  its  officers,  students  and  servants:  Provided,  that  such  by-laws 
shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States 
and  of  this  State.  Also,  to  have  power  to  confer  on  those  whom  they  may 
deem  worthy  such  honors  and  degrees  as  are  usually  conferred  in  similar 
institutions:  Provided  further,  that  said  trustees  shall  not  be  individually 
liable  for  their  acts  and  doings  as  trustees. 

Section  2.  The  affairs  of  said  College  shall  be  under  the  management 
of  a  board  of  fifteen  trustees  who  shall  be  members  of  the  Christian  Church. 
A  majority  of  the  board  shall  form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness. Said  trustees  may  convey  real  estate  by  deed,  under  their  common 
seal,  executed  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  said  board.  They  may  hold 
office  as  the  general  convention  of  the  Christian  Church  may  specify  or  until 
their  successors  are  elected.    Said  trustees  shall  hold  their  first  meeting  at 

Mill  Point,  in  Alamance  County,  on  the day  of ,  1889; 

afterwards,  they  shall  meet  on  their  own  appointment;  but  of  necessity,  the 
president,  with  the  advice  of  two  trustees,  may  call  a  special  meeting  of 
the  board,  or  any  five  members  of  the  board  may  call  such  a  meeting  by 
giving  notice  to  each  member  in  writing  at  least  ten  days  before  the  time  of 
meeting. 
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Section  3.  That  said  institution  shall  remain  at  the  place  where  the 
site  is  now  located,  in  Alamance  County,  Boone  Station  Township,  at  the 
place  now  called  Mill  Point;  and  shall  afford  instruction  in  the  liberal  arts 
and  sciences.  And  the  trustees  may,  as  they  shall  find  themselves  able  and 
the  public  good  requires,  erect  additional  departments  for  such  other  branches 
.  of  education  as  they  may  think  necessary  or  useful. 

Section  4.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  from  time  to  time  appoint 
a  president  and  other  officers  and  instructors,  and  also  agents  of  the  insti- 
tution, as  may  be  necessary;  and  shall  have  power  to  displace  or  remove 
any  or  either  of  them  for  good  and  sufficient  reasons;  also  hll  vacancies  which 
occur  in  the  board  by  resignation,  death,  expiration  of  term  of  office,  or  other- 
wise, among  said  officers  or  agents,  and  prescribe  and  direct  the  course  of 
study  to  be  pursued  in  said  College  and  its  departments. 

Section  5.  The  president  of  the  College  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member 
of  the  board  of  trustees  and  president  of  the  same,  and  in  his  absence  the 
board  shall  elect  one  of  its  own  members  to  preside  for  the  time  being,  and 
if  any  of  said  trustees  shall  be  permanently  appointed  president  of  said 
College,  his  office  as  trustee  shall  be  deemed  vacant  and  the  board  of  trustees 
shall  fill  the  same. 

Section  6.  That  said  College  and  the  said  trustees  shall  at  all  times  be 
under  the  control  of  the  general  convention  of  the  Christian  Church. 

Section  7.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  faithfully  aoply  all  funds  by 
them  collected  and  received  according  to  their  best  judgment  in  erecting 
suitable  buildings,  supporting  the  necessary  officers,  instructors  and  agents, 
and  in  procuring  books,  maps,  charts  and  other  apparatus  necessary  to  the 
well  being  and  success  of  the  College. 

Section  8.  The  treasurer  shall  always,  and  all  other  agents  when  re- 
quired, before  entering  on  the  duties  of  their  appointments,  give  bonds  for 
the  security  of  the  corporation  and  the  public  in  such  penal  sums  as  the  board 
of  trustees  may  direct,  and  with  such  sureties  as  they  shall  approve. 

Section  9.  Property  to  the  amount  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars 
held  by  said  trustees  for  said  College  shall  forever  be  exempt  from  taxation. 

Section  10.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to 
set  up  any  gaming  table  or  any  device  whatever  for  playing  at  any  game  of 
chance  or  hazard,  by  whatever  name  called,  or  to  gamble  in  any  manner, 
or  to  keep  a  house  of  ill-fame,  or  to  manufacture  spirituous  or  intoxicating 
liquors  or  otherwise  to  sell  or  convey  for  a  certain  consideration  to  any  person 
any  intoxicating  liquors,  within  one  and  a  half  miles  of  said  College;  any 
person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor. 

Section  11.  That  all  property,  real  and  personal,  and  all  choses  in 
action  that  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  conveyed,  given,  granted  or  de- 
vised, or  that  may  have  in  any  manner  come  or  may  hereafter  come  into 
the  possession  of  said  trustees  for  Graham  College,  shall  vest  in  and  belong 
to  said  trustees  of  Elon  College,  and  the  said  trustees  for  Graham  College 
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are  authorized  to  make  or  cause  to  be  made  such  conveyances  as  will  vest 
in  said  trustees  for  Elon  College  the  title  of  all  property  heretofore  conveyed, 
given,  granted  or  devised  to  them,  or  which  has  in  any  manner  come  into 
their  possession  for  Graham  College,  or  that  may  hereafter  be  conveyed, 
given,  granted  or  devised  to  them,  in  any  manner,  or  come  into  their  possess- 
ion for  said  Graham  College. 

Section  12.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  the  date  of  its  rati- 
fication. 

Ratified  the  11th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1889. 

The  Charter  Amended:  The  General  Assembly  of  1909  en- 
acted an  amendment  to  this  charter,  allowing  the  College  to 
have  eighteen  instead  of  fifteen  trustees.  The  amendment  reads 
as  follows: 

Chapter  139.     Private  Laws  of  1909. 

AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  THE  CHARTER  OF  ELON  COLLEGE, 
NORTH  CAROLINA. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  section  two  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  sixteen, 
Private  Laws  of  one  thousand,  eight  himdred  and  eighty-nine,  be  amended 
by  striking  out  the  word  "fifteen"  in  line  two  of  said  section  between  the 
words  "of"  and  "trustees,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "eighteen," 
so  that  said  section  shall  read:  "The  affairs  of  said  College  shall  be  under 
the  management  of  a  board  of  eighteen  trustees,"  instead  of  fifteen,  as  now 
written. 

Section  2.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  June  fourth, 
one  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  nine. 

Ratified  this  26th  day  of  February,  A.  D.  1909. 

The  Charter  Amended  Again:  The  General  Assembly  of  1913 
enacted  an  amendment  to  the  charter,  making  the  quorum  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  eight  and  forbidding  credit  to  minor  students. 
The  amendment  reads  as  follows: 

AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  THE  CHARTER  OF  ELON  COLLEGE, 
NORTH  CAROLINA. 

Tlie  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  section  one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine 
Private  La\vs  of  one  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  nine,  be  amended  by  add- 
ing after  the  words  "instead  of  fifteen,  as  now  written,"  "but  the  quorum 
shall  remain  eight  as  provided  in  section  two,  chapter  two  hundred  and  six- 
teen, Private  Laws  of  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine,"  so 
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that  the  said  section  shall  read:  "The  affairs  of  the  said  College  shall  be 
under  the  management  of  a  board  of  eighteen  trustees,  but  the  quorum  shall 
remain  eight  as  provided  in  section  two,  chapter  two  hundred  and  sixteen, 
Private  Laws  of  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine." 

Section  2.  That  if  any  merchant,  druggist,  liveryman,  agent  or  ven- 
dor of  merchandise  or  commodity  of  any  kind  whatsoever  shall  sell  the  same 
on  credit  to  any  minor  member  of  the  student  body  of  said  College,  while 
a  student  of  the  College,  without  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  President  or 
Dean  of  said  College,  or  of  the  parent  or  guardian  or  person  standing  in 
loco  parentis  of  said  student,  such  sales  and  contracts  of  sale  without  writ- 
ten consent,  are  hereby  declared  void  and  uncollectible.  The  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  not  apply  in  case  of  board,  room  rent  and  medical  attention, 
nor  medicines  furnished  upon  the  prescription  of  a  physician  or  surgeon 
practicing  according  to  the  laws  of  North  Carolina. 

Section  3.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  ratifica- 
tion. 

Ratified  the  27th  day  of  January,  1913. 

A  Third  Amendment:  The  General  Assembly  in  its  1915 
session,  upon  the  request  of  the  Southern  Christian  Convention, 
the  Board  of  Trustees  concurring,  again  amended  the  charter  as 
follows : 

AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  THE  CHARTER  OF  ELON  COLLEGE, 
NORTH  CAROLINA. 

The  General  Assettibly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact 

Section  1.  That  section  two  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  sixteen  Pri- 
vate Laws  of  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  be  amended 
by  striking  out  the  word  "fifteen"  in  line  two  of  said  section,  between  the 
words  "of"  and  "trustees,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "twenty- 
four,"  and  adding  after  the  word  "trustees"  in  the  said  line  and  section,  "but 
the  quorum  shall  remain  eight  as  provided  in  section  two,  chapter  two  hund- 
red and  sixteen.  Private  Laws  of  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
nine,"  so  that  the  section  shall  read:  "The  affairs  of  the  said  College  shall 
be  under  the  management  of  a  board  of  twenty-four  trustees,  but  the  quo- 
rum shall  remain  eight  as  provided  in  section  two,  chapter  two  hundred  and 
sixteen.  Private  Laws  of  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine." 

Section  2.     That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  ratification. 

Ratified  the  30th  day  of  January,  1915. 

A  Fourth  Amendment:  The  1917  session  of  the  General  As- 
sembly granted  the  following  amendment  to  the  Charter: 

AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  THE  CHARTER  OF  ELON  COLLEGE, 

NORTH  CAROLINA. 
Section  1.     That  section  nine  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  sixteen, 
Private  Laws  of  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  be  amended 
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by  striking  out  the  words  "five  hundred  thousand,"  in  line of  said 

section  between  the  words  "of"  and  "dollars,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  words  "five  million,"  so  that  the  section  shall  read,  "Property  to  the 
amount  of  five  million  dollars  held  by  said  trustees  for  said  College  shall 
forever  be  exempt  from  taxation." 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  ratification. 

A  Fifth  Amendment:  The  Secretary  of  State  for  North 
Carohna,  on  May  28,  1923,  at  the  request  of  the  Southern  Christ- 
ian Convention  and  the  Board  of  Trustees,  amended  the  Charter, 
permitting  a  total  of  thirty  trustees,  with  a  quorum  of  ten. 

Government. — The  poHcy  of  the  College  and  the  final  dis- 
position of  all  matters  of  government  and  administration  are 
vested  in  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  internal  government  and 
administration  of  the  College  is  vested  in  the  Faculty,  who  as 
an  administrative  body,  pass  such  regulations  as  they  deem  wise, 
and  in  other  ways  counsel  for  the  institution's  good.  The  Faculty 
meet  at  the  call  of  the  President,  or  in  his  absence  of  the  Dean. 

There  have  been  few  changes  in  the  regulations  of  the  Col- 
lege from  its  founding.  The  aim  has  always  been  to  have  as  few 
regulations  as  possible,  the  ideal  principle  of  honor  and  self- 
respect  being  largely  relied  upon  to  maintain  discipline,  and  ex- 
perience has  shown  that  this  policy  has  yielded  the  best  results 
in  demeanor,  scholarship  and  character. 

The  government  is,  therefore,  mild  and  parental,  yet  firm 
and  decided,  seeking  the  good  of  the  student  and  not  mere  gov- 
ernment as  its  end.  The  fundamental  and  primary  aim  is  to  cul- 
tivate Christian  character,  grounded  upon  firm  principles  of 
right,  a  high  sense  of  duty,  honor  and  propriety,  and  an  earnest 
love  of  truth. 

When  a  student  registers  he,  by  that  act,  signs  an  agreement 
to  obey  cheerfully  all  the  regulations  of  the  College,  and  to  do 
whatever  he  may  be  able  to  upbuild  the  spirit  and  tone  of  the 
institution,  and  failure  to  keep  this  agreement  is  considered 
sufficient  cause  for  asking  him  to  withdraw.  The  spirit  of  the 
institution  is  so  overpowering  that  few  students  fail  to  yield 
willing  obedience  to  its  regulations,  though  occasionally  individ- 
uals not  able  to  appreciate  the  standards  of  gentility  prevailing 
here  are  eliminated. 
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DECLARATION  AND  CONSTITUTION  FOR  ELON  COLLEGE 
GOVERNMENT. 

PREAMBLE. 

It  is  the  understanding  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Elon  College  that 
all  legal  rights  and  franchises  held  by  them  as  Trustees  emanate  from  the 
State  and  all  moral  obligations  accrue  from  the  relation  of  the  said  Board 
to  the  Southern  Christian  Convention.  It  is  therefore,  the  inherent  pre- 
rogative of  the  said  Board  of  Trustees  to  exercise  direct  supervision  of  Elon 
College  in  all  of  its  activities,  either  through  personal  direction  or  through 
delegated  agencies.  The  Trustees  and  no  one  else  are  amenable  for  the 
proper  conduct  of  the  said  College  according  to  the  franchises  and  privileges 
granted  by  the  State  and  Church  governments  before  mentioned.  There- 
fore no  franchises  or  privileges  as  to  the  government  of  the  College  aforesaid 
obtain  unto  any  person  or  group  of  persons  except  as  set  forth  in  the  consti- 
tuted authorities  as  named  in  the  articles  hereto  affixed. 

CONSTITUTION. 

Article  1.  When  in  session,  the  power  of  control  of  the  College  shall 
reside  in  the  Board  of  Trustees.  In  the  interim  such  control  shall  be  vested 
in  a  president,  who  shall  have  privilege  to  impose  so  much  thereof  as  he 
may  deem  wise  on  his  entire  Faculty  or  upon  such  members  thereof  as  he 
or  the  Trustees  may  designate,  provided  that  the  power  of  "veto"  shall  at 
all  times  be  a  prerogative  of  the  president  in  his  official  dealings  with  Fac- 
ulty or  students  or  any  aggregation  thereof. 

Article  II.  In  matters  of  College  sports  and  athletics,  only  co-opera- 
tive franchises  are  delegated  to  the  students,  and  in  case  of  discord  the  voice 
of  the  Trustees  shall  obtain  in  the  authority  of  the  president,  either  person- 
ally or  in  his  representatives,  and  shall  have  right  of  way. 

Article  III.  The  authority  of  the  Trustees  shall  have  an  avenue  of 
expression  in  all  publications  emanating  from  the  College,  either  in  the 
president  or  some  person  or  persons  designated  by  him. 

Article  IV.  The  government  of  the  student  body  may  be  delegated  to 
the  students  themselves  in  so  far  as  the  president  and  faculty  may  approve, 
but  the  authority  for  determining  the  membership  of  students  in  the  College 
is  not  a  prerogative  of  student  government,  and  any  or  every  act  of  a  student 
governing  body  is  subject  to  review  by  the  faculty. 

Student  Government. — A  modified  form  of  student  govern- 
ment has  been  in  operation  here  for  many  years.  But  beginning 
in  the  spring  semester  of  1919,  the  Faculty  granted  constitutions 
to  the  Student  Senate  (for  men)  and  to  the  Student  Council  (for 
women).  These  constitutions  and  the  by-laws  of  the  two  organ- 
izations are  printed  in  the  Red  Book. 
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The  Dean. — The  Dean  has  original  jurisdiction  over  attend- 
ance on  class,  chapel  and  religious  services  and  of  permission  of 
the  men  to  leave  town.  He  is  the  official  adviser  of  the  Student 
Senate.  He  also  represents  the  President  when  the  latter  is  out 
of  town. 

The  Dean  of  Women. — The  Dean  of  Women  has  original 
jurisdiction  over  attendance  on  class,  chapel,  and  religious  serv- 
ices, and  of  permission  of  the  women  to  leave  town.  She  is  the 
official  adviser  of  the  Student  Council. 

The  Business  Manager. — The  Business  Manager  carries  out 
the  business  and  financial  policies  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  All 
business  contracts  must  have  his  endorsement  before  they  are 
binding  on  the  College.  He  alone  orders  supplies  for  the  Col- 
lege and  its  several  departments.  He  is  the  custodian  of  all  the 
assets  and  properties  of  the  College. 

The  Faculty. — The  Faculty  acting  through  the  Deans  and 
the  President,  have  original  jurisdiction  over  all  matters  of  con- 
duct in  regard  to  a  student  and  a  Faculty  member.  The  mem- 
bership of  a  student  in  College  is  not  a  prerogative  of  student 
government.  Extension  and  control  of  social  privileges  reside  in 
the  Faculty.  The  Faculty  may  determine,  either  before  or  after 
a  trial  by  either  student  government  organization,  what  cases 
involve  suspension  or  expulsion.  They  may  from  time  to  time 
add  to  the  printed  traditional  regulations  of  the  College.  They 
meet  at  7:30  p.  m.  each  first  Mondaj^  in  regular  session,  from 
September  to  May  inclusive.  Called  meetings  are  held  upon 
the  call  of  the  President. 

Faculty  Committees. — In  the  interim  of  its  sessions  the 
Faculty  transacts  its  business  through  its  committets.  These 
committees  also  are  expected  to  report  to  the  Faculty  in  session 
at  its  regular  or  called  meetings  and  to  preserve  written  records 
of  their  proceedings,  filing  copies  in  the  office  of  the  President. 
Their  transactions  have  all  the  force  of  Faculty  action. 

The  Cabinet. — The  Cabinet  consists  of  the  President,  the 
Deans,  and  the  full  professors  in  the  Literary  Department  of  the 
College.  It  meets  upon  the  call  of  the  President  and  exercises 
all  the  authority  of  the  full  Faculty. 

Proctors. — Each  of  the  buildings  for  men  has  a  proctor  ap- 
pointed by  the  Faculty  or  approved  by  them,  and  to  the  proctor's 
care  the  building  as  such  is  entrusted. 


The  College  Environment. 


Location. — Elon  College  is  sixty-four  miles  west  of  Raleigh, 
and  seventeen  miles  east  of  Greensboro,  on  the  North  Carolina 
division  of  the  Southern  Railway.  The  railroad  is  the  southern 
boundary  of  the  campus  and  commands  a  view  of  the  College 
buildings. 

Six  mail  and  passenger  trains  stop  daily.  Two  through 
trains  stop  by  special  arrangement  in  advance.  At  the  station 
are  telephone  offices,  freight  depot,  a  telegraph  office  and  an 
express  office.  There  is  also  telephone  connection  with  the 
College  Dormitories  and  the  College  offices.  The  Gibsonville 
Telephone  Company  has  installed  a  number  of  telephones  in  the 
town  and  surrounding  communities  and  connects  directly  with 
the  Southern  B^ll  lines. 

The  location  of  the  College  is  all  that  can  be  desired  for  con- 
venience, health  and  beauty.  The  manufacture  and  sale  of 
ardent  spirits,  gambling,  etc.,  are,  by  the  charter,  forever  pro- 
hibited within  one  and  one-half  miles  of  the  College. 

Campus. — The  College  campus  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
in  the  South.  Its  twenty-five  acres  are  covered  for  the  most 
part  by  stalwart  native  oak  and  hickory,  and  the  other  portions 
have  been  adorned  with  other  trees  and  shrubbery.  The  Class  of 
1914  placed  sixty  silver  maples  on  the  old  baseball  ground  in 
front  of  the  Ladies'  Hall.  The  J.  Van  Lindley  Company  of  Greens- 
boro, N.  C,  have  donated  additional  shrubbery  as  a  part  of  the 
rebuilding  program.  The  gentle,  undulated  contour  of  the 
earth's  surface  in  this  Piedmont  section  gives  the  campus  a 
winsome  charm  and  pleasant  aspect.  The  concrete  walks  and 
driveways  add  to  the  native  beauty  and  charm.  It  is  a  quiet, 
sequestered  place,  suited  to  the  development  of  manhood  and 
scholarship.  The  old  well,  famous  in  the  early  days  before  the 
College  water  system  was  installed,  has  been  covered  over  an  J 
transformed  into  a  summer  house.  The  wall  recently  com- 
pleted lends  dignity  as  well  as  protection. 
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Healthfulness. — The  healthfulness  of  the  College  and  com- 
munity is  proverbial.  No  medical  fee  is  laid  on  the  students, 
because  it  would  be  an  unnecessary  burden,  so  slight  is  the 
sickness  among  them.  A  resident  nurse  is  employed  in  the  in- 
terest of  health. 

The  good  health  of  the  students  is  due  to  thorough  sanita- 
tion, mildness  of  temperature,  averaging  59  degrees  and  free 
from  sudden  extremes,  wholesome  food,  well-prepared  and  served 
regularly,  and  pure  water.  The  College  water  supply  comes  from 
a  deep  well.  The  North  Carolina  State  Department  of  Hygiene 
regularly  analyzes  it  and  always  reports  "no  pollution,"  We 
append  here  the  analysis  made  while  this  catalogue  is  in  course 
of  preparation: 

"Reaction,  alkaline;  total  number  of  acid  forming  bacteria,  0;  colon 
bacilli  in  10  c.  c,  0;  colon  bacilli  in  1  c.  c,  0;  no  pollution.

The  College  Community. — Elon  College  is  strictly  a  college 
town.  Only  those  few  enterprises  are  encouraged  or  desired  that 
are  necessary  to  the  development  of  a  high-toned  college  com- 
munity. Those  who  live  here  are  interested  in  the  growth,  wel- 
fare, and  development  of  the  College  and  constitute  a  noble  type 
of  Christian  citizenship. 

The  town  lies  on  both  sides  of  the  railroad  and  surrounds 
the  College  campus.  It  is  laid  off  with  streets  fifty  feet  wide 
and  with  four  acre  lots  in  each  square.  Native  trees  and  shrub- 
bery furnish  shade  and  adornment.  Many  of  the  homes  are 
beautiful  and  all  are  inviting  and  tasteful.  The  town  is  adequate- 
ly hghted  by  incandescent  lights. 

A  real  convenience  is  the  Elon  Banking  and  Trust  Company, 
which  does  a  general  banking  business.  This  institution  was 
chartered  in  the  fall  of  1910,  and  opened  its  doors  for  business 
in  January,  1911.  It  adds  greatly  to  the  business  facilities  of  the 
College  community. 

Moral  Influences  and  Church  Privileges. — The  purpose  in  the 
minds  of  the  founders  of  the  College  was  to  furnish  the  best  in- 
struction under  positive  moral  and  religious  influences.  True  to 
this  purpose,  every  opportunity  is  grasped  to  cultivate  a  high 
moral  tone  and  develop  a  genuine  Christian  spirit.    There  is  no 
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endeavor,  however,  to  impress  sectarianism  in  any  form,  the 
sole  object  being  the  moral  and  religious  welfare  of  each  indi- 
vidual student. 

In  a  positive  way,  looking  to  the  development  of  the  true 
type  of  manhood  and  womanhood,  there  are  chapel  services, 
consisting  of  Bible  reading,  prayer  and  singing,  conducted  by 
the  President  or  Dean,  some  member  of  the  Faculty,  or  some 
visiting  friend,  with  an  inspirational  address  once  each  week 
and  on  Sunday  morning  a  regular  preaching  service  by  the  pastor 
of  the  College  Church.  Every  Sunday  morning  the  College  Sun- 
day School  meets  in  the  Auditorium,  using  the  regular  College 
lecture  rooms  for  recitation  purposes.  All  students  are  required 
to  attend  Sunday  School,  the  chapel  services,  and  the  morning 
preaching  service  each  Sabbath,  unless  the  religious  tenets  of 
their  parents  discountenance  them. 

In  addition  to  these  positive  moral  and  religious  influences, 
all  the  regular  College  religious  organizations  have  branches  here. 
These  voluntary  organizations  do  much  toward  the  upbuilding 
of  the  moral  and  religious  life  of  the  young  men  and  young 
women  and  have  the  heartiest  endorsement  and  co-operation  of 
the  Faculty.  They  have  been  mighty  forces  making  for  the  de- 
velopment of  deep  and  vital  spiritual  interest,  which  is  the  abid- 
ing characteristic  of  the  Elon  spirit. 

The  Elon  Spirit. — Visitors  to  the  College  are  impressed  forci 
bly  by  what  they  are  pleased  to  call  "The  Elon  Spirit."  No  one 
can  fail  to  feel  it  and  no  student  capable  of  the  larger  vision  of 
life  a  college  ought  to  give,  can  live  long  under  its  influence 
without  imbibing  it.  It  is  the  spirit  of  the  square  deal,  of  fair 
play  in  all  things,  of  moderation  and  temperance,  of  mutual 
helpfulness  and  human  brotherliness,  of  equality  and  fraternity, 
of  manliness  and  womanly  gracefulness,  of  emulation  in  right 
doing,  of  respect  for  the  rights  and  attention  to  the  obligations 
of  college  mates,  of  deep  and  vital  piety,  of  consecrated  religious 
and  Christian  character.  Such  an  atmosphere,  pulsating  with 
such  a  spirit,  would  seem  to  be  an  ideal  condition  for  the  unfold- 
ing of  young  life  and  the  budding  into  fruition  of  Christian 
character  of  the  highest  type. 


Buildings  and  Equipment. 


THE  GREATER  ELON  GROUP. 

On  January  18,  1923,  the  Administration  Building,  erected 
in  1889,  was  destroyed  by  a  fire  of  unknown  origin.  This  neces- 
sitated a  rebuilding  program,  which  was  undertaken  in  terms  of 
the  growth  and  development  of  the  College.  An  architect,  Mr. 
Herbert  B.  Hunter,  with  Mr.  W.  C.  Cridland  as  landscape 
gardener  consulting,  was  engaged  to  lay  out  the  campus  and 
grounds  for  the  future  development  of  the  plant.  It  was  decided 
to  undertake  at  once  the  erection  of  five  buildings,  all  of  them 
fireproof,  as  follows: 

The  Alamance  Administration  Building. — The  citizens  of 
Alamance  County  were  deeply  touched  by  the  destruction  of  the 
original  Administration  Building  and  proposed  in  a  mass  meet- 
ing to  raise  $100,000  to  replace  it,  if  the  College  would  through 
friends  raise  at  least  $200,000  additional  for  enlarging  the  plant. 
The  trustees  accepted  this  challenge  and  in  grateful  acknowl- 
edgement of  the  generosity  of  the  citizens  of  Alamance  voted  to 
call  the  new  Administration  Building  by  the  County's  name. 

The  Alamance  Building  is  a  three-story  structure  of  brick 
and  reinforced  concrete,  200  feet  long,  68  feet  wide,  and  houses 
the  administrative  offices,  the  recitation  rooms,  several  depart- 
ments and  the  literary  societies. 

The  Carlton  Library. — This  building,  the  gift  of  Trustee  P. 
J,  Carlton,  his  sister,  Mrs.  T.  S.  Parrott,  and  his  brothers,  H.  A. 
and  L.  E.  Carlton,  is  like  the  three  others  that  follow  in  the  re-build- 
ing program,  120  feet  long,  64  feet  wide,  three-stories,  and  con- 
structed of  brick  and  reinforced  concrete.  The  stack  room  has 
capacity  for  187,500  volumes.  Besides  offices  and  work  room  for 
the  library  force,  the  building  contains  fourteen  professors'  re- 
search and  office  rooms  and  seven  students'  seminar  rooms.  The 
reading  room  has  seating  capacity  for  one  hundred  readers. 

Tlie  L.  H.  Whitley  Meriiorial  Auditorium. — In  memory  of 
his  father-in-law.  Deacon  L.  IT.  Whitley,  Trustee  J.  M.  Darden 
generously  provided  the  money  with  which  to  erect  this  building. 
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Besides  the  regular  auditorium,  this  building  also  houses  the 
Music  and  Expression  Departments. 

The  Mooney  Christian  Education  Building. — In  memory  of 
Rev.  Isaac  Mooney,  his  father-in-law,  Mr.  M.Orban,  Jr.,  gave 
this  building  to  the  College.  It  houses  the  voluntary  religious 
and  social  activities  of  the  campus  and  supplies  laboratory  fa- 
cilities for  the  School  of  Christian  Education,  containing  a  com- 
pletely graded  Sunday  School  plant  for  the  Week-Day  Relig- 
ious School  and  for  the  village  Sunday  School.  The  class 
rooms  of  the  School  of  Christian  Education  are  also  in  this 
building.    So  is  the  chapel. 

The  Duke  Science  Building. — In  memory  of  their  mother, 
Mrs.  Artelia  Roney  DukC:  a  native  of  Alamance  County,  Messrs. 
J.  B.  and  B.  N.  Duke,  have  donated  $70,000.00  toward  the  erec- 
tion of  this  modern,  fire-proof  science  building.  It  has  a  full 
floor  each  for  Physics,  Biology  and  Geology,  and  Chemistry.  The 
building  is  equipped  throughout  with  the  most  approved  scien- 
tific furniture  and  apparatus. 

OTHER  BUILDINGS  AND  EQUIPMENT. 

The  East  Dormitory. — This  is  the  only  original  building  left 
on  the  campus.  It  is  used  as  a  dormitory  for  men.  Besides  the 
main  portion  of  the  building  which  is  of  brick  40  by  60  feet, 
East  Dormitory  has  a  wooden  annex  containing  a  few  rooms  and 
shower  baths. 

The  West  Dormitory. — Erected  in  1905,  158  x  46  feet,  three 
stories,  with  two-story  brick  annex,  40  x  60  feet.  West  Dormi- 
tory has  capacity  on  the  second  and  third  floors  for  120  young 
ladies.  The  first  floor  is  used  for  living  quarters  for  lady  Faculty 
members,  for  guest  rooms,  and  for  reception  halls.  The  annex 
contains  the  College  Dining  Hall  and  the  Ladies'  Gymnasium. 

The  Alumni  Building. — Erected  1912.  The  gift  of  the  Alum- 
ni to  Alma  Mater.  Brick,  four  stories,  125  x  65  feet,  used  as 
dormitory  for  men,  with  men's  gymnasium  occupying  the  second 
floor. 

Ladies'  Hall. — Erected  1913.  Brick,  two  stories,  40  x  100 
feet,  with  capacity  for  64  roomers.  This  building  supplies  living 
arrangements  for  young  ladies  at  actual  cost. 
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Men's  Co-operative  Cluh  House. — Erected  1912,  wooden 
structure,  adjoining  campus,  with  capacity  for  fifty  boarders. 
Here  young  men  of  limited  means  may  secure  good,  substantial 
board  at  actual  cost. 

West  End  Hall. — This  is  a  fourteen  room  dwelling  adjoining 
the  campus  and  is  used  as  a  teacherage  for  faculty  members. 

Museum. — This  building,  formerly  used  as  a  laboratory, 
brick,  two  stories,  40  x  80  feet,  just  south  of  the  campus,  offers 
an  excellent  home  for  the  College  Museum. 

Power  Plant. — Erected  1905.  The  power  plant  is  of  brick 
construction  and  is  the  central  station  for  heat,  light,  water,  and 
other  service  functions  of  all  the  College  buildings.  This  plant 
also  has  a  machine  shop  and  a  50,000  gallon  steel  water  tank 
with  deep  well. 

Athletic  Field. — The  Athletic  Field  contains  thirty-four  acres, 
conveniently  situated  and  spacious  enough  for  all  sports. 

DEPARTMENT  STUDIOS. 

Music. — Five  studios  and  twenty-two  practice  rooms  in  the 
Auditorium.  The  Mason  and  Hamlin  Concert  Grand  Piano,  the 
Duo-Manual  Estey  Organ,  and  the  four  manual  Skinner  Organ 
of  the  Auditorium  are  available  for  special  teaching  and  concert 
purposes. 

Art. — On  the  third  floor  of  Alamance  Building. 

Expression. — On  the  third  floor  of  the  Auditorium. 

Domestic  Science  and  Household  Arts. — Four  large  rooms  and 
two  smaller  ones  on  the  third  floor  of  Alamance  Building. 

Practical  Arts. — On  the  third  floor  of  Alamance  Building. 

Business. — On  the  third  floor  of  Alamance  Building.

Society  Hall  and  Office. — On  the  third  floor  of  Alamance 
Building. 

Supply  Store. — On  the  first  floor  of  Alamance  Building.

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Y.  W.C.  A.  Hall— On  the  first  floor  of  the  Christian  Edu- 
ation  Building. 

PhiPsiCli  Office. — On  the  first  floor,  Alamance  Building. 

Maroon  and  Gold  Office. — On  the  first  floor,  Alamance  Build- 
ing. 

Ladies'  Gymnasium. — Annex,  West  Dormitory,  second  floor. 

Men's  Gymnasium. — Alumni  Building,  second  floor. 

Dining  Halls. — West  Dormitory,  annex;  Ladies'  Hall;  and 
Men's  Co-operative  Club  House. 

Administrative  Offices. — On  the  first  floor  of  Alamance  Build- 
ing are  the  offices  of  the  President,  Secretary,  Business  Man- 
ager, and  Dean.  The  Dean  of  Women  has  her  office  on  the 
first  floor  of  the  West  Dormitory. 

Dispensary. — For  the  resident  nurse.  First  floor,  West 
Dormitory. 

Reading  Rooms. — On  the  first  floor  of  the  Library  Building. 

Infirmary  Room. — The  equipment  for  this  room  was  sup- 
plied by  Dr.  J.  E.  Lincoln  and  Mrs.  S.  W.  Lincoln.  On  the  first 
floor  of  the  West  Dormitory. 

GENERAL  EQUIPMENT. 

All  the  College  buildings  are  equipped  with  modern  con- 
veniences, including  electric  lights,  steam  heat,  running  water, 
and  baths.  The  furniture  is  simple,  yet  substantial  and  durable. 
The  equipment  of  the  class  rooms,  lecture  halls,  laboratories,  and 
the  several  departments  is  of  the  most  approved  types. 


College  Organizations. 


The  Sunday  School. — The  College  Sunday  School  elects  its 
own  officers,  who,  with  the  President,  Pastor  and  Deans,  appoint 
the  teachers.  The  members  of  the  Faculty  and  the  Senior  Class 
usually  constitute  the  teaching  force.  The  Sunday  School  meets 
each  Sunday,  immediately  preceding  the  morning  preaching  ser- 
vice. 

The  curriculum  of  the  Sunday  School  is  two-fold,  that  of 
the  International  Lessons  on  the  one  hand,  and  that  of  a  Sunday 
School  College  on  the  other.  The  classes  elect  which  course 
they  will  pursue.  The  curriculum  of  the  Sunday  School  College 
consists  of  Teacher  Training,  Missions,  Life  Problems,  Race 
Problems,  etc.,  varying  from  year  to  year,  each  class  selecting 
its  own  course  of  studies.  The  Study  Courses  Committee  of  the 
Religious  Activities  Organization  determines  the  nature  and  the 
number  of  the  courses  to  be  offered  each  year. 

The  College  Church. — Preaching  services  are  provided  each 
Sunday  in  the  College  Auditorium.  The  pastor  of  the  church  is 
Rev.  W.  S.  Alexander,  D.  D.,  with  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Wellons,  D.  D., 
co-pastor.  Ministers  from  all  evangelical  denominations  are  from 
time  to  time  invited  to  occupy  the  College  pulpit. 

Y.  M.  C.  A. — The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  meets 
regularly  in  the  Association's  Hall.  It  is  a  strong,  active 
organization,  has  Bible  and  Mission  Study  Classes,  sends  repre- 
sentatives to  all  the  student  Y.  M.  C.  A.  conventions,  maintains 
a  splendid  community  social  service  work  and  exercises  a  strong 
influence  over  the  spiritual  life  of  the  young  men.  The  Associa- 
tion's Life-Work  Series  periodically  given  is  a  notable  feature. 
Each  profession  is  represented  by  an  out-of-town  speaker,  who 
has  achieved  distinction. 

Y.  W.  C.  A. — The  Young  Women's  Christian  Association  of 
American  Colleges  has  a  vigorous,  active  local  organization 
here.  It  meets  regularly  in  the  Y.  W.  C.  A,  Hall  on  Sunday 
evenings  at  7:30  o'clock.  The  Association  affiliates  with  the  na- 
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tional  organization  in  every  way  and  has  a  powerful  influence 
over  the  religious  life  of  the  young  women  of  the  College. 

The  Christian  Endeavor  Society. — One  of  the  strongest 
Christian  Endeavor  Societies  in  the  country  is  that  which  meets 
regularly  here  Sunday  evenings.  Through  its  public  prayer 
meetings  and  its  various  committees  it  supplies  the  best  sort  of 
training  for  active  Christian  work.  Its  influence  over  the  spirit- 
ual life  of  its  members  is  unmistakably  salutary. 

The  Ministerial  Association. — The  young  ministers  of  the 
College,  feeling  the  need  of  greater  opportunity  for  devotion  and 
prayer,  have  organized  themselves  into  the  Elon  College  Minis- 
terial Association.   The  Association  is  active  in  community  work. 

The  Literary  Societies. — Four  literary  societies  are  recog- 
nized by  the  Faculty.  They  are  for  young  ladies,  the  Psiphelian 
and  Psykaleon;  for  young  men,  the  Philologian  and  Clio.  Their 
hall  and  office  are  in  the  Administration  Building. 

These  societies  meet  weekly  for  debate  and  general  work 
and  form  a  powerful  factor  in  College  life. 

The  Philologian  and  Clio  Societies  have  instituted  loan  funds, 
whereby  they  keep  in  College  two  or  three  worthy  members. 

One  must  be  a  registered  student  ten  days  before  joining  a  literary 
society. 

The  College  Band. — The  College  Band  was  organized  in 
1906,  and  has  had  an  average  of  twenty  members.  It  fills  a  large 
place  in  the  life  of  the  campus.  It  meets  twice  weekly  for  practice 
and  rehearsal  and  furnishes  music  on  all  public  occasions  and  for 
commencement. 

The  College  Orchestra. — The  College  Orchestra,  of  from 
eight  to  twelve  pieces,  furnishes  music  for  the  chapel  services, 
the  Sunday  School,  and  Christian  Endeavor,  and  on  other  special 
occasions  during  the  year. 

The  Men's  Glee  Club.— The  young  men  of  the  College 
having  special  musical  talent  are  organized  into  a  Glee  Club. 
This  organization,  like  the  athletic  teams,  is  financed  through  the 
Bursar's  oflBce.  The  club  adds  much  to  the  life  ard  spirit  of  the 
campus. 
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The  Young  Women's  Glee  Club. — The  young  women  of  thfl 
College  having  special  musical  talent  are  organized  into  a  Glee 
Club,  similar  to  that  for  the  young  men. 

The  Boosters'  Club. — This  Club  was  organized  in  the  fall  of 
1924.  It  gives  programs  representative  of  the  College  Hfe  in 
High  Schools  and  in  all  things  undertakes  to  exemplify  and  in- 
terpret the  Elon  Spirit. 

Class  and  Other  Organizations. — Each  of  the  classes  in  the 
College  has  its  own  organization.  These  class  organizations  tend 
to  develop  class  and  College  spirit  and  have  proved  very  helpful. 
Each  Class  selects  its  motto,  pin  or  other  distinctive  mark, 
color,  flower  and  elects  its  own  officers.  Each  class  when  it  or- 
ganizes in  its  Freshman  year  elects  a  head  of  some  literary  de- 
partment, other  than  the  President  or  Dean,  as  its  Faculty  ad- 
viser. The  classes  hold  their  meetings  after  public  announcement 
on  the  bulletin  boards,  and  all  such  occasions,  as  also  committee 
meetings  of  the  class,  are  to  be  attended  by  the  Faculty  adviser. 
The  number  of  meetings  which  any  class  may  hold  is  limited  to 
one  per  month,  and  these  are  always  to  be  held  in  the  day  time. 

No  organization  of  students  can  be  effected  without  the 
Faculty's  consent  and  approval^  and  no  called  meetings  of  any 
regular  organization  can  be  held  without  permission  from  the 
Dean.  The  Freshman  class  may  not  organize  before  November 
1st. 

Alumni  Association. — The  Alumni  Association  is  a  voluntary 
organization  of  the  graduates  of  the  College.  It  holds  business 
sessions  on  the  afternoon  of  Tuesday  of  each  commencement. 
It  provides  the  speaker  for  the  alumni  address  on  the  closing 
evening  of  each  commencement  and  generously  provided  the 
Alumni  Scholarship  for  the  Junior  Class.  It  has  recently  raised 
the  money  to  pay  for  the  Alumni  Building,  named  in  thtir  honor. 
The  Class  of  1913  had  the  distinction  of  launching  this  move- 
ment. Every  five  years  a  special  Alumni  Bulletin  is  printed, 
giving  a  complete  list  of  the  Alumni. 

Student  Volunteer  Band. — The  student  volunteers  for  the 
foreign  field  are  organized  into  two  bands,  one  for  each  sex,  to 
study  courses  fitting  them  for  their  life  work.  These  meetings 
are  under  the  supervision  of  the  proper  Dean. 
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The  Music  Lovers'  Club. — This  club  was  organized  during 
1915-'16.  Its  meetings  are  held  monthly.  Its  purpose  is  sufficient- 
ly indicated  by  its  name.  Its  membership  is  open  to  Faculty 
members,  diploma  music  pupils,  and  residents  of  the  College 
community. 

The  Choral  Society. — Thie  society  was  organized  in  January, 
1916.  It  has  more  than  a  hundred  members,  and  gives  programs 
at  various  times  during  the  year  and  at  commencement. 

Religious  Activities  Organization. — All  the  rehgious  activities 
of  the  campus  are  federated  in  the  Religious  Activities  Organi- 
zation. Its  Constitution  and  Bylaws  are  printed  in  the  Red 
Book. 

Social  Clubs. — Four  social  clubs  for  each  sex  will  be  recog- 
nized by  the  Faculty.  The  conditions  under  which  they  are 
recognized  and  the  regulations  by  which  they  are  governed  are 
set  forth  in  the  Red  Book.  The  clubs  that  are  officially  recogniz- 
ed are  as  follows: 

For  Men. — Sigma  Phi  Beta;  Kappa  Si  Nu;  Iota  Tau  Kappa; 
Alpha  Pi  Delta. 

For  Women. — Beta  Omicron  Beta;  Delta  Upsilon  Kappa; 
Tau  Zeta  Phi;  Pi  Kappa  Tau. 


College  Publications. 


The  College  Bulletin. — The  Elon  College  Bulletin,  issued  not 
less  than  four  times  the  year,  is  for  free  distribution.  The  Febru- 
ary number  is  the  College  Catalogue.  Other  numbers  issued 
from  time  to  time  are  the  Opening  Number,  the  Vacation  Num- 
ber, the  Illustrated  Bulletin,  the  Special  Fund  Number,  the 
Special  Normal  Term  Number,  the  Commencement  Number, 
the  Library  Number,  the  Theological  Department  Number, 
the  Standardization  Fund  Number,  the  Religious  Education  and 
Christian  Methods  Number,  etc.  These  bulletins  give  infor- 
mation concerning  the  College  and  contain  announcements  of 
its  plans  and  achievements  that  are  of  public  interest  and  general 
concern.  A  copy  of  any  of  these  bulletins  will  be  sent  prepaid 
free  to  any  address  upon  application  to  the  office  of  the  President. 

The  Red  Book. — The  Red  Book  is  issued  annually  by  the 
Dean.  It  contains  indispensable  information  for  students  and 
is  the  basis  for  the  internal  government  of  the  College.  Every 
student  is  furnished  a  copy  upon  registration. 

The  PhiPsiCli.— The  PhiPsiCli  is  the  College  Annual,  edited 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Faculty,  by  the  Senior  Class.  It  is 
thoroughly  imbued  with  the  Elon  Spirit  and  takes  its  rank  among 
the  best  of  such  College  media  of  thought  and  life.  This  annual, 
first  brought  out  in  1913,  has  become  an  annual  pubhcation. 

"Maroon  and  Gold." — This  is  the  student  weekly  publi- 
cation. The  officers  and  directors  are  elected  by  the  Junior  Class, 
though  the  class  is  not  restricted  to  its  own  membership  in  mak- 
ing selections.  The  College  is  not  responsible  for  the  paper 
financially,  but  it  is  in  thorough  sympathy  with  it.  It  first  ap- 
peared in  the  fall  of  1919,  as  the  successor  of  the  "Elon  College 
Weekly." 


Lectures  and  Public  Exercises. 


The  Summerbell  Lectures. — Dr.  Martyn  Summerbell,  Lake- 
mont,  N.  Y.,  is  non-resident  Professor  of  Church  History  and 
Biblical  Literature  in  the  College,  and  each  year  in  September 
delivers  a  course  of  three  or  more  lectures  in  his  department. 

The  Mission  Lectures. — Dr.  J.  0.  Atkinson,  former  College 
Pastor,  now  Mission  Secretary  of  the  Southern  Christian  Con- 
vention, each  December  gives  a  course  of  lectures  on  Christian 
Missions. 

Inter-Class  Debates. — Beginning  with  the  session  of  1912-'13, 
there  has  been  held  an  annual  series  of  class  debates  on  Thurs- 
day of  the  Easter  season,  between  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore 
classes. 

Music  Recitals. — The  Department  of  Music  gives  several 
pubhc  recitals  each  year.  The  Choral  Society  is  under  its  direc- 
tion. 

Faculty  Recitals. — At  some  time  during  each  semester,  the 
Music  and  Expression  faculties  will  give  a  public  recital. 

Aft  Exhibit. — The  Art  Department  gives  an  annual  exhibit 
of  its  pupils'  work  during  the  final  day  of  the  commencement 
season.  The  exhibit  takes  place  in  the  Art  Studio  of  the  Ala- 
mance Building. 

Expression  Recitals. — The  Department  of  Expression  givts 
two  public  recitals  during  the  College  year. 

Public  Receptions. — The  Faculty  gives  a  public  reception  to 
the  students  on  Saturday  after  the  College  opens  in  September. 
This  is  a  formal  reception. 

Literary  Society  Entertainments. — Each  of  the  four  literary 
societies  gives  a  public  entertainment  during  the  College  year. 
The  Psykaleon  Society  gives  its  entertainment  on  Greater  Elon 
Day;  the  Philologian  Society  on  Thanksgiving  Day;  the  CHo 
Society  on  Washington's  Birthday;  the  Psiphelian  Society  on 
Easter  Saturday.  These  entertainments  are  attended  by  large 
concourses  of  people  and  constitute  one  of  the  most  enjoyable 
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features  of  the  College  life.  Only  active  members  of  a  society 
may  take  part  in  its  entertainment,  and  active  members  must 
be  regularly  matriculated  students.  Only  active  society  mem- 
bers and  Faculty  members  can  coach  entertainments. 

Inter-Collegiate  Debates. — Inter-collegiate  debates  for  which 
the  speakers  are  chosen  in  competitive  public  contests,  are  from 
time  to  time  arranged  for  with  other  colleges.  All  public  de- 
bates of  every  character  are  under  the  control  of  the  Faculty 
Committee  on  Debates. 

Inter-Collegiate  Peace  Contests. — Annually  Elon  participates 
in  the  North  Carolina  Inter-Collegiate  Peace  Contest,  both  for 
men  and  for  women. 

Entertainments. — By  vote  of  the  Faculty,  there  are  to  be 
no  paid  entertainments  or  exercises  of  any  kind  in  the  College  or 
on  the  campus.  A  limited  number  of  exercises  may  be  held,  sub- 
ject to  the  President's  approval,  each  year,  at  which  a  free-will 
offering  may  be  received.  A  Concert  Course  may  be  arranged 
for  the  year  by  the  President,  as  may  also  a  Lecture  Course  in 
any  one  of  the  special  departments,  for  both  of  which  season 
tickets  will  be  sold. 

Organ  Vesper  Services. — On  the  second  Sunday  afternoon 
of  each  month  from  September  to  May  inclusive,  the  Head  of 
the  Organ  Department  gives  a  vesper  service  on  the  Skinner 
Organ.     The  services  begin  at  4:00  and  last  for  one  hour. 

Banquets. — Each  of  the  social  clubs  gives  an  annual  banquet, 
and  at  some  suitable  time  in  the  Spring  Semester  the  Juniors 
entertain  the  Seniors. 

Stunts. — At  stated  times  stunts  are  given  by  the  various 
classes  and  other  College  organizations  or  groups. 

Commencement. — The  annual  commencement  is  the  most 
important  public  exercise  of  the  year.  It  always  begins  on  the 
fourth  Sunday  of  May.  For  the  roster  of  events  entering  into 
this  important  event  see  the  College  Calendar  on  page  5. 


College  Athletics. 


It  is  the  aim  of  the  College  to  encourage  participation  in 
athletics  on  the  part  of  all  students  rather  than  on  the  part  of  the 
few,  as  it  is  believed  that  in  well  regulated  athletics  is  found, 
for  the  great  majority  of  College  men,  the  best  solution  of  the 
problem  of  rational  and  effectual  physical  training.  There  is  no 
athletic  fee  and  all  may  take  part.  The  choosing  of  varsity 
teams  is  a  matter  of  merit,  and  any  one  may  make  application 
to  the  Coach  and  try  for  any  team  to  represent  the  College. 

Provision  is  made  for  football,  basketball,  baseball,  track 
and  tennis,  under  the  supervision  of  the  College  Coach,  Di- 
rector of  Physical  Training  for  Men  and  Graduate  Manager,  but 
these  sports  take  the  place  of  the  regular  physical  training  work 
only  during  the  season  of  a  sport. 

Inter-Collegiate  Athletics. — Elon  allows  inter-collegiate  ath- 
letics on  the  part  of  its  young  men.  The  following  regulations 
govern  all  such  contests: 

IIEGULATIONS  GOVERNING  INTER-COLLEGIATE  ATHLETICS. 

1.  Inter-(;oIlegiat,e  games  are  allowed  under  Faculty  supervision. 

2.  The  Athletic  Council  is  not  permitted  to  make  debts  which  it  ia 
not  prepared  to  pay,  and  all  of  its  finances  are  to  be  transacted  through 
the  Business  Manager's  office  All  gate  receipts  and  money  for  sale  of  sea- 
son tickets  shall  be  received  directly  by  the  Gradiiate  Manager  or  the  Bus- 
iness Manager's  Assistant. 

3.  No  student  is  eligible  to  play  in  any  inter-collegiate  game  unless  he 
was  a  registered  student  by  October  1st  in  the  fall  next  preceding  such 
game  or  by  January  10th  in  the  spring,  taking  full  work,  which  means 
as  many  as  twelve  hours  of  literary  work  at  least,  or  its  equivalent,  and 
passing  at  least  nine  hours  of  work.  A  student  not  registered  in  the  fall  may 
play  in  the  spring,  provided  he  has  in  a  previous  year  satisfactorily  com- 
pleted a  semester's  work. 

4.  No  student  can  represent  the  College  in  any  athletic  event  who  has 
not  conducted  himself  in  an  exemplary  manner  throughout  the  entire  Col- 
lege year,  the  Faculty  judging  in  each  instance. 

5.  No  student  who  receives  financial  aid,  directly  or  indirectly,  by 
reason  of  his  playing  on  the  team  or  by  reason  of  any  professional  athletie 
service  rendered  the  College,  in  any  inter-collegiate  sport  in  which  Elon 
participates,  shall  be  allowed  in  any  inter-collegiate  game.     The  playing 
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of  summer  ball  on  an  amateur  team  shall  not  disqualify  a  bona  fide  student, 
but  no  one  who  has  played  on  a  professional  team  of  any  kind  shall  be  eligible 
for  any  team  here.  Our  teams  will  not  be  allowed  to  play  with  institutions 
violating  these  principles.  It  is  understood  that  four  years  on  any  College 
team  shall  make  any  student  a  professional  in  that  sport  in  the  interpreta- 
tion of  this  rule.  A  substitute  ceases  to  be  a  substitute  if  he  plays  in  more 
than  two  regularly  scheduled  games  of  any  season's  sport.  An  amateur 
becomes  a  professional  if  he  plays  on  a  team  under  national  protection  and 
is  therewith  debarred  from  representing  the  College  in  any  inter-collegiate 
ath.letic  contest. 

6  A  Faculty  representative  shall  accompany  the  team  when  on  a  trip, 
at  which  times  the  same  College  regulations,  as  to  student  deportment,  are 
in  force  as  at  the  College. 

7.  The  Athletic  Varsity  "E"  shall  be  awarded  at  the  close  of  each 
inter-collegiate  athletic  season  by  the  Athletic  Council.  The  award  shall 
include  athletic  ability,  scholarship,  and  deportment,  the  Athletic  Council 
judging. 

8.  The  monogram  "E-C"  shall  be  awarded  at  the  close  of  the  athletic 
season  in  the  spring  of  each  year  to  those  students  who  have  been  recom- 
mended by  the  coach,  and  approved  as  worthy  by  the  Athletic  Council.  No 
other  male  student  shall  wear  the  initial  letter  or  the  monogram,  nor  shall 
any  one  wear  the  initial  "E"  or  the  monogram  "E-C"  until  the  same  has 
been  awarded  by  the  Athletic  Council.  In  the  event  that  the  winner  of  the 
varsity  insignia  shall  allow  a  lady  student  or  faculty  member  to  wear  his 
insignia,  he  forfeits  the  right  to  wear  any  insignia  during  such  time.  The 
Athletic  Council  may  at  any  time  withdraw  the  right  to  wear  either  the 
letter  or  the  monogram  for  conduct,  in  their  judgment,  meriting  such  pen- 
alty. 

9.  A  student  shall  be  allowed  to  add  a  star  to  the  varsity  "E"  for  each 
additional  year  of  the  same  sport  on  the  same  conditions  as  stated  in  rule 
No.  7. 

10.  There  shall  not  be  more  than  eighteen  inter-collegiate  games  of 
baseball  or  basket  ball  scheduled  in  any  one  season,  nor  more  than  eight  for 
football. 

11.  All  athletic  goods  used  by  the  students  of  the  College  shall  be 
handled  at  the  College  Supply  Store  and  sold  at  catalogue  prices  for  cash 
only,  and  the  profits  from  such  sales  shall  go  to  the  support  of  inter-collegiate 
athletics. 

12.  The  arrangement  for  all  inter-collegiate  games  shall  be  under  the 
management  of  a  committee  of  the  Faculty,  known  as  the  Athletic  Council. 
The  transactions  of  this  committee  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
President,  and  the  Graduate  Manager's  signature  shall  be  necessary  before 
any  contract  for  games  is  binding  on  the  Athletic  Council. 

13.  The  captain  of  the  next  year's  team  is  elected  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  season  of  each  sport  by  his  teammates,  the  Coach  acting  as  chairman. 


Essays,  Orations,  Theses. 


Essays  and  Orations. — Orations  are  delivered  by  represen- 
tatives of  the  Philologian  and  Clio  Literary  Societies  three  times 
during  the  year,  Thanksgiving,  Washington's  Birthday  and  Com- 
mencement. Three  times  during  the  year,  representatives  of  the 
Psiphelian  and  Psykaleon  Literary  Societies  present  essays,  on 
Greater  Elon  Day,  Easter  and  Commencement.  These  essays 
and  orations  are  original,  do  not  exceed  1,250  words  in  length, 
and  must  be  submitted  to  the  President  at  least  one  month  before 
they  are  to  be  presented,  and  must  be  approved  by  him. 

Every  male  candidate  for  graduation  from  the  College  must 
deliver  an  oration,  prepared  by  himself,  not  exceeding  1,250 
words  in  length,  before  a  committee  of  the  Faculty,  in  compe- 
tition for  a  place  as  class  representative  on  graduation  day,  or 
submit  a  thesis  for  graduation  as  provided  below.  Every  young 
lady  who  is  a  candidate  for  graduation  must  present  an  essay, 
prepared  by  herself,  not  exceeding  1,250  words  in  length,  before 
a  committee  of  the  Faculty,  in  competition  for  a  place  as  class 
representative  on  graduation  day,  or  submit  a  thesis  for  grad- 
uation as  provided  below. 

All  subjects  for  essays  and  orations  to  be  presented  at  Com- 
mencement, whether  as  society  or  class  representatives,  must  be 
handed  to  the  President  not  later  than  January  15th  of  each 
year  and  the  essays  and  orations  must  be  in  his  hands  not  later 
than  March  15th.  The  contest  for  places  as  class  representatives 
will  occur  sometime  during  the  week  of  April  20th,  the  exact 
day  to  be  determined  by  the  Faculty.  All  essays  and  orations 
are  to  be  typewritten  when  submitted  to  the  President. 

Graduation  Theses. — Every  student  who  graduates  from  the 
College  with  a  Bachelor's  Degree  is  required  to  write,  during  his 
Senior  year,  a  graduating  thesis,  in  addition  to  his  regular  work, 
unless  he  has  elected  to  prepare  a  graduating  oration  or  essay 
as  provided  above. 

The  student  may  select  his  own  subject  and  the  department 
in  which  he  will  write  his  thesis,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
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Faculty,  and  will  do  his  work  under  the  supervision  of  the  pro- 
fessor in  whose  school  the  work  is  elected.  Heads  of  the  College 
departments  only  shall  direct  thesis  work. 

These  theses  must  be  handed  to  the  President  not  later  than 
May  1st,  and  must  be  typewritten  and  bound  and  with  the  name 
of  the  author  in  a  sealed  envelope  within. 

The  school  in  which  the  thesis  is  to  be  written  must  be  se- 
lected at  the  time  of  election  of  Senior  work,  May  1st,  of  each 
year. 

No  special  length  is  designated  for  these  theses,  but  they 
are  to  represent  original  research  and  be  thorough  in  their  scope, 
revealing  the  investigator's  power  to  do  independent  professional 
work.  A  student  must  be  majoring  in  the  school  in  which  he 
chooses  to  write  a  thesis  and  must  have  averaged  85  per  cent,  in 
his  work  in  that  school. 

The  outline  of  the  theses  shall  be  submitted  to  the  profes- 
sors in  whose  schools  the  theses  are  to  be  written,  not  later  than 
October  1. 

A  Senior  may  write  a  thesis  in  competition  for  the  Morrow 
Medal,  should  he  or  she  so  desire,  even  though  an  essay  or  ora- 
tion also  has  been  written  by  him  or  her. 


Degrees,  Honors,  Certificates. 


Collegiate  Degrees. — The  College  confers  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  upon  those  who  complete  the  requirements  for 
graduation. 

Honorary  Degrees. — The  College  confers  the  honorary  de- 
grees of  Doctor  of  Literature,  Doctor  of  Divinity,  and  Doctor  of 
Laws.  These  honors  are,  however,  seldom  conferred  and  then 
only  upon  those  who  deserve  them  and  will  reflect  credit  upon 
the  degrees.  The  names  of  all  persons  receiving  such  degrees 
from  Elon  are  published  in  the  Alumni  Number  of  the  College 
Bulletin,  issued  once  in  five  years. 

Certificates. — Certificates  of  proficiency  will  be  given  those 
who  have  completed  the  course  in  Music,  Art,  Expression, 
Physical  Training  Department,  Domestic  Science  or  Art  De- 
partment, or  any  of  the  several  schools,  provided  that  in  the 
special  departments  each  student  shall  have  completed  fifteen 
units  of  literary  work  as  required  for  entrance  to  College,  or 
have  completed  the  requirements  for  graduation  in  some  one 
school  of  the  College  department  with  an  average  of  at  least 
85  per  cent  for  the  work  done  in  the  special  department  or 
school  or  both.  No  certificates  are  given  in  Commercial  De- 
partment. 

Honors. — Graduates  who,  during  their  entire  college  course, 
make  an  average  of  from  80  to  85  receive  their  degrees  cum 
laude;  those  making  from  85  to  90,  magna  cum  laude;  and  those 
making  92.5  or  more,  summa  cum  laude. 

The  honor  of  being  valedictorian  of  his  class  goes  to  that 
member  of  the  graduating  class  who  has,  during  the  four  years 
of  his  college  course,  taken  at  Elon,  made  the  highest  average 
grade  in  literary  work,  and  to  him  belongs  the  distinction  of 
bidding  farewell  to  the  class  and  the  College  on  commencement 
day  at  the  graduating  exercises. 

The  honor  of  being  salutatorian  of  his  class  goes  to  that 
member  of  the  graduating  class  who  has,  during  the  four  years 
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of  his  college  course  taken  at  Elon,  made  the  next  highest  aver- 
age grade  in  literary  work,  and  to  him  belongs  the  distinction 
of  welcoming  the  audience  to  the  graduating  exercises  of  his 
class  on  commencement  day. 

Rating  of  Offices  and  Honors. — That  democracy  may  pre- 
vail in  the  distribution  of  honors  and  offices  in  the  College,  the 
Faculty  have  rated  each  honor  or  office.  No  student  may  have 
more  than  a  maximum  of  100  points  dujing  any  College  year. 
The  Commencement  program  announces  the  names  of  all  who 
reach  100  points  according  to  this  rating.

Scholarships  and  Medals. 


The  Alumni  Scholarship. — The  Alumni  Association  in  session 
June  1,  1909,  generously  decided  to  establish  a  scholarship  in 
Elon  College.  This  scholarship  is  to  be  awarded  in  the  literary 
department,  and  is  of  the  value  of  S76.00  a  year.  The  fund  which 
is  being  raised  by  the  alumni  of  the  institution  for  this  purpose, 
is  to  be  known  as  the  Alumni  Scholarship  Fund,  only  the  interest 
of  which  shall  be  available  for  paying  the  scholarship.  All  inter- 
est received  by  the  Treasurer  is  to  be  paid  directly  to  the  Bus- 
iness INIanager,  and  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  scholar- 
ships account. 

Elon  High  School  Scholarships. — The  Board  of  Trustees 
offer  a  scholarship  to  one  graduate  of  any  high  school  of  which 
an  Elon  graduate  is  principal  or  superintendent  or  a  teacher  in 
high  school  work.  Said  scholarship  is  good  for  one  year,  and 
covers  tuition  in  the  hterary  branches.  The  candidate  is  to  be 
satisfactorily  recommended  by  the  principal  or  superintendent 
and  approved  by  the  Faculty  committee  on  scholarships.  The 
number  of  such  scholarships  is  limited  to  ten. 

Public  High  School  Scholarships. — The  Board  of  Trustees 
offer  ten  free  tuition  scholarships  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  principal  or  superintendent  of  approved  high  schools,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Faculty  committee  on  scholarships. 

The  J.  J.  Summerbell  Scholarship. — In  consideration  of  a 
bequest  of  $1,000  for  that  purpose  left  the  College  by  the  late 
Dr.  J.  J.  Summerbell,  the  President  of  the  College  each  year  will 
award  a  $60.00  tuition  scholarship,  in  either  the  College  or  one 
of  the  special  departments,  good  for  the  succeeding  year,  to  that 
member  of  either  Freshman,  Sophomore,  or  Junior  Class,  who 
shall  write  the  best  thesis  on  'The  First  Commandment  and  the 
Unity  of  God."  same  to  be  adjudged  by  a  committee  of  the 
Facult3^  Theses  in  this  competition  are  to  be  typewritten  and  in 
the  President's  hands,  the  name  of  the  writer  accompanying  in 
a  sealed  envelope,  not  later  than  May  1. 

The  Barrett  Scholarship. — In  memory  of  Dr.  J.  Pressley  Bar- 
rett, one  of  the  original  trustees  of  the  College,  the  trustees  have 
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founded  the  Barrett  Scholarship,  to  be  awarded  to  some  worthy 
Freshman. 

The  Long  Scholarship. — In  remembrance  of  Dr.  W.  S.  Long, 
founder  and  first  president,  a  free  tuition  scholarship  is  awarded 
each  year  to  some  worthy  member  of  the  Freshman  Class. 

The  Staley  Scholarship. — Dr.  W.  W.  Staley,  second  presi- 
dent, awards  a  free  tuition  scholarship  annually  to  some  member 
of  the  Freshman  Class. 

The  Moffitt  Scholarship.— Dr.  E.  L.  Mofhtt,  third  president, 
awards  annually  a  free  tuition  scholarship  to  some  member  of 
the  Freshman  Class. 

The  Martyn  Summerbell  Scholarship. — Dr.  Martyn  Summer- 
bell,  Lakemont,  N.  Y.,  each  year  awards  a  scholarship  to  some 
worthy  member  of  the  Freshman  Class. 

Faculty  Scholarship  Committee. — The  President  and  the 
Faculty  Scholarship  Committee  award  all  scholarships.  No  schol- 
arship will  be  awarded  to  a  high  school  graduate  whose  average 
has  been  less  than  80  per  cent  and  none  will  be  awarded  later 
than  July  1. 

The  Stanford  Orator's  Medal.— The  Stanford  Medal,  es- 
tablished by  Col.  and  Mrs.  S.  L.  Adams,  is  given  for  the  best 
oration  delivered  at  commencement  by  a  young  man  of  the 
graduating  class.  It  was  established  in  memory  of  Hon  Richard 
Stanford,  a  patron  and  advocate  of  education  and  member  of 
Congress  from  North  CaroHna,  1792-1816. 

The  Mofifitt  Essayist's  Medal.— The  Moffitt  Medal,  estab- 
lished  by  the  family  of  the  late  E.  A.  Moffitt,  is  given  for  the  best 
essay  at  commencement  by  a  young  lady  of  the  graduating  class. 
This  medal  was  established  in  memory  of  E.  A.  Moffitt,  for  many 
years  a  trustee  of  the  College. 

Valedictorian's  Medal. — A  friend  has  established  the  Vale- 
dictorian's Medal,  to  be  awarded  each  year  to  the  valedictorian. 

The  Morrow  Thesis  Medal.— The  R.  M.  Morrow  Thesis 
Medal,  estabfished  by  Dr.  R.  M.  Morrow,  is  given  to  that  member 
of  the  Senior  Class  who  shall  have  written  the  best  thesis  in  any 
school,  same  to  be  adjudged  by  the  Faculty.  These  theses,  type- 
written, must  be  submitted  by  May  1. 


Endowment  and  Sources  of  Income. 


Tuition  and  Fees. — The  income  from  tuition  in  the  literary 
and  special  departments  constitutes  a  chief  and  growing  source 
of  revenue  for  the  support  of  the  College.  The  income  from 
fees,  matriculation  and  departmental,  is  used  to  pay  the  incident- 
al expenses  of  the  College  and  of  the  departments.  Besides  these 
sources  of  income  and  gifts  from  friends  from  time  to  time  on 
current  expenses,  the  College  has  the  following  sources  of  reve- 
nue: 

The  O.  J.  Wait  Fund. — This  fund  was  a  bequest  from  Rev. 
0.  J.  Wait,  D.  D.,  of  Fall  River,  Mass.,  the  amount,  one  thousand 
dollars,  being  the  first  bequest  that  came  to  the  College. 

The  Francis  Asbury  Palmer  Fund. — Of  this  fund  twenty 
thousand  dollars  was  given  by  Mr.  Francis  Asbury  Palmer,  of 
New  York,  before  his  death.  The  remaining  ten  thousand  dollars, 
having  been  provided  for  in  his  will,  became  available  soon  after 
his  death. 

The  Patrick  Henry  Lee  Fund. — This  fund  of  one  thousand 
dollars  is  a  bequest  from  Capt.  P.  H.  Lee,  of  Holland,  Va. 

The  J.  J.  Summerbell  Fund. — Dr.  J.  J.  Summerbell,  Dayton, 
Ohio,  from  its  foundation  the  staunch  friend  and  loyal  supporter 
of  the  College,  departed  this  Hfe  February  28,  1913,  and  left  a 
bequest  of  $1,500  to  Elon.  This  Fund  has  been  added  to  the  per- 
manently invested  funds  and  is  to  be  perpetually  known  as  the 
J.  J.  Summerbell  Fund, 

The  Jesse  Winbourne  Fund. — This  fund,  a  bequest  from 
Deacon  Jesse  Winbourne,  of  Elon  College,  N.  C,  amounting  to 
$5,000,  became  available  in  January,  1923.  It  is  a  part  of  the 
permanent  endowment  funds  of  the  College. 

The  Southern  Christian  Convention  Fund. — The  Southern 
Christian  Convention  asks  the  conferences  composing  the  con- 
vention for  $4,500  annually  for  the  support  of  the  College.  This 
is  called  the  Elon  College  Fund,  and,  for  several  years,  the  con- 
ferences have  contributed  the  major  part  of  the  amount  asked 
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for.   It  should  be  raised  in  full,  as  it  is  one  of  the  best  and  easiest 
means  of  contributing  to  the  support  of  the  College. 

This  fund  is  the  equivalent  of  an  invested  endowment  of 
$112,500  at  4  per  cent.  By  vote  of  the  Southern  Christian  Con- 
vention in  May,  1918,  a  note  was  given  the  College  for  $112,500, 
the  money  raised  by  the  conferences  to  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  College  as  interest  on  the  same. 

The  Southern  Christian  Convention  has  also  given  the  Col- 
lege one  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  twenty  year  six  per  cent 
bonds,  dated  as  of  July  1,  1924,  as  a  part  of  the  permanent  en- 
dowment. 

The  Carlton  Fund.— The  family  of  Mr.  J.  W.  Carlton,  of 
Richmond,  Va.,  consisting  of  Messrs.  P.  J.  Carlton,  H.  A.  Carlton 
and  Luther  Carlton,  and  Mrs.  T,  S.  Parrott,  have  given  the 
College  for  its  permanent  funds.  Twenty-five  Thousand  Dollars, 
to  found  a  Professorship  in  Christian  Literature  and  Methods  in 
memory  of  Mrs.  J.  W.  Carlton. 

The  Corwith  Fund.— Trustee  W.  F.  Corwith  has  given  the 
College  for  its  pemanent  funds  Thirty-five  Thousand  Dollars, 
to  found  a  Professorship  in  Biblical  Literature  and  Languages  in 
memory  of  Mrs.  W.  F.  Corwith. 

Alumni  Scholarship  Fund — The  Alumni  Association  has 
paid  one  hundred  dollars  as  an  endowment  of  its  scholarship. 
This  is  invested  and  credit  on  the  scholarship  given  each  year 
to  the  amount  of  the  interest. 

The  Bowling  Fund.— Dr.  E.  H.  BovvHng,  Durham,  N.  C, 
has  created  a  permanent  fund  to  be  used  in  the  education  of 
deserving  students,  one  or  more  each  year,  preferably  candidates 
for  the  ministry.  The  candidates  who  are  accepted  as  benefici- 
aries of  this  fund  will  receive  $60  per  year  to  be  applied  to  their 
account  with  the  College.  They  will  give  an  interest  bearing 
note  at  six  per  cent,  for  the  same,  with  acceptable  security,  and 
will  begin  paying  the  money  back,  at  least  one  note  a  year, 
immediately  after  graduation.  The  title  of  this  fund  will  remain 
in  the  College,  but  it  is  to  be  perpetually  used  for  the  purpose 
indicated  in  Dr.  Bowling's  gift.  The  awards  of  the  funds  are 
made  by  the  President. 
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The  Amick  Fund.— Dr.  T.  C.  Amick,  of  the  College  Faculty, 
has  created  a  fund,  to  which  he  makes  additions  annually,  to.be 
loaned  to  deserving  students  at  6  per  cent,  annually.  The  Pres- 
ident lends  this  fund  on  proper  security. 

The  Pritchard  Fund.— Hon.  I.  W.  Pritchard,  Chapel  Hill, 
N.  C,  has  given  the  College  $5,000,  the  income  on  which  is  to 
be  used  in  aiding  ministerial  students. 

The  Masonic  Fund. — The  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina 
has  given  the  College  $1,000  to  be  loaned  to  seniors  in  College, 
on  acceptable  security. 

Ministerial  Loan  Fund. — The  treasurer  of  the  College  is  cus- 
todian for  the  loan  fund  of  $13,03L49  of  the  Southern  Christian 
Convention.  It  is  loaned  to  ministerial  students  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Convention. 

The  Knights  Templar  Educational  Loan  Fund. — Under  the 
rules  of  the  Grand  Commandary,  students  in  Elon  College  may 
secure  loans  from  this  fund. 

Other  Invested  Funds. — Other  gifts  to  the  permanent  Endow- 
ment Fund  are:  One  of  twenty-five  dollars  from  Rev.  J.  J.  Sum- 
merbell,  D.  D.,  of  Dayton,  Ohio;  one  of  $283.35  from  the  estate 
of  the  late  Jos.  A.  Foster,  of  Semora,  N.  C;  one  of  $50.00  by  Miss 
Mamie  Tate,  as  a  student  loan  fund;  and  one  of  $100.00  to  be 
kept  at  interest  for  a  term  of  years,  left  by  the  late  Rev.  S.  B. 
Klapp. 

The  Francis  Asbury  Palmer  Board  Donations. — The  late 
Francis  Asbury  Palmer,  who  endowed  the  College,  left  his  estate 
to  a  Board  who  are  to  administer  it  in  furthering  education.  This 
Board  has  been  very  cons/iderate  of  Elon  and  each  year  makes  a 
considerable  donation  in  cash  for  current  expenses.  This  year 
the  amount  given  was  $4,000.  This  Board  also  generously  pro- 
vides for  the  transportation  expenses  of  the  non-resident  lectur- 
ership  of  Dr.  Summerbell. 

The  Standardization  Fund. — During  the  spring  of  1919,  an 
additional  endowment  was  raised,  amounting  to  $381,600.  The 
history  of  this  fund,  known  as  The  Standardization  Fund,  and 
the  list  of  the  donors,  is  to  be  printed  in  a  special  bulletin. 

Emergency  Fund. — Following  the  fire  of  January  18,  1923, 
the  Board  of  Trustees  authorized  an  Emergency  Fund  of 
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000.  Later  it  was  found  necessary  to  increase  this  fund  to  Sl,- 
000,000,  more  than  $600,000  of  which  has  already  been  paid 
in.     The  remainder  is  now  being  raised. 

Forms  of  Bequest. — Quite  a  number  of  friends  have  ah'eady 
made  provision  for  the  College  in  the  disposition  of  their  proper- 
ty after  their  decease.  We  appreciate  this  generous  action  on 
their  part  and  commend  it  to  the  liberal-hearted  of  our  friends, 
for  whose  convenience  we  append  herewith  three  forms  of  be- 
quest: 

FIRST  FORM: 

I  give  and  bequeath  to  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Elon  College  the  sum 

of Dollars,   to  be   applied   at 

their  discretion,  for  the  general  purposes  of  the  College. 

SECOND  FORM: 

I  give  and  bequeath  to  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Elon  College  the  sum 
of Dollars,  to  be  safely  invest- 
ed by  them  and  called  the Scholarship 

Fund.  The  interest  of  this  fund  shall  be  applied  at  their  discretion,  to  aid 
deserving  students. 

THIRD  FORM: 

I  give  and  bequeath  to  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Elon  College  the  sum 
of Dollars,  to  be  safely  in- 
vested by  them  as  an  endowment  for  the  support  of  the  College. 

Annuity  Bonds. — Those  desiring  a  stable  income  on  funds 
that  they  intend  to  leave  to  the  College  in  their  wills,  can  secure 
the  same  by  placing  such  funds  with  the  College  treasurer  and 
receiving  an  annuity  bond  as  follows.

Many  generous-hearted  friends,  desir- 
ing a  safe  investment  of  their  funds,  and  a  sure  means  of  per- 
petuating their  memory  to  generations  yet  unborn,  will  no  doubt 
avail  themselves  of  this  inviting  privilege. 

Insurance  Policies. — Or  our  friends  may  make  the  College 
their  beneficiary  in  one  or  more  insurance  policies.  Details  of 
this  plan  will  be  gladly  furnished. 


Examinations  and  Reports. 


Entrance  Examinations. — For  those  who  do  not  come  from 
accredited  high  schools  and  for  those  who  apply  for  advanced 
standing,  entrance  examinations  are  held  on  the  opening  days  of 
the  Fall  and  Spring  Semesters  of  each  year,  according  to  the 
regular  schedule  for  recitations,  as  follows: 

First  Period — History.  Fifth  Period — Mathematics. 

Second  Period — Science  Sixth  Period — Greek 

Third  Period — Latin.  Seventh  Period — French. 

Fourth  Period — English.  Eighth  Period — German. 

Semester  Examinations. — Semester  examinations  are  given 
in  December  and  May  and  cover  a  period  of  six  days.  No  student 
can  be  permanently  excused  from  taking  examinations  in  any  of 
the  subjects  he  pursues. 

An  average  of  70  on  each  subject,  including  term  standing 
and  examination,  is  required  foi  advancement. 

The  standing  of  each  student  is  graded  as  passed,  conditioned, 
or  jailed.  Conditioned  means  that  the  student  is  allowed  a  re- 
examination at  the  beginning  of  the  next  semester,  or,  if  the 
study  is  a  continuous  one  and  the  grade  of  work  done  shall  be 
satisfactory  to  the  professor  in  charge,  he  may  be  excused  from 
a  re-examination. 

All  students  making  a  grade  of  from  65  per  cent,  to  70  per 
cent,  on  a  continuous  subject  may  be  conditioned.  A  grade  of 
80  per  cent,  will  be  required  during  the  following  semester  to 
remove  the  condition  without  a  re-examination.  No  conditions 
may  be  granted  at  the  spring  semester  examinations. 

Rules  Governing  Examinations. — Each  student  before  being 
entitled  to  any  grade  upon  an  examination,  is  required  to  sub- 
scribe his  name  to  the  following  pledge:  "I  certify  on  honor  that 
I  have  neither  given  nor  received  any  unauthorized  assistance 
whatsoever  on  this  examination,  and  to  the  best  of  my  belief 
there  were  no  irregularities  on  the  examination  except  such  as  I 
shall  report  in  writing  to  the  professor  in  charge,  who  will  report

to  the  proper  student-government  body."  Uniform  examination 
books  are  supplied  by  the  College,  and  the  student  must  not 
bring  to  the  place  of  examination  any  books,  paper,  or  notes. 
These  examination  blanks  cost  5  cents  each  and  are  charged  to 
the  student's  account  at  that  rate. 

Students  who  hand  in  papers  at  the  regular  examinations 
are  considered  to  have  relinquished  any  claim  to  special  examin- 
ations for  grades.  Students  who  fail  to  attend  regular  exam- 
inations, or  who  fail  to  hand  in  papers,  are  regarded  as  handing 
in  blank  papers,  unless  they  have  been  previously  excused  from 
examination. 

Excuses  from  examination  are  granted  only  in  case  of  abso- 
lute necessity.  Such  an  excuse,  to  be  valid,  must  be  obtained 
from  the  Dean  on  or  before  the  day  of  examination,  and  com- 
municated officially  on  the  day  to  the  professor  holding  the 
examination.  Students  engaged  in  work  as  a  means  of  earning 
their  way  through  College  cannot  offer  such  work,  when  con- 
flicting, as  an  excuse  from  examination  at  the  regular  scheduled 
time. 

No  special  examinations  may  be  held  during  the  regular 
examination  periods  except  such  as  the  Schedule  Committee  may 
authorize  on  account  of  unavoidable  conflicts. 

A  student  wishing  a  special  examination  must  deposit  an 
application  in  the  office  of  the  Dean  at  least  one  week  before  the 
beginning  of  the  period  of  special  examinations. 

A  student  who  has  been  excused  from  examination,  or  has 
failed  to  pass,  may  have  opportunity  to  make  good  his  deficiency 
without  taking  the  study  over,  provided  a  grade  of  not  less  than 
50  has  been  obtained  at  the  following  times: 

At  the  period  of  special  examinations  in  September  pre- 
ceding the  regular  work  of  the  session. 

At  the  regular  examination  of  the  same  class  a  year  from  the 
time  the  deficiency  was  incurred. 

Junior  and  Senior  deficiencies  may  be  made  up  either  at  a 
special  examination  arranged  by  the  Dean  and  the  instructor, 
or  at  the  regular  examination  at  the  close  of  the  term.  Further 
than  above,  no  special  examinations  will  be  allowed. 

No  final  examination  shall  be  held,  except  at  the  final  ex- 
amination periods,  without  permission  of  the  Dean. 
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Only  those  who  have  been  excused  from  the  regular  examin- 
ation may  take  another  examination. 

An  extra  charge  of  $1.00  for  each  examination  taken  out  of 
the  regular  time  will  be  made,  except  in  cases  where  students 
have  been  excused  from  taking  the  regular  examinations  at  the 
regular  examination  periods. 

Reports. — Grade  reports  are  sent  at  the  close  of  each  semes- 
ter to  parents  or  guardian.  These  reports  show  the  standing, 
deportment  and  absences  from  recitation  and  religious  services. 

Summer  School  Credit. — Work  done  in  accredited  summer 
schools  will  be  accepted  for  full  value  in  candidacy  for  degree, 
but  not  for  class  honors.  The  final  work  for  a  degree  must  be  in 
residence  at  Elon.     No  Summer  Courses  will  be  offered  at  Elon. 

Correspondence  Credit. — Elon  will  accept  for  credit  corres- 
pondence courses  offered  by  standard  institutions  on  the  same 
basis  as  those  institutions  accept  them. 

Special  Courses. — Courses  pursued  off  class  during  the  Col- 
lege year  cannot  under  any  circumstances  be  credited  toward 
graduation,  nor  will  correspondence  courses  be  counted  if  taken 
during  the  residence  at  the  College.  The  only  courses  that  can 
be  counted  toward  a  degree  are  year-courses  pursued  in  reg- 
ular class,  summer  school,  and  correspondence  courses  as  de- 
scribed above. 

Changes  in  Course. — No  new  course  may  be  entered  after 
September  30th,  in  the  Fall  Semester,  or  January  31st,  in  the 
Spring  Semester.  A  charge  of  $1.00  is  made  for  dropping,  adding, 
or  changing  a  course. 

The  Sixty  Per  Cent.  Rule. — A  student  faihng  to  pass  in 
60  per  cent,  of  the  work  pursued  may  not  return  for  the  next 
semester.  This  does  not  apply  to  foreign  students  in  the  first 
year  of  their  residence  here,  nor  to  specially  admitted  students, 
if  recommended  by  the  Faculty  Committee  on  Entrance  and 
Credits. 


Matriculation  and  Recitations. 


Matriculation. — Each  student  goes  to  the  Dean  for  arrange- 
ment of  course,  and  before  entering  any  department  pays  the 
matiiculation  fee,  $20.00,  and  receives  from  the  Business  Manager 
a  registration  card  admitting  him  to  all  departments  of  the  Col- 
lege. The  matriculation  fee  of  $20.00  is  payable  at  the  beginning 
fo  the  Fall  Semester  and  again  on  the  opening  day  after  the 
C  hristmas  holidays,  and  no  student  is  allowed  any  privilege  of  the 
College  until  these  fees  are  paid. 

Every  student  is  required  to  register  within  twenty-four  hours 
after  his  arrival,  and  not  later  than  6:00  p.  m.  of  the  opening  days 
in  the  fall  and  after  the  Christmas  holidays. 

For  failure  to  comply  with  this  regulation,  the  student  will 
be  charged  an  extra  fee  of  $1.00  per  day  for  such  delay,  pro- 
vided that  not  more  than  $5.00  extra  shall  be  charged  for  late 
registration,  or  may  be  debarred  from  registration  at  all,  at  the 
option  of  the  Faculty.  There  is  no  exception  to  this  rule,  except 
sickness  or  death  in  the  immediate  family,  accompanied  by  a 
physician's  certificate. 

Citizens  of  the  college  town  and  non-residents  pursuing 
special  Departmental  Courses  are  excused  from  paying  the  ma- 
triculation fee,  but  are  required  to  register  as  other  students. 

Number  of  Recitations. — Twelve  literary  hours  per  week  is 
regarded  as  constituting  a  minimum  course,  and  all,  except 
special  departmental  students,  are  required  to  take  this  number 
of  hours,  unless  excused  upon  recommendation  of  a  physician  or 
at  the  request  of  parents  or  guardian,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Faculty.  In  making  up  the  number  of  hours  required, 
no  departmental  course  can  count  for  more  than  three  hours 
and  no  credit  is  given  for  commercial  or  laboratory  work. 

Fifteen  hours  are  required  of  all  College  classes  for  gradua- 
tion, in  addition  to  the  regular  class  work  in  Physical  Training. 

All  recitations  are  one  hour  in  length. 

Elective  Courses. — Elective  courses  must  be  approved  by  the 
Dean,  and  in  continuous  subjects  be  pursued  for  a  year. 
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All  Senior  and  Junior  elections  are  to  be  made  by  May  1. 

Elective  classes  will  not  be  formed  when  fewer  than  three 
apply.  This  does  not  apply  to  major  Senior  work  for  A.  B.  de- 
gree when  the  corresponding  Junior  work  has  been  completed. 

Courses  are  for  the  entire  year,  and  a  course  once  begun 
must  be  continued  unless  discontinued  for  very  important  reasons. 
Courses  to  count  for  a  degree  must  be  pursued  throughout  the 
year. 

Optional  Students. — Students  not  intending  to  complete  any 
of  the  regular  courses  pursue  such  studies  as  their  qualifications 
may  permit  and  the  Dean  approve.  The  Dean  is  not  authorized 
to  approve  higher  work  till  the  lower  work  is  completed. 

These  students  are  subject  to  the  general  regulations  of  the 
College. 


Miscellaneous. 


Absences. — 1.  Each  Instructor  shall  report  daily  to  the 
Deans,  on  printed  slips  provided  by  the  College,  all  students 
who  are  absent  from  any  of  their  classes  during  the  day. 

2.  A  permanent  record  shall  be  kept  of  each  student's  at- 
tendance, and  he  shall  be  held  rigidly  to  account  for  all  unexcused 
absences. 

3.  Any  course  in  which  more  than  fifteen  per  cent,  of  the 
required  recitations  are  missed  cannot  be  counted  toward  a 
degree.  At  the  end  of  each  semester  the  Deans  will  mark  "N. 
C."  after  each  course  that  cannot  be  counted  for  a  degree. 

"Cuts"  count  on  the  fifteen  per  cent.  An  excess  of  absences 
in  the  Fall  Semester  may  be  removed  by  missing  fewer  than 
fifteen  per  cent,  in  the  Spring  Semester  and  vice  versa. 

4.  Tardy  marks  shall  be  regarded  as  one-half  an  absence. 

5.  Students  who  are  excused  from  class  for  any  reason  during 
the  progress  of  a  recitation  shall  be  regarded  as  tardy. 

6.  Students  may  be  absent  from  three  recitations  a  month 
without  being  required  to  render  excuses,  but  no  more  than  one 
such  absence  can  be  allowed  in  a  particular  subject.  All  absences 
from  class  in  excess  of  this  number,  as  also  all  absences  from 
chapel,  Sunday  school  and  church,  shall  be  answered  for  within 
one  week  at  the  Dean's  office.  At  the  expiration  of  a  week  such 
absences  shall  be  entered  against  the  student  as  one  demerit. 
An  appeal  to  the  Faculty  on  this  regulation  cannot  be  given 
favorable  consideration. 

7.  A  student  who  shall  miss  in  any  one  year  for  any  reason 
as  much  as  fifteen  per  cent,  of  the  required  work  counting  for  a 
degree,  including  chapel,  Sunday  school,  church,  and  physical 
training,  shall  be  required  in  the  next  year  to  take  one  additional 
course.  If  he  be  a  Senior,  he  shall  not  graduate  until  the  extra 
course  shall  be  taken.  Students  who  wish  to  get  credit  for  Sunday 
school  and  church  attendance  at  other  places  must  apply  for  the 
privilege  to  the  Dean  and  report  on  printed  blanks  provided  for 
the   purpose. 
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8.  A  ministerial  student  shall  not  miss  more  than  two  reci- 
tations per  week  because  of  conflicts  between  recitations  and 
professional  duties. 

9.  Young  men  desiring  temporary  absence  from  town  for 
points  in  Alamance  county,  may  apply  to  the  Seniors,  provided 
such  permission  does  not  interfere  with  College  duties.  They 
can  be  absent  from  town  but  once  a  week.  When  absence 
from  town  will  cause  the  missing  of  a  College  duty,  the  Dean 
must  be  consulted  in  advance  or  such  absence  will  not  be  excused. 

Oflfice  Hours. — The  President's  office  is  open  for  business 
matters  from  8  a.  m.  to  6  p.  m.  daily. 

The  office  of  the  Business  Manager  is  open  from  8  a.  m.  to 
6  p.  m.  daily. 

The  Dean  and  the  Dean  of  Women  keep  their  respective 
office  hours  according  to  appointment.  Those  having  business 
with  either  Dean  can  see  him  or  her  at  these  hours  only. 

Dress. — No  uniform  is  required,  but  simplicity  in  dress,  both 
for  young  men  and  young  women,  is  required.  Young  women 
are  permitted  to  wear  evening  dresses  only  on  such  occasions  as 
are  declared  formal  by  the  College  authorities.  The  Dean  of 
Women  will  be  glad  to  confer  with  parents  at  any  time  regarding 
suitable  wardrobes  for  young  women.  The  summer  address  of 
the  Dean  of  Women  is  Elon  College,  N.  C,  or  Holland,  Va., 
R.  r.  D.  No.  2. 

Registry  of  Graduates  and  Former  Students. — A  registry  of 
all  graduates  and  former  students  is  kept  and  of  their  occupations. 
The  College  strives  in  every  way  to  advance  the  interests  of  its 
Alumni  and  is  glad  always  to  have  notices  of  places  that  desire 
Elon  graduates.  The  College  has  been  especially  helpful  both 
to  its  graduates  and  to  school  boards  in  recommending  teachers. 
The  College  never  recommends  a  person  for  a  position,  unless 
it  is  sure  the  person  and  place  are  suited.

The  addition  of  other  departmental  studies  will  increase  the 
total  cost  as  per  the  detailed  items  of  expense  given  above. 

Sundry  Items  of  Expense. — Students  in  Chemistry,,  Domestic 
Science,  Domestic  Art,  Business  Administration,  Christian  Edu- 
cation, Apphed  Mathematics,  Biology,  Geology,  or  Physics,  pay 
in  advance  a  laboratory  fee  of  $10.00  per  year,  payable  $5.00  on 
the  opening  daj-s  each  in  September  and  January  to  the  Business 
Manager,  whose  receipt  must  be  presented  before  any  instructor 
can  admit  to  any  course  where  a  fee  is  required.  A  Diploma 
Fee  of  $10.00  is  required  of  each  graduate,  whether  literary 
or  departmental;  Certificates,  $5.00.  In  case  two  diplomas  or 
certificates  are  awarded  in  the  same  year  to  one  person,  the 
charge  for  the  second  is  one-half  price.  The  right  is  reserved  to 
change  these  fees  without  notice. 

Text-books  are  furnished  at  regular  pubhshers'  prices — from 
$10.00  to  $15.00  per  year  being  the  cost  of  this  item.  Many 
parents  find  it  convenient  to  deposit  $10.00  with  the  College 
to  cover  the  cost  of  books.  The  plan  works  well  and  is  encouraged. 
Under  no  circumstances  can  books  be  charged  to  account. 

Laundry  costs  about  the  same  as  in  the  average  community. 
Young  men  rooming  in  the  Dormitories  are  required  to  patronize 
either  the  Chinese  or  the  steam  laundry  whose  agent  here  has 
the  Business  Manager's  approval,  or  to  send  their  laundry 
home. 

Music  pupils,  in  addition  to  their  recitations,  have  the  use 
of  the  piano  one  period  daily  without  extra  charge.  Those  de- 
siring an  extra  period  daily  pay  $5.00  per  year. 

Tungsten  lamps,  forty  watt,  are  furnished  one  for  each 
room,  and  in  case  of  the  larger  corner  rooms  of  the  East  Dormi- 
tory, two  such  lamps,  but  when  these  lights  burn  out  or  are 
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broken,  the  occupants  of  the  room  are  required  to  pay  for  the 
new  ones,  and  any  student  tampering  with  the  lights  or  using 
a  larger  light  than  the  one  prescribed,  without  permission  in 
writing  from  the  office,  shall  pay  a  fee  of  five  dollars  and  may 
also  be  required  to  vacate  the  room. 

The  matriculation  and  other  fees  and  the  expenses  of  the 
term  are  payable  in  advance.  Students  pay  room  rent  and  board 
from  date  of  entrance  to  the  end  of  the  term.  There  is  no  de- 
duction for  a  shorter  period  than  two  weeks,  and  then  only  for 
sickness  with  a  physician's  certificate,  or  other  misfortune.  But 
in  case  the  student  desires  a  passing  grade  on  any  course  for  a 
semester,  the  full  tuition  charge  of  the  semester  must  be  paid. 

Double  beds  are  used  in  all  rooms  except  those  of  the  Alum- 
ni Building.  Single  beds  may  be  furnished  for  rooms  in  other 
buildings  at  a  yearly  charge  of  $11.00  per  student  extra. 

An  honorable  discharge  to  permit  a  student  to  go  to  work 
in  the  Spring  Semester  relieves  him  of  all  further  financial  obli- 
gation to  the  College,  and  such  honorable  discharge  shall  be  in 
writing. 

Candidates  for  the  ministry  are  admitted  on  their  indi- 
vidual note  for  tuition,  which  note  will  be  cancelled  in  case  they 
engage  in  actual  pastoral  work.  They  are  required  to  bring 
recommendations  from  their  conferences  or  other  authorized 
body.  Unless  they  do,  within  five  years  after  leaving  the  College, 
become  active  pastors,  these  notes  shall  be  due  and  are  collect- 
ible. 

Minor  children  of  ministers  are  admitted  free  of  tuition  ex- 
cept in  music,  art,  expression,  and  commercial  departments. 

Any  student  taking  more  hours  than  the  regular  required 
number  shall  be  charged  $20.00  per  year  for  each  extra  course 
taken. 

Class  instruction  in  Expression,  three  hours  each  week,  will 
be  given  to  any  student  desiring  it,  at  least  five  in  the  class, 
for  one  year  only,  at  the  rate  of  $45.00  for  the  year.  This 
work  may  be  allowed  as  an  elective  for  three  hours'  work  in 
the  Freshman  year,  or  as  a  course  for  certain  students  in  the 
School  of  English,  Junior  or  Senior  year. 
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Students  occupying  rooms  in  either  of  the  dormitories  are 
held  responsible  for  damage  to  property  in  their  rooms,  and  also 
for  damage  done  all  College  property,  in  addition  to  the  deposit 
fee. 

Sheet  music,  art  material,  etc.,  are  furnished  at  lowest  re- 
tail price,  but  for  cash  only. 

No  student  shall  be  allowed  to  graduate  until  all  his  accounts 
with  the  College  have  been  paid  or  settled  by  satisfactory  note, 
which  shall  include  an  item  of  $300.00  for  literary  tuition, 
unless  he  shall  have  been  admitted  to  the  College  with  advanced 
standing,  or  be  a  ministerial  student,  or  the  minor  child  of  a 
minister. 

No  student  shall  be  allowed  to  matriculate  again  who  has 
not  paid  his  accounts  of  the  previous  semester,  or  arranged  same 
by  satisfactory  note. 

No  accounts  shall  be  closed  by  note  except  for  tuition,  and 
then  only  in  case  of  real  necessity,  same  to  be  determined  by 
the  Business  Manager. 

Matriculation  and  laboratory  fees  must  be  paid  in  advance 
on  day  of  entrance  as  stipulated  by  the  catalogue  and  are  not 
refundable. 

A  room  guarantee  of  S5.00  must  be  paid  before  a  room  can 
be  reserved.  This  fee  cannot  be  refunded  after  July  15,  but  will 
be  applied  to  the  regular  room  rent  account.  Corner  rooms  in 
the  Alumni  Building  will  be  reserved  for  Juniors  and  Seniors 
until  July  1.    After  that  date,  any  student  may  apply  for  them. 

Under  no  circumstances  can  refunds  of  any  character  be  made 
to  students  of  foreign  countries. 

All  optional  students  pay  the  regular  full  College  tuition. 
But  those  who  are  taking  a  number  of  courses  in  the  special  de- 
partments of  the  College  will  be  charged  for  optional  studies  in 
the  literary  department  at  the  rate  of  $20  per  course  per  year 
for  literary  work,  after  their  tuition  for  special  studies  shall 
have  exceeded  $200  per  College  year. 

Citizens  of  the  College  town  and  non-residents  coming  from 
their  homes  to  pursue  only  special  Departmental  Courses,  will 
be  charged  the  regular  Departmental  tuition    but  no  matricu- 
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lation  fee.  Such  persons  may  take  one  literary  course  only  with- 
out such  fee,  paying  $20  for  the  same.  Only  adult  citizens  of 
the  town  may  take  the  one  literary  course  on  the  terms  as 
specified  in  this  paragraph. 

A  rebate  on  account  of  sickness  or  for  any  other  cause  recog- 
nizable by  the  Catalogue  must  be  made  within  ten  days  of  the 
time,  or  no  rebate  or  discount  can  be  allowed. 

Citizens  of  the  College  town  desiring  to  avail  themselves  of 
the  regular  Physical  Training  course,  not  intending  to  become 
students,  pay  $10  annually,  $5  on  entrance  and  $5  in  January. 

Students  living  off  the  campus,  those  holding  positions  with 
the  College  requiring  sufficient  physical  exercise  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  proper  Dean,  and  adults  not  paying  the  matricula- 
tion fee,  are  excused  from  Physical  Training. 

Students  will  not  be  accepted  for  any  courses  here  who  are 
students  in  other  courses  under  private  teachers. 

Students  will  not  be  accepted  for  less  than  a  full  course  in 
any  departmental  study. 

Professional  prices  are  charged  for  firing  China  in  the  Fine 
Arts  Department. 

The  actual  cost  of  food  used  by  students  in  Domestic  Science 
is  charged,  but  the  articles  they  cook  belong  to  them. 

No  departure  from  these  rates  other  than  those  stated  in  this 
catalogue.

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BOARD. 

Board  may  be  had  in  the  College  Dining  Hall,  or  in  clubs 
under  College  management.  The  College  is  not  financially  re- 
sponsible for  the  clubs.  The  Business  Manager  will  arrange 
private  board  or  club  board  for  any  desiring  it. 

The  College  Boarding  Department. — The  College  Boarding 
Department  consists  of  the  College  Dining  Hall,  in  the  annex  of 
the  West  Dormitory,  of  the  East  and  West  Dormitories,  and 
of  the  Alumni  Building.  All  young  ladies  rooming  in  the  West 
Dormitory  are  required  to  take  their  meals  in  the  College  Dining 
Hall.  Young  ladies  who  dine  in  the  College  Dining  Hall  must 
room  in  the  West  Dormitory. 

Young  men  may  room  in  either  the  East  Dormitory  or 
Alumni  Building  and  take  their  meals  in  the  College  Dining 
Hall. 

No  deductions  are  made,  except  for  sickness  of  two  weeks 
or  more,  accompanied  by  physician's  certificate. 

Visitors  will  be  furnished  meals  at  fifty  cents  each.  Visit- 
ors on  entering  the  Dining  Room  will  present  their  meal  tickets 
to  the  head  waiter  who  will  seat  them. 

The  date  for  opening  and  closing  the  Dining  Halls  and 
Dormitories  will  be  set  by  the  Business  Manager. 

Meals  sent  to  sick  students  shall  be  ordered  by  the  nurse, 
and  in  case  of  students  not  under  a  physician's  attendance  a  fee 
of  25  cents  will  be  charged  to  cover  the  extra  expense  of  service. 
The  Medicine  fee  of  $1.00  entitles  the  student  only  to  such 
raedicnes  as  are  furnished  by  the  nurse. 

Young  ladies  pay  a  key  deposit  of  twenty-five  cents,  young 
men  of  fifty  cents.  These  fees  are  refunded  when  the  key  is 
returned. 

Young  men  rooming  in  the  College  buildings  pay  a  room 
deposit  fee  of  $5.00,  which  will  be  returned  to  them  at  the  end 
of  the  year  with  deduction  for  damage  to  their  individual  room, 
except  for  the  ordinary  wear  and  tear  with  good  use,  and  for 
their  pro  rata  part  of  the  damage  done  to  halls,  bath  rooms. 
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vacant  rooms  and  the  College  property  in  general  outside  the 
West  Dormitory  and  Ladies'  Hall  deducted.  Young  ladies 
rooming  in  the  College  Dormitories  pay  a  similar  fee  in  the 
amount  of  $5.00. 

Young  men,  not  residents,  are  required  to  room  in  the  Col- 
lege Dormitories  unless  excused  by  the  Business  Manager.  The 
Business  Manager  is  not  authorized  to  allow  young  men  to  room 
off  the  campus,  unless  they  earn  their  room  rent  by  service,  or 
are  rooming  with  relatives. 

Young  men  and  young  ladies  do  not  room  at  the  same 
house. 

Young  ladies  are  not  allowed  to  board  in  the  village,  except 
with  their  relatives  or  where  they  are  earning  part  of  their  way 
by  domestic  service,  the  Business  Manager  approving. 

All  rooms  in  the  College  Dormitories  are  occupied  at  the  will 
of  the  Faculty,  and  the  right  is  reserved  to  change  rooms  or 
room-mates  at  any  time.  A  student  who  loses  his  membership 
in  the  College  must  vacate  his  room  immediately, 

Young  men  who  serve  as  waiters  in  the  College  Dining  Hall 
receive  their  board  free,  but  are  charged  $20.00  per  year  for  the 
use  of  linen  used  in  their  service  and  the  laundering  thereof. 
Substitute  waiters  must  be  acceptable  to  the  housekeeper,  but 
no  waiter  can  have  a  substitute  on  a  holiday. 

No  student  employed  by  the  College  who  leaves  before  the 
closing  day  of  the  Christmas  holidays  or  of  the  Commencement 
will  be  longer  continued  in  the  College  service.  Failure  to  regis- 
ter on  the  opening  day  after  Christmas,  except  for  sickness 
certified  by  attending  physician,  automatically  deprives  any  stu- 
dent employee  of  his  or  her  position.  All  such  students  must 
report  for  duty  on  the  day  set  by  the  Business  Manager  for 
commencing  service. 

Board  for  Young  Ladies. 

The  West  Dormitory. — The  West  Dormitory,  for  young  ladies 
supplies  board,  furnished  rooms,  with  steam  heat,  bath,  and 
electric  lights  and  servants'  attendance,  at  $220.00  to  $240.00 
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per  year  (two  young  ladies  to  the  room).  The  rooms  are  fur- 
nished with  oak  suits,  tables,  wardrobes,  rocking  chairs,  bed- 
springs  and  mattresses,  and  toilet  and  water  sets.  Young  ladies 
furnish  their  own  towels,  pillows  and  bedding.  All  young  ladies 
boarding  in  any  dormitory  are  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Dean  of  Women  and  the  Matron,  assisted  by  the  lady  members 
of  the  Faculty  resident  in  the  building. 

The  Young  Ladies'  Co-operative  Hall. — The  Young  Ladies' 
Co-operative  Hall  provides  board  at  actual  cost.  This  Hall  is 
under  the  supervision  of  a  Matron  appointed  by  the  Business 
Manager  and  of  the  Dean  of  Women.  The  young  ladies  do 
most  of  their  work  in  this  Hall,  working  by  turns,  and  so  reduce 
the  cost  of  living  to  a  minimum.  The  average  cost  per  year, 
including  rent,  heat,  lights,  laundry,  etc.,  ought  not  to  exceed 
$140.00. 

Board  for  Young  Men. 

The  East  Dormitory,  the  Alumni  Building  and  the  College 
Dining  Hall. — Young  men  dining  in  the  College  Dining  Hall  and 
rooming  in  the  East  Dormitory,  or  Alumni  Building  pay  at 
the  rate  of  $230.00  and  $240.00  respectively  per  College  year, 
with  possibihties  of  increasing  or  reducing  this  total  slightly 
according  to  location  of  room  as  stated  under  the  heading,  "Board 
in  the  College  Dining  Hall." 

Those  young  men  who  room  in  any  of  the  College  buildings 
are  under  the  control  of  the  Student  Senate,  but  the  buildings 
themselves  are  under  the  supervision  of  proctors  appointed  by 
the  Faculty. 

Young  men  who  room  either  in  the  East  Dormitory  or  in 
the  Alumni  Building  furnish  their  own  towels,  pillows  and  bed- 
ding, and  care  for  their  rooms.  A  janitor  cares  for  the  halls  and 
bath  rooms. 

The  Young  Men's  Co-operative  Club. — The  Young  Men's 
Co-operative  Club  will  furnish  board  at  cost  to  50  young  men. 
It  is  under  the  management  of  the  young  men  themselves.  Board 
in  this  Department  ought  to  cost  not  over  $125.00  per  College 
year;  perhaps  less.  The  Business  Manager  appoints  the  manag- 
er of  this  Department. 
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PAYMENT  OF  EXPENSES. 

All  expense  items  for  tuition,  room  rent,  and  board  are  pay- 
able two-fifths  in  the  Fall  Semester;  three-fifths  in  the  Spring 
Semester,  payable  on  the  opening  day  following  the  Christmas 
holidays.  Students  are  expected  on  these  dates  to  arrange  for 
their  expenses  either  by  cash  or  acceptable  short  time  note. 


Entrance  Requirements. 


Graduation  from  an  accredited  four-year  high  school  course 
with  a  total  of  at  least  fifteen  units  from  the  "Schedule  of  Sub- 
jects Accepted  for  Admission"  below  is  required  for  entrance  to 
the  Freshman  Class  without  examination.  Students  coming  from 
non-accredited  schools  with  a  total  of  fifteen  units  credit  from 
the  schedule  below,  will  be  accepted  upon  successfully  passing 
entrance  examinations.  Students  21  years  of  age,  or  older,  may 
be  admitted  for  such  college  work  as  they  are  prepared  to  do, 
but  not  as  candidates  for  a  degree  until  the  entrance  require- 
ments have  been  satisfied. 

Those  who  enter  by  certificate  from  high  school  should  pre- 
sent such  certificates  to  the  Registrar  of  the  College  as  soon  as 
possible  for  approval,  since  the  certificate  must  be  on  file  with 
the  Registrar  before  a  student  can  register.  Proper  certificate 
blanks  will  be  furnished  on  request. 

A  unit  is  defined  as  a  full  year's  work  of  five  recitations  per 
week,  the  recitation  periods  being  at  least  forty-five  minutes  in 
length,  and  the  year  consisting  of  at  least  thirty-two  weeks. 
Not  more  than  four  units  may  be  offered  for  entrance  to  college 
in  English,  Mathematics,  History,  Latin,  or  Science.  Not  more 
than  three  units  may  be  offered  in  Greek,  German,  Spanish, 
French,  and  the  Vocational  Subjects.  Subjects  not  mentioned 
here  will  be  considered  separately.  No  credit  in  foreign  language 
may  be  had  until  the  student  has  completed  a  minimum  of  two 
years  in  foreign  language. 

Applicants  for  advanced  standing  are  required  to  stand  ex- 
amination in  the  subjects  for  w^hich  the  advanced  standing  is 
desired,  unless  they  come  from  standard  colleges,  in  which  case 
they  will  be  admitted  to  advanced  standing  on  proper  certificates. 

A  limited  number  of  students  may  be  accepted  for  special 
work  in  departmental  subjects,  such  as  music,  expression,  busi- 
ness, but  not  as  candidates  for  a  degree.

Course  of  Study. 


/. — Bachelor  of  Arts. 

Each  candidate  for  the  A.  B.  Degree  must  elect,  when  he 
registers  in  his  Freshman  year,  four  minors.  From  these  minors 
a  major  must  be  chosen  at  the  end  of  the  Sophomore  year  from 
the  Schools  of  Instruction  Hsted  below  in  which  majors  are  offer- 
ed. In  each  major,  one  six  semester  hour  course  must  be  pur- 
sued each  year,  and  where  the  school  offers  it,  a  fifth  course  may 
be  elected  in  the  Senior  year.  More  than  one  major  may  be 
elected.  In  case  the  major  chosen  is  in  Education,  one  course 
in  Practice  Teaching  and  the  course  in  Philosophy  III  (Junior 
or  Senior  year)  shall  be  taken  as  constituting  two  of  the  five 
courses  required  for  this  major. 

Minors  shall  be  pursued  for  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore 
years,  and  if  desired  may  be  continued  with  the  Dean's  permis- 
sion as  majors.  The  student  must  pursue  either  as  a  major  or 
as  a  minor,  an  ancient  or  a  modern  language,  English,  and  Math- 
ematics or  a  Natural  Science.  A  candidate  may  elect  more  than 
four  minors  during  the  college  course.  In  case  a  prescribed  minor 
is  elected  as  the  major,  the  candidate  must  also  minor  in  History, 
Bible,  Religious  Education,  or  Education. 

Greek  is  a  prescribed  minor  for  aU  ministerial  students.  It 
may  be  begun  as  late  as  the  Junior  year.  Bible  III-B  is  a  pre- 
scribed elective  for  all  ministerial  students.  It  may  be  taken 
in  any  college  year. 

Bible  I  is  a  prescribed  course  for  each  candidate  for  a  de- 
gree.   It  may  be  pursued  in  any  college  year. 

Religious  Education  I  may  be  pursued  in  any  college  year. 

For  those  who  desire  to  prepare  to  teach,  Education  is  a 
prescribed  major  and  the  subjects  each  candidate  desires  to 
teach  must  be  pursued  for  at  least  three  years  in  college.  Further, 
there  are  certain  technical  requirements  for  certification  which 
should  be  discussed  with  the  Dean  at  each  Fall  Semester's  reg- 
istration. 
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A  course  in  History  is  required  of  all  candidates  for  a  de- 
gree. 

For  students  who  plan  to  pursue  graduate  work  leading  to 
the  Ph.  D.  Degree,  both  French  and  German  should  be  pursued 
as  minors. 

A  student  majoring  in  a  Natural  Science  may  elect  other 
natural  sciences  as  minors,  beginning  such  minors  not  later  than 
the  Junior  year.  This  same  provision  applies  to  students  major- 
ing in  foreign  language. 

One  hundred  twenty  semester  credit  hours  must  be  com- 
pleted as  a  minimum  for  the  Bachelor's  Degree.  A  course  to 
count  for  graduation,  must  be  pursued  for  an  entire  college 
year. 

A  major  course  will  not  be  formed  for  fewer  than  three 
students,  a  minor  for  fewer  than  five.

They  may  be  raised  to  six  semester  hours  credit  by  special  arrange- 
ment. Under  no  circumstances  can  more  than  twelve  semester  hours  credit 
be  allowed  for  a  degree  in  either  Art  or  Expression. 

Non-Credit  Courses. 

Each  student  is  required  each  year  to  pursue  the  required 
work  in  Physical  Training,  but  no  semester  hours  credit  is 
given  toward  a  degree.  Stenography  and  Bookkeeping  do  not 
count  for  college  credit.  Typewriting  does  not  give  credit  for 
constituting  the  required  hours  of  a  course.  The  same  is  true 
of  laboratory  work  as  required  in  regular  degree  courses.  Ap- 
plied Music  courses  count  for  departmental  certificates  and  dip- 
lomas, but  not  for  college  degree  credit.

Science  I-D,  II-D,  Mathematics  I,  II,  English  I,  II,  Spanish  I,  II, 
and  two  courses  in  Applied  Mathematics,  or  Science  I-A,  II-A,  or  Science 
I-B,  II-B. 


Schools  of  Instruction  of  the 
College. 


SCHOOL  OF  BIOLOGY. 

PROFESSOR  POWELL. 
SCIENCE  I-C. 

General  College  Biology.  This  course  is  intended  for  all  college  students 
desiring  an  advanced  working  acquaintance  with  plant  and  animal  life.  In- 
tense emphasis  is  placed  on  descriptive,  practical,  and  economic  Biology. 
Students  expecting  to  pursue  a  medical  course  are  encouraged  to  take  this 
subject  as  a  prerequisite  to  Zoology.  Prerequisites,  Physiology  and  Descrip- 
tive Botany  and  Zoology  as  described  under  Entrance  Requirements. 

Recitations,  laboratory  and  field  work.  Two  hours  for  lectures,  four  to 
laboratory. 

Texts:   To  be  selected. 

SCIENCE  II-C. 

Zoology.  Intensive  study  is  here  given  to  the  classification  and  struc- 
ture of  animals,  using  typical  representatives  from  the  most  important 
phyla.  Special  attention  is  placed  on  comparative  morphology,  histology, 
physiology,  development  and  environment  adaptations.  By  keen  observa- 
tion and  critical  reasoning  the  student  is  brought  to  find  the  homologies 
and  analogies  as  found  in  the  dissections.  Several  lectures  will  be  devoted 
to  the  more  important  biological  theories.  Prerequisites,  Science  I-A  and 
I-C. 

Two  hours  for  lectures;  four  to  laboratory. 

Texts:  In  addition  to  regular  class  texts,  to  be  made  up  of  such  work  s 
as  Parker  and  Parker's  Practical  Zoology,  Osborn's  Economic  Zoology, 
McMurrich's  Invertebrate  Zoology,  the  student  will  have  frequent  recourse 
to  valuable  references  such  as  Calkin's  Protozoa,  Kingsley's  Vertebrate 
Zoology,  Hegner's  College  Zoology,  Holmes'  The  Biology  of'the  Frog,  David- 
son's Mammalian  Anatomy,  Gray's  Anatomy. 

SCIENCE  II-C-1. 

Botany.  Plant  morphology,  ecology,  physiology,  and  classification  are 
emphasized  throughout  the  year.  Each  student  will  be  required  to  spend 
more  time  in  experimental  botany,  and  to  present  a  departmental  thesis 
showing  investigative  work.  As  a  means  of  studying  the  conditions  under 
which  plants  grow,  the  class  must  collect,  under  the  direction  of  the  instruct- 
or, much  of  the  material  for  study  in  the  laboratory.  Prerequisites,  Science 
I-A  and  I-C. 
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Recitations,  lectures,  laboratory,  and  field  work.  Two  hours  for  lectures. 
I'^our  in  laboratory. 

Texts:  Bergen  and  Davis'  Principles  of  Botany,  Duggar's  Plant  Physi- 
ology, Clement's  Plant  Ecology,  Campbell's  Mosses  and  Ferns. 

SCIENCE  IIl-C. 

Experimental  Botany.  This  course  will  be  a  continuation  of  Science 
lI-C-1.  Its  purpose  is  to  directly  aid  both  the  professional  botanist  and  the 
agriculturist.  Emphasis  will  be  placed  on  plant  phj'siology,  agricultural 
botany,  experimental  botany,  and  occasional  theses.  The  course  will  be 
made  up  somewhat  to  meet  the  particular  needs  of  the  students  applying. 
Several  weeks  will  be  devoted  directlj'  to  seed  selection,  and  seed  germina- 
tion, preparation  of  soils,  and  methods  of  cultivation.  Prerequisites,  Science 
II-C-1. 

Two  hours  for  lectures.   Four  to  laboratory. 

Texts:    To  be  selected. 

BIOLOGICAL  LABORATORY. 
This  laboratory  is  supplied  with  simple  and  compound  microscopes, 
microtome,  thermostat,  analytical  balance,  delineascope,  etc.  All  necessary 
reagents  and  material  are  provided  for  the  students.  The  students  are  to 
provijde  magnifiers  and  dissecting  instruments.  In  addition  to  the  labora- 
tory as  such,  the  College  has  made  provision  for  out-door  experimental 
work  in  Botany. 


SCHOOL  OF  BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION. 

PROFESSOR  CANNON. 
BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION  I-A. 

Resources  and  Industries.  Business  Organizations.  An  economic  and 
industrial  study  of  resources,  economic  structure,  and  the  most  important 
processes  of  basic  industries;  advantages  and  disadvantages  of  various  forms 
of  business  organization;  a  general  survey  of  the  whole  field  of  commerce 
and  industrj'. 

Three  hours  per  week.     Credit,  six  semester  hours. 

BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION  I-B. 

Principles  of  Accounting.  A  thorough  study  of  accounting  principles 
and  practice.  Theory  of  debit  and  credit,  accounting  records,  balance  sheets, 
profit  and  loss  statements,  organization  of  accounts,  principles  of  valuation 
and  depreciation,  statement  analysis,  bond  issues;  kinds  of  accounting  sys- 
tems, piirpose  and  use. 

Three  hours  per  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations.  Three  hours 
per  week  laboratory  for  practice  work  in  accounting  problems  and  sets. 
Credit,  six  semester  hours. 
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BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION  II-A. 

Business  Administration.  Forms,  methods  and  procedure  of  organization. 
Plant  location  and  similar  technological  problems.  Production  control, 
production  costs,  personnel  management,  cost  analysis  and  interi^retation 
of  business  statements. 

Three  hours  per  week.    Six  semester  hours  credit. 

BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION  II-B. 

Banking  and  Bank  Accounting.  Purpose  of  banks,  tj^pes  of  banking 
institutions,  organization  and  management  of  banks,  with  emphasis  on 
commercial  banks,  practical  banking,  accounting  records,  banking  proced- 
ure. 

Three  hours  per  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations.  Three  hours 
per  week  laboratory  work  in  College  Bank,  which  is  a  real  bank  handling 
the  accounts  of  the  college  students  and  operated  by  the  students  of  Busi- 
ness Administration  II-B;  also  work  on  problems  and  practice  sets. 

Crenit,  six  semester  hours. 

BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION  III. 

Marketing  Practice  and  Problems.  Credit  and  its  relation  to  modern 
industrj^;  corporation  finance;  resources,  commodities  and  services;  trade 
associations,  organized  exchanges,  commission,  wholesale,  brokerage  and 
agency  methods  of  distribution;  advertising;  storage  and  transportation. 

Three  hours  per  week.     Credit,  six  semester  hours. 

BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION  IV. 

Advanced  Accounting.  Accounting  records  as  tools  of  management. 
Special  types  of  business  concerns  and  accounting  procedure.  Manufactur- 
ing, railway  and  municipal  accounting;  installation  of  accounting  systems; 
auditing  problems  and  procedure. 

Three  hours  per  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations.  Three  hours 
per  week  laboratory  practice.     Six  semester  hours  credit. 


SCHOOL  OF  CHEMISTRY. 

PROFESSOR  BRANNOCK. 

SCIENCE  I-A. 

General  Chemistry.  Three  hours  a  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  reci- 
tations, three  hours  a  week  to  laboratory  work. 

In  this  course  the  fundamental  principles  of  inorganic,  organic,  phys- 
ical and  experimental  chemistry  are  thoroughly  taught. 

The  course  runs  in  two  sections,  one  for  those  who  have  had  high  school 
chemistry,  the  other  for  those  beginning  the  subject. 

Each  student  is  required  to  keep  a  note  book  in  which  he  must  record 
his  experimental  work. 
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SCIENCE  II-A. 

Advanced  Inorganic  Chemistry  and  Qualitative  Analysis.  Three  hours  a 
week  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations,  three  hours  to  laboratory  work. 

This  course  embraces  a  more  thorough  knowledge  of  the  elements, 
especiallj^  the  metals,  than  science  I-A.  Also  the  following  physical  chemical 
topics  are  developed:  the  kinetic-molecular  hypothesis,  solutions,  electroly- 
sis, the  chemical  behavior  of  ionic  substances,  chemical  equilibrium  and  elec- 
tro-motive chemistry.    The  laboratory  work  is  in  qualitative  analysis. 

SCIENCE  III-A. 

Organic  Chemistry.  Three  hours  a  week,  devoted  to  lectures  and  reci- 
tations; three  hours  to  laboratory  work. 

The  work  in  this  course  is  devoted  to  the  study  and  preparation  of 
organic  compounds,  including  both  the  aliphatic  and  the  aromatic  series: 
hydrocarbons  of  the  methane  series,  hydrocarbons  of  the  ethylene  series, 
hydrocarbons  of  the  acetylene  series,  alcohols,  organic  acids,  ethers,  an- 
hydrides, esters,  aldehydes,  ketones,  amines,  amides,  halogen  compounds, 
cyanogen,  carbohydrates,  cyclic  hydrocarbons,  dyes  and  proteins. 

The  laboratory  work  consists  not  only  in  the  methods  of  preparation 
and  purification  of  compounds,  but  also  in  methods  of  arriving  at  their 
structures.  ' 

SCIENCE  IV-A. 

Quantitative  Analysis.  One  hour  a  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  re-, 
citations,  six  hours  to  laboratory  work. 

The  lectures  and  recitations  include  the  discussion  of  the  methods  used 
in  the  laboratory  and  the  chemical  calculations.  The  laboratory  work  con- 
sists in  simple  introductory  determinations  in  gravimetric  and  volumetric 
methods  of  analysis.  Pure  salts  of  known  composition  are  first  analyzed, 
followed  by  unknown  specimens  consisting  of  pure  salts  or  mixtures  of  pure 
salts.  In  this  way  the  student  is  prepared  to  analyze  more  difficult  substan- 
ces, including  both  knowns  and  unknowns. 

SCIENCE  IV-A-1. 

Industrial  Chemistry.  In  this  course  the  following  subjects  are  discussed: 
water,  fuels,  destructive  distillation,  alkalies  and  hydrochloric  acid,  iron  and 
steel,  packing  house  industries,  cottonseed  oil  products,  leather,  soap,  ce- 
ment, paper,  paints,  and  clay  products. 

This  course  can  be  varied  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  pupils.  The  class 
meets  three  hours  per  week. 

SCIENCE  IV-A-2. 

Physical  Chemistry.    Three  hours  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations. 
The  work  in  this  course  embraces  the  laws  governing  chemical  phenom- 
ena.   The  topics  considered  are  the  gaseous  state,  the  liquid  state,  the  solid 
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state,  solutions,  the  phase  rule,  thermo-chemistry,  chemical  change  and 
electro-chemistry.  The  student  is  required  to  solve  various  problems  based 
on  the  above  topics. 

This  course  is  designed  for  students  doing  graduate  work  in  chemistry. 

SCIENCE  IV-A-5. 

Physiological  Chemistry.  One  hour  a  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  six 
hours  to  laboratory  work. 

The  subjects  discussed  here  are:  enzymes,  carbohydrates,  fats,  proteins, 
digestion,  blood  and  lymph,  respiration  and  acidosis,  metabolism  and  ac- 
cessory foods. 

SCIENCE  IV-A-4. 

The  Teaching  of  Chemistry.  The  main  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  pre- 
sent the  modern  theory  and  methods  of  teaching  chemistry 

HOUSEHOLD  CHEMISTRY. 

SCIENCE  II-A-1. 

Household  Chemistry  I.  Lectures,  readings,  demonstrations,  recita- 
tions and  reports,  three  hours  a  week. 

This  course  includes  a  discussion  of  the  production  and  manufacture  of 
staple  foods  from  the  raw  materials  to  the  finished  products.  The  following 
topics  are  studied:  foodstuffs,  cereals,  milling  processes,  bread-making, 
leavening  agents,  starch  and  sugar  industries,  fruits,  vegetables,  fats,  milk, 
canning  industries,  spices  and  condiments. 

SCIENCE  II-A-2. 

Household  Chemistry  II.  Household  Organic  Chemistry.  Three  hours 
a  week  for  lectures  and  recitations,  three  hours  a  week  for  laboratory. 

This  course  includes:  (a)  the  study  of  important  organic  compounds  of 
the  aliphatic  and  aromatic  series;  (b)  laboratory  study  of  water,  fuels, 
carbohydrates,  fats,  proteins,  tea,  coffee,  cocoa,  fruits,  ferments,  preserva- 
tives, disinfectants,  baking  powders,  soaps,  bleaching,  textile  chemistry  and 
dyes. 

Prerequisite:    General  Chemistry. 

SCIENCE  III-A-1. 

Household  Chemistry  III.  The  Chemistry  of  Foods  and  Nutrition. 
Three  hours  a  week  for  lectures  and  recitations,  three  hours  for  laboratory. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  present  the  chemistry  and  functions  of 
food.  It  includes  the  studj^  of  carbohydrates,  fats,  proteins,  enzymes,  di- 
gestion and  metabolism,  mineral  foods,  vitamins,  nutritive  requirements  of 
foods,  and  the  chemistry  and  economy  of  foods. 

Prerequisite:    Organic  Chemistry. 
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SCIENCE  III-A-2. 

Household  Chemistry  IV.  Food  Analysis.  Three  hours  devoted  to  lec- 
tures and  recitations,  three  hoiu-s  to  laboratory  work. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  give  systematic  training  in  food  analy- 
sis, including  both  plant  and  animal  substances.  Considerable  detail  is  given 
both  to  the  analytical  methods  and  to  the  interpretation  of  results.  Th« 
course  is  adapted  to  the  individual  needs  of  the  students.  The  following 
topics  are  discussed:  alcohols,  sugar,  fats,  oils,  butter,  milk,  grain  products, 
starch  by  enzymes,  tests  for  food  preservatives  and  adulterations. 

Prerequisites:  General  Chemistry,  Organic  Chemistry,  or  Household 
Chemistry  II,  Qualitative  Analysis  and  Quantitative  Analysis. 


SCHOOL  OF  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION. 

PRESIDENT  HARPER.

BIBLICAL  COURSES. 

BIBLE  I. 

English  Bible  Course.  This  course  will  cover  the  entire  Bible.  The 
approach  will  be  from  the  viewpoint  of  appreciation.  The  emphasis  will  not 
be  literary  nor  interpretative  nor  critical  nor  historical  nor  comparative,  but 
informational  as  to  the  Biblical  content  only.  The  Bible  must  be  read  by 
every  student.  The  Book  will  speak  its  own  message.  The  aim  therefore 
is  to  give  the  student  a  comprehensive  grasp  of  the  Bible  as  such.  This  course 
is  required  of  all  candidates  for  a  degree,  but  may  be  elected  in  any  year 
desired.  It  is  also  the  prerequisite  for  all  other  Bible  courses.  Three  hours 
per  week. 

PROFESSOR  BENNETT. 

BIBLE  II. 

The  Doctrines  of  The  Christian  Faith.  A  careful  study  with  the  Bible 
as  the  basis  of  the  Christian  doctrines  of  God,  Christ,  the  Holy  Spirit,  Man, 
the  Universe,  Sin,  Repentance,  Faith,  Regeneration,  Service,  the  Atone- 
ment, Salvation,  and  Immortality.  Each  student  will  be  required  to  make 
a  written  report  of  the  Biblical  teachings  on  each  doctrine  studied.  Three 
times  per  week. 

DR.  NEWMAN. 
BIBLE  III. 

The  Life  of  Christ.  This  course  will  include  a  harmony  of  the  gospels 
and  a  consideration  of  the  place  of  Christ  in  human  experience  and  in  his- 
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tory.  Each  student  will  be  required  to  read  the  gospels  and  five  assigned 
lives  of  Christ  and  to  report  in  writing  on  the  same.  Each  student  must  also 
prepare  an  original  harmony  of  the  gospels  as  well  as  a  map,  showing  the 
locations  of  the  chief  events  and  teachings  of  Jesus.    Three  times  per  week. 

DR.  NEWMAN. 

BIBLE  III-A. 

The  Early  Church.  An  incisive  study  of  the  Acts  and  Epistles,  sup- 
ported by  independent  investigation  of  the  evidences  of  the  progress  of  the 
Church  in  the  history  and  literature  of  the  contemporary  period.  Each 
student  must  prepare  a  Biblical  account  with  accompanying  map  of  the 
life  and  labors  of  the  apostles  and  of  Paul.  The  course  will  also  include  a 
brief  consideration  of  the  influence  on  the  Church  of  the  prevalent  ideas  of 
contemporary  government  and  philosophy.    Three  times  per  week.

BIBLE  III-B. 

Pastoral  Training  and  Church  Polity.  The  things  a  pastor  needs  to 
know.  The  Minister's  Attire.  His  Home  Life.  The  Minister's  Wife  and 
Family.  Pastoral  Visitation.  His  Study.  Relations  to  Community  Life 
and  Organizations.  Planning  the  Church  Services.  Pastoral  Leadership. 
Ministerial  Ethics.  Conducting  various  Services.  Bible  and  Song  Read- 
ing. Sermonizing.  The  Minister's  Budget.  Programizing  the  Church's 
Work.  History,  Principles,  and  Polity  of  the  Christian  Church.  Interde- 
nominational Co-operation.  Christian  Union.  Required  of  all  ministerial 
students.    Three  hours  per  week.

BIBLE  IV. 

The  Problem  of  Biblical  Criticism.  A  careful  investigation  of  the  pres- 
ent status  of  Biblical  criticism.  History  of  the  Bible.  Manuscripts  of  the 
Bible.  Translations  of  the  Bible.  Inspiration  and  Authority  of  the  Bible. 
Science  and  the  Bible.  Philosophy  and  the  Bible.  Study  of  the  types  of 
Literature  in  the  Bible.  The  Canon  of  the  Scriptures.  The  Apocryphal 
Books.  The  Apocalyptic  Literature.  Biblical  Archaeology.  Only  those 
can  enter  this  course  who  have  had  at  least  two  other  courses  in  Bible.  Three 
courses  are  recommended.    Three  times  per  week.

BIBLE  IV-A. 

Church  History.  A  survey  course  of  the  origin  and  development  of 
the  Church,  including  Jewish  Christianity,  Roman  Christianity,  Greek 
Christianity,  the  Protestant  Reformation,  and  the  Modern  Church.  Open 
only  to  Juniors  and  Seniors.    Three  times  per  week.

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BIBLE  IV-B. 

Greek  New  Testament.  The  study  of  a  grammar  of  New  Testament 
Greek.  Readings  in  the  Greek  New  Testament.  Problems  and  Methods  of 
exegesis.  Textual  problems.  Three  times  per  week.  Open  only  to  Juniors 
and  Seniors  who  have  sufficient  knowledge  of  Greek  to  pursue  the  course 
profitably.

BIBLE  IV-C. 

Hebrew  Old  Testament.  The  study  rapidly  of  Harper's  Elements  of 
Hebrew,  Hebrew  Method  and  Manual,  Hebrew  Vocabulary,  Readings  in 
the  Hebrew  Old  Testament.  Problems  and  Methods  of  exegesis.  Hebrew 
poetry.  Textual  problems.  Three  times  per  week.  Open  only  to  Juniors 
and  Seniors  and  ministerial  students.

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  COURSES. 

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  I. 

Leadership- Training.  The  standard  three  year  course  for  Sunday 
School  teachers,  using  the  third  year  specialization  courses  either  as  a  whole 
or  in  the  sections  voted  for  by  the  class;  the  Christian  Endeavor  Expert 
Course;  Boy  Scouts  and  Camp  Fire  Girls.  Denominational  and  Inter-de- 
nominational certificates  will  be  issued  to  those  completing  the  various  items 
of  this  course.  This  is  the  introductory  course  in  Religious  Education,  and 
must  be  taken  as  the  first  course.  It  may  be  elected  in  any  College  year. 
Three  hours  per  week.

The  Christian  Home.  The  home  as  the  basic  religious  educational 
agency.  A  study  from  the  standpoint  of  the  home  of  the  problems  of  wor- 
ship, recreation,  play,  amusement,  social  life,  discipline,  finances,  health, 
sanitation,  sex  hygiene,  reading,  vocational  guidance,  and  kindred  themes. 
The  story  hour.  Sunday  in  the  home.  Co-operation  between  the  home 
and  the  Church.  Co-operation  between  the  home  and  the  public  school. 
The  quest  for  "A  Department  of  the  Home"  in  the  program  of  the  local 
Church.    Three  times  per  week. 

PROF.  BENNETT. 

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  II-A. 

Community  Religious  Education.  Following  a  brief  study  of  city,  sub- 
urban, and  town  or  village  Church  problems,  special  attention  will  be  given 
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to  the  problems  of  the  small  school  with  special  emphasis  on  the  rural  situ- 
ation. Introduction  to  rural  sociology  as  affecting  the  Church.  The  general 
religious  conditions  of  young  people  and  how  to  remedy  them.  The  quest 
for  a  community  program  of  religious  education,  including  recreation,  health, 
social  life,  vocational  guidance  and  kindred  themes  on  a  co-operative  basis. 
A  survey  of  a  typical  community  and  a  program  built  for  it.  Three  hours 
per   week. 

PROF  BENNETT. 

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  II-B. 

Play,  Dramatics,  and  Pageantry.  The  place  of  play  in  a  normal  life. 
The  psychology  of  play.  Its  place  in  the  educational  program.  History  of 
play.  History  of  the  drama.  Advantages  of  pageantry.  Each  student  must 
dramatize  ten  Bible  scenes  or  events  and  train  a  group  of  children  to  present 
one  of  them.  The  quest  for  a  yearly  program  of  Play,  Dramatics,  and  Pa- 
geantry for  the  local  Church.   Three  hours  per  week. 

MISS  STEARNS. 

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  II-C. 

Methods  of  Teaching  Religion  to  Children  of  Elementary  School  Age.  Ed- 
ucational principles  practically  applied  to  the  religious  needs  of  the  child 
of  six  to  eleven;  a  study  of  story  telling,  the  use  of  pictures,  dramatization 
and  various  expressional  activities.  Practice  will  be  given  in  supervised 
study,  the  teaching  of  projects,  and  the  building  of  lesson  plans. 

Prerequisite  or  Co-requisite,  Education  I  or  II,  preferably  both.  Three 
hours  per  week.

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  III. 

The  Church  in  the  Modern  World.  Brief  history  of  the  Church.  The 
Pastor.  The  Director  of  Religious  Education.  Denominational  Field  Secre- 
taries. The  Denominational  Boards.  Inter-denominational  Comity.  The 
Problems  of  Industry,  Missions,  Social  Service,  Evangelism,  World  Peace 
and  Intellectual  Freedom  from  the  standpoint  of  the  Church.  Financing 
the  Kingdom.  Surveys.  A  program  for  the  Church  and  the  Denomination. 
Three  hours  per  week.

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  III-A. 

An  Integrated  Program  oj  Christian  Education.  The  organization  and  ad- 
ministration of  a  local  Church  School,  including  the  problems  of  the  cur- 
riculum, worship,  social  and  recreational  activities,  the  physical  plant, 
social  service,  finance  and  evangelism,  together  with  the  local  school's  de- 
nominational, inter-organizational,  higher  educational,  and  inter-denomina- 
tional relationships.  The  need  of  the  integration  of  Christian  forces.  A 
study  of  typical  Church  Schools  and  programs.    A  study  of  various  denom- 
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inational  and  inter-denominational  programs.  A  quest  for  a  thoroughly 
integrated  program  of  Christian  Education,  both  for  the  local  Church  School 
and  for  all  the  educational  agencies  of  the  Kingdom. 

Open  only  to  Juniors  and  Seniors  who  have  had  two  years  in  Religious 
Education.  Prerequisite  or  Co-requisite,  Philosophy  III.  Three  hours  per 
w^k, 

PRESIDENT  HARPER. 

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  III-B. 

The  Curriculum  of  Religious  Education.  This  course  will  treat  the 
history  of  the  curriculum,  its  scope,  its  principles,  and  methods  of  meaiiure- 
ment.  The  current  curricula  materials  will  be  evaluated  by  the  students. 
A  curriculum  for  one  department  of  the  Church  School  will  be  constructed 
and  edited  by  the  class.  This  is  a  seminar  course  and  is  opened  only  to  those 
who  have  had  at  least  two  courses  in  Religious  Education,  Bible  I,  Ed- 
ucation I  or  II,  and  Philosophy  III.    Three  hours  per  week. 

PRESIDENT  HARPER. 

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  III-C. 

The  Religious  Education  Kindergarten.  The  problems  of  earlj'  child- 
hood. The  Beginners'  Department  in  Religiou,-  Education.  Caring  for  the 
religious  life  of  little  children.  Planning  and  administering  a  program  of 
Religious  Nurture. 

Open  only  to  Juniors  and  Seniors.    Three  hours  per  week. 

MISS  STEARNS. 

History  and  Principles  of  Religiotis  Education.  A  brief  survey  of  religious 
instruction  among  the  ancients,  with  special  notice  of  Hebrew  education.  Its 
place  in  the  early  Church.  Religious  Education  and  the  Reformation.  The 
Principles  of  Religious  Education.  The  Modern  Sunday  School  Movement, 
with  special  emphasis  on  its  American  development.  A  study  of  week-day 
religious  education  in  England,  France,  and  Germany.  The  Young  People's 
Movement.  The  present  situation  and  the  probable  future  development' 
Three  hours  per  week. 

PRESIDENT  HARPER. 

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  IV-A. 

The  Psychology  and  Philosophy  of  Religion.  The  Psychology  of  Re- 
ligion. The  Religious  Consciousness.  Recent  psychological  development 
and  its  relation  to  Christianity.  Christianity  compared  with  other  religions. 
The  philosophical  and  sociological  aspects  of  religion,  sin,  atonement,  and 
kindred  Christian  problems.  The  sociological  program  of  Jesus.  Social 
Service.  Evangelism.  World-wide  Missions.  Some  applications  to  the  prob- 
lems of  race,  industry,  and  international  politics.  Christianity  as  a  normal 
experience.    The  law  of  love  as  the  law  of  life.    Open  only  to  those  students 
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who  have  had  at  least  two  other  courses  in  Reh"gious  Education  (three  re- 
commended) together  with  Bible  I.  and  Philosophy  III.  Three  hours  per 
week.

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  LABORATORY. 

In  the  option  of  the  instructor  in  any  course  in  Religious  Education, 
one  hour  a  week  of  recitation  work  may  be  diverted  to  laboratory  practice. 
The  Mooney  Christian  Education  Building  is  especially  designed  for  this 
purpose.  A  completely  graded  Week-Day  Religious  School,  from  the  town 
graded  and  high  school,  meets  there  according  to  a  time  schedule  agreed 
upon  by  the  College  and  Public  School  authorities.  On  Sunday,  the  Citi- 
zens' Sunday  School  uses  this  building.  The  Kindergarten  Week-Day  Re- 
ligious School  of  the  Christian  Orphanage  together  with  the  Week-Day 
Religious  School  for  the  village  graded  school  for  the  colored  children  and 
the  Night  School  for  adult  colored  people  offer  additional  opportunities  for 
laboratory  work  in  religious  education  under  supervision.  The  laboratory 
work  of  ministerial  students  and  young  men  also  includes  service  in  rural 
mission  Sunday  Schools  and  Churches  near-by.  All  students  in  Religious 
Education  except  those  in  Religious  Education  I,  are  required  to  do  labora- 
tory work  for  each  course  pursued,  and  to  attend  the  conference  period  of 
the  department  or  departments  in  which  their  laboratory  work  is  done. 

NOTE. — Arrangement  has  been  made  with  the  Vanderbilt  Divinity 
School,  Nashville,  Tenn.;  the  Union  Theological  Seminary,  Richmond,  Va., 
and  the  Boston  University  School  of  Religion,  Boston,  Mass.,  to  admit 
those  who  have  creditably  completed  £ve  courses  in  this  school  to  second 
year  standing  for  their  graduate  divinity  work.  Arrangements  are  pending 
with  other  seminaries. 


SCHOOL  OF  DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  AND  ART. 

DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  COURSES. 

MISS  MORROW. 
DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  I. 

General  principles  of  cookery  and  their  application  to  the  more  common 
foods.  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  develop  skill  in  the  technique  of 
cookery  by  means  of  a  scientific  introduction  to  the  principles  and  processes 
and  food  materials  involved.  Individual  work.  Three  hours  for  lectures. 
One  laboratory  period  of  three  hours. 
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DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  II. 

Application  of  fundamental  principles  of  cookery  to  the  preparation  of 
more  elaborate  recipes.  Preservation  of  foods,  preparation  of  salads  and 
desserts. 

This  course  deals  with  the  canning,  preserving  and  drying  of  foods. 
Special  stress  is  laid  on  economic  aspects  and  attractiveness  of  products. 

Science  I-A  is  a  prerequisite  for  this  course. 

Individual  work.  Three  hours  for  lectures.  One  laboratory  period  of 
three  hours. 

DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  III. 

Home  cooking  and  table  service.  Planning  of  menus  and  cooking  and 
serving  of  luncheons,  dinners,  teas  and  suppers.  Discussion  of  food  combi- 
nations and  casts.  Family  quantities  used.  The  purpose  of  this  course  is 
to  give  practice  in  home  cookery.    History  of  Cookery. 

Science  II-A.  is  prerequisite  for  this  course. 

Individual  and  group  work.  One  laboratory  period  of  three  hours. 
Three  hours  for  lectures. 

DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  IV. 

Advanced  lessons  in  cookery.  Invalid  cookery.  Principles  of  child 
feeding.  Practice  teaching.  Students  teach  first  year  students  under  super- 
vision.  Organization  of  Domestic  Science  and  methods  of  teaching. 

Science  III-A.  is  prerequisite  for  this  course. 

One  laboratory  period  of  three  hours.   Three  hours  for  lectures. 

DOMESTIC  ARTS  COURSES. 

DOMESTIC  ART  I. 

Handwork  and  elementary  dressmaking.  Instruction  in  the  use  of 
various  stitches,  use  of  the  sewing  machine  and  its  attachments,  and  the 
use  of  commercial  patterns.  Selection  of  materials  suitable  for  various  gar- 
ments.   Study  of  fabrics  and  the  choice,  care  and  cost  of  clothing. 

One  laboratory  period  of  three  hours;  three  hours  for  lecture. 

DOMESTIC  ART  II. 

Advanced  dressmaking.  Drafting  of  patterns  and  elementary  dress  de- 
sign. Drafted  patterns  are  used.  Variation  of  patterns  and  drafts  to  fit 
various  figures.  History  of  costume.  Making  of  elaborate  dresses  and  even- 
ing gowns.     Study  of  textiles.     Millinery. 

One  laboratory  period  of  three  hours;  three  hours  for  lectures. 
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SCHOOL  OF  EDUCATION  AND  PHILOSOPHY.

EDUCATION  COURSES. 

EDUCATION  I. 

Fall  Semester. — Educational  Psychology.  An  introductory  course  of  ed- 
ucational psychology  will  be  given  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  teachers  to 
understand  the  underlying  principles  of  teaching  the  elementary  subjects. 
The  course  will  emphasize  such  subjects  as  instinct,  habit,  feeling,  emotion, 
memory,  and  economical  methods  of  learning. 

Spring  Semester. — Technique  of  Teaching.  This  course  will  seek  to  de- 
velop familiarity  with  the  application  of  the  principles  of  psychology  to  the 
technique  of  teaching  and  prepare  the  teacher  for  the  skillful  application 
of  these  principles  in  the  teaching  process.  Emphasis  will  be  placed  on  mod- 
ern elementary  school  practice.  Numerous  concrete  applications  will  be 
made  and  habits  of  will  will  be  developed. 

This  course  is  prerequisite  to  all  other  courses  in  Education. 

PROF.  JOHNSON. 

EDUCATION  I-W. 

This  course,  open  to  young  women,  includes  the  principles  of  bodily 
training,  the  methods  and  systems  of  physical  education,  the  treatment  of 
common  injuries  incident  to  the  school,  gymnasium,  playground  and  athletic 
field,  and  the  theory  and  practice  of  games  of  higher  organization. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

MISS  SCULLY. 

EDUCATION  I-M. 

This  course  open  to  men,  includes  the  rules,  principles  and  practice  of 
all  the  major  sports,  the  organization  and  administration  of  a  Department  of 
Physical  Education  in  school  and  college,  the  theory  of  corrective  therapeutics, 
coaching  ethics,  the  duties  and  requirements  of  officials,  the  aim  being  to 
qualify  men  to  be  directors  of  Physical  Training  and  coaches. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

COACH  CORBOY. 

EDUCATION  II. 

Fall  Semester. — Educational  Psychology.  This  course  is  an  advanced 
course  dealing  with  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  learning  process.   Stu- 
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dents  will  be  required  to  do  sufficient  parallel  reading  to  cover  the  principal 
works  bearing  on  the  topics  discussed.  Numerous  examples  in  class  by  both 
teacher  and  students.  From  time  to  time  students  will  be  required  to  pre- 
pare papers  on  problems  that  may  arise  in  the  course. 

Spring  Semester. — The  Psychology  of  High  School  Subjects.  This  course 
seeks  to  prepare  the  high  school  teacher  for  the  application  of  psychological 
principles  to  the  various  problems  of  teaching  and  discipline  in  the  high 
school.  Various  concrete  cases  and  numerous  practical  situations  will  be 
used  illustrative  of  the  best  practices  in  the  modern  high  school. 

MISS  BROWN. 

EDUCATION  III. 

Fall  Semester. — The  History  of  Education  in  Modern  Times  including  the 
History  of  Education  in  the  United  States.  In  this  course  special  attention 
will  be  given  to  the  development  of  the  educational  system  of  our  own  country, 
and  the  present  tendencies  in  educational  development. 

Spring  Semester. — Measurement  of  Intelligence  and  Treatment  of  Results. 
The  purpose  of  this  course  is:  (1)  to  give  instruction  in  the  administration 
of  intelligence  tests  and  scales  that  are  available;  (2)  to  give  practice  in  the 
statistical  treatment  of  results;  (3)  to  show  their  practical  application  to 
the  solution  of  school  problems;  and  (4)  to  give  facility  in  the  solution  of 
such  problems  as  promotion,  classification,  and  guidance  of  pupils  on  the 
basis  of  psychological  age  by  scientific  methods.  The  necessary  training  in 
educational  statistics  will  be  given  in  the  course. 

The  course  will  also  cover  the  Public  School  Laws  of  North  Carolina  and 
Virginia. 

PROF,  JOHNSON. 

EDUCATION  IV. 

Fall  Semester. — Public  School  Administration.  This  course  will  consider 
the  most  advanced  methods  of  city  school  administration  in  all  its  aspects, 
and  will  emphasize  the  application  of  the  best  principles  of  city  school  ad- 
ministration to  the  county  and  state  administration.  Public  school  surveys 
and  reorganized  public  school  systems  will  be  studied.  Students  will  be 
guided  in  handling  statistics  and  making  educational  reports  that  can  be 
easily  interpreted  by  the  public  mind. 

Spring  Semester. — Problems  of  Secondary  Education.  It  is  the  aim  of 
this  course  to  study  such  problems  as  social  efficiency;  the  intellectual,  so- 
cial, physical,  and  moral  elements  in  secondary  education;  adolescence; 
the  high  school  curriculum;  electives;  the  school  and  community.  Demon- 
stration work,  lectures  and  research  methods  will  be  taught;  and  the  ar- 
rangement of  school  buildings;  equipment,  school  grounds,  play  grounds, 
medical  examinations,  and  sanitation  will  be  considered. 

PROF.  JOHNSON. 
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NOTE. — The  courses  in  the  Department  of  Music  entitled,  Methods  in 
Public  School  Music,  and  Piano  Teaching  Methods,  are  credited  in  this 
School  as  Education  III-M  and  Education  III-P  respectively.  Also  the 
course  in  Religious  Education  II-C,  as  Education  II-R. 

PHILOSOPHY  COURSES. 

PHILOSOPHY  III. 

A  course  in  general  psychology  will  be  given  for  the  purpose  of  intro- 
ducing the  student  to  the  fundamental  principles  of  mental  life.  The  various 
activities  of  the  individual,  the  formation  of  ideas,  and  the  response  of  the 
individual  to  the  various  stimuli,  and  other  phases  of  human  activity  will 
be  emphasized. 

DR.  ALEXANDER. 

PHILOSOPHY  IV. 

Fall  Semester.  The  study  of  formal  logic  and  the  study  of  logic  in  life. 
The  application  of  logic  to  metaphysical  investigations.  Lectures,  with 
text-books. 

Spring  Semester.  The  study  of  different  ethical  systems,  the  individual 
and  society,  ethical  progress  and  the  metaphysical  implications  of  ethics, 
criticisms  and  discussions.    Lectures,  with  text  book. 

DR.  ALEXANDER. 

The  Practice  School. 

Beginning  with  the  Spring  Semester  of  1921,  the  Elon  Grad- 
ed School  and  Elon  College  entered  into  an  agreement,  with  the 
approval  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  for 
North  Carolina,  whereby  the  Elon  Graded  School  becomes  a 
Practice  and  Demonstration  School.  For  the  first  semester  of  this 
contract,  practice  teaching  under  supervision  was  done  in  the 
seventh,  eighth,  and  ninth  grades  only. 

Beginning  with  and  since  the  session  1921-'22,  practice 
teaching  under  supervision  has  been  given  in  the  primary,  gram- 
mar, and  high  school  grades.  The  Director  of  the  School  of 
Education  will  recommend  the  practice  teachers,  whose  work  will 
be  supervised  by  one  of  the  various  supervising  teachers  to  be  em- 
ployed. Students  who  enter  upon  this  work  will  be  required  to 
continue  it  for  the  year,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Director 
of  the  School  of  Education.   They  will  be  given  credit  for  a  three 
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hour  Course  in  College  for  teaching  two  half-hour  periods  for 
five  days  a  week.  Their  grade  for  such  work  will  be  supplied  by 
the  supervising  teacher. 

Certification  of  Teachers. — The  College  has  arrangements 
with  North  Carolina,  Virginia  and  other  Southern  States  for  the 
granting  of  certificates  to  its  students  and  alumni.  The  College, 
however,  cannot  recommend  for  certificates  without  examination 
those  who  have  been  poor  in  their  scholarship. 

Different  grades  of  certificates  are  granted  for  one,  two,  and 
four  year's  work.  Those  who  expect  to  teach  are  urged  to  pursue 
the  Teachers'  Course  as  outlined  above  in  this  catalogue,  and  also 
to  consult  the  President  for  specific  directions  before  selecting 
courses  of  study.  The  courses  for  elementary  and  high  school 
teachers  and  for  principals  and  superintendents  differ  greatly 
and  advice  is  needed  to  be  sure  the  courses  taken  will  yield  the 
certificate  desired. 


SCHOOL  OF  ENGLISH  LANGUAGE  AND 
LITERATURE. 

PROFESSOR  LAWRENCE,  Literature. 

PROFESSOR  BARNEY,  Language. 
MISS  BROWN,  Literature  and  Language. 

ENGLISH  I. 

A  Course  in  Composition  and  Grammar.  The  Century  Handbook  of 
Composition,  Freshman  Rhetoric,  Slater.  This  course  is  designed  to  give 
the  student  a  thorough  and  fundamental  knowledge  of  Composition  and 
Grammar.  The  texts  mentioned  will  be  supplemented  by  parallel  reading 
assignments.     Classes  will  meet  three  times  a  week. 

For  Freshmen.     As  many  sections  as  necessary. 

PROF.  BARNEY  and  MISS  BROWN. 

ENGLISH  II. 

A  survey  of  the  field  of  English  literature.  Century  Readings  in  English 
Literature — Cunliffe,  Pyre  and  Young  is  the  text  used.  Prerequisite,  Eng- 
lish I.  Other  reading  in  the  field  of  English  literature  is  required  as  parallel. 

Three  hours  a  week  for  Sophomores. 

DR.  LAWRENCE  and  MISS  BROWN. 
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ENGLISH  III. 

This  course  is  devoted  exclusively  to  the  study  of  Shakespeare.  From 
twenty-five  to  thirty  of  his  plays  will  be  read.  Open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors. 
English  II.  is  prerequisite  to  this  course. 

DR.  LAWRENCE. 

ENGLISH  III-A. 

A  study  of  the  chief  contemporary  dramatists.  This  course  covers  rep- 
resentative plays  from  the  chief  contemporary  dramatists  of  England,  Ire- 
land, America,  Germany,  France,  Belgium,  Norway,  Sweden,  Italy,  Spain, 
Russia  and  Austria.  From  thirty-five  to  forty  plays  are  included  in  this 
course. 

Text:  The  Chief  Contemporary  Dramatists,  selected  and  edited  by 
Thomas  H.  Dickinson. 

Three  times  a  week,  opened  to  Juniors  and  Seniors. 

DR.  LAWRENCE. 

ENGLISH  III-B. 

This  is  a  course  in  recent  and  present-day  American  Literature.  It  is 
open  only  to  Juniors  and  Seniors  or  students  of  similar  qualifications.  Its 
purpose  is  to  determine,  as  far  as  may  be  done  in  two  semesters,  the  tenden- 
cy of  American  thought  and  ideal  as  revealed  in  the  writings  of  fifteen  out- 
standing prose  writers  and  ten  of  the  most  highly  reputed  poets  from  among 
the  hundreds  of  readable  and  more  or  less  popular  American  writers,  going 
no  further  back  in  prose  than  William  Dean  Howells  and  in  poetry  no  further 
back  than  William  Vaughan  Moody.  Nearly  all  of  the  authors  are  still  liv- 
ing and  lend  their  best  judgment  to  aid  in  reaching  the  end  aimed  at  in  the 
course.   Three  times  a  week  throughout  the  year. 

DR.  LAWRENCE. 

ENGLISH  III-C. 

This  course  is  in  the  field  of  English  literature  what  III-B  is  in  the 
field  of  American  literature,  each  course  being  given  in  alternate  years. 

Three  times  a  week  throughout  the  College  Year.  Only  those  who  have 
passed  English  II,  or  its  equivalent,  are  eligible. 

DR.  LAWRENCE. 

ENGLISH  IV. 

This  course  is  intended  to  lay  a  foundation  in  Old  and  Middle  English, 
and  to  prepare  the  student  in  the  Study  of  the  Enlgish  language  for  advanced 
work  in  philology. 

Texts:  Bright's  Anglo-Saxon  Reader,  Emerson's  Middle  English  Reader, 
and  Emerson's  History  of  the  English  Language. 

PROF.  BARNEY. 
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ENGLISH  IV-A. 

A  course  in  Higher  Composition  and  Literary  Criticism.  Advanced 
composition  and  rhetoric;  word  study;  vocabulary  building;  an  investiga- 
tion, critical  and  historical,  of  the  following  prose  departments:  the  novel, 
the  short  story,  the  tale,  the  essay,  the  oration,  the  history,  the  biography. 
Laboratory  work.  Three  times  a  week  for  Juniors  and  Seniors,  or  others 
by  special  examination  and  with  the  approval  of  the  instructor  in  charge. 

Applicants  for  this  course  will  provide  themselves  with  a  comprehen- 
sive standard  dictionary  in  advance. 

PROF.  BARNEY. 

ENGLISH  IV-B. 

This  course  offers  the  student  opportunity  to  become  familiar  with  the 
fundamental  history  and  essential  requirements  of  Epic,  Dramatic  and 
Lyric  Poetry.  It  also  offers  a  wide  acquaintanceship  with  the  best  English 
poetry  of  the  nineteenth  century.  Open  only  to  Juniors  and  Seniors,  or  to 
those  who  have  had  English  II.  Three  times  a  week  throughout  the  college 
year.  Suggested  texts  are  An  Introduction  to  Poetry,  Hubbell  and  Beaty; 
English  Poets  of  the  Nineteenth  Century,  Elliott  and  Foerster. 

ENGLISH  IV-C. 

This  is  a  course  in  American  Literature,  both  prose  and  poetry.  The 
study  is  more  intensive  than  in  an  ordinary  survey  course.  Sufficient  time 
is  spent  with  each  author  to  enable  the  student  to  interpret  that  author 
from  actual  knowledge  of  his  writings.  As  texts  in  this  course,  students 
should  be  provided  with  The  Cambridge  History  of  American  Literature 
and  Chief  American  Poets  by  Curtis  Hidden  Page.  Three  times  a  week; 
open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors. 

DR.  LAWRENCE. 

ENGLISH  IV-D. 

A  Course  in  Journalism.  First  Term:  An  investigation  of  the  develop- 
ment of  the  magazine  in  America;  its  present  character  and  influence;  finance 
and  organization;  distribution;  advertising;  the  magazine  market.  Labor- 
atory work. 

PROF.  BARNEY 

NOTE. — The  Course  in  Class  Expression  I  (See  Department  of  Ex- 
pression) counts  as  an  English  Course  for  Juniors  and  Seniors  and  is  listed 
as  English  III-D. 
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SCHOOL  OF  GEOLOGY. 

PROFESSOR  POWELL. 
SCIENCE  I-B. 

General  Geology.  Lectures  and  recitations  three  hours  a  week,  two  hoiu's 
to  laboratory  work. 

The  first  semester  deals  with  Physical  and  Dynamical  Geology,  the 
second  semester  is  a  study  of  outlines  of  Historical  Geolog3\  Laboratory 
work  in  the  first  semester  consists  of  frequent  field  excursions  and  a  study 
of  the  common  minerals  and  rocks;  the  second  semester  deals  with  map 
interpretations,  geological  folios,  and  the  more  common  fossils. 

Text:     Cleland's  Introductory  Geology. 

SCIENCE  II-B. 

Crystallography,  first  semester;  Mineralogy,  second  semester.  Two 
hours  for  lectures.    Four  hours  to  laboratory.    Prerequisite,  Science  I-B. 

This  course  lays  the  foundation,  technicallj'  and  practically  for  the 
student  who  wishes  to  pursue  professional  geology.  The  topics  emphasized 
are  these,  the  phj-sical  and  chemical  properties  of  minerals,  the  associations 
of  minerals,  crystallography,  and  blow-pipe  analysi?. 

Texts:  Elements  of  Mineralogy,  Crystallography,  and  Blowpipe  Analy- 
sis, by  Moses  and  Parsons. 

SCIENCE  III-B. 

Economic  Geology.  Recitations,  lectures,  laboratory,  departmental  the- 
ses. Two  hours  for  lectures.  Four  hours  to  laboratory.  Prerequisite,  Science 
I-B. 

The  theoretical  side  of  this  subject  is  emphasized  whenever  it  seems 
necessary.  The  practical  side  is  kept  prominently  in  the  foreground,  because 
the  agricultural,  the  industrial  and  the  commercial  world  is  now  realizing  its 
vital  relation  to  Economic  Geology.  A  careful  study  is  made  concerning  the 
most  important  non-metals:  coals,  petroleums,  clays,  sands,  abrasives,  gem- 
stones,  structural  materials,  fertilizers,  etc.;  and  the  metals:  iron,  copper, 
lead,  tin,  zinc,  gold,  silver,  etc.  If  time  permits,  several  weeks  will  be  devot- 
ed to  water-powers,  soils  and  forestiy. 

Text:    Ries'  Economic  Geology. 

SCIENCE  IV-B. 

Origin  and  Nature  of  Soils.  Two  hours  for  lectures.  Four  to  laboratory 
work.    Prerequisites,  Science  I-B. 

This  course  is  especially  designed  for  those  who  are  intending  to  special- 
ize in  agricultural  or  soil  investigation  work.  Students  in  this  work  are  ex- 
pected to  keep  at  least  one  afternoon  open  each  week  for  field  work. 

Text:    The  Nature  and  Properties  of  Soils,  by  Lyon  and  Buckman. 
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SCIENCE  IV-B-1. 

Problems  and  work  adapted  to  the  special  needs  of  the  ftudent.  For 
students  pursuing  a  special  sourse  in  Geology.  Students  in  this  course  are 
expected  to  keep  at  least  three  afternoons  each  week  open  for  field  work. 


SCHOOL  OF  GERMAN  LANGUAGE  AND 
LITERATURE. 

PROFESSOR  WHITE. 

CxERMAN  I. 

A  complete  and  thorough  review  of  the  declensions  and  conjugations 
and  the  rules  of  grammar  is  made.  Students  are  carefully  drilled  in  the  rules 
of  syntax.  Regular  drills  are  made  in  composition  and  conversational  work. 
A  general  survey  of  the  history  of  German  literature  is  given.  Much  care 
and  time  is  devoted  to  the  reading  and  study  of  such  masterpieces  as  Wil- 
helm  Tell,  Deutsche  Liebe,  Die  Journalisten,  Minna  von  Barnhelm,  etc. 
German  A.  or  its  equivalent  is  required  for  entrance.  Open  to  Freshmen  and 
Sophomores.     Three  hours  a  week. 

GERMAN  II. 

This  course  is  devoted  to  a  rapid  reading  of  the  various  types  of  German 
literature.  Special  attention  is  called  to  the  style  of  the  different  authors. 
Much  time  and  work  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  the  classical  drama.  By 
means  of  lectures  and  by  the  personal  observation  of  the  class  an  introduc- 
tion is  made  to  the  study  of  comparative  philology.  This  course  is  open  to 
students  who  have  completed  creditably  Course  I,  and  who  have  studied 
one  or  more  foreign  languages  at  least  four  years.   Three  hours  a  week. 

GERMAN  III. 

Students  are  ofTered  an  advanced  course  in  German  composition,  and 
a  careful  study  of  the  elements  of  German  literature  in  its  different  periods. 
Original  papers  in  German  and  a  thesis  showing  original  work  on  some  phase 
of  German  literature  or  language  are  required  during  the  year.  The  prin- 
ciples of  language  growth  are  illustrated  by  applications  of  such  important 
fundamentals  as  Grimm's  Law,  Grammatische  Wechsel,  etc.  A  careful 
comparison  is  made  between  German  and  the  Old,  Middle  and  Modern 
English.  The  relationship  between  Greek,  Latin,  and  German  is  observed. 
Open  only  to  students  of  Latin  or  Greek.    Three  hours  a  week. 

GERMAN  IV. 

Goethe's  Faust  is  studied  in  detail.  A  comparison  is  made  between 
Goethe  and  Schiller,  and  the  master  dramatists  of  the  other  leading  litera- 
tures of  the  world.    Three  hours  a  week. 
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SCHOOL  OF  GREEK  LANGUAGE  AND  LITERATURE. 

PROFESSOR  NEWMAN. 

GREEK  A. 

Elementary  Greek.  White's  First  Greek  Book  or  equivalent.  Mastery 
of  declensions  and  conjugations,  synopsis  of  verb,  word  analysis,  derivation 
and  composition  and  simpler  principles.  Drill  in  pronunciation  by  reading 
Greek  aloud.  Required  of  all  offering  to  enter  the  department.  No  credit 
can  be  given  toward  a  degree  for  this  course.

HISTORY  COURSES. 

HISTORY  I. 

Modern  European  History.  A  general  introductory  course  from  1500  to 
the  present.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  social  and  economic,  as  well  as 
political.  Dynastic  rivalries,  colonial  expansion  and  the  clash  of  empires, 
rise  of  the  bourgeoisie,  revolutionary  Europe,  diplomatic  background  of  the 
World  War,  and  post-war  settlements  are  treated  at  length. 

Lectures,  text-books,  readings  and  reports. 

Texts  Hayes,  Political  and  Social  History  of  Modern  Europe,  Vol.  I, 
Schapiro,  Modern  and  Contemporary  Europe. 

For  Freshmen. 

HISTORY  I-A. 

Greek  History.  A  study  of  the  historical  significance  of  the  Greek  people, 
the  development  of  their  civilization,  and  the  contribution  that  they  have 
made  to  the  civilization  of  the  world. 
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Roman  History.  A  study  of  the  growth  and  development  of  the  Roman 
kingdom  and  republic;  the  Roman  empire,  its  decline  and  fall;  the  historical 
sketch  carried  to  800  A.  D. 

Lectures,  text-books,  and  readings. 

For  Freshmen  and  Sophomores. 

Not  offered  in  1925-'26. 

HISTORY  II. 

The  United  States.  A  general  survey  of  the  history  of  the  United  States, 
beginning  with  the  European  background  of  our  colonial  life  and  going  to 
the  present  time.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  economic,  social  and  insti- 
tutional, as  well  as  political  growth. 

Lectures,  text-books  and  readings. 

Text      To  be  selected. 

For  Sophomores. 

HISTORY  III. 

English  History.  England  from  the  earliest  times  to  the  reign  of  the 
Tudors,  with  emphasis  upon  the  racial,  social,  institutional,  constitutional 
and  economic.  The  development  of  the  kingdom  and  the  growth  of  the 
power  of  the  people.  The  struggle  for  the  English  Constitution.  The  Con- 
stitutional monarchy  and  the  rise  of  Democracy.  The  short-comings  of  the 
later  English  constitutional  system  and  the  reforms  of  the  nineteenth  cen- 
tury. 

Lectures,  text-books,  readings  and  reports. 

Text      Cross,  A  shorter  History  of  England  and  Greater  Britain. 

For  Sophomores  and  Juniors. 

HISTORY  III-A. 

This  is  a  course  in  the  Hi.?tory  and  Appreciation  of  Art,  required  of 
all  certificate  or  diploma  pupils  in  Art,  but  open  to  all  students  of  the  Col- 
lege. 

MISS  NEWMAN. 

HISTORY  IV. 

Comparalive  Government.  The  course  will  cover  the  United  States,  Eng- 
land, France,  Switzerland,  and  other  countries.  It  deals  with  the  outlines  of 
constitutional  development,  the  composition  and  powers  of  representative 
bodies,  the  relations  between  the  executive  and  legislature,  parliamentary 
procedure,  the  organization  and  influence  of  political  parties,  the  powers  of 
the  courts,  local  government,  etc. 

Lectures,  text-books,  and  readings. 

Texts      Beard,  American  Government  and  Politics,  and  others. 

For  Juniors  and  Seniors. 
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SOCIAL  SCIENCE  COURSES. 

SOCIAL  SCIENCE  III. 

Principles  of  Economics.  Introductory  course.  The  course  deals  with 
the  organization  of  production,  value  and  exchange,  money  and  the  mech- 
anism of  exchange,  international  trade,  the  distribution  of  wealth,  problems 
of  labor,  problems  of  economic  organization,  and  taxation. 

Lectures,  text-books  and  readings. 

Text     Taussig,  Principles  of  Economics. 

For  Juniors  and  Seniors. 

This  course  alternates  with  Social  Science  III-A. 

SOCIAL  SCIENCE  III-A. 

Money,  Banking,  and  Commercial  Crises.  Origin  and  functions  of  mon- 
ey. The  standard  problem.  Relationship  between  money  and  prices.  Eco- 
nomic principles  governing  the  issuance  and  retirement  of  credit  money. 
Inflation  and  deflation.  Relationship  between  loans,  deposits,  reserves,  cap- 
ital and  surplus.  The  financing  of  business.  National  and  State  banking 
systems.  The  Federal  Reserve.  Government  control  of  banking.  Foreign 
exchange.    The  characteristic  phenomena  of  commercial  crises. 

Lectures,  text-books,  readings,  discussions,  and  reports. 

Text      To  be  selected. 

For  Juniors  and  Seniors. 

This  course  alternates  with  Social  Science  III. 

SOCIAL  SCIENCE  IV. 

Problems  of  Sociology,  with  special  reference  to  the  forces  that  enter 
into  the  composition  of  life  and  society,  accompanied  by  lectures  through- 
out; Poverty;  Socialism;  Social  Pathology;  Social  Duties;  Immigration;  Con- 
gestion of  population. 

Open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors. 

SOCIAL  SCIENCE  IV-A. 

Rural  Sociology.  Conditions  of  life  in  the  country  and  constructive 
organization  for  improvement.  Social  technology  of  rural  communities;  im- 
portance of  agriculture;  rural  institutions;  co-operative  marketing;  good 
roads;  consolidated  schools;  social  surveys  of  the  country  and  the  rural 
church;  organization  of  the  rural  community,  and  social  control. 

Three  hours  per  week.  Open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors.  This  course  alter- 
nates with  Social  Science  IV. 
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SCHOOL  OF  LATIN  LANGUAGE  AND  LITERATURE.

LATIN  I. 
Cicero's  De  Amicitia  and  De  Senectute.    Cicero's  Tusculanae  Disputa- 
tiones,  Book  1,  and  Somnium  Scipionis  (2).  Grammar  and  Composition  (1).

Lucretius's  De  Rerum  Natura,  with  reference  to  the  Philosophy  of  the 
Romans;  Horace's  Epodes  and  Ars  Poetica  and  Ovid's  Fasti,  with  reference 
to  the  Roman  religion;  Allen's  Remnants  of  Fiarly  Latin,  and  Egbert's  Study 
of  Latin  Inscriptions  (3). 
For  Juniors  and  Seniors. 

LATIN  IV-A. 
This  course  is  either  Advanced  Composition,  Mythology,  Linguistics, 
Syntax,  Philosophy,  Inscriptions,  or  Literature,  as  the  class  may  elect. 
For  Seniors  and  Graduate  Students. 


SCHOOL  OF  MATHEMATICS. 

PROFESSOR  AMICK. 
ASSISTANT  PROFESSOR  HOOK. 

MATHEMATICS  I. 

Fall  Semester.  Geometry.  The  work  begins  with  a  review  of  a  number 
of  original  exercises  in  Plane  Geometry,  and  proceeds  through  Solid  Geometry 
with  constant  drill  in  the  original  exercises. 

Spring  Semester.  Trigonometry.  A  complete  course  in  Plane  and  Spher- 
ical Trigonometry  is  pursued,  with  constant  drill  in  the  solution  of  problems 
and  exercises  in  the  use  of  logarithms. 

Open  to  Freshmen.  Required  of  students  majoring  or  minoring  in 
Mathematics. 
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MATHEMATICS  II. 

Fall  Semester.  College  Algebra.  The  work  begins  with  Quadratic  Equa- 
tions and  proceeds  with  the  study  of  the  Binomial  Formula,  Convergence 
and  Divergence  of  Series,  and  a  special  study  of  the  Binomial,  Exponential 
and  Logarithmic  series.  The  course  closes  with  the  study  of  Inequalities  and 
Determinants  and  the  Theory  of  Equations. 

Spring  Semester.  Analytic  Geometry.  The  class  begins  with  the  study  of 
the  Cartesian  and  Polar  systems  of  co-ordinates  and  with  numerous  exer- 
cises in  graphical  representations.  Special  attention  is  paid  to  the  straight 
line  and  the  general  equation  of  the  first  degree  in  two  variables.  During  the 
latter  part  of  the  semester,  the  time  is  given  to  the  study  of  the  circle  and 
the  conic  sections,  and  to  equations  of  the  second  degree. 

Open  to  Sophomores.  Required  of  students  majoring  or  minoring  in 
in  Mathematics. 

MATHEMATICS  III. 

Fall  Semester.  Differential  Calculus.  This  course  is  devoted  to  the 
study  of  the  differentiation  of  functions,  with  simple  applications  of  the  de- 
rivatives to  rates,  length  of  tangents,  normals,  and  the  like.  After  this  the 
subjects  of  maxima  and  minima,  curvature,  rates  and  envelopes  are  studied. 
Numerous  problems  and  exercises  are  solved  and  thorough  drills  are  given 
on  every  topic  studied.   The  course  closes  with  a  drill  on  curve  tracing. 

Spring  Semester.  Integral  Calculus.  Integration.  The  Constant  of  In- 
tegration The  Definite  Integral.  In  addition  to  the  study  of  the  subjects 
mentioned,  the  student  is  given  a  thorough  drill  on  the  methods  of  inte- 
gration. The  object  is  to  enable  him  to  investigate  without  having  to  rely 
on  any  tables  or  set  rules,  and,  after  having  learned  the  principles  of  inte- 
gration, to  apply  them  to  such  subjects  as  areas,  lengths  of  curves,  volumes 
of  solids  of  revolution,  and  areas  of  surfaces  of  revolution. 

Open  to  Juniors.    Required  of  all  students  majoring  in  Mathematics. 

MATHEMATICS  IV. 

Fall  Semester.  Differential  Equations.  Both  the  ordinary  and  partial 
Differential  Equations  will  be  studied.  Particular  attention  will  be  paid  to 
the  theory  of  integration  of  such  equations  as  admit  of  a  known  Transfor- 
mation Group,  and  the  classic  methods  of  integration  are  compared  with 
those  which  flow  from  the  Theory  of  Continuous  Groups.  A  similar  method 
is  adopted  in  studying  the  Linear  Partial  Differential  Equations  of  the  First 
Order. 

Spring  Semester.  Applied  Calculus.  During  this  semester  the  study  of 
the  differential  equations  will  be  continued,  and  the  subject  of  calculus  ap- 
plied to  mechanics  and  to  engineering  problems  in  general  will  be  taken  up 
and  studied  on  rather  broad  lines.  This  work  cannot  be  taken  by  any  student 
who  has  not  taken  the  courses  in  Mathematics  I,  Mathematics  II,  and  Math- 
ematics III. 

Open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors  only.

MATHEMATICS  IV-A. 

Fall  Semesler.  This  course  takes  up  the  study  of  Advanced  Analytic 
Geometry.  The  Differential  and  Integral  Calculus  is  also  taken  up  and 
studied  along  broad  lines.  The  professor  also  assigns  a  course  parallel  in 
reading  on  the  History  of  Mathematics  and  an  examination  is  held  on  the 
subject.    The  course  closes  with  a  study  of  Ordinary  Differential  Equations. 

Spring  Semester.  In  this  course  the  work  will  be  devoted  to  the  appli- 
cation of  the  DifTerential  and  Integral  Calculus  to  Geometry,  with  special 
reference  to  the  theorj'  of  the  General  Space  Curve,  the  Surface,  and  the 
Surface  Curve. 

Elective  to  students  majoring  in  Mathematics. 

APPLIED  MATHEMATICS. 

MATHEMATICS  I-A.     ' 

Mechanical  Drawing.  This  course  provides  a  basic  treatment  of  modern 
conventions,  theory  and  practice  of  Mechanical  Drawing.  Instruction  is 
given  in  the  care  and  use  of  instruments,  drawing  materials  and  tcales, 
methods  of  procedure  in  drawing,  freehand  lettering,  geometric  drawing, 
orthographic  projection,  working  dra\\dngs,  tracing  and  blue  printing. 

Six  hours  per  week,  six  semester  hoiu^s  credit. 

MATHEMATICS  II-A. 

Engineering  Drawing.  Instruction  and  drafting  room  practice  are  given 
in  the  following:  Engineering  lettering  with  copy  books;  detailing  of  ma- 
chine parts,  assembly  drawings;  systems  of  dimentioning,  bills  of  material, 
convention,  titles;  pipes,  piping  systems;  elements  of  machine  design,  gears, 
worms,  screws,  nuts  and  bolts.  Special  attention  is  given  to  accuracy,  neat- 
ness and  rapidity  in  drafting. 

Prerequisite:     Mathematics  I-A. 

Six  hours  per  week,  six  semester  hoiu's  credit. 

MATHEMATICS  II-B. 

Architectural  Drafting.  Instruction  and  drafting  practice  are  given  in 
the  following:  free  hand  lettering,  symbols  for  materials  used  in  construction, 
sketching,  working  drawings,  architectural  details,  floor  plans,  elevations, 
perspective  drawings  of  both  interior  and  exterior  of  buildings. 

Prerequisite:    Mathematics  I-A. 

Six  hours  per  week,  six  semester  hours  credit. 

NOTE. — Mathematics  II-A  and  II-B  will  be  given  in  alternate  years. 

MATHEMATICS  IV-C. 

Fall  Semester.  The  History  of  Mathematics.  A  survey  of  the  field  of 
Mathematics  from  the  earliest  ages  to  the  present.     In  this  course  Ball's 
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History  of  Mathematics  will  be  made  the  basis  of  a  class  course  and  students 
will  have  a  broad  field  for  library  work.  Readings  will  be  assigned  and  stu- 
dents will  be  required  to  report  on  these  readings  at  each  recitation.  Three 
hours  a  week. 

Second  Semester.  The  Teaching  of  Mathematics.  This  course  offers  a 
study  of  the  methods  of  presenting  the  different  branches  of  Mathematics 
to  the  pupils  in  the  secondary  schools,  and  also  to  college  pupils.  This  course 
will  be  supplemented  by  lectures  and  numerous  illustrations,  and  the  pupils 
taking  the  course  will  be  required  to  conduct  several  classes  in  Mathematics 
in  the  Practice  School  under  the  supervision  of  the  Professor  of  Math- 
ematics.  Three  hours  a  week. 

Elective  to  Juniors  and  Seniors.  Required  of  students  preparing  to 
teach  Mathematics. 

MATHEMATICS  IV-D. 

First  Semester.  Plane  Surveying.  The  study  of  the  theory,  and  uses  and 
adjustments  of  the  Compass,  Level,  Transit,  and  Stadia;  the  computations 
of  Surveying.  Numerous  surveys  are  made  and  the  student  is  required  to 
make  all  the  plots  and  calculations. 

Second  Semester.  The  class  studies  the  methods  and  proper  conduct  of 
Land,  Mine,  City,  Topographic  and  Hydrographic  Surveying.  Practical 
class  exercises  are  given  throughout  the  term  to  illustrate  the  work  of  the 
entire  course.  Two  hours  to  recitations  and  lectures;  four  hours  to  field  work 
weekly. 

Open  to  Sophomores  taking  two-year  course  in  Engineering. 

Elective  for  Juniors  and  Seniors. 


SCHOOL  OF  PHYSICS. 

DEAN  HOOK. 

SCIENCE  I-D. 

General  Physics.  This  course  embraces  the  study  of  Mechanics,  Heat, 
Sound,  Light,  and  Electricity.  There  will  be  numerous  examples  and  ex- 
periments given  throughout  the  entire  course,  with  a  view  to  rendering  the 
work  practical.  The  course  is  planned  to  impart  training  to  the  manipula- 
tion of  instruments  employed  in  physical  investigation,  to  teach  the  student 
to  make  accurate  measurements  with  the  use  of  the  English  and  metric 
systems,  to  give  practice  in  properly  recording  and  reducing  experimental 
data. 

Three  hours  a  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations,  four  hours  to 
laboratory. 
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Text:    Kimball's  College  Physics. 

Prerequisites:  Milikan  and  Gale's  First  Course  in  Physics  (revised)  or 
its  equivalent;  Plane  Geometry.    Open  to  Freshmen  and  Sophomores. 

SCIENCE  II-D. 

General  Physics.  This  course  is  intended  for  those  who  expect  to  teach 
Physics  or  desire  a  more  thorough  knowledge  of  general  physics  than  Science 
I-D  gives.  It  offers  a  mathematical  study  of  Mechanics,  Heat,  Acoustics, 
Optics,  Electricity  and  Magnetism. 

Three  hours  a  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations,  four  hours  to 
Laboratory  work. 

Text:   Reed  and  Guthe,  College  Physics,  or  its  equivalent. 

Prerequisites:    Science  I-D.    Mathematics  I. 

SCIENCE  III-D. 

Experimental  Electricity.  This  course  is  designed  to  give  the  earnest 
student  a  comprehensive  knowledge  of  electricity,  and  its  application  to  in- 
dustry.   The  following  will  be  some  of  the  topics  under  consideration: 

Fall  Semester.  Measurement  of  Resistance,  Ammeters  and  Voltmeters^- 
construction,  operation  and  calibration;  Watermeters  and  Watt-hour  meters; 
Reactance  and  Resistance  in  A.  C.  Circuits;  the  Magnetic  Circuit;  Permea- 
bility Tests;  Measurement  of  Core  Loss;  Photometry  of  Incandescent  Lamps; 
Arc  Lamps;  D.  C.  Generator — operating  features;  D.  C.  Motor — operating 
features;  D.  C.  Machinery — Efficiency  and  Losses — Opposition  Runs;  the 
Transformer;  the  Alternator;  Induction  Motor. 

Spring  Semester.  Electric  Batteries,  Motor  Starters  and  Regulators, 
Elements  of  Telephony,  E.  S.  Capacity,  Transmission  Lines,  Distributing 
Lines,  Electric  Relations  in  Polyphase  Systems,  the  Synchronous  Motor,  the 
Rotary  Converter,  Armature  Windings,  Switchboards,  Electric  Heating  and 
Welding.  Ignition  Systems — for  automobiles  and  stationary  gas  engines, 
Interior  Illuminations,  Safety  of  Electric  Plants,  etc. 

Three  hours  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations,  and  four  to  laboratory 
work. 

Prerequisites;   Science  II-D  and  Mathematics  II. 

SCIENCE  IV-D. 

This  course  is  designed  to  arouse  interest  in  the  mind  of  the  student 
relative  to  the  hidden,  yet  always  present,  powers  of  nature,  and  their  ap- 
plication to  our  daily  lives  and  the  wheels  of  industry. 

First  Semester.  Mechanics.  The  Composition  and  Resolution  of  Forces 
acting  on  a  Particle,  Statics  of  a  Particle,  Forces  acting  on  a  Rigid  Body, 
Vectors,  Statics  of  a  Rigid  Body,  the  Center  of  Gravity,  Friction,  Flexible 
Cords,  Kinetics  of  a  Particle,  Motion  of  a  Particle  in  a  Plane  Curve,  Work 
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and  Energy,  Constrained  Motion,  Impulse — Collision  of  Spheres,  the  Mo- 
ment of  Inertia,  the  Dynamics  of  a  Rigid  Body,  Kinetic  Friction,  etc. 

Second  Semester.  Heat.  Thermometry,  Calorimetry,  Measurement  of 
Internal  Fires  and  their  Effects,  Lines  of  Equal  Temperance  on  the  Indicator 
Diagram,  Adiabatic  Lines,  Heat  Engines,  Relations  between  the  Physical 
Properties  of  a  Substance,  Latent  Heat,  Thermodynamics  or  Gases,  the 
Intrinsic  Energy  of  a  System  of  Bodies,  Free  Expansion,  Determination  of 
Heights  by  the  Barometer,  Radiation,  Connection  Currents,  the  Diffusion 
of  Heat  by  Conduction,  Diffusion  of  Fluids,  Capillarity,  Elasticity,  and 
Viscosity,  Molecular  Theory  of  the  Constitution  of  Bodies,  Ventilation  and 
Central  Heating  Systems,  etc. 

Three  hours  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations  and  four  hours  to  lab- 
oratory  work. 

Prerequisites:   Science  II-D  and  Mathematics  II. 

SCIENCE  IV-D-1. 

This  course  is  given  to  those  students  who  desire  an  accurate  and  com- 
prehensive knowledge  of  Geometrical  and  Physical  Optics,  and  the  funda- 
mentals of  Acoustics. 

First  Semester.  Fundamental  Properties  of  Light,  Application  of  the 
Laws  of  Reflection,  Application  of  the  Laws  of  Refraction,  Dispersion  and 
Chromatic  Aberration,  Optical  Constants  of  Mirrors  and  Lenses,  Spherical 
Aberration  and  allied  Phenomena,  Refraction  of  Axial  Pencils  by  a  Thick 
Lens,  the  Eye,  Vision  through  a  Lens,  Optical  Instruments  and  Ap- 
pliances. 

Second  Semester.  Velocity  of  Light,  Vibrations  and  Waves,  the  Wave 
Theory  of  Light,  Radiation,  Absorption,  Dispersion,  Interference,  Diffrac- 
tion, Polarization,  Double  Refraction,  Theories  of  Reflection  and  Refraction, 
Colors  of  CrystaUine  Plates,  Photography. 

Sound.  The  nature  of  Sound  and  its  Chief  Characteristics,  the  Velocity 
of  Sound  in  the  Air  and  other  Media,  Reflection  and  Refraction  of  Sound, 
Frequency  and  Pitch  of  Notes,  Resonance  and  Forced  Oscillations,  Analy- 
sis of  Vibrations,  the  Transverse  Vibrations  of  Stretched  Strings  or  Wires, 
Pipes  and  other  Air  Cavities,  Rods,  Plates,  Membranes,  Vibrations  Main- 
tained by  Heat — Sensitive  Flames  and  Sets,  Musical  Sound,  the  Superpo- 
sition of  Waves. 

Three  hours  a  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations  and  four  hours 
to  assigned  laboratory  work. 

Prerequisites:  Science  I-D  and  Mathematics  I. 

SCIENCE  IV-D-2. 

Vectorial  Mechanics.  The  subject  will  be  treated  in  comparison  with 
the  Cartesian  method.  Topics  discussed  will  be  D'Alambert's  and  Hamilton's 
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Principles,  Langranges'  Equations,  Principles  of  Vis-Viva,  Center  of  Gravity, 
Areas,  Rigid  Dynamics,  General  Mechanics  of  Defonnable  Bodies  and  Hy- 
dro-dynamics. 

Three  hours  a  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations  and  four  hours 
assigned  to  laboratory  work. 

Prerequisites:    Science  II-D  and  Mathematics  IV. 

SCIENCE  IV-D-3. 

Spectroscopy.  This  course  will  meet  the  needs  of  those  who  desire  to 
specialize  in  Optics  or  Astronomy.  The  course  embraces  the  study  of  the 
Slit,  Prisms,  Lenses,  Complete  Priam  Spectroscope,  Diffraction  Grating, 
Extreme  Infra-red  and  Ultra-violet  Regions  of  the  Spectrum,  Practical 
Resolving  Power  of  the  Spectroscope,  Photography  of  the  Spectrum,  Phos- 
phorescence and  Fluorescence,  Absorption,  Spectra,  Nature  of  Spectra, 
Series  of  Lines  in  Spectra,  and  Change  of  Wave-length. 

Three  hours  a  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations,  four  hours  to 
laboratory  work. 

Prerequisites:    Science  II-D  or  Science  IV-D-1,  and  Mathematics  III. 

SCIENCE  IV-D-4.     ' 

Electricity  and  Magnetism.  This  course  is  designed  for  the  student  who 
desires  to  do  advanced  work  in  electricity  or  other  of  the  sciences  which 
require  a  good  theoretical  knowledge  of  electricity  and  magnetism.  This 
course  differs  from  Science  III-D  in  that  it  is  given  with  a  view  of  correlat- 
ing it  with  other  sciences  and  dealing  with  causes  rather  than  with  effects. 

First  Semester.  Magnetism,  Terrestrial  Magnetism,  the  Electric  Cur- 
rent, Electrostatics,  Electrolysis,  Thermo-Electricity,  Electromagnetism, 
Magnetic  Properties  of  Materials. 

Second  Semester.  Varying  Currents,  Units,  Electromagnetic  Radiation, 
Conduction  in  Gases,  X-Rays,  Thermonics,  Radio-activity,  Electrons,  El- 
ements of  Wireless  Telephony  and  Telegraphy. 

Three  hours  a  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations,  four  hours  to 
laboratory  work. 

Prerequisites:   Science  I-D  and  Mathematics  III. 

SCIENCE  IV-D-5. 

Hydraulics,  Water  Supply  and  Sanitary  Engineering. 

First  Semester.  Hydrostatics.  Pressure  on  submerged  surfaces,  center 
of  pressure,  buoyancy,  pressure  gauges. 

Hydrodynamics.  Flow  of  water  through  orifices,  nozzles,  pipes  and  over 
weirs.    Artificial  and  natural  channels,  friction  losses  and  energy. 
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Second  Semester.  Water  Supply.  Rainfall  and  runoff  evaporation,  water 
consumption  for  domestic  and  fire  uses,  pipe  design,  reservoirs,  storage, 
curves,  sources  of  supply,  water  filtration. 

Sewerage.  Intensity  of  rainfall,  proportion  of  rainfall  reaching  sewers, 
amount  of  sewage  per  capita,  separate  and  combined  systems,  grades  and 
velocities,  dilution,  sedimentation,  chemical  precipitation,  intermittent  filtra- 
tion, tank  treatment,  sprinkling  filters,  contact  beds. 

Prerequisites:   Science  I-D,  Science  I-A,  and  Mathematics  I. 

SCIENCE  IV-D-6. 

First  Semester.  Heat  Engines.  Nature  and  measurement  of  heat  units, 
work  and  power,  a  study  of  the  properties  of  steam,  steam  calorimeters, 
mixtures  and  combustion  of  fuels,  a  study  of  boilers — rating,  capacity  and 
efficiency,  a  detailed  study  of  boiler  accessories.  Valves,  valve  gears,  gov- 
ernors, horsepower  calculated. 

Second  Semester.  Gas  Engines.  Thermodynamics  of  gas  engines,  various 
types  of  internal  combustion  engines,  cycles,  heat  evolved,  air  required, 
fuels,  carburetors,  vaporizers,  ignition,  starting  and  lighting  systems,  gov- 
ernors, controls,  efficiency  and  economy. 

Prerequisites:    Science  I-D,  Mathematics  I. 

PHYSICAL  LABORATORY. 

The  Physical  Laboratory  is  located  in  the  Laboratory  Building.  It  is 
well  lighted,  and  is  equipped  with  modern  apparatus  of  a  high  grade.  The 
student  is  required  to  keep  a  neat  and  accurate  record  of  experiments  per- 
formed. Two  students  are  allowed  to  work  together  on  such  experiments  as 
require  two  observers. 

Among  the  apparatus  in  the  electrical  department  may  be  mentioned: 
direct  current  motors,  generators,  alternating  current  motors,  generators, 
supply  circuits,  sensitive  galvanometers,  Wheatstone  bridges,  rheostats,  con- 
densers, ammeters,  voltmeters,  standard  resistance  boxes,  storage  cells,  trans- 
formers, circuits  for  direct  and  alternating  currents,  lanterns,  accessory  ap- 
paratus for  determination  of  current,  potential  resistance,  capacity,  induc- 
tion, wave  form,  and  magnetic  properties. 

The  laboratory  is  equipped  with  a  static  machine  which  gives  a  poten- 
tial of  a  million  volts.  Students  desiring  advanced  work  in  radioactivity 
will  have  the  use  of  this  machine  together  with  the  X-ray  apparatus. 

The  mechanical  department  is  equipped  with  the  necessary  tools  and 
power  for  performing  experiments,  constructing  apparatus,  and  making 
tests.    Other  departments  are  similarly  equipped. 
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SCHOOL  OF  ROMANCE  LANGUAGES  AND 
LITERATURES. 

PROFESSOR  WHITE. 
ASSISTANT  PROFESSOR  GOTTEN. 

FRENCH  COURSES. 

FRENCH  I. 

This  course  consists  of  a  careful  study  of  the  following  subjects:  Syn- 
tax, Composition,  Conversation,  History  of  French  Literature,  extensive 
reading  of  Classical  and  Modern  French.  Open  to  Freshmen  and  Sopho- 
mores.   Three  hours  a  week. 

French  A,  or  its  equivalent  is  required  for  entrance. 

FRENCH  II. 

During  this  course  the  students  make  a  comprehensive  study  of  the 
literature  of  France  during  the  seventeenth,  eighteenth  and  nineteenth  centu- 
ries; the  Drama,  Essay,  Novel,  Short  Story  and  Letters.  Open  to  students 
who  have  completed  creditably  French  I,  and  who  have  studied  one  or  more 
foreign  languages  four  years.   Three  hours  a  week. 

FRENCH  III. 

This  is  an  advanced  course  in  French  composition  and  requires  a  care- 
ful study  of  the  elements  of  French  literature  in  its  different  periods.  Orig- 
inal papers  in  French  and  a  thesis  showing  original  work  on  some  phase  of 
French  language  and  literature  are  required  during  the  year.  Open  to  stu- 
dents who  have  completed  creditably  French  I  and  II.   Three  hours  a  week. 

FRENCH  IV. 

This  course  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  historical  French;  lectures  and 
Comparative  Philology;  a  study  of  the  sources  of  French  forms  and  idioms; 
a  comparison  of  Old,  Middle,  and  Modern  French  with  Low  and  Classical 
Latin.  Open  to  students  who  have  completed  creditably  Courses  I  and  II. 
Three  hours  a  week. 

SPANISH  COURSES. 

SPANISH  I. 

Thorough  survey  of  Spanish  grammar.  Dictation,  conversation,  and 
composition  work.  Elements  of  Spanish  syntax.  Reading  of  works  by  mod- 
ern Spanish  and  South-American  authors.  Prerequisite,  Spanish  A,  or  one 
year  of  a  Romance  Language.    Three  hours^per  week. 
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SPANISH  II. 

Rapid  review  of  grammar.  Conversation  and  composition  work.  Special 
attention  devoted  to  advanced  grammar  and  syntax.  Rapid  survey  of  the 
history  of  Spanish  Literature.  Prerequisite,  Spanish  I.  Three  hours  per 
week. 

SPANISH  III. 

Survey  of  Spanish  writers  of  the  nineteenth  century  and  of  the  present 
day.  Lectures,  readings,  compositions,  reports,  etc.  Prerequisite,  Spanish  II. 
Three  hours  per  week. 

SPANISH  IV. 

Detailed  study  of  the  Spanish  Literature  up  to  the  Golden  Age.  Survey 
of  Spanish  Literature  during  the  Golden  Age.  Lectures,  reports,  etc.  Pre- 
requisite, Spanish  III.   Three  hours  per  week. 


Special  Departments  of  the  College. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  ART. 

MISS  NEWMAN. 

A  thorough  course  of  instruction  in  Drawing,  Painting,  Art 
Structure  and  History  of  Art,  is  given  to  those  who  desire  to  de- 
vote themselves  to  the  study  of  Art. 

A  period  of  three  years  is  required  for  a  certificate  and  four 
years  for  a  diploma.  Credit  will  be  given  for  one  year's  work 
only  taken  elsewhere.  Students  taking  this  course  are  required 
to  spend  twelve  hours  a  week  at  work  in  the  studio.  The  pref- 
erence of  those  wishing  to  copy  the  works  of  others  will  be  re- 
garded. 

An  annual  exhibition  of  all  work  will  be  held  during  Com- 
mencement week. 

ART  I. 

Freehand  drawing  in  charcoal  from  still-life,  geometrical  solids  and 
casts.  Linear  and  angular  perspective.  Study  of  light  and  shade.  Flat  washes 
in  water  and  color  monochrome  painting.  Color  sketches  from  still-life, 
pastel  painting,  lettering  and  designing,  clay  modeling  and  pottery.  Struc- 
ture. 

ART  II. 

Drawing  in  charcoal  from  still-life,  also  heads,  hands,  features,  etc., 
from  casts.  Water  colors  from  still-life.  Painting  in  oils,  pastels  and  water- 
colors  from  still-life.  Illustration,  wash  drawings  in  water  color.  Principles 
of  color.  Technical  terms,  etc.|  History  of  art  (required).  Pen  and  ink 
drawings.    Designing.    Structure. 

ART  III. 

Drawing  from  draped  model  and  still-life.  Portraiture  in  crayon  and 
oils.  Composition.  Anatomy.  Landscape  painting.  Theory  of  color.  Pro- 
cesses of  reproduction.  History  of  art.  Mythology.  Designing.  Pastel 
Painting.   Copying  of  old  masters.   Structure. 

SKETCH  CLASSES. 

From  model  in  any  medium,  pencil,  out-of-door  work.  Two  hours  each 
week.

NORMAL  TRAINING. 

A  three  years'  course  in  training  teachers  for  public  and  private  schools. 
Certificates  are  given  for  satisfactory  completion  of  the  following  course: 

Drawing  and  painting  from  costumed  models,  birds,  animals,  flowers. 
Landscape  and  still-life  painting.  Illustration.  Decorative  and  applied  art. 
Theory  and  practice  of  design  in  line,  mass  and  color.  Composition — pictorial 
and  decorative.  History  of  art.  Geometric  drawings — perspective  and  pro- 
jection. Handicrafts — basketry,  leather,  block  printing  and  stenciling.  Paper 
cutting,  book  binding,  home  decoration,  clay  modeling. 

CHINA  PAINTING. 

The  methods  of  best  known  teachers  in  New  York  and  Dresden  are 
taught.  The  latest  development  of  this  art  is  carefully  studied  and  pupils 
will  have  the  advantage  of  designs  of  the  highest  order  of  artistic  merit, 
including  originals  by  foremost  designers  for  china  in  America. 

I.  Tinting,     (a)  La  Croix  colors;  (b)  matt  colors;  (c)  powder  colors. 

II.  Flower  Painting,  (a)  After  designs  of  Edward  Reeves  and  Marshall 
Fray;   (b)  Dresden  colors — Herr  Lamm. 

III.  Figure  Painting,    (a)  La  Croix;  (b)  Dresden — Herr  Till. 

IV.  Ornamental  Work,  (a)  Raised  Paste  and  Gold;  (b)  Enamels;  (c) 
Jewels,  etc.,  on  hard  china,  satsuma,  Belleek,  and  Sedji. 

HISTORY  OF  ART. 

1.  History  of  architecture  and  sculpture — Egyptian,  Assyrian,  Greek 
and  Roman,  Christian,  Byzantian,  Romanesque  and  Renaissance. 

2.  Modern  sculpture;  painting;  ceramics. 

3.  Appreciation  of  Art. 

Class  topics  and  references.  Required  of  certificate  and  diploma  pupils. 
This  course  counts  for  credit  in  the  School  of  History,  where  it  is  listed  as 
History  III-A. 

NOTE. — Art  must  be  pursued  for  three  years  to  be  credited  as  a  minor. 


COMMERCIAL  DEPARTMENT. 

PROFESSOR  CANNON. 
COMMERCE  I-A. 

A  practical  study  of  Bookkeeping  and  Accountancy,  together  with  an 
abundance  of  laboratory  practice  in  working  through  single  proprietorships, 
partnerships,  and  corporation  accounting  sets.  This  course  also  covers  Com- 
mercial Law,  Short  Methods  in  Business  Arithmetic,  Office  Practice,  and 
Business  Methods.    The  course  prepares  the  student  for  a  position  as  book- 
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keeper,  billing  clerk,  etc.,  and  is  introductory  to  the  profession  of  auditing 
and  accounting. 

Three  hours  per  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations,  three  hours 
to  laboratory  work. 

Tuition,  $30.00.    No  credit  course. 

COMMERCE  I-B. 

A  practical  and  intensive  course  in  Stenography,  including  Shorthand 
(Gregg  System),  Speed  Practice,  Business  Correspondence,  Business  Meth- 
ods, and  Office  Practice.  It  prepares  the  student  for  a  position  as  stenogra- 
pher, private  secretary,  or  any  of  the  kindred  positions. 

Six  hours  per  week  devoted  to  recitations.  Typewriting  (Commerce  I-C ) 
is  a  co-requisite  of  this  course. 

Tuition,  $30.00.    No  credit  course. 

COMMERCE  I-C. 

Typewriting.  This  course  includes  in  addition  to  Typewriting,  Business 
Correspondence  and  practice  on  the  various  office  appliances. 

Six  hours  per  week. 

Tuition,  .$20.00. 

No  credit  course. 

NOTE. — Commerce  I-A,  I-B,  and  I-C,  taken  together,  comprise  what 
is  designated  as  the  Complete  Business  Course  by  business  colleges.  Com- 
merce I-A  and  I-C  form  the  Commercial  Course,  and  Commerce  I-B  and 
I-C  the  Stenographic  Course.  Commercial  students  must  pass  the  College 
entrance  requirements  and  pursue  at  least  three  literary  courses  in  the  Col- 
lege.   No  certificates  are  given  in  this  department. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  EXPRESSION. 

MISS  SCULLY. 
COURSES  IN  EXPRESSION. 

EXPRESSION  I. 

Voice  training,  breathing,  diaphragmatic  action,  word  grouping,  har- 
monic training,  selections  for  criticism  and  for  public  use. 

EXPRESSION  II. 

Intellectual  conception,  expression  of  simple  emotions,  directness,  pan- 
tomime, exercises  for  the  cultivation  of  animation  in  reading  and  speaking. 
Repertoire  enlarged  by  adding  readings  for  special  days  and  organizations. 
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EXPRESSION  III. 

Philosophy  of  expression,  intensity  of  expression,  relation  of  reader  to 
audience,  presentation  of  monologues,  cutting  from  and  rendition  of  a  play. 
Dialect,  scenes  from  Shakespearean  plays.  Twenty-five  selections  for  public 
use. 

EXPRESSION  IV. 

Dramatic  art,  interpretation  of  a  book  or  a  play  for  an  entire  evening. 
Platform  art,  story  telling.  Capdidates  are  required  to  read  an  entire  book 
from  which  a  cutting  is  made  for  a  reading.  Thirty-five  selections  must  be 
prepared  for  public  use. 

CLASS  EXPRESSION  I. 

Oral  Interpretation.  This  course  includes  voice  training,  breathing, 
diaphragmatic  action,  range,  flexibility,  emphasis,  inflection,  and  tone  pro- 
duction. Following  the  preparation  of  the  voice  for  effective  speech,  the 
means  and  modes  of  oral  interpretation  and  the  dramatic  principles  of  de- 
livery are  sought  and  practiced  for  creative  originality  and  imaginative 
thought.  Required  of  all  Juniors  and  Seniors  who  expect  to  do  public  read- 
ing or  speaking  and  who  are  majoring  in  English.  Three  hours  per  week. 
This  course  coimts  as  English  -III-D  in  the  School  of  English.  Tuition, 
$30.00.  Class  will  not  be  formed  for  less  than  ten  students.  It  may  be  elect- 
ed in  any  college  year. 

NOTE. — Expression  must  be  pursued  for  three  years  to  count  as  a 
minor. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  MUSIC. 

PROFESSOR  VELIE,  Director,  Piano,  Organ,  and  Theory. 
MISS  FISHER,  Voice  and  Piano. 

MRS.  VELIE,  Piano  and  Voice. 
MISS  SHOOP,  Violin  and  Piano. 

Music  is  an  important  element  in  education,  not  a  mere 
pleasant  pastime.  A  knowledge  of  classical  music  is  considered 
one  of  the  essentials  of  a  well-rounded  education. 

The  School  of  Music  has  a  threefold  purpose:  First,  to  pro- 
vide a  thorough,  comprehensive  course  for  those  wishing  to  be- 
come teachers,  or  to  give  a  definite  background  for  a  professional 
career;  Second,  to  offer  to  students  courses  so  arranged  that  they 
may  be  combined  with  the  complete  literary  course  in  the  college; 
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and  Third,  to  give  to  the  college  and  community  the  cultural 
advantages  which  the  School  of  Music  offers  in  its  various  phases. 

Equipment. — Whitley  Auditorium,  the  home  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Music,  is  a  spacious,  modern  building,  well  heated, 
lighted  and  ventilated.  In  it  are  located  the  studios  of  the  in- 
structors and  a  large  number  of  rooms  equipped  with  pianos  and 
used  for  practice  purposes.  Each  studio  is  equipped  with  a  grand 
piano  and  a  large  Mason  and  Hamlin  concert  grand  is  available 
in  the  auditorium.  One  room  contains  a  new  two-manual  Estey 
practice  organ  with  full  pedal  board,  available  for  practice  for 
organ  students.  The  auditorium  contains  a  large  four-manual 
Skinner  organ,  one  of  the  finest  pipe  organs  in  the  South. 

General  Information. 

There  are  no  formal  entrance  requirements  beyond  the  evi- 
dence of  ability  to  profit  by  the  instruction  offered.  The  work  is 
divided  into  two  semesters,  and  it  is  best  for  students  to  enter 
at  the  beginning  of  a  semester.  However,  private  lessons  may 
be  taken  up  at  any  time,  but  no  registrations  are  accepted  for 
less  than  the  remainder  of  the  semester  and  the  College  will  not 
credit  a  course  for  a  degree  unless  pursued  for  a  full  year. 

No  student  is  permitted  to  take  lessons  from  outside  in- 
structors or  to  give  lessons. 

All  students  must  take  part  in  recitals  when  assigned  to  such 
duties  by  the  Director.  Music  students  are  required  to  attend 
all  recitals,  whether  Faculty  or  student,  and  also  the  Sunday 
Vesper  services. 

All  music  students  must  consult  the  Director  before  taking 
part  in  any  public  musical  program  and  must  take  such  part  in 
the  musical  organizations  of  the  College  as  the  Department  re- 
quests. 

Graduation. — Two  courses  are  offered.  One  is  intended  for 
teachers  and  a  certificate  is  granted  to  those  completing  this 
course.  A  diploma  is  granted  to  those  who  complete  the  regular 
course. 

The  following  are  the  requirements  for  the  teachers'  Cer- 
tificate : 
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1.  The  student  must  be  a  graduate  of  a  standard  four  year  high  school. 

2.  He  must  major  in  English,  completing  five  courses,  minor  in  French 
or  German,  and  elect  at  least  two  other  regular  college  courses. 

3.  He  must  have  completed  courses  in  Sight  Singing  and  Ear  Training, 
two  years  of  Harmony,  History  of  Music,  and  a  course  in  Methods  of  Teach- 
ing. 

4.  The  student  must  meet  the  requirements  of  the  special  department 
in  which  he  is  majoring. 

5.  He  must  come  up  to  the  standard  of  public  performance  demanded 
by  his  instructor: 

a.  He  must  complete  the  courses  in  Counterpoint  and  Analysis. 

b.  He  must  give  an  entire  recital  from  memory,  said  recital  to  include 
at  least  two  major  works. 

A  diploma  student  must  meet  the  following  additional  re- 
quirements. 

General  Advantages. 

The  Choral  Society:  This  society  is  open  to  all  interested  in 
choral  singing  and  gives  programs  at  various  times  during  the 
year  and  at  commencement.  Handel's  "Messiah"  is  given  each 
year  at  Christmas  Time. 

The  Men's  Glee  Club:  This  organization  is  outlining  definite 
plans  and  is  already  included  in  the  Intercollegiate  Glee  Club 
Association  of  North  Carolina. 

The  Young  Women's  Glee  Club:  The  young  women  of  the 
college  having  special  musical  talent  are  given  the  opportunity 
for  further  development  through  this  organization. 

The  Artist  Course:  Elon  is  especially  proud  of  presenting  to 
the  students  and  community,  artists  of  the  highest  cahbre.  This 
course  is  sponsored  by  the  Music  Lovers'  Club, 

The  Music  Lovers'  Club:  This  club  is  voluntary,  but  all 
diploma  pupils  in  the  music  department  are  eligible  to  member- 
ship. 

Student  Recitals:  An  hour  on  the  first  and  third  Thursday 
afternoons  of  each  month  at  four  o'clock,  has  been  set  aside  as 
"Musical  Hour."  At  this  time,  students  will  play,  and  faculty 
members  will  appear  from  time  to  time.    These  informal  gather- 
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ings  will  be  open  to  all  interested.  Aside  from  these  recitals, 
other  student  recitals  will  be  given  at  various  intervals. 

Faculty  Recitals:  The  faculty  will  give  at  least  two  public 
recitals  each  year  in  Whitley  Auditorium. 

Ves'per  Organ  Recitals:  These  recitals  are  given  on  the  second 
Sunday  afternoons  of  each  month  at  four  o'clock.  They  are 
given  on  the  four-manual  Skinner  organ  in  Whitley  Auditorium. 

Courses  in  Music  Theory  and  Music  Education. 

HARMONY  I. 

A  complete  study  of  the  formation  of  scales,  intervals,  triads  and  domi- 
nant seventh  with  inversions;  ear  training,  melody  writing,  and  the  har- 
monization of  melodies  and  basses.    Tuition,  $45.00. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

Text:   Chadwick's  Harmony. 

HARMONY  II. 

The  dominant  ninth  chord,  augmented  and  diminished  seventh  chords, 
altered  and  foreign  chords,  modulation  and  non-chordal  tones;  harmoniza- 
tion of  melodies,  harmonic  analysis  and  practical  application  of  harmony 
at  the  piano.    Tuition  $45.00. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

COUNTERPOINT. 

The  addition  of  parts  to  a  cantus  firmus.    Simple  and  double  counter- 
point.   Tuition,  $45.00. 
Three  hours  per  week. 
Text:    Elementary  Counterpoint,  Goetschius. 

SIGHT  SINGING  AND  EAR  TRAINING. 

Sight  reading,  study  of  intervals,  melodic  and  rhythmic  dictation. 
Tuition,  $45.00. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

Text:   Ear  Training  and  Sight  Singing,  George  A  Wedge. 

METHODS  IN  PUBLIC  SCHOOL  MUSIC. 

Study  of  methods  in  primary  and  intermediate  grades  and  in  junior  and 
senior  high  school.  Choice  of  material  rate  songs,  part  songs,  folk  songs. 
The  child's  voice,  the  correction  of  the  monotone  and  the  change  in  the 
boy's  voice.  This  course  counts  in  the  School  of  Education  as  Education 
III-M.   Tuition,  $45.00. 

Three  hours  per  week. 
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PIANO  TEACHING  METHODS. 

A  course  designed  especially  for  piano  students  who  are  planning  to 
become  piano  teachers.  Special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  methods  and  ma- 
terial to  be  used  in  starting  young  beginners  in  lessons  and  piano  class  work. 
The  course  includes  practice  teaching.  This  course  counts  in  the  School  of 
Education  as  Education  III-P.    Tuition  S45.00. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

HISTORY  OF  MUSIC. 

Covering  history  of  music  from  prehistoric  times  to  modern.  The  in- 
struction is  in  the  form  of  lectures  supplemented  by  text-books  and  by  topi- 
cal work  prepared  by  students.  The  study  of  current  musical  events  is  in- 
cluded.    Tuition,  $45.00. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

ANALYSIS. 

A  study  of  musical  form;  motive  phrase,  and  period;  song  form,  the 
minuette,  scherzo  and  suite;  the  rondo,  sonata,  finale,  and  forms  developed 
by  the  Romantic  School;  the  examination  of  works  of  the  classical  com- 
posers in  all  the  above  forms.        Tuition,  $45.00. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

NOTE. — A  major  in  music  is  permitted  to  those  students  who  meet  the 
Director's  requirements  in  applied  music,  provided  they  successfully  com- 
plete five  theoretical  courses  as  outlined  above.  In  addition,  they  must  pass 
a  methods  course  above,  for  which  credit  will  be  given  in  the  School  of  Ed- 
ucation. 

Courses  in  Applied  Music. 

Piano. — It  is  impossible  to  arrange  a  course  of  study  that 
will  suit  the  needs  of  all  students.  It  is  intended  that  each  student 
win  use  such  material  as  will  be  adapted  to  his  special  needs. 
The  primary  aim  is  to  lay  a  thorough  technical  foundation,  tak- 
ing into  consideration  the  student's  previous  habits  of  work.  The 
works  of  the  best  masters  are  therefore  employed  through  all  the 
grades,  in  order  that  the  emotional  and  intellectual  capacities 
shall  be  developed  in  company  with  the  technical.  Technical 
exercises,  scales,  chords  and  arpeggios,  memorizing  and  ensemble 
playing  are  required  in  all  grades. 

Previous  to  graduation,  the  student  must  have  completed 
major  works  of  Bach,  Beethoven  and  certain  modern  composers. 
For  his  graduation  recital,  each  student  is  expected  to  play  a 
movement  from  a  piano  concerto. 
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Organ. — Before  taking  up  the  study  of  the  organ,  students 
are  required  to  have  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  piano. 

Their  piano  playing  must  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  in- 
structor before  they  will  be  admitted  to  this  department. 

In  connection  with  the  work  in  this  department,  especial 
attention  is  given  to  the  training  of  church  organists,  instruction 
in  congregational  and  choir  leadership,  choir  accompaniment,  im- 
provisation and  modulation.  Sufficiently  advanced  students  are 
afforded  practical  experience  in  playing  at  church  services. 

Children's  Piano  Department. — Because  of  the  importance  of 
the  training  of  children,  a  special  department  has  been  added  in 
which  the  artistic  needs  of  the  little  ones  will  be  ministered  to. 
Experience  has  shown  that  much  of  the  study  can  be  done  in 
classes.  The  time  of  the  private  lesson  can  then  be  given  wholly 
to  the  practical  side  of  piano  playing.  Therefore  in  this  depart- 
ment a  system  of  private  and  class  lessons  is  employed.  The 
class  work  includes  ear  training,  rhythm,  melody,  scales,  sight 
reading,  transposition,  and  study  of  the  lives  of  composers. 

Open  only  to  pupils  of  the  village  under  thirteen  years  of 
age.     Tuition,  $30.00. 

Voice. — The  first  two  j^ears  are  given  toward  the  develop- 
ment and  placing  of  the  voice;  exercises  of  sustained  tones, 
scales,  arpeggios,  with  interpretation  of  English  and  ItaUan  songs. 
During  the  Junior  year  advanced  technical  studies  are  given 
with  French,  ItaUan  and  German  songs.  In  the  Senior  year  the 
more  difficult  German  and  French  songs,  together  with  arias  and 
oratorios,  are  studied.  The  Hterary  and  theoretical  requirements 
are  the  same  as  in  the  piano  courses. 

In  addition  to  the  general  requirements  listed  above  for  all 
students  in  the  department,  voice  students  are  especially  re- 
quired to  attend  the  rehearsals  of  the  glee  club  and  choral  society. 

Pupils  working  for  a  certificate  or  diploma  in  voice  must 
have  had  at  least  two  years  of  piano  study  and  must  complete 
the  theoretical  subjects  as  required  for  piano  pupils. 

Violin. — The  course  in  violin  is  prescribed  for  each  individual 
pupil  and  extends  over  the  four  years  of  the  college  course.  Those 
who  are  working  for  certificates  or  diplomas  in  this  department 
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must  have  two  years  of  piano  study,  must  complete  the  theoret- 
ical and  literary  subjects  as  required  for  piano  students,  and 
perform  the  other  duties  required  of  members  of  the  piano  de- 
partment. 

Beginners  are  drilled  in  the  forming  of  a  correct  method  of 
playing.  Special  attention  is  given  to  bowing  and  finger  technic, 
accuracy  of  intonation,  and  correct  position  of  the  violin. 

The  material  used  for  more  advanced  students  is  selected 
according  to  the  individual  needs  and  ability.  As  a  thesis  for 
graduation,  a  selection  is  made  from  the  concertos  by  Beethoven, 
Bruch,  Mendelssohn,  or  others  of  Hke  grade. 

No  College  Credit. — The  work  in  Applied  Music  does  not 
carry  college  credit.  It  is  laboratory  work  for  the  theoretical 
courses.  The  theoretical  courses  do  not  count  for  college  credit 
unless  the  laboratory  work  is  also  pursued. 

Each  pupil  in  one  of  the  applied  music  departments  is  re- 
quired to  have  two  half-hour  periods  of  instruction  weekly  and 
to  practice  at  least  one  hour  a  day,  and  more  as  required  by  the 
Director. 

With  the  permission  of  the  Director,  a  pupil  who  is  studying 
in  one  department  may  have  a  single  lesson  in  another  depart- 
ment at  S50.00  the  year  additional,  but  no  pupil  will  be  accepted 
for  a  half  course  only  in  any  applied  music  department  course. 


DEl»ARTMENT  OF  PHYSICAL  TRAINING. 

MR.  CORBOY,  College  Coach. 

MR.  MOORE,  Director  for  Men. 

MISS  SCULLY,  Director  for  Women. 

The  purpose  of  physical  education  is  to  develop  not  only  the 
muscles,  but  the  culture  of  the  entire  organism.  "Man  is  mind 
incorporated  in  a  body,  and  as  the  life  and  activities  of  mind  are 
in  a  large  measure  dependent  upon  the  bodily  conditions,  it  is 
the  duty  of  all  men  and  women,  but  especially  of  students,  to 
keep  the  body  in  the  highest  state  of  health  and  vigor."    There- 
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fore,  a  sound  body  being  a  basis  for  normal  development,  it 
should  be  our  aim  to  have  healthy,  alert,  vigorous  bodies  abound- 
ing in  life.  The  department  has  placed  emphasis  on  performing 
various  functions,  such  as  giving  the  student  instruction  in  per- 
sonal hygiene;  taking  the  individual  needs  by  means  of  an  ex- 
amination and  directing  exercises  to  his  needs ;  to  provide  exercise 
as  may  be  necessary  to  preserve  and  to  promote  health  and  de- 
velop vigor  and  vitality;  develop  muscle  control;  physical  strength 
and  judgment;  organized  play;  to  provide  healthful  recreative 
activities  for  leisure  periods  and  the  habit  of  regular  exercise. 

Every  student  is  required,  unless  excused  by  the  proper  Dean, 
to  take  the  regular  Physical  Training  courses,  there  being  four 
full  year-courses  required  for  a  degree  from  the  Freshman  year. 
At  the  beginning  of  each  scholastic  year  each  student  is  given 
a  physical  examination,  this  examination  being  lung  and  heart 
tests,  body  measurements  and  general  diagnosis.  A  comparison 
is  made  of  student  measurements  with  that  of  standard  meas- 
urement, and  exercises  are  prescribed  to  develop  the  parts  of 
the  body  not  up  to  standard  measurements.  A  record  card  is 
kept  of  each  student  until  the  end  of  the  year,  when  a  final  ex- 
amination is  made  by  the  directors  and  a  comparison  made  of 
his  entrance  examination.  In  case  a  student  has  a  physician's 
certificate  to  be  excused  from  the  work,  the  Physical  Director 
will  have  correspondence  with  the  attending  physician  to  find 
out  particulars  regarding  the  student's  weakness,  and  progressive 
exercises  adapted  to  the  student's  needs  will  be  prescribed  and 
shall  be  required  for  a  degree  in  lieu  of  the  regular  work. 

All  classes  will  be  given  lectures  on  personal  hygiene  and 
sanitation;  general  care  of  the  body;  diet;  physical  efficiency  in 
athletics;  training  for  athletic  contests  and  body  building.  An 
accurate  record  is  kept  of  each  student's  daily  standing  in  class 
work  and  a  written  examination  is  given  at  the  regular  examin- 
ation period.  These  examinations  will  include  a  coaching  knowl- 
edge of  all  standard  inter-collegiate  games. 

PHYSICAL  TRAINING  COURSES  FOR  MEN. 

PHYSICAL  TRAINING  I. 

Elementary  calisthenics,  marching  tactics  (the  work  beginning  with  prac- 
ticing in  facing  and  file  marching),  free  exercise  without  hand  apparatus, 
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breathing  exercises,  corrective  standing,  corrective  walking  and  corrective 
running,  corrective  work  for  any  undeveloped  and  unnatural  parts  of  the 
body,  elementary  tiunbling,  progressive  exercises  in  elementary  apparatus 
work,  working  for  form,  games  and  contests,  and  chest-weight  work. 

PHYSICAL  TRAINING  II. 

Dumb-bells,  wands,  Indian  clubs,  corrective  work,  marching  tactics, 
wrestling,  tumbling,  tournaments,  walking,  fancy  steps,  body  building,  ap- 
paratus work,  Swedish  movements,  pyramid  building,  jiunping,  hiking,  class 
leading,  elementary  work  with  the  bar-bell  and  dumb-bell. 

PHYSICAL  TRAINING  III  and  IV. 

Calisthenics,  advanced  marching  tactics,  advanced  to  more  complicated 
maneuvers  with  figure  marching  and  various  ways  of  placing  a  class  for  drill 
and  other  work.  The  United  States  Military  Manual  is  followed  as  far  as  prac- 
ticable. Wrestling,  boxing,  advanced  tumbling,  advanced  apparatus  and 
acrobatic  work,  including  a  graded  series  of  heavy  apparatus  work  on  horse, 
buck,  horizontal  bars,  parallel  bars,  vaulting  bars,  flying  and  traveling  rings, 
ladders,  mats  and  ropes,  class  leading  in  all  exercises  by  imitation  and  com- 
mand, setting  corrective  work,  advanced  work  with  bar-bell  and  dumb-bell 
and  the  standard  lifts.

History  and  Government. 


Purpose. — The  founders  of  Elon  College  had  in  mind  to  fur- 
nish thorough  instruction  to  young  men  and  young  women,  on 
equal  terms  and  under  positive  moral  and  religious  influences.  The 
record  of  more  than  three  fruitful  decades  has  been  ample  justi- 
fication of  this  purpose.  The  association  of  young  men  and  young 
women  in  the  class  rooms  and  lecture  halls  has  refined  both 
and  resulted  in  a  love  for  scholarship  often  lacking  in  present- 
day  colleges.  The  lack  of  boisterousness  and  rowdyism,  the 
refinement  and  gentleness  of  manners,  directly  attributable  to 
equal  education,  has  developed,  under  the  strict  moral  standard 
prevailing  here,  a  spirit  that  favorably  commends  itself  to  the 
thoughtful  observer. 

Early  Beginnings. — Elon  College  is  an  evolution,  the  evolu- 
tion of  the  desire  for  a  college  on  the  part  of  the  Christian  Church 
in  the  South.  The  pioneer  in  the  field  of  Christian  education 
among  the  people  who  later  founded  Elon,  was  Elder  Daniel 
Wilson  Kerr,  who,  according  to  the  North  Carolina  State  Rec- 
ords, in  1826,  was  teaching  in  Wake  County,  and  of  whose  work 
the  following  mention  is  therein  made  (1826):  "The  Wake 
Forest  Pleasant  Grove  Academy,  situated  on  the  Oxford  road 
twelve  miles  north  of  Raleigh,  N.  C,  was  incorporated,  with 
Elder  Daniel  W.  Kerr  as  principal."  Twelve  years  later  he  was 
principal  of  Junto  Academy,  formerly  called  Mt.  Pleasant,  which 
was  incorporated  in  1838.  In  1842,  Junto  Academy  was  burned 
and  when  rebuilt  was  called  Mt.  Zion  Academy.  Seven  years 
later  Mr.  Kerr  moved  his  school  to  Pittsboro,  N.  C,  where  he 
continued  to  teach  until  his  death  in  1850.  With  Elder  Kerr's 
death  his  school  ceased,  but  to  him  is  due  the  honor  of  having 
first  conceived  the  idea  of  a  fitting  school  for  his  church.  It  is 
true  that  he  began  the  schools  he  founded  on  his  own  initiative, 
but  they  were  endorsed  by  the  conferences  of  his  church,  and  were 
regarded  as  denominational  schools. 

Two  years  after  his  death,  the  seed  of  his  sowing  bore  a  finer 
fruit  in  the  establishment  of  Graham  Institute,  in  Graham,  the 
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county  seat  of  Alamance,  with  Rev.  John  R.  Holt  as  principal. 
At  first  this  school  Vv^as  conducted  as  a  high  school  for  boys,  but 
in  1857,  it  was  chartered  as  Graham  College,  with  Prof.  W.  H. 
Doherty,  Yellow  Springs,  Ohio,  as  president,  under  whose  ad- 
ministration it  flourished  until  the  Civil  War,  during  which  it 
suffered  such  depletion  that  its  doors  were  closed. 

In  1865,  Rev.  W.  S.  Long,  A.M.,  D.  D.,  opened  a  high 
school  in  Graham,  which  later  came  into  possession  of  the  Graham 
College  property,  and  operated  the  school  as  Graham  Normal 
College.  It  was  endorsed  by  the  conferences  of  the  Christian 
Church  and  ceased  to  exist  upon  the  opening  of  Elon  College  in 
September,  1890. 

Elon  is  Founded. — In  1887,  the  Committee  on  Schools  and 
Colleges  of  the  Southern  Christian  Convention,  who  were  Dr. 
W.  S.  Long,  chairman;  Dr.  J.  Pressley  Barrett,  secretary;  Rev. 
J.  W.  Holt,  Dr.  J.  U.  Newman  (by  request),  and  Mr.  J.  W. 
Harden,  leased  the  grounds  and  buildings  of  the  Graham  Normal 
College,  intending  to  make  of  it  a  college  for  the  education  of 
Christian  ministers  and  laity  under  positive  religious  surround- 
ings, but  finding  the  equipment  not  exactly  commensurate  with 
the  needs,  convened  an  extraordinary  session  of  the  Southern 
Christian  Convention  in  Graham,  in  September,  1888,  to  give 
further  consideration  to  the  matter. 

This  extraordinary  session  heard  offers  of  land  and  money  from 
Burlington,  Graham,  Mill  Point,  Gibsonville,  and  Greensboro, 
for  the  location  of  the  proposed  college  in  their  several  localities. 
After  careful  consideration,  it  was  voted  to  leave  the  decision 
of  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  the  following  Provisional  Board: 
Dr.  W.  S.  Long,  Dr.  J.  P.  Barrett,  Hon.  F.  0  Moring,  Col.  J. 
H.  Harden,  and  Dr.  G.  S.  Watson.  The  Convention  adjourned 
on  September  14,  having  appointed  Dr.  J.  P.  Barrett  Financial 
Agent,  who,  however,  could  not  accept  on  account  of  his  heavy 
work  as  an  editor,  and  in  whose  place  Dr.  W.  S.  Long  was  chosen. 

The  Provisional  Board  visited  all  the  places  making  offers 
for  the  location  of  the  proposed  college,  and  on  December  20, 
1888,  decided  to  locate  it  at  Mill  Point,  the  present  Elon  Col- 
lege, the  twenty -five  acre  campus  being  donated  by  the  late  Hon. 
W.  H.  Trollinger,  of  Haw  River,  N.  C,  and  twenty-three  other 
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acres  and  four  thousand  dollars  in  cash  being  given  by  the  citi- 
zens of  the  rural  community  then  surrounding  the  site. 

Dr.  W.  S.  Long  was  chosen  President  as  well  as  Financial 
Agent,  and  at  once  set  to  work  at  his  task.  The  first  cash  do- 
nation to  the  College  was  by  Mr.  J.  P.  Bland,  Pittsboro,  N.  C, 
while  Dr.  Long  himself  had  the  distinction  of  making  the  first 
subscription.  The  first  public  appeal  for  funds  for  the  institution 
was  made  at  Berea  Christian  Church,  Nansemond  County,  Va., 
and  resulted  in  the  raising  of  $635.05,  of  which  Deacon  Willis 
J.  Lee,  a  trustee  of  the  College  from  its  foundation  and  whose 
generosity  to  it  was  abundant  from  that  day  until  the  day  of  his 
death.  May  20,  1919,  gave  $250.00. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  chartered  the 
College  on  March  11,  1889.  May  7th  of  that  year,  the  first 
shovel  of  dirt  was  removed  for  the  foundation,  and  thirteen  days 
later  the  first  brick  was  laid  with  appropriate  ceremonies.  The 
College  opened  its  doors  to  students  September  2,  1890.  Dr.  W. 
S.  Long  remained  President  for  four  years.  He  was  succeeded 
upon  his  resignation,  by  Rev.  W.  W.  Staley,  D.  D.,  who  served 
as  non-resident  President  for  eleven  years,  with  Dr.  J.  U.  New- 
man as  Dean  for  nine  years,  and  Dr.  J.  O.  Atkinson  for  the 
other  two.  Upon  Dr.  Staley's  resignation,  Dr.  E.  L.  Moffitt 
was  chosen  as  President,  serving  in  this  capacity  until  his  resig- 
nation in  June,  1911.  The  present  President  was  chosen  as  Dr. 
Moffitt's  successor  in  June,  1911. 

The  College  Charter. — The  Provisional  Board  appointed  by 
the  extraordinary  session  of  the  Southern  Christian  Convention 
in  September,  1888,  having  selected  the  site  for  the  College  and 
having  chosen  a  name  for  it,  suggested  by  the  noble  grove  of 
oaks  that  covered  the  site  of  the  campus,  Elon,  the  Hebrew  for 
oak,  or  strength,  applied  to  the  legislature  of  North  Carolina  for 
incorporation,  with  those  as  its  first  trustees  who  had  been 
elected  for  that  purpose  by  the  extraordinary  session  of  the 
Convention  mentioned  above.  The  charter  was  granted  at  once 
and  is  printed  in  the  Private  Laws  of  North  Carolina  for  1889. 
as  Chapter  216,  and  reads  as  follows: 
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AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  ELON  COLLEGE. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  W.  S.  Long,  J.  W.  Wellons,  W.  W.  Staley,  G.  S  Wat- 
son, M.  L.  Hurley,  E.  T.  Pierce,  W.  J.  Lee,  P.  J.  Kernodle,  J  F.  West,  E. 
E.  Holland,  E.  A.  Moffitt,  J.  M.  Smith,  J.  H.  Harden,  F.  O.  Moring  and 
S.  P.  Read,  and  their  associates  and  successors,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
created  a  body  politic  and  corporate  to  be  styled  the  "Board  of  Trustees  of 
Elon  College,"  and  by  that  name  to  remain  in  perpetual  succession,  with 
full  power  to  sue  and  to  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  to  acquire, 
hold  and  convey  property,  real  and  personal,  to  have  and  use  a  common 
seal,  to  alter  and  renew  the  same  at  pleasure,  to  make  and  alter  from  time  to 
time  such  bylaws  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  government  of  said 
institution,  its  officers,  students  and  servants:  Provided,  that  such  by-laws 
shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States 
and  of  this  State.  Also,  to  have  power  to  confer  on  those  whom  they  may 
deem  worthy  such  honors  and  degrees  as  are  usuallj"^  conferred  in  similar 
institutions:  Provided  further,  that  said  trustees  shall  not  be  individually 
liable  for  their  acts  and  doings  as  trustees. 

Section  2.  The  affairs  of  said  College  shall  be  under  the  management 
of  a  board  of  fifteen  trustees  who  shall  be  members  of  the  Christian  Church. 
A  majority  of  the  board  shall  form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness. Said  trustees  may  convey  real  estate  by  deed,  under  their  common 
seal,  executed  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  said  board.  They  may  bold 
office  as  the  general  convention  of  the  Christian  Church  may  specify  or  until 
their  successors  are  elected.    Said  trustees  shall  hold  their  first  meeting  at 

Mill  Point,  in  Alamance  County,  on  the day  of ,  1889; 

afterwards,  they  shall  meet  on  their  own  appointment;  but  of  necessity,  the 
president,  with  the  advice  of  two  trustees,  may  call  a  special  meeting  of 
the  board,  or  any  five  members  of  the  board  may  call  such  a  meeting  by 
giving  notice  to  each  member  in  writing  at  least  ten  days  before  the  time  of 
meeting. 

Section  3.  That  said  institution  shall  remain  at  the  place  where  the 
site  is  now  located,  in  Alamance  County,  Boone  Station  Township,  at  the 
place  now  called  Mill  Point;  and  shall  afford  instruction  in  the  liberal  arts 
and  sciences.  And  the  trustees  may,  as  they  shall  find  themselves  able  and 
the  public  good  requires,  erect  additional  departments  for  such  other  branches 
of  education  as  they  may  think  necessary  or  useful. 

Section  4.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  from  time  to  time  appoint 
a  president  and  other  officers  and  instructors,  and  also  agents  of  the  insti- 
tution, as  may  be  necessary;  and  shall  have  power  to  displace  or  remove 
any  or  either  of  them  for  good  and  sufficient  reasons;  also  f^ll  vacancies  which 
occur  in  the  board  by  resignation,  death,  expiration  of  term  of  office,  or  other- 
wise, among  said  officers  or  agents,  and  prescribe  and  direct  the  course  of 
study  to  be  pursued  in  said  College  and  its  departments. 
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Section  5.  The  president  of  the  College  shall  be  ex-oflBcio  a  member 
of  the  board  of  trustees  and  president  of  the  same,  and  in  his  absence  the 
board  shall  elect  one  oi  its  own  members  to  preside  for  the  time  being,  and 
if  any  of  said  trustees  shall  be  permanently  appointed  president  of  said 
College,  his  office  as  trustee  shall  be  deemed  vacant  and  the  board  of  trustees 
shall  fill  the  same. 

Section  6.  That  said  College  and  the  said  trustees  shall  at  all  times  be 
under  the  control  of  the  general  convention  of  the  Christian  Church. 

Section  7.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  faithfully  aoply  all  funds  by 
them  collected  and  received  according  to  their  best  judgment  in  erecting 
suitable  buildings,  supporting  the  necessary  officers,  instructors  and  agents, 
and  in  procuring  books,  maps,  charts  and  other  apparatus  necessary  to  the 
well  being  and  success  of  the  College. 

Section  8.  The  treasurer  shall  always,  and  all  other  agents  when  re- 
quired, before  entering  on  the  duties  of  their  appointments,  give  bonds  for 
the  security  of  the  corporation  and  the  public  in  such  penal  sums  as  the  board 
of  trustees  may  direct,  and  with  such  sureties  as  they  shall  approve. 

Section  9.  Property  to  the  amount  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars 
held  by  said  trustees  for  said  College  shall  forever  be  exempt  from  taxation. 

Section  10.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  anj'  person  or  persons  to 
set  up  any  gaming  table  or  any  device  whatever  for  playing  at  any  game  of 
chance  or  hazard,  by  whatever  name  called,  or  to  gamble  in  any  manner, 
or  to  keep  a  house  of  ill-fame,  or  to  manufacture  spirituous  or  intoxicating 
liquors  or  otherwise  to  sell  or  convey  for  a  certain  consideration  to  any  person 
any  intoxicating  liquors,  within  one  and  a  half  miles  of  said  College;  any 
person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor. 

Section  11.  That  all  property,  real  and  personal,  and  all  choses  in 
action  that  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  convej'^ed,  given,  granted  or  de- 
vised, or  that  may  have  in  any  manner  come  or  may  hereafter  come  into 
the  possession  of  said  trustees  for  Graham  College,  shall  vest  in  and  belong 
to  said  trustees  of  Elon  College,  and  the  said  trustees  for  Graham  College 
are  authorized  to  make  or  cause  to  be  made  such  conveyances  as  will  vest 
in  said  trustees  for  Elon  College  the  title  of  all  property  heretofore  conveyed, 
given,  granted  or  devised  to  them,  or  which  has  in  any  manner  come  into 
their  possession  for  Graham  College,  or  that  may  hereafter  be  conveyed, 
given,  granted  or  devised  to  them,  in  any  manner,  or  come  into  their  possess- 
ion for  said  Graham  College. 

Section  12.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  the  date  of  its  rati- 
fication. 

Ratified  the  11th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1889. 

The  Charter  Amended:     The  General  Assembly  of  1909  en- 
acted an  amendment  to  this  charter,  allowing  the  College  to 
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have  eighteen  Instead  of  fifteen  trustees.    The  amendment  Teads 
as  follows: 

Chapter  139,     Private  Laws  of  1909. 

AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  THE  CHARTER  OF  ELON  COLLEGE, 
NORTH  CAROLINA. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  section  two  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  sixteen, 
Private  Laws  of  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  be  amended 
by  striking  out  the  word  "fifteen"  in  line  two  of  said  section  between  the 
words  "of"  and  "trustees,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "eighteen," 
so  that  said  section  shall  read:  "The  affairs  of  said  College  shall  be  under 
the  management  of  a  board  of  eighteen  trustees,"  instead  of  fifteen,  as  now 
written. 

Section  2.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  June  fourth, 
one  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  nine. 

Ratified  this  26th  day  of  February,  A.  D.  1909. 

The  Charter  Amended  Again:  The  General  Assembly  of  1913 
enacted  an  amendment  to  the  charter,  making  the  quorum  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  eight  and  forbidding  credit  to  minor  students. 
The  amendment  reads  as  follows: 

AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  THE  CHARTER  OF  ELON  COLLEGE, 
NORTH  CAROLINA. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  section  one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine 
Private  Laws  of  one  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  nine,  be  amended  by  add- 
ing after  the  words  "instead  of  fifteen,  as  now  written,"  "but  the  quorum 
shall  remain  eight  as  provided  in  section  two,  chapter  two  hundred  and  six- 
teen, Private  Laws  of  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine,"  so 
that  the  said  section  shall  read:  "The  affairs  of  the  said  College  shall  be 
under  the  management  of  a  board  of  eighteen  trustees,  but  the  quorum  shall 
remain  eight  as  provided  in  section  two,  chapter  two  hundred  and  sixteen, 
Private  Laws  of  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine." 

Section  2.  That  if  any  merchant,  druggist,  liveryman,  agent  or  ven- 
dor of  merchandise  or  commodity  of  any  kind  whatsoever  shall  sell  the  same 
on  credit  to  any  minor  member  of  the  student  body  of  said  College,  while 
a  student  of  the  College,  without  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  President  or 
Dean  of  said  College,  or  of  the  parent  or  guardian  or  person  standing  In 
loco  parentis  of  said  student,  such  sales  and  contracts  of  sale  without  writ- 
ten consent,  are  hereby  declared  void  and  uncollectible.  The  provisions  of 
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this  section  shall  not  apply  in  case  of  board,  room  rent  and  medical  attention, 
nor  medicines  furnished  upon  the  prescription  of  a  physician  or  surgeon 
practicing  according  to  the  laws  of  North  Carolina. 

Section  3.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  ratifica- 
tion. 

Ratified  the  27th  day  of  January,  1913. 

A  Third  Amendment:  The  General  Assembly  in  its  1915 
session,  upon  the  request  of  the  Southern  Christian  Convention, 
the  Board  of  Trustees  concurring,  again  amended  the  charter  as 
follows : 

AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  THE  CHARTER  OF  ELON  COLLEGE, 
NORTH  CAROLINA. 

The  (Jeneral  Assemhly  oj  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  section  two  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  sixteen  Pri- 
vate Laws  of  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  be  amended 
by  striking  out  the  word  "fifteen"  in  line  two  of  said  section,  between  the 
words  "of"  and  "trustees,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "twenty- 
four,"  and  adding  after  the  word  "trustees"  in  the  said  line  and  section,  "but 
the  quorum  shall  remain  eight  as  provided  in  section  two,  chapter  two  hund- 
red and  sixteen,  Private  Laws  of  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
nine,"  so  that  the  section  shall  read:  "The  affairs  of  the  said  College  shall 
be  under  the  management  of  a  board  of  twenty-four  trustees,  but  the  quo- 
rum shall  remain  eight  as  provided  in  section  two,  chapter  two  hundred  and 
sixteen,  Private  Laws  of  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine." 

Section  2.     That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  ratification. 
Ratified  the  30th  day  of  January,  1915. 

A  Fourth  Amendm.ent:  The  1917  session  of  the  General  As- 
sembly granted  the  following  amendment  to  the  Charter: 

AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  THE  CHARTER  OF  ELON  COLLEGE, 
NORTH  CAROLINA. 

Section  1.  That  section  nine  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  sixteen, 
Private  Laws  of  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  be  amended 

by  striking  out  the  words  "five  hundred  thousand,"  in  line of  said 

section  between  the  words  "of"  and  "dollars,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  words  "five  million,"  so  that  the  section  shall  read,  "Property  to  the 
amount  of  five  million  dollars  held  by  said  trustees  for  said  College  shall 
forever  be  exempt  from  taxation." 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  ratification. 
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A  Fifth  Amendment:  The  Secretary  of  State  for  North 
Carohna,  on  May  28,  1923,  at  the  request  of  the  Southern  Christ- 
ian Convention  and  the  Board  of  Trustees,  amended  the  Charter, 
permitting  a  total  of  thirty  trustees,  with  a  quorum  of  ten. 

Government. — The  pohcy  of  the  College  and  the  final  dis- 
position of  all  matters  of  government  and  administration  are 
vested  in  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  internal  government  and 
administration  of  the  College  is  vested  in  the  Faculty,  who  as 
an  administrative  body,  pass  such  regulations  as  they  deem  wise, 
and  in  other  ways  counsel  for  the  institution's  good.  The  Faculty 
meet  at  the  call  of  the  President,  or  in  his  absence  of  the  Dean. 

There  have  been  few  changes  in  the  regulations  of  the  Col- 
lege from  its  founding.  The  aim  has  always  been  to  have  as  few 
regulations  as  possible,  the  ideal  principle  of  honor  and  self- 
respect  being  largely  relied  upon  to  maintain  discipline,  and  ex- 
perience has  shown  that  this  policy  has  yielded  the  best  results 
in  demeanor,  scholarship  and  character. 

The  government  is.  therefore,  mild  and  parental,  yet  firm 
and  decided,  seeking  the  good  of  the  student  and  not  mere  gov- 
ernment as  its  end.  The  fundamental  and  primary  aim  is  to  cul- 
tivate Christian  character,  grounded  upon  firm  principles  of 
right,  a  high  sense  of  duty,  honor  and  proprietj^,  and  an  earnest 
love  of  truth. 

When  a  student  registers  he,  by  that  act,  signs  an  agreement 
to  obej'  cheerfully  all  the  regulations  of  the  College,  and  to  do 
whatever  he  may  be  able  to  upbuild  the  spirit  and  tone  of  the 
institution,  and  failure  to  keep  this  agreement  is  considered 
sufficient  cause  for  asking  him  to  withdraw.  The  spirit  of  the 
institution  is  so  overpowering  that  few  students  fail  to  yield 
willing  obedience  to  its  regulations,  though  occasionally  individ- 
uals not  able  to  appreciate  the  standards  of  gentility  prevailing 
here  are  eliminated. 

Student  Government. — A  modified  form  of  student  govern- 
ment has  been  in  operation  here  for  many  3^ears.  But  beginning 
in  the  spring  semester  of  1919,  the  Faculty  granted  constitutions 
to  the  Student  Senate  (for  men)  and  to  the  Student  Council  (for 
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women).    These  constitutions  and  the  by-laws  of  the  two  organ- 
izations are  printed  in  the  Red  Book. 

The  Dean. — The  Dean  has  original  jurisdiction  over  attend- 
ance on  class,  chapel  and  rehgious  services  and  of  permission  of 
the  men  to  leave  town.  He  is  the  official  adviser  of  the  Student 
Senate.  He  also  represents  the  President  when  the  latter  is  out 
of  town. 

The  Dean  of  Women. — The  Dean  of  Women  has  original 
jurisdiction  over  attendance  on  class,  chapel,  and  religious  serv- 
ices, and  of  permission  of  the  women  to  leave  town.  She  is  the 
official  adviser  of  the  Student  Council. 

The  Business  Manager. — The  Business  Manager  carries  out 
the  business  and  financial  policies  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  All 
business  contracts  must  have  his  endorsement  before  they  are 
binding  on  the  College.  He  alone  orders  supplies  for  the  Col- 
lege and  its  several  departments.  He  is  the  custodian  of  all  the 
assets  and  properties  of  the  College. 

The  Registrar. — The  Registrar  has  charge  of  the  admission 
of  students,  transcripts  of  records,  grades,  etc. 

The  Faculty. — The  Faculty  acting  through  the  Deans  and 
the  President,  have  original  jurisdiction  over  all  matters  of  con- 
duct in  regard  to  a  student  and  a  Faculty  member.  The  mem- 
bership of  a  student  in  College  is  not  a  prerogative  of  student 
government.  Extension  and  control  of  social  privileges  reside  in 
the  Faculty.  The  Faculty  may  determine,  either  before  or  after 
a  trial  by  either  student  government  organization,  what  cases 
involve  suspension  or  expulsion.  They  may  from  time  to  time 
add  to  the  printed  traditional  regulations  of  the  College.  They 
meet  at  7:30  p.  m.  each  first  Monday  in  regular  session,  from 
September  to  May  inclusive.  Called  meetings  are  held  upon 
the  call  of  the  President. 

Faculty  Committees. — In  the  interim  of  its  sessions  the 
Faculty  transacts  its  business  through  its  committets.  These 
committees  also  are  expected  to  report  to  the  Faculty  in  session 
at  its  regular  or  called  meetings  and  to  preserve  written  records 
of  their  proceedings,  filing  copies  in  the  office  of  the  President. 
Their  transactions  have  all  the  force  of  Faculty  action.

The  Cabinet. — The  Cabinet  consists  of  the  President,  the 
Deans,  the  Registrar,  and  the  full  professors  in  the  Literary  De- 
partment of  the  College.  It  meets  upon  the  call  of  the  President 
and  exercises  all  the  authority  of  the  full  Faculty. 

Proctors. — Each  of  the  buildings  for  men  has  a  proctor  ap- 
pointed by  the  Faculty  or  approved  by  them,  and  to  the  proctor's 
care  the  building  as  such  is  entrusted. 


The  College  Environment. 


Location. — Elon  College  is  sixty-four  miles  west  of  Raleigh, 
and  seventeen  miles  east  of  Greensboro,  on  the  North  Carolina 
division  of  the  Southern  Railway.  The  railroad  is  the  southern 
boundary  of  the  campus  and  commands  a  view  of  the  College 
buildings.  Highway  No.  10  is  the  northern  boundary  of  the 
campus. 

Seven  mail  and  passenger  trains  stop  daily.  One  through 
train  stops  by  special  arrangement  in  advance.  At  the  station 
are  telephone  offices,  freight  depot,  a  telegraph  office  and  an 
express  office.  There  is  also  telephone  connection  with  the 
College  Dormitories  and  the  College  offices.  The  Gibsonville 
Telephone  Company  has  installed  a  number  of  telephones  in  the 
town  and  surrounding  communities  and  connects  directly  with 
the  Southern  Bell  lines. 

The  location  of  the  College  is  all  that  can  be  desired  for  con- 
venience, health  and  beauty.  The  manufacture  and  sale  of 
ardent  spirits,  gambling,  etc.,  are,  by  the  charter,  forever  pro- 
hibited within  one  and  one-half  miles  of  the  College. 

Campus. — The  College  campus  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
in  the  South.  Its  twenty-five  acres  are  covered  for  the  most 
part  by  stalwart  native  oak  and  hickory,  and  the  other  portions 
have  been  adorned  with  other  trees  and  shrubbery.  The  Class  of 
1914  placed  sixty  silver  maples  on  the  old  baseball  ground  in 
front  of  the  Ladies'  Hall.  The  J.  Van  Lindley  Company  of  Greens- 
boro, N.  C,  have  donated  additional  shrubbery  as  a  part  of  the 
rebuilding  program.  The  gentle,  undulated  contour  of  the 
earth's  surface  in  this  Piedmont  section  gives  the  campus  a 
winsome  charm  and  pleasant  aspect.  The  concrete  walks  and 
driveways  add  to  the  native  beauty  and  charm.  It  is  a  quiet, 
sequestered  place,  suited  to  the  development  of  manhood  and 
scholarship.  The  old  well,  famous  in  the  early  days  before  the 
College  water  system  was  installed,  has  been  covered  over  and 
transformed  into  a  summer  house.  The  wall  recently  com- 
pleted lends  dignity  as  well  as  protection. 
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Healthfulness. — The  healthfulness  of  the  College  and  com- 
munity is  proverbial.  A  resident  Nurse  is  employed  in  the 
interest  of  health. 

The  good  health  of  the  students  is  due  to  thorough  sanita- 
tion, mildness  of  temperature,  averaging  59  degrees  and  free 
from  sudden  extremes,  wholesome  food,  well-prepared  and  served 
regularly,  and  pure  water.  The  College  water  supply  comes  from 
a  deep  well.  The  North  Carolina  State  Department  of  Hygiene 
regularly  analyzes  it  and  always  reports  "no  pollution."  We 
append  here  the  analysis  made  while  this  catalogue  is  in  course 
of  preparation:

The  College  Community. — Elon  College  is  strictly  a  college 
town.  Only  those  few  enterprises  are  encouraged  or  desired  that 
are  necessary  to  the  development  of  a  high-toned  college  com- 
munity. Those  who  live  here  are  interested  in  the  growth,  wel- 
fare, and  development  of  the  College  and  constitute  a  noble  type 
of  Christian  citizenship. 

The  town  lies  on  both  sides  of  the  railroad  and  surrounds 
the  College  campus.  It  is  laid  off  with  streets  fifty  feet  wide 
and  with  four  acre  lots  in  each  square.  Native  trees  and  shrub- 
bery furnish  shade  and  adornment.  Many  of  the  homes  are 
beautiful  and  all  are  inviting  and  tasteful.  The  town  is  adequate- 
ly lighted  by  incandescent  lights. 

Moral  Influences  and  Church  PrlTileges. — The  purpose  in  the 
minds  of  the  founders  of  the  College  was  to  furnish  thorough  in- 
struction under  positive  moral  and  religious  influences.  True  to 
this  purpose,  every  opportunity  is  grasped  to  cultivate  a  high 
moral  tone  and  develop  a  genuine  Christian  spirit.  There  is  no 
endeavor,  however,  to  impress  sectarianism  in  any  form,  the 
sole  object  being  the  moral  and  religious  welfare  of  each  indi- 
vidual student. 

In  a  positive  way,  looking  to  the  development  of  the  true 
type  of  manhood  and  womanhood,  there  are  chapel  services, 
consisting  of  Bible  reading,  prayer  and    singing,    conducted  by 
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the  President  or  Dean,  some  member  of  the  Faculty,  or  some 
visiting  friend,  with  an  inspirational  address  once  each  week 
and  on  Sunday  morning  a  regular  preaching  service  by  the  pastor 
of  the  College  Church.  Every  Sunday  morning  the  College  Sun- 
day School  meets  in  the  Auditorium,  using  the  regular  College 
lecture  rooms  for  recitation  purposes.  All  students  are  required 
to  attend  Sunday  School,  the  chapel  services,  and  the  morning 
preaching  service  each  Sabbath,  unless  the  rehgious  tenets  of 
their  parents  discountenance  them. 

In  addition  to  these  positive  moral  and  religious  influences, 
all  the  regular  College  religious  organizations  have  branches  here. 
These  voluntary  organizations  do  much  toward  the  upbuilding 
of  the  moral  and  religious  life  of  the  young  men  and  young 
women  and  have  the  heartiest  endorsement  and  co-operation  of 
the  Faculty.  They  have  been  mighty  forces  making  for  the  de- 
velopment of  deep  and  vital  spiritual  interest,  which  is  the  abid- 
ing characteristic  of  the  Elon  spirit. 

The  Elon  Spirit. — Visitors  to  the  College  are  impressed  forci- 
bly by  what  they  are  pleased  to  call  "The  Elon  Spirit."  No  one 
can  fail  to  feel  it  and  no  student  capable  of  the  larger  vision  of 
life  a  college  ought  to  give,  can  live  long  under  its  influence 
without  imbibing  it.  It  is  the  spirit  of  the  square  deal,  of  fair 
play  in  all  things,  of  moderation  and  temperance,  of  mutual 
helpfulness  and  human  brotherliness,  of  equality  and  fraternity, 
of  manliness  and  womanly  gracefulness,  of  emulation  in  right 
doing,  of  respect  for  the  rights  and  attention  to  the  obligations 
of  college  mates,  of  deep  and  vital  piety,  of  consecrated  religious 
and  Christian  character.  Such  an  atmosphere,  pulsating  with 
such  a  spirit,  would  seem  to  be  an  ideal  condition  for  the  unfold- 
ing of  young  life  and  the  budding  into  fruition  of  Christian 
character  of  the  highest  type. 


Buildings  and  Equipment. 


THE  GREATER  ELON  GROUP. 

On  January  18,  1923,  the  Administration  Building,  erected 
in  1889,  was  destroyed  by  a  fire  of  unknown  origin.  This  neces- 
sitated a  rebuilding  program,  which  was  undertaken  in  terms  of 
the  growth  and  development  of  the  College.  An  architect,  Mr. 
Herbert  B.  Hunter,  with  Mr.  W.  C.  Cridland  as  landscape 
gardener  consulting,  was  engaged  to  lay  out  the  campus  and 
grounds  for  the  future  development  of  the  plant.  It  was  decided 
to  undertake  at  once  the  erection  of  five  buildings,  all  of  them 
fireproof,  as  follows: 

The  Alamance  Administration  Building. — The  citizens  of 
Alamance  County  were  deepty  touched  by  the  destruction  of  the 
original  Administration  Building  and  proposed  in  a  mass  meet- 
ing to  raise  $100,000  to  replace  it,  if  the  College  would  through 
friends  raise  at  least  $200,000  additional  for  enlarging  the  plant. 
The  trustees  accepted  this  challenge  and  in  grateful  acknowl- 
edgement of  the  generosity  of  the  citizens  of  Alamance  voted  to 
call  the  new  Administration  Building  by  the  County's  name. 

The  Alamance  Building  is  a  three-story  structure  of  brick 
and  reinforced  concrete,  200  feet  long,  68  feet  wide,  and  houses 
the  administrative  ofl&ces,  the  recitation  rooms,  several  depart- 
ments and  the  literary  societies. 

The  Carlton  Library. — This  building,  the  gift  of  Trustee  P. 
J.  Carlton,  his  sister,  Mrs.  T.  S.  Parrott,  and  his  brothers,  H.  A. 
and  L.  E.  Carlton,  is  like  the  three  others  that  follow  in  the  re-build- 
ing program,  120  feet  long,  64  feet  wide,  three-stories,  and  con- 
structed of  brick  and  reinforced  concrete.  The  stack  room  has 
capacity  for  187,500  volumes.  Besides  ofifices  and  work  room  for 
the  library  force,  the  building  contains  fourteen  professors'  re- 
search and  office  rooms  and  seven  students'  seminar  rooms.  The 
reading  room  has  seating  capacity  for  one  hundred  readers. 

The  L.  H.  WhitleTj  Memorial  Auditorium. — In  memory  of 
his  father-in-law.  Deacon  L.  H.  Whitley,  Trustee  J.  M.  Darden 
generously  provided  the  money  with  which  to  erect  this  building. 
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Besides  the  regular  auditorium,  this  building  also  houses  the 
Music  Department. 

The  Mooney  Christian  Education  Building. — In  memory  of 
Rev.  Isaac  Mooney,  his  father-in-law,  Mr.  M.Orban,  Jr.,  gave 
this  building  to  the  College.  It  houses  the  voluntary  religious 
and  social  activities  of  the  campus  and  supplies  laboratory  fa- 
cilities for  the  School  of  Christian  Education,  containing  a  com- 
pletely graded  Sunday  School  plant  for  the  Week-Day  Relig- 
ious School  and  for  the  village  Sunday  School.  The  class 
rooms  of  the  School  of  Christian  Education  are  also  in  this 
building.    So  is  the  daily  chapel. 

The  Duke  Science  Building. — In  memory  of  their  mother, 
Mrs.  Artelia  Roney  Duke,  a  native  of  Alamance  County,  Messrs. 
J.  B.  and  B.  N.  Duke,  have  donated  $80,000.00  toward  the  erec- 
tion of  this  modern,  fire-proof  science  building.  It  has  a  full 
floor  each  for  Physics,  Biology  and  Geology,  and  Chemistry.  The 
building  is  equipped  throughout  with  the  most  approved  scien- 
tific furniture  and  apparatus. 

OTHER  BUILDINGS  AND  EQUIPMENT. 

The  East  Dormitory. — This  is  the  only  original  building  left 
on  the  campus.  It  is  used  as  a  dormitory  for  men.  Besides  the 
main  portion  of  the  building  which  is  of  brick  40  by  60  feet. 
East  Dormitory  has  a  wooden  annex  containing  a  few  rooms  and 
shower  baths. 

The  West  Dormitory. — Erected  in  1905,  158  x  46  feet,  three 
stories,  with  two-story  brick  annex,  40  x  60  feet.  West  Dormi- 
tory has  capacity  on  the  second  and  third  floors  for  120  young 
ladies.  The  first  floor  is  used  for  living  quarters  for  lady  Faculty 
members,  for  guest  rooms,  and  for  reception  halls.  The  annex 
contains  the  College  Dining  Hall  and  the  Ladies'  Gymnasium. 

The  Alumni  Building. — Erected  1912.  The  gift  of  the  Alum- 
ni to  Alma  Mater.  Brick,  four  stories,  125  x  65  feet,  used  as 
dormitory  for  men,  with  men's  gymnasium  occupying  the  second 
floor. 

Ladies'  Hall. — Erected  1913.  Brick,  two  stories,  40  x  100 
feet,  with  capacity  for  64  roomers.  This  building  supplies  living 
arrangements  for  young  ladies  at  actual  cost. 
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Men's  Co-operative  Club  House. — Erected  1912,  wooden 
structure,  adjoining  campus,  with  capacity  for  fifty  boarders. 
Here  young  men  of  limited  means  may  secure  good,  substantial 
board  at  actual  cost. 

West  End  Hall. — This  is  a  fourteen  room  dwelling  adjoining 
the  campus  and  is  used  as  a  teacherage  for  faculty  members. 

Museum. — This  building,  formerly  used  as  a  laboratory, 
brick,  two  stories,  40  x  80  feet,  just  south  of  the  campus,  offers 
an  excellent  home  for  the  College  Museum. 

Power  Plant. — Erected  1905.  The  power  plant  is  of  brick 
construction  and  is  the  central  station  for  heat,  light,  water,  and 
other  service  functions  of  all  the  College  buildings.  This  plant 
also  has  a  machine  shop  and  a  50,000  gallon  steel  water  tank 
with  deep  well. 

Athletic  Field. — The  Athletic  Field  contains  thirty-four  acres, 
conveniently  situated  and  spacious  enough  for  all  sports. 

DEPARTMENT  STUDIOS. 

Music. — Five  studios  and  twenty-two  practice  rooms  in  the 
Auditorium.  The  Mason  and  Hamlin  Concert  Grand  Piano,  the 
Duo-Manual  Estey  Organ,  and  the  four  manual  Skinner  Organ 
of  the  Auditorium  are  available  for  special  teaching  and  concert 
purposes. 

Art. — On  the  third  floor  of  Alamance  Building. 

Expression. — On  the  second  floor  of  Alamance  Building. 

Domestic  Science  and  Household  Arts. — Four  large  rooms  and 
two  smaller  ones  on  the  third  floor  of  Alamance  Building. 

Practical  Arts. — On  the  third  floor  of  Alamance  Building. 

Business. — On  the  third  floor  of  Alamance  Building.

Men's  Gymnasium. — Alumni  Building,  second  floor. 

Dining  Halls. — West  Dormitory,  annex;  Ladies'  Hall;  and 
Men's  Co-operative  Club  House. 

Administrative  Offices. — On  the  first  floor  of  Alamance  Build- 
ing are  the  offices  of  the  President,  Registrar,  Business  Man- 
ager, and  Dean.  The  Dean  of  Women  has  her  oflfice  on  the 
first  floor  of  the  West  Dormitory. 

Dispensary. — For  the  resident  nurse.  First  floor,  West 
Dormitory. 

Reading  Rooms. — On  the  first  floor  of  the  Library  Building. 

Infirmary  Room. — The  equipment  for  this  room  was  sup- 
plied by  Dr.  J.  E.  Lincoln  and  Mrs.  S.  W.  Lincoln.    On  the  first 
floor  of  the  West  Dormitory. 
Nurse  and  Sanitation  Office. — First  floor,  Alamance  Building. 

GENERAL  EQUIPMENT. 

All  the  College  buildings  are  equipped  with  modern  con- 
veniences, including  electric  lights,  steam  heat,  running  water, 
and  baths.  The  furniture  is  simple,  yet  substantial  and  durable. 
The  equipment  of  the  class  rooms,  lecture  halls,  laboratories,  and 
the  several  departments  is  of  the  most  approved  types. 


College  Organizations. 


The  Sunday  School. — The  College  Sunday  School  elects  its 
own  officers,  who,  with  the  President,  Pastor  and  Deans,  appoint 
the  teachers.  The  members  of  the  Faculty  and  the  Senior  Class 
usually  constitute  the  teaching  force.  The  Sunday  School  meets 
each  Sunday,  immediately  preceding  the  morning  preaching  ser- 
vice. 

The  curriculum  of  the  Sunday  School  is  two-fold,  that  of 
the  International  Lessons  on  the  one  hand,  and  that  of  a  Sunday 
School  College  on  the  other.  The  classes  elect  which  course 
they  v/ill  pursue.  The  curriculum  of  the  Sunday  School  College 
consists  of  Teacher  Training,  Missions,  Life  Problems,  Race 
Problems,  etc.,  varying  from  year  to  year,  each  class  selecting 
its  own  course  of  studies.  The  reFpective  Dean  gives  an  orienta- 
tion course  during  the  fall  semester  of  the  Freshman  year.  The 
Study  Courses  Committee  of  the  Religious  Activities  Organiza- 
tion determines  the  nature  and  the  number  of  the  courses  to  be 
offered  each  year. 

The  College  Church. — Preaching  services  are  provided  each 
Sunday  in  the  College  Auditorium.  The  pastor  of  the  church  is 
Rev.  W.  S.  Alexander,  D.  D.,  with  the  Rev.  J.  W.  Wellons,  D.  D., 
co-pastor.  Ministers  from  all  evangelical  denominations  are  from 
time  to  time  invited  to  occupy  the  College  pulpit. 

Y.  M.  C.  A. — The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  meets 
regularly  in  the  Association's  Hall.  It  is  a  strong,  active 
organization,  has  Bible  and  Mission  Study  Classes,  sends  repre- 
sentatives to  all  the  student  Y.  M.  C.  A.  conventions,  maintains 
a  splendid  community  social  service  work  and  exercises  a  strong 
influence  over  the  spiritual  life  of  the  young  men.  The  Associa- 
tion's Life-Work  Series  periodically  given  is  a  notable  feature. 
Each  profession  is  represented  by  an  out-of-town  speaker,  who 
has  achieved  distinction. 

Y.  W.  C.  A. — The  Young  Women's  Christian  Association  of 
American  Colleges  has  a  vigorous,  active  local  organization 
here.       It  meets  regularly  on  Sunday  evenings  at  7:30  o'clock. 
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The  Association  affiliates  with  the  national  organization  in  every- 
way and  has  a  powerful  influence  over  the  religious  life  of  the 
young  women  of  the  College. 

The  Christian  Endeavor  Society. — One  of  the  strongest 
Christian  Endeavor  Societies  in  the  country  is  that  which  meets 
regularly  here  Sunday  evenings.  Through  its  public  prayer 
meetings  and  its  various  committees  it  supplies  the  best  sort  of 
training  for  active  Christian  work.  Its  influence  over  the  spirit- 
ual life  of  its  members  is  unmistakably  salutary. 

The  Ministerial  Association. — The  young  ministers  of  the 
College,  feeling  the  need  of  greater  opportunity  for  devotion  and 
prayer,  have  organized  themselves  into  the  Elon  College  Minis- 
terial Association.   The  Association  is  active  in  community  work. 

The  Literary  Societies. — Four  literary  societies  are  recog- 
nized by  the  Faculty.  They  are  for  young  ladies,  the  Psiphelian 
and  Psj^kaleon;  for  young  men,  the  Philologian  and  Clio.  Their 
hall  and  office  are  in  the  Administration  Building. 

These  societies  meet  weekly  for  debate  and  general  work 
and  form  a  powerful  factor  in  College  life. 

The  Philologian  and  Clio  Societies  have  instituted  loan  funds, 
whereby  they  keep  in  College  two  or  three  worthy  members. 

One  must  he  a  registered  student  ten  days  before  joining  a  literary 
society.  November  the  first  is  the  earliest  date  for  receiving  new 
members. 

The  College  Band. — The  College  Band  was  organized  in 
1906,  and  has  had  an  average  of  twenty  members.  It  fills  a  large 
place  in  the  life  of  the  campus.  It  meets  twice  weekly  for  practice 
and  rehearsal  and  furnishes  music  on  all  public  occasions  and  for 
commencement. 

The  College  Orchestra. — The  College  Orchestra,  of  from 
eight  to  twelve  pieces,  furnishes  music  for  the  chapel  services, 
the  Sunday  School,  and  Christian  Endeavor,  and  on  other  special 
occasions  during  the  year. 

The  Men's  Glee  Club.— The  young  men  of  the  College 
having  special  musical  talent  are  organized  into  a  Glee  Club. 
This  organization,  like  the  athletic  teams,  is  financed  through  the 
Bursar's  office.  The  club  adds  much  to  the  life  ard  spirit  of  the 
campus.

The  Young  Women's  Glee  Club. — The  young  women  of  the 
College  having  special  musical  talent  are  organized  into  a  Glee 
Club,  similar  to  that  for  the  young  men. 

The  Boosters'  Club. — This  Club  was  organized  in  the  fall  of 
1924.  It  gives  programs  representative  of  the  College  life  in 
High  Schools  and  in  all  things  undertakes  to  exemplify  and  in- 
terpret the  Elon  Spirit. 

Class  and  Other  Organizations. — Each  of  the  classes  in  the 
College  has  its  own  organization.  These  class  organizations  tend 
to  develop  class  and  College  spirit  and  have  proved  very  helpful. 
Each  Class  selects  its  motto,  pin  or  other  distinctive  mark, 
color,  flower  and  elects  its  own  officers.  Each  class  when  it  or- 
ganizes in  its  Freshman  year  elects  a  head  of  some  literary  de- 
partment, other  than  the  President  or  Dean,  as  its  Faculty  ad- 
viser. The  classes  hold  their  meetings  after  public  announcement 
on  the  bulletin  boards,  and  all  such  occasiond,  as  also  committee 
meetings  of  the  class,  are  to  be  attended  by  the  Faculty  adviser. 
The  number  of  meetings  which  any  class  may  hold  is  limited  to 
one  per  month,  and  these  are  always  to  be  held  in  the  day  time. 

No  organization  of  students  can  be  effected  without  the 
Faculty's  consent  and  approval,  and  no  called  meetings  of  any 
regular  organization  can  be  held  without  permission  from  the 
Dean.  The  Freshman  class  may  not  organize  before  November 
1st. 

Alumni  Association. — The  Alumni  Association  is  a  voluntary 
organization  of  the  graduates  of  the  College.  It  holds  business 
sessions  on  the  afternoon  of  Tuesday  of  each  commencement. 
It  provides  the  speaker  for  the  alumni  address  on  the  closing 
evening  of  each  commencement  and  generously  provided  the 
Alumni  Scholarship  for  the  Junior  Class.  It  has  recently  raised 
the  money  to  pay  for  the  Alumni  Building,  named  in  thtir  honor. 
The  Class  of  1913  had  the  distinction  of  launching  this  move- 
ment. Every  five  years  a  special  Alumni  Bulletin  is  printed, 
giving  a  complete  list  of  the  Alumni. 

Student  Volunteer  Bands. — The  student  volunteers  for  the 
foreign  field  are  organized  into  two  bands,  one  for  each  sex,  to 
study  courses  fitting  them  for  their  life  work.  These  meetings 
are  under  the  supervision  of  the  proper  Dean. 
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The  Music  Lovers'  Club. — This  club  was  organized  during 
1915-'16.  Its  meetings  are  held  monthly.  Its  purpose  is  sufficient- 
ly indicated  by  its  name.  Its  membership  is  open  to  Faculty 
members,  diploma  music  pupils,  and  residents  of  the  College 
community. 

The  Choral  Society. — This  society  was  organized  in  January, 
1916.  It  has  more  than  a  hundred  members,  and  gives  programs 
at  various  times  during  the  year  and  at  commencement. 

Religious  Activities  Organization. — All  the  religious  activities 
of  the  campus  are  federated  in  the  Religious  Activities  Organi- 
zation. Its  Constitution  and  Bylaws  are  printed  in  the  Red 
Book. 

Social  Clubs. — Four  social  clubs  for  each  sex  may  be  recog- 
nized by  the  Faculty.  The  conditions  under  which  they  are 
recognized  and  the  regulations  by  which  they  are  governed  are 
set  forth  in  the  Red  Book.  The  clubs  that  are  officially  recogniz- 
ed are  as  follows: 

For  Men. — Kappa  Si  Nu;  Iota  Tau  Kappa;  Alpha  Pi  Delta. 

For  Women. — Beta  Omicron  Beta;  Delta  Upsilon  Kappa; 
Tau  Zeta  Phi;  Pi  Kappa  Tau. 


College  Publications. 


The  College  Bulletin. — The  Elon  College  Bulletin,  issued  not 
less  than  four  times  the  year,  is  for  free  distribution.  The  Febru- 
ary number  is  the  College  Catalogue.  Other  numbers  issued 
from  time  to  time  are  the  Opening  Number,  the  Vacation  Num- 
ber, the  Illustrated  Bulletin,  the  Special  Fund  Number,  the 
Special  Normal  Term  Number,  the  Commencement  Number, 
the  Library  Number,  the  Christian  Education  Building  Num- 
ber, the  Theological  Department  Number,  the  Standardization 
Fund  Number,  the  Religious  Education  and  Christian  Methods 
Number,  etc.  These  bulletins  give  information  concerning  the 
College  and  contain  announcements  of  its  plans  and  achieve- 
ments that  are  of  public  interest  and  general  concern.  A  copy 
of  any  of  these  bulletins  will  be  sent  prepaid  free  to  any  address 
upon  application  to  the  office  of  the  President. 

The  Red  Book. — The  Red  Book  is  issued  annually  by  the 
Dean.  It  contains  indispensable  information  for  students  and 
is  the  basis  for  the  internal  government  of  the  College.  Every 
student  is  furnished  a  copy  upon  registration. 

The  PhiPsiCli.— The  PhiPsiCli  is  the  College  Annual,  edited 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Faculty,  by  the  Senior  Class.  It  is 
thoroughly  imbued  with  the  Elon  Spirit  and  takes  its  rank  among 
the  best  of  such  College  media  of  thought  and  life.  This  annual, 
first  brought  out  in  1913,  has  become  an  annual  publication. 

"Maroon  and  Gold." — This  is  the  student  weekly  publi- 
cation. The  oSicers  and  directors  are  elected  by  the  Junior  Class, 
though  the  class  is  not  restricted  to  its  own  membership  in  mak- 
ing selections.  The  College  is  not  responsible  for  the  paper 
financially.  It  first  appeared  in  the  fall  of  1919,  as  the  success- 
or of  the  "Elon  College  Weekly." 


Lectures  and  Public  Exercises. 


The  Summerbell  Lectures. — Dr.  Martyn  Summerbell,  Lake- 
mont,  N.  Y.,  is  non-resident  Professor  of  Church  History  and 
BibHcal  Literature  in  the  College,  and  each  year  in  September 
delivers  a  course  of  three  or  more  lectures  in  his  department. 

The  Mission  Lectures. — Dr.  J.  O.  Atkinson,  former  College 
Pastor,  now  Mission  Secretary  of  the  Southern  Christian  Con- 
vention, each  year  gives  a  course  of  lectures  on  Christian 
Missions. 

luter-CIass  Debates. — Beginning  with  the  session  of  1912-'13, 
there  has  been  held  an  annual  series  of  class  debates  on  Thurs- 
day of  the  Easter  season,  between  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore 
classes. 

Music  Recitals. — The  Department  of  Music  gives  several 
pubhc  recitals  each  year.  The  Choral  Society  is  under  its  direc- 
tion. 

Faculty  Recitals. — At  some  time  during  each  semester,  the 
Music  and  Expression  faculties  will  give  a  public  recital. 

Art  Exhibit. — The  Art  Department  gives  an  annual  exhibit 
of  its  pupils'  work  during  the  final  day  of  the  commencement 
season.  The  exhibit  takes  place  in  the  Art  Studio  of  the  Ala- 
mance Building. 

Expression  Recitals. — The  Department  of  Expression  gives 
two  public  recitals  during  the  College  year.  It  also  presents 
plays  from  time  to  time. 

Public  Receptions. — The  Faculty  gives  a  public  reception  to 
the  students  on  Saturday  after  the  College  opens  in  September. 
This  is  a  formal  reception. 

Literary  Society  Entertainments. — Each  of  the  four  literary 
societies  gives  a  public  entertainment  during  the  College  year. 
The  Psykaleon  Society  gives  its  entertainment  on  Greater  Elon 
Day;  the  Philologian  Society  on  Thanksgiving  Day;  the  Clio 
Society  on  Washington's  Birthday;  the  Psiphelian  Society  on 
Easter  Saturday.    These  entertainments  are  attended  by  large 
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concourses  of  people  and  constitute  one  of  the  most  enjoyable 
features  of  the  College  life.  Only  active  members  of  a  society 
may  take  part  in  its  entertainment,  and  active  members  must 
be  regularly  matriculated  students.  Only  active  society  mem- 
bers and  Faculty  members  can  coach  entertainments. 

Inter-Collegiate  Debates. — Inter-collegiate  debates  for  which 
the  speakers  are  chosen  in  competitive  public  contests,  are  from 
time  to  time  arranged  for  with  other  colleges.  All  public  de- 
bates of  every  character  are  under  the  control  of  the  Faculty 
Committee  on  Debates.  The  College  is  a  member  of  the  N.  C. 
Intercollegiate  Debating  Association. 

Inter-Collegiate  Peace  Contests. — Annually  Elon  participates 
in  the  North  Carolina  Inter-Collegiate  Peace  Contest,  both  for 
men  and  for  women. 

Entertainments. — By  vote  of  the  Faculty,  there  are  to  be 
no  paid  entertainments  or  exercises  of  any  kind  in  the  College  or 
on  the  campus.  A  limited  number  of  exercises  may  be  held,  sub- 
ject to  the  President's  approval,  each  year,  at  which  a  free-will 
offering  may  be  received.  A  Concert  Course  may  be  arranged 
for  the  year  by  the  President,  as  may  also  a  Lecture  Course  in 
any  one  of  the  special  departments,  for  both  of  which  season 
tickets  will  be  sold. 

Organ  Vesper  Services. — On  the  third  Sunday  afternoon 
of  each  month  from  September  to  May  inclusive,  the  Head  of 
the  Organ  Department  gives  a  vesper  service  on  the  Skinner 
Organ.     The  services  begin  at  4 :  00  and  last  for  one  hour. 

Banquets. — Each  of  the  social  clubs  gives  an  annual  banquet, 
and  at  some  suitable  time  in  the  Spring  Semester  the  Juniors 
entertain  the  Seniors. 

Stunts. — At  stated  times  stunts  are  given  by  the  various 
classes  and  other  College  organizations  or  groups. 

Commencement. — The  annual  commencement  is  the  most 
important  pubhc  exercise  of  the  year.  It  always  begins  on  Sat- 
urday before  the  fourth  Sunday  of  May.  For  the  roster  of 
events  entering  into  this  important  event  see  the  College  Cal- 
endar on  page  5. 


College  Athletics. 


It  is  the  aim  of  the  College  to  encourage  participation  in 
athletics  on  the  part  of  all  students  rather  than  on  the  part  of  the 
few,  as  it  is  believed  that  in  well  regulated  athletics  is  found, 
for  the  great  majority  of  College  men,  the  best  solution  of  the 
problem  of  rational  and  effectual  physical  training.  There  is  no 
athletic  fee  and  all  may  take  part.  The  choosing  of  varsity 
teams  is  a  matter  of  merit,  and  any  one  may  make  application 
to  the  Coach  and  try  for  any  team  to  represent  the  College. 

Provision  is  made  for  football,  basketball,  baseball,  track 
and  tennis,  under  the  supervision  of  the  College  Coaches,  Di- 
rector of  Physical  Training  for  Tvlen  and  Graduate  Manager,  but 
these  sports  take  the  place  of  the  regular  physical  training  work 
only  during  the  season  of  a  sport.  Elon  employs  Faculty  mem- 
bers as  coaches  with  student  assistants,  and  is  a  member  of  the 
North  Carolina  Intercollegiate  Athletic  Conference. 

Inter-Coliegiate  Athletics. — Elon  allows  inter-collegiate  ath- 
letics on  the  part  of  its  young  men.  The  following  regulations 
govern  all  such  contests: 

UEGULATIONS  GOVERNING  INTER-COLLEGIATE  ATHLETICS. 

1.  Intei'-collegiate  games  are  allowed  under  Faculty  supervision. 

2.  The  Athletic  Coimcil  is  not  permitted  to  make  debts  which  it  is 
not  prepared  to  pay,  and  all  of  its  finances  are  to  be  transacted  through 
the  Business  Manager's  office  All  gate  receipts  and  money  for  sale  of  sea- 
son tickets  shall  be  received  directlyi;^by  the  Graduate  Manager  or  the  Bus- 
iness Manager's  Assistant. 

3.  No  student  is  eligible  to  play  in  any  inter-collegiate  game  unless  he 
was  a  registered  student  by  October  1st  in  the  fall  next  preceding  such 
game  or  by  January  10th  in  the  spring,  taking  full  work,  which  means 
as  many  as  twelve  hours  of  literary  work  at  least,  or  its  equivalent,  and 
passing  at  least  nine  hours  of  work.  A  student  not  registered  in  the  fall  may 
play  in  the  spring,  provided  he  has  in  a  previous  year  satisfactorily  com- 
pleted a  semester's  work. 

4.  No  student  can  represent  the  College  in  any  athletic  event  who  has 
not  conducted  himself  in  an  exemplary  manner  throughout  the  entire  Col- 
lege year,  the  Faculty  judging  in  each  instance. 

5.  No  student  who  receives  financial  aid,  directly  or  indirectly,  by 
reason  of  his  playing  on  the  team  or  by  reason  of  any  professional  athletie 
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service  rendered  the  College,  in  any  inter-collegiate  sport  in  which  Elon 
participates,  shall  be  allowed  in  any  inter-collegiate  game.  The  playing 
of  summer  ball  on  an  amateur  team  shall  not  disqualify  a  bona  fide  student, 
but  no  one  who  haa  plaj^ed  on  a  professional  team  of  any  kind  shall  be  eligible 
for  any  team  here.  Our  teams  will  not  be  allowed  to  play  with  institutions 
violating  these  principles.  It  is  understood  that  four  years  on  any  College 
team  shall  make  any  student  a  professional  in  that  sport  in  the  interpreta- 
tion of  this  rule.  A  substitute  ceases  to  be  a  substitute  if  he  plays  in  more 
than  two  regularly  scheduled  games  of  any  season's  sport.  An  amateur 
becomes  a  professional  if  he  plays  on  a  team  under  national  protection  and 
is  therewith  debarred  from  representing  the  College  in  any  inter-collegiate 
athletic  contest. 

6  A  Faculty  representative  shall  accompany  the  team  when  on  a  trip, 
at  which  trmes  the  same  College  regulations,[as  to  student  deportment,  are 
in  force  as  at  the  College. 

7.  The  Athletic  Varsity  "E"  shall  be  awarded  at  the  close  of  each 
inter-collegiate  athletic  season  by  the  Athletic  Council.  The  award  shall 
include  athletic  ability,  scholarship,  and  deportment,  the  Athletic  Council 
judging. 

8.  The  monogram  "E-C"  shall  be  awarded  at  the  close  of  the  athletic 
season  in  the  spring  of  each  year  to  those  students  who  have  been  recom- 
mended by  the  coach,  and  approved  as  worthy  by  the  Athletic  Council.  No 
other  male  student  shall  wear  the  initial  letter  or  the  monogram,  nor  shall 
any  one  wearthe  initial  "E"  or  the  monogram  "E-C"  until  the  same  has 
been  awarded  by  the  Athletic  Council.  In  the  event  that  the  winner  of  the 
varsity  insignia  shall  allow  a  lady  student  or  faculty  member  to  wear  his 
insignia,  he  forfeits  the  right  to  wear  any  insignia  during  such  time.  The 
Athletic  Council  may  at  any  time  withdraw  the  right  to  wear  either  the 
letter  or  the  monogram  for  conduct,  in  their  judgment,  meriting  such  pen- 
alty. 

9.  A  student  shall  be  allowed  to  add  a  star  to  the  varsity  "E"  for  each 
additional  year  of  the  same  sport  on  the  same  conditions  as  stated  in  rule 
No.  7. 

10.  There  shall  not  be  more  than  eighteen  inter-collegiate  games  of 
baseball  or  basket  ball  scheduled  in'any  one  season,  nor  more  than  eight  for 
football. 

11.  The  arrangement  for  all  inter-collegiate  games  shall  be  under  the 
management  of  a  committee  of  the  Faculty,  known  as  the  Athletic  Council. 
The  transactions  of  this  committee  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
President,  and  the  Graduate  Manager's  signature  shall  be  necessary  before 
any  contract  for  games  is  binding  on  the  Athletic  Council. 

12.  The  captain  of  the  next  year's  team  is  elected  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  season  of  each  sport  by  his  teammates,  the  Coach  acting  as  chairman. 


Essays,  Orations,  Theses. 


Essays  and  Orations. — Orations  are  delivered  by  represen- 
tatives of  the  Philologian  and  Clio  Literary  Societies  three  times 
during  the  year,  Thanksgiving,  Washington's  Birthday  and  Com- 
mencement. Three  times  during  the  year,  representatives  of  the 
Psiphelian  and  Psykaleon  Literary  Societies  present  essays,  on 
Greater  Elon  Day,  Easter  and  Commencement.  These  essays 
and  orations  are  original,  do  not  exceed  1,250  words  in  length, 
and  must  be  submitted  to  the  President  at  least  one  month  before 
they  are  to  be  presented,  and  must  be  approved  by  him. 

Every  male  candidate  for  graduation  from  the  College  must 
deliver  an  oration,  prepared  by  himself,  not  exceeding  1,250 
words  in  length,  before  a  committee  of  the  Faculty,  in  compe- 
tition for  a  place  as  class  representative  on  graduation  day,  or 
submit  a  thesis  for  graduation  as  provided  below.  Every  young 
lady  who  is  a  candidate  for  graduation  must  present  an  essay, 
prepared  by  herself,  not  exceeding  1,250  words  in  length,  before 
a  committee  of  the  Faculty,  in  competition  for  a  place  as  class 
representative  on  graduation  day,  or  submit  a  thesis  for  grad- 
uation as  provided  below. 

All  subjects  for  essays  and  orations  to  be  presented  at  Com- 
mencement, whether  as  society  or  class  representatives,  must  be 
handed  to  the  President  not  later  than  January  15th  of  each 
year  and  the  essays  and  orations  must  be  in  his  hands  not  later 
than  March  15th.  The  contest  for  places  as  class  representatives 
will  occur  sometime  during  the  week  of  April  20th,  the  exact 
day  to  be  determined  by  the  Faculty.  All  essays  and  orations 
are  to  be  typewritten  when  submitted  to  the  President. 

Graduation  Theses. — Every  student  who  graduates  from  the 
College  with  a  Bachelor's  Degree  is  required  to  write,  during  his 
Senior  year,  a  graduating  thesis,  in  addition  to  his  regular  work, 
unless  he  has  elected  to  prepare  a  graduating  oration  or  essay 
as  provided  above. 

The  student  may  select  his  own  subject  and  the  department 
in  which  he  will  write  his  thesis,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
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Faculty,  and  will  do  his  work  under  the  supervision  of  the  pro- 
fessor in  whose  school  the  work  is  elected.  Heads  of  the  College 
departments  only  shall  direct  thesis  work. 

These  theses  must  be  handed  to  the  President  not  later  than 
May  1st,  and  must  be  typewritten  and  bound  and  with  the  name 
of  the  author  in  a  sealed  envelope  within. 

The  school  in  which  the  thesis  is  to  be  written  must  be  se- 
lected at  the  time  of  election  of  Senior  work,  May  1st,  of  each 
year. 

No  special  length  is  designated  for  these  theses,  but  they 
are  to  represent  original  research  and  be  thorough  in  their  scope, 
revealing  the  investigator's  power  to  do  independent  professional 
work.  A  student  must  be  majoring  in  the  school  in  which  he 
chooses  to  write  a  thesis  and  must  have  averaged  85  per  cent,  in 
his  work  in  that  school. 

The  outhne  of  the  theses  shall  be  submitted  to  the  profes- 
sors in  whose  schools  the  theses  are  to  be  written,  not  later  than 
October  1. 

A  Senior  may  write  a  thesis  in  competition  for  the  Morrow 
Medal,  should  he  or  she  so  desire,  even  though  an  essay  or  ora- 
tion also  has  been  written  hj  him  or  her. 


Degrees,  Honors,  Certificates. 


Collegiate  Degrees. — The  College  confers  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  upon  those  who  complete  the  requirements  for 
graduation. 

Honorary  Degrees. — The  College  confers  the  honorary  de- 
grees of  Doctor  of  Literature,  Doctor  of  Divinity,  and  Doctor  of 
Laws.  These  honors  are,  however,  seldom  conferred  and  then 
only  upon  those  who  deserve  them  and  will  reflect  credit  upon 
the  degrees.  The  names  of  all  persons  receiving  such  degrees 
from  Elon  are  published  in  the  Alumni  Number  of  the  College 
Bulletin,  issued  once  in  five  years. 

Certificates. — Departmental  Certificates  will  be  given  those 
who  have  completed  the  course  in  Music,  Art,  Expression, 
Physical  Training,  Domestic  Science  or  Domestic  Art,  provided 
that  each  student  shall  have  completed  fifteen  units  of  literary 
work  as  required  for  entrance  to  College,  and  have  completed 
the  requirements  for  a  major  in  some  one  school  of  the  College 
department  with  an  average  of  at  least  85  per  cent  for  the 
work  done  in  the  special  department  and  the  school.  In  lieu 
of  a  major,  the  candidate  may  offer  fifteen  year  hours  of  Fresh- 
man literary  work.  No  certificates  are  given  in  the  Commercial 
Department. 

Diplomas. — Departmental  diplomas  will  be  granted  to  those 
who  complete  four  years  of  such  work  in  a  single  department, 
averaging  85,  and  in  addition  two  literary  school  majors,  or 
thirty  year  hours  of  Freshman  and  Sophomore  literary  work. 

Honors. — Graduates  who,  during  their  entire  college  course, 
make  an  average  of  from  80  to  85  receive  their  degrees  cum 
laude;  those  making  from  85  to  90,  magna  curn  laude;  and  those 
making  92.5  or  more,  summa  cum  laude. 

The  honor  of  being  valedictorian  of  his  class  goes  to  that 
member  of  the  graduating  class  who  has,  during  the  four  years 
of  his  college  course,  taken  at  Elon,  made  the  highest  average 
grade  in  literary  work,  and  to  him  belongs  the  distinction  of 
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bidding  farewell  to  the  class  and  the  College  on  commencement 
day  at  the  graduating  exercises. 

The  honor  of  being  salutatorian  of  his  class  goes  to  that 
member  of  the  graduating  class  who  has,  during  the  four  years 
of  his  college  course  taken  at  Elon,  made  the  next  highest  aver- 
age grade  in  literary  work,  and  to  him  belongs  the  distinction 
of  welcoming  the  audience  to  the  graduating  exercises  of  his 
class  on  commencement  day. 

Rating  of  Offices  and  Honors. — That  democracy  may  pre- 
vail in  the  distribution  of  honors  and  offices  in  the  College,  the 
Faculty  have  rated  each  honor  or  office.  No  student  may  have 
more  than  a  maximum  of  100  points  duj'ing  any  College  year. 
The  Commencement  program  announces  the  names  of  all  who 
reach  100  points  according  to  this  rating.

Scholarships  and  Medals. 


The  Alumni  Scholarship. — The  Alumni  Association  in  session 
June  1,  1909,  generously  decided  to  establish  a  scholarship  in 
Elon  College.  This  scholarship  is  to  be  awarded  in  the  literary- 
department,  and  is  of  the  value  of  S76.00  a  year.  The  fund  which 
is  being  raised  by  the  alumni  of  the  institution  for  this  purpose, 
is  to  be  known  as  the  Alumni  Scholarship  Fund,  only  the  interest 
of  which  shall  be  available  for  paying  the  scholarship.  All  inter- 
est received  b}^  the  Treasurer  is  to  be  paid  directly  to  the  Bus- 
iness Manager,  and  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  scholar- 
ship account. 

Elon  High  School  Scholarships. — The  Board  of  Trustees 
offer  a  scholarship  to  one  graduate  of  any  high  school  of  which 
an  Elon  graduate  is  principal  or  superintendent  or  a  teacher  in 
high  school  work.  Said  scholarship  is  good  for  one  year,  and 
covers  tuition  in  the  literary  branches.  The  candidate  is  to  be 
satisfactorily  recommended  by  the  principal  or  superintendent 
and  approved  by  the  Faculty  committee  on  scholarships.  The 
number  of  such  scholarships  is  limited  -to  ten. 

Public  High  School  Scholarships. — The  Board  of  Trustees 
offer  ten  free  tuition  scholarships  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  principal  or  superintendent  of  approved  high  schools,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Faculty  committee  on  scholarshipn. 

The  J.  J.  Summerbell  Scholarship. — In  consideration  of  a 
bequest  of  $1,000  for  that  purpose  left  the  College  by  the  late 
Dr.  J.  J.  Summerbell,  the  President  of  the  College  each  year  will 
award  a  $60.00  tuition  scholarship,  in  either  the  College  or  one 
of  the  special  departments,  good  for  the  succeeding  j^ear,  to  that 
member  of  either  Freshman,  Sophomore,  or  Junior  Class,  who 
shall  write  the  best  thesis  on  ''The  First  Commandment  and  the 
Unity  of  God."  same  to  be  adjudged  by  a  committee  of  the 
Faculty.  Theses  in  this  competition  are  to  be  typewritten  and  in 
the  President's  hands,  the  name  of  the  writer  accompanying  in 
a  sealed  envelope,  not  later  than  May  1. 

The  Barrett  Scholarship. — In  memory  of  Dr.  J.  Pressley  Bar- 
rett, one  of  the  original  trustees  of  the  College,  the  trustees  have 
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founded  the  Barrett  Scholarship,  to  be  awarded  to  some  worthy 
Freshman. 

The  Long  Scholarship. — In  remembrance  of  Dr.  W.  S.  Long, 
founder  and  first  president,  a  free  tuition  scholarship  is  awarded 
each  year  to  some  worthy  member  of  the  Freshman  Class. 

The  Staley  Sch©larship. — Dr.  W.  W.  Staley,  second  presi- 
dent, awards  a  free  tuition  scholarship  annually  to  some  member 
of  the  Freshman  Class. 

The  Moflfitt  Scholarship.— Dr.  E.  L.  Mofhtt,  third  president, 
awards  annually  a  free  tuition  scholarship  to  some  member  of 
the  Freshman  Class. 

The  Martyn  Summerbell  Scholarship. — Dr.  Martyn  Summer- 
bell,  Lakemont,  N.  Y,,  each  year  awards  a  scholarship  to  some 
worthy  member  of  the  Freshman  Class. 

Faculty  Scholarship  Committee. — The  President  and  the 
Faculty  Scholarship  Committee  award  all  scholarships.  No  schol- 
arship will  be  awarded  to  a  high  school  graduate  whose  average 
has  been  less  than  80  per  cent  and  none  will  be  awarded  later 
than  July  1. 

The  Stanford  Orator's  Medal.— The  Stanford  Medal,  es- 
tablished by  Col.  and  Mrs.  S,  L.  Adams,  is  given  for  the  best 
oration  delivered  at  commencement  by  a  young  man  of  the 
graduating  class.  It  was  established  in  memory  of  Hon  Richard 
Stanford,  a  patron  and  advocate  of  education  and  member  of 
Congress  from  North  CaroHna,  1792-1816. 

The  Moffitt  Essayist's  Medal.— The  Moffitt  Medal,  estab- 
lished by  the  family  of  the  late  E.  A.  Moffitt,  is  given  for  the  best 
essaj^  at  commencement  by  a  young  lady  of  the  graduating  class. 
This  medal  was  established  in  memory  of  E.  A.  Moffitt,  for  many 
years  a  trustee  of  the  College. 

Valedictorian's  Medal. — A  friend  has  established  the  Vale- 
dictorian's Medal,  to  be  awarded  each  year  to  the  valedictorian. 

The  Morrow  Thesis  Medal.— The  R.  M.  Morrow  Thesis 
Medal,  established  by  Dr.  R.  M.  Morrow,  is  given  to  that  member 
of  the  Senior  Class  who  shall  have  written  the  best  thesis  in  any 
School  of  Instruction,  same  to  be  adjudged  by  the  Faculty. 
These  theses,  typewritten,  must  be  submitted  by  May  1. 


Endowment  and  Sources  of  Income. 


Tuition  and  Fees. — The  income  from  tuition  in  the  literary 
and  special  departments  constitutes  a  chief  and  growing  source 
of  revenue  for  the  support  of  the  College.  The  income  from 
fees,  matriculation  and  departmental,  is  used  to  pay  the  incident- 
al expenses  of  the  College  and  of  the  departments.  Besides  these 
sources  of  income  and  gifts  from  friends  from  time  to  time  on 
current  expenses,  the  College  has  the  following  sources  of  reve- 
nue : 

The  O.  J.  Wait  Fund. — This  fund  was  a  bequest  from  Rev. 
0.  J.  Wait,  D.  D.,  of  Fall  River,  Mass.,  the  amount,  one  thousand 
dollars,  being  the  first  bequest  that  came  to  the  College. 

The  Francis  Asbury  Palmer  Fund. — Of  this  fund  twenty 
thousand  dollars  was  given  by  Mr.  Francis  Asbury  Palmer,  of 
New  York,  before  his  death.  The  remaining  ten  thousand  dollars, 
having  been  provided  for  in  his  will,  became  available  soon  after 
his  death. 

The  Patrick  Henry  Lee  Fund. — This  fund  of  one  thousand 
dollars  is  a  bequest  from  Capt.  P.  H.  Lee,  of  Holland,  Va. 

The  J.  J.  Summerbell  Fund. — Dr.  J.  J.  Summerbell;  Dayton, 
Ohio,  from  its  foundation  the  staunch  friend  and  loyal  supporter 
of  the  College,  departed  this  life  February  28,  1913,  and  left  a 
bequest  of  $1,500  to  Elon.  This  Fund  has  been  added  to  the  per- 
manently invested  funds  and  is  to  be  perpetually  known  as  the 
J.  J.  Summerbell  Fund. 

The  Jesse  Winbourne  Fund. — This  fund,  a  bequest  from 
Deacon  Jesse  Winbourne,  of  Elon  College,  N.  C,  amounting  to 
$5,000,  became  available  in  January,  1923.  It  is  a  part  of  the 
permanent  endowment  funds  of  the  College. 

The  Southern  Christian  Convention  Fund. — The  Southern 
Christian  Convention  asks  the  conferences  composing  the  con- 
vention for  $4,500  annually  for  the  support  of  the  College.  This 
is  called  the  Elon  College  Fund,  and,  for  several  years,  the  con- 
ferences have  contributed  the  major  part  of  the  amount  asked 
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for.   It  should  be  raised  in  full,  as  it  is  one  of  the  best  and  easiest 
means  of  contributing  to  the  support  of  the  College. 

This  fund  is  the  equivalent  of  an  invested  endowment  of 
$112,500  at  4  per  cent.  By  vote  of  the  Southern  Christian  Con- 
vention in  May,  1918,  a  note  was  given  the  College  for  $112,500, 
the  money  raised  by  the  conferences  to  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  College  as  interest  on  the  same. 

The  Southern  Christian  Convention  has  also  given  the  Col- 
lege one  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  twenty  year  six  per  cent 
bonds,  dated  as  of  July  1,  1924,  as  a  part  of  the  permanent  en- 
dowment. 

The  Carlton  Fund.— The  family  of  Mr.  J.  W.  Carlton,  of 
Richmond,  Va.,  consisting  of  Messrs.  P.  J.  Carlton,  H.  A.  Carlton 
and  Luther  Carlton,  and  Mrs.  T.  S.  Parrott,  have  given  the 
College  for  its  permanent  funds,  certain  R.  F.  and  P.  railway 
stocks  valued  at  $50,000,  to  found  a  Professorship  in  Christian 
Literature  and  Methods  in  memory  of  Mrs.  J.  W.  Carlton. 

The  Corwith  Fund. — Trustee  W.  F.  Corwith  has  given  the 
College  for  its  pemanent  funds  Thirty-five  Thousand  Dollars, 
to  found  a  Professorship  in  Bibhcal  Literature  and  Languages  in 
memory  of  Mrs.  W.  F.  Corwith. 

Alumni  Scholarship  Fund — The  Alumni  Association  has 
paid  three  hundred  dollars  as  an  endowment  of  its  scholarship. 
This  is  invested  and  credit  on  the  scholarship  given  each  year 
to  the  amount  of  the  interest. 


ling  Fund.— Dr.  E.  H.  Bowhng,  Durham,  N.  C, 
has  created  a  permanent  fund  to  be  used  in  the  education  of 
deserving  students,  one  or  more  each  j^ear,  preferably  candidates 
for  the  ministry.  The  candidates  who  are  accepted  as  benefici- 
aries of  this  fund  will  receive  $60  per  year  to  be  applied  to  their 
account  with  the  College.  They  will  give  an  interest  bearing 
note  at  six  per  cent,  for  the  same,  with  acceptable  security,  and 
will  begin  paying  the  money  back,  at  least  one  note  a  year, 
immediately  after  graduation.  The  title  of  this  fund  will  remain 
in  the  College,  but  it  is  to  be  perpetually  used  for  the  purpose 
indicated  in  Dr.  Bowling's  gift.  The  awards  of  the  funds  are 
made  by  the  President. 
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The  Ainick  Fund.— Dr.  T.  C.  Amick,  of  the  College  Faculty, 
has  created  a  fund,  to  which  he  makes  additions  annually,  to  be 
oaned  to  deserving  students  at  6  per  cent,  annually.  The  Pres- 
ident lends  this  fund  on  proper  security. 

The  Pritchard  Fund.— Hon.  I.  W.  Pritchard,  Chapel  Hill, 
N.  C,  has  given  the  College  $5,000,  the  income  on  which  is  to 
be  used  in  aiding  ministerial  students. 

The  Masonic  Fund. — The  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina 
has  given  the  College  $1,500  to  be  loaned  to  seniors  in  College, 
on  acceptable  security. 

Ministerial  Loan  Fund. — The  treasurer  of  the  College  is  cus- 
todian for  the  loan  fund  of  $13,031.49  of  the  Southern  Christian 
Convention.  It  is  loaned  to  ministerial  students  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Convention. 

The  Harmon  Foundation  Loan  Fund. — Students  when  re- 
commended by  the  Business  Manager  and  otherwise  meeting  the 
conditions,  may  receive  loans  from  the  Harmon  Foundation. 

The  Knights  Templar  Educational  Loan  Fund. — Under  the 
rules  of  the  Grand  Commandary,  students  in  Elon  College  may 
secure  loans  from  this  fund. 

Other  Invested  Funds. — Other  gifts  to  the  permanent  Endow- 
ment Fund  are:  One  of  twenty-five  dollars  from  Rev.  J.  J.  Sum- 
merbell,  D.  D.,  of  Dayton,  Ohio;  one  of  $283.35  from  the  estate 
of  the  late  Jos.  A.  Foster,  of  Semora,  N.  C;  one  of  $50.00  by  Miss 
Mamie  Tate,  as  a  student  loan  fund;  and  one  of  $100,00  to  be 
kept  at  interest  for  a  term  of  years,  left  by  the  late  Rev.  S.  B. 
Klapp. 

The  Francis  Asbury  Palmer  Board  Donations. — The  late 
Francis  Asbury  Palmer,  who  endowed  the  College,  left  his  estate 
to  a  Board  who  are  to  administer  it  in  furthering  education.  This 
Board  has  been  very  considerate  of  Elon  and  each  year  makes  a 
considerable  donation  in  cash  for  current  expenses.  This  year 
the  amount  given  was  $4,000.  This  Board  also  generously  pro- 
vides for  the  transportation  expenses  of  the  non-resident  lectur- 
ership  of  Dr.  Summerbell. 

The  Standardization  Fund. — During  the  spring  of  1919,  an 
additional  endowment  was  raised,  amounting  to  $381,600.    The 
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history  of  this  fund,  known  as  The  Standardization  Fund,  and 
the  hst  of  the  donors,  is  to  be  printed  in  a  special  bulletin. 

Emergency  Fund. — Following  the  fire  of  January  18,  1!^23, 
the  Board  of  Trustees  authorized  an  Emergency  Fund  of  $600.- 
000.  Later  it  was  found  necessary  to  increase  this  fund  to  $1,- 
000,000,  more  than  $600,000  of  which  has  already  been  paid 
in.     The  remainder  is  now  being  raised. 

Forms  of  Bequest. — Quite  a  number  of  friends  have  already 
made  provision  for  the  College  in  the  disposition  of  their  proper- 
ty after  their  decease.  We  appreciate  this  generous  action  on 
their  part  and  commend  it  to  the  liberal-hearted  of  our  friends, 
for  whose  convenience  we  append  herew^ith  three  forms  of  be- 
quest: 

FIRST  FORM: 

I  give  and  bequeath  to  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Elon  College  the  sura 

of Dollars,   to  be  applied   at 

their  discretion,  for  the  general  purposes  of  the  College. 

SECOND  FORM: 

I  give  and  bequeath  to  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Elon  College  the  sum 
of Dollars,  to  be  safely  invest-

deserving  students. 

THIRD  FORM: 

I  give  and  bequeath  to  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Elon  College  the  sum

Insurance  Pclicies. — Or  our  friends  may  make  the  College 
their  beneficiary  in  one  or  more  insurance  policies.  Details  of 
this  plan  will  be  gladly  furnished. 


Examinations  and  Reports. 


Entrance  Examinations. — For  those  who  do  not  come  from 
accredited  high  schools  and  for  those  who  apply  for  advanced 
standing,  entrance  examinations  are  held  on  the  opening  days  of 
the  Fall  and  Spring  Semesters. 

Semester  Examinations, — Semester  examinations  are  given 
in  December  and  May  and  cover  a  period  of  six  days.  No  student 
can  be  permanently  excused  from  taking  examinations  in  any  of 
the  subjects  he  pursues. 

An  average  of  70  on  each  subject,  including  term  standing 
and  examination,  is  required  for  advancement. 

The  standing  of  each  student  is  graded  as  passed,  conditioned, 
or  failed.  Conditioned  means  that  the  student  is  allowed  a  re- 
examination at  the  beginning  of  the  next  semester,  or,  if  the 
study  is  a  continuous  one  and  the  grade  of  work  done  shall  be 
satisfactory  to  the  professor  in  charge,  he  may  be  excused  from 
a  re-examination. 

All  students  making  a  grade  of  from  65  per  cent,  to  70  per 
cent,  on  a  continuous  subject  may  be  conditioned.  A  grade  of 
80  per  cent,  will  be  required  during  the  following  semester  to 
remove  the  condition  without  a  re-examination.  No  conditions 
may  be  granted  at  the  spring  semester  examinations. 

Rules  Governing  Examinations. — Each  student  before  being 
entitled  to  any  grade  upon  an  examination,  is  required  to  sub- 
scribe his  name  to  the  following  pledge:  "I  certify  on  honor  that 
I  have  neither  given  nor  received  any  unauthorized  assistance 
whatsoever  on  this  examination,  and  to  the  best  of  my  belief 
there  were  no  irregularities  on  the  examination  except  such  as  I 
shall  report  in  writing  to  the  professor  in  charge,  who  will  report 
to  the  proper  student-government  body."  Uniform  examination 
books  are  supplied  by  the  College,  and  the  student  must  not 
bring  to  the  place  of  examination  any  books,  paper,  or  notes. 
These  examination  blanks  cost  5  cents  each  and  are  charged  to 
the  student's  account  at  that  rate. 
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Students  who  hand  in  papers  at  the  regular  examinations 
are  considered  to  have  rehnquished  any  claim  to  special  examin- 
ations for  grades.  Students  who  fail  to  attend  regular  exam- 
inations, or  who  fail  to  hand  in  papers,  are  regarded  as  handing 
in  blank  papers,  unless  they  have  been  previously  excused  from 
examination. 

Excuses  from  examination  are  granted  only  in  case  of  abso- 
lute necessity.  Such  an  excuse,  to  be  valid,  must  be  obtained 
from  the  Dean  on  or  before  the  day  of  examination,  and  com- 
municated officially  on  the  day  to  the  professor  holding  the 
examination.  Students  engaged  in  work  as  a  means  of  earning 
their  way  through  College  cannot  offer  such  work,  when  con- 
flicting, as  an  excuse  from  examination  at  the  regular  scheduled 
time. 

No  special  examinations  may  be  held  during  the  regular 
examination  periods  except  such  as  the  Schedule  Committee  may 
authorize  on  account  of  unavoidable  conflicts. 

A  student  wishing  a  special  examination  must  deposit  an 
application  in  the  office  of  the  Dean  at  least  one  week  before  the 
beginning  of  the  period  of  special  examinations. 

A  student  who  has  been  excused  from  examination,  or  has 
failed  to  pass,  may  have  opportunity  to  make  good  his  deficiency 
without  taking  the  study  over,  provided  a  grade  of  not  less  than 
50  has  been  obtained  at  the  following  times: 

At  the  period  of  special  examinations  in  September  pre- 
ceding the  regular  work  of  the  session. 

At  the  regular  examination  of  the  same  class  a  year  from  the 
time  the  deficiency  was  incurred. 

Junior  and  Senior  deficiencies  may  be  made  up  either  at  a 
special  examination  arranged  by  the  Dean  and  the  instructor, 
or  at  the  regular  examination  at  the  close  of  the  term.  Further 
than  above,  no  special  examinations  will  be  allowed. 

No  final  examination  shall  be  held,  except  at  the  final  ex- 
amination periods,  without  permission  of  the  Dean. 

Only  those  who  have  been  excused  from  the  regular  examin- 
ation may  take  another  examination. 

An  extra  charge  of  $1.00  for  each  examination  taken  out  of 
the  regular  time  will  be  made,  except  in  cases  where  students 
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have  been  excused  from  taking  the  regular  examinations  at  the 
regular  examination  periods. 

Reports. — Grade  reports  are  sent  at  the  close  of  each  semes- 
ter to  parents  or  guardian.  These  reports  show  the  standing, 
deportment  and  absences  from  recitation  and  religious  services. 

Summer  School  Credit. — Work  done  in  accredited  summer 
schools  will  be  accepted  for  full  value  in  candidacy  for  degree, 
but  not  for  class  honors.  The  final  work  for  a  degree  must  be  in 
residence  at  Elon,     No  Summer  Courses  will  be  offered  at  Elon. 

Correspondence  Credit. — Elon  will  accept  for  credit  corres- 
pondence courses  offered  by  standard  institutions  on  the  same 
basis  as  those  institutions  accept  them. 

Special  Courses. — Courses  pursued  off  class  during  the  Col- 
lege year  cannot  under  any  circumstances  be  credited  toward 
graduation,  nor  will  correspondence  courses  in  other  institutions 
be  counted  if  taken  during  the  time  of  residence  at  the  College. 
The  only  courses  that  can  be  counted  toward  a  degree  are  year- 
courses  pursued  in  regular  class,  summer  school,  and  corres- 
pondence  courses  as  described  above. 

Changes  in  Course. — No  new  course  may  be  entered  after 
September  30th,  in  the  Fall  Semester,  or  January  31st,  in  the 
Spring  Semester.  A  charge  of  $1.00  is  made  for  dropping,  adding, 
or  changing  a  course. 

The  Sixty  Per  Cent.  Rule. — A  student  faihng  to  pass  in 
60  per  cent,  of  the  work  pursued  may  not  return  for  the  next 
semester.  This  does  not  apply  to  foreign  students  in  the  first 
year  of  their  residence  here,  nor  to  specially  admitted  students, 
if  recommended  by  the  Faculty  Committee  on  Entrance  and 
Credits. 


Matriculation  and  Recitations. 


Matriculation. — Each  student  goes  to  the  assigned  Faculty 
adviser  or  the  Dean  for  arrangement  of  course,  and  before  en- 
tering any  department  pays  the  matricultion  fee,  $20.00,  and 
his  other  expenses  and  receives  from  the  Business  Manager  a 
registration  card  admitting  him  to  all  departments  of  the  Col- 
lege. The  matriculation  fee  of  $20.00  is  payable  at  the  beginning 
of  the  Fall  Semester  and  again  on  the  opening  day  after  the 
Christmas  holidays,  and  no  student  is  allowed  any  privilege  of  the 
College  until  these  fees  are  paid. 

Every  student  is  required  to  register  within  twenty-four  hours 
after  his  arrival,  and  not  later  than  6:00  p.  m.  of  the  opening  days 
in  the  fall  and  after  the  Christmas  holidays. 

For  failure  to  comply  with  this  regulation,  the  student  will 
be  charged  an  extra  fee  of  $1.00  per  day  for  such  delay,  pro- 
vided that  not  more  than  $5.00  extra  shall  be  charged  for  late 
registration,  or  may  be  debarred  from  registration  at  all,  at  the 
option  of  the  Faculty.  There  is  no  exception  to  this  rule,  except 
sickness  or  death  in  the  immediate  family,  accompanied  by  a 
physician's  certificate. 

Citizens  of  the  college  town  and  non-residents  pursuing 
special  Departmental  Courses  are  excused  from  paying  the  ma- 
triculation fee,  but  are  required  to  register  as  other  students. 

Freshman  Period. — Freshmen  will  report  for  duty  on  Mon- 
day of  the  opening  week.  They  must  be  registered  by  six  p.  m. 
on  Tuesday  of  that  week  and  attend  all  the  duties  assigned  by 
the  Deans  and  Registrar  for  the  Freshman  Period,  Monday  to 
Thursday  inclusive  of  the  opening  week. 

Number  of  Recitations. — Twelve  literary  hours  per  week  is 
regarded  as  constituting  a  minimum  course,  and  all,  except 
special  departmental  students,  are  required  to  take  this  number 
of  hours,  unless  excused  upon  recommendation  of  a  physician  or 
at  the  request  of  parents  or  guardian,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Faculty.     In  making  up  the  number  of  hours  required,

no  departmental  course  can  count  for  more  than  three  hours 
and  no  credit  is  given  for  commercial  or  laboratory  work. 

Fifteen  hours  are  required  of  all  College  classes  for  gradua- 
tion, in  addition  to  the  regular  class  work  in  Physical  Training. 

All  recitations  are  one  hour  in  length. 

Elective  Courses. — Elective  courses  must  be  approved  by  the 
Dean,  and  in  continuous  subjects  be  pursued  for  a  year. 
All  Senior  and  Junior  elections  are  to  be  made  by  May  1. 

Elective  classes  will  not  be  formed  when  fewer  than  three 
apply. 

Courses  are  for  the  entire  year,  and  a  course  once  begun 
must  be  continued  unless  discontinued  for  very  important  reasons. 
Courses  to  count  for  a  degree  must  be  pursued  throughout  the 
year. 

Optional  Students. — Students  not  intending  to  complete  any 
of  the  regular  courses  pursue  such  studies  as  their  qualifications 
may  permit  and  the  Dean  approve.  The  Dean  is  not  authorized 
to  approve  higher  work  till  the  lower  work  is  completed. 

These  students  are  subject  to  the  general  regulations  of  the 
College. 


Miscellaneous. 


Absences. — 1.  Each  Instructor  shall  report  daily  to  the 
Deans,  on  printed  slips  provided  by  the  College,  all  students 
who  are  absent  from  any  of  their  classes  during  the  day, 

2.  A  permanent  record  shall  be  kept  of  each  student's  at- 
tendance, and  he  shall  be  held  rigidly  to  account  for  all  unexcused 
absences. 

3.  Any  course  in  which  more  than  fifteen  per  cent,  of  the 
required  recitations  is  missed  cannot  be  counted  toward  a 
degree.  At  the  end  of  each  semester  the  Deans  will  mark  "N. 
C."  after  each  course  that  cannot  be  counted  for  a  degree. 

"Cuts"  count  on  the  fifteen  per  cent.  An  excess  of  absences 
in  the  Fall  Semester  may  be  removed  by  missing  fewer  than 
fifteen  per  cent,  in  the  Spring  Semester  and  vice  versa. 

4.  Tardy  marks  shall  be  regarded  as  one-half  an  absence. 

5.  Students  who  are  excused  from  class  for  any  reason  during 
the  progress  of  a  recitation  shall  be  regarded  as  tardy. 

6.  Students  may  be  absent  from  three  recitations  a  month 
without  being  required  to  render  excuses,  but  no  more  than  one 
such  absence  can  be  allowed  in  a  particular  subject.  All  absences 
from  class  in  excess  of  this  number,  as  also  all  absences  from 
chapel,  Sunday  school  and  church,  shall  be  answered  for  within 
one  week  at  the  Dean's  office.  At  the  expiration  of  a  week  such 
absences  shall  be  entered  against  the  student  as  one  demerit. 
An  appeal  to  the  Faculty  on  this  regulation  cannot  be  given 
favorable  consideration. 

7.  A  student  who  shall  miss  in  any  one  year  for  any  reason 
as  much  as  fifteen  per  cent,  of  the  required  work  counting  for  a 
degree,  including  chapel,  Sunday  school,  church,  and  physical 
training,  shall  be  required  in  the  next  year  to  take  one  additional 
course.  If  he  be  a  Senior,  he  shall  not  graduate  until  the  extra 
course  shall  be  taken.  Students  who  wish  to  get  credit  for  Sunday 
school  and  church  attendance  at  other  places  must  apply  for  the 
privilege  to  the  Dean  and  report  on  printed  blanks  provided  for 
the    purpose. 
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8.  A  ministerial  student  shall  not  miss  more  than  two  reci- 
tations per  week  because  of  conflicts  between  recitations  and 
professional  duties. 

9.  Young  men  desiring  temporary  absence  from  town  for 
points  in  Alamance  county,  may  apply  to  the  Seniors,  provided 
such  permission  does  not  interfere  with  College  duties.  When  ab- 
sence from  town  will  cause  the  missing  of  a  College  duty,  the  Dean 
must  be  consulted  in  advance  or  such  absence  will  not  be  excused. 

Office  Hours. — The  President's  office  is  open  for  business 
matters  from  8  a.  m.  to  6  p.  m.  daily. 

The  office  of  the  Business  Manager  is  open  from  8  a.  m.  to 
6  p.  m.  daily. 

The  Registrar's  office  is  open  from  8  a.  m.  to  6  p.  m.  daily. 

The  Dean  and  the  Dean  of  Women  keep  their  respective 
office  hours  according  to  appointment.  Those  having  business 
with  either  Dean  can  see  him  or  her  at  these  hours  only. 

Dress. — No  uniform  is  recjuired,  but  simplicity  in  dress,  both 
for  young  men  and  young  women,  is  required.  Young  women 
are  permitted  to  wear  evening  dresses  only  on  such  occasions  as 
are  declared  formal  by  the  College  authorities.  The  Dean  of 
Women  will  be  glad  to  confer  with  parents  at  any  time  regarding 
suitable  wardrobes  for  young  women.  The  summer  address  of 
the  Dean  of  Women  is  Elon  College,  N.  C,  or  Holland,  Va., 
R.  F.  D.  No.  2. 

Registry  of  Graduates  and  Former  Students. — A  registry  of 
all  graduates  and  former  students  is  kept  and  of  their  occupations. 
The  College  strives  in  every  way  to  advance  the  interests  of  its 
Alumni  and  is  glad  always  to  have  notices  of  places  that  desire 
Elon  graduates.  The  College  has  been  especially  helpful  both 
to  its  graduates  and  to  school  boards  in  recommending  teachers. 
The  College  never  recommends  a  person  for  a  position,  unless 
it  is  sure  the  person  and  place  are  suited.

The  addition  of  other  departmental  studies  will  increase  the 
total  cost  as  per  the  detailed  items  of  expense  given  above. 

Sundry  Items  of  Expense. — Students  in  Chemistry,  Domestic 
Science,  Domestic  Art,  Business  Administration,  Christian  Edu- 
cation, Applied  Mathematics,  Biology,  Geology,  or  Physics,  pay 
in  advance  a  laboratory  fee  of  $10.00  per  year,  payable  $5.00  on 
the  opening  days  each  in  September  and  January  to  the  Business 
Manager,  whose  receipt  must  be  presented  before  any  instructor 
can  admit  to  any  course  where  a  fee  is  required.  A  Diploma 
Fee  of  $10.00  is  required  of  each  graduate,  whether  Hterary 
or  departmental;  Certificates,  $5.00.  In  case  two  diplomas  or 
certificates  are  awarded  in  the  same  year  to  one  person,  the 
charge  for  the  second  is  one-half  price.  The  right  is  reserved  to 
change  these  fees  without  notice. 

Text-books  are  furnished  at  regular  publishers'  prices — from 
$10.00  to  $15.00  per  year  being  the  cost  of  this  item.  Many 
parents  find  it  convenient  to  deposit  $10.00  with  the  College 
to  cover  the  cost  of  books.  The  plan  works  well  and  is  encouraged. 
Under  no  circumstances  can  books  be  charged  to  account. 

Laundry  costs  about  the  same  as  in  the  average  community. 
Young  men  rooming  in  the  Dormitories  are  required  to  patronize 
either  the  Chinese  or  the  steam  laundry  whose  agent  here  has 
the  Business  Manager's  approval,  or  to  send  their  laundry 
home. 

Music  pupils,  in  addition  to  their  recitations,  have  the  use 
of  the  piano  one  period  daily  without  extra  charge.  Those  de- 
siring an  extra  period  daily  pay  $5.00  per  year. 

Fifty  watt  lamps  are  allowed,  one  for  each  room,  and  in 
case  of  the  larger  corner  rooms  of  the  East  Dormitory,  two  such 
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lamps.  These  lamps  are  paid  for  by  the  occupants  of  the  room, 
and  any  student  desiring  to  use  a  larger  light  may  do  so  with 
the  permission  of  the  Business  Manager  and  by  paying  for  the 
extra  amount  of  current  used  on  an  agreed  basis. 

The  matriculation  and  other  fees  and  the  expenses  of  the 
term  are  payable  in  advance.  Students  pay  room  rent  and  board 
from  date  of  entrance  to  the  end  of  the  term.  There  is  no  de- 
duction for  a  shorter  period  than  two  weeks,  and  then  only  for 
sickness  with  a  physician's  certificate,  or  other  misfortune.  But 
in  case  the  student  desires  a  passing  grade  on  any  course  for  a 
semester,  the  full  tuition  charge  of  the  semester  must  be  paid. 

Double  beds  are  used  in  all  rooms  except  those  of  the  Alum- 
ni Building.  Single  beds  may  be  furnished  for  rooms  in  other 
buildings  at  a  yearly  charge  of  $11.00  per  student  extra. 

An  honorable  discharge  to  permit  a  student  to  go  to  work 
in  the  Spring  Semester  relieves  him  of  all  further  financial  obli- 
gation to  the  College,  and  such  honorable  discharge  shall  be  in 
writing. 

Candidates  for  the  ministry  are  admitted  on  their  indi- 
vidual note  for  tuition,  which  note  will  be  cancelled  in  case  they 
engage  in  actual  pastoral  work.  They  are  required  to  bring 
recommendations  from  their  conferences  or  other  authorized 
body.  Unless  they  do,  w^ithin  five  years  after  leaving  the  College, 
become  active  pastors,  these  notes  shall  be  due  and  are  collect- 
ible. 

Minor  children  of  ministers  are  admitted  free  of  tuition  ex- 
cept in  music,  art,  expression,  and  commercial  departments. 

Any  student  taking  more  hours  than  the  regular  required 
number  shall  be  charged  $20.00  per  year  for  each  extra  course 
taken. 

Class  instruction  in  Expression,  three  hours  each  week,  will 
be  given  to  any  student  desiring  it,  at  least  five  in  the  class, 
for  one  year  only,  at  the  rate  of  $45.00  for  the  year.  This 
work  may  be  allowed  as  an  elective  for  three  hours'  w^ork  in 
the  Freshman  year,  or  as  a  course  for  certain  students  in  the 
School  of  English,  Junior  or  Senior  year. 
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Students  occupying  rooms  in  either  of  the  dormitories  are 
held  responsible  for  damage  to  property  in  their  rooms,  and  also 
for  damage  done  all  College  property,  in  addition  to  the  deposit 
fee. 

Sheet  music,  art  material,  etc.,  are  furnished  at  lowest  re- 
tail price,  but  for  cash  only. 

No  student  shall  be  allowed  to  graduate  until  all  his  accounts 
with  the  College  have  been  paid  or  settled  by  satisfactory  note, 
which  shall  include  an  item  of  $300.00  for  literary  tuition, 
unless  he  shall  have  been  admitted  to  the  College  with  advanced 
standing,  or  be  a  ministerial  student,  or  the  minor  child  of  a 
minister. 

No  student  shall  be  allowed  to  matriculate  again  who  has 
not  paid  his  accounts  of  the  previous  semester,  or  arranged  same 
by  satisfactory  note. 

No  accounts  shall  be  closed  by  note  except  for  tuition,  and 
then  only  in  case  of  real  necessity,  same  to  be  determined  by 
the  Business  Manager. 

Matriculation  and  laboratory  fees  must  be  paid  in  advance 
on  day  of  entrance  as  stipulated  by  the  catalogue  and  are  not 
refundable. 

A  room  guarantee  of  S5.00  must  be  paid  before  a  room  can 
be  reserved.  This  fee  cannot  be  refunded  after  July  15,  but  will 
be  applied  to  the  regular  room  rent  account.  Corner  rooms  in 
the  Alumni  Building  will  be  reserved  for  Juniors  and  Seniors 
until  July  1.    After  that  date,  any  student  may  apply  for  them. 

Under  no  circumstances  can  refunds  of  any  character  be  made 
to  students  of  foreign  countries. 

All  optional  students  pay  the  regular  full  College  tuition. 
But  those  who  are  taking  a  number  of  courses  in  the  special  de- 
partments of  the  College  will  be  charged  for  optional  studies  in 
the  literary  department  at  the  rate  of  $20  per  course  per  year 
for  literary  work,  after  their  tuition  for  special  studies  shall 
have  exceeded  $200  per  College  j^ear. 

Citizens  of  the  College  town  and  non-residents  coming  from 
their  homes  to  pursue  only  special  Departmental  Courses,  will 
be  charged  the  regular  Departmental  tuition,  but  no  matricu- 
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lation  fee.  Such  persons  may  take  one  literary  course  only  with- 
out such  fee,  paying  $20  for  the  same.  Only  adult  citizens  of 
the  town  may  take  the  one  literary  course  on  the  terms  as 
specified  in  this  paragraph. 

A  rebate  on  account  of  sickness  or  for  any  other  cause  recog- 
nizable by  the  Catalogue  must  be  applied  for  within  ten  days 
of  the  time,  or  no  rebate  or  discount  can  be  allowed.  No  rebate 
is  paid  until  the  end  of  the  semester. 

Citizens  of  the  College  town  desiring  to  avail  themselves  of 
the  regular  Physical  Training  course,  not  intending  to  become 
students,  pay  SIO  annually,  $5  on  entrance  and  $5  in  January. 

Students  living  off  the  campus,  those  holding  positions  with 
the  College  requiring  sufficient  physical  exercise  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  proper  Dean,  and  adults  not  paying  the  matricula- 
tion fee,  are  excused  from  Physical  Training. 

Students  will  not  be  accepted  for  any  courses  here  who  are 
students  in  other  courses  under  private  teachers. 

Students  will  not  be  accepted  for  less  than  a  full  course  in 
any  departmental  study. 

Professional  prices  are  charged  for  firing  China  in  the  Pine 
Arts  Department. 

The  actual  cost  of  food  used  by  students  in  Domestic  Science 
is  charged,  but  the  articles  they  cook  belong  to  them. 

No  departure  from  these  rates  other  than  those  stated  in  this 
catalogue.

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BOARD. 

Board  may  be  had  in  the  College  Dining  Hall,  or  in  cIuIjs 
under  College  management.  The  College  is  not  financially  re- 
sponsible for   the  clubs. 

The  College  Boarding  Department. — The  College  Boaixling 
Department  consists  of  the  College  Dining  Hall,  in  the  annex  of 
the  West  Dormitory,  of  the  East  and  West  Dormitories,  and 
of  the  Alumni  Building.  All  young  ladies  rooming  in  the  West 
Dormitory  are  required  to  take  their  meals  in  the  College  Dining 
Hall.  Young  ladies  who  dine  in  the  College  Dining  Hall  must 
room  in  the  West  Dormitory. 

Young  men  may  room  in  either  the  East  Dormitoiy  or 
Alumni  Building  and  take  their  meals  in  the  College  Dining 
Hall. 

No  deductions  are  made,  except  for  sickness  of  two  weeks 
or  more,  accompanied  by  physician's  certificate. 

Visitors  will  be  furnished  meals  at  fifty  cents  each.  Visit- 
ors on  entering  the  Dining  Room  will  present  their  meal  tickets 
to  the  head  waiter  who  will  seat  them. 

The  date  for  opening  and  closing  the  Dining  Halls  and 
Dormitories  will  be  set  by  the  Business  Manager. 

Meals  sent  to  sick  students  shall  be  ordered  by  the  nurse, 
and  in  case  of  students  not  under  a  physician's  attendance  a  fee 
of  25  cents  will  be  charged  to  cover  the  extra  expense  of  service. 
The  Medicine  fee  of  $1.00  entitles  the  student  only  to  such 
medicines  as  are  furnished  by  the  nurse. 

Young  ladies  pay  a  key  deposit  of  twenty-five  cents,  young 
men  of  fifty  cents.  These  fees  are  refunded  when  the  key  is 
returned. 

Young  men  rooming  in  the  College  buildings  pay  a  room 
deposit  fee  of  $5.00,  which  will  be  returned  to  them  at  the  end 
of  the  year  with  deduction  for  damage  to  their  individual  room, 
except  for  ordinary  wear  and  tear  with  good  use,  and  for 
their  pro  rata  part  of  the  damage  done  to  halls,  bath  rooms, 
vacant  rooms  and  the  College  property  in  general  outside  the 
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West  Dormitory  and  Ladies'  Hall  deducted.  Young  ladies 
rooming  in  the  College  Dormitories  pay  a  similar  fee  in  the 
amount  of  S5.00. 

Young  men,  not  residents,  are  required  to  room  in  the  Col- 
lege Dormitories  unless  excused  by  the  Business  Manager.  The 
Business  Manager  is  not  authorized  to  allow  young  men  to  room 
off  the  campus,  unless  they  earn  their  room  rent  by  service,  or 
are  rooming  with  relatives. 

Young  men  and  young  ladies  do  not  room  at  the  same 
house. 

All  students  rooming  on  the  College  campus  must  pay  for 
their  meals  at  the  College  Dining  Hall,  the  Ladies'  Hall,  or 
Young  Men's  Club. 

Young  ladies  are  not  allowed  to  board  in  the  village,  except 
with  their  relatives  or  where  they  are  earning  part  of  their  way 
by  domestic  service,  the  Business  Manager  approving. 

All  rooms  in  the  College  Dormitories  are  occupied  at  the  will 
of  the  Faculty,  and  the  right  is  reserved  to  change  rooms  or 
room-mates  at  any  time.  A  student  who  loses  his  membership 
in  the  College  must  vacate  his  room  immediately, 

Young  men  who  serve  as  waiters  in  the  College  Dining  Hall 
receive  their  board  free,  but  are  charged  $20.00  per  year  for  the 
use  of  linen  necessary  to  the  service  and  the  laundering  thereof. 
Substitute  waiters  must  be  acceptable  to  the  housekeeper,  but 
no  waiter  can  have  a  substitute  on  a  holiday. 

No  student  employed  by  the  College  who  leaves  before  the 
closing  day  of  the  Christmas  holidays  or  of  the  Commencement 
will  be  longer  continued  in  the  College  service.  Failure  to  regis- 
ter on  the  opening  day  after  Christmas,  except  for  sickness 
certified  by  attending  physician,  automatically  deprives  any  stu- 
dent employee  of  his  or  her  position.  All  such  students  must 
report  for  duty  on  the  day  set  by  the  Business  Manager  for 
commencing  service. 

•    Board  for  Young  Ladies. 

The  West  Dormitory. — The  West  Dormitory,  for  young  ladies 
supplies  board,  furnished  rooms,  with  steam  heat,  bath,  and 
electric  lights  and  servants'  attendance,  at  $220.00  to  $240.00

per  year  (two  young  ladies  to  the  room).  The  rooms  are  fur- 
nished with  oak  suits,  tables,  wardrobes,  rocking  chairs,  bed- 
springs  and  mattresses,  and  toilet  and  water  sets.  Young  ladies 
furnish  their  own  towels,  pillows  and  bedding.  All  young  ladies 
boarding  in  any  dormitory  are  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Dean  of  Women  and  the  Matron,  assisted  by  the  lady  members 
of  the  Faculty  resident  in  the  building. 

The  Young  Ladies'  Co-operative  Hall. — The  Young  Ladie's 
Co-operative  Hall  provides  board  at  actual  cost.  This  Hall  is 
under  the  supervision  of  a  Matron  appointed  by  the  Business 
Manager  and  of  the  Dean  of  Women.  The  young  ladies  do 
most  of  their  work  in  this  Hall,  working  by  turns,  and  so  reduce 
the  cost  of  living  to  a  minimum.  The  average  cost  per  year, 
including  rent,  heat,  lights,  laundry,  etc.,  ought  not  to  exceed 
$140.00. 

Board  for  Young  Men. 

The  East  Dormitory,  the  Alumni  Building  and  the  College 
Dining  Hall. — Young  men  dining  in  the  College  Dining  Hall  and 
rooming  in  the  East  Dormitory,  or  Alumni  Building  pay  at 
the  rate  of  $240.00  per  College  year,  with  possibilities  of  in- 
creasing or  reducing  this  total  slightly  according  to  location  of 
room  as  stated  under  the  heading,  "Board  in  the  College  Dining 
Hall." 

Those  young  men  who  room  in  any  of  the  College  buildings 
are  under  the  control  of  the  Student  Senate,  but  the  buildings 
themselves  are  under  the  supervision  of  proctors  appointed  by 
the  Faculty. 

Young  men  who  room  either  in  the  East  Dormitory  or  in 
the  Alumni  Building  furnish  their  own  towels,  pillows  and  bed- 
ding, and  care  for  their  rooms.  A  janitor  cares  for  the  halls  and 
bath  rooms. 

The  Young  Men's  Co-operative  Club. — The  Young  Men's 
Co-operative  Club  will  furnish  board  at  cost  to  50  young  men. 
It  is  under  the  management  of  the  young  men  themselves.  Board 
in  this  Department  ought  to  cost  not  over  $125.00  per  College 
year;  perhaps  less.  The  Business  Manager  appoints  the  manag- 
er of  this  Department. 
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PAYMENT  OF  EXPENSES. 

All  expense  items  for  tuition,  room  rent,  and  board  are  pay- 
able two-fifths  in  the  Fall  Semester;  three-fifths  in  the  Spring 
Semester,  payable  on  the  opening  day  following  the  Christmas 
holidays.  Students  are  expected  on  these  dates  to  arrange  for 
their  expenses  either  by  cash  or  acceptable  short  time  note;  and 
failure  to  do  so  within  ten  days  will  cause  a  studeut  to  be  auto- 
matically dropped  from  the  College  roll. 


Entrance  Requirements. 


Graduation  from  an  accredited  four-year  high  school  course 
with  a  total  of  at  least  fifteen  units  from  the  "Schedule  of  Sub- 
jects Accepted  for  Admission"  below  is  required  for  entrance  to 
the  Freshman  Class  without  examination.  Students  coming  from 
non-accredited  schools  with  a  total  of  fifteen  units  credit  from 
the  schedule  below,  will  be  accepted  upon  successfully  passing 
entrance  examinations.  Students  twenty-one  years  of  age,  or 
older,  may  be  admitted  for  such  college  work  as  they  are  pre- 
pared to  do,  but  not  as  candidates  for  a  degree  until  the  entrance 
requirements  have  been  satisfied. 

Those  who  enter  by  certificate  from  high  school  should  pre- 
sent such  certificates  to  the  Registrar  of  the  College  as  soon  as 
possible  for  approval,  since  the  certificate  must  be  on  file  with 
the  Registrar  before  a  student  can  register.  Proper  certificate 
blanks  will  be  furnished  on  request. 

A  unit  is  defined  as  a  full  year's  work  of  five  recitations  per 
week,  the  recitation  periods  being  at  least  forty-five  minutes  in 
length,  and  the  year  corfsisting  of  at  least  thirty-two  weeks. 
Not  more  than  four  units  may  be  offered  for  entrance  to  college 
in  English,  Mathematics,  History,  Latin,  or  Science.  Not  more 
than  three  units  may  be  offered  in  Greek,  German,  Spanish, 
French,  and  the  Vocational  Subjects.  Subjects  not  mentioned 
here  will  be  considered  separately.  No  credit  in  foreign  language 
may  be  had  until  the  student  has  completed  a  minimum  of  two 
years  in  at  least  one  foreign  language. 

Applicants  for  advanced  standing  are  required  to  stand  ex- 
amination in  the  subjects  for  wliich  the  advanced  standing  is 
desired,  unless  they  come  from  standard  colleges,  in  which  case 
they  will  be  admitted  to  advanced  standing  on  proper  certificates. 

A  limited  number  of  students  may  be  accepted  for  special 
work  in  departmental  subjects,  such  as  music,  expression,  busi- 
ness, but  not  as  candidates  for  a  degree.

Course  of  Study. 


General  Statement. — The  Freshman  Period  is  utiHzed  to  give 
each  student  proper  educational  guidance,  following  a  careful 
study  of  his  high  school  preparation.  Professors  are  assigned  as 
advisers  for  a  minimum  number  of  Freshmen  and  are  through- 
out the  year  dt  the  service  of  their  advisees.  The  Registrar,  the 
Deans,  and  the  President  are  also  at  the  seivice  of  students  at 
any  time  in  solving  their  college  problems. 

The  Deans  in  their  respective  Sunday  School  Classes  in  the 
Fall  Semester  of  the  Freshman  year  offer  courses  especially  de- 
signed to  adjust  Freshmen  to  college  life. 

There  are  four  Orientation  Courses,  as  follows:  Freshmen, 
Bible  I;  Sophomores,  Pliilosophy  III;  Juniors,  Social  Science  III; 
and  Seniors,  Bible  IV  or  Rehgious  Education  IV-A.  Only  that 
for  Freshmen  is  required,  but  each  of  the  others  should  be  elected. 

/. — Bachelor  of  Arts. 

Each  candidate  for  the  A.  B.  Degree  must  elect,  when  he 
registers  in  his  Freshman  year,  four  minors.  From  these  minors 
a  major  must  be  chosen  at  the  end  of  the  Sophomore  year  from 
the  Schools  of  Instruction  listed  below  in  which  majors  are  offer- 
ed. In  each  major,  one  six  semester  hour  course  must  be  pur- 
sued each  year,  and  where  the  school  offers  it,  a  fifth  course  must 
be  elected  in  the  Senior  year.  More  than  one  major  may  be 
elected.  In  case  the  major  chosen  is  in  Education,  one  course 
in  Practice  Teaching  and  the  course  in  Philosophy  III  (Junior 
or  Senior  year)  shall  be  taken  as  constituting  two  of  the  five 
courses  required  for  this  major. 

Minors  shall  be  pursued  for  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore 
years,  and  if  desired  may  be  continued  with  the  Dean's  permis- 
sion as  majors.  The  student  must  pursue  either  as  a  major  or 
as  a  minor,  an  ancient  or  a  modern  language,  English,  and  Math- 
ematics or  a  Natural  Science.  A  candidate  may  elect  more  than 
four  minors  during  the  college  course.  In  case  a  prescribed  minor 
is  elected  as  the  major,  the  candidate  must  also  minor  in  History, 
Bible,  Religious  Education,  or  Education. 
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Greek  is  a  prescribed  minor  for  all  ministerial  students.  It 
may  be  begun  as  late  as  the  Junior  year.  Bible  III-B  is  a  pre- 
scribed elective  for  all  ministerial  students.  It  may  be  taken 
in  any  college  year. 

Bible  I  is  a  prescribed  course  for  each  candidate  for  a  de- 
gree.   It  may  be  pursued  in  any  college  year. 

Religious  Education  I  may  be  pursued  in  any  college  year. 

Those  who  major  in  Christian  Education  must  pursue  at 
least  four  courses  in  ReHgious  Education,  minor  in  Bible  and 
elect  Philosophy  III,  Education  I  or  II,  Education  I-M  or  I-W, 
Education  III-M,  and  Social  Science  III  or  IV. 

For  those  who  desire  to  prepare  to  teach,  Education  is  a 
prescribed  major  and  the  subjects  each  candidate  desires  to 
teach  must  be  pursued  for  at  least  three  years  in  college.  Further, 
there  are  certain  technical  requirements  for  certification  which 
should  be  discussed  with  the  Dean  at  each  Fall  Semester's  reg- 
istration. 

A  course  in  History  is  required  of  all  candidates  for  a  de- 
gree. 

For  students  who  plan  to  pursue  graduate  work  leading  to 
the  Ph.  D.  degree,  both  French  and  German  should  be  pursued 
as  minors. 

A  student  majoring  in  a  Natural  Science  may  elect  other 
natural  sciences  as  minors,  beginning  such  minors  not  later  than 
the  Junior  j^ear.  This  same  provision  applies  tb  students  major- 
ing in  foreign  language. 

One  hundred  twenty  semester  credit  hours  must  be  com- 
pleted as  a  minimum  for  the  A.  B.  degree.  A  course  to  count 
for  graduation,  must  be  pursued  for  an  entire  college  year. 

A  major  course  will  not  be  formed  for  fewer  than  three 
students,  a  minor  for  fewer  than  five.

NOTE. — Art  and  Expression  count  four  semester  hours  each  year  regu- 
larly. They  may  be  raised  to  six  semester  hours  credit  by  special  arrange- 
ment. Under  no  circumstances  can  more  than  twelve  semester  hours  credit 
be  allowed  for  a  degree  in  either  Art  or  Expression. 

Non-Credit  Courses. 

Each  student  is  required  each  year  to  pursue  the  required 
work  in  Physical  Training,  but  no  semester  hours  credit  is 
given  toward  a  degree.  Stenography  and  Bookkeeping  do  not 
count  for  college  credit.  Typewriting  does  not  give  credit  for 
constituting  the  required  hours  of  a  course.  The  same  is  true 
of  laboratory  work  as  required  in  regular  degree  courses.  Ap- 
plied Music  courses  count  for  departmental  certificates  and  dip- 
lomas, but  not  for  college  degree  credit.

SCHOOL  OF  BIOLOGY. 

PROFESSOR  POWELL. 
SCIENCE  I-C. 

General  College  Biology.  This  course  is  intended  for  all  college  students 
desiring  an  advanced  working  acquaintance  with  plant  and  animal  life.  In- 
tense emphasis  is  placed  on  descriptive,  practical,  and  economic  Biology. 
Students  expecting  to  pursue  a  medical  course  are  encouraged  to  take  this 
subject  as  a  prerequisite  to  Zoology.  Prerequisites,  Physiology  and  Descrip- 
tive Botany  and  Zoology  as  described  under  Entrance  Requirements. 

Recitations,  laboratory  and  field  work.  Two  hours  for  lectures,  four  to 
laboratory. 

Texts:   To  be  selected. 

SCIENCE  II-C. 

Zoology.  Intensive  study  is  here  given  to  the  classification  and  struc- 
ture of  animals,  using  typical  representatives  from  the  most  important 
phyla.  Special  attention  is  placed  on  comparative  morphology,  histology, 
physiology,  development  and  environment  adaptations.  By  keen  observa- 
tion and  critical  reasoning  the  student  is  brought  to  find  the  homologies 
and  analogies  as  found  in  the  dissections.  Several  lectures  will  be  devoted 
to  the  more  important  biological  theories.  Prerequisites,  Science  I-A  and 
I-C. 

Two  hours  for  lectures;  four  to  laboratory. 

Texts:  In  addition  to  regular  class  texts,  to  be  made  up  of  such  works 
as  Parker  and  Parker's  Practical  Zoology,  Osborn's  Economic  Zoology, 
McMurrich's  Invertebrate  Zoology,  the  student  will  have  frequent  recourse 
to  valuable  references  such  as  Calkin's  Protozoa,  Kingsley's  Vertebrate 
Zoology,  Hegner's  College  Zoology,  Holmes'  The  Biology  of  the  Frog,  David- 
son's Mammalian  Anatomy,  Gray's  Anatomy. 

SCIENCE  II-C-1. 

Botany.  Plant  morphology,  ecology,  physiology,  and  classification  are 
emphasized  throughout  the  year.  Each  student  will  be  required  to  spend 
more  time  in  experimental  botany,  and  to  present  a  departmental  thesis 
showing  investigative  work.  As  a  means  of  studying  the  conditions  under 
which  plants  grow,  the  class  must  collect,  under  the  direction  of  the  instruct- 
or, much  of  the  material  for  study  in  the  laboratory.  Prerequisites,  Science 
I-A  and  L-C. 
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Recitations,  lectures,  laboratory,  and  field  work.  Two  hours  for  lectures. 
I'our  in  laboratory. 

Texts:  Bergen  and  Davis'  Principles  of  Botany,  Duggar's  Plant  Physi- 
ology, Clement's  Plant  Ecology,  Campbell's  Mosses  and  Ferns. 

SCIENCE  III-C. 

Experimental  Botany.  This  course  will  be  a  continuation  of  Science 
lI-C-1.  Its  purpose  is  to  directly  aid  both  the  professional  botanist  and  the 
agriculturist.  Emphasis  will  be  placed  on  plant  physiology,  agricultural 
botany,  experimental  botany,  and  occasional  theses.  The  course  will  be 
made  up  somewhat  to  meet  the  particular  needs  of  the  students  applying. 
Several  weeks  will  be  devoted  directly  to  seed  selection,  and  seed  germina- 
tion, preparation  of  soils,  and  methods  of  cultivation.  Prerequisites,  Science 
II-C-1. 

Two  hours  for  lectures.   Four  to  laboratory. 

Texts:     To  be  selected. 

BIOLOGICAL  LABORATORY. 
This  laboratory  is  supplied  with  simple  and  compound  microscopes, 
niicrotome,  thermostat,  analytical  balance,  delineascope,  etc.  All  necessary 
reagents  and  material  are  provided  for  the  students.  The  st\idents  are  to 
provijde  magnifiers  and  dissecting  instruments.  In  addition  to  the  labora- 
tory as  such,  the  College  has  made  provision  for  out-door  experimental 
work  in  Botany. 


SCHOOL  OF  BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION. 

PROFESSOR  TOWER. 

BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION  I. 

History  of  Commerce  and  Industry.  Prerequiiite  to  Social  Science  III. 
A  studj^  ol  the  ba^ic  forms  of  economic  organization  and  their  development; 
the  outstanding  characteriytics  of  modern  economic  society.  Particular 
.  tress  is  laid  on  the  Industrial  Revolution  in  England  and  America. 

Three  hours  per  week.     Credit,  six  semester  hours. 

BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION  I-A. 

Principles  of  Accounting.  A  thorough  study  of  accounting  principles 
and  practice.  Theory  of  debit  and  credit,  accoimting  records,  balance  sheets, 
profit  and  loss  statements,  organization  of  accounts,  principles  of  valuation 
and  depreciation,  statement  analy.'^is,  bond  issues;  kinds  of  accounting  sys- 
tems, purpose  and  use. 

Three  hours  per  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations.  Three  hours 
per  week  laboratory  for  practice  work  in  accounting  problems  and  sets. 
Credit,  six  semester  hours. 
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BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION  II-A. 

Corporation  and  Public  Finance.  For  the  fall  semester  the  course  will 
cover  the  corporation  ac  a  form  of  business  organization  and  will  consider 
the  kinds  of  seciuity,  capitalization,  promotion,  underwriting,  financial 
management  and  re-organization. 

In  the  spring  semester  Public  Finance  will  be  considered  and  the  course 
wiU  consist  of  the  general  principles  of  public  finance,  revenues,  expendi- 
tures of  the  leading  industrial  nations,  public  enterprises  and  their  financial 
aspects,  the  principal  forms  of  taxation  and  their  effect,  and  public  debts. 

Prerequisite  Business  Administration  I-A  or  its  equivalent. 

Three  hours  per  week.    Six  semester  hours  credit. 

BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION  II-B. 

Banking  and  Bank  Accounting.  Purpose  of  banks,  types  of  banking 
institutions,  organization  and  management  of  banlvS,  with  emphasis  on 
commercial  banks,  practical  banldng,  accounting  records,  banking  proced- 
ure. 

Three  hours  per  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations.  Three  hours 
per  week  laboratory  work  in  College  Bank,  w^hich  is  a  real  bank  handling 
the  accounts  of  the  college  students  and  operated  by  the  students  of  Busi- 
ness Administration  II-B;  also  work  on  problems  and  practice  sets. 

Credit,  six  semester  hours. 

BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION  III. 

Marketing  Methods.  Marketing  functions;  types  of  middlemen;  market- 
ing methods  for  raw  materials  and  manufactured  goods;  speculation;  unfair 
competition;  market  analysis;  co-operation;  problems  of  financing,  advertis- 
ing, selling. 

Th^ee  hours  per  week.    Six  semester  hours  credit. 

BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION  IV. 

Advanced  Accounting.  Accounting  records  as  tools  of  management. 
Special  types  of  business  concerns  and  accounting  procedure.  Manufactur- 
ing, railway  and  municipal  accounting;  installation  of  accounting  systems; 
auditing  problems  and  procedure. 

Three  hours  per  w'eek  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations.  Three  hours 
per  week  laboratory  practice.     Six  semester  hours  credit. 


SCHOOL  OF  CHEMISTRY. 
PROFESSOR  BRANNOCK. 

SCIENCE  I-A. 

General  Chemistry.  Three  hours  a  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  reci- 
tations, three  hours  a  week  to  laboratory  work. 

In  this  course  the  fundamental  principles  of  inorganic,  organic,  phys- 
ical and  experimental  chemistry  are  thoroughly  taught.

The  course  runs  in  two  sections,  one  for  those  who  have  had  high  school 
chemistry,  the  other  for  those  beginning  the  subject. 

Each  student  is  required  to  keep  a  note  book  in  which  he  must  record 
his  experimental  work. 

SCIENCE  II-A. 

Advanced  Inorganic  Chemistry  and  Qualitative  Analysis.  Three  hours  a 
week  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations,  three  hours  to  laboratory  work. 

This  course  embraces  a  more  thorough  knowledge  of  the  elements, 
especially  the  metals,  than  science  I-A.  Also  the  following  physical  chemical 
topics  are  developed:  the  kinetic-molecular  hypothesis,  solutions,  electroly- 
sis, the  chemical  behavior  of  ionic  substances,  chemical  equilibrium  and  elec- 
tro-motive chemistry.    The  laboratory  work  is  in  qualitative  analysis. 

SCIENCE  III-A. 

Organic  Chemistry.  Three  hours  a  week,  devoted  to  lectures  and  reci- 
tations; three  hours  to  laboratory  work. 

The  work  in  this  course  is  devoted  to  the  study  and  preparation  of 
organic  compounds,  including  both  the  aliphatic  and  the  aromatic  series: 
hydrocarbons  of  the  methane  series,  hydrocarbons  of  the  ethylene  series, 
hydrocarbons  of  the  acetylene  series,  alcohols,  organic  acids,  ethers,  an- 
hydrides, esters,  aldehydes,  ketones,  amines,  amides,  halogen  compounds, 
cyanogen,  carbohydrates,  cyclic  hydrocarbons,  dyes  and  proteins. 

The  laboratory  work  consists  not  only  in  the  methods  of  preparation 
and  purification  of  compounds,  but  also  in  methods  of  arriving  at  their 
structures. 

SCIENCE  IV-A. 

Quantitative  Analysis.  One  hour  a  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  re- 
citations, six  hours  to  laboratory  work. 

The  lectures  and  recitations  include  the  discussion  of  the  methods  used 
in  the  laboratory  and  the  chemical  calculations.  The  laboratory  work  con- 
sists in  simple  introductory  determinations  in  gravimetric  and  volumetric 
methods  of  analysis.  Pure  salts  of  known  composition  are  first  analyzed, 
followed  by  imlcnown  specimens  consisting  of  pure  salts  or  mixtures  of  pure 
salts.  In  this  way  the  student  is  prepared  to  analyze  more  difficult  substan- 
ces, including  both  knowns  and  vinlcnowns. 

SCIENCE  IV-A-1. 

Industrial  Chemistry.  In  this  course  the  following  subjects  are  discussed: 
water,  fuels,  destructive  distillation,  alkalies  and  hydrochloric  acid,  iron  and 
steel,  packing  house  industries,  cottonseed  oil  products,  leather,  soap,  ce- 
ment, paper,  paints,  and  clay  products. 

This  course  can  be  varied  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  pupils.  The  class 
meets  three  hours  per  v/eek. 
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SCIENCE  IV-A-2. 

Physical  Chemistry.    Three  hours  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations. 

The  work  in  this  course  embraces  the  laws  governing  chemical  phenom- 
ena. The  topics  considered  are  the  gaseous  state,  the  liquid  state,  the  solid 
state,  solutions,  the  phase  rule,  thermo-chemistry,  chemical  change  and 
electro-chemistry.  The  student  is  required  to  solve  various  problems  based 
on  the  above  topics. 

This  course  is  designed  for  students  doing  graduate  work  in  chemistry. 

SCIENCE  IV-A-3. 

Physiological  Chemistry.  One  hour  a  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  six 
hours  to  laboratory  work. 

The  subjects  discussed  here  are:  enzymes,  carbohydrates,  fats,  proteins, 
digestion,  blood  and  lymph,  respiration  and  acidosis,  metabolism  and  ac- 
cessory foods. 

SCIENCE  IV-A-4. 
The  Teaching  of  Chemistry.    The  main  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  pre- 
sent the  modern  theory  and  methods  of  teaching  chemistry 

HOUSEHOLD  CHEMISTRY. 

SCIENCE  II-A-1. 

Household  Chemistry  I.  Lectures,  readings,  demonstrations,  recita- 
tions and  reports,  three  hours  a  week. 

This  course  includes  a  discussion  of  the  production  and  manufacture  of 
staple  foods  from  the  raw  materials  to  the  finished  products.  The  following 
topics  are  studied:  foodstuffs,  cereals,  milling  processes,  bread-making, 
leavening  agents,  starch  and  sugar  industries,  fruits,  vegetables,  fats,  milk, 
canning  industries,  spices  and  condiments. 

SCIENCE  II-A-2. 

Household  Chemistry  II.  Household  Organic  Chemistry.  Three  hours 
a  week  for  lectiu^es  and  recitations,  three  hours  a  week  for  laboratory. 

This  course  includes:  (a)  the  study  of  important  organic  compounds  of 
the  aliphatic  and  aromatic  series;  (b)  laboratory  study  of  water,  fuels, 
carbohydrates,  fats,  proteins,  tea,  coffee,  cocoa,  fruits,  ferments,  preserva- 
tives, disinfectants,  baking  powders,  soaps,  bleaching,  textile  chemistry  and 
dyes. 

Prerequisite:    General  Chemistry. 

SCIENCE  III-A-1. 

Household  Chemistry  III.  The  Chemistry  of  Foods  and  Nutrition. 
Three  hours  a  week  for  lectures  and  recitations,  three  hours  for  laboratory. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  present  the  chemistry  and  functions  of 
food.     It  includes  the  stud^y  of  carbohydrates,  fats,  proteins,  enzymes,  di- 
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gestion  and  metabolism,  mineral  foods,  vitamins,  nutritive  requirements  of 
foods,  and  the  chemistry  and  economy  of  foods. 
Prerequisite:    Organic  Chemistry. 

SCIENCE  III-A-2. 

Household  Chemistry  IV.  Food  Analysis.  Three  hours  devoted  to  lec- 
tures and  recitations,  three  hours  to  laboratory  work. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  give  systematic  training  in  food  analy- 
sis, including  both  plant  and  animal  substances.  Considerable  detail  is  given 
both  to  the  analytical  methods  and  to  the  interpretation  of  results.  Th« 
course  is  adapted  to  the  individual  needs  of  the  students.  The  following 
topics  are  discussed:  alcohols,  sugar,  fats,  oils,  butter,  milk,  grain  products, 
starch  bj^  enzymes,  tests  for  food  preservatives  and  adulterations. 

Prerequisites:  General  Chemistry,  Organic  Chemistry,  or  Household 
Chemistry  II,  Qualitative  Analysis  and  Quantitative  Analysis.

BIBLICAL  COURSES. 

BIBLE  I. 

English  Bible  Course.  This  course  will  cover  the  entire  Bible.  The 
approach  will  be  from  the  viewpoint  of  appreciation.  The  emphasis  will  not 
be  literary  nor  interpretative  nor  critical  nor  historical  nor  comparative,  but 
informational  as  to  the  Biblical  content  only.  The  Bible  must  be  read  by 
every  student.  The  Book  will  speak  its  own  message.  The  aim  therefore 
is  to  give  the  student  a  comprehensive  grasp  of  the  Bible  as  such.  This  course 
is  required  of  all  candidates  for  a  degree,  but  may  be  elected  in  any  year 
desired.  Four  credits  in  the  Standard  Leadership  Training  Course,  two  in 
Old  Testament  and  two  in  New  Testament,  will  be  awarded  those  who  com- 
plete this  course.  This  is  the  regular  Freshman  Orientation  Course.  It  is 
also  the  prerequisite  for  all  other  Bible  courses.    Three  hours  per  week. 

PROFESSOR  BENNETT. 

BIBLE  II. 

The  Doctrines  of  The  Christian  Faith.  A  careful  study  with  the  Bible 
as  the  basis  of  the  Christian  doctrines  of  God,  Christ,  the  Holy  Spirit,  Man, 
the  Universe,  Sin,  Repentance,  Faith,  Regeneration,  Service,  the  Atone- 
ment, Salvation,  and  Immortality.    Each  student  will  be  required  to  make 
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a  written  report  of  the  Biblical  teachings  on  each  doctrine  studied.    Three 
times  per  week.

BIBLE  m. 

The  Life  of  Christ.  This  course  will  include  a  harmony  of  the  gospels 
and  a  consideration  of  the  place  of  Christ  in  human  experience  and  in  his- 
tory. Each  student  will  be  required  to  read  the  gospels  and  five  assigned 
lives  of  Christ  and  to  report  in  writing  on  the  same.  Each  student  must  also 
prepare  an  original  harmony  of  the  gospels  as  well  as  a  map,  showing  the 
locations  of  the  chief  events  and  teachings  of  Jesus.    Three  times  per  week.

BIBLE  III-A. ; 

The  Early  Church.  An  incisive  study  of  the  Acts  and  Epistles,  sup- 
ported by  independent  investigation  of  the  evidences  of  the  progress  of  the 
Church  in  the  history  and  literature  of  the  contemporary  period.  Each 
student  must  prepare  a  Biblical  account  with  accompanying  map  of  the 
life  and  labors  of  tlie  apostles  and  of  Paul.  The  course  will  also  include  a 
brief  consideration  of  the  influence  on  the  Church  of  the  prevalent  ideas  of 
contemporary  government  and  philosophy.    Three  times  per  week.

BIBLE  III-B. 

Pastoral  Training  and  Church  Polity.  The  things  a  pastor  needs  to 
know.  The  Minister's  Attire.  His  Home  Life.  The  Minister's  Wife  and 
Family.  Pastoral  Visitation.  His  Study.  Relations  to  Community  Life 
and  Organizations.  Planning  the  Church  Services.  Pastoral  Leadership. 
Ministerial  Ethics.  Conducting  various  Services.  Bible_  and  Song  Read- 
ing. Sermonizing.  The  Minister's  Budget.  Programizing  the  Church's 
Work.  History,  Principles,  and  Polity  of  the  Christian  Church.  Interde- 
nominational Co-operation.  Christian  Union.  Required  of  all  ministerial 
students.    Three  hours  per  week.

BIBLE  IV. 

The  Problem  of  Biblical  Criticism.  A  careful  investigation  of  the  pres- 
ent status  of  Biblical  criticism.  History  of  the  Bible.  Manuscripts  of  the 
Bible.  Translations  of  the  Bible.  Inspiration  and  Authority  of  the  Bible. 
Science  and  the  Bible.  Philosophy  and  the  Bible.  Study  of  the  types  of 
Literature  in  the  Bible.  The  Canon  of  the  Scriptures.  The  Apocryphal 
Books.  The  Apocalyptic  Literature.  Bibhcal  Archaeology.  The  Modern 
Use  of  the  Bible.  Choosing  a  Life  Career.  This  is  a  regular  Senior  Orien- 
tation Course.  Only  those  can  enter  this  course  who  have  had  Philosophy 
III  and  at  least  two  Bible  Courses  as  prerequisites.  Three  Bible  Couises 
are  recommended.    Three  hours  per  week.

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BIBLE  IV-A. 

Church  History.  A  survey  course  of  the  origin  and  development  of 
the  Church,  including  Jewish  Christianity,  Roman  Christianity,  Greek 
Christianity,  the  Protestant  Reformation,  and  the  Modern  Church.  Open 
only  to  Juniors  and  Seniors.    Three  times  per  week.

BIBLE  IV-B. 

Greek  New  Testament.  The  study  of  a  grammar  of  New  Testament 
Greek.  Readings  in  the  Greek  New  Testament.  Problems  and  Methods  of 
exegesis.  Textual  problems.  Three  times  per  week.  Open  only  to  Juniors 
and  Seniors  who  have  sufficient  knowledge  of  Greek  to  pursue  the  course 
profitably.

BIBLE  IV-C. 

Hebrew  Old  Testament.  The  study  rapidly  of  Harper's  Elements  of 
Hebrew,  Hebrew  Method  and  Manual,  Hebrew  Vocabulary,  Readings  in 
the  Hebrew  Old  Testament.  Problems  and  Methods  of  exegesis.  Hebrew 
poetry.  Textual  problems.  Three  times  per  week.  Open  only  to  Juniors 
and  Seniors  and  ministerial  students.

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  COURSES. 

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  L 

Leadership  Training.  The  Standard  Leadership  Training  three-year 
course  for  Simday  School  teachers  is  the  basis  of  this  course  in  which  eight 
credits  may  be  earned,  foiu*  being  the  required  general  units  other  than 
those  in  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  and  four  being  specialization  units 
by  di\asions;  in  addition  there  will  be  fiu:ther  instruction  in  missions,  stew- 
ardship, Christian  Endea\or,  recreation,  Scouting,  and  Campfire.  Observa- 
tion in  the  Week  Day  Religious  School  is  required  in  connection  with  the 
specialization  units.  Denominational  and  Interdenominational  diplomas  will 
be  issued  to  those  completing  the  various  items  of  this  course  and  Bible  I. 
This  is  the  introductory  course  in  Religious  Education  and  must  be  taken 
as  the  first  course.    It  may  be  elected  in  any  college  year.

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  II. 

The  Christian  Home.  The  home  as  the  basic  religious  educational 
agency.    A  study  from  the  standpoint  of  the  home  of  the  problems  of  wor- 
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ship,  recreation,  play,  amusement,  social  life,  discipline,  finances,  health, 
sanitation,  sex  hygiene,  reading,  vocational  guidance,  and  kindred  themes. 
The  story  hour.  Sunday  in  the  home.  Co-operation  between  the  home 
and  the  Church.  Co-operation  between  the  home  and  the  public  school. 
The  quest  for  "A  Department  of  the  Home"  in  the  program  of  the  local 
Church.    Three  times  per  week.

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  II-A. 

Community  Religious  Education.  Following  a  brief  study  of  city,  sub- 
urban, and  town  or  village  Church  problems,  special  attention  will  be  given 
to  the  problems  of  the  small  school  with  special  emphasis  on  the  rural  situ- 
ation. Introduction  to  rural  sociology  as  affecting  the  Church.  The  general 
religious  conditions  of  young  people  and  how  to  remedy  them.  The  quest 
for  a  community  program  of  religious  education,  including  recreation,  health, 
social  life,  vocational  guidance  and  kindred  themes  on  a  co-operative  basis. 
A  survey  of  a  typical  community  and  a  program  built  for  it.  Three  hours 
per   week.

Play,  Dramatics,  and  Pageantry.  The  place  of  play  in  a  normal  life. 
The  psychology  of  play.  Its  place  in  the  educational  program.  History  of 
play.  History  of  the  drama.  Advantages  of  pageantry.  Each  student  must 
dramatize  ten  Bible  scenes  or  events  and  train  a  group  of  children  to  present 
one  of  them.  The  quest  for  a  yearly  program  of  Play,  Dramatics,  and  Pa- 
geantry for  the  local  Church.   Three  hours  per  week.

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  II-C. 

Methods  of  Teaching  Religion  to  Children  of  Elementary  School  Age.  Ed" 
ucational  principles  practically  applied  to  the  religious  needs  of  the  child 
of  six  to  eleven;  a  study  of  story  teUing,  the  use  of  pictures,  dramatization 
and  various  expressional  activities.  Practice  will  be  given  in  supervised 
study,  the  teaching  of  projects,  and  the  building  of  lesson  plans. 

Prerequisite  or  Co-requisite,  Education  I  or  II,  preferably  both.  Three 
hours  per  week.

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  III. 

The  Church  in  the  Modern  World.  Brief  history  of  the  Church.  The 
Pastor.  The  Director  of  Religious  Education.  Denominational  Field  Secre- 
taries. The  Denominational  Boards.  Inter-denominational  Comity.  The 
Problems  of  Industry,  Missions,  Social  Service,  Evangelism,  World  Peace 
and  Intellectual  Freedom  from  the  standpoint  of  the  Church.     Fiinuuiiig 
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the  Kingdom.    Surveys.   A  program  for  the  Church  and  the  Denomination. 
Three  hours  per  week.

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  III-A. 

An  Integrated  Program  of  Christian  Education.  The  organization  and  ad- 
ministration of  a  local  Church  School,  including  the  problems  of  the  cur- 
riculum, worship,  social  and  recreational  activities,  the  physical  plant, 
social  service,  finance  and  evangelism,  together  with  the  local  school's  de- 
nominational, inter-organizational,  higher  educational,  and  inter-denomina- 
tional relationships.  The  need  of  the  integration  of  Christian  forces.  A 
study  of  typical  Church  Schools  and  programs.  A  study  of  various  denom- 
inational and  inter-denominational  programs.  A  quest  for  a  thoroughly 
integrated  program  of  Christian  Education,  both  for  the  local  Church  School 
and  for  all  the  educational  agencies  of  the  Kingdom.  The  labt  two  months 
will  be  given  to  the  principles  of  vocational  guidance. 

Open  only  to  Juniors  and  Seniors  who  have  had  two  years  in  Religious 
Education.  Prerequisite  or  Co-requisite,  Philosophy  III.  Three  hours  per 
week, 

PRESIDENT  HARPER. 

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  III-B. 

The  Curriculum  of  Religious  Education.  This  course  will  treat  the 
history  of  the  curriculiun,  its  scope,  its  principles,  and  methods  of  meaoure- 
ment.  The  current  curricula  materials  will  be  evaluated  by  the  students. 
A  curriculum  for  one  department  of  the  Church  School  will  be  constructed 
and  edited  by  the  class.  This  is  a  seminar  course  and  is  opened  only  to  those 
who  have  had  at  least  two  courses  in  Religious  Education,  Bible  I,  Ed- 
ucation I  or  II,  and  Philosophy  III.    Three  hours  per  week.

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  III-C. 

The  Religious  Education  Kindergarten.  The  problems  of  early  child- 
hood. The  Beginners'  Department  in  Religion,-  Education.  Caring  for  the 
religious  life  of  little  children.  Planning  and  administering  a  program  of 
Religious  Nurture. 

Open  only  to  Juniors  and  Seniors.    Three  hours  per  week.

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  IV. 

History  and  Principles  of  Religious  Education.  A  brief  siu-vey  of  religious 
instruction  among  the  ancients,  with  sj^ecial  notice  of  Hebrew  education.  Its 
place  in  the  early  Church.  Religious  Education  and  the  Reformation.  The 
Principles  of  Religious  Education.  The  Modern  Sunday  School  Movement, 
with  special  emphasis  on  its  American  development.    A  study  of  week-day 
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religious  education  in  England,  France,  and  Germany.  The  Young  People's 
Movement.  The  present  situation  and  the  probable  future  development. 
Three  hours  per  week.

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  IV-A. 

The  Psychology  and  Philosophy  of  Religion.  The  Psychology  of  Re- 
ligion. The  Religious  Consciousness.  Recent  psychological  development 
and  its  relation  to  Christianity.  Christianity  compared  with  other  religions. 
The  philosophical  and  sociological  aspects  of  religion,  sin,  atonement,  and 
kindred  Christian  problems.  The  sociological  program  of  Jesus.  Social 
Service.  Evangelism.  World-wide  Missions,  Some  applications  to  the  prob- 
lems of  race,  industry,  and  international  politics.  Christianity  as  a  normal 
experience.  The  law  of  love  as  the  law  of  life.  Choice  of  a  Life  Career.  This 
is  a  regular  Senior  Orientation  Course.  Open  only  to  those  students  who 
have  had  at  least  two  other  courses  in  Religious  Education  (three  recom- 
mended) together  with  Bible  I  and  Philosophy  III.    Three  hours  per  week.

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  LABORATORY. 

In  the  option  of  the  instructor  in  any  course  in  Religious  Education, 
one  hour  a  week  of  recitation  work  may  be  diverted  to  laboratory  practice. 
The  Mooney  Christian  Education  Building  is  especially  designed  for  this 
purpose.  A  completely  graded  Week-Day  Religious  School,  from  the  town 
graded  and  high  school,  meets  there  according  to  a  time  schedule  agreed 
upon  by  the  College  and  Public  School  authorities.  On  Sunday,  the  Citi- 
zens' Sunday  School  uses  this  building.  The  Kindergarten  Week-Day  Re- 
ligious School  of  the  Christian  Orphanage  together  with  the  Week-Day 
Religious  School  for  the  village  graded  school  for  the  colored  children  and 
the  Night  School  for  adult  colored  people  offer  additional  opportunities  for 
laboratory  work  in  religious  education  under  supervision.  The  laboratory 
work  of  ministerial  students  and  young  men  also  includes  service  in  rural 
mission  Sunday  Schools  and  Churches  near-by.  All  students  in  Religious 
Education  except  those  in  Religious  Education  I,  are  required  to  do  labora- 
tory work  for  each  course  pursued,  and  to  attend  the  conference  period  of 
the  department  or  departments  in  which  their  laboratory  work  is  done. 
Students  who  major  in  Christian  Education  are  qualified  to  be  Directors  of 
Religious  Education  in  local  churches  and  will  be  so  recommended,  provided 
their  academic  rating  and  character  meet  the  approval  of  the  faculty  of 
Christian  Education. 

NOTE. — Arrangement  haa  been  made  with  the  Vanderbilt  Divinity 
School,  Nashville,  Tenn.;  the  Union  Theological  Seminary,  Richmond,  Va., 
and  the  Boston  University  School  of  Rehgion,  Boston,  Mass.,  to  adnut 
those  who  have  creditably  completed  five  courses  in  this  school  to  setoud 
year  standing  for  their  graduate  divinity  work.  Arrangements  are  peni'ing 
with  other  seminaries. 
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SCHOOL  OF  DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  AND  ART. 

DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  COURSES. 

MISS  MORROW. 

DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  I. 
General  principles  of  cookery  and  their  application  to  the  more  common 
foods.  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  develop  skill  in  the  technique  of 
cookery  by  means  of  a  scientific  introduction  to  the  principles  and  processes 
and  food  materials  involved.  Individual  work.  Three  hours  for  lectures. 
One  laboratory  period  of  three  hours. 

DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  II. 

Application  of  fundamental  principles  of  cookery  to  the  preparation  of 
more  elaborate  recipes.  Preservation  of  foods,  preparation  of  salads  and 
desserts. 

This  course  deals  with  the  canning,  preserving  and  drying  of  foods. 
Special  stress  is  laid  on  economic  aspects  and  attractiveness  of  products. 

Science  I-A  is  a  prerequisite  for  this  course. 

Individual  work.  Three  hours  for  lectures.  One  laboratory  period  of 
three  hours. 

DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  III. 

Home  cooking  and  table  service.  Planning  of  menus  and  cooking  and 
serving  of  luncheons,  dinners,  teas  and  suppers.  Discussion  of  food  combi- 
nations and  casts.  Family  quantities  used.  The  purpose  of  this  course  is 
to  give  practice  in  home  cookery.    History  of  Cookery. 

Science  II-A.  is  prerequisite  for  this  course. 

Individual  and  group  work.  One  laboratory  period  of  three  hours. 
Three  hours  for  lectures. 

DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  IV. 

Advanced  lessons  in  cookery.  Invalid  cookery.  Principles  of  child 
feeding.  Practice  teaching.  Students  teach  first  year  students  under  super- 
vision.   Organization  of  Domestic  Science  and  methods  of  teaching. 

Science  III-A.  is  prerequisite  for  this  course. 

One  laboratory  period  of  three  hours.   Three  hours  for  lectures. 

DOMESTIC  ARTS  COURSES. 

DOMESTIC  ART  I. 

Handwork  and  elementary  dressmaking.  Instruction  in  the  use  of 
various  stitches,  use  of  the  sewing  machine  and  its  attachments,  and  the 
use  of  commercial  patterns.  Selection  of  materials  suitable  for  various  gar- 
ments.   Study  of  fabrics  and  the  choice,  care  and  cost  of  clothing. 

One  laboratory  period  of  three  hours;  three  hours  for  lecture. 
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DOMESTIC  ART  II. 

Advanced  dressmaking.  Drafting  of  patterns  and  elementary  dress  de- 
sign. Drafted  patterns  are  used.  Variation  of  patterns  and  drafts  to  fit 
various  figures.  History  of  costume.  Making  of  elaborate  dresses  and  even- 
ing gowns.     Study  of  textiles.     Millinery. 

One  laboratory  period  of  three  hours;  three  hours  for  lectures.

PROFESSOR  HORNADAY,  Supervising  Principal. 

EDUCATION  I. 

Fall  Semester. — Educational  Psychology.  An  introductory  course  of  ed- 
ucational psychology  will  be  given  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  teachers  to 
understand  the  underlying  principles  of  teaching  the  elementary  subjects. 
The  course  will  emphasize  such  subjects  as  instinct,  habit,  feeling,  emotion, 
memory,  and  economical  methods  of  learning. 

Spring  Semester. — Technique  of  Teaching.  This  course  will  seek  to  de- 
velop familiarity  with  the  application  of  the  principles  of  psychology  to  the 
technique  of  teaching  and  prepare  the  teacher  for  the  skillful  application 
of  these  principles  in  the  teaching  process.  Emphasis  will  be  placed  on  mod- 
ern elementary  school  practice.  Numerous  concrete  applications  will  be 
made  and  habits  of  will  will  be  developed. 

This  course  is  prerequisite  to  all  other  courses  in  Education. 

PROF.  JOHNSON. 

EDUCATION  I-W. 

This  course,  open  to  young  women,  includes  the  principles  of  bodily 
training,  the  methods  and  systems  of  physical  education,  the  treatment  of 
common  injuries  incident  to  the  school,  gymnasium,  playground  and  athletic 
field,  and  the  theory  and  practice  of  games  of  higher  organization. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

Not  open  to  Freshmen.  MISS  BRETT. 

EDUCATION  I-M. 

This  course  open  to  men,  includes  the  rules,  principles  and  practice  of 
all  the  major  sports,  the  organization  and  administration  of  a  Department  of 
Physical  Education  in  school  and  college,  the  theory  of  corrective  therapeutics, 
coaching  ethics,  the  duties  and  requirements  of  officials,  the  aim  being  to 
qualify  men  to  be  directors  of  Physical  Training  and  coaches. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

Open  only  to  Juniors  and  Seniors.  PROF.  VAN  CLEAVE. 
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EDUCATION  II. 

Fall  Semester. — Educational  Psychology.  This  course  is  an  advanced 
course  dealing  with  the  fundamental  principles  of  the  learning  process.  Stu- 
dents will  be  required  to  do  sufficient  parallel  reading  to  cover  the  principal 
works  bearing  on  the  topics  discussed.  Numerous  examples  in  class  by  both 
teacher  and  students.  From  time  to  time  students  will  be  required  to  pre- 
pare papers  on  problems  that  may  arise  in  the  course. 

Spring  Semester. — The  Psychology  of  High  School  Subjects.  This  course 
seeks  to  prepare  the  high  school  teacher  for  the  application  of  psychological 
principles  to  the  various  problems  of  teaching  and  discipline  in  the  high 
school.  Various  concrete  cases  and  numerous  practical  situations  will  be 
used  illustrative  of  the  best  practices  in  the  modern  high  school. 

PROF.  JOHNSON. 

EDUCATION  III. 

Fall  Semester. — The  History  of  Education  in  Modern  Times  including  the 
History  of  Education  in  the  United  States.  In  this  course  special  attention 
will  be  given  to  the  development  of  the  educational  system  of  our  own  country, 
and  the  present  tendencies  in  educational  development. 

Spring  Semester. — Measurement  of  Intelligence  and  Treatment  of  Results. 
The  purpose  of  this  course  is:  (1)  to  give  instruction  in  the  administration 
of  intelligence  tests  and  scales  that  are  available;  (2)  to  give  practice  in  the 
statistical  treatment  of  results;  (3)  to  show  their  practical  application  to 
the  solution  of  school  problems;  and  (4)  to  give  facility  in  the  solution  of 
such  problems  as  promotion,  classification,  and  guidance  of  pupils  on  the 
basis  of  psychological  age  by  scientific  methods.  The  necessary  training  in 
educational  statistics  will  be  given  in  the  course. 

The  course  will  also  cover  the  Public  School  Laws  of  North  Carolina  and 
Virginia. 

PROF.  JOHNSON. 

EDUCATION  IV. 

Fall  Semester. — Public  School  Administration.  This  course  will  consider 
the  most  advanced  methods  of  city  school  administration  in  all  its  aspects, 
and  will  emphasize  the  application  of  the  best  principles  of  city  school  ad- 
ministration to  the  county  and  state  administration.  Public  school  surveys 
and  reorganized  public  school  systems  will  be  studied.  Students  will  be 
guided  in  handling  statistics  and  making  educational  reports  that  can  be 
easily  interpreted  by  the  public  mind. 

Spring  Semester. — Problems  of  Secondary  Education.  It  is  the  aim  of 
this  course  to  study  such  problems  as  social  efficiency;  the  intellectual,  so- 
cial, physical,  and  moral  elements  in  secondary  education;  adolescence; 
the  high  school  curriculum;  electives;  the  school  and  community.  Demon- 
stration work,  lectures  and  research  methods  will  be  taught;  and  the  ar- 
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rangement  of  school  buildings;  equipment,  school  grounds,  play  grounds, 
medical  examinations,  and  sanitation  will  be  considered. 

PROF.  JOHNSON. 

NOTE. — The  courses  in  the  Department  of  Music  entitled,  Methods  in 
Public  School  Music,  and  Piano  Teaching  Methods,  are  credited  in  this 
School  as  Education  III-M  and  Education  III-P  respectively.  Also  the 
course  in  Religious  Education  II-C,  as  Education  II-R, 

The  Practice  School. 

Beginning  with  the  Spring  Semester  of  1921,  the  Elon  Grad- 
ed School  and  Elon  College  entered  into  an  agreement,  with  the 
approval  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  for 
North  Carolina,  whereby  the  Elon  Graded  School  becomes  a 
Practice  and  Demonstration  School.  For  the  first  semester  of  this 
contract,  practice  teaching  under  supervision  was  done  in  the 
seventh,  eighth,  and  ninth  grades  only. 

Beginning  with  and  since  the  session  1921-'22,  practice 
teaching  under  supervision  has  been  given  in  the  primary,  gram- 
mar, and  high  school  grades.  The  Director  of  the  School  of 
Education  will  recommend  the  practice  teachers,  whose  work  will 
be  supervised  by  one  of  the  various  supervising  teachers  to  be  em- 
ployed. Students  who  enter  upon  this  work  will  be  required  to 
continue  it  for  the  year,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Director 
of  the  School  of  Education.  They  will  be  given  credit  for  a  three 
hour  Course  in  College  for  teaching  two  half-hour  periods  for 
five  days  a  week.  Their  grade  for  such  work  will  be  supplied  by 
the  supervising  teacher. 

Certification  of  Teachers. — The  College  has  arrangements 
with  the  several  States  for  the  granting  of  certificates  to  its  stu- 
dents and  alumni.  The  College,  however,  cannot  recommend  for 
certificates  without  examination  those  who  have  been  poor  in 
their  scholarship. 

Different  grades  of  certificates  are  granted  for  one,  two,  and 
four  year's  work.  Those  who  expect  to  teach  are  urged  to 
consult  the  Dean  for  specific  directions  before  selecting 
courses  of  study.  The  courses  for  elementary  and  high  school 
teachers  and  for  principals  and  superintendents  differ  greatly 
and  advice  is  needed  to  be  sure  the  courses  taken  will  yield  the 
certificate  desired. 
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SCHOOL  OF  ENGLISH  LANGUAGE  AND 
LITERATURE. 

PROFESSOR  JAY,  Literature. 

ASSOCIATE  PROFESSOR  BARNEY,  Language. 

ASSISTANT  PROFESSOR  BROWN,  Language  and  Literature. 

ENGLISH  I. 

A  Course  in  Composition  and  Grammar.  The  Century  Handbook  of 
Composition,  Freshman  Rhetoric,  Slater.  This  course  is  designed  to  give 
the  student  a  thorough  and  fundamental  knowledge  of  Composition  and 
Grammar.  The  texts  mentioned  will  be  supplemented  by  parallel  reading 
assignments.     Classes  will  meet  three  times  a  week. 

For  Freshmen.     As  many  sections  as  necessary. 

PROF.  BARNEY  and  MISS  BROWN. 

ENGLISH  II. 

A  survey  of  the  field  of  English  literature.   Century  Readings  in  English 
Literature — Cunliffe,  Pyre  and  Young  is  the  text  used.     Prerequisite,  Eng- 
lish I.  Other  reading  in  the  field  of  English  literatiu-e  is  required  as  parallel. 
Three  hours  a  week  for  Sophomores. 

DR.  JAY. 
ENGLISH  III. 

This  course  is  devoted  exclusively  to  the  study  of  Shakespeare.  From 
twenty-five  to  thirty  of  his  plays  will  be  read.  Open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors. 
English  II.  is  prerequisite  to  this  course.    Given  in  1927-28. 

DR.  JAY. 

ENGLISH  III-A. 

A  study  of  the  chief  contemporary  dramatists.  This  course  covers  rep- 
resentative plays  from  the  chief  contemporary  dramatists  of  England,  Ire- 
land, America,  Germany,  France,  Belgiimi,  Norway,  Sweden,  Italy,  Spain, 
Russia  and  Austria.  From  thirty-five  to  forty  plays  are  included  in  this 
course. 

Text:  The  Chief  Contemporary  Dramatists,  selected  and  edited  by 
Thomas  H.  Dickinson. 

Three  times  a  week,  opened  to  Juniors  and  Seniors. 

MISS  BROWN. 

ENGLISH  III-B. 

This  is  a  course  in  recent  and  present-day  American  Literature.  It  is 
open  only  to  Juniors  and  Seniors  or  students  of  similar  qualifications.  Its 
purpose  is  to  determine,  as  far  as  may  be  done  in  two  semesters,  the  tenden- 
cy of  American  thought  and  ideal  as  revealed  in  the  writings  of  fifteen  out- 
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standing  prose  writers  and  ten  of  the  most  highly  reputed  poets  from  among 
the  hundreds  of  readable  and  more  or  less  popular  American  writers,  going 
no  further  back  in  prose  than  William  Dean  Howells  and  in  poetry  no  further 
back  than  William  Vaughan  Moody.  Nearly  all  of  the  authors  are  still  liv- 
ing and  lend  their  best  judgment  to  aid  in  reaching  the  end  aimed  at  in  the 
course.    Three  times  a  week  throughout  the  year. 


MISS  BROWN. 


ENGLISH  III-C. 


This  course  is  in  the  field  of  English  literature  what  III-B  is  in  the 
field  of  American  literature,  each  course  being  given  in  alternate  years. 

Three  times  a  week  throughout  the  College  Year.  Only  those  who  have 
passed  English  II,  or  its  equivalent,  are  eligible. 

MISS  BROWN. 

ENGLISH  III-D. 

The  Course  in  Class  Expresiion  I  (See  Department  of  Expression) 
count.-  as  an  English  Cour&e  for  Juniors  and  Seniors  and  is  listed  as  English 
III-D. 

ENGLISH  III-E. 

Milton.     This  course  will  be  a  study  of  the  life  and  philosophy  of  Mil- 
ton.   A  close  study  toU  be  made  of  his  prose  and  poetry.    Aside  from  the 
text,  students  should  be  provided  with  a  Bible  with  concordance. 
Not  given  in  1927-28. 

DR.  JAY. 
ENGLISH  IV. 

This  course  is  intended  to  lay  a  foundation  in  Old  and  Middle  English, 
and  to  prepare  the  student  in  the  Study  of  the  Enlgish  language  for  advanced 
work  in  philology. 

Texts :  Bright's  Anglo-Saxon  Reader,  Emerson's  Middle  English  Reader, 
and  Emerson's  History  of  the  English  Language. 

PROF.  BARNEY. 

ENGLISH  IV-A. 

A  course  in  Higher  Composition  and  Literary  Criticism.  Advanced 
composition  and  rhetoric;  word  study;  vocabulary  building;  an  investiga- 
tion, critical  and  historical,  of  the  following  prose  departments:  the  novel, 
the  short  story,  the  tale,  the  essay,  the  oration,  the  history,  the  biography. 
Laboratory  work.  Three  times  a  week  for  Juniors  and  Seniors,  or  others 
by  special  examination  and  with  the  approval  of  the  instructor  in  charge. 

Applicants  for  this  course  will  provide  themselves  with  a  comprehen- 
sive standard  dictionary  in  advance. 

PROF.  BARNEY. 
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ENGLISH  IV-B. 

This  course  offers  the  student  opportunity  to  become  familiar  with  the 
fundamental  history  and  essential  requirements  of  Epic,  Dramatic  and 
Lyric  Poetry.  It  also  otTers  a  wide  acquaintanceship  with  the  best  English 
poetry  of  the  nineteenth  century.  Open  only  to  Juniors  and  Seniors,  or  to 
those  who  have  had  English  II.  Three  times  a  week  throughout  the  college 
year.  Suggested  texts  are  An  Introduction  to  Poetry,  Hubbell  and  Beaty; 
English  Poets  of  the  Nineteenth  Century,  Elliott  and  Foerster. 

MISS  BROWN. 

ENGLISH  IV-C. 

This  is  a  course  in  American  Literature,  both  prose  and  poetry.  The 
study  is  more  intensive  than  in  an  ordinarj'  survey  course.  Sufficient  time 
is  spent  with  each  author  to  enable  the  student  to  interpret  that  author 
from  actual  knowledge  of  his  writings.  As  texts  in  this  course,  students 
should  be  provided  ^vith  The  Cambridge  History  of  American  Literature 
and  Chief  Ametican  Poets  by  Curtis  Hidden  Page.  Three  times  a  week; 
open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors. 

DR.  JAY. 

ENGLISH  IV-D. 

A  Course  in  Journalism.  First  Term:  An  investigation  of  the  develop- 
ment of  the  magazine  in  America;  its  present  character  and  influence;  finance 
and  organization;  distribution;  advertising;  the  magazine  market.  Labor- 
atory work. 

PROF.  BARNEY. 


SCHOOL  OF  GEOLOGY. 

PROFESSOR  POWELL. 
SCIENCE  I-B. 

General  Geology.  Lectures  and  recitations  three  hours  a  week,  two  hours 
to  laboratory  work. 

The  first  semester  deals  with  Physical  and  Dynamical  Geology,  the 
second  semester  is  a  study  of  oiitlines  of  Historical  Geology.  Laboratory 
work  in  the  first  semester  consists  of  frequent  field  excursions  and  a  study 
of  the  common  minerals  and  rocks;  the  second  semester  deals  with  map 
interpretations,  geological  folios,  and  the  more  common  fossils. 

Text:     Cleland's  Introductory  Geology. 

SCIENCE  II-B. 

Crijslnllogrnphy,  first  semester;  Mineralogy,  second  semester.  Two 
hours  for  lectures.    Four  houis  to  laboratory.    Prerequisite,  Science  I-B. 
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This  course  lays  the  foundation,  technically  and  practically  for  the 
student  who  wishes  to  pursue  professional  geology.  The  topics  emphasized 
are  these,  the  physical  and  chemical  properties  of  minerals,  the  associations 
of  minerals,  crystallography,  and  blow-pipe  analysis. 

Texts:  Elements  of  Mineralogy,  Crystallography,  and  Blowpipe  Analy- 
sis, by  Moses  and  Parsons. 

SCIENCE  III-B. 

Economic  Geology.  Recitations,  lectures,  laboratory,  departmental  the- 
ses. Two  hours  for  lectures.  Four  hours  to  laboratory.  Prerequisite,  Science 
I-B. 

The  theoretical  side  of  this  subject  is  emphasized  whenever  it  seems 
necessary.  The  practical  side  is  kept  prominently  in  the  foreground,  because 
the  agricultural,  the  industrial  and  the  commercial  world  is  now  realizing  its 
vital  relation  to  Economic  Geology.  A  careful  study  is  made  concerning  the 
most  important  non-metals:  coals,  petroleums,  clays,  sands,  abrasives,  gem- 
stones,  structural  materials,  fertilizers,  etc.;  and  the  metals:  iron,  copper, 
lead,  tin,  zinc,  gold,  silver,  etc.  If  time  permits,  several  weeks  will  be  devot- 
ed to  water-powers,  soils  and  forestry. 

Text:    Ries'  Economic  Geology. 

SCIENCE  IV-B. 

Origin  and  Nature  of  Soils.  Two  hours  for  lectures.  Four  to  lal)oratory 
work.    Prerequisites,  Science  I-B. 

This  course  is  especially  designed  for  those  who  are  intending  to  special- 
ize in  agricultural  or  soil  investigation  work.  Students  in  this  work  are  ex- 
pected to  keep  at  least  one  afternoon  open  each  week  for  field  work. 

Text:   The  Nature  and  Properties  of  Soils,  by  Lyon  and  Buckman. 

SCIENCE  IV-B-1. 

Problems  and  work  adapted  to  the  special  needs  of  the  ?tudent.  For 
fctudents  pursuing  a  special  sourse  in  Geology.  Students  in  this  course  are 
expected  to  keep  at  least  three  afternoons  each  week  open  for  field  work. 


SCHOOL  OF  GERMAN  LANGUAGE  AND 
LITERATURE. 

PROFESSOR  WHITE. 

GERMAN  I. 

A  complete  and  thorough  review  of  the  declensions  and  conjugations 
and  the  rules  of  grammar  is  made.  Students  are  carefully  drilled  in  the  rules 
of  syntax.  Regular  drills  are  made  in  composition  and  conversational  work. 
A  general  survey  of  the  history  of  German  literature  is  given.  Much  care 
and  time  is  devoted  to  the  reading  and  study  of  such  masterpieces  as  Wil- 
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helm  Tell,  Deutsche  Liebe,  Die  Journalisten,  Minna  von  Barnhelm,  etc. 
German  A.  or  its  equivalent  is  required  for  entrance.  Open  to  Freshmen  and 
Sophomores.     Three  hours  a  week. 

GERMAN  II. 

This  course  is  devoted  to  a  rapid  reading  of  the  various  types  of  German 
literature.  Special  attention  is  called  to  the  style  of  the  different  authors. 
Mueh  time  and  work  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  the  classical  drama.  By 
means  of  lectures  and  by  the  personal  observation  of  the  class  an  introduc- 
tion is  made  to  the  study  of  comparative  philology.  This  course  is  open  to 
students  who  have  completed  creditably  Course  I,  and  who  have  studied 
one  or  more  foreign  languages  at  least  four  years.   Three  hours  a  week. 

GERMAN  III. 

Students  are  offered  an  advanced  course  in  German  composition,  and 
a  careful  study  of  the  elements  of  German  literature  in  its  different  periods. 
Original  papers  in  German  and  a  thesis  showing  original  work  on  some  phase 
of  German  literature  or  language  are  required  during  the  year.  The  prin- 
ciples of  language  growth  are  illustrated  by  applications  of  such  important 
fundamentals  as  Grimm's  Law,  Grammatische  Wechsel,  etc.  A  careful 
comparison  is  made  between  German  and  the  Old,  Middle  and  Modern 
English.  The  relationship  between  Greek,  Latin,  and  German  is  observed. 
Open  only  to  students  of  Latin  or  Greek.   Three  hours  a  week. 

GERMAN  IV. 

Goethe's  Faust  is  studied  in  detail.  A  comparison  is  made  between 
Goethe  and  Schiller,  and  the  master  dramatists  of  the  other  leading  litera- 
tures of  the  world.    Three  hours  a  week. 


SCHOOL  OF  GREEK  LANGUAGE  AND  LITERATURE. 

PROFESSOR  NEWMAN. 

GREEK  A. 

Elemenlary  Greek.  White's  First  Greek  Book  or  equivalent.  Mastery 
of  declensions  and  conjugations,  synopsis  of  verb,  word  analysis,  derivation 
and  composition  and  simpler  principles.  Drill  in  pronunciation  by  reading 
Greek  aloud.  Required  of  all  offering  to  enter  the  department.  No  credit 
can  be  given  toward  a  degree  for  this  course. 

GREEK  I. 

Plato's  Apology  and  Crito,  Herodotus  (2).  Grammar  and  Composi- 
tion  (1). 
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GREEK  II. 

Demosthenes,  Thucydides   (2).    Composition  and  Grammar   (1). 

GREEK  III. 
Homer,  Lyric  Poets  (2).  Jebb's  Greek  Literature  (1). 

GREEK  IV. 
Greek  Dramatics,  Greek  Testament  (2).  Composition  and  Grammar  (1). 


SCHOOL  OF  HISTORY  AND  ECONOMICS. 

PROFESSOR  MARTIN. 
HISTORY  COURSES. 

HISTORY  I. 

Modern  European  History.  A  general  introductory  course  from  1500  to 
the  present.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  social  and  economic,  as  well  as 
political.  Dynastic  rivalries,  colonial  expansion  and  the  clash  of  empires, 
rise  of  the  bourgeoisie,  revolutionary  Europe,  diplomatic  background  of  the 
World  War,  and  post-war  settlements  are  treated  at  length. 

Lectures,  text-books,  readings  and  reports. 

Texts  Hayes,  Political  and  Social  History  of  Modern  Europe,  Vol.  I, 
Schapiro,  Modern  and  Contemporary  Europe. 

For  Freshmen. 

HISTORY  I-A. 

Greek  History.  A  study  of  the  historical  significance  of  the  Greek  people, 
the  development  of  their  civilization,  and  the  contribution  that  they  have 
made  to  the  civilization  of  the  world. 

Roman  History.  A  study  of  the  growth  and  development  of  the  Roman 
kingdom  and  republic;  the  Roman  empire,  its  decline  and  fall;  the  historical 
sketch  carried  to  800  A.  D. 

Lectures,  text-books,  and  readings. 

For  Freshmen  and  Sophomores. 

Not  offered  in  1925-'26. 

HISTORY  II. 

The  United  States.  A  general  survey  of  the  history  of  the  United  States, 
beginning  with  the  European  background  of  our  colonial  life  and  going  to 
the  present  time.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  economic,  social  and  insti- 
tutional, as  well  as  political  growth. 

Lectures,  text-books  and  readings. 

Text      To  be  selected. 

For  Sophomores. 
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HISTORY  III. 

English  History.  England  from  the  earliest  times  to  the  reign  of  the 
Tudors,  with  emphasis  upon  the  racial,  social,  institutional,  constitutional 
and  economic.  The  development  of  the  kingdom  and  the  growth  of  the 
power  of  the  people.  The  struggle  for  the  English  Constitution.  The  Con- 
stitutional monarchy  and  the  rise  of  Democracy.  The  short-comings  of  the 
later  English  constitutional  system  and  the  reforms  of  the  nineteenth  cen- 
tury. 

Lectures,  text-books,  readings  and  reports. 

Text      Cross,  A  shorter  History  of  England  and  Greater  Britain. 

For  Sophomores  and  Juniors. 

HISTORY  IV. 

Comparalive  Government.  The  course  will  cover  the  United  States,  Eng- 
land, France,  Switzerland,  and  other  countries.  It  deals  with  the  outlines  of 
constitutional  development,  the  composition  and  powers  of  representative 
bodies,  the  relations  between  the  executive  and  legislature,  parliamentary 
procedure,  the  organization  and  influence  of  political  parties,  the  powers  of 
the  courts,  local  government,  etc. 

Lectures,  text-books,  and  readings. 

Texts      Beard,  American  Government  and  Politics,  and  others. 

For  Juniors  and  Seniors. 

ECONOMICS  COURSES. 

ECONOMICS  III. 

Principles  of  Economics.  Introductory  course.  The  course  deals  with 
the  organization  of  production,  value  and  exchange,  money  and  the  mech- 
anism of  exchange,  international  trade,  the  distribution  of  wealth,  problems 
of  labor,  problems  of  economic  organization,  and  taxation. 

Lectures,  text-books  and  readings.

Inflation  and  deflation.  Relationship  between  loans,  deposits,  reserves,  cap- 
ital and  surplus.  The  financing  of  business.  National  and  State  banking 
systems.  The  Federal  Reserve.  Government  control  of  banking.  Foreign 
exchange.    The  characteristic  phenomena  of  commercial  crises. 

Lectures,  text-books,  readings,  discussions,  and  reports.

SCHOOL  OF  MATHEMATICS. 

PROFESSOR  AMICK. 
ASSISTANT  PROFESSOR  HOOK. 

MATHEMATICS  I. 

[''all  Semester.  Geometry.  The  work  begins  with  a  review  of  a  number 
of  original  exercises  in  Plane  Geometry,  and  proceeds  through  Solid  Geometry 
with  constant  drill  in  the  original  exercises. 

Spring  Semester.  Trigonometry,  A  complete  course  in  Plane  and  Spher- 
ical Trigonometry  is  pursued,  with  constant  drill  in  the  solution  of  problems 
and  exercises  in  the  use  of  logarithms. 

Open  to  Freshmen.  Required  of  students  majoring  or  minoring  in 
Mathematics. 
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MATHEMATICS  II. 

Fall  Semester.  College  Algebra.  The  work  begins  with  Quadratic  Equa- 
tions and  proceeds  with  the  study  of  the  Binomial  Formula,  Convergence 
and  Divergence  of  Series,  and  a  special  study  of  the  Binomial,  Exponential 
and  Logarithmic  series.  The  course  closes  with  the  study  of  Inequalities  and 
Determinants  and  the  Theory  of  Equations. 

Spring  Semester.  Analytic  Geometry.  The  class  begins  with  the  study  of 
the  Cartesian  and  Polar  systems  of  co-ordinates  and  with  numerous  exer- 
cises in  graphical  representations.  Special  attention  is  paid  to  the  straight 
line  and  the  general  equation  of  the  first  degree  in  two  variables.  During  the 
latter  part  of  the  semester,  the  time  is  given  to  the  study  of  the  circle  and 
the  conic  sections,  and  to  equations  of  the  second  degree. 

Open  to  Sophomores.  Required  of  students  majoring  or  minoring  in 
in  Mathematics. 

MATHEMATICS  III. 

Fall  Semester.  Differential  Calculus.  This  course  is  devoted  to  tke 
study  of  the  difTerentiation  of  functions,  with  simple  applications  of  the  de- 
rivatives to  rates,  length  of  tangents,  normals,  and  the  like.  After  this  the 
subjects  of  maxima  and  minima,  curvature,  rates  and  envelopes  are  studied. 
Numerous  problems  and  exercises  are  solved  and  thorough  drills  are  given 
on  every  topic  studied.   The  course  closes  with  a  drill  on  curve  tracing. 

Spring  Semester.  Integral  Calculus.  Integration.  The  Constant  of  In- 
tegration The  Definite  Integral.  In  addition  to  the  study  of  the  subjects 
mentioned,  the  student  is  given  a  thorough  drill  on  the  methods  of  inte- 
gration. The  object  is  to  enable  him  to  investigate  without  having  to  rely 
on  any  tables  or  set  rules,  and,  after  having  learned  the  principles  of  inte- 
gration, to  apply  them  to  such  subjects  as  areas,  lengths  of  curves,  volumes 
of  solids  of  revolution,  and  areas  of  surfaces  of  revolution. 

Open  to  Juniors.    Required  of  all  students  majoring  in  Mathematics, 

MATHEMATICS  IV. 

Fall  Semester.  Differential  Equations.  Both  the  ordinary  and  partial 
Differential  Equations  wiU  be  studied.  Particular  attention  will  be  paid  to 
the  theory  of  integration  of  such  equations  as  admit  of  a  known  Transfor- 
mation Group,  and  the  classic  methods  of  integration  are  compared  with 
those  which  flow  from  the  Theory  of  Continuous  Groups.  A  similar  method 
is  adopted  in  studying  the  Linear  Partial  Differential  Equations  of  the  First 
Order. 

Spring  Semester.  Applied  Calculus.  During  this  semester  the  study  of 
the  differential  equations  will  be  continued,  and  the  subject  of  calculus  ap- 
plied to  mechanics  and  to  engineering  problems  in  general  will  be  taken  up 
and  studied  on  rather  broad  lines.  This  work  cannot  be  taken  by  any  student 
who  has  not  taken  the  courses  in  Mathematics  I,  Mathematics  II,  and  Math- 
ematics III. 

Open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors  only. 
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MATHEMATICS  IV-A. 

Fall  Semester.  This  course  takes  up  the  study  of  Advanced  Analytic 
Geometry.  The  Differential  and  Integral  Calculus  is  also  taken  up  and 
studied  along  broad  lines.  The  professor  also  assigns  a  course  parallel  in 
reading  on  the  History  of  Mathematics  and  an  examination  is  held  on  the 
subject.    The  course  closes  with  a  study  of  Ordinary  Differential  Equations. 

Spring  Semester.  In  this  course  the  work  will  be  devoted  to  the  appli- 
cation of  the  Differential  and  Integral  Calculus  to  Geometry,  with  special 
reference  to  the  theory  of  the  General  Space  Curve,  the  Surface,  and  the 
Surface  Curve. 

Elective  to  students  majoring  in  Mathematics. 

APPLIED  MATHEMATICS. 

MATHEMATICS  I-A. 

Mechanical  Drawing.  This  course  provides  a  basic  treatment  of  modern 
conventions,  theory  and  practice  of  Mechanical  Drawing.  Instruction  is 
given  in  the  care  and  use  of  instruments,  drawing  materials  and  scales, 
methods  of  procedure  in  drawing,  freehand  lettering,  geometric  drawing, 
orthographic  projection,  working  drawings,  tracing  and  blue  printing. 

Six  hours  per  week,  six  semester  hours  credit. 

MATHEMATICS  II-A. 

Engineering  Drawing.  Instruction  and  drafting  room  practice  are  given 
in  the  following:  Engineering  lettering  with  copy  books;  detailing  of  ma- 
chine parts,  assembly  drawings;  systems  of  dimentioning,  bills  of  material, 
convention,  titles;  pipes,  piping  systems;  elements  of  machine  design,  gears, 
worms,  screws,  nuts  and  bolts.  Special  attention  is  given  to  accuracy,  neat- 
ness and  rapidity  in  drafting. 

Prerequisite:     Mathematics  I-A. 

Six  hours  per  week,  six  semester  hours  credit. 

MATHEMATICS  II-B. 

Architectural  Drafting.  Instruction  and  drafting  practice  are  given  in 
the  following:  free  hand  lettering,  symbols  for  materials  used  in  construction, 
sketching,  worldng  drawings,  architectural  details,  floor  plans,  elevations, 
perspective  drawings  of  both  interior  and  exterior  of  buildings. 

Prerequisite:    Mathematics  I-A. 

Six  hours  per  week,  six  semester  hours  credit. 

NOTE. — Mathematics  II-A  and  II-B  will  be  given  in  alternate  years. 

MATHEMATICS  IV-C. 

Fall  Semester.  The  History  oj  Mathematics.  A  survey  of  the  field  of 
Mathematics  from  the  earliest  ages  to  the  present.     In  this  course  Ball's 
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History  of  Mathematics  will  be  made  the  basis  of  a  class  course  and  students 
will  have  a  broad  field  for  library  work.  Readings  will  be  assigned  and  stu- 
dents will  be  required  to  report  on  these  readings  at  each  recitation.  Three 
hours  a  week. 

Second  Semester.  The  Teaching  of  Mathematics.  This  course  offers  a 
study  of  the  methods  of  presenting  the  different  branches  of  Mathematics 
to  the  pupils  in  the  secondary  schools,  and  also  to  college  pupils.  This  course 
will  be  supplemented  by  lectures  and  numerous  illustrations,  and  the  pupils 
taking  the  course  will  be  required  to  conduct  several  classes  in  Mathematics 
in  the  Practice  School  under  the  supervision  of  the  Professor  of  Math- 
ematics.   Three  hours  a  week. 

Elective  to  Juniors  and  Seniors.  Required  of  students  preparing  to 
teach  Mathematics. 

MATHEMATICS  IV-D. 

P'irst  Semester.  Plane  Surveying.  The  study  of  the  theory,  and  uses  and 
adjustments  of  the  Compass,  Level,  Transit,  and  Stadia;  the  computations 
of  Surveying.  Numerous  surveys  are  made  and  the  student  is  required  to 
make  all  the  plots  and  calculations. 

Second  Semester.  The  class  studies  the  methods  and  proper  conduct  of 
Land,  Mine,  City,  Topographic  and  Hydrographic  Surveying.  Practical 
class  exercises  are  given  throughout  the  term  to  illustrate  the  work  of  the 
entire  course.  Two  hours  to  recitations  and  lectures;  four  hours  to  field  work 
weekly. 

Open  to  Sophomores  taking  two-year  course  in  Engineering. 
Elective  for  Juniors  and  Seniors. 


SCHOOL  OF  PHILOSOPHY  AND  SOCIAL  SCIENCE. 

PROFESSOR  VAN  CLEAVE. 

PHILOSOPHY  COURSES. 

PHILOSOPHY  III. 
A  course  in  general  psychology  will  be  given  for  the  purpose  of  intro- 
ducing the  student  to  the  fimdamental  principles  of  mental  life  and  to  ori- 
entate him  in  the  modern  world.  The  various  activities  of  the  individual, 
the  formation  of  ideas,  and  the  response  of  the  individual  to  the  various 
stimuli,  and  other  phases  of  human  activity  will  be  emphasized  with  a  par- 
ticular discussion  of  the  modern  mind  in  its  relationship  to  the  modern 
world.    This  is  the  regular  Sophomore  Orientation  Course. 

PHILOSOPHY  IV. 

Fall  Semester.     The  History  of  Philosophy.     This  course  will  give  a  gen- 
eral survey  of  the  development  of  philosophic  thought.    It  wiU  consider  the 
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influence  of  various  dominant  personalities  upon  speculative  thought,  and 
the  relation  between  philosophic  thought  and  the  political,  religious,  and 
scientific  movements.  It  will  attempt  to  give  the  student  a  method  and 
point  of  view  for  considering  the  meaning  of  the  world  and  human  life. 

Spring  Semester.  Ethics.  This  course  will  include  a  study  of  the  de- 
velopment of  morality,  ethical  systems,  ethical  progress,  modern  problems 
of  individual  and  social  morality,  and  the  metaphysical  implications  of 
ethics. 

Open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors.    Three  hours  per  week. 

SOCIAL  SCIENCE  COURSES. 

SOCIAL  SCIENCE  III. 

Problems  of  Sociology,  with  special  reference  to  the  forces  that  enter 
into  the  composition  of  life  and  society,  accompanied  by  lectures  and  re- 
ports throughout;  Poverty;  Socialism;  Social  Pathology;  Social  Duties; 
Immigration;  Congestion  of  Population;  Race;  Industry;  Internationalism; 
and  the  other  social  and  industrial  problems  of  our  day.  This  is  the  regular 
Orientation  Course  for  Juniors.     Three  hours  per  week. 

SOCIAL  SCIENCE  IV. 

Rural  Sociology.  Conditions  of  life  in  the  country  and  constructive 
organization  for  improvement.  Social  technology  of  rural  communities;  im- 
portance of  agriculture;  rural  institutions;  co-operative  marketing;  good 
roads;  consolidated  schools;  social  surveys  of  the  country  and  the  rural 
church;  organization  of  the  rural  community,  and  social  control. 

Three  hours  per  week.    Open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors. 


SCHOOL  OF  PHYSICS. 

DEAN  HOOK. 

SCIENCE  I-D. 

General  Physics.  This  course  embraces  the  study  of  Mechanics,  Heat, 
Sound,  Light,  and  Electricity.  There  will  be  numerous  examples  and  ex- 
periments given  throughout  the  entire  course,  with  a  view  to  rendering  the 
work  practical.  The  course  is  planned  to  impart  training  to  the  manipula- 
tion of  instruments  employed  in  physical  investigation,  to  teach  the  student 
to  make  accurate  measurements  with  the  use  of  the  English  and  metric 
systems,  to  give  practice  in  properly  recording  and  reducing  experimental 
data. 

Three  hours  a  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations,  four  hours  to 
laboratory. 
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Text:    Kimball's  College  Physics. 

Prerequisites:  Milikan  and  Gale's  First  Course  in  Physics  (revised)  or 
its  equivalent;  Plane  Geometry.    Open  to  Freshmen  and  Sophomores. 

SCIENCE  II-D. 

General  Physics.  This  course  is  intended  for  those  who  expect  to  teach 
Physics  or  desire  a  more  thorough  knowledge  of  general  physics  than  Science 
I-D  gives.  It  offers  a  mathematical  study  of  Mechanics,  Heat,  Acoustics, 
Optics,  Electricity  and  Magnetism. 

Three  hours  a  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations,  four  hours  to 
Laboratory  work. 

Text:    Reed  and  Guthe,  College  Physics,  or  its  equivalent. 
Prerequisites:    Science  I-D.    Mathematics  I. 

SCIENCE  III-D. 

Experimental  Electricity.  This  course  is  designed  to  give  the  earnest 
student  a  comprehensive  knowledge  of  electricity,  and  its  application  to  in- 
dustry.   The  following  will  be  some  of  the  topics  under  consideration: 

Fall  Semester.  Measurement  of  Resistance,  Ammeters  and  Voltmeters — 
construction,  operation  and  calibration;  Watermeters  and  Watt-hour  meters; 
Reactance  and  Resistance  in  A.  C.  Circuits;  the  Magnetic  Circuit;  Permea- 
bility Tests;  Measurement  of  Core  Loss;  Photometry  of  Incandescent  Lamps; 
Arc  Lamps;  D.  C.  Generator — operating  features;  D.  C.  Motor — operating 
features;  D.  C.  Machinery — Efficiency  and  Losses — Opposition  Runs;  the 
Transformer;  the  Alternator;  Induction  Motor. 

Spring  Semester.  Electric  Batteries,  Motor  Starters  and  Regulators, 
Elements  of  Telephony,  E.  S.  Capacity,  Transmission  Lines,  Distributing 
Lines,  Electric  Relations  in  Polyphase  Systems,  the  Synchronous  Motor,  the 
Rotary  Converter,  Armature  Windings,  Switchboards,  Electric  Heating  and 
Welding.  Ignition  Systems — for  automobiles  and  stationary  gas  engines, 
Interior  Illuminations,  Safety  of  Electric  Plants,  etc. 

Three  hours  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations,  and  four  to  laboratory 
work. 

Prerequisites:   Science  II-D  and  Mathematics  II. 

SCIENCE  IV-D. 

This  course  is  designed  to  arouse  interest  in  the  mind  of  the  student 
relative  to  the  hidden,  yet  always  present,  powers  of  nature,  and  their  ap- 
plication to  our  daily  lives  and  the  wheels  of  industry. 

First  Semester.  Mechanics.  The  Composition  and  Resolution  of  Forces 
acting  on  a  Particle,  Statics  of  a  Particle,  Forces  acting  on  a  Rigid  Body, 
Vectors,  Statics  of  a  Rigid  Body,  the  Center  of  Gravity,  Friction,  Flexible 
Cords,  Kinetics  of  a  Particle,  Motion  of  a  Particle  in  a  Plane  Curve,  Work 
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and  Energy,  Constrained  Motion,  Impulse — Collision  of  Spheres,  the  Mo- 
ment of  Inertia,  the  Dynamics  of  a  Rigid  Body,  Kinetic  Friction,  etc. 

Second  Semester.  Heat.  Thermometry,  Calorimetry,  Measurement  of 
Internal  Fires  and  their  Effects,  Lines  of  Equal  Temperance  on  the  Indicator 
Diagram,  Adiabatic  Lines,  Heat  Engines,  Relations  between  the  Physical 
Properties  of  a  Substance,  Latent  Heat,  Thermodynamics  or  Gases,  the 
Intrinsic  Energy  of  a  System  of  Bodies,  Free  Expansion,  Determination  of 
Heights  by  the  Barometer,  Radiation,  Connection  Currents,  the  Diffusion 
of  Heat  by  Conduction,  Diffusion  of  Fluids,  Capillarity,  Elasticity,  and 
Viscosity,  Molecular  Theory  of  the  Constitution  of  Bodies,  Ventilation  and 
Central  Heating  Systems,  etc. 

Three  hours  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations  and  four  hours  to  lab- 
oratory  work. 

Prerequisites:   Science  II-D  and  Mathematics  11. 

SCIENCE  IV-D-1. 

This  course  is  given  to  those  students  who  desire  an  accurate  and  com- 
prehensive knowledge  of  Geometrical  and  Physical  Optics,  and  the  funda- 
mentals of  Acoustics. 

First  Semester.  Fundamental  Properties  of  Light,  Application  of  the 
Laws  of  Reflection,  Application  of  the  Laws  of  Refraction,  Dispersion  and 
Chromatic  Aberration,  Optical  Constants  of  Mirrors  and  Lenses,  Spherical 
Aberration  and  allied  Phenomena,  Refraction  of  Axial  Pencils  by  a  Thick 
Lens,  the  Eye,  Vision  through  a  Lens,  Optical  Instruments  and  Ap- 
pliances. 

Second  Semester.  Velocity  of  Light,  Vibrations  and  Waves,  the  Wave 
Theory  of  Light,  Radiation,  Absorption,  Dispersion,  Interference,  Diffrac- 
tion, Polarization,  Double  Refraction,  Theories  of  Reflection  and  Refraction, 
Colors  of  Crystalline  Plates,  Photography. 

Sound.  The  nature  of  Sound  and  its  Chief  Characteristics,  the  Velocity 
of  Sound  in  the  Air  and  other  Media,  Reflection  and  Refraction  of  Sound, 
Frequency  and  Pitch  of  Notes,  Resonance  and  Forced  Oscillations,  Analy- 
sis of  Vibrations,  the  Transverse  Vibrations  of  Stretched  Strings  or  Wires, 
Pipes  and  other  Air  Cavities,  Rods,  Plates,  Membranes,  Vibrations  Main- 
tained by  Heat — Sensitive  Flames  and  Sets,  Musical  Sound,  the  Superpo- 
sition of  Waves. 

Three  hours  a  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations  and  four  hours 
to  assigned  laboratory  work. 

Prerequisites:   Science  I-D  and  Mathematics  I. 

SCIENCE  IV-D-2. 

Vectorial  Mechanics.  The  subject  will  be  treated  in  comparison  with 
the  Cartesian  method.  Topics  discussed  will  be  D'Alambert's  and  Hamilton's 
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Principles,  Langranges'  Equations,  Principles  of  Vis- Viva,  Center  of  Gravity, 
Areas,  Rigid  Dynamics,  General  Mechanics  of  Deformable  Bodies  and  Hy- 
dro-d5Tiamics. 

Three  hours  a  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations  and  four  hours 
assigned  to  laboratory  work. 

Prerequisites:    Science  II-D  and  Mathematics  IV. 

SCIENCE  IV-D-3. 

Spectroscopy.  This  course  will  meet  the  needs  of  those  who  desire  to 
specialize  in  Optics  or  Astronomy.  The  course  embraces  the  study  of  the 
Slit,  Prisms,  Lenses,  Complete  Priam  Spectroscope,  Diffraction  Grating, 
Extreme  Infra-red  and  Ultra-violet  Regions  of  the  Spectrum,  Practical 
Resolving  Power  of  the  Spectroscope,  Photography  of  the  Spectrum,  Phos- 
phorescence and  Fluorescence,  Absorption,  Spectra,  Nature  of  Spectra, 
Series  of  Lines  in  Spectra,  and  Change  of  Wave-length. 

Three  hours  a  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations,  four  hours  to 
laboratory  work. 

Prerequisites:    Science  II-D  or  Science  IV-D-1,  and  Mathematiqs  III. 

SCIENCE  IV-D-4. 

Electricity  and  Magnetism.  This  course  is  designed  for  the  student  who 
desires  to  do  advanced  work  in  electricity  or  other  of  the  sciences  which 
require  a  good  theoretical  knowledge  of  electricity  and  magnetism.  This 
course  differs  from  Science  III-D  in  that  it  is  given  with  a  view  of  correlat- 
ing it  with  other  sciences  and  dealing  with  causes  rather  than  with  effects. 

First  Semester.  Magnetism,  Terrestrial  Magnetism,  the  Electric  Cur- 
rent, Electrostatics,  Electrolysis,  Thermo-Electricity,  Electromagnetism, 
Magnetic  Properties  of  Materials. 

Second  Semester.  Varjdng  Currents,  Units,  Electromagnetic  Radiation, 
Conduction  in  Gases,  X-Rays,  Thermonics,  Radio-activity,  Electrons,  El- 
ements of  Wireless  Telephony  and  Telegraphy. 

Three  hours  a  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations,  four  hours  to 
laboratory  work. 

Prerequisites:   Science  I-D  and  Mathematics  III. 

SCIENCE  IV-D-5. 

First  Semester.  Heat  Engines.  Nature  and  measurement  of  heat  units, 
work  and  power,  a  study  of  the  properties  of  steam,  steam  calorimeters, 
mixtures  and  combustion  of  fuels,  a  study  of  boilers — rating,  capacity  and 
efficiency,  a  detailed  study  of  boiler  accessories.  Valves,  valve  gears,  gov- 
ernors, horsepower  calculated. 

Second  Semester.  Gas  Engines.  Thermodynamics  of  gas  engines,  various 
types  of  internal  combustion  engines,  cycles,  heat  evolved,  air  required, 
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fuels,  carburetors,  vaporizers,  ignition,  starting  and  lighting  systems,  gov- 
ernors, controls,  efficiency  and  economy. 

Prerequisites:    Science  I-D,  Mathematics  I. 

PHYSICAL  LABORATORY. 

The  Physical  Laboratory  is  located  in  the  Duke  Building.  It  is  equip- 
ped with  modern  apparatus  of  a  high  grade.  The  student  is  required  to 
keep  a  neat  and  accurate  record  of  experiments  performed.  Two  students 
are  allowed  to  work  together  on  such  experiments  as  require  two  observers. 

Among  the  apparatus  in  the  electrical  department  may  be  mentioned: 
direct  current  motors,  generators,  alternating  current  motors,  generators, 
supply  circuits,  sensitive  galvanometers,  Wheatstone  bridges,  rheostats,  con- 
densers, ammeters,  voltmeters,  standard  resistance  boxes,  storage  cells,  trans- 
formers, circuits  for  direct  and  alternating  currents,  lanterns,  accessory  ap- 
paratus for  determination  of  current,  potential  resistance,  capacity,  induc- 
tion, wave  form,  and  magnetic  properties. 

The  laboratory  is  equipped  with  a  static  machine  which  gives  a  poten- 
tial of  a  million  volts.  Students  desiring  advanced  work  in  radioactivity 
will  have  the  use  of  this  machine  together  with  the  X-ray  apparatus. 

The  mechanical  department  is  equipped  with  the  necessary  tools  and 
power  for  performing  experiments,  constructing  apparatus,  and  making 
tests.    Other  departments  are  similarly  equipped. 


SCHOOL  OF  ROMANCE  LANGUAGES  AND 
LITERATURES. 

PROFESSOR  WHITE. 
ASSISTANT  PROFESSOR  GOTTEN. 

FRENCH  COURSES. 

FRENCH  I. 

This  course  consists  of  a  careful  study  of  the  following  subjects:  Syn- 
tax, Composition,  Conversation,  History  of  French  Literature,  extensive 
reading  of  Classical  and  Modern  French.  Open  to  Freshmen  and  Sopho- 
mores.   Three  hours  a  week. 

French  A,  or  its  equivalent  is  required  for  entrance. 

FRENCH  II. 

During  this  course  the  students  make  a  comprehensive  study  of  the 
literature  of  France  during  the  seventeenth,  eighteenth  and  nineteenth  centu- 
ries; the  Drama,  Essay,  Novel,  Short  Story  and  Letters.    Open  to  students 
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who  have  completed  creditably  French  I,  and  who  have  studied  one  or  more 
foreign  languages  four  years.   Three  hours  a  week. 

FRENCH  III. 

This  is  an  advanced  course  in  French  composition  and  requires  a  care- 
ful study  of  the  elements  of  French  literature  in  its  different  periods.  Orig- 
inal papers  in  French  and  a  thesis  showing  original  work  on  some  phase  of 
French  language  and  literature  are  required  during  the  year.  Open  to  stu- 
dents who  have  completed  creditably  French  I  and  II.    Three  hours  a  week. 

FRENCH  IV. 

This  course  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  historical  French;  lectures  and 
Comparative  Philology;  a  study  of  the  sources  of  French  forms  and  idioms; 
a  comparison  of  Old,  Middle,  and  Modern  French  with  Low  and  Classical 
Latin.  Open  to  students  who  have  completed  creditably  Courses  I  and  II. 
Three  hours  a  week. 

SPANISH  COURSES. 

SPANISH  I. 

Thorough  survey  of  Spanish  grammar.  Dictation,  conversation,  and 
composition  work.  Elements  of  Spanish  syntax.  Reading  of  works  by  mod- 
ein  Spanish  and  South-American  authors.  Prerequisite,  Spanish  A,  or  one 
year  of  a  Romance  Language.    Three  hours  per  week. 

SPANISH  II. 

Rapid  review  of  grammar.  Conversation  and  composition  work.  Special 
attention  devoted  to  advanced  grammar  and  syntax.  Rapid  survey  of  the 
history  of  Spanish  Literature.  Prerequisite,  Spanish  I.  Three  hours  per 
week. 

SPANISH  III. 

Survey  of  Spanish  writers  of  the  nineteenth  century  and  of  the  present 
day.  Lectures,  readings,  compositions,  reports,  etc.  Prerequisite,  Spanish  II. 
Three  hours  per  week. 

SPANISH  IV. 

Detailed  study  of  the  Spanish  Literature  up  to  the  Golden  Age.  Survey 
of  Spanish  Literature  during  the  Golden  Age.  Lectures,  reports,  etc.  Pre- 
requisite, Spanish  III.   Three  hours  per  week. 


Special  Departments  of  the  College. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  ART. 

MISS  NEWMAN. 

A  thorough  course  of  instruction  in  Drawing,  Painting,  Art 
Structure  and  History  of  Art,  is  given  to  those  who  desire  to  de- 
vote themselves  to  the  study  of  Art. 

A  period  of  three  years  is  required  for  a  certificate  and  four 
years  for  a  diploma.  Credit  will  be  given  for  one  year's  work 
only  taken  elsewhere.  Students  taking  this  course  are  required 
to  spend  twelve  hours  a  week  at  work  in  the  studio.  The  pref- 
erence of  those  wishing  to  copy  the  works  of  others  will  be  re- 
garded. 

An  annual  exhibition  of  all  work  will  be  held  during  Com- 
mencement week. 

ART  I. 

Freehand  drawing  in  charcoal  from  still-life,  geometrical  solids  and 
casts.  Linear  and  angular  perspective.  Study  of  light  and  shade.  Flat  washes 
in  water  and  color  monochrome  painting.  Color  sketches  from  still-life, 
pastel  painting,  lettering  and  designing,  clay  modeling  and  pottery.  Struc- 
ture. 

ART  II. 

Drawing  in  charcoal  from  still-life,  also  heads,  hands,  features,  etc., 
from  casts.  Water  colors  from  still-life.  Painting  in  oils,  pastels  and  water- 
colors  from  still-life.  Illustration,  wash  drawings  in  water  color.  Principles 
of  color.  Technical  terms,  etc.  History  of  art  (required).  Pen  and  ink 
drawings.    Designing.    Structure. 

ART  III. 

Drawing  from  draped  model  and  still-life.  Portraiture  in  crayon  and 
oils.  Composition.  Anatomy.  Landscape  painting.  Theory  of  color.  Pro- 
cesses of  reproduction.  History  of  art.  Mythology.  Designing.  Pastel 
Painting.   Copying  of  old  masters.   Structure. 

SKETCH  CLASSES. 

From  model  in  any  medium,  pencil,  out-of-door  work.  Two  hours  each 
week. 
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NORMAL  TRAINING. 

A  three  years'  course  in  training  teachers  for  public  and  private  schools. 
Certificates  are  given  for  satisfactory  completion  of  the  following  course : 

Drawing  and  painting  from  costumed  models,  birds,  animals,  flowers. 
Landscape  and  still-life  painting.  Illustration.  Decorative  and  applied  art. 
Theory  and  practice  of  design  in  line,  mass  and  color.  Composition — pictorial 
and  decorative.  History  of  art.  Geometric  drawings — perspective  and  pro- 
jection. Handicrafts — basketry,  leather,  block  printing  and  stenciling.  Paper 
cutting,  book  binding,  home  decoration,  clay  modeling. 

CHINA  PAINTING. 

The  methods  of  best  known  teachers  in  New  York  and  Dresden  are 
taught.  The  latest  development  of  this  art  is  carefully  studied  and  pupils 
will  have  the  advantage  of  designs  of  the  highest  order  of  artistic  merit, 
including  originals  by  foremost  designers  for  china  in  America. 

I.  Tinting,     (a)  La  Croix  colors;   (b)  matt  colors;  (c)  po^A^der  colors. 

II.  Flower  Painting,  (a)  After  designs  of  Edward  Reeves  and  Marshall 
Fray;   (b)  Dresden  colors — Herr  Lamm. 

III.  Figure  Painting,    (a)  La  Croix;  (b)  Dresden — Herr  Till. 

IV.  Ornamental  Work,  (a)  Raised  Paste  and  Gold;  (b)  Enamels;  (c) 
Jewels,  etc.,  on  hard  china,  satsuma,  Belleek,  and  Sedji. 

HISTORY  OF  ART. 

1.  History  of  architecture  and  sculpture — Egyptian,  Assyrian,  Greek 
and  Roman,  Christian,  Byzantian,  Romanesque  and  Renaissance. 

2.  Modern  sculpture;  painting;  ceramics. 

3.  Appreciation  of  Art. 

Class  topics  and  references.    Required  of  certificate  and  diploma  pupils. 
NOTE. — Art  must  be  pursued  for  three  years  to  be  credited  as  a  minor. 


COMMERCIAL  DEPARTMENT. 

MR.  COX. 

COMMERCE  I-A. 

A  practical  study  of  Bookkeeping  and  Accountancy,  together  with  an 
abundance  of  laboratory  practice  in  working  through  single  proprietorships, 
partnerships,  and  corporation  accounting  sets.  This  course  also  covers  Com- 
mercial Law,  Short  Methods  in  Business  Arithmetic,  Office  Practice,  and 
Business  Methods.  The  course  prepares  the  student  for  a  position  as  book- 
keeper, billing  clerk,  etc.,  and  is  introductory  to  the  profession  of  auditing 
and  accoimting. 
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Three  hours  per  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations,  three  hours 
to  laboratory  work. 

Tuition,  $30.00.    No  credit  course. 

COMMERCE  I-B. 

A  practical  and  intensive  course  in  Stenography,  including  Shorthand 
(Gregg  System),  Speed  Practice,  Business  Correspondence,  Business  Meth- 
ods, and  Office  Practice.  It  prepares  the  student  for  a  position  as  stenogra- 
pher, private  secretary,  or  any  of  the  kindred  positions. 

Six  hours  per  week  devoted  to  recitations.  Typewriting  (Commerce  I-C) 
is  a  co-requisite  of  this  course. 

Tuition,  $30.00.    No  credit  course. 

COMMERCE  I-C. 

Typewriting.    This  coiu-se  includes  in  addition  to  Typewriting,  Business 
Correspondence  and  practice  on  the  various  office  appliances. 
Six  hours  per  week. 
Tuition,  $20.00. 
No  credit  course. 

NOTE. — Commerce  I-A,  I-B,  and  I-C,  taken  together,  comprise  what 
is  designated  as  the  Complete  Business  Course  by  business  colleges.  Com- 
merce I-A  and  I-C  form  the  Commercial  Course,  and  Commerce  I-B  and 
I-C  the  Stenographic  Course.  Commercial  students  must  pass  the  College 
entrance  requirements  and  pursue  at  least  three  literary  courses  in  the  Col- 
lege.   No  certificates  are  given  in  this  department. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  EXPRESSION. 

MISS  BRETT. 
PROFESSOR  VAN  CLEAVE. 

COURSES  IN  EXPRESSION. 

EXPRESSION  I. 

Voice  training,  breathing,  diaphragmatic  action,  word  grouping,  har- 
monic training,  selections  for  criticism  and  for  public  use. 

EXPRESSION  II. 

Intellectual  conception,  expression  of  simple  emotions,  directness,  pan- 
tomime, exercises  for  the  cultivation  of  animation  in  reading  and  speaking. 
Repertoire  enlarged  by  adding  readings  for  special  days  and  organizations. 
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EXPRESSION  III. 

Philosophy  of  expression,  intensity  of  expression,  relation  of  reader  to 
audience,  presentation  of  monologues,  cutting  from  and  rendition  of  a  play. 
Dialect,  scenes  from  Shakespearean  plays.  Twenty-five  selections  for  public 
use. 

EXPRESSION  IV. 

Dramatic  art,  interpretation  of  a  book  or  a  play  for  an  entire  evening. 
Platform  art,  story  telling.  Candidates  are  required  to  read  an  entire  book 
from  which  a  cutting  is  made  for  a  reading.  Thirty-five  selections  must  be 
prepared  for  public  use. 

STORY  TELLING. 

This  course  includes  the  origin  and  psychology  of  Story  Telling,  types 
of  stories,  and  how  to  prepare  and  deliver  stories. 

Open  to  all  students,  and  required  of  certificate  and  diploma  students 
in  Expression.    One  hovir  per  week.    Tuition,  $15.00. 

MISS  BRETT. 

CLASS  EXPRESSION  I. 
(English  III-D.) 

Oral  Inter-prelation.  This  course  includes  voice  training,  breathing, 
diaphragmatic  action,  range,  flexibility,  emphasis,  inflection,  and  tone  pro- 
duction. Following  the  preparation  of  the  voice  for  effective  speech,  the 
means  and  modes  of  oral  interpretation  and  the  dramatic  principles  of  de- 
livery are  sought  and  practiced  for  creative  originality  and  imaginative 
thought.  Three  hours  per  week.  This  course  counts  as  English  III-D  in 
the  School  of  Enghsh.  Tuition  $45.00.  Cla&s  will  not  be  formed  for  less 
than  ten  students.    It  may  be  elected  in  any  college  year. 

PROF.  VAN  CLEAVE. 

NOTE. — Expression  must  be  pursued  for  three  years  to  count  as  a 
minor. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  MUSIC. 

PROFESSOR  VELIE,  Director,  Piano,  Organ,  and  Theory. 

MISS  FISHER,   Voice  and  Piano. 

MRS.  VELIE,  Piano  and  Voice. 

MISS  BELLIS,   Violin  and  Piano. 

Music  is  an  important  element  in  education,  not  a  mere 
pleasant  pastime.  A  knowledge  of  classical  music  is  considered 
one  of  the  essentials  of  a  well-rounded  education. 

The  School  of  Music  has  a  threefold  purpose:  First,  to  pro- 
vide a  thorough,  comprehensive  course  for  those  wishing  to  be- 
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come  teachers,  or  to  give  a  definite  background  for  a  professional 
career;  Second,  to  offer  to  students  courses  so  arranged  that  they 
may  be  combined  with  the  complete  literary  course  in  the  college ; 
and  Third,  to  give  to  the  college  and  community  the  cultural 
advantages  which  the  School  of  Music  offers  in  its  various  phases. 

Equipment. — Whitley  Auditorium,  the  home  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Music,  is  a  spacious,  modern  building,  well  heated, 
lighted  and  ventilated.  In  it  are  located  the  studios  of  the  in- 
structors and  a  large  number  of  rooms  equipped  with  pianos  and 
used  for  practice  purposes.  Each  studio  is  equipped  with  a  grand 
piano  and  a  large  Mason  and  Hamlin  concert  grand  is  available 
in  the  auditorium.  One  room  contains  a  new  two-manual  Estey 
practice  organ  with  full  pedal  board,  available  for  practice  for 
organ  students.  The  auditorium  contains  a  large  four-manual 
Skinner  organ,  one  of  the  finest  pipe  organs  in  the  South. 

General  Information. 

There  are  no  formal  entrance  requirements  beyond  the  evi- 
dence of  ability  to  profit  by  the  instruction  offered.  The  work  is 
divided  into  two  semesters,  and  it  is  best  for  students  to  enter 
at  the  beginning  of  a  semester.  However,  private  lessons  may 
be  taken  up  at  any  time,  but  no  registrations  are  accepted  for 
less  than  the  remainder  of  the  semester  and  the  College  will  not 
credit  a  course  for  a  degree  unless  pursued  for  a  full  year. 

No  student  is  permitted  to  take  lessons  from  outside  in- 
structors or  to  give  lessons. 

All  students  must  take  part  in  recitals  when  assigned  to  such 
duties  by  the  Director.  Music  students  are  required  to  attend 
all  recitals,  whether  Faculty  or  student,  and  also  the  Sunday 
Vesper  services. 

All  music  students  must  consult  the  Director  before  taking 
part  in  any  public  musical  program  and  must  take  such  part  in 
the  musical  organizations  of  the  College  as  the  Department  re- 
quests. 

Graduation. — Two  courses  are  offered.  One  is  intended  for 
teachers  and  a  certificate  is  granted  to  those  completing  this 
course.  A  diploma  is  granted  to  those  who  complete  the  regular 
course. 
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The  following  are  the  requirements  for  the  teachers'  Cer- 
tificate : 

1.  He  must  have  completed  courses  in  Sight  Singing  and  Ear  Training, 
two  years  of  Harmony,  History  of  Music,  and  a  course  in  Methods  of  Teach- 
ing. 

2.  The  student  must  meet  the  requirements  of  the  special  department 
in  which  he  is  majoring. 

3.  He  must  come  up  to  the  standard  of  public  performance  demanded 
by  his  instructor: 

A  diploma  student  must  meet  the  following  additional  re- 
quirements : 

1.  He  must  complete  the  courses  in  Counterpoint  and  Analysis. 

2.  He  must  give  an  entire  recital  from  memory,  said  recital  to  include 
at  least  two  major  works. 

General  Advantages. 

The  Choral  Society:  This  society  is  open  to  all  interested  in 
choral  singing  and  gives  programs  at  various  times  during  the 
year  and  at  commencement.  Handel's  "Messiah"  is  given  each 
year  at  Christmas  Time. 

The  Men's  Glee  Club:  This  organization  is  outlining  definite 
plans  and  is  already  included  in  the  Intercollegiate  Glee  Club 
-Association  of  North  Carolina. 

The  Young  Women's  Glee  Club:  The  young  women  of  the 
'college  having  special  musical  talent  are  given  the  opportunity 
for  further  development  through  this  organization. 

The  Artist  Course:  Elon  is  especially  proud  of  presenting  to 
the  students  and  community,  artists  of  the  highest  cahbre.  This 
com'se  is  sponsored  by  the  Music  Lovers'  Club. 

The  Music  Lovers'  Club:  This  club  is  voluntary,  but  all 
diploma  pupils  in  the  music  department  are  ehgible  to  member- 
ship. 

Student  Recitals:  An  hour  on  the  first  and  third  Thursday 
afternoons  of  each  month  at  four  o'clock,  has  been  set  aside  as 
"Musical  Hour."  At  this  time,  students  will  play,  and  faculty 
members  will  appear  from  time  to  time.    These  informal  gather- 
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ings  will  be  open  to  all  interested.  Aside  from  these  recitals, 
other  student  recitals  will  be  given  at  various  intervals. 

Faculty  Recitals:  The  faculty  will  give  at  least  two  public 
recitals  each  year  in  Whitley  Auditorium. 

Vesper  Organ  Recitals:  These  recitals  are  given  on  the  second 
Sunday  afternoons  of  each  month  at  four  o'clock.  They  are 
given  on  the  four-manual  Sldnner  organ  in  Whitley  Auditorium. 

Courses  in  Music  Theory  and  Music  Education. 

HARMONY  I. 

A  complete  study  of  the  formation  of  scales,  intervals,  triads  and  domi- 
nant seventh  with  inversions;  ear  training,  melody  writing,  and  the  har- 
monization of  melodies  and  basses.    Tuition,  $45.00. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

Text:   Chadwick's  Harmony. 

HARMONY  II. 

The  dominant  ninth  chord,  augmented  and  diminished  seventh  chords, 
altered  and  foreign  chords,  modulation  and  non-chordal  tones;  harmoniza- 
tion of  melodies,  harmonic  analysis  and  practical  application  of  harmony 
at  the  piano.    Tuition  $45.00. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

COUNTERPOINT. 

The  addition  of  parts  to  a  cantus  firmus.    Simple  and  double  counter- 
point.   Tuition,  $45.00. 
Three  hours  per  week. 
Text:    Elementary  Counterpoint,  Goetschius. 

SIGHT  SINGING  AND  EAR  TRAINING. 

Sight  reading,  study  of  intervals,  melodic  and  rhythmic  dictation. 
Tuition,  $45.00. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

Text:  Ear  Training  and  Sight  Singing,  George  A  Wedge. 

METHODS  IN  PUBLIC  SCHOOL  MUSIC. 
(Education  III-M.) 
Study  of  methods  in  primary  and  intermediate  grades  and  in  junior  and 
senior  high  school.     Choice  of  material  rate  songs,  part  songs,  folk  songs. 
The  child's  voice,  the  correction  of  the  monotone  and  the  change  in  the 
boy's  voice.     This  course  coimts  in  the  School  of  Education  as  Education 
III-M.    Tuition,  $45.00. 
Three  hours  per  week. 
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PIANO  TEACHING  METHODS. 
(Education  III-B.) 

A  course  designed  especially  for  piano  students  who  are  planning  to 
become  piano  teachers.  Special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  methods  and  ma- 
terial to  be  used  in  starting  young  beginners:  in  lessons  and  piano  class  work. 
The  course  includes  practice  teaching.  This  course  counts  in  the  School  of 
Education  as  Education  III-P.    Tuition  $45.00. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

HISTORY  AND  APPRECIATION  OF  MUSIC. 

Covering  history  of  music  from  prehistoric  times  to  modern.  The  in- 
struction is  in  the  form  of  lectures  supplemented  by  text-books  and  by  topi- 
cal work  prepared  by  students.  The  study  of  current  musical  events  and 
the  appreciation  of  music  are  included.     Tuition,  $45.00. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

ANALYSIS. 

A  study  of  musical  form;  motive  phrase,  and  period;  song  form,  the 
minuette,  scherzo  and  suite;  the  rondo,  sonata,  finale,  and  forms  developed 
by  the  Romantic  School;  the  examination  of  works  of  the  classical  com- 
posers in  all  the  above  forms.        Tuition,  $45.00. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

NOTE. — A  major  in  music  is  permitted  to  those  students  who  meet  the 
Director's  requirements  in  applied  music,  provided  they  successfully  com- 
plete five  theoretical  courses  as  outlined  above.  In  addition,  they  must  pass 
a  methods  course  above,  for  which  credit  will  be  given  in  the  School  of  Ed- 
ucation. 

Courses  in  Applied  Music. 

Piano. — It  is  impossible  to  arrange  a  course  of  study  that 
•  will  suit  the  needs  of  all  students.  It  is  intended  that  each  student 
will  use  such  material  as  will  be  adapted  to  his  special  needs. 
The  primary  aim  is  to  lay  a  thorough  technical  foundation,  tak- 
ing into  consideration  the  student's  previous  habits  of  work.  The 
works  of  the  best  masters  are  therefore  employed  through  all  the 
grades,  in  order  that  the  emotional  and  intellectual  capacities 
shall  be  developed  in  company  with  the  technical.  Technical 
exercises,  scales,  chords  and  arpeggios,  memorizing  and  ensemble 
playing  are  required  in  all  grades. 

Previous  to  graduation,  the  student  must  have  completed 
major  works  of  Bach,  Beethoven  and  certain  modern  composers. 
For  his  graduation  recital,  each  student  is  expected  to  play  a 
movement  from  a  piano  concerto. 
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Organ. — Before  taking  up  the  study  of  the  organ,  students 
are  required  to  have  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  piano. 

Their  piano  playing  must  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  in- 
structor before  they  will  be  admitted  to  this  department. 

In  connection  with  the  work  in  this  department,  especial 
attention  is  given  to  the  training  of  church  organists,  instruction 
in  congregational  and  choir  leadership,  choir  accompaniment,  im- 
provisation and  modulation.  Sufficiently  advanced  students  are 
ajEforded  practical  experience  in  playing  at  church  services. 

Children's  Piano  Department. — Because  of  the  importance  of 
the  training  of  children,  a  special  department  has  been  added  in 
which  the  artistic  needs  of  the  Httle  ones  will  be  ministered  to. 
Experience  has  shown  that  much  of  the  study  can  be  done  in 
classes.  The  time  of  the  private  lesson  can  then  be  given  wholly 
to  the  practical  side  of  piano  playing.  Therefore  in  this  depart- 
ment a  system  of  private  and  class  lessons  is  employed.  The 
class  work  includes  ear  training,  rhythm,  melody,  scales,  sight 
reading,  transposition,  and  study  of  the  hves  of  composers. 

Open  only  to  pupils  of  the  village  under  thirteen  years  of 
age.     Tuition,  $30.00. 

Voice. — The  first  two  years  are  given  toward  the  develop- 
ment and  placing  of  the  voice;  exercises  of  sustained  tones, 
scales,  arpeggios,  with  interpretation  of  Enghsh  and  Italian  songs. 
During  the  Junior  year  advanced  technical  studies  are  given 
with  French,  Italian  and  German  songs.  In  the  Senior  year  the 
more  difficult  German  and  French  songs,  together  with  arias  and 
oratorios,  are  studied.  The  literary  and  theoretical  requirements 
are  the  same  as  in  the  piano  courses. 

In  addition  to  the  general  requirements  listed  above  for  all 
students  in  the  department,  voice  students  are  especially  re- 
quired to  attend  the  rehearsals  of  the  glee  club  and  choral  society. 

Pupils  working  for  a  certificate  or  diploma  in  voice  must 
have  had  at  least  two  years  of  piano  study  and  must  complete 
the  theoretical  subjects  as  required  for  piano  pupils. 

Violin. — The  course  in  vioHn  is  prescribed  for  each  individual 
pupil  and  extends  over  the  four  years  of  the  college  course.  Those 
who  are  working  for  certificates  or  diplomas  in  this  department 
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must  have  two  years  of  piano  study,  must  complete  the  theoret- 
ical and  literary  subjects  as  required  for  piano  students,  and 
perform  the  other  duties  required  of  members  of  the  piano  de- 
partment. 

Beginners  are  drilled  in  the  forming  of  a  correct  method  of 
playing.  Special  attention  is  given  to  bowing  and  finger  technic, 
accuracy  of  intonation,  and  correct  position  of  the  violin. 

The  material  used  for  more  advanced  students  is  selected 
according  to  the  individual  needs  and  ability.  As  a  thesis  for 
graduation,  a  selection  is  made  from  the  concertos  by  Beethoven, 
Bruch,  Mendelssohn,  or  others  of  like  grade. 

No  College  Credit. — The  work  in  Applied  Music  does  not 
carry  college  credit.  It  is  laboratory  work  for  the  theoretical 
courses.  The  theoretical  courses  do  not  count  for  college  credit 
unless  the  laboratory  work  is  also  pursued. 

Each  pupil  in  one  of  the  applied  music  departments  is  re- 
quired to  have  two  half-hour  periods  of  instruction  weekly  and 
to  practice  at  least  one  hour  a  day,  and  more  as  required  by  the 
Director. 

With  the  permission  of  the  Director,  a  pupil  who  is  studying 
in  one  department  may  have  a  single  lesson  in  another  depart- 
ment at  tSO.OO  the  year  additional,  but  no  pupil  will  be  accepted 
for  a  half  course  only  in  any  apphed  music  department  course.

The  purpose  of  physical  education  is  to  develop  not  only  the 
muscles,  but  the  culture  of  the  entire  organism.  "Man  is  mind 
incorporated  in  a  body,  and  as  the  life  and  activities  of  mind  are 
in  a  large  measure  dependent  upon  the  bodily  conditions,  it  is 
the  duty  of  all  men  and  women,  but  especially  of  students,  to 
keep  the  body  in  the  highest  state  of  health  and  vigor."  There- 
fore, a  sound  body  being  a  basis  for  normal  development,  it 
should  be  our  aim  to  have  healthy,  alert,  vigorous  bodies  abound-

ing  in  life.  The  department  has  placed  emphasis  on  performing 
various  functions,  such  as  giving  the  student  instruction  in  per- 
sonal hygiene;  taking  the  individual  needs  by  means  of  an  ex- 
amination and  directing  exercises  to  his  needs ;  to  provide  exercise 
as  may  be  necessary  to  preserve  and  to  promote  health  and  de- 
velop vigor  and  vitality;  develop  muscle  control;  physical  strength 
and  judgment;  organized  play;  to  provide  healthful  recreative 
activities  for  leisure  periods  and  the  habit  of  regular  exercise. 

Every  student  is  required,  unless  excused  by  the  proper  Dean, 
to  take  the  regular  Physical  Training  courses,  there  being  four 
full  year-courses  required  for  a  degree  from  the  Freshman  year. 
At  the  beginning  of  each  scholastic  year  each  student  is  given 
a  physical  examination,  this  examination  being  lung  and  heart 
tests,  body  measurements  and  general  diagnosis.  A  comparison 
is  made  of  student  measurements  with  that  of  standard  meas- 
urement, and  exercises  are  prescribed  to  develop  the  parts  of 
the  body  not  up  to  standard  measurements.  A  record  card  is 
kept  of  each  student  until  the  end  of  the  year,  when  a  final  ex- 
amination is  made  by  the  directors  and  a  comparison  made  of 
his  entrance  examination.  In  case  a  student  has  a  physician's 
certificate  to  be  excused  from  the  work,  the  Physical  Director 
will  have  correspondence  with  the  attending  physician  to  find 
out  particulars  regarding  the  student's  weakness,  and  progressive 
exercises  adapted  to  the  student's  needs  will  be  prescribed  and 
shall  be  required  for  a  degree  in  lieu  of  the  regular  work. 

All  classes  will  be  given  lectures  on  personal  hygiene  and 
sanitation;  general  care  of  the  body;  diet;  physical  efficiency  in 
athletics;  training  for  athletic  contests  and  body  building.  An 
accurate  record  is  kept  of  each  student's  daily  standing  in  class 
work  and  a  written  examination  is  given  at  the  regular  examin- 
ation period.  These  examinations  will  include  a  coaching  knowl- 
edge of  all  standard  inter-collegiate  games.     .

Wrestling,  boxing,  advanced  tumbling,  advanced  apparatus  and 
acrobatic  work,  including  a  graded  series  of  heavy  apparatus  work  on  horse, 
buck,  horizontal  bars,  parallel  bars,  vaulting  bars,  flying  and  traveling  rings, 
ladders,  mats  and  ropes,  class  leading  in  ail  exercises  by  imitation  and  com- 
mand, setting  corrective  work,  advanced  work  with  bar-bell  and  dumb-bell 
and  the  standard  lifts.

History  and  Government. 


Purpose. — The  founders  of  Elon  College  had  in  mind  to  fur- 
nish thorough  instruction  to  young  men  and  young  women,  on 
equal  terms  and  under  positive  moral  and  religious  influences.  The 
record  of  more  than  three  fruitful  decades  has  been  ample  justi- 
fication of  this  purpose.  The  association  of  young  men  and  young 
women  in  the  class  rooms  and  lecture  halls  has  refined  both 
and  resulted  in  a  love  for  scholarship  often  lacking  in  present- 
day  colleges.  The  lack  of  boisterousness  and  rowdyism,  the 
refinement  and  gentleness  of  manners,  directly  attributable  to 
equal  education,  has  developed,  under  the  strict  moral  standard 
prevailing  here,  a  spirit  that  favorably  commends  itself  to  the 
thoughtful  observer. 

Early  Beginnings. — Elon  College  is  an  evolution,  the  evolu- 
tion of  the  desire  for  a  college  on  the  part  of  the  Christian  Church 
in  the  South,  The  pioneer  in  the  field  of  Christian  education 
among  the  people  who  later  founded  Elon,  was  Elder  Daniel 
Wilson  Kerr,  who,  according  to  the  North  Carolina  State  Rec- 
ords, in  1826,  was  teaching  in  Wake  County,  and  of  whose  work 
the  following  mention  is  therein  made  (1826):  "The  Wake 
Forest  Pleasant  Grove  Academy,  situated  on  the  Oxford  road 
twelve  miles  north  of  Raleigh,  N,  C,  was  incorporated,  with 
Elder  Daniel  W.  Kerr  as  principal."  Twelve  years  later  he  was 
principal  of  Junto  Academy,  formerly  called  Mt.  Pleasant,  which 
was  incorporated  in  1838.  In  1842,  Junto  Academy  was  burned 
and  when  rebuilt  was  called  Mt.  Zion  Academy.  Seven  years 
later  Mr.  Kerr  moved  his  school  to  Pittsboro,  N.  C,  where  he 
continued  to  teach  until  his  death  in  1850.  With  Elder  Kerr's 
death  his  school  ceased,  but  to  him  is  due  the  honor  of  having 
first  conceived  the  idea  of  a  fitting  school  for  his  church.  It  is 
true  that  he  began  the  schools  he  founded  on  his  own  initiative, 
but  they  were  endorsed  by  the  conferences  of  his  church,  and  were 
regarded  as  denominational  schools. 

Two  years  after  his  death,  the  seed  of  his  sowing  bore  a  finer 
fruit  in  the  establishment  of  Graham  Institute,  in  Graham,  the 
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county  seat  of  Alamance,  with  Rev.  John  R.  Holt  as  principal. 
At  first  this  school  was  conducted  as  a  high  school  for  boys,  but 
in  1857,  it  was  chartered  as  Graham  College,  with  Prof.  W.  H. 
Doherty,  Yellow  Springs,  Ohio,  as  president,  under  whose  ad- 
ministration it  flourished  until  the  Civil  War,  during  which  it 
suffered  such  depletion  that  its  doors  were  closed. 

In  1865,  Rev.  W.  S.  Long,  A.  M.,  D.  D.,  opened  a  high 
school  in  Graham,  which  later  came  into  possession  of  the  Graham 
College  property,  and  operated  the  school  as  Graham  Normal 
College.  It  was  endorsed  by  the  conferences  of  the  Christian 
Church  and  ceased  to  exist  upon  the  opening  of  Elon  College  in 
September,  1890. 

Elon  is  Founded. — In  1887,  the  Committee  on  Schools  and 
Colleges  of  the  Southern  Christian  Convention,  who  were  Dr. 
W.  S.  Long,  chairman;  Dr.  J.  Pressley  Barrett,  secretary;  Rev. 
J.  W.  Holt,  Dr.  J.  U.  Newman  (by  request),  and  Mr.  J.  W. 
Harden,  leased  the  grounds  and  buildings  of  the  Graham  Normal 
College,  intending  to  make  of  it  a  college  for  the  education  of 
Christian  ministers  and  laity  under  positive  religious  surround- 
ings, but  finding  the  equipment  not  exactly  commensurate  with 
the  needs,  convened  an  extraordinary  session  of  the  Southern 
Christian  Convention  in  Graham,  in  September,  1888,  to  give 
further  consideration  to  the  matter. 

This  extraordinary  session  heard  offers  of  land  and  money  from 
Burlington,  Graham,  Mill  Point,  Gibsonville,  and  Greensboro, 
for  the  location  of  the  proposed  college  in  their  several  localities. 
After  careful  consideration,  it  was  voted  to  leave  the  decision 
of  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  the  following  Provisional  Board: 
Dr.  W.  S.  Long,  Dr.  J.  P.  Barrett,  Hon.  F.  O.  Moring,  Col.  J. 
H.  Harden,  and  Dr.  G.  S.  Watson.  The  Convention  adjourned 
on  September  14,  having  appointed  Dr.  J.  P.  Barrett  Financial 
Agent,  who,  however,  could  not  accept  on  account  of  his  heavy 
work  as  an  editor,  and  in  whose  place  Dr.  W.  S.  Long  was  chosen. 

The  Provisional  Board  visited  all  the  places  making  offers 
for  the  location  of  the  proposed  college,  and  on  December  20, 
1888,  decided  to  locate  it  at  Mill  Point,  the  present  Elon  Col- 
lege, the  twenty-five  acre  campus  being  donated  by  the  late  Hon. 
W.  H.  Trollinger,  of  Haw  River,  N.  C,  and  twenty-three  other 
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acres  and  four  thousand  dollars  in  cash  being  given  by  the  citi- 
zens of  the  rural  community  then  surrounding  the  site. 

Dr.  W.  S.  Long  was  chosen  President  as  well  as  Financial 
Agent,  and  at  once  set  to  work  at  his  task.  The  first  cash  do- 
nation to  the  College  was  by  Mr.  J.  P.  Bland,  Pittsboro,  N.  C, 
while  Dr.  Long  himself  had  the  distinction  of  making  the  first 
subscription.  The  first  public  appeal  for  funds  for  the  institution 
was  made  at  Berea  Christian  Church,  Nansemond  County,  Va., 
and  resulted  in  the  raising  of  $635.05,  of  which  Deacon  Willis 
J.  Lee,  a  trustee  of  the  College  from  its  foundation  and  whose 
generosity  to  it  was  abundant  from  that  day  until  the  day  of  his 
death,  May  20,  1919,  gave  $250.00. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  chartered  the 
College  on  March  11,  1889.  May  7th  of  that  year,  the  first 
shovel  of  dirt  was  removed  for  the  foundation,  and  thirteen  days 
later  the  first  brick  was  laid  with  appropriate  ceremonies.  The 
College  opened  its  doors  to  students  September  2,  1890.  Dr.  W. 
S.  Long  remained  President  for  four  years.  He  was  succeeded 
upon  his  resignation,  by  Rev.  W.  W.  Staley,  D.  D.,  who  served 
as  non-resident  President  for  eleven  years,  with  Dr.  J.  U.  New- 
man as  Dean  for  nine  years,  and  Dr.  J.  0.  Atkinson  for  the 
other  two.  Upon  Dr.  Staley's  resignation,  Dr.  E.  L.  Moffitt 
was  chosen  as  President,  serving  in  this  capacity  until  his  resig- 
nation in  June,  1911.  The  present  President  was  chosen  as  Dr. 
Moffitt's  successor  in  June,  1911. 

The  College  Charter, — The  Provisional  Board  appointed  by 
the  extraordinary  session  of  the  Southern  Christian  Convention 
in  September,  1888,  having  selected  the  site  for  the  College  and 
having  chosen  a  name  for  it,  suggested  by  the  noble  grove  of 
oaks  that  covered  the  site  of  the  campus,  Elon,  the  Hebrew  for 
oak,  or  strength,  applied  to  the  legislature  of  North  Carolina  for 
incorporation,  with  those  as  its  first  trustees  who  had  been 
elected  for  that  purpose  by  the  extraordinary  session  of  the 
Convention  mentioned  above.  The  charter  was  granted  at  once 
and  is  printed  in  the  Private  Laws  of  North  Carolina  for  1889. 
as  Chapter  216,  and  reads  as  follows: 
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AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  ELON  COLLEGE. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  W.  S.  Long,  J.  W.  Wellons,  W.  W.  Staley,  G.  S.  Wat- 
son, M.  L.  Hurley,  E.  T.  Pierce,  W.  J.  Lee,  P.  J.  Kernodle,  J.  F.  West,  E. 
E.  Holland,  E.  A.  Moffitt,  J.  M.  Smith,  J.  H.  Harden,  F.  O.  Moring  and 
S.  P.  Read,  and  their  associates  and  successors,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
created  a  body  politic  and  corporate  to  be  styled  the  "Board  of  Trustees  of 
Elon  College,"  and  by  that  name  to  remain  in  perpetual  succession,  with 
full  power  to  sue  and  to  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  to  acquire, 
hold  and  convey  property,  real  and  personal,  to  have  and  use  a  common 
Beal,  to  alter  and  renew  the  same  at  pleasure,  to  make  and  alter  from  time  to 
time  such  bylaws  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  government  of  said 
institution,  its  officers,  students  and  servants:  Provided,  that  such  by-laws 
shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States 
and  of  this  State.  Also,  to  have  power  to  confer  on  those  whom  they  may 
deem  worthy  such  honors  and  degrees  as  are  usually  conferred  in  similar 
institutions:  Provided  further,  that  said  trustees  shall  not  be  individually 
liable  for  their  acts  and  doings  as  trustees. 

Section  2.  The  affairs  of  said  College  shall  be  under  the  management 
of  a  board  of  fifteen  trustees  who  shall  be  members  of  the  Christian  Church. 
A  majority  of  the  board  shall  form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness. Said  trustees  may  convey  real  estate  by  deed,  under  their  common 
seal,  executed  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  said  board.  They  may  hold 
office  as  the  general  convention  of  the  Christian  Church  may  specify  or  until 
their  successors  are  elected.    Said  trustees  shall  hold  their  first  meeting  at 

Mill  Point,  in  Alamance  County,  on  the day  of ,  1889; 

afterwards,  they  shall  meet  on  their  own  appointment;  but  of  necessity,  the 
president,  with  the  advice  of  two  trustees,  may  call  a  special  meeting  of 
the  board,  or  any  five  members  of  the  board  may  call  such  a  meeting  by 
giving  notice  to  each  member  in  writing  at  least  ten  days  before  the  time  of 
meeting. 

Section  3.  That  said  institution  shall  remain  at  the  place  where  the 
site  is  now  located,  in  Alamance  County,  Boone  Station  Township,  at  the 
place  now  called  Mill  Point;  and  shall  afford  instruction  in  the  liberal  arts 
and  sciences.  And  the  trustees  may,  as  they  shall  find  themselves  able  and 
the  public  good  requires,  erect  additional  departments  for  such  other  branches 
of  education  as  they  may  think  necessary  or  useful. 

Section  4.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  from  time  to  time  appoint 
a  president  and  other  officers  and  instructors,  and  also  agents  of  the  insti- 
tution, as  may  be  necessary;  and  shall  have  power  to  displace  or  remove 
any  or  either  of  them  for  good  and  sufficient  reasons;  also  f^ll  vacancies  wihch 
occur  in  the  board  by  resignation,  death,  expiration  of  term  of  office,  or  other- 
wise, among  said  officers  or  agents,  and  prescribe  and  direct  the  course  of 
study  to  be  pursued  in  said  College  and  its  departments. 
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Section  5.  The  president  of  the  College  shall  be  ex-ofEcio  a  member 
of  the  board  of  trustees  and  president  of  the  same,  and  in  his  absence  the 
board  shall  elect  one  of  its  own  members"  to  preside  for  the  time  being,  and 
if  any  of  said  trustees  shall  be  permanently  appointed  president  of  said 
College,  his  office  as  trustee  shall  be  deemed  vacant  and  the  board  of  trustees 
shall  fill  the  same. 

Section  6.  That  said  College  and  the  said  trustees  shall  at  all  times  be 
under  the  control  of  the  general  convention  of  the  Christian  Church. 

Section  7.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  faithfully  aoply  all  funds  by 
them  collected  and  received  according  to  their  best  judgment  in  erecting 
suitable  buudings,  supporting  the  necessary  officers,  instructors  and  agents, 
and  in  procuring  books,  maps,  charts  and  other  apparatus  necessary  to  the 
well  being  and  success  of  the  College. 

Section  8.  The  treasurer  shall  always,  and  all  other  agents  when  re- 
quired, before  entering  on  the  duties  of  their  appointments,  give  bonds  for 
the  security  of  the  corporation  and  the  public  in  such  penal  sums  as  the  board 
of  trustees  may  direct,  and  with  such  sureties  as  they  shall  approve. 

Section  9.  Property  to  the  amount  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars 
held  by  said  trustees  for  said  College  shall  forever  be  exempt  from  taxation. 

Section  10.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to 
set  up  any  gaming  table  or  any  device  whatever  for  playing  at  any  game  of 
chance  or  hazard,  by  whatever  name  called,  or  to  gamble  in  any  manner, 
or  to  keep  a  house  of  ill-fame,  or  to  manufacture  spirituous  or  intoxicating 
liquors  or  otherwise  to  sell  or  convey  for  a  certain  consideration  to  any  person 
any  intoxicating  liquors,  within  one  and  a  half  miles  of  said  College;  any 
person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor. 

Section  11.  That  all  property,  real  and  personal,  and  all  choses  in 
action  that  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  conveyed,  given,  granted  or  de- 
vised, or  that  may  have  in  any  manner  come  or  may  hereafter  come  into 
the  possession  of  said  trustees  for  Graham  College,  shall  vest  in  and  belong 
to  said  trustees  of  Elon  College,  and  the  said  trustees  for  Graham  College 
are  authorized  to  make  or  cause  to  be  made  such  conveyances  as  will  vest 
in  said  trustees  for  Elon  College  the  title  of  all  property  heretofore  conveyed, 
given,  granted  or  devised  to  them,  or  which  has  in  any  manner  come  into 
their  possession  for  Graham  College,  or  that  may  hereafter  be  conveyed, 
given,  granted  o^  devised  to  them,  in  any  manner,  or  come  into  their  possess- 
ion for  said  Graham  College. 

Section  12.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  the  date  of  its  rati- 
fication. 

Ratified  the  11th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1889. 

The  Charter  Amended:    The  General  Assembly  of  1909  en- 
acted an  amendment  to  this  charter,  allowing  the  College  to 
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have  eighteen  Instead  of  fifteen  trustees.    The  amendment  reads 
as  follows: 

Chapter  139,     Private  Laws  of  1909. 

AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  THE  CHARTER  OF  ELON  COLLEGE, 
NORTH  CAROLINA. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  section  two  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  sixteen, 
Private  Laws  of  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  be  amended 
by  striking  out  the  word  "fifteen"  in  line  two  of  said  section  between  the 
words  "of"  and  "trustees,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "eighteen," 
so  that  said  section  shall  read:  "The  affairs  of  said  College  shall  be  under 
the  management  of  a  board  of  eighteen  trustees,"  instead  of  fifteen,  as  now 
written. 

Section  2.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  June  fourth, 
one  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  nine. 

Ratified  this  26th  day  of  February,  A.  D.  1909. 

The  Charter  Amended  Again:  The  General  Assembly  of  1913 
enacted  an  amendment  to  the  charter,  making  the  quorum  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  eight  and  forbidding  credit  to  minor  students. 
The  amendment  reads  as  follows: 

AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  THE  CHARTER  OF  ELON  COLLEGE, 
NORTH  CAROLINA. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  section  one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine 
Private  Laws  of  one  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  nine,  be  amended  by  add- 
ing after  the  words  "instead  of  fifteen,  as  now  written,"  "but  the  quorum 
shall  remain  eight  as  provided  in  section  two,  chapter  two  hundred  and  six- 
teen. Private  Laws  of  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine,"  so 
that  the  said  section  shall  read:  "The  affairs  of  the  said  College  shall  be 
under  the  management  of  a  board  of  eighteen  trustees,  but  the  quorum  shall 
remain  eight  as  provided  in  section  two,  chapter  two  hundred  and  sixteen, 
Private  Laws  of  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine." 

Section  2.  That  if  any  merchant,  druggist,  liveryman,  agent  or  ven- 
dor of  merchandise  or  commodity  of  any  kind  whatsoever  shall  sell  the  same 
on  credit  to  any  minor  member  of  the  student  body  of  said  College,  while 
a  student  of  the  College,  without  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  President  or 
Dean  of  said  College,  or  of  the  parent  or  guardian  or  person  standing  in 
loco  parentis  of  said  student,  such  sales  and  contracts  of  sale  without  writ- 
ten consent,  are  hereby  declared  void  and  uncollectible.  The  provisions  of 
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this  section  shall  not  apply  in  case  of  board,  room  rent  and  medical  attention, 
nor  medicines  furnished  upon  the  prescription  of  a  physician  or  surgeon 
practicing  according  to  the  laws  of  North  Carolina. 

Section  3.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  ratifica- 
tion. 

Ratified  the  27th  day  of  January,  1913. 

A  Third  Amendment:  The  General  Assembly  in  its  1915 
session,  upon  the  request  of  the  Southern  Christian  Convention, 
the  Board  of  Trustees  concurring,  again  amended  the  charter  as 
follows: 

AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  THE  CHARTER  OF  ELON  COLLEGE, 
NORTH  CAROLINA. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  section  two  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  sixteen  Pri- 
vate Laws  of  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  be  amended 
by  striking  out  the  word  "fifteen"  in  line  two  of  said  section,  between  the 
words  "of"  and  "trustees,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "twenty- 
four,"  and  adding  after  the  word  "trustees"  in  the  said  line  and  section,  "but 
the  quorum  shall  remain  eight  as  provided  in  section  two,  chapter  two  hund- 
red and  sixteen.  Private  Laws  of  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
nine,"  so  that  the  section  shall  read:  "The  affairs  of  the  said  College  shall 
be  under  the  management  of  a  board  of  twenty-four  trustees,  but  the  quo- 
rum shall  remain  eight  as  provided  in  section  two,  chapter  two  hundred  and 
sixteen,  Private  Laws  of  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine." 

Section  2.     That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  ratification. 
Ratified  the  30th  day  of  January,  1915. 

A  Fourth  Amendment:  The  1917  session  of  the  General  As- 
sembly granted  the  following  amendment  to  the  Charter: 

AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  THE  CHARTER  OF  ELON  COLLEGE, 
NORTH  CAROLINA. 

Section  1.  That  section  nine  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  sixteen, 
Private  Laws  of  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  be  amended 

by  striking  out  the  words  "five  hundred  thousand,"  in  line of  said 

section  between  the  words  "of"  and  "dollars,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  words  "five  million,"  so  that  the  section  shall  read,  "Property  to  the 
amount  of  five  million  dollars  held  by  said  trustees  for  said  College  shall 
forever  be  exempt  from  taxation." 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  ratification. 
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A  Fifth  Amendment:  The  Secretary  of  State  for  North 
Carolina,  on  May  28,  1923,  at  the  request  of  the  Southern  Christ- 
ian Convention  and  the  Board  of  Trustees,  amended  the  Charter, 
permitting  a  total  of  thirty  trustees,  with  a  quorum  of  ten. 

Government. — The  policy  of  the  College  and  the  final  dis- 
position of  all  matters  of  government  and  administration  are 
vested  in  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  internal  government  and 
administration  of  the  College  is  vested  in  the  Faculty,  who  as 
an  administrative  body,  pass  such  regulations  as  they  deem  wise, 
and  in  other  ways  counsel  for  the  institution's  good.  The  Faculty 
meet  at  the  call  of  the  President,  or  in  his  absence  of  the  Dean. 

There  have  been  few  changes  in  the  regulations  of  the  Col- 
lege from  its  founding.  The  aim  has  always  been  to  have  as  few 
regulations  as  possible,  the  ideal  principle  of  honor  and  self- 
respect  being  largely  relied  upon  to  maintain  discipline,  and  ex- 
perience has  shown  that  this  policy  has  yielded  the  best  results 
in  demeanor,  scholarship  and  character. 

The  government  is,  therefore,  mild  and  parental,  yet  firm 
and  decided,  seeking  the  good  of  the  student  and  not  mere  gov- 
ernment as  its  end.  The  fundamental  and  primary  aim  is  to  cul- 
tivate Christian  character,  grounded  upon  firm  principles  of 
right,  a  high  sense  of  duty,  honor  and  propriety,  and  an  earnest 
love  of  truth. 

When  a  student  registers  he,  by  that  act,  signs  an  agreement 
to  obey  cheerfully  all  the  regulations  of  the  College,  and  to  do 
whatever  he  may  be  able  to  upbuild  the  spirit  and  tone  of  the 
institution,  and  failure  to  keep  this  agreement  is  considered 
sufficient  cause  for  asking  him  to  withdraw.  The  spirit  of  the 
institution  is  so  overpowering  that  few  students  fail  to  yield 
willing  obedience  to  its  regulations,  though  occasionally  individ- 
uals not  able  to  appreciate  the  standards  of  gentility  prevailing 
here  are  eliminated. 

Student  Government. — A  modified  form  of  student  govern- 
ment has  been  in  operation  here  for  many  years.  But  beginning 
in  the  spring  semester  of  1919,  the  Faculty  granted  constitutions 
to  the  Student  Senate  (for  men)  and  to  the  Student  Council  (for 
women).  These  constitutions  and  the  by-laws  of  the  two  organ- 
izations are  printed  in  the  Red  Book. 
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The  Dean. — The  Dean  has  original  jurisdiction  over  attend- 
ance on  class,  chapel  and  religious  services  and  of  permission  of 
the  men  to  leave  town.  He  is  the  official  adviser  of  the  Student 
Senate.  He  also  represents  the  President  when  the  latter  is  out 
of  town. 

The  Dean  of  Women. — The  Dean  of  Women  has  original 
jurisdiction  over  attendance  on  class,  chapel,  and  religious  serv- 
ices, and  of  permission  of  the  women  to  leave  town.  She  is  the 
official  adviser  of  the  Student  Council. 

The  Business  Manager. — The  Business  Manager  carries  out 
the  business  and  financial  policies  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  All 
business  contracts  must  have  his  endorsement  before  they  are 
binding  on  the  College.  He  alone  orders  supplies  for  the  Col- 
lege and  its  several  departments.  He  is  the  custodian  of  all  the 
assets  and  properties  of  the  College. 

The  Registrar. — The  Registrar  has  charge  of  the  admission 
of  students,  transcripts  of  records,  grades,  etc. 

The  Faculty. — The  Faculty  acting  through  the  Deans  and 
the  President,  have  original  jurisdiction  over  all  matters  of  con- 
duct in  regard  to  a  student  and  a  Faculty  member.  The  mem- 
bership of  a  student  in  College  is  not  a  prerogative  of  student 
government.  Extension  and  control  of  social  privileges  reside  in 
the  Faculty.  The  Faculty  may  determine,  either  before  or  after 
a  trial  by  either  student  government  organization,  what  cases 
involve  suspension  or  expulsion.  They  may  from  time  to  time 
add  to  the  printed  traditional  regulations  of  the  College.  They 
meet  at  8:00  p.  m.  each  first  Monday  in  regular  session,  from 
September  to  May  inclusive.  Called  meetings  are  held  upon 
the  call  of  the  President.  The  initial  session  of  the  Fall  Semester 
is  held  on  Saturday  before  the  Freshmau  registration  begins. 

Faculty  Committees. — In  the  interim  of  its  sessions  the 
Faculty  transacts  its  business  through  its  committees.  These 
committees  also  are  expected  to  report  to  the  Faculty  in  session 
at  its  regular  or  called  meetings  and  to  preserve  written  records 
of  their  proceedings,  filing  copies  in  the  office  of  the  President. 
Their  transactions  have  all  the  force  of  Faculty  action. 
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The  Cabinet. — The  Cabinet  consists  of  the  President,  the 
Deans,  the  Registrar,  and  the  full  professors  in  the  Literary  De- 
partment of  the  College.  It  meets  upon  the  call  of  the  President 
and  exercises  all  the  authority  of  the  full  Faculty. 

Proctors. — Each  of  the  buildings  for  men  has  a  proctor  ap- 
pointed by  the  Faculty  or  approved  by  them,  and  to  the  proctor's 
care  the  building  as  such  is  entrusted.     , 


The  College  Environment. 


Location. — Elon  College  is  sixty-four  miles  west  of  Raleigh, 
and  seventeen  miles  east  of  Greensboro,  on  the  North  Carolina 
division  of  the  Southern  Railway.  The  railroad  is  the  southern 
boundarj^  of  the  campus  and  commands  a  view  of  the  College 
buildings.  Highway  No.  10  is  the  noithern  boundary  of  the 
campus. 

Seven  mail  and  passenger  trains  stop  daily.  One  through 
train  stops  by  special  arrangement  in  advance.  At  the  station 
are  telephone  offices,  freight  depot,  a  telegraph  office  and  an 
express  office.  There  is  also  telephone  connection  with  the 
College  Dormitories  and  the  College  offices.  The  Gibsonville 
Telephone  Company  has  installed  a  number  of  telephones  in  the 
town  and  surrounding  communities  and  connects  directly  with 
the  Southern  Bell  lines. 

The  location  of  the  College  is  all  that  can  be  desired  for  con- 
venience, health  and  beauty.  The  manufacture  and  sale  of 
ardent  spirits,  gambling,  etc.,  are,  by  the  charter,  forever  pro- 
hibited within  one  and  one-half  miles  of  the  College. 

Campus. — The  College  campus  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
in  the  South.  Its  twenty-five  acres  are  covered  for  the  most 
part  by  stalwart  native  oak  and  hickory,  and  the  other  portions 
have  been  adorned  with  other  trees  and  shrubbery.  The  Class  of 
1914  placed  sixty  silver  maples  on  the  old  baseball  ground  in 
front  of  the  Ladies'  Hall.  The  J.  Van  Lindley  Company  of  Greens- 
boro, N.  C,  have  donated  additional  shrubbery  as  a  part  of  the 
rebuilding  program.  The  gentle,  undulating  contour  of  the 
earth's  surface  in  this  Piedmont  section  gives  the  campus  a 
winsomeness  and  pleasant  aspect.  The  concrete  walks  and 
driveways  add  to  the  native  beauty  and  charm.  It  is  a  quiet, 
sequestered  place,  suited  to  the  development  of  manhood  and 
scholarship.  The  old  well,  famous  in  the  early  days  before  the 
College  water  system  was  installed,  has  been  covered  over  and 
transformed  into  a  summer  house.  The  wall  recently  com- 
pleted lends  dignity  as  well  as  protection. 
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Healthfulness. — The  healthfulness  of  the  College  and  com- 
munity is  proverbial.  A  resident  Nurse  is  employed  in  the 
interest  of  health. 

The  good  health  of  the  students  is  due  to  thorough  sanita- 
tion, mildness  of  temperature,  averaging  59  degrees  and  free 
from  sudden  extremes,  wholesome  food,  well-prepared  and  served 
regularly,  and  pure  water.  The  College  water  supply  comes  from 
a  deep  well.  The  North  Carolina  State  Department  of  Hygiene 
regularly  analyzes  it  and  always  reports  "no  pollution."  We 
append  here  the  analysis  made  while  this  catalogue  is  in  course 
of  preparation:

The  College  Community. — Elon  College  is  strictly  a  college 
town.  Only  those  few  enterprises  are  encouraged  or  desired  that 
are  necessary  to  the  development  of  a  high-toned  college  com- 
munity. Those  who  live  here  are  interested  in  the  growth^  wel- 
fare, and  development  of  the  College  and  constitute  a  noble  type 
of  Christian  citizenship. 

The  town  lies  on  both  sides  of  the  railroad  and  surrounds 
the  College  campus.  It  is  laid  off  with  streets  fifty  feet  wide 
and  with  four  acre  lots  in  each  square.  Native  trees  and  shrub- 
bery furnish  shade  and  adornment.  Many  of  the  homes  are 
beautiful  and  all  are  inviting  and  tasteful.  The  town  is  adequate- 
ly lighted  by  incandescent  lights. 

Moral  Influences  and  Church  Privileges. — The  purpose  in  the 
minds  of  the  founders  of  the  College  was  to  furnish  thorough  in- 
struction under  positive  moral  and  religious  influences.  True  to 
this  purpose,  every  opportunity  is  grasped  to  cultivate  a  high 
moral  tone  and  develop  a  genuine  Christian  spirit.  There  is  no 
endeavor,  however,  to  impress  sectarianism  in  any  form,  the 
sole  object  being  the  moral  and  religious  welfare  of  each  indi- 
vidual student. 

In  a  positive  way,  looking  to  the  development  of  the  true 
type  of  manhood  and  womanhood,  there  are  chapel  services, 
consisting  of  Bible  reading,  prayer  and   singing,    conducted  by 
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the  President  or  Dean,  some  member  of  the  Faculty,  or  some 
visiting  friend,  with  an  inspirational  address  once  each  week 
and  on  Sunday  morning  a  regular  preaching  service  by  the  pastor 
of  the  College  Church.  Every  Sunday  morning  the  College  Sun- 
day School  meets,  using  the  regular  College  lecture  rooms  for 
recitation  purposes.  All  students  are  required  to  attend  Sunday 
School,  the  chapel  services,  and  the  morning  preaching  service 
each  Sabbath,  unless  the  religious  tenets  of  their  parents  dis- 
countenance them. 

In  addition  to  these  positive  moral  and  religious  influences, 
all  the  regular  College  religious  organizations  have  branches  here. 
These  voluntary  organizations  do  much  toward  the  upbuilding 
of  the  moral  and  religious  life  of  the  young  men  and  young 
women  and  have  the  heartiest  endorsement  and  co-operation  of 
the  Faculty.  They  have  been  mighty  forces  making  for  the  de- 
velopment of  deep  and  vital  spiritual  interest,  which  is  the  abid- 
ing characteristic  of  the  Elon  spirit.  These  organizations  are 
federated  in  the  Rehgious  Activities  Organization,  which  is  fully 
described  in  the  Red  Book. 

The  Elon  Spirit. — Visitors  to  the  College  are  impressed  forci- 
bly by  what  they  are  pleased  to  call  "The  Elon  Spirit."  No  one 
can  fail  to  feel  it  and  no  student  capable  of  the  larger  vision  of 
life  a  college  ought  to  give,  can  live  long  under  its  influence 
without  imbibing  it.  It  is  the  spirit  of  the  square  deal,  of  fair 
play  in  all  things,  of  moderation  and  temperance,  of  mutual 
helpfulness  and  human  brotherliness,  of  equality  and  fraternity, 
of  manliness  and  womanly  gracefulness,  of  emulation  in  right 
doing,  of  respect  for  the  rights  and  response  to  the  obhgations 
due  college  mates,  of  deep  and  vital  piety,  of  consecrated  religious 
and  Christian  character.  Such  an  atmosphere,  pulsating  with 
such  a  spirit,  would  seem  to  be  an  ideal  condition  for  the  unfold- 
ing of  young  life  and  the  budding  into  fruition  of  Christian 
character  of  the  highest  type. 


Buildings  and  Equipment. 


THE  GREATER  ELON  GROUP. 

On  January  18,  1923,  the  Administration  Building,  erected 
in  1889,  was  destroyed  by  a  fire  of  unknown  origin.  This  neces- 
sitated a  rebuilding  program,  which  was  undertaken  in  terms  of 
the  growth  and  development  of  the  College.  An  architect,  Mr. 
Herbert  B.  Hunter,  with  Mr.  W.  C.  Cridland  as  landscape 
gardener  consulting,  was  engaged  to  lay  out  the  campus  and 
grounds  for  the  future  development  of  the  plant.  It  was  decided 
to  undertake  at  once  the  erection  of  five  buildings,  all  of  them 
fireproof,  as  follows: 

The  Alamance  Administration  Building. — The  citizens  of 
Alamance  County  were  deeply  touched  by  the  destruction  of  the 
original  Administration  Building  and  proposed  in  a  mass  meet- 
ing to  raise  $100,000  to  replace  it,  if  the  College  would  through 
friends  raise  at  least  $200,000  additional  for  enlarging  the  plant. 
The  trustees  accepted  this  challenge  and  in  grateful  acknowl- 
edgement of  the  generosity  of  the  citizens  of  Alamance  voted  to 
call  the  new  Administration  Building  by  the  County's  name. 

The  Alamance  Building  is  a  three-story  structure  of  brick 
and  reinforced  concrete,  200  feet  long,  68  feet  wide,  and  houses 
the  administrative  offices,  the  recitation  rooms,  several  depart- 
ments and  the  literary  societies. 

The  Carlton  Library. — This  building,  the  gift  of  Trustee  P. 
J.  Carlton,  his  sister,  Mrs.  T.  S.  Parrott,  and  his  brothers,  H.  A. 
and  L.  E.  Carlton,  is  like  the  three  others  that  follow  in  the  re-build- 
ing program,  120  feet  long,  64  feet  wide,  three-stories,  and  con- 
structed of  brick  and  reinforced  concrete.  The  stack  room  has 
capacity  for  187,500  volumes.  Besides  offices  and  work  room  for 
the  library  force,  the  building  contains  fourteen  professors'  re- 
search and  office  rooms  and  seven  students'  seminar  rooms.  The 
reading  room  has  seating  capacity  for  one  hundred  readers. 

The  L.  H.  Whitley  Memorial  Auditorium. — In  memory  of 
his  father-in-law.  Deacon  L.  H.  Whitley,  Trustee  J.  M.  Darden 
generously  provided  the  money  with  which  to  erect  this  building. 
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Besides  the  regular  auditorium,  this  building  also  houses  the 
Music  Department. 

The  Mooney  Christian  Education  Building. — In  memory  of 
Rev.  Isaac  Mooney,  his  father-in-law,  Mr.  M.Orban,  Jr.,  gave 
this  building  to  the  College.  It  houses  the  voluntary  religious 
and  social  activities  of  the  campus  and  supplies  laboratory  fa- 
cilities for  the  School  of  Christian  Education,  containing  a  com- 
pletely graded  Sunday  School  plant  for  the  Week-Day  Relig- 
ious School  and  for  the  village  Sunday  School.  The  class 
rooms  of  the  School  of  Christian  Education  are  also  in  this 
building.    Here  also  is  held  the  daily  chapel  service. 

The  Duke  Science  Building. — In  memory  of  their  mother, 
Mrs.  Arteha  Roney  Duke,  a  native  of  Alamance  County,  Messrs. 
J.  B.  and  B.  N.  Duke,  have  donated  $80,000.00  toward  the  erec- 
tion of  this  modern,  fire-proof  science  building.  It  has  a  full 
floor  each  for  Physics,  Biology  and  Geology,  and  Chemistry.  The 
building  is  equipped  throughout  with  the  most  approved  scien- 
tific furniture  and  apparatus. 

OTHER  BUILDINGS  AND  EQUIPMENT. 

The  East  Dormitory. — This  is  the  only  original  building  left 
on  the  campus.  It  is  used  as  a  dormitory  for  men.  Besides  the 
main  portion  of  the  building  which  is  of  brick  40  by  60  feet. 
East  Dormitory  has  a  wooden  annex  containing  a  few  rooms  and 
shower  baths. 

The  West  Dormitory. — Erected  in  1905,  158  x  46  feet,  three 
stories,  with  two-story  brick  annex,  40  x  60  feet.  West  Dormi- 
tory has  capacity  on  the  second  and  third  floors  for  120  young 
ladies.  The  first  floor  is  used  for  living  quarters  for  lady  Faculty 
members,  for  guest  rooms,  and  for  reception  halls.  The  annex 
contains  the  College  Dining  Hall  and  the  Ladies'  Gymnasium. 

The  Alumni  Building. — Erected  1912.  The  gift  of  the  Alum- 
ni to  Alma  Mater.  Brick,  four  stories,  125  x  65  feet,  used  as 
dormitory  for  men,  with  men's  gymnasium  occupying  the  second 
floor. 

Ladies'  Hall. — Erected  1913.  Brick,  two  stories,  40  x  100 
feet,  with  capacity  for  64  roomers.  This  building  supplies  living 
arrangements  for  young  ladies  at  actual  cost. 
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Men's  Co-operative  Club  House. — Erected  1912,  wooden 
structure,  adjoining  campus,  with  capacity  for  fifty  boarders. 
Here  young  men  of  limited  means  may  secure  good,  substantial 
board  at  actual  cost. 

West  End  Hall. — This  is  a  fourteen  room  dwelling  adjoining 
the  campus  and  is  used  as  a  teacherage  for  faculty  members. 

Museum. — This  building,  formerly  used  as  a  laboratory, 
brick,  two  stories,  40  x  80  feet,  just  south  of  the  campus,  offers 
an  excellent  home  for  the  College  Museum. 

Power  Plant. — Erected  1905.  The  power  plant  is  of  brick 
construction  and  is  the  central  station  for  heat,  light,  water,  and 
other  service  functions  of  all  the  College  buildings.  This  plant 
also  has  a  machine  shop  and  a  50,000  gallon  steel  water  tank 
with  deep  well. 

Athletic  Field. — The  Athletic  Field  contains  thirty-four  acres, 
conveniently  situated  and  spacious  enough  for  all  sports. 

DEPARTMENT  STUDIOS. 

Music. — Five  studios  and  twenty-two  practice  rooms  in  the 
Auditorium.  The  Mason  and  Hamlin  Concert  Grand  Piano,  the 
Duo-Manual  Estey  Organ,  and  the  four  manual  Skinner  Organ 
of  the  Auditorium  are  available  for  special  teaching  and  concert 
purposes. 

Art. — On  the  third  floor  of  Alamance  Building. 

Expression. — On  the  second  floor  of  Alamance  Building. 

Domestic  Science  and  Household  Arts. — Four  large  rooms  and 
two  smaller  ones  on  the  third  floor  of  Alamance  Building. 

Practical  Arts. — On  the  third  floor  of  Alamance  Building. 

Business. — On  the  third  floor  of  Alamance  Building.

PhiPsiCU  Office. — On  the  first  floor,  Alamance  Building. 

Maroon  and  Gold  Office. — On  the  first  floor,  Alamance  Build- 
ing. 

Ladies'  Gymnasium. — Annex,  West  Dormitory,  second  floor. 

Men's  Gymnasium. — Alumni  Building,  second  floor. 

Dining  Halls. — West  Dormitory,  annex;  Ladies'  Hall;  and 
Men's  Co-operative  Club  House. 

Administrative  Offices. — On  the  first  floor  of  Alamance  Build- 
ing are  the  ofiices  of  the  President,  Registrar,  Business  Man- 
ager, and  Alumni  General  Secretary.  The  Dean  has  his  office 
on  the  first  floor  of  the  Duke  Science  Building.  The  Dean  of 
Women  has  her  office  on  the  first  floor  of  the  West  Dormitory. 

Dispensary. — For  the  resident  nurse.  First  floor,  West 
Dormitory,  for  ladies;  first  floor,  Alamance  Building  for  men. 

Reading  Rooms. — On  the  first  floor  of  the  Library  Building. 

Infirmary  Room. — The  equipment  for  this  room  was  sup- 
pfied  by  Dr.  J.  E.  Lincoln  and  Mrs.  S.  W.  Lincoln.    On  the  first 
floor  of  the  West  Dormitory. 
Nurse  and  Sanitation  Office. — First  floor,  Alamance  Building. 

GENERAL  EQUIPMENT. 

All  the  College  buildings  are  equipped  with  modern  con- 
veniences, including  electric  lights,  steam  heat,  running  water, 
and  baths.  The  furniture  is  simple,  yet  substantial  and  durable. 
The  equipment  of  the  class  rooms,  lecture  halls,  laboratories,  and 
the  several  departments  is  of  the  most  approved  types. 


College  Organizations. 


The  Sunday  School. — The  College  Sunday  School  elects  its 
own  officers,  who,  with  the  President,  Pastor  and  Deans,  appoint 
the  teachers.  The  members  of  the  Faculty  and  the  Senior  Class 
usually  constitute  the  teaching  force.  The  Sunday  School  meets 
each  Sunday,  immediately  preceding  the  morning  preaching  ser- 
vice. 

The  curriculum  of  the  Sunday  School  is  two-fold,  that  of 
the  International  Lessons  on  the  one  hand,  and  that  of  a  Sunday 
School  College  on  the  other.  The  classes  elect  which  course 
they  will  pursue.  The  curriculum  of  the  Sunday  School  College 
consists  of  Teacher  Training,  Missions,  Life  Problems,  Race 
Problems,  etc.,  varying  from  year  to  year,  each  class  selecting 
its  own  course  of  studies.  The  respective  Dean  gives  an  orienta- 
tion course  during  the  Freshman  year.  The  Study  Courses  Com- 
mittee of  the  Religious  Activities  Organization  determines  the 
nature  and  the  number  of  the  courses  to  be  offered  each  year. 

The  College  Church. — Preaching  services  are  provided  each 
Sunday  in  the  College  Auditorium.  The  pastor  of  the  church  is 
Rev.  W.  S.  Alexander,  D.  D.  Ministers  from  all  evangelical  de- 
nominations are  from  time  to  time  invited  to  occupy  the  College 
pulpit. 

y.  M.  C.  A. — The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  meets 
regularly  in  the  Association's  Hall.  It  is  a  strong,  active 
organization,  has  Bible  and  Mission  Study  Classes,  sends  repre- 
sentatives to  all  the  student  Y.  M.  C.  A.  conventions,  maintains 
a  splendid  communit}^  social  service  work  and  exercises  a  strong 
influence  over  the  spiritual  life  of  the  young  men.  The  Associa- 
tion's Life-Work  Series  periodically  given  is  a  notable  feature. 
Each  profession  is  represented  by  an  out-of-town  speaker,  who 
has  achieved  distinction. 

Y.  W.  C.  A. — The  Young  Women's  Christian  Association  of 
American  Colleges  has  a  vigorous,  active  local  organization 
here.       It  meets  regularly  on  Sunday  evenings  at  7:30  o'clock. 
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The  Association  affiliates  with  the  national  organization  in  every 
way  and  has  a  powerful  influence  over  the  religious  life  of  the 
young  women  of  the  College. 

The  Christian  Endeavor  Society. — One  of  the  strongest 
Christian  Endeavor  Societies  in  the  country  is  that  which  meets 
regularly  here  Sunday  evenings.  Through  its  public  prayer 
meetings  and  its  various  committees  it  supplies  the  best  sort  of 
training  for  active  Christian  work.  Its  influence  over  the  spirit- 
ual life  of  its  members  is  unmistakably  salutary. 

The  Ministerial  Association. — The  young  ministers  of  the 
College,  feeling  the  need  of  greater  opportunity  for  devotion  and 
prayer,  have  organized  themselves  into  the  Elon  College  Minis- 
terial Association.   The  Association  is  active  in  community  work. 

The  Literary  Societies. — Four  literary  societies  are  recog- 
nized by  the  Faculty.  They  are  for  young  ladies,  the  Psiphelian 
and  Psykaleon;  for  young  men,  the  Philologian  and  Clio.  Their 
hall  and  office  are  in  the  Administration  Building. 

These  societies  meet  weekly  for  debate  and  general  work 
and  form  a  powerful  factor  in  College  life. 

The  Philologian  and  Clio  Societies  have  instituted  loan  funds, 
whereby  they  keep  in  College  two  or  three  worthy  members. 

One  must  be  a  registered  student  ten  days  before  joi7iing  a  literary 
society.  November  the  first  is  the  earliest  date  for  receiving  new 
members. 

The  College  Band. — The  College  Band  was  organized  in 
1906,  and  has  had  an  average  of  twenty  members.  It  fills  a  large 
place  in  the  life  of  the  campus.  It  meets  twice  weekl}^  for  practice 
and  rehearsal  and  furnishes  music  on  all  public  occasions  and  for 
commencement. 

The  College  Orchestra. — The  College  Orchestra,  of  from 
eight  to  twelve  pieces,  furnishes  music  for  the  chapel  services, 
the  Sunday  School,  and  Christian  Endeavor,  and  on  other  special 
occasions  during  the  year. 

The  Men's  Glee  Club.— The  young  men  of  the  College 
having  special  musical  talent  are  organized  into  a  Glee  Club. 
This  organization,  like  the  athletic  teams,  is  financed  through  the 
Bursar's  office.  The  club  adds  much  to  the  life  ard  spirit  of  the 
campus. 
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The  Young  Women's  Glee  Club. — The  young  women  of  the 
College  having  special  musical  talent  are  organized  into  a  Glee 
Club,  similar  to  that  for  the  young  men. 

Class  and  Other  Organizations. — Each  of  the  classes  in  the 
College  has  its  own  organization.  These  class  organizations  tend 
to  develop  class  and  College  spirit  and  have  proved  very  helpful. 
Each  Class  selects  its  motto,  pin  or  other  distinctive  mark, 
color,  flower  and  elects  its  own  officers.  Each  class  when  it  or- 
ganizes in  its  Freshman  year  elects  a  head  of  some  literary  de- 
partment, other  than  the  President  or  Dean,  as  its  Faculty  ad- 
viser. The  classes  hold  their  meetings  after  public  announcement 
on  the  bulletin  boards,  and  all  such  occasions,  as  also  committee 
meetings  of  the  class,  are  to  be  attended  by  the  Faculty  adviser. 
The  number  of  meetings  which  any  class  may  hold  is  limited  to 
one  per  month,  and  these  are  always  to  be  held  in  the  day  time. 

No  organization  of  students  can  be  effected  without  the 
Faculty's  consent  and  approval,  and  no  called  meetings  of  any 
regular  organization  can  be  held  without  permission  from  the 
Dean.  The  Freshman  class  may  not  organize  before  November 
1st. 

Alumni  Association. — The  Alumni  Association  is  a  voluntary 
organization  of  the  graduates  of  the  College.  It  holds  business 
sessions  on  the  afternoon  of  Tuesday  of  each  commencement. 
It  provides  the  speaker  for  the  alumni  address  on  the  closing 
evening  of  each  commencement  and  generously  provided  the 
Alumni  Scholarship  for  the  Junior  Class.  It  has  recently  raised 
the  money  to  pay  for  the  Alumni  Building,  named  in  thtir  honor. 
The  Class  of  1913  had  the  distinction  of  launching  this  move- 
ment. Every  five  years  a  special  Alumni  Bulletin  is  printed, 
giving  a  complete  list  of  the  Alumni. 

Student  Volunteer  Bands. — The  student  volunteers  for  the 
foreign  field  are  organized  into  two  bands,  one  for  each  sex,  to 
study  courses  fitting  them  for  their  life  work.  These  meetings 
are  under  the  supervision  of  the  proper  Dean. 

The  Music  Lovers'  Club. — This  club  was  organized  during 
1915-'16.  Its  meetings  are  held  monthly.  Its  purpose  is  sufficient- 
ly indicated  by  its  name.     Its  membership  is  open  to  Faculty 
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members,  diploma  music  pupils,  and  residents  of  the  College 
community. 

The  Choral  Society. — This  society  was  organized  in  January, 
1916.  It  has  more  than  a  hundred  members,  and  gives  programs 
at  various  times  during  the  year  and  at  commencement. 

Religious  Activities  Organization. — All  the  religious  activities 
of  the  campus  are  federated  in  the  Religious  Activities  Organi- 
zation. Its  Constitution  and  Bylaws  are  printed  in  the  Red 
Book. 

Social  Clubs. — Four  social  clubs  for  each  sex  may  be  recog- 
nized by  the  Faculty.  The  conditions  under  which  they  are 
recognized  and  the  regulations  by  which  they  are  governed  are 
set  forth  in  the  Red  Book.  The  clubs  that  are  officially  recogniz- 
ed are  as  follows: 

For  Men. — Kappa  Si  Nu;  Iota  Tau  Kappa;  Alpha  Pi  Delta. 

For  Women. — Beta  Omicron  Beta;  Delta  Upsilon  Kappa, 
Tau  Zeta  Phi;  Pi  Kappa  Tau. 


College  Publications. 


The  College  Bulletin. — The  Elon  College  Bulletin,  issued  not 
less  than  four  times  the  year,  is  for  free  distribution.  The  Febru- 
ary number  is  the  College  Catalogue.  Other  numbers  issued 
from  time  to  time  are  the  Opening  Number,  the  Vacation  Num- 
ber, the  Illustrated  Bulletin,  the  Special  Fund  Number,  the 
Special  Normal  Term  Number,  the  Commencement  Number, 
the  Library  Number,  the  Christian  Education  Building  Num- 
ber, the  Theological  Department  Number,  the  Standardization 
Fund  Number,  the  Religious  Education  and  Christian  Methods 
Number,  etc.  These  bulletins  give  information  concerning  the 
College  and  contain  announcements  of  its  plans  and  achieve- 
ments that  are  of  public  interest  and  general  concern.  A  copy 
of  any  of  these  bulletins  will  be  sent  prepaid  free  to  any  address 
upon  application  to  the  office  of  the  President. 

The  Red  Book. — The  Red  Book  is  issued  annually  by  the 
Dean.  It  contains  indispensable  information  for  students  and 
is  the  basis  for  the  internal  government  of  the  College.  Every 
student  is  furnished  a  copy  upon  registration. 

The  PhiPsiCli.— The  PhiPsiCli  is  the  College  Annual,  edited 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Faculty,  by  the  Senior  Class.  It  is 
thoroughly  imbued  with  the  Elon  Spirit  and  takes  its  rank  among 
the  best  of  such  College  media  of  thought  and  life.  This  annual, 
first  brought  out  in  1913,  has  become  an  annual  publication. 

"Maroon  and  Gold." — This  is  the  student  weekly  publi- 
cation. The  officers  and  directors  are  elected  by  the  Junior  Class, 
though  the  class  is  not  restricted  to  its  own  membership  in  mak- 
ing selections.  The  College  is  not  responsible  for  the  paper 
financially.  It  first  appeared  in  the  fall  of  1919,  as  the  success- 
or of  the  ''Elon  College  Weekly." 

"The  Alumni  Voice." — This  is  the  quarterly  magazine  of  the 
General  Alumni  Association.  The  Editor-in-Chief  is  Prof.  J.  W. 
Barney  and  the  Business  Manager  is  Geo.  D.  Colclough. 


Lectures  and  Public  Exercises. 


The  Summerbell  Lectures. — Dr.  Martyn  Summerbell,  Lake- 
mont,  N.  Y.,  is  non-resident  Professor  of  Church  History  and 
BibHcal  Literature  in  the  College,  and  each  year  in  September 
delivers  a  course  of  three  or  more  lectures  in  his  department. 

The  Mission  Lectures. — Dr.  J.  O.  Atkinson,  former  College 
Pastor,  now  Mission  Secretary  of  the  Southern  Christian  Con- 
vention, each  year  gives  a  course  of  lectures  on  Christian 
Missions. 

Inter-Class  Debates. — Beginning  with  the  session  of  1912-'13, 
there  has  been  held  an  annual  series  of  class  debates  on  Thurs- 
day of  the  Easter  season,  between  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore 
classes. 

Music  Recitals. — The  Department  of  Music  gives  several 
public  recitals  each  year.  The  Choral  Society  is  under  its  direc- 
tion. 

Faculty  Recitals. — At  some  time  during  each  semester,  the 
Music  and  Expression  faculties  will  give  a  public  recital. 

Art  Exhibit. — The  Art  Department  gives  an  annual  exhibit 
of  its  pupils'  work  during  the  final  day  of  the  commencement 
season.  The  exhibit  takes  place  in  the  Art  Studio  of  the  Ala- 
mance Building. 

Expression  Recitals. — The  Department  of  Expression  gives 
two  public  recitals  during  the  College  year.  It  also  presents 
plays  from  time  to  time. 

Public  Receptions. — The  Faculty  gives  a  public  reception  to 
the  students  on  Saturday  after  the  College  opens  in  September. 
This  is  a  formal  reception. 

Literary  Society  Entertainments. — Each  of  the  four  literary 
societies  gives  a  public  entertainment  during  the  College  year. 
The  Psykaleon  Society  gives  its  entertainment  on  Greater  Elon 
Day;  the  Philologian  Society  on  Thanksgiving  Day;  the  Clio 
Society  on  Washington's  Birthday;  the  Psiphelian  Society  on 
Easter  Saturday.     These  entertainments  are  attended  by  large 
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concourses  of  people  and  constitute  one  of  the  most  enjoyable 
features  of  the  College  life.  Only  active  members  of  a  society 
may  take  part  in  its  entertainment,  and  active  members  must 
be  regularly  matriculated  students.  Only  active  society  mem- 
bers and  Faculty  members  can  coach  entertainments. 

Inter-Collegiate  Debates. — Inter-collegiate  debates  for  which 
the  speakers  are  chosen  in  competitive  public  contests,  are  from 
time  to  time  arranged  for  with  other  colleges.  All  public  de- 
bates of  every  character  are  under  the  control  of  the  Faculty 
Committee  on  Debates.  The  College  is  a  member  of  the  N.  C. 
Intercollegiate  Debating  Association. 

Inter-Collegiate  Peace  Contests. — Annually  Elon  participates 
in  the  North  Carolina  Inter-Collegiate  Peace  Contest,  both  for 
men  and  for  women. 

Entertainments. — By  vote  of  the  Faculty,  there  are  to  be 
no  paid  entertainments  or  exercises  of  any  kind  in  the  College  or 
on  the  campus.  A  limited  number  of  exercises  may  be  held,  sub- 
ject to  the  President's  approval,  each  year,  at  which  a  free-will 
offering  may  be  received.  A  Concert  Course  may  be  arranged 
for  the  year  by  the  President,  as  may  also  a  Lecture  Course  in 
any  one  of  the  special  departments,  for  both  of  which  season 
tickets  will  be  sold. 

Organ  Vesper  Services. — On  the  second  Sunday  evening 
of  each  month  from  September  to  May  inclusive,  the  Head  of 
the  Organ  Department  gives  a  vesper  service  on  the  Skinner 
Organ.     The  services  begin  at  7: 30  and  last  for  one  hour. 

Banquets. — Each  of  the  social  clubs  gives  an  annual  banquet, 
and  at  some  suitable  time  in  the  Spring  Semester  the  Juniors 
entertain  the  Seniors. 

Stunts. — At  stated  times  stunts  are  given  by  the  various 
classes  and  other  College  organizations  or  groups 

Commencement. — The  annual  commencement  is  the  most 
important  public  exercise  of  the  year.  It  always  begins  on  Sat- 
urday before  the  fourth  Sunday  of  May.  For  the  roster  of 
events  entering  into  this  important  event  see  the  College  Cal- 
endar on  page  5. 


College  Athletics. 


It  is  the  aim  of  the  College  to  encourage  participation  in 
athletics  on  the  part  of  all  students  rather  than  on  the  part  of  the 
few,  as  it  is  believed  that  in  well  regulated  athletics  is  found, 
for  the  great  majority  of  College  men  the  best,  solution  of  the 
problem  of  national  and  effectual  physical  training.  There  is  no 
athletic  fee  and  all  may  take  part.  The  choosing  of  varsity 
teams  is  a  matter  of  merit,  and  any  one  may  make  application 
to  the  Coach  and  try  for  any  team  to  represent  the  College. 

Provision  is  made  for  football,  basketball,  baseball,  track 
and  tennis,  under  the  supervision  of  the  College  Coach,  Di- 
rector of  Physical  Training  for  Men  and  Graduate  Manager,  but 
these  sports  take  the  place  of  the  regular  physical  training  work 
only  during  the  season  of  a  sport.  Elon  is  a  member  of  the 
North  Carolina  Intercollegiate  Athletic  Conference. 

Inter-Collegiate  Athletics. — Elon  allows  inter-collegiate  ath- 
letics on  the  part  of  its  young  men.  The  following  regulations 
govern  all  such  contests: 

REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  INTER-COLLEGIATE  ATHLETICS. 

L     Inter-collegiate  games  are  allowed  under  Faculty  supervision. 

2.  The  Athletic  Council  is  not  permitted  to  make  debts  which  it  is 
not  prepared  to  pay,  and  all  of  its  finances  are  to  be  transacted  tJirough 
the  Business  Manager's  office  All  gate  receipts  and  money  for  sale  of  sea- 
son tickets  shall  be  received  directly  by  the  Graduate  Manager  or  the  Bus- 
iness Manager's  Assistant. 

3.  No  student  is  eligible  to  play  in  any  inter-collegiate  game  unless  he 
was  a  registered  student  by  October  1st  in  the  fall  next  preceding  such 
game  or  by  January  10th  in  the  spring,  taking  full  work,  which  means 
as  many  as  twelve  hours  of  literary  work  at  least,  or  its  equivalent,  and 
passing  at  least  nine  hours  of  work.  A  student  not  registered  in  the  fall  may 
play  in  the  spring,  provided  he  has  in  a  previous  year  satisfactorily  com- 
pleted a  semester's  work. 

4.  No  student  can  represent  the  College  in  any  athletic  event  who  has 
not  conducted  himself  in  an  exemplary  manner  throughout  the  entire  Col- 
lege year,  the  Faculty  judging  in  each  instance. 

5.  No  student  who  receives  financial  aid,  directly  or  indirectly,  by 
reason  of  his  playing  on  the  team  or  by  reason  of  any  professional  athletie 
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service  rendered  the  College,  in  any  inter-collegiate  sport  in  which  Elon 
participates,  shall  be  allowed  in  any  inter-collegiate  game.  The  playing 
of  summer  ball  on  an  amateur  team  shall  not  disqualify  a  bona  fide  student, 
but  no  one  who  has  played  on  a  professional  team  of  any  kind  shall  be  eligible 
for  any  team  here.  Our  teams  will  not  be  allowed  to  play  with  institutions 
violating  these  principles.  It  is  understood  that  four  years  on  any  College 
team  shall  make  any  student  a  professional  in  that  sport  in  the  interpreta- 
tion of  this  rule.  A  substitute  ceases  to  be  a  substitute  if  he  plays  in  more 
than  two  regularly  scheduled  games  of  any  season's  sport.  An  amateur 
becomes  a  professional  if  he  plays  on  a  team  under  national  protection  and 
is  therewith  debarred  from  representing  the  College  in  any  inter-collegiate 
athletic  contest. 

6  A  Faculty  representative  shall  accompany  the  team  when  on  a  trip, 
at  which  times  the  same  College  regulations,  as  to  student  deportment,  are 
in  force  as  at  the  College. 

7.  The  Athletic  Varsity  "E"  shall  be  awarded  at  the  close  of  each 
inter-collegiate  athletic  season  by  the  Athletic  Council.  The  award  shall 
include  athletic  ability,  scholarship,  and  deportment,  the  Athletic  Council 
judging. 

8.  The  monogram  "E-C"  shall  be  awarded  at  the  close  of  the  athletic 
season  in  the  spring  of  each  year  to  those  students  who  have  been  recom- 
mended by  the  coach,  and  approved  as  worthy  by  the  Athletic  Council.  No 
other  male  student  shall  wear  the  initial  letter  or  the  monogram,  nor  shall 
any  one  wear  the  initial  "E"  or  the  monogram  "E-C"  until  the  same  has 
been  awarded  by  the  Athletic  Council.  In  the  event  that  the  winner  of  the 
varsity  insignia  shall  allow  a  lady  student  or  faculty  member  to  wear  his 
insignia,  he  forfeits  the  right  to  wear  any  insignia  during  such  time.  The 
Athletic  Council  may  at  any  time  withdraw  the  right  to  wear  either  the 
letter  or  the  monogram  for  conduct,  in  their  judgment,  meriting  such  pen- 
alty. 

9.  A  student  shall  be  allowed  to  add  a  service  stripe  to  the  varsity  "E" 
for  each  additional  year  of  the  same  sport  on  the  same  conditions  as  stated 
in  rule  No.  7. 

10.  There  shall  not  be  more  than  eighteen  inter-collegiate  games  of 
baseball  or  basket  ball  scheduled  in  any  one  season,  nor  more  than  eight  for 
football. 

11.  The  arrangement  for  all  inter-collegiate  games  shall  be  under  the 
management  of  a  committee  of  the  Faculty,  known  as  the  Athletic  Council. 
The  transactions  of  this  committee  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
President,  and  the  Graduate  Manager's  signature  shall  be  necessary  I^efore 
any  contract  for  games  is  binding  on  the  Athletic  Council. 

12.  The  captain  of  the  next  year's  team  is  elected  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  season  of  each  sport  by  his  teammates,  the  Coach  acting  as  chairman. 


Essays,  Orations,  Theses. 


Essays  and  Orations. — Orations  are  delivered  by  represen- 
tatives of  the  Philologian  and  Clio  Literary  Societies  three  times 
during  the  year,  Thanksgiving,  Washington's  Birthday  and  Com- 
mencement. Three  times  during  the  year,  representatives  of  the 
PsipheHan  and  Psykaleon  Literary  Societies  present  essays,  on 
Greater  Elon  Day,  Easter  and  Commencement.  These  essays 
and  orations  are  original,  do  not  exceed  1,250  words  in  length, 
and  must  be  submitted  to  the  President  at  least  one  month  before 
they  are  to  be  presented,  and  must  be  approved  by  him. 

Every  male  candidate  for  graduation  from  the  College  must 
deliver  an  oration,  prepared  by  himself,  not  exceeding  1,250 
words  in  length,  before  a  committee  of  the  Faculty,  in  compe- 
tition for  a  place  as  class  representative  at  Commencement. 
These  essays  and  orations  are  to  be  presented  in  the  Junior  year. 
Every  young  lady  who  is  a  candidate  for  graduation  must  present 
an  essay,  prepared  by  herself ,  not  exceeding  1,250  words  in  length, 
before  a  committee  of  the  Faculty,  in  competition  for  a  place  as 
class  representative  at  commencement  in  the  Junior  year. 

All  subjects  for  essays  and  orations  to  be  presented  at  Com- 
mencement must  be  handed  to  the  President  not  later  than 
January  15th  of  each  year  and  the  essays  and  orations  must  be 
in  his  hands  not  later  than  March  15th.  The  contest  for  places 
as  class  representatives  will  occur  sometime  during  the  week  of 
April  20th,  the  exact  day  to  be  determined  by  the  Faculty. 
All  essays  and  orations  are  to  be  typewritten  when  submitted 
to  the  President. 

Graduation  Theses. — Every  student  who  graduates  from  the 
College  with  a  Bachelor's  Degree  is  permitted  to  write,  during 
his  Senior  year,  a  thesis,  in  addition  to  his  regular  work,  in  com- 
petition for  the  Morrow  Medal. 

These  theses  must  be  handed  to  the  President  not  later  than 
May  1st,  and  must  be  typewritten  and  bound  and  with  the  name 
of  the  author  in  a  sealed  envelope  within. 
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The  outline  of  the  theses  shall  be  submitted  to  the  profes- 
sors in  whose  schools  the  theses  are  to  be  written,  not  later  than 
December  1  of  Senior  year. 

Term  Graduation  Papers. — A  term  paper  in  the  field  of  his 
major  or  in  a  department  in  which  he  has  18  semester  hours  of 
work,  must  be  prepared  by  each  candidate  for  a  degree.  The  Red 
Book  gives  the  details  of  tliis  requirement. 


Degrees,  Honors,  Certificates. 


CoUegiate  Degrees. — The  College  confers  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  upon  those  who  complete  the  requirements  for 
graduation. 

Honorary  Degrees. — The  College  confers  the  honorary  de- 
grees of  Doctor  of  Literature,  Doctor  of  Divinity,  and  Doctor  of 
Laws.  These  honors  are,  however,  seldom  conferred  and  then 
only  upon  those  who  deserve  them  and  will  reflect  credit  upon 
the  degrees.  The  names  of  all  persons  receiving  such  degrees 
from  Elon  are  published  in  the  Alumni  Number  of  the  College 
Bulletin,  issued  once  in  five  years. 

Certificates. — Departmental  Certificates  will  be  given  those 
who  have  completed  the  course  in  Music,  Art,  Expression,  or 
Physical  Training,  provided  that  each  student  shall  have  com- 
pleted fifteen  units  of  literary  work  as  required  for  entrance  to 
College,  and  have  completed  the  requirements  for  a  major  in 
some  one  school  of  the  College  department  with  an  average  of 
at  least  85  per  cent  for  the  work  done  in  the  special  depart- 
ment and  the  school.  In  lieu  of  a  major,  the  candidate  may 
offer  fifteen  year  hours  of  Freshman  literary  work.  No  certifi- 
cates are  given  in  the  Commercial  Department,  or  the  literary 
schools  of  the  College. 

Diplomas. — Departmental  diplomas  will  be  granted  to  those 
who  complete  four  years  of  such  work  in  a  single  department, 
averaging  85,  and  in  addition  two  literary  school  majors,  or 
thirty  year  hours  of  Freshman  and  Sophomore  literary  work. 

Honors. — Graduates  who,  during  their  entire  college  course, 
make  an  average  of  from  80  to  85  receive  their  degrees  cum 
laude;  those  making  from  85  to  90,  magna  cum  laude;  and  those 
making  92.5  or  more,  summa  cum  laude. 

The  honor  of  being  valedictorian  of  his  class  goes  to  that 
member  of  the  graduating  class  who  has,  during  the  four  years 
of  his  college  course,  taken  at  Elon,  made  the  highest  average 
grade  in  literary  work. 
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The  honor  of  being  salutatorian  of  his  class  goes  to  that 
member  of  the  graduating  class  who  has,  during  the  four  years 
of  his  college  course  taken  at  Elon,  made  the  next  highest  aver- 
age grade  in  literary  work. 

Rating  of  Offices  and  Honors. — That  democracy  may  pre- 
vail in  the  distribution  of  honors  and  offices  in  the  College,  the 
Faculty  have  rated  each  honor  or  office.  No  student  may  have 
more  than  a  maximum  of  100  points  dujing  any  College  year. 
The  Commencement  program  announces  the  names  of  all  who 
reach  100  points  according  to  this  rating.

Scholarships  and  Medals. 


Faculty  Scholarship  Committee. — The  President  and  the 
Faculty  Scholarship  Committee  award  all  scholarships.  No  schol- 
arship will  be  awarded  to  a  high  school  graduate  whose  average 
has  been  less  than  80  per  cent  and  none  will  be  awarded  later 
than  July  1. 

The  Alumni  Scholarship. — The  Alumni  Association  in  session 
June  1,  1909,  generously  decided  to  estabhsh  a  scholarship  in 
Elon  College.  This  scholarship  is  to  be  awarded  in  the  literary 
department,  and  is  of  the  value  of  $75.00  a  year.  The  fund  which 
is  being  raised  by  the  alumni  of  the  institution  for  this  purpose, 
is  to  be  known  as  the  Alumni  Scholarship  Fund,  only  the  interest 
■of  which  shall  be  available  for  paying  the  scholarship.  All  inter- 
est received  by  the  Treasurer  is  to  be  paid  directly  to  the  Bus- 
iness Manager,  and  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  scholar- 
ship account. 

Elon  High  School  Scholarships. — The  Board  of  Trustees 
offer  a  scholarship  to  one  graduate  of  any  high  school  of  which 
an  Elon  graduate  is  principal  or  superintendent  or  a  teacher  in 
high  school  work.  Said  scholarship  is  good  for  one  year,  and 
covers  tuition  in  the  literary  branches.  The  candidate  is  to  be 
satisfactorily  recommended  by  the  principal  or  superintendent 
and  approved  by  the  Faculty  committee  on  scholarships.  The 
number  of  such  scholarships  is  limited  to  ten. 

Public  High  School  Scholarships. — The  Board  of  Trustees 
offer  ten  free  tuition  scholarships  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  principal  or  superintendent  of  approved  high  schools,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Faculty  committee  on  scholarships. 

Note. — All  scholarships  are  awarded  on  the  condition  that  the  student 
average  at  least  80  per  cent  on  his  College  work.  No  scholarships  are  award- 
ed in  Commercial,  Music,  or  other  special  departments. 

The  J.  J.  Summerbell  Scholarship. — In  consideration  of  a 
bequest  of  $1,000  for  that  purpose  left  the  College  by  the  late 
Dr.  J.  J.  Summerbell,  the  President  of  the  College  each  year  will 
award  a  $60.00  tuition  scholarship,  in  either  the  College  or  one 
of  the  special  departments,  good  for  the  succeeding  year,  to  that 
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member  of  either  Freshman,  Sophomore,  or  Junior  Class,  who 
shall  write  the  best  thesis  on  "The  First  Commandment  and  the 
Unity  of  God."  same  to  be  adjudged  by  a  committee  of  the 
Faculty.  Theses  in  this  competition  are  to  be  typewritten  and  in 
the  President's  hands,  the  name  of  the  writer  accompanying  in 
a  sealed  envelope,  not  later  than  May  1. 

The  Barrett  Scholarship. — In  memory  of  Dr.  J.  Pressley  Bar- 
rett, one  of  the  original  trustees  of  the  College,  the  trcstees  have 
founded  the  Barrett  Scholarship,  to  be  awarded  to  some  worthy 
Freshman. 

The  Long  Scholarship. — In  remembrance  of  Dr.  W.  S.  Long, 
founder  and  first  president,  a  free  tuition  scholarship  is  awarded 
each  year  to  some  worthy  member  of  the  Freshman  Class. 

The  Staley  Scholarship. — Dr.  W.  W.  Staley,  second  presi- 
dent, awards  a  free  tuition  scholarship  annually  to  some  member 
of  the  Freshman  Class. 

The  Mofifitt  Scholarship.— Dr.  E.  L.  MofStt,  third  president, 
awards  annually  a  free  tuition  scholarship  to  some  member  of 
the  Freshman  Class. 

The  Martyn  Summerbell  Scholarship. — Dr.  Martyn  Summer- 
bell,  Lakemont,  N.  Y.,  each  year  awards  a  scholarship  to  some 
worthy  member  of  the  Freshman  Class. 

The  Stanford  Orator's  Medal.— The  Stanford  Medal,  es- 
tablished by  Col.  and  Mrs.  S.  L.  Adams,  is  given  for  the  best 
oration  delivered  at  commencement  in  the  Junior  year  by  a  young 
man  of  the  next  year's  graduating  class.  It  was  established  in 
memory  of  Hon.  Richard  Stanford,  a  patron  and  advocate  of  edu- 
cation and  member  of  Congress  from  North  Carohna,  1792-1816. 

The  Mofifitt  Essayist's  Medal.— The  Moffitt  Medal,  estab- 
Hshed  by  the  family  of  the  late  E.  A,  Moffitt,  is  given  for  the  best 
essay  at  commencement  in  the  Junior  year  by  a  young  lady  of 
the  next  year's  graduating  class.  This  medal  was  estabhshed  in 
memory  of  E.  A.  Moffitt,  for  many  years  a  trustee  of  the  College. 

The  Morrow  Thesis  Medal.— The  R.  M.  Morrow  Thesis 
Medal,  estabhshed  by  Dr.  R.  M.  Morrow,  is  given  to  that  member 
of  the  Senior  Class  who  shall  have  written  the  best  thesis  in  any 
School  of  Instruction,  same  to  be  adjudged  by  the  Faculty. 
These  theses,  typewritten,  must  be  submitted  by  May  1. 


Endowment  and  Sources  of  Income. 


Tuition  and  Fees. — The  income  from  tuition  in  the  Hterary 
and  special  departments  constitutes  a  chief  and  growing  source 
of  revenue  for  the  support  of  the  College.  The  income  from 
fees,  matriculation  and  departmental,  is  used  to  pay  the  incident- 
al expenses  of  the  College  and  of  the  departments.  Besides  these 
sources  of  income  and  gifts  from  friends  from  time  to  time  on 
current  expenses,  the  College  has  the  following  sources  of  reve- 
nue: 

The  O.  J.  Walt  Fund. — This  fund  was  a  bequest  from  Rev. 
O.  J.  Wait,  D.  D.,  of  Fall  River,  Mass.,  the  amount,  odc  thousand 
dollars,  being  the  first  bequest  that  came  to  the  College. 

The  Francis  Asbury  Palmer  Fund. — Of  this  fund  twenty 
■thousand  dollars  was  given  by  Mr.  Francis  Asbury  Palmer,  of 
New  York,  before  his  death.  The  remaining  ten  thousand  dollars, 
having  been  provided  for  in  his  will,  became  available  soon  after 
his  death. 

The  Patrick  Henry  Lee  Fund. — This  fund  of  one  thousand 
^dollars  is  a  bequest  from  Capt.  P.  H.  Lee,  of  Holland,  Va. 

The  J.  J.  Summerbell  Fund. — Dr.  J.  J.  Summerbell,  Dayton, 
Ohio,  from  its  foundation  the  staunch  friend  and  loyal  supporter 
of  the  College,  departed  this  life  February  28,  1913,  and  left  a 
bequest  of  SI, 500  to  Elon.  This  Fund  has  been  added  to  the  per- 
manently invested  funds  and  is  to  be  perpetually  known  as  the 
J.  J.  Summerbell  Fund. 

The  Jesse  Winbourne  Fund. — This  fund,  a  bequest  from 
Deacon  Jesse  Winbourne,  of  Elon  College,  N.  C,  amounting  to 
$5,000,  became  available  in  January,  1923.  It  is  a  part  of  the 
permanent  endowment  funds  of  the  College. 

The  Southern  Christian  Convention  Fund. — The  Southern 
Christian  Convention  asks  the  conferences  composing  the  con- 
vention for  $4,500  annually  for  the  support  of  the  College.  This 
is  called  the  Elon  College  Fund,  and,  for  several  years,  the  con- 
ferences have  contributed  the  major  part  of  the  amount  asked 
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for.   It  should  be  raised  in  full,  as  it  is  one  of  the  best  and  easiest 
means  of  contributing  to  the  support  of  the  College. 

This  fund  is  the  equivalent  of  an  invested  endowment  of 
$112,500  at  4  per  cent.  By  vote  of  the  Southern  Christian  Con- 
vention in  May,  1918,  a  note  was  given  the  College  for  $112,500, 
the  money  raised  by  the  conferences  to  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  College  as  interest  on  the  same. 

The  Southern  Christian  Convention  has  also  given  the  Col- 
lege one  hundred  thousand  dollars  of  twenty  year  six  per  cent 
bonds,  dated  as  of  July  1,  1924,  as  a  part  of  the  permanent  en- 
dowment. 

The  Carlton  Fund.— The  family  of  Mr.  J.  W.  Carlton,  of 
Richmond,  Va.,  consisting  of  Messrs.  P.  J.  Carlton,  H.  A.  Carlton 
and  Luther  Carlton,  and  Mrs.  T.  S.  Parrott,  have  given  the 
College  for  its  permanent  funds,  certain  R.  F.  and  P.  railway 
stocks  valued  at  $50,000,  to  found  a  Professorship  in  Christian 
Literature  and  Methods  in  memory  of  Mrs.  J.  W.  Carlton. 

The  Corwith  Fund. — Trustee  W.  F.  Corwith  has  given  the 
College  for  its  pemanent  funds  Thirty-five  Thousand  Dollars, 
to  found  a  Professorship  in  Biblical  Literature  and  Languages  in 
memory  of  Mrs.  W.  F.  Corwith. 

Alumni  Scholarship  Fund — The  Alumni  Association  has 
paid  three  hundred  dollars  as  an  endowment  of  its  scholarship. 
This  is  invested  and  credit  on  the  scholarship  given  each  year 
to  the  amount  of  the  interest. 

The  Bowling  Fund. — Dr.  E.  H.  Bowling,  Durham,  N.  C, 
has  created  a  permanent  fund  to  be  used  in  the  education  of 
deserving  students,  one  or  more  each  year,  preferably  candidates 
for  the  ministry.  The  candidates  who  are  accepted  as  benefici- 
aries of  this  fund  will  receive  $60  per  year  to  be  applied  to  their 
account  with  the  College.  They  will  give  an  interest  bearing 
note  at  six  per  cent,  for  the  same,  with  acceptable  security,  and 
will  begin  paying  the  money  back,  at  least  one  note  a  year, 
immediately  after  graduation.  The  title  of  this  fund  will  remain 
in  the  College,  but  it  is  to  be  perpetually  used  for  the  purpose 
indicated  in  Dr.  Bowling's  gift.  The  awards  of  the  funds  are 
made  by  the  Presi9ent. 
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The  J.  W.  Wellon  s  Fund. — Dr.  J.  W.  Wellons,  several  years 
before  his  death,  bought  two  annuity  bonds  of  the  College  in  the 
sum  of  $1,500.  By  the  terms  of  the  bonds,  at  his  decease  they 
were  cancelled  and  the  principal  became  a  part  of  the  general 
endowment  of  the  College,  under  the  caption — "The  J.  W.  Wel- 
lons  Fund."  Dr.  Wellons  desired  that  the  Church  would  supple- 
ment his  gift  till  an  endowment  of  $300,000  should  be  provided 
for  the  School  of  Christian  Education. 

The  Amick  Fund.— Dr.  T.  C.  Amick,  of  the  College  Faculty, 
has  created  a  fund,  to  which  he  makes  additions  annually,  to  be 
loaned  to  deserving  students  at  6  per  cent,  annually.  The  Pres- 
ident lends  this  fund  on  proper  security. 

The  Pritchard  Fund.— Hon.  I.  W.  Pritchard,  Chapel  Hill, 
N.  C,  has  given  the  College  $5,000,  the  income  on  which  is  to 
be  used  in  aiding  ministerial  students. 

The  Masonic  Fund. — The  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina 
has  given  the  College  $2,000  to  be  loaned  to  seniors  in  College, 
on  acceptable  security. 

Ministerial  Loan  Fund. — The  treasurer  of  the  College  is  cus- 
todian for  the  loan  fund  of  $13,03L49  of  the  Southern  Christian 
Convention.  It  is  loaned  to  ministerial  students  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Convention. 

The  Harmon  Foundation  Loan  Fund. — Students  when  re- 
commended by  the  Business  Manager  and  otherwise  meeting  the 
conditions,  may  receive  loans  from  the  Harmon  Foundation. 

The  Knights  Templar  Educational  Loan  Fund. — Under  the 
rules  of  the  Grand  Commandary,  students  in  Elon  College  may 
secure  loans  from  this  fund. 

The  Dr.  J.  L.  Kernodle  Loan  Fund. — Dr.  J.  L.  Kernodle, 
Burhngton,  N.  C,  a  life-long  friend  of  the  College,  has  created 
a  trust  fund,  whose  income  is  to  be  loaned  to  worthy  students, 
preferably  residing  in  Alamance  County.  Three  students  were 
aided  by  this  fund  during  1927-'28.  Dr.  Kernodle  plans  to  en- 
large the  fund  from  time  to  time. 

Kappa  Psi  Nu  Loan  Fund. — The  Kappa  Psi  Nu  Social  Club 
has  given  the  College  a  note,  bearing  interest  at  6  per  cent,  in 
the  sum  of  $1,250.  The  interest  is  to  be  lyaned  each  year  to 
some  deserving  student. 
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Other  Invested  Funds. — Other  gifts  to  the  permanent  Endow- 
ment Fund  are:  One  of  twenty-five  dollars  from  Rev.  J.  J.  Sum- 
merbell,  D.  D.,  of  Dayton,  Ohio;  one  of  $283.35  from  the  estate 
of  the  late  Jos,  A.  Foster,  of  Semora,  N.  C;  one  of  $50.00  by  Miss 
Mamie  Tate,  as  a  student  loan  fund;  and  one  of  $100.00  to  be 
kept  at  interest  for  a  term  of  years,  left  by  the  late  Rev.  S.  B. 
Klapp, 

The  Francis  Asbury  Palmer  Board  Donations. — The  late 
Francis  Asbury  Palmer,  who  endowed  the  College,  left  his  estate 
to  a  Board  who  are  to  administer  it  in  furthering  education.  This 
Board  has  been  very  considerate  of  Elon  and  each  year  makes  a 
considerable  donation  in  cash  for  current  expenses.  This  year 
the  amount  given  was  $4,000.  This  Board  also  generously  pro- 
vides for  the  transportation  expenses  of  the  non-resident  lectur- 
ership  of  Dr.  Summerbell. 

The  Standardization  Fund. — During  the  spring  of  1919,  an 
additional  endowment  was  raised,  amounting  to  $381,600.  The 
history  of  this  fund,  known  as  The  Standardization  Fund,  and 
the  list  of  the  donors,  is  to  be  printed  in  a  special  bulletin. 

Emergency  Fund. — Following  the  fire  of  January  18,  1!^23, 
the  Board  of  Trustees  authorized  an  Emergency  Fund  of  $600,- 
000.  Later  it  was  found  necessary  to  increase  this  fund  to  $1,- 
000,000,  more  than  $600,000  of  which  has  already  been  paid 
in.     The  remainder  is  now  being  raised. 

Forms  of  Bequest. — Quite  a  number  of  friends  have  already 
made  provision  for  the  College  in  the  disposition  of  their  proper- 
ty after  their  decease.  We  appreciate  this  generous  action  on 
their  part  and  commend  it  to  the  liberal-hearted  of  our  friends, 
for  whose  convenience  we  append  herewith  three  forms  of  be- 
quest: 

FIRST  FORM: 
I  give  and  bequeath  to  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Elon  College  the  sum 

of Dollars,   to  be  applied   at 

their  discretion,  for  the  general  purposes  of  the  College. 

SECOND  FORM: 
I  give  and  bequeath  to  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Elon  College  the  sum 
of Dollars,  to  be  safely  invest- 
ed by  them  and  called  the Scholarship 

Fund.    The  interest  of  this  fund  shall  be  applied  at  their  discretion,  to  aid 
deserving  students. 
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THIRD  FORM: 
I  give  and  bequeath  to  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Elon  College  the  sum 
of Dollars,    to   be   safely   in- 
vested by  them  as  an  endowment  for  the  support  of  the  College. 

Annuity  Bonds. — Those  desiring  a  stable  income  on  funds 
that  they  intend  to  leave  to  the  College  in  their  wills,  can  secure 
the  same  by  placing  such  funds  with  the  College  treasurer  and 
receiving  an  annuity  bond  as  follows.

Farmer,  in  the  sum  of  $1,000;  and  one  by  Mrs.  J.  P.  Avent,  also 
in  the  amount  of  $1,000.  Many  generous-hearted  friends,  desir- 
ing a  safe  investment  of  their  funds,  and  a  sure  means  of  per- 
petuating their  memory  to  generations  yet  unborn,  will  no  doubt 
avail  themselves  of  this  inviting  privilege. 

Insurance  Policies. — Or  our  friends  may  make  the  College 
their  beneficiary  in  one  or  more  insurance  policies.  Details  of 
this  plan  will  be  gladly  furnished. 


Examinations  and  Reports. 


Entrance  Examinations. — For  those  who  do  not  come  from 
accredited  high  schools  and  for  those  who  apply  for  advanced 
standing,  entrance  examinations  are  held  on  the  opening  days  of 
the  Fall  and  Spring  Semesters. 

Semester  Examinations. — Semester  examinations  are  given 
in  December  and  May  and  cover  a  period  of  five  dayb.  No  student 
can  be  permanently  excused  from  taking  examinations  in  any  of 
the  subjects  he  pursues. 

An  average  of  70  on  each  subject,  including  term  standing 
and  examination,  is  required  for  advancement. 

The  standing  of  each  student  is  graded  as  passed,  conditioned, 
or  Jailed.  Conditioned  means  that  the  student  is  allowed  a  re- 
examination at  the  beginning  of  the  next  semester,  or,  if  the 
study  is  a  continuous  one  and  the  grade  of  work  done  shall  be 
satisfactory  to  the  professor  in  charge,  he  may  be  excused  from 
a  re-examination. 

All  students  making  a  grade  of  from  65  per  cent,  to  70  per 
cent,  on  a  continuous  subject  may  be  conditioned.  A  grade  of 
80  per  cent,  will  be  required  during  the  following  semester  to 
remove  the  condition  without  a  re-examination.  No  conditions 
may  be  granted  at  the  spring  semester  examinations. 

Rules  Governing  Examinations. — Each  student  before  being 
entitled  to  any  grade  upon  an  examination,  is  required  to  sub- 
scribe his  name  to  the  following  pledge:  "I  certify  on  honor  that 
I  have  neither  given  nor  received  any  unauthorized  assistance 
whatsoever  on  this  examination,  and  to  the  best  of  my  behef 
there  were  no  irregularities  on  the  examination  except  such  as  I 
shall  report  in  writing  to  the  professor  in  charge,  who  will  report 
to  the  proper  student-government  body."  Uniform  examination 
books  are  supplied  by  the  College,  and  the  student  must  not 
bring  to  the  place  of  examination  any  books,  paper,  or  notes. 
These  examination  blanks  cost  5  cents  each  and  are  charged  to 
the  student's  account  at  that  rate. 
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Students  who  hand  in  papers  at  the  regular  examinations 
are  considered  to  have  relinquished  any  claim  to  special  examin- 
ations for  grades.  Students  who  fail  to  attend  regular  exam- 
inations, or  who  fail  to  hand  in  papers,  are  regarded  as  handing 
in  blank  papers,  unless  they  have  been  previously  excused  from 
examination. 

Excuses  from  examination  are  granted  only  in  case  of  abso- 
lute necessity.  Such  an  excuse,  to  be  valid,  must  be  obtained 
from  the  Dean  on  or  before  the  day  of  examination,  and  com- 
municated officially  on  the  day  to  the  professor  holding  the 
examination.  Students  engaged  in  work  as  a  means  of  earning 
their  way  through  College  cannot  offer  such  work,  when  con- 
flicting, as  an  excuse  from  examination  at  the  regular  scheduled 
time. 

No  special  examinations  may  be  held  during  the  regular 
examination  periods  except  such  as  the  Schedule  Committee  may 
authorize  on  account  of  unavoidable  conflicts. 

A  student  wishing  a  special  examination  must  deposit  an 
application  in  the  office  of  the  Dean  at  least  one  week  before  the 
beginning  of  the  period  of  special  examinations. 

A  student  who  has  been  excused  from  examination,  or  has 
failed  to  pass,  may  have  opportunity  to  make  good  his  deficiency 
without  taking  the  study  over,  provided  a  grade  of  not  less  than 
50  has  been  obtained  at  the  following  times: 

At  the  period  of  special  examinations  in  September  pre- 
ceding the  regular  work  of  the  session. 

At  the  regular  examination  of  the  same  class  a  year  from  the 
time  the  deficiency  was  incurred. 

Junior  and  Senior  deficiencies  may  be  made  up  either  at  a 
special  examination  arranged  by  the  Dean  and  the  instructor, 
or  at  the  regular  examination  at  the  close  of  the  term.  Further 
than  above,  no  special  examinations  will  be  allowed. 

No  final  examination  shall  be  held,  except  at  the  final  ex- 
amination periods,  without  permission  of  the  Dean. 

Only  those  who  have  been  excused  from  the  regular  examin- 
ation may  take  another  examination. 

An  extra  charge  of  $1.00  for  each  examination  taken  out  of 
the  regular  time  will  be  made,  except  in  cases  where  students 
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have  been  excused  from  taking  the  regular  examinations  at  the 
regular  examination  periods. 

Reports. — Grade  reports  are  sent  at  the  close  of  each  semes- 
ter to  parents  or  guardian.  These  reports  show  the  standing, 
deportment  and  absences  from  recitation  and  religious  services. 

Summer  School  Credit. — Work  done  in  accredited  summer 
schooler  vvill  be  accepted  for  full  value  in  candidacy  for  degree, 
but  not  for  class  honors.  The  final  work  for  a  degree  must  be  in 
residence  at  Elon.     No  Summer  Courses  will  be  ofTered  at  Elon. 

Correspondence  Credit. — Elon  will  accept  for  credit  corres- 
pondence courses  offered  by  standard  institutions  on  the  same 
basis  as  those  institutions  accept  them. 

Special  Courses. — Courses  pursued  off  class  during  the  Col- 
lege year  cannot  under  any  circumstances  be  credited  toward 
graduation,  nor  will  correspondence  courses  in  other  institutions 
be  counted  if  taken  during  the  time  of  residence  at  the  College. 
The  only  courses  that  can  be  counted  toward  a  degree  are  year- 
courses  pursued  in  regular  class,  summer  school,  and  corres- 
pondence  courses  as  described  above. 

Changes  in  Course. — No  new  course  may  be  entered  after 
September  30th,  in  the  Fall  Semester,  or  January  31st,  in  the 
Spring  Semester.  A  charge  of  $1.00  is  made  for  dropping,  adding, 
or  changing  a  course. 

The  Sixty  Per  Cent.  Rule. — A  student  failing  to  pass  in 
60  per  cent,  of  the  work  pursued  may  not  return  for  the  next 
semester.  This  does  not  apply  to  foreign  students  in  the  first 
year  of  their  residence  here,  nor  to  specially  admitted  students, 
if  recommended  by  the  Faculty  Committee  on  Entrance  and 
Credits. 


Matriculation  and  Recitations. 


Matriculation. — Each  student  goes  to  the  assigned  Faculty 
adviser  or  the  Dean  for  arrangement  of  course,  and  before  en- 
tering any  department  pays  the  matricultion  fee,  $20.00,  and 
his  other  expenses  and  receives  from  the  Business  Manager  a 
registration  card  admitting  him  to  all  departments  of  the  Col- 
lege. The  matriculation  fee  of  S20.00  is  payable  at  the  beginning 
of  the  Fall  Semester  and  again  on  the  opening  day  after  the 
Christmas  holidays,  and  no  student  is  allowed  any  privilege  of  the 
College  until  these  fees  are  paid. 

Every  student  is  required  to  register  within  twenty-Jour  hours 
after  his  arrival,  and  not  later  than  6:00  p.  m.  of  the  opening  days 
in  the  fall  and  after  the  Christmas  holidays. 

For  failure  to  comply  with  this  regulation,  the  student  will 
be  charged  an  extra  fee  of  $1.00  per  day  for  such  delay,  pro- 
vided that  not  more  than  $5,00  extra  shall  be  charged  for  late 
registration,  or  may  be  debarred  from  registration  at  all,  at  the 
option  of  the  Faculty.  There  is  no  exception  to  this  rule,  except 
sickness  or  death  in  the  immediate  family,  accompanied  by  a 
physician's  certificate. 

Citizens  of  the  college  town  and  non-residents  pursuing 
special  Departmental  Courses  are  excused  from  paying  the  reg- 
ular matriculation  fee,  but  are  required  to  pay  a  fee  of  $10  annu- 
ally for  registration,  $5  each  semester. 

Freshman  Period. — Freshmen  will  report  for  duty  on  Mon- 
day of  the  opening  week.  They  must  be  registered  by  six  p.  m. 
on  Tuesday  of  that  week  and  attend  all  the  duties  assigned  by 
the  Deans  and  Registrar  for  the  Freshman  Period,  Monday  to 
Thursday  inclusive  of  the  opening  week. 

Number  of  Recitations. — Twelve  literary  hours  per  week  is 
regarded  as  constituting  a  minimum  course,  and  all,  except 
special  departmental  students,  are  required  to  take  this  number 
of  hours,  unless  excused  upon  recommendation  of  a  physician  or 
at  the  request  of  parents  or  guardian,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Faculty.     In  making  up  the  number  of  hours  required, 
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no  departmental  course  can  count  for  more  than  three  hours 
and  no  credit  is  given  for  commercial  or  laboratory  work. 

Fifteen  hours  are  required  of  all  College  classes  for  gradua- 
tion, in  addition  to  the  regular  class  work  in  Physical  Training. 

All  recitations  are  one  hour  in  length.  For  further  details 
about  additional  courses  of  study,  see  the  Red  Book. 

Elective  Courses. — Elective  courses  must  be  approved  by  the 
Dean,  and  in  continuous  subjects  be  pursued  for  a  year. 

All  Senior  and  Junior  elections  are  to  be  made  by  May  1. 

Elective  classes  will  not  be  formed  when  fewer  than  three 
apply. 

Courses  are  for  the  entire  year,  and  a  course  once  begun 
must  be  continued  unless  discontinued  for  very  important  reasons. 
Courses  to  count  for  a  degree  must  be  pursued  throughout  the 
3^ear. 

Optional  Students. — Students  not  intending  to  complete  any 
of  the  regular  courses  pursue  such  studies  as  their  qualifications 
may  permit  and  the  Dean  approve.  The  Dean  is  not  authoiized 
to  approve  higher  work  till  the  lower  work  is  completed. 

These  students  are  subject  to  the  general  regulations  of  the 
College. 


Miscellaneous. 


Absences. — 1.  Each  Instructor  shall  report  daily  to  the 
Deans,  on  printed  slips  provided  by  the  College,  all  students 
who  are  absent  from  any  of  their  classes  during  the  day. 

2.  A  permanent  record  shall  be  kept  of  each  student's  at- 
tendance, and  he  shall  be  held  rigidly  to  account  for  all  unexcused 
absences. 

3.  Absences  from  classes  for  any  reason  to  the  extent  of  15 
per  cent  of  the  credit  value  of  the  course  attaches  a  "no-credit" 
to  the  final  grade  in  that  particular  subject.  This  applies  to 
Church,  Sunday  School,  Physical  Training  and  all  College  duties 
for  which  attendance  is  required.  Such  attachments  to  grades 
may  be  removed  by  taking  an  extra  three-hour  course  the  follow- 
ing year.  One  extra  course,  however,  cannot  remove  the  "no- 
credit"  attachments  on  more  than  three  subjects,  and  no  semester 
hour  credits  will  be  given  for  the  extra  course.  When  absences 
of  20  per  cent  or  over  accumulate  in  any  subject,  it  mubt  be 
repeated  in  order  for  credit  to  be  given.  Tardies  count  as  one- 
half  absence. 

4.  Absences  from  regularly  scheduled  tests  count  double. 
Absences  on  the  day  before  and  the  day  after  holidays,  and  ab- 
sences on  the  day  before  and  the  day  after  athletic  games  count 
double.  This  appHes  to  the  15  per  cent  rule  as  well  as  the  grade 
penalty  system. 

5.  For  class  absences  a  penalty  deduction  of  final  grades  will 
be  m-'de  as  follows:  For  five  in  any  one  subject  in  the  first  se- 
mester, or  six  in  the  second  semester,  a  deduction  of  5  per  cent 
will  be  made  in  the  final  grade;  for  eight  in  the  first  semester,  or 
nine  in  the  second  semester,  10  per  cent  reduction  from  the  final 
grade ;  and  for  eleven  in  the  first  semester,  or  twelve  in  the  second, 
15  per  cent  deduction.  Absences  caused  directly  by  prolonged 
illness  of  a  week  or  more,  or  college  representation  away  from 
the  campus,  are  exempted  from  the  grade  penalty  and  the  double 
absence  clause,  but  not  from  the  15  per  cent  rule. 

6.  Students  who  are  excused  from  class  for  any  reason  during 
the  progress  of  a  recitation  shall  be  regarded  as  tardy. 
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7.  Students  may  be  absent  from  three  recitations  a  month 
without  being  required  to  render  excuses,  but  no  more  than  one 
such  absence  can  be  allowed  in  a  particular  subject.  All  absences 
from  class  in  excess  of  this  number,  as  also  all  absences  from 
chapel,  Sunday  school  and  church,  shall  be  answered  for  within 
one  week  at  the  Dean's  office.  At  the  expiration  of  a  week  such 
absences  shall  be  entered  against  the  student  as  one  demerit. 
An  appeal  to  the  Faculty  on  this  regulation  cannot  be  given 
favorable  consideration. 

8.  A  ministerial  student  shall  not  miss  more  than  two  reci- 
tations per  week  because  of  conflicts  between  recitations  and 
professional  duties. 

9.  Young  men  desiring  temporary  absence  from  town  for 
points  in  Alamance  county,  may  apply  to  the  Seniors,  provided 
such  permission  does  not  interfere  with  College  duties.  When  ab- 
sence from  town  will  cause  the  missing  of  a  College  duty,  the  Dean 
must  be  consulted  in  advance  or  such  absence  will  not  be  excused. 

Office  Hours. — The  President's  office  is  open  for  business 
matters  from  8  a.  m.  to  6  p.  m.  daily. 

The  Business  Manager's  office  is  open  from  8  a.  m.  to  6  p.  m. 

The  Registrar's  ofiice  is  open  from  8  a.  m.  to  6  p.  m.  daily. 

The  Dean  and  the  Dean  of  Women  keep  their  respective 
office  hours  according  to  appointment.  Those  having  business 
with  either  Dean  can  see  him  or  her  at  these  hours  only. 

Dress. — No  uniform  is  required,  but  simplicity  in  dress,  both 
for  young  men  and  young  women,  is  required.  Young  women 
are  permitted  to  wear  evening  dresses  only  on  such  occasions  as  are 
declared  formal  by  the  College  authorities.  The  Dean  of  Women 
will  be  glad  to  confer  with  parents  at  any  time  regarding  suitable 
wardrobes  for  young  women.  The  summer  address  of  the  Dean  of 
Women  is  Elon  College,  N.  C,  or  Holland,  Va.,  R.  F.  D.  No.  2. 

Registry  of  Graduates  and  Former  Students. — A  registry  of 
all  graduates  and  former  students  is  kept  and  of  their  occupations. 
The  College  strives  in  every  way  to  advance  the  interests  of  its 
Alumni  and  is  glad  always  to  have  notices  of  places  that  desire 
Elon  graduates.  The  College  has  been  especially  helpful  both 
to  its  graduates  and  to  school  boards  in  recommending  teachers. 
The  College  never  recommends  a  person  for  a  position,  unless 
it  is  sure  the  person  and  place  are  suited.

Sundry  Items  of  Expense. — Students  in  Chemistry,  Domestic 
F-cience,  Domestic  Art,  Business  Administration,  School  of  Chris- 
tian Education  (Junior  and  Senior  classes),  Applied  Math- 
ematics, Biology,  Geology,  or  Physics,  pay  in  advance  a  lab- 
oratory fee  of  $10.00  per  year,  payable  $5.00  on  the  opening 
days  each  in  September  and  January  to  the  Business  Manager, 
whose  receipt  must  be  presented  before  any  instructor  can 
admit  to  any  course  where  a  fee  is  required.  A  Diploma 
Fee  of  $10.00  is  required  of  each  graduate,  whether  literary 
or  departmental;  Certificates,  $5.00.  In  case  two  diplomas  or 
certificates  are  awarded  in  the  same  year  to  one  person,  the 
charge  for  the  second  is  one-half  price.  The  right  is  reserved  to 
change  these  fees  without  notice. 

Text-books  are  furnished  at  regular  publishers'  prices — from 
115.00  to  $20.00  per  year  being  the  cost  of  this  item.  Many 
parents  find  it  convenient  to  deposit  $20.00  with  the  College 
to  cover  the  cost  of  books.  The  plan  works  well  and  is  encouraged. 
Under  no  circumstances  can  books  be  charged  to  account. 

Laundry  costs  about  the  same  as  in  the  average  community. 
Young  men  rooming  in  the  Dormitories  are  required  to  patronize 
either  the  Chinese  or  the  steam  laundry  whose  agent  here  has 
the  Business  Manager's  approval,  or  to  send  their  laundry 
home. 

Music  pupils,  in  addition  to  their  recitations,  have  the  use 
of  the  piano  one  period  daily  without  extra  charge.  Those  de- 
siring an  extra  period  daily  pay  $5.00  per  year. 

Fifty  watt  lamps  are  allowed,  one  for  each  room,  and  in 
case  of  the  larger  corner  rooms  of  the  East  Dormitory,  two  such 
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lamps.  These  lamps  are  paid  for  by  the  occupants  of  the  room, 
and  any  student  desiring  to  use  a  larger  light  may  do  so  with 
the  permission  of  the  Business  Manager  and  by  paying  for  the 
extra  amount  of  current  used  on  an  agreed  basis. 

The  matriculation  and  other  fees  and  the  expenses  of  the 
term  are  payable  in  advance.  Students  pay  room  rent  and  board 
from  date  of  entrance  to  the  end  of  the  term.  There  is  no  de- 
duction for  a  shorter  period  than  two  weeks,  and  then  only  for 
sickness  with  a  physician's  certificate,  or  other  misfortune.  But 
in  case  the  student  desires  a  passing  grade  on  any  course  for  a 
semester,  the  full  tuition  charge  of  the  semester  must  be  paid. 

Double  beds  are  used  in  all  rooms  except  those  of  the  Alum- 
ni Building.  Single  beds  may  be  furnished  for  rooms  in  other 
buildings  at  a  yearly  charge  of  $11.00  per  student  extra. 

An  honorable  discharge  to  permit  a  student  to  go  to  work 
in  the  Spring  Semester  relieves  him  of  all  further  financial  obli- 
gation to  the  College,  and  such  honorable  discharge  shall  be  in 
writing. 

Candidates  for  the  ministry  are  admitted  on  their  indi- 
vidual note  for  tuition,  which  note  will  be  cancelled  in  case  they 
engage  in  actual  pastoral  work.  They  are  required  to  bring 
recommendations  from  their  conferences  or  other  authorized 
body.  Unless  they  do,  within  five  years  after  leaving  the  College, 
become  active  pastors,  these  notes  shall  be  due  and  are  collect- 
ible. 

Minor  children  of  ministers  are  admitted  free  of  tuition  ex- 
cept in  music,  art,  expression,  and  commercial  departments. 

Any  student  taking  more  hours  than  the  regular  required 
number  shall  be  charged  $25.00  per  year  for  each  extra  course 
taken. 

Class  instruction  in  Expression,  three  hours  each  week,  will 
be  given  to  any  student  desiring  it,  at  least  five  in  the  class, 
for  one  year  only,  at  the  rate  of  $45.00  for  the  year.  This 
work  may  be  allowed  as  an  elective  for  three  hours'  work  in 
the  Freshman  year,  or  as  a  course  for  certain  students  in  the 
School  of  English,  Junior  or  Senior  year. 

A  charge  of  $1.00  is  made  for  duplicate  meal  or  athletic 
tickets. 
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Students  occupying  rooms  in  either  of  the  dormitories  are 
held  responsible  for  damage  to  property  in  their  rooms,  and  also 
for  damage  done  all  College  property,  in  addition  to  the  deposit 
fee. 

Sheet  music,  art  material,  etc.,  are  furnished  at  lowest  re- 
tail price,  but  for  cash  only. 

No  student  shall  be  allowed  to  graduate  until  all  his  accounts 
with  the  College  have  been  paid  or  settled  by  satisfactory  note, 
which  shall  include  an  item  of  $400.00  for  literary  tuition, 
unless  he  shall  have  been  admitted  to  the  College  with  advanced 
standing,  or  be  a  ministerial  student,  or  the  minor  child  of  a 
minister. 

No  student  shall  be  allowed  to  matriculate  again  who  has 
not  paid  his  accounts  of  the  previous  semester,  or  arranged  same 
by  satisfactory  note. 

No  accounts  shall  be  closed  by  note  except  for  tuition,  and 
then  only  in  case  of  real  necessity,  same  to  be  determined  by 
the  Business  Manager. 

Matriculation  and  laboratory  fees  must  be  paid  in  advance 
on  day  of  entrance  as  stipulated  by  the  catalogue  and  are  not 
refundable. 

A  room  guarantee  of  $5.00  must  be  paid  before  a  room  can 
be  reserved.  This  fee  cannot  be  refunded  after  July  15,  but  will 
be  applied  to  the  regular  room  rent  account.  Corner  rooms  in 
the  Alumni  Building  will  be  reserved  for  Juniors  and  Seniors 
until  July  1.    After  that  date,  any  student  may  apply  for  them. 

Under  no  circumstances  can  refunds  of  any  character  be  made 
to  students  of  foreign  countries. 

All  optional  students  pay  the  regular  full  College  tuition. 
But  those  who  are  taking  a  number  of  courses  in  the  special  de- 
partments of  the  College  will  be  charged  for  optional  studies  in 
the  literary  department  at  the  rate  of  $25  per  course  per  year 
for  literary  work,  after  their  tuition  for  special  studies  shall 
have  exceeded  $200  per  College  year. 

Citizens  of  the  College  town  and  non-residents  coming  from 
their  homes  to  pursue  only  special  Departmental  Courses,  will 
be  charged  the  regular  Departmental    tuition,  and  a   matricu- 
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lation  fee  of  $10.  Such  persons  may  take  one  literary  course  only 
without  paying  the  regular  College  matriculation  fee,  paying  $25 
for  the  same.  Only  adult  citizens  of  the  town  may  take  the 
one  litei'ary  course  on  the  terms  as  specified  in  this  paragraph. 

A  rebate  on  account  of  sickness  or  for  any  other  cause  recog- 
nizable by  the  Catalogue  must  be  applied  for  within  ten  days 
of  the  time,  or  no  rebate  or  discount  can  be  allowed.  No  rebate 
is  paid  until  the  end  of  the  semester. 

Citizens  of  the  College  town  desiring  to  avail  themselves  of 
the  regular  Physical  Training  course,  not  intending  to  become 
students,  pay  $10  annually,  $5  on  entrance  and  $5  in  January. 

Students  living  o£f  the  campus,  those  holding  positions  with 
the  College  requiring  sufficient  physical  exercise  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  proper  Dean,  and  adults  not  paying  the  matricula- 
tion fee,  are  excused  from  Physical  Training. 

Students  will  not  be  accepted  for  any  courses  here  who  are 
students  in  other  courses  under  private  teachers. 

Students  will  not  be  accepted  for  less  than  a  full  course  in 
any  departmental  study. 

Professional  prices  are  charged  for  firing  China  in  the  Fine 
Arts  Department. 

The  actual  cost  of  food  used  by  students  in  Domestic  Science 
is  charged,  but  the  articles  they  cook  belong  to  them. 

No  departure  from  these  rates  other  than  those  stated  in  this 
catalogue.

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BOARD. 

Board  may  be  had  in  the  College  Dining  Hall,  or  in  clubs 
under  College  management.  The  College  is  not  financially  re- 
sponsible for    the  clubs. 

The  College  Boarding  Department. — The  College  Boarding 
Department  consists  of  the  College  Dining  Hall,  in  the  annex  of 
the  West  Dormitory,  of  the  East  and  West  Dormitories,  and 
of  the  Alumni  Building.  All  young  ladies  rooming  in  the  West 
Dormitory  are  required  to  take  their  meals  in  the  College  Dining 
Hall.  Young  ladies  who  dine  in  the  College  Dining  Hall  must 
room  in  the  West  Dormitory. 

Young  men  may  room  in  either  the  East  Dormitory  or 
Alumni  Building  and  take  their  meals  in  the  College  Dining 
Hall. 

No  deductions  are  made,  except  for  sickness  of  two  weeks 
or  more,   accompanied   by  physician's  certificate. 

Visitors  will  be  furnished  meals  at  fifty  cents  each.  Visit- 
ors on  entering  the  Dining  Room  will  present  their  meal  tickets 
to  the  head  waiter  who  will  seat  them. 

The  date  for  opening  and  closing  the  Dining  Halls  and 
Dormitories  will  be  set  by  the  Business  Manager, 

Meals  sent  to  sick  students  shall  be  ordered  by  the  nurse, 
and  in  case  of  students  not  under  a  physician's  attendance  a  fee 
of  25  cents  will  be  charged  to  cover  the  extra  expense  of  service. 
The  Medicine  fee  of  $1.00  each  semester  entitles  the  student 
only  to  such  medicines  as  are  furnished  by  the  nurse. 

Young  ladies  pay  a  key  deposit  of  twenty-five  cents,  young 
men  of  fifty  cents.  These  fees  are  refunded  when  the  key  is 
returned. 

Young  men  rooming  in  the  College  buildings  pay  a  room 
deposit  fee  of  $5.00,  which  will  be  returned  to  them  at  the  end 
of  the  year  with  deduction  for  damage  to  their  individual  room, 
except  for  ordinary  wear  and  tear  with  good  use,  and  for 
their  pro  rata  part  of  the  damage  done  to  halls,  bath  rooms, 
vacant  rooms  and  the  College  property  in  general  outside  the 
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West  Dormitory  and  Ladies'  Hall  deducted.  Young  ladies 
rooming  in  the  College  Dormitories  pay  a  similar  fee  in  the 
amount  of  $5.00. 

Young  men,  not  residents,  are  required  to  room  in  the  Col- 
lege Dormitories  unless  excused  by  the  Business  Manager.  The 
Business  Manager  is  not  authorized  to  allow  young  men  to  room 
off  the  campus,  unless  they  earn  their  room  rent  by  service,  or 
are  rooming  with  relatives. 

Young  men  and  young  ladies  do  not  room  at  the  same 
house. 

All  students  rooming  on  the  College  campus  must  pay  for 
their  meals  at  the  College  Dining  Hall,  the  Ladies'  Hall,  or 
Young  Men's  Club. 

Young  ladies  are  not  allowed  to  board  in  the  village,  except 
with  their  relatives  or  where  they  are  earning  part  of  their  way 
by  domestic  service,  the  Business  Manager  approving. 

All  rooms  in  the  College  Dormitories  are  occupied  at  the  will 
of  the  Faculty,  and  the  right  is  reserved  to  change  rooms  or 
room-mates  at  any  time.  A  student  who  loses  his  membership 
in  the  College  must  vacate  his  room  immediately, 

Young  men  who  serve  as  waiters  in  the  College  Dining  Hall 
receive  their  board  free,  but  are  charged  $20.00  per  year  for  the 
use  of  linen  necessary  to  the  service  and  the  laundering  thereof. 
Substitute  waiters  must  be  acceptable  to  the  housekeeper,  but 
no  waiter  can  have  a  substitute  on  a  holiday. 

No  student  employed  by  the  College  who  leaves  before  the 
closing  day  of  the  Christmas  holidays  or  of  the  Commencement 
will  be  longer  continued  in  the  College  service.  Failure  to  regis- 
ter on  the  opening  day  after  Christmas,  except  for  sickness 
certified  by  attending  physician,  automatically  deprives  any  stu- 
dent employee  of  his  or  her  position.  All  such  students  must 
report  for  duty  on  the  day  set  by  the  Business  Manager  for 
commencing  service. 

Board  for  Young  Ladies. 

The  West  Dormitory. — The  West  Dormitory,  for  young  ladies 
supplies  board,  furnished  rooms,  with  steam  heat,  bath,  and 
electric  lights  and  servants'  attendance,  at  $250.00  to  $275.00 
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per  year  (two  young  ladies  to  the  room).  The  rooms  are  fur- 
nished with  oak  suits,  tables,  wardrobes,  rocking  chairs,  bed- 
springs  and  mattresses,  and  toilet  and  water  sets.  Young  ladies 
furnish  their  own  towels,  pillows  and  bedding.  All  young  ladies 
boarding  in  any  dormitory  are  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Dean  of  Women  and  the  Matron,  assisted  by  the  lady  members 
of  the  Faculty  resident  in  the  building. 

The  Young  Ladies^  Co-operative  Hall. — The  Young  Ladie's 
Co-operative  Hall  provides  board  at  actual  cost.  This  Hall  is 
under  the  supervision  of  a  Matron  appointed  by  the  Business 
Manager  and  of  the  Dean  of  Women.  The  young  ladies  do 
most  of  their  work  in  this  Hall,  working  by  turns,  and  so  reduce 
the  cost  of  living  to  a  minimum.  The  average  cost  per  year, 
including  rent,  heat,  lights,  laundry,  etc.,  ought  not  to  exceed 
$175.00. 

Board  for  Young  Men. 

The  East  Dormitory,  the  Alumni  Building  and  the  College 
Dining  Hall. — Young  men  dining  in  the  College  Dining  Hall  and 
rooming  in  the  East  Dormitory,  or  Alumni  Building  pay  at 
the  rate  of  $275.00  per  College  year,  with  possibihties  of  in- 
creasing or  reducing  this  total  slightly  according  to  location  of 
room  as  stated  under  the  heading,  "Board  in  the  College  Dining 
Hall." 

Those  young  men  who  room  in  any  of  the  College  buildings 
are  under  the  control  of  the  Student  Senate,  but  the  buildings 
themselves  are  under  the  supervision  of  proctors  appointed  by 
the  Faculty. 

Young  men  who  room  either  in  the  East  Dormitory  or  in 
the  Alumni  Building  furnish  their  own  towels,  pillows  and  bed- 
ding, and  care  for  their  rooms.  A  janitor  cares  for  the  halls  and 
bath  rooms. 

The  Young  Men's  Co-operative  Club. — The  Young  Men's 
Co-operative  Club  will  furnish  board  at  cost  to  50  young  men. 
It  is  under  the  management  of  the  young  men  themselves.  Board 
in  this  Department  ought  to  cost  not  over  $150.00  per  College 
year;  perhaps  less.  The  Business  Manager  appoints  the  manag- 
er of  this  Department. 
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PAYMENT  OF  EXPENSES. 

All  expense  items  for  tuition,  room  rent,  and  board  are  pay- 
able four-ninths  in  the  Fall  Semester;  five-ninths  in  the  Spring 
Semester,  payable  on  the  opening  day  following  the  Christmas 
holidays.  Students  are  expected  on  these  dates  to  arrange  for 
their  expenses  either  by  cash  or  acceptable  short  time  note;  and 
failure  to  do  so  within  ten  days  will  cause  a  student  to  be  auto- 
matically dropped  from  the  College  roll. 


Entrance  Requirements. 


Graduation  from  an  accredited  four-year  high  school  course 
with  a  total  of  at  least  fifteen  units  from  the  ''Schedule  of  Sub- 
jects Accepted  for  Admission"  below  is  required  for  entrance  to 
the  Freshman  Class  without  examination.  Students  who  have 
graduated  from  non-accredited  schools  with  a  total  of  fifteen  units 
credit  from  the  schedule  below,  will  be  accepted  upon  success- 
fully passing  entrance  examinations.  A  student  who  has  attend- 
ed a  standard  high  school  for  four  years  and  has  fifteen  units  of 
credit,  but  was  not  graduated  from  high  school,  may  be  admitted 
by  passing  successfully  the  entrance  examinations.  Students 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  or  older,  may  be  admitted  for  such 
college  work  as  they  are  prepared  to  do,  but  not  as  candidates 
for  a  degree  until  the  entrance  requirements  have  been  satisfied. 

Those  who  enter  by  certificate  from  high  school  should  pre- 
sent such  certificates  to  the  Registrar  of  the  College  as  soon  as 
possible  for  approval,  since  the  certificate  must  be  on  file  with 
the  Registrar  before  a  student  can  register.  Proper  certificate 
blanks  will  be  furnished  on  request. 

A  unit  is  defined  as  a  full  year's  work  of  five  recitations  per 
week,  the  recitation  periods  being  at  least  forty-five  minutes  in 
length,  and  the  year  consisting  of  at  least  thirty-two  weeks. 
Not  more  than  four  units  may  be  offered  for  entrance  to  college 
in  Enghsh,  jXIathematics,  History,  Latin,  or  Science.  Not  more 
than  three  units  may  be  offered  in  Greek,  German,  Spanish, 
French,  and  the  Vocational  Subjects.  Subjects  not  mentioned 
here  will  be  considered  separately.  No  credit  in  foreign  language 
may  be  had  until  the  student  has  completed  a  minimum  of  two 
years  in  at  least  one  foreign  language. 

Applicants  for  advanced  standing  are  required  to  stand  ex- 
amination in  the  subjects  for  which  the  advanced  standing  is 
desired,  unless  they  come  from  standard  colleges,  in  which  case 
they  will  be  admitted  to  advanced  standing  on  proper  certificates. 

A  limited  number  of  students  may  be  accepted  for  special 
work  in  departmental  subjects,  such  as  music,  expression,  busi- 
ness, but  not  as  candidates  for  a  degree.

Course  of  Study. 


|y,  p  General  Statement. — The  Freshman  Period  is  utilized  to  give 
each  student  proper  educational  guidance,  following  a  careful 
study  of  his  high  school  preparation.  Professors  are  assigned  as 
advisers  for  a  minimum  number  of  Freshmen  and  are  throughout 
the  year  at  the  service  of  their  advisees.  The  Registrar,  the 
Deans,  and  the  President  are  also  at  the  service  of  students  at 
any  time  in  solving  their  college  problems. 

As  soon  as  the  student  chooses  his  major,  the  professor  at 
the  head  of  that  School  of  Instruction  immediately  becomes  his 
special  adviser  for  all  curriculum  matters  and  must  be  consulted. 

Freshmen,  Sophomores,  and  Juniors  must  select  their  courses 
of  study  for  the  succeeding  year  by  May  1st,  after  consulting 
the  proper  adviser.  In  each  instance  their  course  must  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Dean. 

Incoming  Freshmen  will  select  their  courses  during  the  Fresh- 
man Period. 

The  Deans  in  their  respective  Sunday  School  Classes  in  the 
Freshman  year  offer  courses  especially  designed  to  adjust  Fresh- 
men to  coUege  life. 

There  are  four  Orientation  Courses,  as  follows:  Freshmen, 
Bible  I;  Sophomores,  Philosophy  II;  Juniors,  Social  Science  III; 
and  Seniors,  Bible  IV  or  Religious  Education  IV-A.  Only  that 
for  Freshmen  is  required,  but  each  of  the  others  should  be  elected. 

7. — Bachelor  of  Arts. 

Each  candidate  for  the  A.  B.  Degree  must  elect,  when  he 
registers  in  his  Freshman  year,  four  minors.  From  these  minors 
a  major  must  be  chosen  at  the  end  of  the  Sophomore  year  from 
the  Schools  of  Instruction  hsted  below  in  which  majors  are  offer- 
ed. In  each  major,  one  six  semester  hour  course  must  be  pur- 
sued each  year,  and  where  the  school  offers  it,  a  fifth  course  must 
be  elected  in  the  Senior  year.  More  than  one  major  may  be 
elected. 

Minors  shall  be  pursued  for  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore 
years,  and  if  desired  may  be  continued  with  the  Dean's  permis- 
sion as  majors.    The  student  must  pursue  either  as  a  major  or 
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as  a  minor,  an  ancient  or  a  modern  language,  English,  and  Math- 
ematics or  a  Natural  Science.  A  candidate  may  elect  more  than 
four  minors  during  the  college  course.  In  case  a  prescribed  minor 
is  elected  as  the  major,  the  candidate  must  also  minor  in  History, 
Bible,  Religious  Education,  Social  Science,  or  Philosophy. 

Greek  is  a  prescribed  minor  for  all  ministerial  students.  It 
may  be  begun  as  late  as  the  Junior  year.  Bible  III-B  is  a  pre- 
scribed elective  for  all  ministerial  students.  It  may  be  taken 
in  any  college  year. 

Bible  I  is  a  prescribed  course  for  each  candidate  for  a  de- 
gree.   It  may  be  pursued  in  any  college  year. 

Religious  Education  I  may  be  pursued  in  any  college  year. 

Those  who  major  in  Christian  Education  must  pursue  at 
least  four  courses  in  Religious  Education,  three  in  Bible  and  elect 
Philosophy  II,  Education  III-M  or  III-W,  and  Education  III- 
P.  S.  M. 

Those  who  desire  to  prepare  to  teach,  must  satisfy  certain 
technical  requirements  for  certification  which  should  be  discussed 
with  the  Dean  at  each  Fall  Semester's  registration.  Teachers 
preparing  to  teach  Science  in  high  school  must  take  18  semester 
hours  in  one  of  the  following  four  sciences,  Botany,  Chemistry, 
Physics,  and  Geology  (Geography),  and  one  course  each  in  the 
other  three,  in  addition  to  the  professional  requirements  in  ed- 
ucation. 

For  students  who  plan  to  pursue  graduate  work  leading  to 
the  Ph.  D.  degree,  both  French  and  German  should  be  pursued 
as  minors. 

A  student  majoring  in  a  Natural  Science  may  elect  other 
natural  sciences  as  minors,  beginning  such  minors  not  later  than 
the  Junior  year.  This  same  provision  applies  to  students  major- 
ing in  foreign  language. 

One  hundred  twenty  semester  credit  hours  must  be  com- 
pleted as  a  minimum  for  the  A.  B.  degree.  A  course  to  count 
for  graduation,  must  be  pursued  for  an  entire  college  year. 

A  major  course  will  not  be  formed  for  fewer  than  three 
students,  a  minor  for  fewer  than  five.

NOTE. — Art  and  Expression  count  four  semester  hours  each  year  regu- 
larly.

Non-Credit  Courses. 

Each  student  is  required  each  year  to  pursue  the  required 
work  in  Physical  Training,  but  no  semester  hours  credit  is 
given  toward  a  degree.  Stenography  and  Bookkeeping  do  not 
count  for  college  credit.  Typewriting  does  not  give  credit  for 
constituting  the  required  hours  of  a  course.  The  same  is  true 
of  laboratory  work  as  required  in  regular  degree  courses.  Ap- 
plied Music  courses  count  for  departmental  certificates  and  dip- 
lomas, but  not  for  college  degree  credit.

SCHOOL  OF  BIOLOGY. 

PROFESSOR  POWELL. 
SCIENCE  I-C. 

General  College  Biology.  Lectures  and  recitations  two  hours  per  week, 
four  hours  for  laboratory.    Credit  six  semester  hours. 

This  course  is  intended  for  all  college  students  desiring  an  advanced 
working  acquaintance  with  plant  and  animal  life;  Intense  emphasis  is  placed 
on  descriptive,  practical,  and  economic  Biology.  Students  expecting  to 
pursue  a  medical  course  are  encoiu-aged  to  take  this  subject  as  a  prerequi- 
site to  Zoology. 

Given  every  year. 

SCIENCE  II-C. 

Vertebrate  Zoology  and  Comparative  Aantomy.  Two  hours  for  lectures, 
four  to  laboratory.    Credit  six  semester  hours.    Prerequisite,  Science  I-C. 

Intensive  study  is  here  given  to  the  classification  and  structure  of  ani- 
mals, using  typical  representatives  from  the  most  important  phyla.  Special 
attention  is  placed  on  comparative  morphology,  histology,  physiology,  de- 
velopment and  environment  adaptations.  By  keen  observation  and  critical 
reasoning  the  student  is  brought  to  find  the  homologies  and  analogies  as 
found  in  the  dissections. 

To  be  given  in  1928-'29. 

SCIENCE  II-C-1. 

Botany.  Two  hours  for  lectures,  four  to  laboratory.  Credit  six  semester 
hours.    Prerequisite,  Science  I-C. 

Plant  morphology,  ecology,  physiology,  and  classification  are  empha- 
sized throughout  the  year.  As  a  means  of  studying  the  conditions  under 
which  plants  grow,  the  class  must  collect,  under  the  direction  of  the  instruc- 
tor, much  of  the  material  for  study  in  the  laboratory. 

Not  to  be  given  in  1928-'29. 

SCIENCE  III-C. 

Animal  Micrology  and  Embryology.  Two  hours  for  lectures,  four  to  lab- 
oratory.   Credit  six  semester  hours.    Prerequisite,  Science  I-C. 

During  the  first  semester,  work  will  be  in  Animal  Micrology,  which  will 
consist  of  principles  and  methods  of  killi  ng,  fixing,  imbedding,  sectioning, 
staining,  mounting,  drawing,  reconstructing,  and  use  of  microscope. 
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Embryology  will  be  given  in  the  second  semester  which  will  acquaint 
the  student  with  the  fundamental  principles  of  Embryology  as  found  in  the 
frog  and  the  chick.  If  time  permits,  some  work  will  be  done  on  the  miammal. 
Students  will  prepare  the  most  of  their  own  work  for  study  in  this  course. 

Not  given  in  192S-'29. 

SCIENCE  IV-C. 

Invertebrate  Zoology  and  the  Teaching  of  Biology.  Two  hours  for  lectures, 
four  to  laboratory.   Credit  six  semester  hours.   Prerequisite,  Science  I-C. 

Invertebrate  Zoology  will  be  given  during  the  first  semester,  in  which 
the  structures,  modes  of  development,  life  histories,  and  behavior  of  invert- 
ebrate animals  wiU  be  treated.  The  insects  will  be  emphasized,  while  the 
other  groups  will  receive  as  much  attention  as  time  permits. 

The  Teachers'  Course  will  be  given  during  the  second  semester  and  is 
required  of  all  those  who  are  intending  to  teach  Biology.  It  is  designed  to 
stress  the  nature  study  idea  and  at  the  same  time  to  train  the  prospective 
teachers  of  Biology  in  raising  their  own  cultm-es,  preserving  materials  for 
class-work,  arranging  courses,  and  organizing  their  work  by  approved  lab- 
oratory methods. 

To  be  given  in  1928-'29. 

BIOLOGICAL  LABORATORY. 

This  laboratory  is  supplied  with  simple  and  compound  microscopes, 
microtome,  thermostat,  analytical  balance,  delineascope,  etc.  All  necessary 
reagents  and  material  are  provided  for  the  students.  The  students  are  to 
provijde  magnifiers  and  dissecting  instruments.  In  addition  to  the  labora- 
tory as  such,  the  College  has  made  provision  for  out-door  experimental 
work  in  Botany. 


SCHOOL  OF  CHEMISTRY. 

PROFESSOR  BRANNOCK. 

SCIENCE  I-A. 

General  Chemistry.  Three  hours  a  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  reci- 
tations, three  hours  a  week  to  laboratory  work. 

In  this  course  the  fundamental  principles  of  inorganic,  organic,  phys- 
ical and  experimiental  chemistry  are  thoroughly  taught. 

The  course  runs  in  two  sections,  one  for  those  who  have  had  high  school 
chemistry,  the  other  for  those  beginning  the  subject. 

Each  student  is  required  to  keep  a  note  book  in  which  he  must  record 
his  experimental  work. 

SCIENCE  II-A. 

Advanced  Inorganic  Chemistry  and  Qualitative  Analysis.  Three  hours  a 
week  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations,  three  hours  to  laboratory  work. 
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This  course  embraces  a  more  thorough  knowledge  of  the  elements, 
especially  the  metals,  than  science  I-A.  Alto  the  following  physical  chemical 
topics  are  developed:  the  kinetic-molecular  hypothesis,  solutions,  electroly- 
sis, the  chemical  behavior  of  ionic  substances,  chemical  equilibriiun  and  elec- 
tro-motive chemistry.    The  laboratory  work  is  in  qualitative  analysis. 

SCIENCE  III-A. 

Organic  Chemistry.  Three  hours  a  week,  devoted  to  lectures  and  reci- 
tations; three  hours  to  laboratory  work. 

The  work  in  this  course  is  devoted  to  the  study  and  preparation  of 
organic  compounds,  including  both  the  aliphatic  and  the  aromatic  series: 
hydrocarbons  of  the  methane  series,  hydrocarbons  of  the  ethylene  series, 
hydrocarbons  of  the  acetylene  series,  alcohols,  organic  acids,  ethers,  an- 
hydrides, esters,  aldehydes,  ketones,  amines,  amides,  halogen  compounds, 
cyanogen,  carbohydrates,  cyclic  hydrocarbons,  dyes  and  proteins. 

The  laboratory  work  consists  not  only  in  the  methods  of  preparation 
and  purification  of  compounds,  but  also  in  methods  of  arriving  at  their 
structures. 

SCIENCE  IV-A. 

Quantitative  Ajialysis.  One  hour  a  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  re- 
citations, six  hours  to  laboratory  work. 

The  lectures  and  recitations  include  the  discussion  of  the  methods  used 
in  the  laboratory  and  the  chemical  calculations.  The  laboratory  work  con- 
sists in  simple  introductory  determinations  in  gravimetric  and  volumetric 
methods  of  analysis.  Pure  salts  of  known  composition  are  first  analyzed, 
followed  by  unknown  specimens  consisting  of  pure  salts  or  mixtures  of  pure 
salts.  In  this  way  the  student  is  prepared  to  analyze  more  difficult  substan- 
ces, including  both  knowns  and  unknowns. 

SCIENCE  IV-A-1. 

Industrial  Chemistry.  In  this  course  the  following  subjects  are  discussed: 
water,  fuels,  destructive  distillation,  alkalies  and  hydrochloric  acid,  iron  and 
steel,  packing  house  industries,  cottonseed  oil  products,  leather,  soap,  ce- 
ment, paper,  paints,  and  clay  products. 

This  course  can  be  varied  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  pupils.  The  class 
meets  three  hours  per  week. 

SCIENCE  IV-A-2. 

Physical  Chemistry.    Three  hours  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations. 

The  work  in  this  course  embraces  the  laws  governing  chemical  phenom- 
ena. The  topics  considered  are  the  gaseous  state,  the  liquid  state,  the  solid 
state,  solutions,  the  phase  rule,  thermo-chemistry,  chemical  change  and 
electro-chemistry.  The  student  is  required  to  solve  various  problems  based 
on  the  above  topics. 

This  course  is  designed  for  students  doing  graduate  work  in  chemistry. 
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SCIENCE  IV-A-3. 

Physiological  Chemistry.  One  hour  a  week  devoted  to  lectures  ana  six 
hours  to  laboratory  work. 

The  subjects  discussed  here  are:  enzymes,  carbohydrates,  fats,  proteins, 
digestion,  blood  and  lymph,  respiration  and  acidosis,  metabolism  and  ac- 
cessory foods. 

SCIENCE  IV-A-4. 
The  Teaching  of  Chemistry.    The  main  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  pre- 
sent the  modern  theory  and  methods  of  teaching  chemistry 

HOUSEHOLD  CHEMISTRY. 

SCIENCE  II-A-1. 

Household  Chemistry  I.  Lectures,  readings,  demonstrations,  recita- 
tions and  reports,  three  hours  a  week. 

This  course  includes  a  discussion  of  the  production  and  manufacture  of 
staple  foods  from  the  raw  materials  to  the  finished  products.  The  following 
topics  are  studied:  foodstuffs,  cereals,  milling  processes,  bread-making, 
leavening  agents,  starch  and  sugar  industries,  fruits,  vegetables,  fats,  milk, 
canning  industries,  spices  and  condiments. 

SCIENCE  II-A-2. 

Household  Chemistry  II.  Household  Organic  Chemistry.  Three  hours 
-a  week  for  lectures  and  recitations,  three  hours  a  week  for  laboratory. 

This  course  includes:  (a)  the  study  of  important  organic  compounds  of 
the  aliphatic  and  aromatic  series;  (b)  laboratory  study  of  water,  fuels, 
carbohydrates,  fats,  proteins,  tea,  coffee,  cocoa,  fruits,  ferments,  preserva- 
tives, disinfectants,  baking  powders,  soaps,  bleaching,  textile  chemistry  and 
dyes. 

Prerequisite:    General  Chemistry. 

SCIENCE  III-A-L 

Household  Chemistry  III.  The  Chemistry  of  Foods  and  Nutrition. 
Three  hours  a  week  for  lectures  and  recitations,  three  hours  for  laboratory. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  present  the  chemistry  and  functions  of 
food.  It  includes  the  study  of  carbohydrates,  fats,  proteins,  enzymes,  di- 
gestion and  metabolism,  mineral  foods,  vitamins,  nutritive  requirements  of 
foods,  and  the  chemistry  and  economy  of  foods. 

Prerequisite:    Organic  Chemistry. 

SCIENCE  III-A-2. 

Household  Chemistry  IV.  Food  Analysis.  Three  hours  devoted  to  lec- 
tures and  recitations,  three  hours  to  laboratory  work. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  give  systematic  training  in  food  analy- 
sis, including  both  plant  and  animal  substances.   Considerable  detail  is  given 
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both  to  the  analytical  methods  and  to  the  interpretation  of  results.  The 
course  is  adapted  to  the  individual  needs  of  the  students.  The  following 
topics  are  discussed:  alcohols,  sugar,  fats,  oils,  butter,  milk,  grain  products, 
starch  by  enzymes,  tests  for  food  preservatives  and  adulterations. 

Prerequisites :     General  Chemistry,   Organic  Chemistry,   or  Household 
Chemistry  II,  Qualitative  Analysis  and  Quantitative  Analysis.

BIBLICAL  COURSES. 

BIBLE  I. 
INTRODUCTION  TO  THE  STUDY  OF  THE  BIBLE. 

(Freshman  Orientation  Course.) 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  Bible  itself,, 
and  to  give  a  comprehensive  view  of  the  origin,  nature  and  general  rreaning; 
of  the  biblical  material.  The  course  covers  the  entire  Bille.  lach  book  is 
treated  in  its  broader  outlines  with  rrajor  emphasis  on  the  siti  ations  that 
produced  the  various  documents  and  books.  This  is  a  required  course  for 
all  candidates  for  a  degree  and  may  be  taken  in  any  year.  Juniors  and  sen- 
iors will  be  required  to  pursue  the  course  in  a  special  section  for  upper  class- 
men. Six  units  in  the  Standard  Leadership  Training  Course  will  be  awarded 
those  who  complete  this  course.  These  units  (nurrters  3,  4,  101,  102,  103, 
104)  together  with  those  awarded  in  Religious  Education  I.,  entitle  the 
student  to  the  International  Teacher  Training  Diplorra  for  Church  School 
Workers.  This  is  the  regular  Freshman  Orientation  Course  and  an  attempt 
is  made  to  appreciate  religious  motivation  in  the  light  of  present  day  life 
situations.  The  foundation  course  in  the  Bible  and  prerequisite  for  the  ad- 
vanced courses. 

Three  hours  per  week  throughout  the  year.

BIBLE  II. 

THE  RELIGIOUS  EXPERIENCE  OF  JESUS  AND  EARLY 
CHRISTIANITY. 
This  course  will  open  with  a  brief  survey  of  the  religious  experience  of 
the  Hebrew  Prophets  and  a  more  detailed  study  of  the  work  of  John  the 
Baptist.    The  social,  religious  and  political  situation  in  Palestine.   The  course 
will  center  upon  Jesus,  his  religious  experience  and  dynamic  personal  faith. 
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The  impact  of  his  hfe  and  teaching  during  his  personal  ministry.  His  su- 
preme service  and  sacrifice.  The  triumphing  resurrection  faith.  The  develop- 
ing Christian  faith  among  the  Jews.

This  course  will  trace  the  developing  religion  of  the  Old  Testament  as 
shown  in  the  literature  it  produced.  Early  poems  and  literary  strata  wiU  be 
examined  in  attem.pt  to  understand  and  appreciate  the  religious  ideas  of  the 
earliest  periods.  Study  of  the  work  of  the  early  prophetic  historians.  Special 
attention  wi^l  be  given  to  the  religious  experiences  of  the  great  literary  pro- 
phets of  the  Hebrews.  The  religion  of  the  Psalms  and  the  Wisdom  Litera- 
ture. Post-exilic  Priestly  religion  and  late  Judaism.  A  study  of  Hebrew 
religion  down  to  the  Christian  era  with  special  emphasis  upon  the  religious, 
pol'tical  and  social  situations  identical  with  or  similar  to  our  own  times  and 
needs.  A  laboratory  course  involving  the  presentation  of  religious  material 
cto  children  in  the  Week-Day  Religious  School. 

Prerequisites,  Bible  I  and  Religious  Education  I. 

Three  hours  throughout  the  year.

BIBLE  IV. 

THE  BIBLE  IN  MODERN  CHRISTIAN  LIFE. 

(A  Senior  Orientation  Course.) 

A  careful  investigation  of  the  present  status  of  biblical  study  and  ap- 
preciation. History  of  the  Bible,  its  manuscripts  and  translations.  How  the 
Bible  grew  into  its  present  form  and  arrangement.  The  Apocryphal  and 
Apocalyptic  literature. 

The  modern  use  of  the  Bible,  its  inspiration  and  authority.  Effects  of 
scientific  investigation,  modern  philosophy,  educational  psychology  and  ar- 
chaeological research  upon  the  Bible.  The  permanent  religious  values  of  the 
Bible. 

This  is  a  Senior  Orientation  Course  and  involves  research  and  labo- 
ratory work.  Each  student  wiU  carry  a  definite  laboratory  project  in  the 
Week  Day  School  of  Religion.

THE  PREACHING  AND  TEACHING  VALUES  OF  THE  BIBLE. 

A  research  course  in  the  practical  preaching  and  teaching  values  of  the 
Bible.  Careful  study  of  successful  preachers  and  sermons  to  discover  the 
effective  use  of  the  Bible  in  preaching.  Investigation  of  the  use  of  biblical 
material  in  Church  School  Materials  of  Rehgious  Education. 

A  laboratory  coiuse  requiring  definite  projects  in  presenting  biblical 
materials  in  the  Week  Day  School  of  Religion.  Required  of  all  ministerial 
students  who  are  candidates  for  a  degree.

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  I. 
Leadership  Training.  The  Topics  of  the  Standard  Leadership  Training 
Three-year  Course  for  Sunday  School  Teachers  constitute  the  basis  of  this 
course  in  which  eight  credits  may  be  earned  1,  2,  5,  6,  for  all;  41,  42,  43,  204 
for  Junior  specialization;  71,  72,  73,  303  for  Young  People's  specialization; 
91,  92,  93,  114  for  Administration  specialization),  four  being  the  required 
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general  units  other  than  those  in  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  and  four 
being  specialization  units  by  divisions;  in  addition  there  will  be  further 
instruction  in  missions,  stewardship,  Christian  Endeavor,  recreation,  Scout- 
ing and  Campfire.  Collateral  readings  and  reports  will  be  largely  requiied. 
Observation  in  the  Week  Day  Religious  School  is  required  in  connection 
with  the  specialization  units.  Denominational  and  Interdenominational  di- 
plomas will  be  issued  to  those  completing  the  various  items  of  the  course 
and  Bible  I.  This  is  the  introductory  course  in  Religious  Education  and 
must  be  taken  as  the  first  course.  It  may  be  elected  in  any  college  year,  but 
Juniors  and  Seniors  who  elect  it  will  be  assigned  to  a  special  section.

Organization,  Administration  and  Integration  of  Religious  Education.  The 
organization  and  administration  of  a  local  Church  School,  including  the 
problems  of  the  curriculum,  worship,  social  and  recreational  activities,  the 
physical  plant,  social  service,  finance  and  evangelism,  together  with  the  lo- 
cal school's  denominational,  inter-organizational,  higher  educational,  and 
inter-denominational  relationships.  The  need  of  the  integration  of  Christian 
forces.  A  study  of  typical  Church  Schools  and  programs.  A  study  of  various 
denominational  and  inter-denominational  programs.  A  quest  for  a  thoiough- 
ly  integrated  program  of  Christian  Education,  both  for  the  local  Church 
School  and  for  all  the  educational  agencies  of  the  Kingdom. 

Prescribed  for  Sophomores  and  is  the  second  course  in  Religious  Edu- 
cation.   Three  hours  per  week  throughout  the  year.

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  III. 

Curriculum  and  Teaching  Methods  in  Religious  Education.  This  course  will 
treat  the  history  of  the  curriculum,  its  scope,  its  principles  and  methods  of 
measurement.  Current  curricular  materials  will  be  evaluated  by  the  stu- 
dents. All  curricvilum  material  will  be  examined  from  the  standpoint  of 
methods  of  presentation.  The  methods  of  teaching  applicable  to  each  di- 
vision and  department  of  the  Church  School  and  consonant  with  its  objectives 
will  be  considered.  A  curriculum  for  one  department  of  the  Church  School 
will  be  constructed,  edited  and  tested  by  the  class.

Children's  Division  Advanced  Sf.edalization  Course.

curriculum  materials  and  methods  of  presentation.  The  history  and  develop- 
ment of  children's  work.  The  problems  of  teaching  religion  to  children,  with 
a  special  emphasis  upon  methods  of  story  telling,  use  of  pictures,  dramati- 
zation and  hand-work  projects.  A  quest  for  an  integrated  program  lOr  the 
Children's  Division  from  the  standpoint  of  organization,  administration, 
curriculum,  school  and  home  contacts  looking  toward  preparation  for  Church 
membership  at  the  close  of  this  Division. 

A  laboratory  course  open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors  who  have  successfully 
pursued  Bible  I  and  Religious  Education  I  and  who  have  not  elected  Relig- 
ious Education  III,  III-B,  or  III-C.  Three  hours  per  week  throughout  the 
year.

Young  People's  Division  Advanced  Specialization  Course. 

The  organization  and  administration  of  the  Young  People's  Division. 
The  Psychology  of  Early,  Middle,  aid  Later  Adolescence  and  its  meaning 
for  the  curriculum  materials  and  the  methods  of  their  presentation.  The 
history  and  development  of  young  people's  work  with  partici.lar  reference 
to  Christian  Endeavor,  Scouting,  and  Missions.  The  problems  of  youth  and 
ways  of  solving  them.  Elective  courses  in  the  Young  People's  Division.  The 
quest  for  An  Integrated  Young  People's  Division  from  the  standpoint  of 
organization,  administration,  curriculum,  recreation,  amusement,  social  life, 
and  leisure.

Open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors  who  have  success- 
fully pursued  Bible  I  and  Religious  Education  I  and  who  have  not  elected 
Religious  Education  III,  III-A,  or  III-C.  Three  hours  per  week  through- 
out the  year.

Adult  Division  Advanced  Specialization  Course. 

The  organization  and  admimistration  of  the  Adult  Division.  Its  relation 
to  the  Church  Prayer  Meeting,  Women's  Missionary  Societies,  Men's  Broth- 
erhood, and  other  organizations  and  educational  agencies  of  the  Chiurh. 
Building  a  calendar  for  the  local  Church  in  harmony  with  the  general  de- 
nominational Church  year  and  methods  of  enlisting  the  adults  of  the  Church 
in  an  intelligent  support  of  it.  The  Psychology  of  Adulthood.  Adult  educa- 
tion and  its  place  in  the  Church  School.  Making  the  Home  Christian.  Chris- 
tianizing the  community  life.  The  financial  administration  of  the  Kingdom. 
The  training  of  children  in  the  Christian  Hom.e.  A  Department  of  the  Home.

year.

The  History  and  Principles  of  Religious  Education.  A  brief  survey  of 
religious  instruction  among  the  ancients,  with  special  notice  of  Hebrew  ed- 
ucation. Its  place  in  the  early  Church.  Religious  Education  and  the  Refor- 
mation. The  Principles  of  Religious  Education.  The  Modern  Sunday  School 
Movement,  with  special  emphasis  on  its  Airen'can  development.  A  study  of 
week-day  religious  education  in  England,  France,  and  Germany.  The  Young 
People's  Movem.ent.  The  present  situation  and  the  probable  future  develop- 
ment. The  quest  for  a  becoming  program  for  the  Christian  religion  based  on 
the  history  and  principles  of  Religious  Education  will  conclude  the  course. 

This  is  a  laboratory  course  and  those  who  pursue  it  will  teach  under 
supervision  in  the  Week  Day  School  of  Religion.

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  IV-A. 

(A  Senior  Orientation  Course.) 

The  Civilizations  and  Religions  of  the  World.  The  living  religions  of  the 
world  will  be  studied  intensively  and  sympathetically  with  the  thought  in 
mind  of  understanding  them  from  the  standpoint  of  their  adherents.  The 
outcomes  of  these  religions  in  the  civiliaztions  they  have  produced  will  then 
be  studied.  The  elements  and  requirem.ents  of  a  universal  religion  will  be 
sought.     First  Semester. 

The  Psychology  and  Philosophy  of  Religion.  The  Religious  Conscious- 
ness. Religious  experience.  Recent  Psychological  development  and  its  re- 
lation to  Christianity.  The  Essence  of  Religion.  The  Problem  of  Religious 
knowledge.  The  philosophical,  economic  and  sociological  aspects  of  sin, 
conversion,  atonem.ent,  worship,  mysticism,  prayer,  and  kindred  religious 
problems.  The  social  gospel  and  its  implications  for  Social  Service,  Evangel- 
ism, Missions,  and  the  problems  of  race,  industry,  and  international  politics. 
The  religious  life  as  a  normal  experience.  The  law  of  love  as  the  law  of  life. 
The  quest  for  a  satisfying  and  compelling  philosophy  of  life.  Choice  of  a 
Life  Career.    Second  Semester  1. 

Prerequisites:  At  least  two  courses  in  Religious  Education,  Bible  I 
Philosophy  II,  and  Social  Science  III. 

This  is  a  laboratory  course  and  those  who  pursue  it  must  teach  in  the 
Week  Day  School  of  Religion.    Three  hours  per  week  throughout  the  year.

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RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  LABORATORY. 

In  the  option  of  the  instructor  in  any  course  in  the  School  of  Christian 
Education  open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors,  one  hour  a  week  of  recitation  work 
may  be  diverted  to  laboratory  practice.  The  Mooney  Christian  Education 
Building  is  especially  designed  for  this  purpose.  A  completely  graded  Week- 
Day  Religious  School,  from  the  town  graded  and  high  school,  meets  there 
according  to  a  time  schedule  agreed  upon  by  the  CoUege  and  Public  School 
authorities.  On  Sunday,  the  Citizens'  Sunday  School  uses  this  building. 
The  Kindergarten  Week-Day  Religious  School  of  the  Christian  Orphanage 
together  with  the  Week-Day  Religious  School  for  the  village  graded  school 
for  the  colored  children  and  the  Night  School  for  adult  colored  people  offer 
additional  opportunities  for  laboratory  work  in  Religious  Education  under 
supervision.  The  laboratory  work  of  ministerial  students  and  young  men 
also  includes  service  in  rural  mission  Sunday  Schools  and  Churches  near- 
by. All  students  in  the  School  of  Christian  Education  classes  of  Junior  or 
Senior  Grade  are  required  to  do  laboratory  work  for  each  course  pursued, 
and  to  attend  the  conference  period  of  the  department  or  departments  in 
which  their  laboratory  work  is  done,  but  only  one  laboratory  fee  per  year 
shall  be  charged  any  student.  Students  who  major  in  the  School  of  Christian 
Education  are  qualified  to  be  Directors  of  Religious  Education  in  local 
churches  and  professional  teachers  and  administrators  in  Week-Day  Relig- 
ious Schools  and  Daily  Vacation  Church  Schools,  and  will  be  so  recommended 
provided  their  academic  rating  and  character  meet  the  approval  of  the  fac- 
ulty of  the  School  of  Christian  Education. 

NOTE:  Arrangement  has  been  made  with  the  Vanderbilt  Divinity 
School,  Nashville,  Tenn.,  and  the  Boston  University  School  of  Religion, 
Boston,  Mass.,  to  admit  those  who  have  creditably  completed  five  courses 
in  this  school  to  second  year  standing  for  their  graduate  divinity  work. 
Duke  University  wiU  give  advanced  standing  for  III  and  IV  courses  pur- 
sued in  Junior  and  Senior  years.  Arrangements  are  pending  with  other 
seminaries. 


SCHOOL  OF  DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  AND  ART. 

DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  COURSES. 

MISS  RAINE. 

DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  I. 

General  principles  of  cookery  and  their  application  to  the  more  common 
foods.  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  develop  skill  in  the  technique  of 
cookery  by  means  of  a  scientific  introduction  to  the  principles  and  processes 
and  food  materials  involved.  Individual  work.  Three  hours  for  lectures. 
One  laboratory  period  of  three  hours. 
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DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  II. 

Application  of  fundamental  principles  of  cookery  to  the  preparation  of 
more  elaborate  recipes.  Preservation  of  foods,  preparation  of  salads  and 
desserts. 

This  course  deals  with  the  canning,  preserving  and  drying  of  foods. 
Special  stress  is  laid  on  economic  aspects  and  attractiveness  of  products. 

Science  1-A  is  a  prerequisite  for  this  course. 

Individual  work.  Three  hours  for  lectures.  One  laboratory  period  of 
three  hours. 

DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  III. 

Home  cooking  and  table  service.  Planning  of  menus  and  cooking  and 
serving  of  luncheons,  dinners,  teas  and  suppers.  Discussion  of  food  combi- 
nations and  casts.  Family  quantities  used.  The  purpose  of  this  course  is 
to  give  practice  in  home  cookery.    History  of  Cookery. 

Science  II-A.  is  prerequisite  for  this  course. 

Individual  and  group  work.  One  laboratory  period  of  three  hours. 
Three  hours  for  lectures. 

DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  IV. 

Advanced  lessons  in  cookery.  Invalid  cookery.  Principles  of  child 
feeding.  Practice  teaching.  Students  teach  first  year  students  under  super- 
vision.   Organization  of  Domestic  Science  and  methods  of  teaching. 

Science  Ill-A.  is  prerequisite  for  this  course. 

One  laboratory  period  of  three  hours.    Three  hours  for  lectures. 

DOMESTIC  ARTS  COURSES. 

DOMESTIC  ART  I. 

Handwork  and  elementary  dressmaking.  Instruction  in  the  use  of 
various  stitches,  use  of  the  sewing  machine  and  its  attachments,  and  the 
use  of  commercial  patterns.  Selection  of  materials  suitable  for  various  gar- 
ments.   Study  of  fabrics  and  the  choice,  care  and  cost  of  clothing. 

One  laboratory  period  of  three  hours;  three  hours  for  lecture. 

DOMESTIC  ART  II. 

Advanced  dressmaking.  Drafting  of  patterns  and  elementary  dress  de- 
sign. Drafted  patterns  are  used.  Variation  of  patterns  and  drafts  to  6t 
various  figures.  History  of  costume.  Making  of  elaborate  dresses  and  even- 
ing gowns.     Study  of  textiles.     Millinery. 

One  laboratory  period  of  three  hours;  three  hours  for  lectures. 
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SCHOOL  OF  ECONOMICS  AND  BUSINESS 
ADMINISTRATION. 

PROFESSOR  TOWER. 
MISS  LAWRENCE,  Assistant. 

The  courses  in  Business  Administration  have  been  organized 
with  two  objectives  in  view: 

1.  The  training  of  young  men  and  women  for  careers  as 

business  executives  and  managers. 

2.  The  preparation  of  quahfied  teachers  of  business  subjects 

in  high  schools. 

The  work  is  in  all  respects  basic  and  is  not  intended  to  pre- 
pare a  student  for  any  specific  line  of  industry,  but  rather  to 
give  him  an  adequate  background  in  the  principles  and  theories 
of  business  as  an  institution,  from  the  viewpoint  of  the  executive 
and  manager. 

Those  students  planning  to  enter  the  field  of  commercial 
teaching  must  complete  the  non-credit  courses  in  Typewriting 
and  Shorthand,  major  in  Business  Administration,  and  meet  the 
professional  requirements  in  Education,  which  include  21  semes- 
ter hours  of  work  as  specified  by  the  North  Carolina  State  De- 
partment of  Public  Instruction. 

In  addition  to  the  courses  carrying  college  credit,  three  non- 
credit  courses  are  offered.  These  studies  taken  as  a  group  form 
the  basis  for  a  one  year  course  without  credit  for  students  who 
are  preparing  for  clerical  or  stenographic  work. 

Students  w^ho  are  not  regularly  enrolled  candidates  for  a 
degree  may  not  take  Business  I-A,  Accounting,  in  place  of  or  in 
conjunction  with  Bookkeeping  without  paying  the  catalog  fee  for 
the    latter. 

BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION  I-A. 

Accounting.  The  proprietorship  equation;  financial  statements;  the 
ledger  and  the  trial  balance;  books  of  original  entry;  posting;  adjusting  and 
closing  entries;  columnar  records;  controlling  accounts;  business  forms  and 
papers;  entries  for  notes  and  drafts;  partnership  accounting;  accrued  and 
deferred  items;  depreciation,  depletion,  and  obsolescence;  corporation  ac- 
counting; classification  of  accounts;  analysis  of  financial  statements;  elements 
of  manufacturing  accounts.     Problems,  practice  sets,  and  lectures.     During 
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the  year  it  will  be  possible  for  limited  number  of  students  to  get  actual  ex- 
perience in  keeping  small  sets  of  books  under  the  supervision  of  the  instruct- 
or. 

Three  hours  per  week.    Six  semester  hours  credit. 

Laboratory  fee  of  $10.00  per  semester.  PROF.  TOWER. 

BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION  I. 

Principles  of  Economics.  Introduction;  industrial  stages;  the  Industrial 
Revolution;  division  of  labor  and  control  of  production;  the  form  of  the 
business  imit;  large  scale  production  and  combination;  the  organization  of 
marketing;  transportation,  the  economic  functions  of  government,  the  signi- 
ficance of  price — demand  and  supply;  competitive  prices;  cost  of  production; 
monopoly  price;  money  and  prices;  the  business  cycle;  foreign  exchange; 
problems  of  business  organization;  the  distribution  of  wealth  and  income; 
labor  problems;  economic  reforms. 

Not  open  to  first  year  students.  Lectures  and  assigned  reading.  Three 
hours  per  week.    Six  semester  hours  credit.

BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION  IL 

Banking  and  Finance.  First  Semester — Money  and  Banking:  The  bank's 
operations;  the  economic  services  of  banks;  elasticity  of  bank  credit;  domestic 
and  foreign  clearings  and  exchange;  reserves;  requisites  of  a  sound  banking 
system;  foreign  banking  systems;  banking  in  the  United  States  before  the 
development  of  the  Federal  Reserve  System;  the  Federal  Reserve  System  in 
Operation.    Text  and  parallel  reading.    Lectures  and  class  discussion. 

Second  Semester — Corporation  Finance:  Starting  a  business;  forms  of 
business  organization,  management  of  corporations;  stock;  borrowing; 
mortgages  and  mortgage  bonds;  classification  and  description  of  bonds; 
extinction  of  bonded  indebtedness;  financial  plan;  working  capital;  selling 
securities;  intercorporate  relations;  income  and  its  management;  business 
failures;  receiverships  and  reorganizations.  Text  and  parallel  readings. 
Lectures  and  discussions. 

Open  to  students  who  have  satisfactorily  completed  Business  I-A,  or 
at  the  option  of  the  instructor.  Three  hours  per  week.  Six  semester  hours 
credit.

BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION  IIL 

Marketing  and  Business  Law.  First  Semester — Marketing:  Nature  and 
scope  of  study;  the  economics  of  marketing;  marketing  functions;  types  of 
middlemen;  retail  distribution  and  types  of  retail  marketing  agencies;  mid- 
dlemen of  the  wholesale  market  for  manufactured  goods;  aggressive  market- 
ing methods;  marketing  convenience,  shopping,  and  specialty  goods;  market- 
ing industrial  goods;  consumers'  buying  motives;  buying  motives  for  indus- 
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trial  goods;  the  economics  of  advertising;  marketing  of  representative  com- 
modities in  the  field  of  manufactured  goods — household  furniture,  groceries, 
textiles,  tobacco  products,  hardware.  Lectures  and  discussions.  Reports. 
Texts,  syllabus,  mimeographed  material. 

Second  Semester — Business  Laio:  The  law  of  contracts,  sales,  agency, 
negotiable  instruments,  insurance,  employment,  partnerships,  corporations, 
real  and  personal  property,  wills  and  inheritance,  suretyship,  bankruptcy, 
bailments,  and  common  carriers  as  applied  to  business.  Assigned  readings, 
class  work,  and  discussions. 

Three  hours  per  week.    Six  semester  hours  credit. 

Not  open  to  Freshmen. 

PROF.  TOWER. 

BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION  IV. 

Cost  Accounting  and  Industrial  Management.  A  study  of  current  practi- 
ces and  methods  in  cost  accounting.  The  course  will  include  the  following 
major  topics:  The  significance  of  cost  accounting  in  modern  business;  types 
of  costs;  process  cost  accounting;  specific  order  costing;  treatment  of  manu- 
facturing expenses;  controlling  accounts  and  perpetual  inventories;  account- 
ing for  materials  and  stores;  accounting  for  labor;  accounting  for  manufac- 
turing expense;  distribution  of  burden;  closing  entries;  statements;  debata- 
ble methods;  graphic  and  analytical  compilation  of  cost  data;  estimating 
cost  systems;  standard  costs;  uniform  systems;  legal  aspects  of  cost  account- 
ing. Open  to  students  who  have  satisfactorily  completed  Business  Adminis- 
tration I-A  and  I,  or  with  the  consent  of  the  instructor.  Text,  lectures,  prob- 
lems and  practice  set.  During  the  year  a  study  will  be  made  of  actual  cost 
systems  in  operation  in  nearby  cities. 

Three  hours  per  week.    Six  semester  hours  credit. 

Special  laboratory  fee  of  $10.00  per  semester. 

PROF.  TOWER. 

BUSINESS  A. 

Bookkeeping.  A  study  of  the  principles  of  double-entry  bookkeeping; 
journalizing  and  posting;  simple  adjusting  and  closing  entries;  the  prepara- 
tion of  common  business  statements. 

Three  hours  per  week.  No  credit.  A  special  charge  of  $30.00  is  made 
for  this  course. 

MISS  LAWRENCE. 

BUSINESS  B. 

Shorthand.  A  course  in  the  fundamental  principles  of  Gregg  Shorthand, 
with  special  emphasis  on  ipeed  and  acciu-acy.  Practice  work  in  dictation 
and  transcription. 

Three  hours  per  week.  No  credit.  A  special  charge  of  $30.00  is  made 
for  this  course. 

MISS  LAWRENCE. 
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BUSINESS  C. 

Typewriting.  Five  hours  per  week.  No  credits.  A  special  charge  of 
$30.00  is  made  for  this  course. 

NOTE  I. — Business  A,  B,  and  C,  were  formerly  offered  as  Commerce 
I-A,  I-B,  and  I-C,  respectively.  Students  taking  these  courses  must  meet 
the  regular  requirements  for  college  entrance  and  in  addition  must  pursue 
at  least  two  literary  courses. 

Students  may  elect  Business  I,  followed  by  Business  II,  in  lieu  of  other 
courses  in  Social  Science. 

NOTE  II.— During  1929-'30  Economic  Geography  followed  by  Busi- 
ness Correspondence  wiU  be  offered  in  place  of  Marketing  and  Business 
Law.   Credits  and  Collections  wiU  be  offered  in  place  of  Money  and  Banking 

To  meet  the  requirements  of  the  North  Carolina  State  De- 
partment of  Public  Instruction  for  the  certification  of  commercial 
teachers,  the  Department  of  Economics  and  Business  Adminis- 
tration will  offer  a  course  in  Commercial  Methods  and  will  pro- 
vide facihties  for  Practice  Teaching.  These  courses  will  be  given 
in  1929-'30.

L     GENERAL  EDUCATION  COURSES. 

EDUCATION  I. 

Fall  Semester.  An  Introduction  to  Education.  This  course  is  to  orient 
the  pupil  with  respect  to  teaching  and  to  introduce  him  to  the  general  meth- 
ods and  principles  dealing  with  the  teaching  profession. 

Spring  Semester.  Classroom  Management.  This  course  is  to  show  how 
the  teacher  is  to  organize  and  control  his  classroom.  Topics;  traditional 
versus  modern  methods  of  management;  discipline;  the  daily  program,  etc. 

PROF.  JOHNSON. 

EDUCATION  II. 
(See  Philosophy  II.) 

EDUCATION  III-IV. 

Fall  Semester.  Educational  Psychology.  This  is  an  advanced  course  deal- 
ing with  the  fundamental  principles  of  learning.  Students  will  be  required 
to  do  sufficient  parallel  reading  to  cover  the  principal  works  bearing  on  the 
learning  process;  also,  to  prepare  papers  on  related  problems. 
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Spring  Semester.  History  and  Principles  of  Education.  This  course  aims 
to  provide  the  knowledge  of  the  development  of  educational  institutions  as 
a  basis  for  the  approach  to  the  solutions  of  the  problems  of  the  present  day. 
Various  conceptions  of  secondary  education  as  revealed  through  the  types 
of  American  Secondary  schools  and  the  purposes  of  secondary  schools  will 
receive  consideration. 

PROF.  JOHNSON. 

EDUCATION  III-W. 
This  course,  open  to  young  women  who  have  had  Education  I  and  II, 
meets  the  requirements  of  the  West  Law  in  the  State  of  Virginia.    It  includes 
School  Hygiene  with  physical  inspection  of  school  children,  and  the  teaching 
of  physical  education  in  the  public  schools. 

MISS  JOHNSTON. 

EDUCATION  III-M. 

This  course,  open  to  young  men  under  same  conditions  as  Education 
III-W,  is  to  young  ladies,  deals  with  the  same  principles  as  found  in  Educa- 
tion IH-W.    The  major  sports  will  be  added  for  the  young  men. 

COACH  WALKER. 

EDUCATION  IV-S. 

General  Science.  A  course  designed  for  prospective  teachers  of  General 
Science  in  high  schools.  This  coiu-se  will  include  the  subject  matter  as  taught 
in  the  high  schools  and  the  methods  of  teaching  same.  Students  will  have 
access  to  the  science  laboratories  and  lectures  will  be  given  from  tirre  to 
time  by  different  professors  in  the  various  Schools  of  Science  in  the  College.

EDUCATION  IV-C. 

(See  Science  IV-C.) 

EDUCATION  IV-PSM. 

(See  Department  of  Music.) 

The  Demonstration  Schoo.l 

Beginning  with  the  Spring  Semester  of  1921,  the  Elon  Graded 
School  and  Elon  College  entered  into  an  agreement,  with  the 
approval  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  for 
North  Carohna,  whereby  the  Elon  Graded  School  became  a 
Demonstration  School.  For  the  first  semester  of  this  contract, 
teaching  under  supervision  was  done  in  the  seventh,  eighth  and 
ninth  grades  only. 

Beginning  with  and  since  the  session  1921-'22,  teaching  under 
supervision  has  been  given  in  the  primary,  grammar  and  high 
school  grades.     The  Director  of  the  School  of  Education  will 
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recommend  the  student  teachers,  whose  work  will  be  supervised 
by  the  regular  teachers  in  the  Demonstration  School  and  the 
Director  of  the  School  of  Education.  Students  who  enter  upon 
this  work  will  be  required  to  continue  it  for  one  year,  but  in 
two  fields,  unless  they  prove  to  be  inefficient.  One  hour  per  day, 
five  days  per  week  ,will  give  a  six  semester  hour  credit.  Grades 
will  be  suppHed  by  the  supervising  teachers. 

Certification  of  Teachers. — Since  Elon  College  is  a  member  of 
the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools,  its 
students  and  alumni  will  be  granted  certificates  according  to  the 
certification  laws  of  the  various  States. 

Different  grades  of  certificates  are  granted  for  one,  two, 
three,  or  four  years'  work.  Those  who  expect  to  teach  are  urged 
to  consult  the  Dean  before  selecting  any  course.  The  courses 
for  high  school  teachers  and  for  principals  and  superintendents 
differ  greatly  and  advice  is  needed  to  be  sure  the  courses  taken 
will  yield  the  certificate  desired. 


SCHOOL  OF  ENGLISH  LANGUAGE  AND 
LITERATURE. 

PROFESSOR  JAY. 
ASSOCIATE  PROFESSOR  BARNEY. 
ASSISTANT  PROFESSOR  BROWN. 

ENGLISH  I. 

A  Course  in  Composition  and  Grammar.  The  Century  Handbook  of 
Composition,  Freshman  Rhetoric,  Slater.  This  course  is  designed  to  give 
the  student  a  thorough  and  fundamental  knowledge  of  Composition  and 
Grammar.  The  texts  mentioned  will  be  supplemented  by  parallel  reading 
assignments.     Classes  will  meet  three  times  a  week. 

For  Freshmen.     As  many  sections  as  necessary. 

PROF.  BARNEY  and  MISS  BROWN. 

ENGLISH  11. 

A  survey  of  the  field  of  English  literature.  Century  Readings  in  English 
Literature — Cunliffe,  Pyre  and  Young  is  the  text  used.  Prereqiiisite,  Eng- 
lish I.  Other  reading  in  the  field  of  English  literature  is  required  as  parallel. 

Three  hours  a  week  for  Sophomores. 

DR.  JAY  and  MISS  BROWN. 
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ENGLISH  III. 

Study  of  the  chief  dramatists.    A  course  open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors. 
Three  times  a  week. 

PROF  BARNEY. 

ENGLISH  III-B. 

Milton.  This  course  will  be  a  study  of  the  life  and  philosophy  of  Mil- 
ton. A  close  study  will  be  made  of  his  prose  and  poetry.  Aside  from  the 
text,  students  should  be  provided  with  a  Bible  with  concordance. 

Open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors. 

Not  given  in  1928-29. 

DR.  JAY. 

ENGLISH  III-C. 

The  Course  in  Class  Expression  I  (See  Department  of  Expression) 
count,  as  an  Englith  Course  for  Juniors  and  Seniors  and  is  listed  as  English 
III-C. 

ENGLISH  IV. 

This  course  is  devoted  exclusively  to  the  study  of  Shakespeare.  From 
twenty-five  to  thirty  of  his  plays  will  be  read.  Open  to  Seniors.  English  II 
and  III  are  prerequisite  to  this  course. 

Three  hours  per  week.  DR.  JAY. 

ENGLISH  IV-A. 

A  course  in  Higher  Composition  and  Literary  Criticism.  Advanced 
composition  and  rhetoric;  word  study;  vocabulary  building;  an  investiga- 
tion, critical  and  historical,  of  the  following  prose  departments:  the  novel, 
the  short  story,  the  tale,  the  essay,  the  oration,  the  history,  the  biography. 
Laboratory  work.  Three  times  a  week  for  Juniors  and  Seniors,  or  others 
by  special  examination  and  with  the  approval  of  the  instructor  in  charge. 

Applicants  for  this  course  will  provide  themselves  with  a  comprehen- 
sive standard  dictionary  in  advance. 

PROF.  BARNEY. 

ENGLISH  IV-B. 

This  course  offers  the  student  opportunity  to  become  familiar  with  the 
fundamental  history  and  essential  requirements  of  Epic,  Dramatic  and 
Lyric  Poetry.  It  also  offers  a  wide  acquaintanceship  with  the  best  English 
poetry  of  the  nineteenth  century.  Open  only  to  Juniors  and  Seniors,  or  to 
those  who  have  had  English  II.  Three  times  a  week  throughout  the  college 
year. 

DR.  JAY. 
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ENGLISH  IV-C. 

This  is  a  course  in  American  Literature,  both  prose  and  poetry.  The 
study  is  more  intensive  than  in  an  ordinary  survey  course.  Sufficient  time 
is  spent  with  each  author  to  enable  the  student  to  interpret  that  author 
from  actual  knowledge  of  his  writings.  As  texts  in  this  course,  students 
should  be  provided  with  The  Cambridge  History  of  American  Literature 
and  Chief  American  Poets  by  Ciutis  Hidden  Page.  Three  times  a  week; 
open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors. 

MISS  BROWN. 


SCHOOL  OF  GEOLOGY. 

PROFESSOR  POWELL. 

SCIENCE  I-B. 

General  Geology.  Lectures  and  recitations  three  hours  a  week,  two  hours 
to  laboratory  work. 

The  first  semester  deals  with  Physical  and  Dynamical  Geology,  the 
second  semester  is  a  study  of  outlines  of  Historical  Geology.  Laboratory 
work  in  the  first  semester  consists  of  frequent  field  excursions  and  a  study 
of  the  common  minerals  and  rocks;  the  second  semester  deals  with  map 
interpretations,  geological  folios,  and  the  more  common  fossils. 

Not  given  in  1928-1929. 

SCIENCE  II-B. 

Crystallography,  first  semester;  Mineralogy,  second  semester.  Two 
hours  for  lectures.    Four  hours  to  laboratory.    Prerequisite,  Science  I-B. 

This  course  lays  the  foundation,  technically  and  practically  for  the 
student  who  wishes  to  pursue  professional  geology.  The  topics  emphasized 
are  the  physical  and  chemical  properties  of  minerals,  the  associations 
of  minerals,  crystallography,  and  blow-pipe  analysis. 

Not  given  in  1928-^29. 

SCIENCE  III-B. 

Economic  Geology.  Recitations,  lectures,  laboratory,  departmental  the- 
ses. Two  hours  for  lectures.  Four  hours  to  laboratory.  Prerequisite,  Science 
I-B. 

The  theoretical  side  of  this  subject  is  emphasized  whenever  it  seems 
necessary.  The  practical  side  is  kept  prominently  in  the  foreground,  because 
the  agricultural,  the  industrial  and  the  commercial  world  is  now  realizing  its 
vital  relation  to  Economic  Geology.    A  careful  study  is  made  concerning  the 
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most  important  non-metals:  coals,  petroleums,  clays,  sands,  abrasives,  gem- 
stones,  structural  materials,  fertilizers,  etc.;  and  the  metals:  iron,  copper, 
lead,  tin,  zinc,  gold,  silver,  etc.  If  time  permits,  several  weeks  will  be  devot- 
ed to  water-powers,  soils  and  forestry. 

To  be  given  in  1928-'29. 

Text:    Ries'  Economic  Geology. 


SCHOOL  OF  GERMAN  LANGUAGE  AND 
LITERATURE. 

PROFESSOR  WHITE. 

GERMAN  I. 

A  complete  and  thorough  review  of  the  declensions  and  conjugations 
and  the  rules  of  grammar  is  made.  Students  are  carefully  drilled  in  the  rules 
of  syntax.  Regular  drills  are  made  in  composition  and  conversational  work. 
A  general  survey  of  the  history  of  German  literature  is  given  Much  care 
and  time  is  devoted  to  the  reading  and  study  of  such  masterpieces  as  Wil- 
helm  Tell,  Deutsche  Liebe,  Die  Joumalisten,  Minna  von  Barnhelm,  etc. 
German  A.  or  its  equivalent  is  required  for  entrance.  Open  to  Freshmen  and 
Sophouiores.     Three  hours  a  week. 

GERMAN  II. 

This  course  is  devoted  to  a  rapid  reading  of  the  various  types  of  German 
literature.  Special  attention  is  called  to  the  style  of  the  different  authors. 
Mueh  time  and  work  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  the  classical  drama.  By 
means  of  lectures  and  by  the  personal  observation  of  the  class  an  introduc- 
tion is  made  to  the  study  of  comparative  philology.  This  course  is  open  to 
students  who  have  completed  creditably  Course  I,  and  who  have  studied 
one  or  more  foreign  languages  at  least  four  years.   Three  hours  a  week. 


SCHOOL  OF  GREEK  LANGUAGE  AND  LITERATURE. 

PROFESSOR  NEWMAN. 

GREEK  A. 

Elementary  Greek.  White's  First  Greek  Book  or  equivalent.  Mastery 
of  declensions  and  conjugations,  synopsis  of  verb,  word  analysis,  derivation 
and  composition  and  simpler  principles.  Drill  in  pronunciation  by  reading 
Greek  aloud.  Required  of  all  offering  to  enter  the  department.  No  credit 
can  be  given  toward  a  degree  for  this  course.

Grammar  and  Composi- 
tion   (1). 

GREEK  II. 

Demosthenes,  Thucydides   (2).    Composition  and  Grammar  (1).

GREEK  IV. 

Greek  Dramatics,  Greek  Testament  (2).  Composition  and  Grammar  (1). 


SCHOOL  OF  HISTORY. 

PROFESSOR  MARTIN. 
HISTORY  COURSES. 

HISTORY  I. 

Modern  European  History.  A  general  introductory  course  from  1500  to 
the  present.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  social  and  economic,  as  well  as 
political.  Dynastic  rivalries,  colonial  expansion  and  the  clash  of  empires, 
rise  of  the  bourgeoisie,  revolutionary  Europe,  diplomatic  background  of  the 
World  War,  and  post-war  settlements  are  treated  at  length. 

Lectures,  text-books,  readings  and  reports. 

Texts:  Higby,  History  of  Europe,  1492-1815;  Schapiro,  Modern  and 
Contemporary  Europe. 

For  Freshmen  only. 

HISTORY  II. 

The  United  States.  A  general  survey  of  the  history  of  the  United  States, 
beginning  with  the  European  background  of  our  colonial  life  and  going  to 
the  present  time.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  economic,  social  and  insti- 
tutional, as  well  as  political  growth. 

Lectures,  text-books  and  readings. 

Text:    Harlow,  Growth  of  the  United  States. 

For  Sophomores. 

HISTORY  III. 

Ancient  and  Mediaeval  History.  A  general  survey  closing  with  the 
Renaissance.  In  the  study  of  Greek  and  Roman  civilizations  particular  at- 
ention  will  be  paid  to  social  and  economic  conditions,  and  cultural  and 
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religious  developments,  the  collapse  of  ancient  civilization,  the  Germanic 
invasions,  the  foundation  of  feudalism  and  the  mediaeval  Church.  In  the 
study  of  Europe,  emphasis  will  be  placed  upon  the  institutional,  economic 
and  cultural  conditions,  the  Empire,  the  Church,  feudalism,  the  manor,  the 
cities,  and  the  universities. 

Lectures,  text-books,  readings  and  reports. 

Texts:     To  be  announced. 

Prerequisite:    History  I. 

HISTORY  IV. 

Comparative  Government.  The  course  will  cover  the  United  States,  Eng- 
land, France,  Switzerland,  and  other  countries.  It  deals  with  the  outlines  of 
constitutional  development,  the  composition  and  powers  of  representative 
bodies,  the  relations  between  the  executive  and  legislature,  parliamentary 
procedure,  the  organization  and  influence  of  political  parties,  the  powers  of 
the  courts,  local  government,  etc. 

Lectures,  text-books,  and  readings. 

Prerequisite,  History  II. 

Text:    Ogg  and  Ray,  Introduction  to  American  Government. 

For  Juniors  and  Seniors. 

HISTORY  IV-A. 

History  of  the  United  States,  1829-1865.  This  course  will  deal  largely 
with  the  South,  tracing  the  development  of  the  out -standing  issues  as  they 
culminated  in  the  Civil  War,  with  special  reference  to  economic  and  social 
factors. 

This  course  alternates  with  History  III-A,  and  has  the  same  prere- 
quisites. 

Three  hours  per  week.    For  Juniors  and  Seniors. 


SCHOOL  OF  LATIN  LANGUAGE  AND  LITERATURE. 

MISS  BROWN. 

LATIN  I. 

Cicero's  De  Amicitia  and  De  Senectute.    Cicero's  Tusculanae  Disputa- 
tiones.  Book  1,  and  Somnium  Scipionis  (2).   Grammar  and  Composition  (1). 
For  Freshmen. 

LATIN  II. 

Livy,  Books  I  and  XXI.  Plautus'  Captivi  and  Terence's  Phormio. 
Horace's  Odes,  Books  I  and  II,  and  his  Satires,  Book  II  (2).  Roman  Lit- 
erature, Life,  and  Mythology,  and  Grammar  and  Composition  (1). 

For  Sophomores. 
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LATIN  III. 

Tacitus's  Dialogus  de  Oratoribus  and  his  Germania.  Tacitus's  Agricola 
and  Juvenal's  Satires.  Pliny's  Letters  and  his  Correspondence  with  Trajan, 
with  reference  to  the  governnient  of  the  Roman  Provinces  (2).  Grammar 
and  Composition    (1). 

For  Juniors  and  Seniors. 

LATIN  IV. 

Lucretius's  De  Rerum  Natura,  with  reference  to  the  Philosophy  of  the 
Romans;  Horace's  Epodes  and  Ars  Poetica  and  Ovid's  Fasti,  with  reference 
to  the  Roman  religion;  Allen's  Remnants  of  Early  Latin,  and  Egbert's  Study 
of  Latin  Inscriptions  (3). 

P'or  Juniors  and  Seniors. 


SCHOOL  OF  MATHEMATICS. 

PROFESSOR  AMICK. 
ASSISTANT  PROFESSOR  HOOK. 

MATHEMATICS  I. 

Fall  Semester.  Geometry.  The  work  begins  with  a  review  of  a  number 
of  original  exercises  in  Plane  Geometry,  and  proceeds  through  Solid  Geometry 
with  constant  drill  in  the  original  exercises. 

Spring  Semester.  Trigonometry.  A  complete  course  in  Plane  and  Spher- 
ical Trigonometry  is  pursued,  with  constant  drill  in  the  solution  of  problems 
and  exercises  in  the  use  of  logarithms. 

Prerequisties,  High  School  Algebra  and  Plane  Geometry  complete. 

Open  to  Freshmen.  Required  of  students  majoring  or  minoring  in 
Mathematics. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

MATHEMATICS  II. 

Fall  Semester.  College  Algebra.  The  work  begins  with  Quadratic  Equa- 
tions and  proceeds  with  the  study  of  the  Binomial  Formula,  Convergence 
and  Divergence  of  Series,  and  a  special  study  of  the  Binomial,  Exponential 
and  Logarithmic  series.  The  course  closes  with  the  study  of  Inequalities  and 
Determinants  and  the  Theory  of  Equations. 

Spring  Semester.  Analytic  Geometry.  The  class  begins  with  the  study  of 
the  Cartesian  and  Polar  systems  of  co-ordinates  and  with  numerous  exer- 
cises in  graphical  representations.  Special  attention  is  paid  to  the  straight 
line  and  the  general  equation  of  the  first  degree  in  two  variables.   During  the 
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latter  part  of  the  semester,  the  time  is  given  to  the  study  of  the  circle  and 
the  conic  sections,  and  to  equations  of  the  second  degree. 

Open  to  Sophomores.  Required  of  students  majoring  or  minoring  in 
in  Mathematics. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

Prerequisite,  Mathematics  I. 

MATHEMATICS  III. 

Fall  Semester.  Differential  Calculus.  This  course  is  devoted  to  the 
study  of  the  differentiation  of  functions,  with  simple  applications  of  the  de- 
rivatives to  rates,  length  of  tangents,  normals,  and  the  like.  After  this  the 
subjects  of  maxima  and  minima,  curvature,  rates  and  envelopes  are  studied. 
Numerous  problems  and  exercises  are  solved  and  thorough  drills  are  given 
on  every  topic  studied.    The  course  closes  with  a  drill  on  curve  tracing. 

Spring  Semester.  Integral  Calculus.  Integration.  The  Constant  of  In- 
tegration The  Definite  Integral.  In  addition  to  the  study  of  the  subjects 
mentioned,  the  student  is  given  a  thorough  drill  on  the  methods  of  inte- 
gration. The  object  is  to  enable  him  to  investigate  without  having  to  rely 
on  any  tables  or  set  rules,  and,  after  having  learned  the  principles  of  inte- 
gration, to  apply  them  to  such  subjects  as  areas,  lengths  of  curves,  volumes 
of  solids  of  revolution,  and  areas  of  surfaces  of  revolution. 

Open  to  Juniors.    Required  of  all  students  majoring  in  Mathematics. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

Prerequisite,  Mathematics  II. 

MATHEMATICS  IV. 

Fall  Semester.  Differential  Equations.  Both  the  ordinary  and  partial 
Differential  Equations  will  be  studied.  Particular  attention  will  be  paid  to 
the  theory  of  integration  of  such  equations  as  admit  of  a  known  Transfor- 
mation Group,  and  the  classic  methods  of  integration  are  compared  with 
those  which  flow  from  the  Theory  of  Continuous  Groups.  A  similar  method 
is  adopted  in  studying  the  Linear  Partial  Differential  Equations  of  the  First 
Order. 

Spring  Semester.  Applied  Calculus.  During  this  semester  the  study  of 
the  differential  equations  will  be  continued,  and  the  subject  of  calculus  ap- 
plied to  mechanics  and  to  engineering  problems  in  general  will  be  taken  up 
and  studied  on  rather  broad  lines.  This  work  cannot  be  taken  by  any  student 
who  has  not  taken  the  courses  in  Mathematics  I,  Mathematics  II,  and  Math- 
ematics III. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

Open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors  only.  Required  of  all  students  majoring 
inMathematics. 
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APPLIED  MATHEMATICS. 

MATHEMATICS  I-A. 

Mechanical  Drawing.  This  course  provides  a  basic  treatment  of  modern 
conventions,  theory  and  practice  of  Mechanical  Drawing.  Instruction  is 
given  in  the  care  and  use  of  instruments,  drawing  materials  and  scales, 
methods  of  procedure  in  drawing,  freehand  lettering,  geometric  drawing, 
orthographic  projection,  working  drawings,  tracing  and  blue  printing. 

Prerequisite,  High  School  Algebra  and  Plane  Geometry  complete. 

Six  hours  per  week,  six  semester  hours  credit. 

MATHEMATICS  II-A. 

Engineering  Drawing.  Instruction  and  drafting  room  practice  are  given 
in  the  following:  Engineering  lettering  with  copy  books;  detailing  of  ma- 
chine parts,  assembly  drawings;  systems  of  dimentioning,  bills  of  material, 
convention,  titles;  pipes,  piping  systems;  elements  of  machine  design,  gears, 
worms,  screws,  nuts  and  bolts.  Special  attention  is  given  to  accuracy,  neat- 
ness and  rapidity  in  drafting. 

Prerequisite:     Mathematics  I-A. 

Six  hours  per  week,  six  semester  hours  credit. 

MATHEMATICS  II-B. 

Architectural  Drafting.  Instruction  and  drafting  practice  are  given  in 
the  following:  free  hand  lettering,  symbols  for  materials  used  in  construction, 
sketching,  working  drawings,  architectural  details,  floor  plans,  elevations, 
perspective  drawings  of  both  interior  and  exterior  of  buildings. 

Prerequisite:    Mathematics  I-A. 

Six  hours  per  week,  six  semester  hours  credit. 

NOTE. — Mathematics  II-A  and  II-B  will  be  given  in  alternate  years. 

MATHEMATICS  IV-C. 

P'all  Semester.  The  History  of  Mathematics.  A  survey  of  the  field  of 
Mathematics  from  the  earliest  ages  to  the  present.  In  this  course  Ball's 
History  of  Mathematics  will  be  made  the  basis  of  a  class  course  and  students 
will  have  a  broad  field  for  library  work.  Readings  will  be  assigned  and  stu- 
dents will  be  required  to  report  on  these  readings  at  each  recitation.  Three 
hours  a  week. 

Second  Semester.  The  Teaching  of  Mathematics.  This  course  offers  a 
study  of  the  methods  of  presenting  the  different  branches  of  Mathematics 
to  the  pupils  in  the  secondary  schools,  and  also  to  college  pupils.  This  course 
will  be  supplemented  by  lectures  and  numerous  illustrations,  and  the  pupils 
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taking  the  course  will  be  required  to  conduct  several  classes  in  Mathematics 
in  the  Practice  School  under  the  supervision  of  the  Professor  of  Math- 
ematics.  Three  hours  a  week. 

Elective  to  Juniors  and  Seniors.  Required  of  students  preparing  to 
teach  Mathematics. 

MATHEMATICS  IV-D. 

First  Semester.  Plane  Surveying.  The  study  of  the  theory,  and  uses  and 
adjustments  of  the  Compass,  Level,  Transit,  and  Stadia;  the  computations 
of  Surveying.  Numerous  surveys  are  made  and  the  student  is  required  to 
make  all  the  plots  and  calculations. 

Second  Semester.  The  class  studies  the  methods  and  proper  conduct  of 
Land,  Mine,  City,  Topographic  and  Hydrographic  Surveying.  Practical 
class  exercises  are  given  throughout  the  term  to  illustrate  the  work  of  the 
entire  course.  Two  hours  to  recitations  and  lectures;  four  hours  to  field  work 
weekly. 

Prerequisites,  Mathematics  I  and  I-A. 

Open  to  Sophomores  taking  two-year  course  in  Engineering. 

Elective  for  Juniors  and  Seniors. 


SCHOOL  OF  PHILOSOPHY  AND  SOCIAL  SCIENCE. 

PROFESSOR  VAN  CLEAVE. 
PHILOSOPHY  COURSES. 

PHILOSOPHY  II. 

(Sophomore  Orientation  Course.) 

A  course  in  general  psychology  will  be  given  for  the  purpose  of  intro- 
ducing the  student  to  the  fundamental  principles  of  mental  life  and  to  ori- 
entate him  in  the  modern  world.  The  various  activities  of  the  individual, 
the  formation  of  ideas,  and  the  response  of  the  individual  to  the  various 
stimuli,  and  other  phases  of  human  activity  will  be  emphasized  with  a  par- 
ticular discussion  of  the  modern  mind  in  its  relationship  to  the  modern 
world. 

PHILOSOPHY  III. 

Fall  Semester.  The  History  of  Philosophy.  This  course  will  give  a  gen- 
eral survey  of  the  development  of  philosophic  thought.  It  will  consider  the 
influence  of  various  dominant  personalities  upon  speculative  thought,  and 
the  relation  between  philosophic  thought  and  the  political,  religious,  and 
scientific  movements.  It  wiU  attempt  to  give  the  student  a  method  and 
point  of  view  for  considering  the  meaning  of  the  world  and  human  life. 
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Spring  Semester.  Ethics.  This  course  will  include  a  study  of  the  de- 
velopment of  morality,  ethical  systems,  ethical  progress,  modern  problems 
of  individual  and  social  moraUty,  and  the  metaphysical  implications  of 
ethics. 

Open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors.    Three  hours  per  week. 

SOCIAL  SCIENCE  COURSES. 

SOCIAL  SCIENCE  III. 

Problems  of  Sociology,  with  special  reference  to  the  forces  that  enter 
into  the  composition  of  life  and  society,  accompanied  by  lectures  and  re- 
ports throughout;  Poverty;  Socialism;  Social  Pathology;  Social  Duties; 
Immigration;  Congestion  of  Population;  Race;  Industry;  Internationalism; 
and  the  other  social  and  industrial  problems  of  our  day.  This  is  the  regular 
Orientation  Course  for  Juniors.    Three  hours  per  week. 

SOCIAL  SCIENCE  IV. 

Rural  Sociology.  Conditions  of  life  in  the  country  and  constructive 
organization  for  improvement.  Social  technology  of  rural  communities;  im- 
portance of  agriculture;  rural  institutions;  co-operative  marketing;  good 
roads;  consolidated  schools;  social  surveys  of  the  country  and  the  rural 
church;  organization  of  the  rural  community,  and  social  control. 

Three  hours  per  week.    Open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors. 


SCHOOL  OF  PHYSICS. 

DEAN  HOOK. 

I 

SCIENCE  I-D. 

General  Physics.  This  course  embraces  the  study  of  Mechanics,  Heat, 
Sound,  Light,  and  Electricity.  There  will  be  numerous  examples  and  ex- 
periments given  throughout  the  entire  course,  with  a  view  to  rendering  the 
work  practical.  The  course  is  planned  to  impart  training  to  the  manipula- 
tion of  instruments  employed  in  physical  investigation,  to  teach  the  student 
to  make  accurate  measurements  with  the  use  of  the  English  and  metric 
systems,  to  give  practice  in  properly  recording  and  reducing  experimental 
data. 

Three  hours  a  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations,  four  hours  to 
laboratory. 

SCIENCE  IJ-D. 

General  Physics.  This  course  is  intended  for  those  who  expect  to  teach 
Physics  or  desire  a  more  thorough  knowledge  of  general  physics  than  Science 
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I-D  gives.    It  offers  a  mathematical  study  of  Mechanics,  Heat,  Acoustics, 
Optics,  Electricity  and  Magnetism. 

Three  hours  a  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations,  four  hours  to 
Laboratory  work. 

SCIENCE  III-D. 

Experimental  Electricity.  This  course  is  designed  to  give  the  earnest 
student  a  comprehensive  knowledge  of  electricity,  and  its  application  to  in- 
dustry.   The  following  will  be  some  of  the  topics  under  consideration: 

Fall  Semester.  Measurement  of  Resistance,  Ammeters  and  Voltmeters — 
construction,  operation  and  calibration;  Watermeters  and  Watt-hour  meters; 
Reactance  and  Resistance  in  A.  C.  Circuits;  the  Magnetic  Circuit;  Permea- 
bility Tests;  Measurement  of  Core  Loss;  Photometry  of  Incandescent  Lamps; 
Arc  Lamps;  D.  C.  Generator — operating  features;  D.  C.  Motor — operating 
features;  D.  C.  Machinery — Efficiency  and  Losses — Opposition  Runs;  the 
Transformer;  the  Alternator;  Induction  Motor. 

Spring  Semester.  Electric  Batteries,  Motor  Starters  and  Regulators, 
Elements  of  Telephony,  E.  S.  Capacity,  Transmission  Lines,  Distributing 
Lines,  Electric  Relations  in  Polyphase  Systems,  the  Synchronous  Motor,  the 
Rotary  Converter,  Armature  Windings,  Switchboards,  Electric  Heating  and 
Welding.  Ignition  Systems — for  automobiles  and  stationary  gas  engines, 
Interior  Illuminations,  Safety  of  Electric  Plants,  etc. 

Three  hours  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations,  and  four  to  laboratory 
work. 

Prerequisites!   Science  II-D  and  Mathematics  II. 


SCIENCE  IV-D. 

This  course  is  designed  to  arouse  interest  in  the  mind  of  the  student 
relative  to  the  hidden,  yet  always  present,  powers  of  nature,  and  their  ap- 
plication to  our  daily  lives  and  the  wheels  of  industry. 

First  Semester.  Mechanics.  The  Composition  and  Resolution  of  Forces 
acting  on  a  Particle,  Statics  of  a  Particle,  Forces  acting  on  a  Rigid  Body, 
Vectors,  Statics  of  a  Rigid  Body,  the  Center  of  Gravity,  Friction,  Flexible 
Cords,  Kinetics  of  a  Particle,  Motion  of  a  Particle  in  a  Plane  Curve,  Work 
and  Energy,  Constrained  Motion,  Impulse — Collision  of  Spheres,  the  Mo- 
ment of  Inertia,  the  Dynamics  of  a  Rigid  Body,  Kinetic  Friction,  etc. 

Second  Semester.  Heat.  Thermometry,  Calorimetry,  Measurement  of 
Internal  Fires  and  their  Effects,  Lines  of  Equal  Temperance  on  the  Indicator 
Diagram,  Adiabatic  Lines,  Heat  Engines,  Relations  between  the  Physical 
Properties  of  a  Substance,  Latent  Heat,  Thermodynamics  or  Gases,  the 
Intrinsic  Energy  of  a  System  of  Bodies,  Free  Expansion,  Determination  of 
Heights  by  the  Barometer,  Radiation,  Connection  Currents,  the  Diffusion 
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of  Heat  by  Conduction,  Diffusion  of  Fluids,  Capillarity,  Elasticity,  and 
Viscosity,  Molecular  Theory  of  the  Constitution  of  Bodies,  Ventilation  and 
Central  Heating  Systems,  etc. 

Three  hours  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations  and  four  hours  to  lab- 
oratory  work. 

Prerequisites:   Science  II-D  and  Mathematics  II. 

SCIENCE  IV-D-1. 

This  course  is  given  to  those  students  who  desire  an  accurate  and  com- 
prehensive knowledge  of  Geometrical  and  Physical  Optics,  and  the  funda- 
mentals of  Acoustics. 

First  Semester.  Fundamental  Properties  of  Light,  Application  of  the 
Laws  of  Reflection,  Application  of  the  Laws  of  Refraction,  Dispersion  and 
Chromatic  Aberration,  Optical  Constants  of  Mirrors  and  Lenses,  Spherical 
Aberration  and  allied  Phenomena,  Refraction  of  Axial  Pencils  by  a  Thick 
Lens,  the  Eye,  Vision  through  a  Lens,  Optical  Instruments  and  Ap- 
pliances. 

Second  Semester.  Velocity  of  Light,  Vibrations  and  Waves,  the  Wave 
Theory  of  Light,  Radiation,  Absorption,  Dispersion,  Interference,  Diffrac- 
tion, Polarization,  Double  Refraction,  Theories  of  Reflection  and  Refraction, 
Colors  of  Crystalline  Plates,  Photography. 

Sound.  The  nature  of  Sound  and  its  Chief  Characteristics,  the  Velocity 
of  Sound  in  the  Air  and  other  Media,  Reflection  and  Refraction  of  Sound, 
Frequency  and  Pitch  of  Notes,  Resonance  and  Forced  Oscillations,  Analy- 
sis of  Vibrations,  the  Transverse  Vibrations  of  Stretched  Strings  or  Wires, 
Pipes  and  other  Air  Cavities,  Rods,  Plates,  Membranes,  Vibrations  Main- 
tained by  Heat — Sensitive  Flames  and  Sets,  Musical  Sound,  the  Superpo- 
sition of  Waves. 

Three  hours  a  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations  and  four  hours 
to  assigned  laboratory  work. 

Prerequisites:   Science  I-D  and  Mathematics  I. 

PHYSICAL  LABORATORY. 

The  Physical  Laboratory  is  located  in  the  Duke  Building.  It  is  equip- 
ped with  modern  apparatus  of  a  high  grade.  The  student  is  required  to 
keep  a  neat  and  accurate  record  of  experiments  performed.  Two  students 
are  allowed  to  work  together  on  such  experiments  as  require  two  observers. 

Among  the  apparatus  in  the  electrical  department  may  be  mentioned: 
direct  current  motors,  generators,  alternating  current  motors,  generators, 
supply  circuits,  sensitive  galvanometers,  Wheatstone  bridges,  rheostats,  con- 
densers, ammeters,  voltmeters,  standard  resistance  boxes,  storage  cells,  trans- 
formers, circuits  for  direct  and  alternating  currents,  lanterns,  accessory  ap- 
paratus for  determination  of  current,  potential  resistance,  capacity,  induc- 
tion, wave  form,  and  magnetic  properties.

The  laboratory  is  equipped  with  a  static  machine  which  gives  a  poten- 
tial of  a  million  volts.  Students  desiring  advanced  work  in  radioactivity 
will  have  the  use  of  this  machine  together  with  the  X-ray  apparatus. 

The  mechanical  department  is  equipped  with  the  necessary  tools  and 
power  for  performing  experiments,  constructing  apparatus,  and  making 
tests.    Other  departments  are  similarly  equipped.

LITERATURES. 

PROFESSOR  WHITE. 
ASSISTANT  PROFESSOR  GOTTEN. 

FRENCH  COURSES. 

FRENCH  I. 

This  course  consists  of  a  careful  study  of  the  following  subjects:  Syn- 
tax, Composition,  Conversation,  History  of  French  Literature,  extensive 
reading  of  Classical  and  Modern  French.  Open  to  Freshmen  and  Sopho- 
mores.   Three  hours  a  week. 

French  A,  or  its  equivalent  is  required  for  entrance. 

FRENCH  II. 

During  this  course  the  students  make  a  comprehensive  study  of  the 
literature  of  France  during  the  seventeenth,  eighteenth  and  nineteenth  centu- 
ries; the  Drama,  Essay,  Novel,  Short  Story  and  Letters.  Open  to  students 
who  have  completed  creditably  French  I,  and  who  have  studied  one  or  mo<e 
foreign  languages  four  years.   Three  hours  a  week. 

^  FRENCH  III. 

This  is  an  advanced  course  in  French  composition  and  requires  a  care- 
ful study  of  the  elements  of  French  literature  in  its  different  periods.  Orig- 
inal papers  in  French  and  a  thesis  showing  original  work  on  some  phase  of 
French  language  and  literature  are  required  during  the  year.  Open  to  stu- 
dents who  have  completed  creditably  French  I  and  II.    Three  hours  a  week. 

FRENCH  IV. 

This  course  in  devoted  to  the  study  of  historical  French;  lectures  and 
Comparative  Philology;  a  study  of  the  sources  of  French  forms  and  idioms; 
a  comparison  of  Old,  Middle,  and  Modern  French  with  Low  and  Classical 
Latin.  Open  to  studmts  who  have  completed  creditably  Coursies  I  and  II. 
Three  hours  a  week. 
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SPANISH  COURSES. 

SPANISH  I. 

Thorough  survey  of  Spanish  grammar.  Dictation,  conversation,  and 
composition  work.  Elements  of  Spanish  syntax.  Reading  of  works  by  mod- 
em Spanish  and  South- American  authors.  Prerequisite,  Spanish  A,  or  one 
year  of  a  Romance  Language.    Three  hours  per  week. 

SPANISH  II. 

Rapid  review  of  grammar.  Conversation  and  composition  work.  Special 
attention  devoted  to  advanced  grammar  and  syntax.  Rapid  survey  of  the 
history  of  Spanish  Literature.  Prerequisite,  Spanish  I.  Three  hours  per 
week. 

SPANISH  III. 

Survey  of  Spanish  writers  of  the  nineteenth  century  and  of  the  present 
day.  Lectures,  readings,  compositions,  reports,  etc.  Prerequisite,  Spanish  II. 
Three  hours  per  week. 

SPANISH  IV. 

Detailed  study  of  the  Spanish  Literature  up  to  the  Golden  Age.  Survey 
of  Spanish  Literature  during  the  Golden  Age.  Lectures,  reports,  etc.  Pre- 
requisite, Spanish  III.   Three  hours  per  week. 


Special  Departments  of  the  College. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  ART. 

MISS  NEWMAN. 

A  thorough  course  of  instruction  in  Drawing,  Painting,  Art 
Structure  and  History  of  Art,  is  given  to  those  who  desire  to  de- 
vote themselves  to  the  study  of  Art. 

A  period  of  three  years  is  required  for  a  certificate  and  four 
years  for  a  diploma.  Credit  will  be  given  for  one  year's  work 
only  taken  elsewhere.  Students  taking  this  course  are  required 
to  spend  twelve  hours  a  week  at  work  n  the  studio.  The  pref- 
erence of  those  wishing  to  copy  the  works  of  others  will  be  re- 
garded. 

An  annual  exhibition  of  all  work  will  be  held  during  Com- 
mencement week. 

ART  I. 

Freehand  drawing  in  charcoal  from  still-life,  geometrical  solids  and 
casts.  Linear  and  angular  perspective.  Study  of  light  and  shade.  Flat  washes 
in  water  and  color  monochrome  painting.  Color  sketches  from  still-life, 
pastel  painting,  lettering  and  designing,  clay  modeling  and  pottery.  Struc- 
ture. 

ART  II. 

Drawing  in  charcoal  from  still-life,  also  heads,  hands,  features,  etc., 
from  casts.  Water  colors  from  still-life.  Painting  in  oils,  pastels  and  water- 
colors  from  still-life.  Illustration,  wash  drawings  in  water  color.  Principles 
of  color.  Technical  terms,  etc.  History  of  art  (required).  Pen  and  ink 
drawings.    Designing.    Structure. 

ART  III. 

Drawing  from  draped  model  and  still-life.  Portraiture  in  crayon  and 
oils.  Composition.  Anatomy.  Landscape  painting.  Theory  of  color.  Pro- 
cesses of  reproduction.  History  of  art.  Mythology.  Designing.  Pastel 
Painting.    Copying  of  old  masters.    Structure. 

SKETCH  CLASSES. 

From  model  in  any  medium,  pencil,  out-of-door  work.  Two  hours  each 
week. 
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NORMAL  TRAINING. 

A  three  years'  course  in  training  teachers  for  public  and  private  schools. 
Certificates  are  given  for  satisfactory  completion  of  the  following  course : 

Drawing  and  painting  from  costumed  models,  birds,  animals,  flowers. 
Landscape  and  still-life  painting.  Illustration.  Decorative  and  applied  art. 
Theory  and  practice  of  design  in  line,  mass  and  color.  Composition — pictorial 
and  decorative.  History  of  art.  Geometric  drawings — perspective  and  pro- 
jection. Handicrafts — basketry,  leather,  block  printing  and  stenciling.  Paper 
cutting,  book  binding,  home  decoration,  clay  modeling. 

CHINA  PAINTING. 
The  methods  of  best  known  teachers  in  New  York  and  Dresden  are 
taught.    The  latest  development  of  this  art  is  carefully  studied  and  pupils 
will  have  the  advantage  of  designs  of  the  highest  order  of  artistic  merit, 
including  originals  by  foremost  designers  for  china  in  America. 

I.  Tinting,     (a)  La  Croix  colors;   (b)  matt  colors;   (c)  powder  colors. 

II.  Flower  Painting,  (a)  After  designs  of  Edward  Reeves  and  Marshall 
Fray;   (b)  Dresden  colors — Herr  Lamm. 

III.  Figure  Painting,    (a)  La  Croix;  (b)  Dresden — Herr  Till. 

IV.  Ornamental  Work,  (a)  Raised  Paste  and  Gold;  (b)  Enamels;  (c)

DEPARTMENT  OF  EXPRESSION. 

MISS  JOHNSTON. 

COURSES  IN  EXPRESSION. 

EXPRESSION  I. 
Voice  training,  breathing,  diaphragmatic  action,  word  grouping,  har- 
monic training,  selections  for  criticism  and  for  public  use. 

EXPRESSION  II. 
Intellectual  conception,  expression  of  simple  emotions,  directness,  pan- 
tomime, exercises  for  the  cultivation  of  animation  in  reading  and  speaking. 
Repertoire  enlarged  by  adding  readings  for  special  days  and  organizations. 
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EXPRESSION  III. 

Philosophy  of  expression,  intensity  of  expression,  relation  of  reader  to 
audience,  presentation  of  monologues,  cutting  from  and  rendition  of  a  play. 
Dialect,  scenes  from  Shakespearean  plays.    Twenty-five  selections  for  public 

use. 

EXPRESSION  IV. 

Dramatic  art,  interpretation  of  a  book  or  a  play  for  an  entire  evening. 
Platform  art,  story  telling.  Candidates  are  required  to  read  an  entire  book 
from  which  a  cutting  is  made  for  a  reading.  Thirty-five  selections  must  be 
prepared  for  public  use. 

STORY  TELLING. 

This  course  includes  the  origin  and  psychology  of  Story  Telling,  types 
of  stories,  and  how  to  prepare  and  deliver  stories. 

Open  to  all  students,  and  required  of  ceTtificate  and  diploma  students 
in  Expression.    One  hour  per  week.    Tuition,  $15.00. 

CLASS  EXPRESSION  I. 
(English  III-C.) 

Oral  Interpretation.  This  course  includes  voice  training,  breathing, 
diaphragmatic  action,  range,  flexibility,  emphasis,  inflection,  and  tone  pro- 
duction. Following  the  preparation  of  the  voice  for  effective  speech,  the 
means  and  modes  of  oral  interpretation  and  the  dramatic  principles  of  de- 
livery are  sought  and  practiced  for  creative  originality  and  imaginative 
thought.  Three  hours  per  week.  This  course  counts  as  English  III-C  in 
the  School  of  English.  Tuition  $45.00.  Class  will  not  be  formed  for  less 
than  ten  students.    It  may  be  elected  in  any  college  year. 

NOTE. — Expression  must  be  pursued  for  three  years  to  count  as  a 
minor. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  MUSIC. 

PROFESSOR  VELIE,  Director,  Piano,  Organ,  and  Theory. 

MISS  FISHER,  Voice  and  Piano. 

MRS.  VELIE,  Piano  and  Voice. 

MR.  RHODES,   Violin  and  Band  Instruments. 

Music  is  an  important  element  in  education,  not  a  mere 
pleasant  pastime.  A  knowledge  of  classical  musicis  co  nsidered 
one  of  the  essentials  of  a  well-rounded  education. 
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The  School  of  Music  has  a  threefold  purpose:  First,  to  pro- 
vide a  thorough,  comprehensive  course  for  those  wishing  to  be- 
come teachers,  or  to  give  a  definite  background  for  a  professional 
career;  Second,  to  offer  to  students  courses  so  arranged  that  they 
may  be  combined  with  the  complete  Hterary  course  in  the  college; 
and  Third,  to  give  to  the  college  and  community  the  cultural 
advantages  which  the  School  of  Music  offers  in  its  various  phases. 

Equipment. — Whitley  Auditorium,  the  home  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Music,  is  a  spacious,  modern  building,  well  heated, 
lighted  and  ventilated.  In  it  are  located  the  studios  of  the  in- 
structors and  a  large  number  of  rooms  equipped  with  pianos  and 
used  for  practice  purposes.  Each  studio  is  equipped  with  a  grand 
piano  and  a  large  Mason  and  Hamlin  concert  grand  is  available 
in  the  auditorium.  One  room  contains  a  new  two-manual  Estey 
practice  organ  with  full  pedal  board,  available  for  practice  for 
organ  students.  The  auditorium  contains  a  large  four-manual 
.Skinner  organ,  one  of  the  finest  pipe  organs  in  the  South. 

General  Information. 

There  are  no  formal  entrance  requirements  beyond  the  evi- 
dence of  ability  to  profit  by  the  instruction  offered.  The  work  is 
divided  into  two  semesters,  and  it  is  best  for  students  to  enter 
at  the  beginning  of  a  semester.  However,  private  lessons  may 
be  taken  up  at  any  time,  but  no  registrations  are  accepted  for 
less  than  the  remainder  of  the  semester  and  the  College  will  not 
credit  a  course  for  a  degree  unless  pursued  for  a  full  year. 

No  student  is  permitted  to^^take  lessons  from  outside  in- 
structors or  to  give  lessons. 

All  students  must  take  part  in  recitals  when  assigned  to  such 
duties  by  the  Director.  Music  students  are  required  to  attend 
all  recitals,  whether  Faculty  or  student,  and  also  the  Sunday 
Vesper  services. 

All  music  students  must  consult  the  Director  before  taking 
part  in  any  public  musical  program  and  must  take  such  part  in 
the  musical  organizations  of  the  College  as  the  Department  re- 
quests. 
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Graduation. — Two  courses  are  offered.  One  is  intended  for 
teachers  and  a  certificate  is  granted  to  those  completing  this 
course.  A  diploma  is  granted  to  those  who  complete  the  regular 
course. 

The  following  are  the  requirements  for  the  teachers'  Cer- 
tificate : 

1.  He  must  have  completed  courses  in  Sight  Singing  and  Ear  Training, 
two  years  of  Harmony,  History  of  Music,  and  a  course  in  Methods  of  Teach- 
ing. 

2.  The  student  must  meet  the  requirements  of  the  special  department 
in  which  he  is  majoring. 

3.  He  must  come  up  to  the  standard  of  public  performance  demanded 
by  his  instructor: 

A  diploma  student  must  meet  the  following  additional  re- 
quirements : 

1.  He  must  complete  the  cour&es  in  Counterpoint  and  Analysis. 

2.  He  must  give  an  entire  recital  from  memory,  said  recital  to  include 
at  least  two  major  works. 

General  Advantages. 

The  Choral  Society:  This  society  is  open  to  all  interested  in 
choral  singing  and  gives  programs  at  various  times  during  the 
year  and  at  commencement.  Handel's  ''Messiah"  is  given  each 
year  at  Christmas  Time. 

The  Men's  Glee  Club:  This  organization  is  outlining  definite 
plans  and  is  already  included  in  the  Intercollegiate  Glee  Club 
Association  of  North  Carolina. 

The  Young  Women's  Glee  Club:  The  young  women  of  the 
college  having  special  musical  talent  are  given  the  opportunity 
for  further  development  through  this  organization. 

The  Artist  Course:  Elon  is  especially  proud  of  presenting  to 
the  students  and  community,  artists  of  the  highest  calibre.  This 
course  is  sponsored  by  the  Music  Lovers'  Club. 

The  Music  Lovers'  Club:  This  club  is  voluntary,  but  all 
diploma  pupils  in  the  music  department  are  eligible  to  member- 
ship. 
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Student  Recitals:  An  hour  on  the  first  and  third  Thursday- 
afternoons  of  each  month  at  four  o'clock,  has  been  set  aside  as 
"Musical  Hour."  At  this  time,  students  will  play,  and  faculty 
members  will  appear  from  time  to  time.  These  informal  gather- 
ings will  be  open  to  all  interested.  Aside  from  these  recitals, 
other  student  recitals  will  be  given  at  various  intervals. 

Faculty  Recitals:  The  faculty  will  give  at  least  two  public 
recitals  each  year  in  Whitley  Auditorium. 

Vesper  Organ  Recitals:  These  recitals  are  given  on  the  second 
Sunday  afternoons  of  each  month  at  four  o'clock.  They  are 
given  on  the  four-manual  Skinner  organ  in  Whitley  Auditorium. 

Courses  in  Music  Theory  and  Music  Education. 

HARMONY  I. 

A  complete  study  of  the  formation  of  scales,  intervals,  triads  and  domi- 
nant seventh  with  inversions;  ear  training,  melody  writing,  and  the  har- 
monization of  melodies  and  basses.    Tuition,  $45.00. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

Text:  Chadwick's  Harmony. 

HARMONY  II. 

The  dominant  ninth  chord,  augmented  and  diminished  seventh  chords, 
altered  and  foreign  chords,  modulation  and  non-chordal  tones;  harmoniza- 
tion of  melodies,  harmonic  analysis  and  practical  application  of  harmony 
at  the  piano.    Tuition  $45.00. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

COUNTERPOINT. 

The  addition  of  parts  to  a  cantus  firmus.    Simple  and  double  counter- 
point.   Tuition,  $45.00. 
Three  hours  per  week. 
Text:    Elementary  Counterpoint,  Goetschius. 

SIGHT  SINGING  AND  EAR  TRAINING. 

Sight  reading,  study  of  intervals,  melodic  and  rhythmic  dictation. 
Tuition,  $45.00. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

Text:   Ear  Training  and  Sight  Singing,  George  A  Wedge. 
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METHODS  IN  PUBLIC  SCHOOL  MUSIC. 
(Education  III-P.  S.  M.) 

Study  of  methods  in  primary  and  intermediate  grades  and  in  junior  and 
senior  high  school.  Choice  of  material  rate  songs,  part  songs,  folk  songs. 
The  child's  voice,  the  correction  of  the  monotone  and  the  change  in  the 
boy's  voice.  This  course  counts  in  the  School  of  Education  as  Education 
III-P.  S.  M.   Tuition,  $45.00. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

PIANO  TEACHING  METHODS. 
(Education  III-P.) 

A  course  designed  especially  for  piano  students  who  are  planning  to 
become  piano  teachers.  Special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  methods  and  ma- 
terial to  be  used  in  starting  young  beginners:  in  lessons  and  piano  class  work. 
The  course  includes  practice  teaching.  This  course  counts  in  the  School  of 
Education  as  Education  III-P.    Tuition  $45.00. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

HISTORY  AND  APPRECIATION  OF  MUSIC. 

Covering  history  of  music  from  prehistoric  times  to  modem.  The  in- 
struction is  in  the  form  of  lectures  supplemented  by  text-books  and  by  topi- 
cal work  prepared  by  students.  The  study  of  current  musical  events  and 
the  appreciation  of  music  are  included.     Tuition,  $45.00. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

ANALYSIS. 

A  study  of  musical  form;  motive  phrase,  and  period;  song  form,  the 
minuette,  scherzo  and  suite;  the  rondo,  sonata,  finale,  and  forms  developed 
by  the  Romantic  School;  the  examination  of  works  of  the  classical  com- 
posers in  all  the  above  forms.        Tuition,  $45.00. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

NOTE. — A  major  in  music  is  permitted  to  those  students  who  meet  the 
Director's  requirements  in  applied  music,  provided  they  successfully  com- 
plete five  theoretical  courses  af^  outlined  above.  In  addition,  they  must  pass 
a  methods  course  above,  for  which  credit  wiU  be  given  in  the  School  of  Ed- 
ucation, 

Courses  in  Applied  Music. 

Piano. — It  is  impossible  to  arrange  a  course  of  study  that 
will  suit  the  needs  of  all  students.  It  is  intended  that  each  student 
will  use  such  material  as  will  be  adapted  to  his  special  needs. 
The  primary  aim  is  to  lay  a  thorough  technical  foundation,  tak- 
ing into  consideration  the  student's  previous  habits  of  work.   The 
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works  of  the  best  masters  are  therefore  employed  through  all  the 
grades,  in  order  that  the  emotional  and  intellectual  capacities 
shall  be  developed  in  company  with  the  technical.  Technical 
exercises,  scales,  chords  and  arpeggios,  memorizing  and  ensemble 
playing  are  required  in  all  grades. 

Previous  to  graduation,  the  student  must  have  completed 
major  works  of  Bach,  Beethoven  and  certain  modern  composers. 
For  his  graduation  recital,  each  student  is  expected  to  play  a 
movement  from  a  piano  concerto. 

Organ. — Before  taking  up  the  study  of  the  organ,  students 
are  required  to  have  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  piano. 

Their  piano  playing  must  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  in- 
structor before  they  will  be  admitted  to  this  department. 

In  connection  with  the  work  in  this  department,  especial 
attention  is  given  to  the  training  of  church  organists,  instruction 
in  congregational  and  choir  leadership,  choir  accompaniment,  im- 
provisation and  modulation.  Sufficiently  advanced  students  are 
afforded  practical  experience  in  playing  at  church  services. 

Children's  Piano  Department. — Because  of  the  importance  of 
the  training  of  children,  a  special  department  has  been  added  in 
which  the  artistic  needs  of  the  httle  ones  will  be  ministered  to. 
Experience  has  shown  that  much  of  the  study  can  be  done  in 
classes.  The  time  of  the  private  lesson  can  then  be  given  wholly 
to  the  practical  side  of  piano  playing.  Therefore  in  this  depart- 
ment a  system  of  private  and  class  lessons  is  employed.  The 
class  work  includes  ear  training,  rhythm,  melody,  scales,  sight 
reading,  transposition,  and  study  of  the  lives  of  composers. 

Open  only  to  pupils  of  the  village  under  thirteen  years  of 
age.     Tuition,  $30.00. 

Voice. — The  first  two  years  are  given  toward  the  develop- 
ment and  placing  of  the  voice;  exercises  of  sustained  tones, 
scales,  arpeggios,  with  interpretation  of  Enghsh  and  Italian  songs. 
During  the  Junior  year  advanced  technical  studies  are  given 
with  French,  Italian  and  German  songs.  In  the  Senior  year  the 
more  difficult  German  and  French  songs,  together  with  arias  and 
oratorios,  are  studied.  The  literary  and  theoretical  requirements 
are  the  same  as  in  the  piano  courses. 
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In  addition  to  the  general  requirements  listed  above  for  all 
students  in  the  department,  voice  students  are  especially  re- 
quired to  attend  the  rehearsals  of  the  glee  club  and  choral  society. 

Pupils  working  for  a  certificate  or  diploma  in  voice  must 
have  had  at  least  two  years  of  piano  study  and  must  complete 
the  theoretical  subjects  as  required  for  piano  pupils. 

Violin. — The  course  in  vioUn  is  prescribed  for  each  individual 
pupil  and  extends  over  the  four  years  of  the  college  course.  Those 
who  are  working  for  certificates  or  diplomas  in  this  department 

must  have  two  years  of  piano  study,  must  complete  the  theoret- 
ical and  literary  subjects  as  required  for  piano  students,  and 
perform  the  other  duties  required  of  members  of  the  piano  de- 
partment. 

Beginners  are  drilled  in  the  forming  of  a  correct  method  of 
playing.  Special  attention  is  given  to  bowing  and  finger  technic, 
accuracy  of  intonation,  and  correct  position  of  the  violin. 

The  material  used  for  more  advanced  students  is  selected 
according  to  the  individual  needs  and  ability.  As  a  thesis  for 
graduation,  a  selection  is  made  from  the  concertos  by  Beethoven, 
Bruch,  Mendelssohn,  or  others  of  like  grade. 

No  College  Credit. — The  work  in  Apphed  Music  does  not 
carry  college  credit.  It  is  laboratory  work  for  the  theoretical 
courses.  The  theoretical  courses  do  not  count  for  college  credit 
unless  the  laboratory  work  is  also  pursued. 

Each  pupil  in  one  of  the  applied  music  departments  is  re- 
quired to  have  two  half-hour  periods  of  instruction  weekly  and 
to  practice  at  least  one  hour  a  day,  and  more  as  required  by  the 
Director. 

With  the  permission  of  the  Director,  a  pupil  who  is  studying 
in  one  department  may  have  a  single  lesson  in  another  depart- 
ment at  $50.00  the  year  additional,  but  no  pupil  will  be  accepted 
for  a  half  course  only  in  any  apphed  music  department  course. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  PHYSICAL  TRAINING. 

MR.  REAGAN,  Director  for  Men. 
MISS  iORNSTON,  Director  for  Women. 

The  purpose  of  physical  education  is  to  develop  not  only  the 
muscles,  but  the  culture  of  the  entire  organism.  "Man  is  mind 
incorporated  in  a  body,  and  as  the  life  and  activities  of  mind  are 
in  a  large  measure  dependent  upon  the  bodily  conditions,  it  is 
the  duty  of  all  men  and  women,  but  especially  of  students,  to 
keep  the  body  in  the  highest  state  of  health  and  vigor."  There- 
fore, a  sound  body  being  a  basis  for  normal  development,  it 
should  be  our  aim  to  have  healthy,  alert,  vigorous  bodies  abound- 
ing in  life.  The  department  has  placed  emphasis  on  performing 
various  functions,  such  as  giving  the  student  instruction  in  per- 
sonal hygiene;  taking  the  individual  needs  by  means  of  an  ex- 
amination and  directing  exercises  to  his  needs;  to  provide  exercise 
as  may  be  necessary  to  preserve  and  to  promote  health  and  de- 
velop vigor  and  vitality;  develop  muscle  control;  physical  strength 
and  judgment;  organized  play;  to  provide  healthful  recreative 
activities  for  leisure  periods  and  the  habit  of  regular  exercise. 

Every  student  is  required,  unless  excused  by  the  proper  Dean, 
to  take  the  regular  Physical  Training  courses,  there  being  four 
full  year-courses  required  for  a  degree  from  the  Freshman  year. 
At  the  beginning  of  each  scholastic  year  each  student  is  given 
a  physical  examination,  this  examination  being  lung  and  heart 
tests,  body  measurements  and  general  diagnosis.  A  comparison 
is  made  of  student  measurements  with  that  of  standard  meas- 
urement, and  exercises  are  prescribed  to  develop  the  parts  of 
the  body  not  up  to  standard  measurements.  A  record  card  is 
kept  of  each  student  until  the  end  of  the  year,  when  a  final  ex- 
amination is  made  by  the  directors  and  a  comparison  made  of 
his  entrance  examination.  In  case  a  student  has  a  physician's 
certificate  to  be  excused  from  the  work,  the  Physical  Director 
will  have  correspondence  with  the  attending  physician  to  find 
out  particulars  regarding  the  student's  weakness,  and  progressive 
exercises  adapted  to  the  student's  needs  will  be  prescribed  and 
shall  be  required  for  a  degree  in  lieu  of  the  regular  work. 
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All  classes  will  be  given  lectures  on  personal  hygiene  and 
sanitation;  general  care  of  the  body;  diet;  physical  efficiency  in 
athletics;  training  for  athletic  contests  and  body  building.  An 
accurate  record  is  kept  of  each  student's  daily  standing  in  class 
work  and  a  written  examination  is  given  at  the  regular  examin- 
ation period.  These  examinations  will  include  a  coaching  knowl- 
edge of  all  standard  inter-collegiate  games. 

PHYSICAL  TRAINING  COURSES  FOR  MEN. 

PHYSICAL  TRAINING  I. 

Elementary  calisthenics,  marching  tactics  (the  work  beginning  with  prac- 
ticing in  facing  and  file  marching),  free  exercise  vnthout  hand  apparatus, 
breathing  exercises,  corrective  standing,  corrective  walking  and  corrective 
running,  corrective  work  for  any  undeveloped  and  unnatural  parts  of  the 
body,  elementary  tumbling,  progressive  exercises  in  elementary  apparatus 
work,  working  for  form,  games  and  contests,  and  chest-weight  work. 

PHYSICAL  TRAINING  II. 

Dumb-bells,  wands,  Indian  clubs,  corrective  work,  marching  tactics, 
wrestling,  tumbling,  tournaments,  walking,  fancy  steps,  body  building,  ap- 
paratus work,  Swedish  movements,  pyramid  building,  jumping,  hiking,  class 
leading,  elementary  work  with  the  bar-bell  and  dumb-bell. 

PHYSICAL  TRAINING  III  and  IV. 

Calisthenics,  advanced  marching  tactics,  advanced  to  more  complicated 
maneuvers  with  figure  marching  and  various  ways  of  placing  a  class  for  drill 
and  other  work.  The  United  States  Military  Manual  is  followed  as  far  as  prac- 
ticable. Wrestling,  boxing,  advanced  tumbling,  advanced  apparatus  and 
acrobatic  work,  including  a  graded  series  of  heavy  apparatus  work  on  horse, 
buck,  horizontal  bars,  parallel  bars,  vaulting  bars,  flying  and  traveling  rings, 
ladders,  mats  and  ropes,  class  leading  in  all  exercises  by  imitation  and  com- ' 
mand,  setting  corrective  work,  advanced  work  with  bar-bell  and  dumb-bell 
and  the  standard  lifts.

Standing,  marching,  Swedish  movements,  games,  folk  steps,  figure 
marching,  drills. 
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PHYSICAL  TRAINING  II. 

Figure  marching,  Swedish  gymnastics,  body  building,  poising  exercises, 
games,  Danish  and  Swedish  steps,  drills,  contests  and  matches. 

PHYSICAL  TRAINING  III  and  IV. 

General  gymnasium  exercises,  advanced  Danish  and  Swedish  exercises 
and  drills.

History  and  Government. 


Purpose. — The  founders  of  Elon  College  had  in  mind  to  fur- 
nish academic  instruction  to  young  men  and  young  women,  on 
equal  terms  and  under  positive  moral  and  rehgious  influences. 
The  record  of  nearly  four  fruitful  decades  has  been  ample  justi- 
fication of  this  purpose.  The  association  of  young  men  and 
young  women  in  the  class  rooms  and  lecture  halls  has  refined 
both  and  resulted  in  a  love  for  scholarship  and  an  appreciation 
for  true  culture.  The  lack  of  boisterousness  and  rowdyism,  the 
refinement  and  gentleness  of  manners,  directly  attributable  to 
equal  education,  has  developed,  under  the  high  moral  standard 
prevaiHng  here,  a  spirit  that  favorably  commends  itself  to  the 
thoughtful  observer. 

Early  Beginnings. — Elon  College  is  an  evolution,  the  evolu- 
tion of  the  desire  for  a  college  on  the  part  of  the  Christian  Church 
in  the  South.  The  pioneer  in  the  field  of  Christian  education 
among  the  people  who  later  founded  Elon,  was  Elder  Daniel 
Wilson  Kerr,  who,  according  to  the  North  Carohna  State  Rec- 
ords, in  1826,  was  teaching  in  Wake  County,  and  of  whose  work 
the  following  mention  is  therein  made  (1826):  "The  Wake 
Forest  Pleasant  Grove  Academy,  situated  on  the  Oxford  road 
twelve  miles  north  of  Raleigh,  N.  C,  was  incorporated,  with 
Elder  Daniel  W.  Kerr  as  principal."  Twelve  years  later  he 
was  principal  of  Junto  Academy,  formerly  called  Mt.  Pleasant, 
wliich  was  incorporated  in  1838.  In  1842,  Junto  Academy  was 
burned,  and  when  rebuilt  was  called  Mt.  Zion  Academy.  Seven 
years  later  Mr.  Kerr  moved  his  school  to  Pittsboro,  N.  C,  where 
he  continued  to  teach  until  his  death  in  1850.  With  Elder  Kerr's 
death  his  school  ceased,  but  to  him  is  due  the  honor  of  having 
first  conceived  the  idea  of  a  fitting  school  for  his  church.  It  is 
true  that  he  began  the  schools  he  founded  on  his  own  initiative, 
but  they  were  endorsed  by  the  conferences  of  his  church,  and 
were  regarded  as  denominational  schools. 

Two  years  after  his  death,  the  seed  of  his  sowing  bore  a  finer 
fruit  in  the  establishment  of  Graham  Institute    in  Graham,  the 
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countj^  seat  of  Alamance,  with  Rev.  John  R.  Holt  as  principal. 
At  first  this  school  was  conducted  as  a  high  school  for  boys,  but 
in  1857,  it  was  chartered  as  Graham  College,  with  Prof.  W.  H. 
Doherty,  Yellow  Springs,  Ohio,  as  president,  under  whose  ad- 
ministration it  flourished  until  the  Civil  War,  during  which  it 
suffered  such  depletion  that  its  doors  were  closed. 

In  1865,  Rev.  W.  S.  Long,  A.M.,  D.  D.,  opened  a  high 
school  in  Graham,  which  later  came  into  possession  of  the  Graham 
College  property,  and  operated  the  school  as  Graham  Normal 
College.  It  was  endorsed  by  the  conferences  of  the  Christian 
Church  and  ceased  to  exist  upon  the  opening  of  Elon  College  in 
September,  1890. 

Elon  is  Founded. — In  1887,  the  Committee  on  Schools  and 
Colleges  of  the  Southern  Christian  Convention,  who  were  Dr. 
W.  S.  Long,  chairman;  Dr.  J.  Pressley  Barrett,  secretary;  Rev. 
J.  W.  Holt,  Dr.  J.  U.  Newman  (by  request),  and  Mr.  J.  W. 
Harden,  leased  the  grounds  and  buildings  of  the  Graham  Normal 
College,  intending  to  make  of  it  a  college  for  the  education  of 
Christian  ministers  and  laity  under  positive  religious  surround- 
ings, but  finding  the  equipment  not  exactly  commensurate  with 
the  needs,  convened  an  extraordinary  session  of  the  Southern 
Christian  Convention  in  Graham,  in  September,  1888,  to  give 
further  consideration  to  the  matter. 

This  extraordinary  session  heard  offers  of  land  and  money  from 
Burlington,  Graham,  Mill  Point,  Gibsonville,  and  Greensboro, 
for  the  location  of  the  proposed  college  in  their  several  localities. 
After  careful  consideration,  it  was  voted  to  leave  the  decision 
of  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  the  following  Provisional  Board: 
Dr.  W.  S.  Long,  Dr.  J.  P.  Barrett,  Hon.  F.  O  Moring,  Col.  J. 
H.  Harden,  and  Dr.  G.  S.  Watson.  The  Convention  adjourned 
on  September  14,  having  appointed  Dr.  J.  P.  Barrett  Financial 
Agent,  who,  however,  could  not  accept  on  account  of  his  heavy 
work  as  an  editor,  and  in  whose  place  Dr.  W.  S.  Long  was  chosen. 

The  Provisional  Board  visited  all  the  places  making  offers 
for  the  location  of  the  proposed  college,  and  on  December  20, 
1888,  decided  to  locate  it  at  Mill  Point,  the  present  Elon  Col- 
lege, the  twenty-five  acre  campus  being  donated  by  the  late  Hon. 
W.  H.  Trollinger,  of  Haw  River,  N.  C,  and  twenty-three  other 
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acres  and  four  thousand  dollars  in  cash  being  given  by  the  citi- 
zens of  the  rural  community  then  surrounding  the  site. 

Dr.  W.  S.  Long  was  chosen  President  as  well  as  Financial 
Agent,  and  at  once  set  to  work  at  his  task.  The  first  cash  do- 
nation to  the  College  was  by  Mr.  J.  P.  Bland,  Pittsboro,  N.  C, 
while  Dr.  Long  himself  had  the  distinction  of  making  the  first 
subscription.  The  first  public  appeal  for  funds  for  the  institution 
was  made  at  Berea  Christian  Church,  Nansemond  County,  Va., 
and  resulted  in  the  raising  of  $635.05,  of  which  Deacon  WilHs 
J.  Lee,  a  trustee  of  the  College  from  its  foundation  and  whose 
generosity  to  it  was  abundant  from  that  day  until  the  day  of  his 
death,  May  20,  1919,  gave  $250.00. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  chartered  the 
College  on  March  11,  1889.  May  7th  of  that  year,  the  first 
shovel  of  dirt  was  removed  for  the  foundation,  and  thirteen  days 
later  the  first  brick  was  laid  with  appropriate  ceremonies.  The 
College  opened  its  doors  to  students  September  2,  1890.  Dr.  W. 
S.  Long  remained  President  for  four  years.  He  was  succeeded 
upon  his  resignation,  by  Rev.  W.  W.  Staley,  D.  D.,  who  served 
as  non-resident  President  for  eleven  years,  with  Dr.  J.  U.  New- 
man as  Dean  for  nine  years,  and  Dr.  J.  O.  Atkinson  for  the 
other  two.  Upon  Dr.  Staley's  resignation,  Dr.  E.  L.  Moffitt 
was  chosen  as  President,  serving  in  this  capacity  until  his  resig- 
nation in  June,  1911.  The  present  President  was  chosen  as  Dr. 
Moffitt's  successor  in  June,  1911. 

The  College  Charter. — The  Provisional  Board  appointed  by 
the  extraordinary  session  of  the  Southern  Christian  Convention 
in  September,  1888,  having  selected  the  site  for  the  College  and 
having  chosen  a  name  for  it,  suggested  by  the  noble  grove  of 
oaks  that  covered  the  site  of  the  campus,  Elon,  the  Hebrew  for 
oak,  or  strength,  applied  to  the  legislature  of  North  Carolina  for 
incorporation,  with  those  as  its  first  trustees  who  had  been 
elected  for  that  purpose  by  the  extraordinary  session  of  the 
Convention  mentioned  above.  The  charter  was  granted  at  once 
and  is  printed  in  the  Private  Laws  of  North  Carolina  for  1889. 
as  Chapter  216,  and  reads  as  follows: 
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AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  ELON  COLLEGE. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  W.  S.  Long,  J.  W.  Wellons,  W.  W.  Staley,  G.  S.  Wat- 
son, M.  L.  Hurley,  E.  T.  Pierce,  W.  J.  Lee,  P.  J.  Kernodle,  J.  F.  West,  E. 
E.  Holland,  E.  A.  Moffitt,  J.  M.  Smith,  J.  H.  Harden,  F.  O.  Moring  and 
S.  P.  Read,  and  their  associates  and  successors,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
created  a  body  politic  and  corporate  to  be  styled  the  "Board  of  Trustees  of 
Elon  College,"  and  by  that  name  to  remain  in  perpetual  succession,  with 
full  power  to  sue  and  to  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  to  acquire, 
hold  and  convey  property,  real  and  personal,  to  have  and  use  a  common 
Beal,  to  alter  and  renew  the  same  at  pleasure,  to  make  and  alter  from  time  to 
time  such  bylaws  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  government  of  said 
institution,  its  officers,  students  and  servants:  Provided,  that  such  by-laws 
shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States 
and  of  this  State.  Also,  to  have  power  to  confer  on  those  whom  they  may 
deem  worthy  such  honors  and  degrees  as  are  usually  conferred  in  similar 
institutions:  Provided  further,  that  said  trustees  shall  not  be  individually 
liable  for  their  acts  and  doings  ab  trustees. 

Section  2.  The  affairs  of  said  College  shall  be  under  the  management 
of  a  board  of  fifteen  trustees  who  shall  be  members  of  the  Christian  Church. 
A  majority  of  the  board  shall  form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness. Said  trustees  may  convey  real  estate  by  deed,  under  their  common 
seal,  executed  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  said  board.  They  may  hold 
oflBce  as  the  general  convention  of  the  Christian  Church  may  specify  or  until 
their  successors  are  elected.    Said  trustees  shall  hold  their  first  meeting  at 

Mill  Point,  in  Alamance  County,  on  the day  of ,  1889; 

afterwards,  they  shall  meet  on  their  own  appointment;  but  of  necessity,  the 
president,  with  the  advice  of  two  trustees,  may  call  a  special  meeting  of 
the  board,  or  any  five  members  of  the  board  may  call  such  a  meeting  by 
giving  notice  to  each  member  in  writing  at  least  ten  days  before  the  time  of 
meeting. 

Section  3.  That  said  institution  shall  remain  at  the  place  where  the 
site  is  now  located,  in  Alamance  County,  Boone  Station  Township,  at  the 
place  now  called  Mill  Point;  and  shall  afford  instruction  in  the  liberal  arts 
and  sciences.  And  the  trustees  may,  as  they  shall  find  themselves  able  and 
the  public  good  requires,  erect  additional  departments  for  such  other  branches 
of  education  as  they  may  think  necessary  or  useful. 

Section  4.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  from  time  to  time  appoint 
a  president  and  other  officers  and  instructors,  and  also  agents  of  the  insti- 
tution, as  may  be  necessary;  and  shall  have  power  to  displace  or  remove 
any  or  either  of  them  for  good  and  sufficient  reasons;  also  tAl  vacancies  wihch 
occur  in  the  board  by  resignation,  death,  expiration  of  term  of  office,  or  other- 
wise, among  said  officers  or  agents,  and  prescribe  and  direct  the  course  of 
study  to  be  pursued  in  said  College  and  its  departments. 
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Section  5,  The  president  of  the  College  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member 
of  the  board  of  trustees  and  president  of  the  same,  and  in  his  absence  the 
board  shall  elect  one  of  its  own  members  to  preside  for  the  time  being,  and 
if  any  of  said  trustees  shall  be  permanently  appointed  president  of  said 
College,  his  oflBoe  as  trustee  shall  be  deemed  vacant  and  the  board  of  trustees 
shall  fill  the  same. 

Section  6.  That  said  College  and  the  said  trustees  shall  at  all  times  be 
under  the  control  of  the  general  convention  of  the  Christian  Church. 

Section  7.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  faithfully  apply  all  funds  by 
them  collected  and  received  according  to  their  best  judgment  in  erecting 
suitable  buudings,  supporting  the  necessary  officers,  instructors  and  agents, 
and  in  procuring  books,  maps,  charts  and  other  apparatus  necessary  to  the 
well  being  and  success  of  the  College. 

Section  8.  The  treasurer  shall  always,  and  all  other  agents  when  re- 
quired, before  entering  on  the  duties  of  their  appointments,  give  bonds  for 
the  security  of  the  corporation  and  the  public  in  such  penal  sums  as  the  board 
of  trustees  may  direct,  and  with  such  sureties  as  they  shall  approve. 

Section  9.  Property  to  the  amount  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars 
held  by  said  trustees  for  said  College  shall  forever  be  exempt  from  taxation. 

Section  10.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to 
set  up  any  gaming  table  or  any  device  whatever  for  playing  at  any  game  of 
chance  or  hazard,  by  whatever  name  called,  or  to  gamble  in  any  manner, 
or  to  keep  a  house  of  ill-fame,  or  to  manufacture  spirituous  or  intoxicating 
liquors  or  otherwise  to  sell  or  convey  for  a  certain  consideration  to  any  person 
any  intoxicating  liquors,  within  one  and  a  haK  miles  of  said  College;  any 
person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor. 

Section  11.  That  all  property,  real  and  personal,  and  all  choses  in 
action  that  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  conveyed,  given,  granted  or  de- 
vised, or  that  may  have  in  any  manner  come  or  may  hereafter  come  into 
the  possession  of  said  trustees  for  Graham  College,  shall  vest  in  and  belong 
to  said  trustees  of  Elon  College,  and  the  said  trustees  for  Graham  College 
are  authorized  to  make  or  cause  to  be  made  such  conveyances  as  will  vest 
in  said  trustees  for  Elon  College  the  title  of  all  property  heretofore  conveyed, 
given,  granted  or  devised  to  them,  or  which  has  in  any  manner  come  into 
their  possession  for  Graham  College,  or  that  may  hereafter  be  conveyed, 
given,  granted  or  devised  to  them,  in  any  manner,  or  come  into  their  possess- 
ion for  said  Graham  College. 

Section  12.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  the  date  of  its  rati- 
fication. 

Ratified  the  11th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1889. 

The  Charter  Amended:    The  General  Assembly  of  1909  en- 
acted an  amendment  to  this  charter,  allowing  the  College  to 
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have  eighteen  instead  of  fifteen  trustees.    The  amendment  reads 
as  follows: 

Chapter  139.     Private  Laws  of  1909. 

AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  THE  CHARTER  OF  ELON  COLLEGE, 
NORTH  CAROLINA. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  section  two  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  sixteen, 
Private  Laws  of  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  be  amended 
by  striking  out  the  word  "fifteen"  in  line  two  of  said  section  between  the 
words  "of"  and  "trustees,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "eighteen," 
so  that  said  section  shall  read:  "The  affairs  of  said  College  shall  be  under 
the  management  of  a  board  of  eighteen  trustees,"  instead  of  fifteen,  asjnow 
written. 

Section  2.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  June  fourth, 
one  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  nine. 

Ratified  this  26th  day  of  February,  A.  D.  1909. 

The  Charter  Amended  Again:  The  General  Assembly  of  1913 
enacted  an  amendment  to  the  charter,  making  the  quorum  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  eight  and  forbidding  credit  to  minor  students. 
The  amendment  reads  as  follows: 

AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  THE  CHARTER  OF  ELON  COLLEGE, 
NORTH  CAROLINA. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  section  one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine 
Private  Laws  of  one  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  nine,  be  amended  by  add- 
ing after  the  words  "instead  of  fifteen,  as  now  written,"  "but  the  quorum 
shall  remain  eight  as  provided  in  section  two,  chapter  two  hundred  and  six- 
teen, Private  Laws  of  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine,"  so 
that  the  said  section  shall  read:  "The  affairs  of  the  said  College  shall  be 
under  the  management  of  a  board  of  eighteen  trustees,  but  the  quorum  shall 
remain  eight  as  provided  in  section  two,  chapter  two  hundred  and  sixteen, 
Private  Laws  of  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine." 

Section  2.  That  if  any  merchant,  druggist,  liveryman,  agent  or  ven- 
dor of  merchandise  or  commodity  of  any  kind  whatsoever  shall  sell  the  same 
on  credit  to  any  minor  member  of  the  student  body  of  said  College,  while 
a  student  of  the  College,  without  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  President  or 
Dean  of  said  College,  or  of  the  parent  or  guardian  or  person  standing  in 
loco  parentis  of  said  student,  such  sales  and  contracts  of  sale  without  writ- 
ten consent,  are  hereby  declared  void  and  uncollectible.  The  provisions  of 
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this  section  shall  not  apply  in  case  of  board,  room  rent  and  medical  attention, 
nor  medicines  furnished  upon  the  prescription  of  a  physician  or  surgeon 
practicing  according  to  the  laws  of  North  Carolina. 

Section  3.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  ratifica- 
tion. 

Ratified  the  27th  day  of  January,  1913. 

A  Third  Amendment:  The  General  Assembly  in  its  1915 
session,  upon  the  request  of  the  Southern  Christian  Convention, 
the  Board  of  Trustees  concurring,  again  amended  the  charter  as 
follows: 

AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  THE  CHARTER  OF  ELON  COLLEGE, 
NORTH  CAROLINA. 

The  General  Assembly  oj  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  section  two  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  sixteen  Pri- 
vate Laws  of  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  be  amended 
by  striking  out  the  word  "fifteen"  in  line  two  of  said  section,  between  the 
words  "of"  and  "trustees,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "twenty- 
four,"  and  adding  after  the  word  "trustees"  in  the  said  line  and  section,  "but 
the  quorum  shall  remain  eight  as  provided  in  section  two,  chapter  two  hund- 
red and  sixteen.  Private  Laws  of  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
nine,"  so  that  the  section  shall  read:  "The  affairs  of  the  said  College  shall 
be  under  the  management  of  a  board  of  twenty-four  trustees,  but  the  quo- 
rum shall  remain  eight  as  provided  in  section  two,  chapter  two  hundred  and 
sixteen,  Private  Laws  of  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine." 

Section  2.     That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  ratification. 
Ratified  the  30th  day  of  January,  1915. 

A  Fourth  Amendment:  The  1917  session  of  the  General  As- 
sembly granted  the  following  amendment  to  the  Charter: 

AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  THE  CHARTER  OF  ELON  COLLEGE, 
NORTH  CAROLINA. 

Section  1.  That  section  nine  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  sixteen. 
Private  Laws  of  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  be  amended 

by  striking  out  the  words  "five  hundred  thousand,"  in  line of  said 

section  between  the  words  "of"  and  "dollars,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  words  "five  million,"  so  that  the  section  shall  read,  "Property  to  the 
amount  of  five  million  dollars  held  by  said  trustees  for  said  College  shall 
forever  be  exempt  from  taxation." 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  ratification. 
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A  Fifth  Amendment:  The  Secretary  of  State  for  North 
Carolina,  on  May  28,  1923,  at  the  request  of  the  Southern  Christ- 
ian Convention  and  the  Board  of  Trustees,  amended  the  Charter, 
permitting  a  total  of  thirty  trustees,  with  a  quorum  of  ten. 

Government. — The  poHcy  of  the  College  and  the  final  dis- 
position of  all  matters  of  government  and  administration  are 
vested  in  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  internal  government  and 
administration  of  the  College  is  vested  in  the  Faculty,  who  as 
an  administrative  body,  pass  such  regulations  as  they  deem  wise, 
and  in  other  ways  counsel  for  the  institution's  good.  The  Faculty 
meet  at  the  call  of  the  President,  or  in  his  absence  of  the  Dean. 

There  have  been  few  changes  in  the  regulations  of  the  Col- 
lege from  its  founding.  The  aim  has  always  been  to  have  as  few 
regulations  as  possible,  the  ideal  principle  of  honor  and  self- 
respect  being  largely  relied  upon  to  maintain  discipline,  and  ex- 
perience has  shown  that  this  policy  has  yielded  the  best  results 
in  demeanor,  scholarship  and  character. 

The  government  is,  therefore,  mild  and  parental,  yet  firm 
and  decided,  seeking  the  good  of  the  student  and  not  mere  gov- 
ernment as  its  end.  The  fundamental  and  primary  aim  is  to  cul- 
tivate Christian  character,  grounded  upon  firm  principles  of 
right,  a  high  sense  of  duty,  honor  and  propriety,  and  an  earnest 
love  of  truth. 

When  a  student  registers  he,  by  that  act,  signs  an  agreement 
to  obey  cheerfully  all  the  regulations  of  the  College,  and  to  do 
whatever  he  may  be  able  to  upbuild  the  spirit  and  tone  of  the 
institution,  and  failure  to  keep  this  agreement  is  considered 
sufficient  cause  for  asking  him  to  withdraw.  The  spirit  of  the 
institution  is  so  overpowering  that  few  students  fail  to  yield 
willing  obedience  to  its  regulations,  though  occasionally  individ- 
uals not  able  to  appreciate  the  standards  of  gentility  prevailing 
here  are  eliminated. 

Student  Government. — A  modified  form  of  student  govern- 
ment has  been  in  operation  here  for  many  years.  But  beginning 
in  the  spring  semester  of  1919,  the  Faculty  granted  constitutions 
to  the  Student  Senate  (for  men)  and  to  the  Student  Council  (for 
women).  These  constitutions  and  the  by-laws  of  the  two  organ- 
izations are  printed  in  the  Red  Book. 
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The  Dean. — The  Dean  has  original  jurisdiction  over  attend- 
ance on  class,  chapel  and  religious  services  and  of  permission  of 
the  men  to  leave  town.  He  is  the  official  adviser  of  the  Student 
Senate.  He  also  represents  the  President  when  the  latter  is  out 
of  town. 

The  Dean  of  Women. — The  Dean  of  Women  has  original 
jurisdiction  over  attendance  on  class,  chapel,  and  religious  serv- 
ices, and  of  permission  of  the  women  to  leave  town.  She  is  the 
official  adviser  of  the  Student  Council. 

The  Business  Manager. — The  Business  Manager  carries  out 
the  business  and  financial  policies  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  All 
business  contracts  must  have  his  endorsement  before  they  are 
binding  on  the  College.  He  alone  orders  supplies  for  the  Col- 
lege and  its  several  departments.  He  is  the  custodian  of  all  the 
assets  and  properties  of  the  College. 

The  Registrar. — The  Registrar  has  charge  of  the  admission 
of  students,  transcripts  of  records,  grades,  etc. 

The  Faculty. — The  Faculty  acting  through  the  Deans  and 
the  President,  have  original  jurisdiction  over  all  matters  of  con- 
duct in  regard  to  a  student  and  a  Faculty  member.  The  mem- 
bership of  a  student  in  College  is  not  a  prerogative  of  student 
government.  Extension  and  control  of  social  privileges  reside  in 
the  Faculty.  The  Faculty  may  determine,  either  before  or  after 
a  trial  by  either  student  government  organization,  what  cases 
involve  suspension  or  expulsion.  They  may  from  time  to  time 
add  to  the  printed  traditional  regulations  of  the  College.  They 
meet  at  8:00  p.  m.  each  first  Monday  in  regular  session,  from 
September  to  May  inclusive.  Called  meetings  are  held  upon 
the  call  of  the  President.  The  initial  session  of  the  Fall  Semester 
is  held  on  Saturday  before  the  Freshman  registration  begins. 

Faculty  Committees. — In  the  interim  of  its  sessions  the 
Faculty  transacts  its  business  through  its  committees.  These 
committees  also  are  expected  to  report  to  the  Faculty  in  session 
at  its  regular  or  called  meetings  and  to  preserve  written  records 
of  their  proceedings,  filing  copies  in  the  office  of  the  President. 
Their  administrative  transactions  have  all  the  force  of  Faculty 
action.     These  committees  do  not  have  legislative  authority. 
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The  Cabinet. — The  Cabinet  consists  of  the  President,  the 
Deans,  the  Registrar,  and  the  full  professors  in  the  Literary  De- 
partment of  the  College.  It  meets  upon  the  call  of  the  President 
and  exercises  all  the  authority  of  the  full  Faculty. 

Proctors. — Each  of  the  buildings  for  men  has  a  proctor  ap- 
pointed by  the  Faculty  or  approved  by  them,  and  to  the  proctor's 
care  the  building  as  such  is  entrusted. 


The  College  Environment. 


Location. — Elon  College  is  sixty-four  miles  west  of  Raleigh, 
and  seventeen  miles  east  of  Greensboro,  on  the  North  Carolina 
division  of  the  Southern  Railway.  The  railroad  is  the  southern 
boundary  of  the  campus  and  commands  a  view  of  the  College 
buildings.  Highway  No.  10  is  the  northern  boundary  of  the 
campus. 

Seven  mail  and  passenger  trains  stop  daily.  One  through 
train  stops  by  special  arrangement  in  advance.  At  the  station 
are  telephone  offices,  freight  depot,  a  telegraph  office  and  an 
express  office.  There  is  also  telephone  connection  with  the 
College  Dormitories  and  the  College  offices.  The  Gibsonville 
Telephone  Company  has  installed  a  number  of  telephones  in  the 
town  and  surrounding  communities  and  connects  directly  with 
the  Southern  Bell  lines. 

The  location  of  the  College  is  all  that  can  be  desired  for  con- 
venience, health  and  beauty.  The  manufacture  and  sale  of 
ardent  spirits,  gambfing,  etc.,  are,  by  the  charter,  forever  pro- 
hibited within  one  and  one-half  miles  of  the  College. 

Campus. — The  College  campus  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
in  the  South.  Its  twenty-five  acres  are  covered  for  the  most 
part  by  stalwart  native  oak  and  hickory,  and  the  other  portions 
have  been  adorned  with  other  trees  and  shrubbery.  The  Class  of 
1914  placed  sixty  silver  maples  on  the  old  baseball  ground  in 
front  of  the  Ladies'  Hall.  The  J.  Van  Lindley  Company  of  Greens- 
boro, N.  C,  have  donated  additional  shrubbery  as  a  part  of  the 
rebuilding  program.  The  gentle,  undulating  contour  of  the 
earth's  surface  in  this  Piedmont  section  gives  the  campus  a 
winsomeness  and  pleasant  aspect.  The  concrete  walks  and 
driveways  add  to  the  native  beauty  and  charm.  It  is  a  quiet, 
sequestered  place,  suited  to  the  development  of  manhood  and 
scholarship.  The  old  well,  famous  in  the  early  days  before  the 
College  water  system  was  installed,  has  been  covered  over  and 
transformed  into  a  summer  house.  The  wall  recently  com- 
pleted lends  dignity  as  well  as  protection  and  quietude. 
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Healthfulness. — The  healthfulness  of  the  College  and  com- 
munity is  proverbial.  A  resident  Nurse  is  employed  in  the 
interest  of  health. 

The  good  health  of  the  students  is  due  to  thorough  sanita- 
tion, mildness  of  temperature,  averaging  59  degrees  and  free 
from  sudden  extremes,  wholesome  food,  well-prepared  and  served 
regularly,  and  pure  water.  The  College  water  supply  comes  from 
a  deep  well.  The  North  Carolina  State  Department  of  Hygiene 
regularly  analyzes  it  and  always  reports  "no  pollution."  We 
append  here  the  analysis  made  while  this  catalogue  is  in  course 
of  preparation:

The  College  Community. — Elon  College  is  strictly  a  college 
town.  Only  those  few  enterprises  are  encouraged  or  desired  that 
are  necessary  to  the  development  of  a  high-toned  college  com- 
munity. Those  who  live  here  are  interested  in  the  growth^  wel- 
fare;  and  development  of  the  College  and  constitute  a  noble  type 
of  Christian  citizenship. 

The  town  lies  on  both  sides  of  the  railroad  and  surrounds 
the  College  campus.  It  is  laid  off  with  streets  fifty  feet  wide 
and  with  four  acre  lots  in  each  square.  Native  trees  and  shrub- 
bery furnish  shade  and  adornment.  Many  of  the  homes  are 
beautiful  and  all  are  inviting  and  tasteful.  The  town  is  adequate- 
ly lighted  by  incandescent  lights. 

Moral  Influences  and  Church  Privileges. — The  purpose  in  the 
minds  of  the  founders  of  the  College  was  to  furnish  academic  in- 
struction under  positive  moral  and  religious  influences.  True  to 
this  purpose,  every  opportunity  is  grasped  to  cultivate  a  high 
moral  tone  and  develop  a  genuine  Christian  spirit.  There  is  no 
endeavor,  however,  to  impress  sectarianism  in  any  form,  the 
sole  object  being  the  moral  and  religious  welfare  of  each  indi- 
vidual student. 

In  a  positive  way,  looking  to  the  development  of  a  worthy 
type  of  manhood  and  womanhood,  there  are  chapel  services, 
consisting  of  Bible  reading,  prayer  and    singing,    conducted  by 
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the  President  or  Dean,  some  member  of  the  Faculty,  or  some 
visiting  friend,  with  an  inspirational  address  once  each  week 
and  on  Sunday  morning  a  regular  preaching  service  by  the  pastor 
of  the  College  Church.  Every  Sunday  morning  the  College  Sun- 
day School  meets,  using  the  regular  College  lecture  rooms  for 
recitation  purposes.  All  students  are  required  to  attend  Sunday 
School,  the  chapel  services,  and  the  morning  preaching  service 
each  Sabbath,  unless  the  religious  tenets  of  their  parents  dis- 
countenance them. 

In  addition  to  these  positive  moral  and  rehgious  influences, 
all  the  regular  College  religious  organizations  have  branches  here. 
These  voluntary  organizations  do  much  toward  the  upbuilding 
of  the  moral  and  religious  life  of  the  young  men  and  young 
women  and  have  the  heartiest  endorsement  and  co-operation  of 
the  Faculty.  They  have  been  mightj'^  forces  making  for  the  de- 
velopment of  deep  and  vital  spiritual  interest,  which  is  the  abid- 
ing characteristic  of  the  Elon  spirit.  These  organizations  are 
federated  in  the  Rehgious  Activities  Organization,  which  is  fully 
described  in  the  Red  Book. 

The  Elon  Spirit. — Visitors  to  the  College  are  impressed  forci- 
bly by  what  they  are  pleased  to  call  "The  Elon  Spirit."  No  one 
can  fail  to  feel  it  and  no  student  capable  of  the  larger  vision  of 
life  a  college  ought  to  give,  can  live  long  under  its  influence 
without  imbibing  it.  It  is  the  spirit  of  the  square  deal,  of  fair 
play  in  all  things,  of  moderation  and  temperance,  of  mutual 
helpfulness  and  human  brotherliness,  of  equality  and  fraternity, 
of  manliness  and  womanly  gracefuLaess,  of  emulation  in  right 
doing,  of  respect  for  the  rights  and  response  to  the  obligations 
due  college  mates,  of  deep  and  vital  piety,  of  consecrated  religious 
and  Christian  character.  Such  an  atmosphere,  pulsating  with 
such  a  spirit,  would  seem  to  be  an  ideal  condition  for  the  unfold- 
ing of  young  life  and  the  budding  into  fruition  of  Christian 
character. 


Buildings  and  Equipment. 


THE  GREATER  ELON  GROUP. 

On  January  18,  1923,  the  Administration  Building,  erected 
in  1889,  was  destroyed  by  a  fire  of  unknown  origin.  This  neces- 
sitated a  rebuilding  program,  which  was  undertaken  in  terms  of 
the  growth  and  development  of  the  College.  An  architect,  Mr. 
Herbert  B.  Hunter,  with  Mr.  W.  C.  Cridland  as  landscape 
gardener  consulting,  was  engaged  to  lay  out  the  campus  and 
grounds  for  the  future  development  of  the  plant.  It  was  decided 
to  undertake  at  once  the  erection  of  five  buildings,  all  of  them 
fireproof,  as  follows: 

The  Alamance  Administration  Building. — The  citizens  of 
Alamance  County  were  deeply  touched  by  the  destruction  of  the 
original  Administration  Building  and  proposed  in  a  mass  meet- 
ing to  raise  $100,000  to  replace  it,  if  the  College  would  through 
friends  raise  at  least  $200,000  additional  for  enlarging  the  plant. 
The  trustees  accepted  this  challenge  and  in  grateful  acknowl- 
edgement of  the  generosity  of  the  citizens  of  Alamance  voted  to 
call  the  new  Administration  Building  by  the  County's  name. 

The  Alamance  Building  is  a  three-story  structure  of  brick 
and  reinforced  concrete,  200  feet  long,  68  feet  wide,  and  houses 
the  administrative  offices,  the  recitation  rooms,  several  depart- 
ments and  the  literary  societies. 

The  Carlton  Library. — This  building,  the  gift  of  Trustee  P. 
J.  Carlton,  his  sister,  Mrs.  T.  S.  Parrott,  and  his  brothers,  H.  A. 
and  L.  E.  Carlton,  is  like  the  three  others  that  follow  in  the  re-build- 
ing program,  120  feet  long,  64  feet  wide,  three-stories,  and  con- 
structed of  brick  and  reinforced  concrete.  The  stack  room  has 
capacity  for  187,500  volumes.  Besides  offices  and  work  room  for 
the  library  force,  the  building  contains  fourteen  professors'  re- 
search and  office  rooms  and  seven  students'  seminar  rooms.  The 
reading  room  has  seating  capacity  for  one  hundred  readers. 

The  L.  H.  Whitley  Memorial  Auditorium. — In  memory  of 
his  father-in-law,  Deacon  L.  H.  Whitley,  Trustee  J.  M.  Darden 
generously  provided  the  money  with  which  to  erect  this  building. 
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Besides  the  regular  auditorium,  this  building  also  houses  the 
Music  Department. 

The  Mooney  Christian  Education  Building. — In  memory  of 
Rev.  Isaac  Mooney,  his  father-in-law,  Mr,  M.Orban,  Jr.,  gave 
this  building  to  the  College.  It  houses  the  voluntary  religious 
and  social  activities  of  the  campus  and  supplies  laboratory  fa- 
cilities for  the  School  of  Christian  Education,  containing  a  com- 
pletely graded  Sunday  School  plant  for  the  Week-Day  Relig- 
ious School  and  for  the  village  Sunday  School.  The  class 
rooms  of  the  School  of  Christian  Education  are  also  in  this 
building.    Here  also  is  held  the  daily  chapel  service. 

The  Duke  Science  Building. — In  memory  of  their  mother, 
Mrs.  Artelia  Roney  Duke,  a  native  of  Alamance  County,  Messrs. 
J.  B.  and  B.  N.  Duke,  have  donated  $80,000.00  toward  the  erec- 
tion of  this  modern,  fire-proof  science  building.  It  has  a  full 
floor  each  for  Physics,  Biology  and  Geology,  and  Chemistry.  The 
building  is  equipped  throughout  with  the  most  approved  scien- 
tific furniture  and  apparatus. 

OTHER  BUILDINGS  AND  EQUIPMENT. 

The  East  Dormitory. — This  is  the  only  original  building  left 
on  the  campus.  It  is  used  as  a  dormitory  for  men.  Besides  the 
main  portion  of  the  building  which  is  of  brick  40  by  60  feet, 
East  Dormitory  has  a  wooden  annex  containing  a  few  rooms  and 
shower  baths. 

The  West  Dormitory. — Erected  in  1905,  158  x  46  feet,  three 
stories,  with  two-story  brick  annex,  40  x  60  feet.  West  Dormi- 
tory has  capacity  on  the  second  and  third  floors  for  120  young 
ladies.  The  first  floor  is  used  for  living  quarters  for  lady  Faculty 
members,  for  guest  rooms,  and  for  reception  halls.  The  annex 
contains  the  College  Dining  Hall  and  the  Ladies'  Gymnasium. 

The  Alumni  Building. — Erected  1912.  The  gift  of  the  Alum- 
ni to  Alma  Mater.  Brick,  four  stories,  125  x  65  feet,  used  as 
dormitory  for  men,  with  men's  gymnasium  occupying  the  second 
floor. 

Ladies'  Hall. — Erected  1913,  Brick,  two  stories,  40  x  100 
feet,  with  capacity  for  64  roomers.  This  building  supplies  hving 
arrangements  for  young  ladies  at  actual  cost. 
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Men's  Co-operative  Club  House, — Erected  1912,  wooden 
structure,  adjoining  campus,  with  capacity  for  fifty  boarders. 
Here  young  men  of  limited  means  may  secure  good,  substantial 
board  at  actual  cost. 

West  End  Hall. — This  is  a  fourteen  room  dwelling  adjoining 
the  campus  and  is  used  as  a  teacherage  for  faculty  members. 

Power  Plant. — Erected  1905.  The  power  plant  is  of  brick 
construction  and  is  the  central  station  for  heat,  light,  water,  and 
other  service  functions  of  all  the  College  buildings.  This  plant 
also  has  a  machine  shop  and  a  50,000  gallon  steel  water  tank 
with  deep  well. 

Athletic  Field. — The  Athletic  Field  contains  thirty-four  acres, 
conveniently  situated  and  spacious  enough  for  all  sports. 

DEPARTMENT  STUDIOS. 

Music. — Five  studios  and  twenty-two  practice  rooms  in  the 
Auditorium.  The  Mason  and  Hamlin  Concert  Grand  Piano,  the 
Duo-Manual  Estey  Organ,  and  the  four  manual  Skinner  Organ 
of  the  Auditorium  are  available  for  special  teaching  and  concert 
purposes.

Expression. — On  the  second  floor  of  Alamance  Building. 

Domestic  Science  and  Household  Arts. — Four  large  rooms  and 
two  smaller  ones  on  the  third  floor  of  Alamance  Building.

Dining  Halls. — West  Dormitory,  annex;  Ladies'  Hall;  and 
Men's  Co-operative  Club  House. 

Administrative  Offices. — On  the  first  floor  of  Alamance  Build- 
ing are  the  offices  of  the  President,  Registrar,  Business  Man- 
ager, and  Dean.  The  Dean  of  Women  has  her  office  on  the 
first  floor  of  the  West  Dormitory. 

Dispensary. — For  the  resident  nurse.  First  floor,  West 
Dormitory,  for  ladies;  first  floor,  Alamance  Building  for  men. 

Reading  Rooms. — On  the  first  floor  of  the  Library  Building. 

Infirmary  Room. — The  equipment  for  this  room  was  sup- 
plied by  Dr.  J.  E.  Lincoln  and  Mrs.  S.  W.  Lincoln.  On  the  first 
floor  of  the  West  Dormit.ory. 

Nurse  and  Sanitation  Office. — First  floor,  Alamance  Building. 

GENERAL  EQUIPMENT. 

All  the  College  buildings  are  equipped  with  modern  con- 
veniences, including  electric  lights,  steam  heat,  running  water, 
and  baths.  The  furniture  is  simple,  yet  substantial  and  durable. 
The  equipment  of  the  class  rooms,  lecture  halls,  laboratories,  and 
the  several  departments  is  of  the  most  approved  types. 


College  Organizations. 


The  Sunday  School. — The  College  Sunday  School  elects  its 
own  officers,  who,  with  the  President,  Pastor  and  Deans,  appoint 
the  teachers.  The  members  of  the  Faculty  and  the  Senior  Class 
usually  constitute  the  teaching  force.  The  Sunday  School  meets 
each  Sunday,  immediately  preceding  the  morning  preaching  ser- 
vice. 

The  curriculum  of  the  Sunday  School  is  two-fold,  that  of 
the  International  Lessons  on  the  one  hand,  and  that  of  a  Sunday 
School  College  on  the  other.  The  classes  elect  which  course 
they  will  pursue.  The  curriculum  of  the  Simday  School  College 
consists  of  Teacher  Training,  Missions,  Life  Problems,  Race 
Problems,  etc.,  varying  from  j^ear  to  year,  each  class  selecting 
its  own  course  of  studies.  The  re^^pective  Dean  gives  an  orienta- 
tion course  during  the  Freshman  year.  The  Study  Courses  Com- 
mittee of  the  Religious  Activities  Organization  determines  the 
nature  and  the  number  of  the  courses  to  be  offered  each  year. 

The  College  Church. — Preaching  services  are  provided  each 
Sunday  in  the  College  Auditorium.  The  pastor  of  the  church  is 
Rev.  W.  S.  Alexander,  D.  D.  Ministers  from  the  evangelical  de- 
nominations are  from  time  to  time  invited  to  occupy  the  College 
pulpit. 

Y.  M.  C.  A. — The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  meets 
regularly  in  the  Association's  Hall.  It  is  a  strong,  active 
organization,  has  Bible  and  Mission  Study  Classes,  sends  repre- 
sentatives to  all  the  student  Y.  M.  C.  A.  conventions,  maintains 
a  splendid  community  social  service  work  and  exercises  a  strong 
influence  over  the  spiritual  life  of  the  young  men.  The  Associa- 
tion's Life-Work  Series  periodically  given  is  a  notable  feature. 
Each  profession  is  represented  by  an  out-of-town  speaker,  who 
has  achieved  distinction. 

Y.  W.  C.  A. — The  Young  Women's  Christian  Association  of 
American  Colleges  has  a  vigorous,  active  local  organization 
here.        It  meets  regularly  on  Sunday  evenings  at  7:30  o'clock. 
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The  Association  aflSliates  with  the  national  organization  in  every 
way  and  has  a  powerful  influence  over  the  rehgious  life  of  the 
young  women  of  the  College. 

The  Christian  Endeavor  Society. — One  of  the  strongest 
Christian  Endeavor  Societies  in  the  country  is  that  which  meets 
regularly  here  Sunday  evenings.  Through  its  public  prayer 
meetings  and  its  various  committees  it  supplies  the  best  sort  of 
training  for  active  Christian  work.  Its  influence  over  the  spirit- 
ual life  of  its  members  is  unmistakably  salutary. 

The  Ministerial  Association. — The  young  ministers  of  the 
College,  feeling  the  need  of  greater  opportunity  for  devotion  and 
prayer,  have  organized  themselves  into  the  Elon  College  Minis- 
terial Association.    The  Association  is  active  in  community  work. 

The  Literary  Societies. — Four  literary  societies  are  recog- 
nized by  the  Faculty.  They  are  for  young  ladies,  the  Psiphelian 
and  Psykaleon;  for  young  men,  the  Philologian  and  Clio.  Their 
hall  and  office  are  in  the  Administration  Building. 

These  societies  meet  weekly  for  debate  and  general  work 
and  form  a  powerful  factor  in  College  life. 

The  Philologian  and  Clio  Societies  have  instituted  loan  funds, 
whereby  they  keep  in  College  two  or  three  worthy  members. 

One  must  be  a  registered  student  ten  days  before  joining  a  literary 
society.  November  the  first  is  the  earliest  date  for  receiving  new 
members. 

The  College  Band. — The  College  Band  was  organized  in 
1906,  and  has  had  an  average  of  twenty  members.  It  fills  a  large 
place  in  the  life  of  the  campus.  It  meets  twice  weekly  for  practice 
and  rehearsal  and  furnishes  music  on  all  public  occasions  and  for 
commencement. 

The  College  Orchestra. — The  College  Orchestra,  of  from 
eight  to  twelve  pieces,  furnishes  music  for  the  chapel  services, 
the  Sunday  School,  and  Christian  Endeavor,  and  on  other  special 
occasions  during  the  year. 

The  Men's  Glee  Club.— The  young  men  of  the  College 
having  special  musical  talent  are  organized  into  a  Glee  Club. 
This  organization,  like  the  athletic  teams,  is  financed  through  the 
Bursar's  office.  The  club  adds  much  to  the  life  ard  spirit  of  the 
campus. 
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The  Young  Women's  Glee  Club. — The  young  women  of  thp 
College  having  special  musical  talent  are  organized  into  a  Glee 
Club,  similar  to  that  for  the  young  men. 

Class  and  Other  Organizations. — Each  of  the  classes  in  the 
College  has  its  own  organization.  These  class  organizations  tend 
to  develop  class  and  College  spirit  and  have  proved  very  helpful. 
Each  Class  selects  its  motto,  pin  or  other  distinctive  mark^ 
color,  flower  and  elects  its  own  officers.  Each  class  when  it  or- 
ganizes in  its  Freshman  year  elects  a  head  of  some  literary  de- 
partment, other  than  the  President  or  Dean,  as  its  Faculty  ad- 
viser. The  classes  hold  their  meetings  after  public  announcement 
on  the  bulletin  boards,  and  all  such  occasiond,  as  also  committee 
meetings  of  the  class,  are  to  be  attended  by  the  Faculty  adviser. 
The  number  of  meetings  which  any  class  may  hold  is  limited  to 
one  per  month,  and  these  are  always  to  be  held  in  the  day  time. 

No  organization  of  students  can  be  effected  without  the 
Faculty's  consent  and  approval,  and  no  called  meetings  of  any 
regular  organization  can  be  held  without  permission  from  the 
Dean.  The  Freshman  class  may  not  organize  before  November 
1st. 

Alumni  Association. — The  Alumni  Association  is  a  voluntary 
organization  of  the  graduates  of  the  College.  It  holds  business 
sessions  on  the  afternoon  of  Tuesday  of  each  commencement. 
It  provides  the  speaker  for  the  alumni  address  on  the  closing 
evening  of  each  commencement  and  generously  provided  the 
Alumni  Scholarship  for  the  Junior  Class.  It  has  recently  raised 
the  money  to  pay  for  the  Alumni  Building,  named  in  thtir  honor. 
The  Class  of  1913  had  the  distinction  of  launching  this  move- 
ment. Every  five  years  a  special  Alumni  Bulletin  is  printed, 
giving  a  complete  list  of  the  Alumni. 

Student  Volunteer  Bands. — The  student  volunteers  for  the 
foreign  field  are  organized  into  two  bands,  one  for  each  sex,  to 
study  courses  fitting  them  for  their  life  work.  These  meetings 
are  under  the  supervision  of  the  proper  Dean. 

The  Music  Lovers'  Club. — This  club  was  organized  during 
1915-'16.;,  Its  meetings  are  held  monthly.  Its  purpose  is  sufficient- 
ly indicated  by  its  name.     Its  membership  is  open  to  Faculty 
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members,   diploma  music   pupils,  and  residents  of  the   College 
community. 

The  Choral  Society. — This  society  was  organized  in  January, 
1916.  It  has  more  than  a  hundred  members,  and  gives  programs 
at  various  times  during  the  year  and  at  commencement. 

Religious  Activities  Organization. — All  of  the  religious  ac- 
tivities of  the  campus  are  federated  in  the  ReHgious  Activities 
Organization.  Its  constitution  and  bylaws  are  printed  in  the  Red 
Book. 

Social  Clubs. — Four  social  clubs  for  each  sex  may  be  recog- 
nized by  the  Faculty.  The  conditions  under  which  they  are 
recognized  and  the  regulations  by  which  they  are  governed  are 
set  forth  in  the  Red  Book.  The  clubs  that  are  officially  recog- 
nized are  as  follows: 

For  Men. — Kappa  Si  Nu;  Iota  Tau  Kappa;  Alpha  Pi  Delta; 
Sigma  Phi  Beta. 

For  Women. — Beta  Omicron  Beta;  Delta  Upsilon  Kappa; 
Tau  Zeta  Phi;  Pi  Kappa  Tau. 


College  Publications. 


The  College  Bulletin. — The  Elon  Coliege  Bulletin,  issued  not 
less  than  four  times  the  year,  is  for  free  distribution.  The  Febru- 
ary number  is  the  College  Catalogue.  Other  numbers  issued 
from  time  to  time  are  the  Opening  Number,  the  Vacation  Num- 
ber, the  Illustrated  Bulletin,  the  Special  Fund  Number,  the 
Special  Normal  Term  Number,  the  Commencement  Number, 
the  Library  Number,  the  Christian  Education  Building  Num- 
ber, the  Theological  Department  Number,  the  Standardization 
Fund  Number,  the  Religious  Education  and  Christian  Methods 
Number,  etc.  These  bulletins  give  information  concerning  the 
College  and  contain  announcements  of  its  plans  and  achieve- 
ments that  are  of  public  interest  and  general  concern.  A  copy 
of  any  of  these  bulletins  will  be  sent  prepaid  free  to  any  address 
upon  application  to  the  office  of  the  President. 

The  Red  Book. — The  Red  Book  is  issued  annually  by  the 
Dean.  It  contains  indispensable  information  for  students  and 
is  the  basis  for  the  internal  government  of  the  College.  Every 
student  is  furnished  a  copy  upon  registration. 

The  PMPsiCli.— The  PhiPsiCli  is  the  College  Annual,  edited 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Faculty,  by  the  Senior  Class.  It  is 
thoroughly  imbued  with  the  Elon  Spirit  and  takes  its  rank  among 
the  best  of  such  College  media  of  thought  and  life.  This  annual, 
first  brought  out  in  1913,  has  become  an  annual  publication. 

"Maroon  and  Gold." — This  is  the  student  weekly  publi- 
cation. The  ofl&cers  and  directors  are  elected  by  the  Junior  Class, 
though  the  class  is  not  restricted  to  its  own  membership  in  mak- 
ing selections.  The  College  is  not  responsible  for  the  paper 
financially.  It  first  appeared  in  the  fall  of  1919,  as  the  success- 
or of  the  "Elon  College  Weekly." 

"The  Alumni  Voice." — This  is  the  quarterly  magazine  of  the 
General  Alumni  Association.  The  Editor-in-Chief  is  Prof.  J.  W. 
Barney  and  the  Business  Manager  is  Geo.  D.  Colclough. 


Lectures  and  Public  Exercises. 


The  Summerbell  Lectures. — Dr.  Martyn  Summerbell,  Lake- 
mont,  N.  Y.,  is  non-resident  Professor  of  Church  History  and 
Biblical  Literature  in  the  College,  and  each  year  in  May  de- 
livers a  course  of  three  or  more  lectures  in  his  department. 

The  Mission  Lectures. — Dr.  J.  0.  Atkinson,  former  College 
Pastor,  now  Mission  Secretary  of  the  Southern  Christian  Con- 
vention, each  year  gives  a  course  of  lectures  on  Christian 
Missions. 

Inter-Class  Debates. — Beginning  with  the  session  of  1912-'13, 
there  has  been  held  an  annual  series  of  class  debates  on  Thurs- 
day of  the  Easter  season,  between  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore 
classes. 

Music  Recitals. — The  Department  of  Music  gives  several 
public  recitals  each  year.  The  Choral  Society  is  under  its  direc- 
tion. 

Faculty  Recitals. — At  some  time  during  each  semester,  the 
Music  and  Expression  faculties  will  give  a  public  recital. 

Art  Exhibit. — The  Art  Department  gives  an  annual  exhibit 
of  its  pupils'  work  during  the  final  day  of  the  commencement 
season.  The  exhibit  takes  place  in  the  Art  Studio  of  the  Ala- 
mance Building. 

Expression  Recitals. — The  Department  of  Expression  gives 
two  public  recitals  during  the  College  year.  It  also  presents 
plays  from  time  to  time. 

Public  Receptions. — The  Faculty  gives  a  public  reception  to 
the  students  on  Saturday  after  the  College  opens  in  September. 
This  is  a  formal  reception. 

Literary  Society  Entertainments. — Each  of  the  four  literary 
societies  gives  a  public  entertainment  during  the  College  year. 
The  Psykaleon  Society  gives  its  entertainment  on  Greater  Elon 
Day;  the  Philologian  Society  on  Thanksgiving  Day;  the  Clio 
Society  on  Washington's  Birthday;  the  Psiphelian  Society  on 
Easter  Saturday.     These  entertainments  are  attended  by  large 
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concourses  of  people  and  constitute  one  of  the  most  enjoyable 
features  of  the  College  life.  Only  active  members  of  a  society 
may  take  part  in  its  entertainment,  and  active  members  must 
be  regularly  matriculated  students.  Only  active  society  mem- 
bers and  Faculty  members  can  coach  entertainments. 

Inter-Collegiate  Debates. — Inter-collegiate  debates  for  which 
the  speakers  are  chosen  in  competitive  puWic  contests,  are  from 
time  to  time  arranged  for  with  other  colleges.  All  public  de- 
bates of  every  character  are  under  the  control  of  the  Faculty 
Committee  on  Debates.  The  College  is  a  member  of  the  N.  C. 
Intercollegiate  Debating  Association. 

Inter-Collegiate  Peace  Contests. — Annually  Elon  participates 
in  the  North  Carolina  Inter-Collegiate  Peace  Contest,  both  for 
men  and  for  women. 

Entertainments. — By  vote  of  the  Faculty,  there  are  to  be 
no  paid  entertainments  or  exercises  of  any  kind  in  the  College  or 
on  the  campus.  A  limited  number  of  exercises  may  be  held,  sub- 
ject to  the  President's  approval,  each  year,  at  which  a  free-will 
offering  may  be  received.  A  Concert  Course  may  be  arranged 
for  the  year  by  the  President,  as  may  also  a  Lecture  Course  in 
any  one  of  the  special  departments,  for  both  of  which  season 
tickets  will  be  sold. 

Organ  Vesper  Services. — On  the  second  Sunday  evening 
of  each  month  from  September  to  May  inclusive,  the  Head  of 
the  Organ  Department  gives  a  vesper  service  on  the  Skinner 
Organ.     The  services  begin  at  7:  30  and  last  for  one  hour. 

Banquets. — Each  of  the  social  clubs  gives  an  annual  banquet, 
and  at  some  suitable  time  in  the  Spring  Semester  the  Juniors 
entertain  the  Seniors. 

Stunts. — At  stated  times  stunts  are  given  by  the  various 
classes  and  other  College  organizations  or  groups 

Commencement. — The  annual  commencement  is  the  most 
important  public  exercise  of  the  year.  It  always  begins  on  Sat- 
urday before  the  fourth  Sunday  of  May.  For  the  roster  of 
events  entering  into  this  important  event  see  the  College  Cal- 
endar on  page  5. 


College  Athletics. 


It  is  the  aim  of  the  College  to  encourage  participation  in 
athletics  on  the  part  of  all  students  rather  than  on  the  part  of  the 
few,  as  it  is  believed  that  in  well  regulated  athletics  is  found, 
for  the  great  majority  of  College  men  the  best  solution  of  the 
problem  of  national  and  effectual  physical  training.  There  is  no 
athletic  fee  and  all  may  take  part.  The  choosing  of  varsity 
teams  is  a  matter  of  merit,  and  any  one  may  make  application 
to  the  Coach  and  try  for  any  team  to  represent  the  College. 

Provision  is  made  for  football,  basketball,  baseball,  track 
and  tennis,  undei  the  supervision  of  the  College  Coach,  Di- 
rector of  Physical  Training  for  Men  and  Graduate  Manager,  but 
these  sports  take  the  place  of  the  regular  physical  training  work 
only  during  the  season  of  a  sport.  Elon  is  a  member  of  the 
North  Carolina  Intercollegiate  Athletic  Conference. 

Inter-Collegiate  Athletics. — Elon  allows  inter-collegiate  ath- 
letics on  the  part  of  its  young  men.  The  following  regulations 
govern  all  such  contests: 

REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  INTER-COLLEGIATE  ATHLETICS. 

1.  Inter-collegiate  games  are  allowed  under  Faculty  supervision. 

2.  The  Athletic  Council  is  not  permitted  to  make  debts  which  it  ia 
not  prepared  to  pay,  and  all  of  its  finances  are  to  be  transacted  through 
the  Business  Manager's  office  All  gate  receipts  and  money  for  sale  of  sea- 
son tickets  shall  be  received  directly  by  the  Graduate  Manager  or  the  Bus- 
iness Manager's  Assistant. 

3.  No  student  is  eligible  to  play  in  any  inter-collegiate  game  unless  he 
was  a  registfered  student  by  October  1st  in  the  fall  next  preceding  such 
game  or  by  January  10th  in  the  spring,  taking  full  work,  which  means 
as  many  as  twelve  hours  of  literary  work  at  least,  or  its  equivalent,  and 
passing  at  least  nine  hours  of  work.  A  student  not  registered  in  the  fall  may 
play  in  the  spring,  provided  he  has  in  a  previous  year  satisfactorily  com- 
pleted a  semester's  work. 

4.  No  student  can  represent  the  College  in  any  athletic  event  who  has 
not  conducted  himself  in  an  exemplary  manner  throughout  the  entire  Col- 
lege year,  the  Faculty  judging  in  each  instance. 

5.  No  student  who  receives  financial  aid,  directly  or  indirectly,  by 
reason  of  his  playing  on  the  team  or  by  reason  of  any  professional  athletie 
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service  rendered  the  College,  in  any  inter-collegiate  sport  in  which  Elon 
participates,  shall  be  allowed  in  any  inter-collegiate  game.  The  playing 
of  summer  ball  on  an  amateur  team  shall  not  disqualify  a  bona  fide  student, 
but  no  one  who  has  played  on  a  professional  team  of  any  kind  shall  be  eligible 
for  any  team  here.  Our  teams  will  not  be  allowed  to  play  with  institutions 
violating  these  principles.  It  is  understood  that  four  years  on  any  College 
team  shall  make  any  student  a  professional  in  that  sport  in  the  interpreta- 
tion of  thib  rule.  A  substitute  ceases  to  be  a  substitute  if  he  plays  in  more 
than  two  regularly  scheduled  games  of  any  season's  sport.  An  amateur 
becomes  a  professional  if  he  plays  on  a  team  under  national  protection  and 
is  therewith  debarred  from  representing  the  College  in  any  inter-collegiate 
athletic  contest. 

6  A  Faculty  representative  shall  accompany  the  team  when  on  a  trip, 
at  which  times  the  same  College  regulations,  as  to  student  deportment,  are 
in  force  as  at  the  College. 

7.  The  Athletic  Varsity  "E"  shall  be  awarded  at  the  close  of  each 
inter-collegiate  athletic  season  by  the  Athletic  Council.  The  award  shall 
include  athletic  ability,  scholarship,  and  deportment,  the  Athletic  Council 
judging. 

8.  The  monogram  "E-C"  shall  be  awarded  at  the  close  of  the  athletic 
season  in  the  spring  of  each  year  to  those  students  who  have  been  recom- 
mended by  the  coach,  and  approved  as  worthy  by  the  Athletic  Council.  No 
other  male  student  shall  wear  the  initial  letter  or  the  monogram,  nor  shall 
any  one  wear  the  initial  "E"  or  the  monogram  "E-C"  until  the  same  has 
been  awarded  by  the  Athletic  Council.  In  the  event  that  the  winner  of  the 
varsity  insignia  shall  allow  a  lady  student  or  faculty  member  to  wear  his 
insignia,  he  forfeits  the  right  to  wear  any  insignia  during  such  time.  The 
Athletic  Coimcil  may  at  any  time  withdraw  the  right  to  wear  either  the 
letter  or  the  monogram  for  conduct,  in  their  judgment,  meriting  such  pen- 
alty. 

9.  A  student  shall  be  allowed  to  add  a  service  stripe  to  the  varsity  "E" 
for  each  additional  year  of  the  same  sport  on  the  same  conditions  as  stated 
in  rule  No.  7. 

10.  There  shall  not  be  more  than  eighteen  inter-collegiate  games  of 
baseball  or  basket  ball  scheduled  in  any  one  season,  nor  more  than  eight  for 
football. 

11.  The  arrangement  for  all  inter-collegiate  games  shall  be  under  the 
management  of  a  committee  of  the  Faculty,  known  as  the  Athletic  Council. 
The  transactions  of  this  committee  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
President,  and  the  Graduate  Manager's  signature  shall  be  necessary  before 
any  contract  for  games  is  binding  on  the  Athletic  Council. 

12.  The  captain  of  the  next  year's  team  is  elected  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  season  of  each  sport  by  his  teammates,  the  Coach  acting  as  chairman. 


Essays,  Orations,  Theses. 


Essays  and  Orations. — Orations  are  delivered  by  represen- 
tatives of  the  Philologian  and  Clio  Literary  Societies  three  times 
during  the  year,  Thanksgiving,  Washington's  Birthday  and  Com- 
mencement. Three  times  during  the  year,  representatives  of  the 
PsipheHan  and  Psykaleon  Literary  Societies  present  essays,  on 
Greater  Elon  Day,  Easter  and  Commencement.  These  essays 
and  orations  are  original,  do  not  exceed  1,250  words  in  length, 
and  must  be  submitted  to  the  President  at  least  one  month  before 
they  are  to  be  presented,  and  must  be  approved  by  him. 

Every  male  candidate  for  graduation  from  the  College  must 
deliver  an  oration,  prepared  by  himself,  not  exceeding  1,250 
words  in  length,  before  a  committee  of  the  Faculty,  in  compe- 
tition for  a  place  as  class  representative  at  Commencement. 
These  essays  and  orations  are  to  be  presented  in  the  Junior  year. 
Every  young  lady  who  is  a  candidate  for  graduation  must  present 
an  essay,  prepared  by  herself,  not  exceeding  1,250  words  in  length, 
before  a  committee  of  the  Faculty,  in  competition  for  a  place  as 
class  representative  at  commencement  in  the  Junior  year. 

All  subjects  for  essays  and  orations  to  be  presented  at  Com- 
mencement must  be  handed  to  the  President  not  later  than 
January  15th  of  each  year  and  the  essays  and  orations  must  be 
in  his  hands  not  later  than  March  15th.  The  contest  for  places 
as  class  representatives  will  occur  sometime  during  the  week  of 
April  20th,  the  exact  day  to  be  determined  by  the  Faculty. 
All  essays  and  orations  are  to  be  typewritten  when  submitted 
to  the  President. 

Graduation  Theses. — Every  student  who  graduates  from  the 
College  with  a  Bachelor's  Degree  is  permitted  to  write,  during 
his  Senior  year,  a  thesis,  in  addition  to  his  regular  work,  in  com- 
petition for  the  Morrow  Medal. 

These  theses  must  be  handed  to  the  President  not  later  than 
May  1st,  and  must  be  typewritten  and  bound  and  with  the  name 
of  the  author  in  a  sealed  envelope  within. 
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The  outline  of  the  theses  shall  be  submitted  to  the  profes- 
sors in  whose  schools  the  theses  are  to  be  written,  not  later  than 
December  1  of  Senior  year. 

Term  Graduation  Papers. — A  term  paper  in  the  field  of  his 
major  or  in  a  department  in  which  he  has  18  semester  hours  of 
work,  must  be  prepared  by  each  candidate  for  a  degree.  The  Red 
Book  gives  the  details  of  this  requirement. 


Degrees,  Honors,  Certificates. 


Collegiate  Degrees. — The  College  confers  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  upon  those  who  complete  the  requirements  for 
graduation. 

Honorary  Degrees. — The  College  confers  the  honorary  de- 
grees of  Doctor  of  Literature,  Doctor  of  Divinity,  and  Doctor  of 
Laws.  These  honors  are,  however,  seldom  conferred  and  then 
only  upon  those  who  deserve  them  and  will  reflect  credit  upon 
the  degi'ees.  The  names  of  all  persons  receiving  such  degrees 
from  Elon  are  published  in  the  Alumni  Number  of  the  College 
Bulletin,  issued  once  in  five  years. 

Certificates. — Departmental  Certificates  will  be  given  those 
who  have  completed  the  course  in  Music,  Art,  Expres^ion,  or 
Physical  Training,  provided  that  each  student  shall  have  com- 
pleted fifteen  units  of  literary  work  as  required  for  entrance  to 
College,  and  have  completed  the  requirements  for  a  major  in 
some  one  school  of  the  College  department  with  an  average  of 
at  least  85  per  cent  for  the  work  done  in  the  special  depart- 
ment and  the  school.  In  lieu  of  a  major,  the  candidate  may 
offer  fifteen  year  hours  of  Freshman  literary  work.  No  certifi- 
cates are  given  in  the  Commercial  Department,  or  the  literary 
schools  of  the  College. 

Diplomas. — Departmental  diplomas  will  be  granted  to  those 
who  complete  four  years  of  such  work  in  a  single  department, 
averaging  85,  and  in  addition  two  literary  school  majors,  or 
thirty  year  hours  of  Freshman  and  Sophomore  literary  work. 

Honors. — Graduates  who,  during  their  entire  college  course, 
make  an  average  of  from  80  to  85  receive  their  degrees  cum 
laude;  those  making  from  85  to  90,  magna  cum  laude;  and  those 
making  92.5  or  more,  summa  cum  laude. 

The  honor  of  being  valedictorian  of  his  class  goes  to  that 
member  of  the  graduating  class  who  has,  during  the  four  years 
of  his  college  course,  taken  at  Elon,  made  the  highest  average 
grade  in   literary  work. 
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The  honor  of  being  salutatorian  of  his  class  goes  to  that 
member  of  the  graduating  class  who  has,  during  the  four  years 
of  his  college  course  taken  at  Elon,  made  the  next  highest  aver- 
age grade  in  literary  work. 

Rating  of  Ofifices  and  Honors. — That  democracy  may  pre- 
vail in  the  distribution  of  honors  and  offices  in  the  College,  the 
Faculty  have  rated  each  honor  or  office.  No  student  may  have 
more  than  a  maximum  of  100  points  during  any  College  year. 
The  Commencement  program  announces  the  names  of  all  who 
reach  100  points  according  to  this  rating.

Scholarships  and  Medals. 


Faculty  Scholarship  Committee. — The  President  and  the 
Faculty  Scholarship  Committee  award  all  scholarships.  No  schol- 
arship will  be  awarded  to  a  high  school  graduate  whose  average 
has  been  less  than  80  per  cent  and  none  will  be  awarded  later 
than  July  1. 

Note. — All  scholarships  are  awarded  on  the  condition  that  the  student 
average  at  least  80  per  cent  on  his  College  work.  No  scholarships  are  award- 
ed in  Commercial,  Music,  or  other  special  departments. 

The  Alumni  Scholarship. — The  Alumni  Association  in  session 
June  1,  1909,  generously  decided  to  establish  a  scholarship  in 
Elon  College.  This  scholarship  is  to  be  awarded  in  the  hterary 
department,  and  is  of  the  value  of  $76.00  a  year.  The  fund  which 
is  being  raised  by  the  alumni  of  the  institution  for  this  purpose, 
is  to  be  known  as  the  Alumni  Scholarship  Fund,  only  the  interest 
of  which  shall  be  available  for  paying  the  scholarship.  All  inter- 
est received  by  the  Treasurer  is  to  be  paid  directly  to  the  Bus- 
iness Manager,  and  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  scholar- 
ship account. 

Elon  High  School  Scholarships. — The  Board  of  Trustees 
offer  a  scholarship  to  one  graduate  of  any  high  school  of  which 
an  Elon  graduate  is  principal  or  superintendent  or  a  teacher  in 
high  school  work.  Said  scholarship  is  good  for  one  year,  and 
covers  tuition  in  the  literary  branches.  The  candidate  is  to  be 
satisfactorily  recommended  by  the  principal  or  superintendent 
and  approved  by  the  Faculty  committee  on  scholarships.  The 
number  of  such  scholarships  is  limited  to  ten. 

Public  High  School  Scholarships. — The  Board  of  Trustees 
offer  ten  free  tuition  scholarships  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  principal  or  superintendent  of  approved  high  schools,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Faculty  committee  on  scholarshipo. 

Southern  Christian  Convention  Scholarships. — In  each  of 
the  five  conferences  supporting  Elon  College  through  quarterly 
Sunday  School  offerings,  a  scholarship  is  offered  to  the  school 
making  the  largest  per  capita  gift  during  the  year,  and  another 
to  the  school  raising  the  largest  gross  offering  during  the   year. 
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The  same  school  may  win  both  scholarships  awarded  its  con- 
ference. 

The  J.  J.  Suramerbell  Scholarship. — In  consideration  of  a 
bequest  of  $1,000  for  that  purpose  left  the  College  by  the  late 
Dr.  J.  J.  Summerbell,  the  President  of  the  College  each  year  will 
award  a  §60.00  tuition  scholarship,  in  either  the  College  or  one 
of  the  special  departments,  good  for  the  succeeding  year,  to  that 
member  of  either  Freshman,  Sophomore,  or  Junior  Class,  who 
shall  write  the  best  thesis  on  "The  First  Commandment  and  the 
Unity  of  God."  same  to  be  adjudged  by  a  committee  of  the 
Faculty.  Theses  in  this  competition  are  to  be  typewritten  and  in 
the  President's  hands,  the  name  of  the  writer  accompanying  in 
a  sealed  envelope,  not  later  than  May  1. 

The  Barrett  Scholarship. — In  memory  of  Dr.  J.  Pressley  Bar- 
rett, one  of  the  original  trustees  of  the  College,  the  trcstees  have 
founded  the  Barrett  Scholarship,  to  be  awarded  to  some  worthy 
Freshman. 

The  Long  Scholarship. — In  remembrance  of  Dr.  W.  S.  Long, 
founder  and  first  president,  a  free  tuition  scholarship  is  awarded 
each  year  to  some  worthy  member  of  the  Freshman  Class. 

The  Staley  Scholarship. — Dr.  W.  W.  Staley,  second  presi- 
dent, awards  a  free  tuition  scholarship  annually  to  some  member 
of  the  Freshman  Class. 

The  Moffltt  Scholarship.— Dr.  E.  L.  Moffitt,  third  president, 
awards  annually  a  free  tuition  scholarship  to  some  member  of 
the  Freshman  Class. 

The  Martyn  Summerbell  Scholarship.— Dr.  Martyn  Summer- 
bell,  Lakemont,  N.  Y.,  each  year  awards  a  scholarship  to  some 
worthy  member  of  the  Freshman  Class. 

The  Stanford  Orator's  Medal.— The  Stanford  Medal,  es- 
tablished by  Col.  and  Mrs.  S.  L.  Adams,  is  given  for  the  best 
oration  delivered  at  commencement  in  the  Junior  year  by  a  young 
man  of  the  next  year's  graduating  class.  It  was  established  in 
memory  of  Hon.  Richard  Stanford,  a  patron  and  advocate  of  edu- 
cation and  member  of  Congress  from  North  Carolina,  1792-1816. 

The  Moflfitt  Essayist's  Medal.— The  Moffitt  Medal,  estab- 
lished by  the  family  of  the  late  E.  A.  Moffitt,  is  given  for  the  best 
essay  at  commencement  in  the  Junior  year  by  a  young  lady  of 
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the  next  year's  graduating  class.     This  medal  was  established  in 
memory  of  E.  A.  Mofiitt,  for  many  years  a  trustee  of  the  College. 

The  Morrow  Thesis  Medal.— The  R.  M.  Morrow  Thesis 
Medal,  estabhshed  by  Dr.  R.  M.  Morrow,  is  given  to  that  member 
of  the  Senior  Class  who  shall  have  written  the  best  thesis  in  any 
School  of  Instruction,  same  to  be  adjudged  by  the  Faculty. 
These  theses,  typewritten,  must  be  submitted  by  May  1. 


Endowment  and  Sources  of  Income. 


Tuition  and  Fees. — The  income  from  tuition  in  the  hterary 
and  special  departments  constitutes  a  chief  and  growing  source 
of  revenue  for  the  support  of  the  College.  The  income  from 
fees,  matriculation  and  departmental,  is  used  to  pay  the  incident- 
al expenses  of  the  College  and  of  the  departments.  Besides  these 
sources  of  income  and  gifts  from  friends  from  time  to  time  on 
current  expenses,  the  College  has  the  following  sources  of  reve- 
nue: 

The  O.  J.  Wait  Fund. — This  fund  was  a  bequest  from  Rev. 
O.  J.  Wait,  D,  D.,  of  Fall  River,  Mass.,  the  amount,  one  thousand 
dollars,  being  the  first  bequest  that  came  to  the  College. 

The  Francis  Asbury  Palmer  Fund. — Of  this  fund  twenty 
thousand  dollars  was  given  by  Mr,  Francis  Asbury  Palmer,  of 
New  York,  before  his  death.  The  remaining  ten  thousand  dollars, 
having  been  provided  for  in  his  will,  became  available  soon  after 
his  death. 

The  Patrick  Henry  Lee  Fund. — This  fund  of  one  thousand 
dollars  is  a  bequest  from  Capt.  P.  H.  Lee,  of  Holland,  Va. 

The  J.  J.  Summerbell  Fund. — Dr.  J.J.  Summerbell,  Dayton, 
Ohio,  from  its  foundation  the  staunch  friend  and  loyal  supporter 
of  the  College,  departed  this  life  February  28,  1913,  and  left  a 
bequest  of  SI, 500  to  Elon.  This  Fund  has  been  added  to  the  per- 
manently invested  funds  and  is  to  be  perpetually  known  as  the 
J.  J.  Summerbell  Fund. 

The  Jesse  Winbourne  Fund. — This  fund,  a  bequest  from 
Deacon  Jesse  Winbourne,  of  Elon  College,  N.  C,  amounting  to 
$5,000,  became  available  in  January,  1923.  It  is  a  part  of  the 
permanent  endowment  funds  of  the  College. 

The  Southern  Christian  Convention  Fund. — The  Southern 
Christian  Convention  asks  the  conferences  composing  the  con- 
vention for  S12;750  annually  for  the  support  of  the  College. 
This  is  called  the  Elon  College  Fund,  and,  for  several  years,  the 
conferences  have  contributed  the  amount  asked  for. 
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This  fund  is  the  equivalent  of  an  invested  endowment  of 
$212,500  at  6  per  cent.  By  vote  of  the  Southern  Christian  Con- 
vention in  Maj'-,  1918,  a  note  was  given  the  College  for  $112,500, 
and  later  $100,000  in  6  per  cent,  bonds,  as  evidences  of  this  obli- 
gation. 

The  Carlton  Fund.— The  family  of  Mr.  J.  W.  Carlton,  of 
Richmond,  Va.,  consisting  of  Messrs.  P.  J.  Carlton,  H.  A.  Carlton 
and  Luther  Carlton,  and  Mrs.  T.  S.  Parrott,  have  given  the 
College  for  its  permanent  funds,  certain  R.  F.  and  P.  railway 
stocks  valued  at  $50,000,  to  found  a  Professorship  in  Christian 
Literature  and  Methods  in  memory  of  Mrs.  J.  W.  Carlton, 

The  Corwith  Fund. — Trustee  W.  F.  Corwith  has  given  the 
College  for  its  pemanent  funds  Thirty-five  Thousand  Dollars, 
to  found  a  Professorship  in  Biblical  Literature  and  Languages  in 
memory  of  Mrs.  W.  F.  Corwith. 

Alumni  Scholarship  Fund — The  Alumni  Association  has 
paid  three  hundred  dollars  as  an  endowment  of  its  scholarship. 
This  is  invested  and  credit  on  the  scholarship  given  each  year 
to  the  amount  of  the  interest. 

The  Bowling  Fund. — Dr.  E.  H.  Bowhng,  Durham,  N.  C, 
has  created  a  permanent  fund  to  be  used  in  the  education  of 
deserving  students,  one  or  more  each  year,  preferably  candidates 
for  the  ministry.  The  candidates  who  are  accepted  as  benefici- 
aries of  this  fund  will  receive  $60  per  year  to  be  applied  to  their 
account  with  the  College.  They  will  give  an  interest  bearing 
note  at  six  per  cent,  for  the  same,  with  acceptable  security,  and 
will  begin  paying  the  money  back,  at  least  one  note  a  year, 
immediately  after  graduation.  The  title  of  this  fund  will  remain 
in  the  College,  but  it  is  to  be  perpetually  used  for  the  purpose 
indicated  in  Dr.  Bowling's  gift.  The  awards  of  the  funds  are 
made  by  the  President. 

The  J.  W.  Wellons  Fund. — Dr.  J.  W.  Wellons,  several  years 
before  his  death,  bought  two  annuity  bonds  of  the  College  in  the 
sum  of  $1,500.  By  the  terms  of  the  bonds,  at  his  decease  they 
were  cancelled  and  the  principal  became  a  part  of  the  general 
endowment  of  the  College,  under  the  caption — "The  J.  W.  Wei- 
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Ions  Fund."  Dr.  Wellons  desired  that  the  Church  would  supple- 
ment his  gift  till  an  endowment  of  $300,000  should  be  provided 
for  the  School  of  Christian  Education. 

The  Amick  Fund.— Dr.  T.  C.  Amick,  of  the  College  Faculty, 
has  created  a  fund,  to  which  he  makes  additions  annually,  to  be 
loaned  to  deserving  students  at  6  per  cent,  annually.  The  Pres- 
ident lends  this  fund  on  proper  security. 

The  Pritchard  Fund.— Hon.  I.  W.  Pritchard,  Chapel  Hill, 
N.  C,  has  given  the  College  $5,000,  the  income  on  which  is  to 
be  used  in  aiding  ministerial  students. 

The  Masonic  Fund. — The  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina 
has  given  the  College  $2,500  to  be  loaned  to  seniors  in  College, 
on  acceptable  security. 

Ministerial  Loan  Fund. — The  treasurer  of  the  College  is  cus- 
todian for  the  loan  fund  of  $13,031.49  of  the  Southern  Christian 
Convention.  It  is  loaned  to  ministerial  students  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Convention. 

The  Harmon  Foundation  Loan  Fund. — Students  when  re- 
commended by  the  Business  Manager  and  otherwise  meeting  the 
conditions,  may  receive  loans  from  the  Harmon  Foundation. 

The  Knights  Templar  Educational  Loan  Fund. — Under  the 
rulef-  of  the  Grand  Commandary,  students  in  Elon  College  may 
secure  loans  from  this  fund. 

The  Dr.  J.  L.  Kernodle  Loan  Fund. — Dr.  J.  L.  Kernodle, 
Burlington,  N.  C,  a  life-long  friend  of  the  College,  has  created 
a  trust  fund,  whose  income  is  to  be  loaned  to  worthy  students, 
preferably  residing  in  Alamance  County.  Three  students  were 
aided  by  this  fund  during  1927-'28.  Dr.  Kernodle  plans  to  en- 
large the  fund  from  time  to  time. 

Kappa  Psi  Nu  Loan  Fund. — The  Kappa  Psi  Nu  Social  Club 
has  given  the  College  a  note,  bearing  interest  at  6  per  cent,  in 
the  sum  of  $1,250.  The  interest  is  to  be  loaned  each  year  to 
some  deserving  student. 

Other  Invested  Funds. — Other  gifts  to  the  permanent  Endow- 
ment Fund  are:  One  of  twenty-five  dollars  from  Rev.  J.  J.  Sum- 
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merbell,  D.  D.,  of  Dayton,  Ohio;  one  of  $283.35  from  the  estate 
of  the  late  Jos.  A.  Foster,  of  Semora,  N.  C;  one  of  $50.00  by  Miss 
Mamie  Tate,  as  a  student  loan  fund;  and  one  of  $100.00  to  be 
kept  at  interest  for  a  term  of  years,  left  by  the  late  Rev.  S.  B. 
Klapp. 

The  Francis  Asbury  Palmer  Board  Donations. — The  late 
Francis  Asbury  Palmer,  who  endowed  the  College,  left  his  estate 
to  a  Board  who  are  to  administer  it  in  furthering  education.  This 
Board  has  been  very  considerate  of  Elon  and  each  year  makes  a 
considerable  donation  in  cash  for  current  expenses.  This  year 
the  amount  given  was  $4,000.  This  Board  also  generously  pro- 
vides for  the  transportation  expenses  of  the  non-resident  lectur- 
ership  of  Dr.  Summerbell. 

The  Standardization  Fund. — During  the  spring  of  1919,  an 
additional  endowment  was  raised,  amounting  to  $381,600.  The 
history  of  this  fund,  known  as  The  Standardization  Fund,  and 
the  list  of  the  donors,  is  to  be  printed  in  a  special  bulletin. 

Emergency  Fund. — Following  the  fire  of  January  18,  1923, 
the  Board  of  Trustees  authorized  an  Emergency  Fund  of  $600,- 
000.  Later  it  was  found  necessary  to  increase  this  fund  to  $1,- 
000,000,  more  than  $600,000  of  which  has  already  been  paid 
in.     The  remainder  is  now  being  raised. 

Forms  of  Bequest. — Quite  a  number  of  friends  have  already 
made  provision  for  the  College  in  the  disposition  of  their  proper- 
ty after  their  decease.  We  appreciate  this  generous  action  on 
their  part  and  commend  it  to  the  liberal-hearted  of  our  friends, 
for  whose  convenience  we  append  herewith  three  forms  of  be- 
quest: 

FIRST  FORM: 
I  give  and  bequeath  to  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Elon  College  the  sum 

of Dollars,   to  be  applied  at 

their  discretion,  for  the  general  purposes  of  the  College. 

SECOND  FORM: 
I  give  and  bequeath  to  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Elon  College  the  sum 
of Dollars,  to  be  safely  invest- 
ed by  them  and  called  the Scholarship 

Fund.  The  interest  ot  this  fund  shall  be  applied  at  their  discretion,  to  aid 
deserving  students. 
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THIRD  FORM: 
I  give  and  bequeath  to  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Elon  College  the  sum 
of Dollars,    to   be   safely   in- 
vested by  them  as  an  endowment  for  the  support  of  the  College. 

Annuity  Bonds. — Those  desiring  a  stable  income  on  funds 
that  they  intend  to  leave  to  the  College  in  their  wills,  can  secure 
the  same  by  placing  such  funds  with  the  College  treasurer  and 
receiving  an  annuity  bond  as  follows.

therefore,  in  consideration  thereof,  the  said  Board  of  Trustees  agree  to  pay

Insurance  Policies. — Or  our  friends  may  make  the  College 
their  beneficiary  in  one  or  more  insurance  policies.  Details  of 
this  plan  will  be  gladly  furnished. 


Examinations  and  Reports. 


Entrance  Examinations. — For  those  who  do  not  come  from 
accredited  high  schools  and  for  those  who  apply  for  advanced 
standing,  entrance  examinations  are  held  on  the  opening  days  of 
the  Fall  and  Spring  Semesters. 

Semester  Examinations. — Semester  examinations  are  given 
in  December  and  May  and  cover  a  period  of  five  days.  No  student 
can  be  permanently  excused  from  taking  examinations  in  any  of 
the  subjects  he  pursues. 

An  average  of  70  on  each  subject,  including  term  standing 
and  examination,  is  required  for  advancement. 

The  standing  of  each  student  is  graded  as  passed,  conditioned, 
or  failed.  Conditioned  means  that  the  student  is  allowed  a  re- 
examination at  the  beginning  of  the  next  semester,  or,  if  the 
study  is  a  continuous  one  and  the  grade  of  work  done  shall  be 
satisfactory  to  the  professor  in  charge,  he  may  be  excused  from 
a  re-examination. 

All  students  making  a  grade  of  from  65  per  cent,  to  70  per 
cent,  on  a  continuous  subject  may  be  conditioned.  A  grade  of 
80  per  cent,  will  be  required  during  the  following  semester  to 
remove  the  condition  without  a  re-examination.  No  conditions 
may  be  granted  at  the  spring  semester  examinations. 

Rules  Governing  Examinations. — Each  student  before  being 
entitled  to  any  grade  upon  an  examination,  is  required  to  sub- 
scribe his  name  to  the  following  pledge:  "I  certify  on  honor  that 
I  have  neither  given  nor  received  any  unauthorized  assistance 
whatsoever  on  this  examination,  and  to  the  best  of  my  belief 
there  were  no  irregularities  on  the  examination  except  such  as  I 
shall  report  in  writing  to  the  professor  in  charge,  who  will  report 
to  the  proper  student-government  body."  Uniform  examination 
books  are  supplied  by  the  College,  and  the  student  must  not 
bring  to  the  place  of  examination  any  books,  paper,  or  notes. 
These  examination  blanks  cost  5  cents  each  and  are  charged  to 
the  student's  account  at  that  rate. 
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Students  who  hand  in  papers  at  the  regular  examinations 
are  considered  to  have  rehnquished  any  claim  to  special  examin- 
ations for  grades.  Students  who  fail  to  attend  regular  exam- 
inations, or  who  fail  to  hand  in  papers,  are  regarded  as  handing 
in  blank  papers,  unless  they  have  been  previously  excused  from 
examination. 

Excuses  from  examination  are  granted  only  in  case  of  abso- 
lute necessity.  Such  an  excuse,  to  be  valid,  must  be  obtained 
from  the  Dean  on  or  before  the  day  of  examination,  and  com- 
municated officially  on  the  day  to  the  professor  holding  the 
examination.  Students  engaged  in  work  as  a  means  of  earning 
their  way  through  College  cannot  offer  such  work,  when  con- 
flicting, as  an  excuse  from  examination  at  the  regular  scheduled 
time. 

No  special  examinations  may  be  held  during  the  regular 
examination  periods  except  such  as  the  Schedule  Committee  may 
authorize  on  account  of  unavoidable  conflicts. 

A  student  washing  a  special  examination  must  deposit  an 
application  in  the  office  of  the  Dean  at  least  one  week  before  the 
beginning  of  the  period  of  special  examinations. 

A  student  who  has  been  excused  from  examination,  or  has 
failed  to  pass,  may  have  opportunity  to  make  good  his  deficiency 
without  taking  the  study  over,  provided  a  grade  of  not  less  than 
50  has  been  obtained  by  Freshmen  or  60  by  upper  classmen  at 
the  following  times: 

At  the  period  of  special  examinations  in  September  pre- 
ceding the  regular  work  of  the  session. 

At  the  regular  examination  of  the  same  class  a  year  from  the 
time  the  deficiency  was  incurred. 

Junior  and  Senior  deficiencies  may  be  made  up  either  at  a 
special  examination  arranged  by  the  Dean  and  the  instructor, 
or  at  the  regular  examination  at  the  close  of  the  term.  Further 
than  above,  no  special  examinations  will  be  allowed. 

No  final  examination  shall  be  held,  except  at  the  final  ex- 
amination periods,  without  permission  of  the  Dean. 

Only  those  who  have  been  excused  from  the  regular  examin- 
ation may  take  another  examination. 
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An  extra  charge  of  $1.00  for  each  examination  taken  out  of 
the  regular  time  will  be  made,  except  in  cases  where  students 
have  been  excused  from  taking  the  regular  examinations  at  the 
regular  examination  periods. 

Reports. — Grade  reports  are  sent  at  the  close  of  each  semes- 
ter to  parents  or  guardian.  These  reports  show  the  standing, 
deportment  and  absences  from  recitation  and  religious  services. 

Summer  School  Credit. — Work  done  in  accredited  summer 
schoolt  will  be  accepted  for  full  value  in  candidacy  for  degree, 
but  not  for  class  honors.  The  final  work  for  a  degree  must  be  in 
residence  at  Elon.     No  Summer  Courses  will  be  offered  at  Elon. 

Correspondence  Credit. — Elon  will  accept  for  credit  corres- 
pondence courses  offered  by  accredited  institutions  on  the 
same  basis  as  those  institutions  accept  them. 

Special  Courses. — Courses  pursued  off  class  during  the  Col- 
lege year  cannot  under  any  circumstances  be  credited  toward 
graduation,  nor  will  correspondence  courses  in  other  institutions 
be  counted  if  taken  during  the  time  of  residence  at  the  College. 
The  only  courses  that  can  be  counted  toward  a  degree  are  year- 
courses  pursued  in  regular  class,  summer  school,  and  corres- 
pondence  courses  as  described  above. 

Changes  in  Course. — No  new  course  may  be  entered  after 
September  30th,  in  the  Fall  Semester,  or  January  31st,  in  the 
Spring  Semester.  A  charge  of  $1.00  is  made  for  dropping,  adding, 
or  changing  a  course. 

The  Sixty  Per  Cent.  Rule. — A  student  faihng  to  pass  in 
60  per  cent,  of  the  work  pursued  may  not  return  for  the  next 
semester.  This  does  not  apply  to  foreign  students  in  the  first 
year  of  their  residence  here,  nor  to  8[jecially  admitted  students, 
if  recommended  by  the  Faculty  Committee  on  Entrance  and 
Credits. 


Matriculation  and  Recitations. 


Matriculation. — Each  student  goes  to  the  assigned  Faculty- 
adviser  or  the  Dean  for  arrangement  of  course,  and  before  en- 
tering any  department  pays  the  matricultion  fee,  $20.00,  and 
his  other  expenses  and  receives  from  the  Business  Manager  a 
registration  card  admitting  him  to  all  departments  of  the  Col- 
lege. The  matriculation  fee  of  $20.00  is  payable  at  the  beginning 
of  the  Fall  Semester  and  again  on  the  opening  day  after  the 
Christmas  holidays,  and  no  student  is  allowed  any  privilege  of  the 
College  until  these  fees  are  paid. 

Every  student  is  required  to  register  within  twenty-four  hours 
after  his  arrival,  and  not  later  than  6:00  p.  m.  of  the  opening  days 
in  the  fall  and  after  the  Christmas  holidays. 

For  failure  to  comply  with  this  regulation,  the  student  will 
be  charged  an  extra  fee  of  $1.00  per  day  for  such  delay,  pro- 
vided that  not  more  than  $5.00  extra  shall  be  charged  for  late 
registration,  or  may  be  debarred  from  registration  at  all,  at  the 
option  of  the  Faculty.  There  is  no  exception  to  this  rule,  except 
sickness  or  death  in  the  immediate  family,  accompanied  by  a 
physician's  certificate. 

Citizens  of  the  college  town  and  non-residents  pursuing 
special  Departmental  Courses  are  excused  from  paying  the  reg- 
ular matriculation  fee,  but  are  required  to  pay  a  fee  of  $10  annu- 
ally for  registration,  $5  each  semester. 

Freshman  Period. — Freshmen  will  report  for  duty  on  Mon- 
day of  the  opening  week.  They  must  be  registered  by  six  p.  m. 
on  that  day  and  attend  all  the  duties  assigned  by  the  Deans 
and  Registrar  for  the  Freshman  Period,  Monday  to  Thursday 
inclusive  of  the  opening  week. 

Number  of  Recitations. — Twelve  literary  hours  per  week  is 
regarded  as  constituting  a  minimum  course,  and  all,  except 
special  departmental  students,  are  required  to  take  this  number 
of  hours,  unless  excused  upon  recommendation  of  a  physician  or 
at  the  request  of  parents  or  guardian,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Faculty.     In  making  up  the  number  of  hours  required, 
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no  departmental  course  can  count  for  more  than  three  hours,  and 
no  credit  is  given  for  commercial,  physical  training,  or  laboratory- 
work  in  making  up  the  120  semester  hours  required  for  gradua- 
tion. 

Students  may  however,  upon  appHcation,  be  awarded  ad- 
ditional credit,  beyond  the  120  semester  hours  required  for  the 
degree,  for  work  in  laboratory  courses  of  the  literary  schools  and 
in  physical  training,  the  registrar  and  the  professor  in  charge  of 
the  work  determining  the  credit  in  each  case. 

All  recitations  are  one  hour  in  length.  For  further  details 
about  additional  courses  of  study,  see  the  Red  Book. 

Elective  Courses. — Elective  courses  must  be  approved  by  the 
Dean,  and  in  continuous  subjects  be  pursued  for  a  year. 

All  Senior  and  Junior  elections  are  to  be  made  by  May  1. 

Elective  classes  will  not  be  formed  when  fewer  than  three 
apply. 

Courses  are  for  the  entire  year,  and  a  course  once  begun 
must  be  continued  unless  discontinued  for  very  important  reasons. 
Courses  to  count  for  a  degree  must  be  pursued  throughout  the 
year. 

Optional  Students. — Students  not  intending  to  complete  any 
of  the  regular  courses  pursue  such  studies  as  their  qualifications 
may  permit  and  the  Dean  approve.  The  Dean  is  not  authorized 
to  approve  higher  work  till  the  lower  work  is  completed. 

These  students  are  subject  to  the  general  regulations  of  the 
College. 


Miscellaneous. 


Absences. — 1,  Each  Instructor  shall  report  daily  to  the 
Deans,  on  printed  slips  provided  by  the  College,  all  students 
who  are  absent  from  any  of  their  classes  during  the  day. 

2.  A  permanent  record  shall  be  kept  of  each  student's  at- 
tendance, and  he  shall  be  held  rigidly  to  account  for  all  unexcused 
absences. 

3.  Absences  from  classes  for  any  reason  to  the  extent  of  15 
per  cent  of  the  credit  value  of  the  course  attaches  a  "no-credit" 
to  the  final  grade  in  that  particular  subject.  This  appUes  to 
Church,  Sunday  School,  Physical  Training  and  all  College  duties 
for  which  attendance  is  required.  Such  attachments  to  grades 
may  be  removed  by  taking  an  extra  three-hour  course  the  follow- 
ing year.  One  extra  course,  however,  cannot  remove  the  "no- 
credit"  attachments  on  more  than  three  subjects,  and  no  semester 
hour  credits  will  be  given  for  the  extra  course.  When  absences 
of  20  per  cent  or  over  accumulate  in  any  subject,  it  mu^t  be 
repeated  in  order  for  credit  to  be  given.  Tardies  count  as  one- 
half  absence. 

4.  Absences  from  regularly  scheduled  tests  count  double. 
Absences  on  the  day  before  and  the  day  after  hohdays,  and  ab- 
sences on  the  day  before  and  the  day  after  athletic  games  count 
double.  This  applies  to  the  15  per  cent  rule  as  well  as  the  grade 
penalty  system. 

5.  For  class  absences  a  penalty  deduction  of  final  grade^  will 
be  made  as  follows:  For  five  in  any  one  subject  in  the  first  se- 
mester, or  six  in  the  second  semester,  a  deduction  of  5  per  cent 
will  be  made  in  the  final  grade;  for  eight  in  the  first  semester,  or 
nine  in  the  second  semester,  10  per  cent  reduction  from  the  final 
grade;  and  for  eleven  in  the  first  semester,  or  twelve  in  the  second, 
15  per  cent  deduction.  Absences  caused  directly  by  prolonged 
illness  of  a  week  or  more,  or  college  representation  away  from 
the  campus,  are  exempted  from  the  grade  penalty  and  the  double 
absence  clause,  but  not  from  the  15  per  cent  rule. 

6.  Students  who  are  excused  from  class  for  any  reason  during 
the  progress  of  a  recitation  shall  be  regarded  as  tardy. 
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7.  Students  may  be  absent  from  three  recitations  a  month 
without  being  required  to  render  excuses,  but  no  more  than  one 
such  absence  can  be  allowed  in  a  particular  subject.  All  absences 
from  class  in  excess  of  this  number,  as  also  all  absences  from 
chapel,  Sunday  school  and  church,  shall  be  answered  for  within 
one  week  at  the  Dean's  office.  At  the  expiration  of  a  week  such 
absences  shall  be  entered  against  the  student  as  one  demerit. 
An  appeal  to  the  Faculty  on  this  regulation  cannot  be  given 
favorable  consideration. 

8.  A  ministerial  student  shall  not  miss  more  than  two  reci- 
tations per  week  because  of  conflicts  between  recitations  and 
professional  duties. 

9.  Young  men  desiring  temporary  absence  from  town  for 
points  in  Alamance  county,  may  apply  to  the  Seniors,  provided 
such  permission  does  not  interfere  with  College  duties.  When  ab- 
sence from  town  will  cause  the  missing  of  a  College  duty,  the  Dean 
must  be  consulted  in  advance  or  such  absence  will  not  be  excused. 

Ofifice  Hours. — The  President's  office  is  open  for  business 
matters  from  8  a.  m.  to  6  p.  m.  daily. 

The  Business  Manager's  office  is  open  from  8  a.  m.  to  6  p.  m. 

The  Registrar's  office  is  open  from  8  a.  m.  to  6  p.  m.  daily. 

The  Dean  and  the  Dean  of  Women  keep  their  respective 
office  hours  according  to  appointment.  Those  having  business 
with  either  Dean  can  see  him  or  her  at  these  hours  only. 

Dress. — No  uniform  is  required,  but  simplicity  in  dress,  both 
for  young  men  and  young  women,  is  expected.  Young  women 
are  permitted  to  wear  evening  dresses  only  on  such  occasions  as  are 
declared  formal  by  the  College  authorities.  The  Dean  of  Women 
will  be  glad  to  confer  with  parents  at  any  time  regarding  suitable 
wardrobes  for  young  women.  The  summer  address  of  the  Dean  of 
Women  is  Elon  College,  N.  C,  or  Holland,  Va.,  R.  F.  D.  No.  2. 

Registry  of  Graduates  and  Former  Students. — A  registry  of 
all  graduates  and  former  students  is  kept  and  of  their  occupations. 
The  College  strives  in  every  way  to  advance  the  interests  of  its 
Alumni  and  is  glad  always  to  have  notices  of  places  that  desire 
Elon  graduates.  The  College  has  been  especially  helpful  both 
to  its  graduates  and  to  school  boards  in  recommending  teachers. 
The  College  never  recommends  a  person  for  a  position,  unless 
it  is  sure  the  person  and  place  are  suited.

The  addition  of  other  departmental  studies  will  increase  the 
total  cost  as  per  the  detailed  items  of  expense  given  above. 

Sundry  Items  of  Expense. — Students  in  Chemistry,  Domestic 
Science,  Domestic  Art,  Business  Administration,  School  of  Chris- 
tian Education  (Junior  and  Senior  classes),  Apphed  Math- 
ematics, Biology,  Geology,  or  Physics,  pay  in  advance  a  lab- 
oratory fee  of  $10.00  per  year,  payable  $5.00  on  the  opening 
days  each  in  September  and  January  to  the  Business  Manager, 
whose  receipt  must  be  presented  before  any  instructor  can 
admit  to  any  course  where  a  fee  is  required.  A  Diploma 
Fee  of  $10.00  is  required  of  each  graduate,  whether  literary 
or  departmental;  Certificates,  $5.00.  In  case  two  diplomas  or 
certificates  are  awarded  in  the  same  year  to  one  person,  the 
charge  for  the  second  is  one-half  price.  The  right  is  reserved  to 
change  these  fees  without  notice. 

Text-books  are  furnished  at  regular  publishers'  prices — from 
$15.00  to  $20.00  per  year  being  the  cost  of  this  item.  Many 
parents  find  it  convenient  to  deposit  $20.00  with  the  College 
to  cover  the  cost  of  books.  The  plan  works  well  and  is  encouraged. 
Under  no  circumstances  can  books  be  charged  to  account. 

Laundry  costs  about  the  same  as  in  the  average  community. 
Young  men  rooming  in  the  Dormitories  are  required  to  patronize 
either  the  Chinese  or  the  steam  laundry  whose  agent  here  has 
the  Business  Manager's  approval,  or  to  send  their  laundry 
home. 

Music  pupils,  in  addition  to  their  recitations,  have  the  use 
of  the  piano  one  period  daily  without  extra  charge.  Those  de- 
siring an  extra  period  daily  pay  $5.00  per  year. 

Fifty  watt  lamps  are  allowed,  one  for  each  room,  and  in 
case  of  the  larger  corner  rooms  of  the  East  Dormitory,  two  such 
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lamps.  These  lamps  are  paid  for  by  the  occupants  of  the  room, 
and  any  student  desiring  to  use  a  larger  light  may  do  so  with 
the  permission  of  the  Business  Manager  and  by  paying  for  the 
extra  amount  of  current  used  on  an  agreed  basis. 

The  matriculation  and  other  fees  and  the  expenses  of  the 
term  are  payable  in  advance.  Students  pay  room  rent  and  board 
from  date  of  entrance  to  the  end  of  the  term.  There  is  no  de- 
duction for  a  shorter  period  than  two  weeks,  and  then  only  for 
sickness  with  a  physician's  certificate,  or  other  misfortune.  But 
in  case  the  student  desires  a  passing  grade  on  any  course  for  a 
semester,  the  full  tuition  charge  of  the  semester  must  be  paid. 

Double  beds  are  used  in  all  rooms  except  those  of  the  Alum- 
ni Building.  Single  beds  may  be  furnished  for  rooms  in  other 
buildings  at  a  yearly  charge  of  $11.00  per  student  extra. 

An  honorable  discharge  to  permit  a  student  to  go  to  work 
in  the  Spring  Semester  relieves  him  of  all  further  financial  obli- 
gation to  the  College,  and  such  honorable  discharge  shall  be  in 
writing. 

Candidates  for  the  ministry  are  admitted  on  their  indi- 
vidual note  for  tuition,  which  note  will  be  cancelled  in  case  they 
engage  in  actual  pastoral  work.  They  are  required  to  bring 
recommendations  from  their  conferences  or  other  authorized 
body.  Unless  they  do,  within  five  years  after  leaving  the  College, 
become  active  pastors,  these  notes  shall  be  due  and  are  collect- 
ible. 

Minor  children  of  ministers  are  admitted  free  of  tuition  ex- 
cept in  music,  art,  expression,  and  commercial  departments. 

Any  student  taking  more  hours  than  the  regular  required 
number  shall  be  charged  $25.00  per  year  for  each  extra  course 
taken. 

Class  instruction  in  Expression,  three  hours  each  week,  will 
be  given  to  any  student  desiring  it,  at  least  five  in  the  class, 
for  one  year  only,  at  the  rate  of  $45.00  for  the  year.  This 
work  may  be  allowed  as  an  elective  for  three  hours'  work  in 
the  Freshman  year,  or  as  a  course  for  certain  students  in  the 
School  of  English,  Junior  or  Senior  year. 

A  charge  of  $1.00  is  made  for  duphcate  meal  or  athletic 
tickets. 
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Students  occupying  rooms  in  either  of  the  dormitories  are 
held  responsible  for  damage  to  property  in  their  rooms,  and  also 
for  damage  done  all  College  property,  in  addition  to  the  deposit 
fee. 

Sheet  music,  art  material,  etc.,  are  furnished  at  lowest  re- 
tail price,  but  for  cash  only. 

No  student  shall  be  allowed  to  graduate  until  all  his  accounts 
with  the  College  have  been  paid  or  settled  by  satisfactory  note, 
which  shall  include  an  item  of  S400.00  for  Hterary  tuition, 
unles  she  shall  have  been  admitted  to  the  College  with  advanced 
standing,  or  be  a  ministerial  student,  or  the  minor  child  of  a 
minister. 

No  student  shall  be  allowed  to  matriculate  again  who  has 
not  paid  his  accounts  of  the  previous  semester,  or  arranged  same 
by  satisfactory  note. 

No  accounts  shall  be  closed  by  note  except  for  tuition,  and 
then  only  in  case  of  real  necessity,  same  to  be  determined  by 
the  Business  Manager. 

Matriculation  and  laboratory  fees  must  be  paid  in  advance 
on  day  of  entrance  as  stipulated  by  the  catalogue  and  are  not 
refundable. 

A  room  guarantee  of  $5.00  must  be  paid  before  a  room  can 
be  reserved.  This  fee  cannot  be  refunded  after  July  15,  but  will 
be  applied  to  the  regular  room  rent  account.  Corner  rooms  in 
the  Alumni  Building  will  be  reserved  for  Juniors  and  Seniors 
until  July  1.     After  that  date,  any  student  may  apply  for  them. 

Under  no  circumstances  can  refunds  of  any  character  be  made 
to  students  of  foreign  countries. 

'All  optional  students  pay  the  regular  full  College  tuition. 
But  those  who  are  taking  a  number  of  courses  in  the  special  de- 
partments of  the  College  will  be  charged  for  optional  studies  in 
the  literary  department  at  the  rate  of  $25  per  course  per  year 
for  literary  work,  after  their  tuition  for  special  studies  shall 
have  exceeded  $200  per  College  year. 

Citizens  of  the  College  town  and  non-residents  coming  from 
their  homes  to  pursue  only  special  Departmental  Courses,  will 
be  charged  the  regular  Departmental    tuiHon,  and  a    matricu- 
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lation  fee  of  $10.  Such  persons*  may  take  one  literary  course  only 
without  paying  the  regular  College  matriculation  fee,  paying  $25 
for  the  same.  Only  adult  citizens  of  the  town  may  take  the 
one  literary  course  on  the  terms  as  specified  in  this  paragraph. 

A  rebate  on  account  of  sickness  or  for  any  other  cause  recog- 
nizable by  the  Catalogue  must  be  applied  for  within  ten  days 
of  the  time,  or  no  rebate  or  discount  can  be  allowed.  No  rebate 
is  paid  until  the  end  of  the  semester. 

Citizens  of  the  College  town  desiring  to  avail  themselves  of 
the  regular  Physical  Training  course,  not  intending  to  become 
students,  pay  $10  annually,  $5  on  entrance  and  $5  in  January. 

Students  living  off  the  campus,  those  holding  positions  with 
the  College  requiring  sufficient  physical  exercise  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  proper  Dean,  and  adults  not  paying  the  regular 
matriculation  fee,  are  excused  from  Physical  Training. 

Students  will  not  be  accepted  for  any  courses  here  who  are 
students  in  other  courses  under  private  teachers. 

Regular  students  will  not  be  accepted  for  less  than  a  full 
course  in  any  departmental  study,  and  special  students  must 
pursue  at  least  the  equivalent  of  a  full  course 

Professional  prices  are  charged  for  firing  China  in  the  Fine 
Arts  Department. 

The  actual  cost  of  food  used  by  students  in  Domestic  Science 
is  charged,  but  the  articles  they  cook  belong  to  them. 

No  departure  from  these  rates  other  than  those  stated  in  this 
catalogue.

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BOARD. 

Board  may  be  had  in  the  College  Dining  Hall,  or  in  clubs 
under  College  management.  The  College  is  not  financially  re- 
sponsible for    the  clubs. 

The  College  Boarding  Department. — The  College  Boarding 
Department  consists  of  the  College  Dining  Hall,  in  the  annex  of 
the  West  Dormitory,  of  the  East  and  West  Dormitories,  and 
of  the  Alumni  Building,  All  young  ladies  rooming  in  the  West 
Dormitory  are  required  to  take  their  meals  in  the  College  Dining 
Hall.  Young  ladies  who  dine  in  the  College  Dining  Hall  must 
room  in  the  West  Dormitory. 

Young  men  may  room  in  either  the  East  Dormitory  or 
Alumni  Building  and  take  their  meals  in  the  College  Dining 
Hall. 

No  deductions  are  made,  except  for  sickness  of  two  weeks 
or  more,  accompanied  by  physician's  certificate- 
Visitors  will  be  furnished  meals  at  fifty  cents  each.    Visit- 
ors on  entering  the  Dining  Room  will  present  their  meal  tickets 
to  the  head  waiter  who  will  seat  them. 

The  date  for  opening  and  closing  the  Dining  Halls  and 
Dormitories  will  be  set  by  the  Business  Manager. 

Meals  sent  to  sick  students  shall  be  ordered  by  the  nurse, 
and  in  case  of  students  not  under  a  physician's  attendance  a  fee 
of  25  cents  will  be  charged  to  cover  the  extra  expense  of  service. 
The  Medicine  fee  of  $1.00  each  semester  entitles  the  student 
only  to  such  medicines  as  are  furnished  by  the  nurse. 

Young  ladies  pay  a  key  deposit  of  twenty-five  cents,  young 
men  of  fifty  cents.  These  fees  are  refunded  when  the  key  is 
returned. 

Young  men  rooming  in  the  College  buildings  pay  a  room 
deposit  fee  of  $5.00,  which  will  be  returned  to  them  at  the  end 
of  the  year  with  deduction  for  damage  to  their  individual  room, 
except  for  ordinary  wear  and  tear  with  good  use,  and  for 
their  pro  rata  part  of  the  damage  done  to  halls,  bath  rooms, 
vacant  rooms  and  the  College  property  in  general  outside  the 
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West  Dormitory  and  Ladies'  Hall  deducted.  Young  ladies 
rooming  in  the  College  Dormitories  pay  a  similar  fee  in  the 
amount  of  $5.00. 

Young  men,  not  residents,  are  required  to  room  in  the  Col- 
lege Dormitories  unless  excused  b}^  the  Business  Manager.  The 
Business  Manager  is  not  authorized  to  allow  young  men  to  room 
off  the  campus,  unless  they  earn  their  room  rent  by  service,  or 
are  rooming  with  relatives. 

Young  men  and  young  ladies  do  not  room  at  the  same 
house. 

All  students  rooming  on  the  College  campus  must  pay  for 
their  meals  at  the  College  Dining  Hall,  the  Ladies'  Hall,  or 
Young  Men's  Club. 

Young  ladies  are  not  allowed  to  board  in  the  village,  except 
with  their  relatives  or  where  they  are  earning  their  board  by 
domestic  service,  the  Business  Manager  approving. 

All  rooms  in  the  College  Dormitories  are  occupied  at  the  will 
of  the  Faculty,  and  the  right  is  reserved  to  change  rooms  or 
room-mates  at  any  time.  A  student  who  loses  his  membership 
in  the  College  must  vacate  his  room  immediately, 

Young  men  who  serve  as  waiters  in  the  College  Dining  Hall 
receive  S125  the  year  net  toward  their  table  board  in  the  Col- 
lege Dining  Hall.  Substitute  waiters  must  be  acceptable  to  the 
housekeeper,  but  no  waiter  can  have  a  substitute  on  a  holiday. 

No  student  employed  by  the  College  who  leaves  before  the 
closing  day  of  the  Christmas  holidays  or  of  the  Commencement 
will  be  longer  continued  in  the  College  service.  Failure  to  regis- 
ter on  the  opening  day  after  Christmas,  except  for  sickness 
certified  by  attending  physician,  automatically  deprives  any  stu- 
dent employee  of  his  or  her  position.  All  such  students  must 
report  for  duty  on  the  day  set  by  the  Business  Manager  for 
commencing  service. 

Board  for  Young  Ladies. 

The  West  Dormitory. — The  West  Dormitory,  for  young  ladies 
supplies  board,  furnished  rooms,  with  steam  heat,  bath,  and 
electric  lights  and  servants'  attendance,  at  $250.00  to  $275.00 
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per  year  (two  young  ladies  to  the  room).  The  rooms  are  fur- 
nished with  oak  suits,  tables,  wardrobes,  rocking  chairs,  bed- 
springs  and  mattresses,  and  toilet  and  water  sets.  Young  ladies 
furnish  their  own  towels,  pillows  and  bedding.  All  young  ladies 
boarding  in  any  dormitory  are  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Dean  of  Women  and  the  Matron,  assisted  by  the  lady  members 
of  the  Faculty  resident  in  the  building. 

The  Young  Ladies'  Co-operative  Hall. — The  Young  Ladies' 
Co-operative  Hall  provides  board  at  actual  cost.  This  Hall  is 
under  the  supervision  of  a  Matron  appointed  by  the  Business 
Manager  and  of  the  Dean  of  Women.  The  young  ladies  do 
most  of  their  work  in  this  Hall,  working  by  turns,  and  so  reduce 
the  cost  of  living  to  a  minimum.  The  average  cost  per  year, 
including  rent,  heat,  lights,  laundry,  etc.,  ought  not  to  exceed 
$175.00. 

Board  for  Young  Men. 

The  East  Dormitory,  the  Alumni  Building  and  the  College 
Dining  Hall. — Young  men  dining  in  the  College  Dining  Hall  and 
rooming  in  the  East  Dormitory,  or  Alumni  Building  pay  at 
the  rate  of  $275.00  per  College  year,  with  possibilities  of  in- 
creasing or  reducing  this  total  slightly  according  to  location  of 
room  as  stated  under  the  heading,  "Board  in  the  College  Dining 
Hall." 

Those  young  men  who  room  in  any  of  the  College  buildings 
are  under  the  control  of  the  Student  Senate,  but  the  buildings 
themselves  are  under  the  supervision  of  proctors  appointed  by 
the  Faculty. 

Young  men  who  room  either  in  the  East  Dormitory  or  in 
the  Alumni  Building  furnish  their  own  towels,  pillows  and  bed- 
ding. 

The  Young  Men's  Co-operative  Club. — The  Young  Men's 
Co-operative  Club  will  furnish  board  at  cost  to  50  young  men. 
It  is  under  the  management  of  the  young  men  themselves.  Board 
in  this  Department  ought  to  cost  not  over  $150.00  per  College 
year;  perhaps  less.  The  Business  Manager  appoints  the  manag- 
er of  this  Department. 
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PAYMENT  OF  EXPENSES. 

All  expense  items  for  tuition,  room  rent,  and  board  are  pay- 
able approximately  fom^-ninths  in  the  Fall  Semester  on  the  open- 
ing day  of  the  Semester;  and  approximately  five-ninths  in  the 
Spring  Semester,  payable  on  the  opening  day  following  the  Christ- 
mas holidays.  Students  are  expected  on  these  dates  to  arrange 
for  their  expenses  either  by  cash  or  acceptable  short  time  note ; 
and  failure  to  do  so  within  ten  days  will  cause  a  student  to  be 
automatically  dropped  from  the  College  roll. 


Entrance  Requirements. 


Graduation  from  an  accredited  four-year  high  school  course 
with  a  total  of  at  least  fifteen  units  from  the  ''Schedule  of  Sub- 
jects Accepted  for  Admission"  below  is  required  for  entrance  to 
the  Freshman  Class  without  examination.  Students  who  have 
graduated  from  non-accredited  schools  with  a  total  of  fifteen  units 
credit  from  the  schedule  below,  will  be  accepted  upon  success- 
fully passing  entrance  examinations.  A  student  who  has  attend- 
ed a  standard  high  school  for  four  years  and  has  fifteen  units  of 
credit,  but  was  not  graduated  from  high  school,  may  be  admitted 
by  passing  successfully  the  entrance  examinations.  Students 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  or  older,  may  be  admitted  for  such 
college  work  as  they  are  prepared  to  do,  but  not  as  candidates 
for  a  degree  until  the  entrance  requirements  have  been  satisfied. 

Those  who  enter  by  certificate  from  high  school  should  pre- 
sent such  certificates  to  the  Registrar  of  the  College  as  soon  as 
possible  for  approval,  since  the  certificate  must  be  on  file  with 
the  Registrar  before  a  student  can  register.  Proper  certificate 
blanks  will  be  furnished  on  request. 

A  unit  is  defined  as  a  full  year's  work  of  five  recitations  per 
week,  the  recitation  periods  being  at  least  forty-five  minutes  in 
length,  and  the  year  consisting  of  at  least  thirty-two  weeks. 
Not  more  than  four  units  may  be  offered  for  entrance  to  college 
in  English,  Mathematics,  History,  Latin,  or  Science.  Not  more 
than  three  units  may  be  offered  in  Greek,  German,  Spanish, 
French,  and  the  Vocational  Subjects.  Subjects  not  mentioned 
here  will  be  considered  separately.  No  credit  in  foreign  language 
may  be  had  until  the  student  has  completed  a  minimum  of  two 
years  in  at  least  one  foreign  language. 

Applicants  for  advanced  standing  are  required  to  stand  ex- 
amination in  the  subjects  for  which  the  advanced  standing  is 
desired,  unless  they  come  from  accredited  colleges,  in  which  case 
they  will  be  admitted  to  advanced  standing  on  proper  certificates. 

A  hmited  number  of  students  may  be  accepted  for  special 
work  in  departmental  subjects,  such  as  music,  expression,  busi- 
ness, but  not  as  candidates  for  a  degree.

Course  of  Study. 


General  Statement. — The  Freshman  Period  is  utiHzed^to^give 
each  student  proper  educational  guidance,  following  a*:  careful 
study  of  his  high  school  preparation.  Professors  are  assigned  as 
advisers  for  a  minimum  number  of  Freshmen  and  are  throughout 
the  year  at  the  service  of  their  advisees.  The  Registrar,  the 
Deans,  and  the  President  are  also  at  the  service  of  students 'at 
any  time  in  solving  their  college  problems. 

As  soon  as  the  student  chooses  his  major,  the  professor  at 
the  head  of  that  School  of  Instruction  immediately  becomes  his 
special  adviser  for  all  curriculum  matters  and  must  be  consulted. 

Freshmen,  Sophomores,  and  Juniors  must  select  their  courses 
of  study  for  the  succeeding  year  by  May  1st,  after  consulting 
the  proper  adviser.  In  each  instance  their  course  must  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Dean. 

Incoming  Freshmen  wiU  select  their  courses  during  the  Fresh- 
man Period. 

The  Deans  in  their  respective  Sunday  School  Classes  in  the 
Freshman  year  offer  courses  especially  designed  to  adjust  Fresh- 
men to  college  life. 

There  are  four  Orientation  Courses,  as  follows:  Freshmen, 
Bible  I;  Sophomores,  Philosophy  II;  Juniors,  Social  Science  III; 
and  Seniors,  Bible  IV  or  Religious  Education  IV-A. 

/. — Bachelor  of  Arts. 

Each  candidate  for  the  A.  B.  Degree  must  elect,  when  he 
registers  in  his  Freshman  year,  four  minors.  From  these  minors 
a  major  must  be  chosen  at  the  end  of  the  Sophomore  year  from 
the  Schools  of  Instruction  listed  below  in  which  majors  are  offer- 
ed. In  each  major,  one  six  semester  hour  course  must  be  pur- 
sued each  year,  and  where  the  school  offers  it,  a  fifth  course  must 
be  elected  in  the  Senior  year.  More  than  one  major  may  be 
elected. 

Minors  shall  be  pursued  for  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore 
years,  and  if  desired  may  be  continued  with  the  Dean's  permis- 
sion as  majors.    The  student  must  pursue  either  as  a  major  or 
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as  a  minor,  an  ancient  or  a  modern  language,  English,  and  Math- 
ematics or  a  Natural  Science.  A  candidate  may  elect  more  than 
four  minors  during  the  college  course.  In  case  a  presciibed  minor 
is  elected  as  the  major,  the  candidate  must  also  minor  in  History, 
Bible,  Religious  Education,  Social  Science,  or  Philosophy. 

Greek  is  a  prescribed  minor  for  all  ministerial  students.  It 
may  be  begun  as  late  as  the  Junior  year.  Bible  III-B  is  a  pre- 
scribed elective  for  all  ministerial  students.  It  may  be  taken 
in  any  college  year. 

Bible  I,  or  Religious  Education  I,  is  a  prescribed  course  for 
each  candidate  for  a  degree.  It  may  be  pursued  in  any  college 
year,  but  students  entering  as  freshmen  after  the  fall  of  1928 
must  pursue  it  in  the  Freshman  year. 

Those  who  major  in  Christian  Education  must  pm'sue  at 
least  four  courses  in  Rehgious  Education,  three  in  Bible  and  elect 
Philosophy  II,  Education  III-M  or  III-W,  and  Education  III- 
P.  S.  M. 

Those  who  desire  to  prepare  to  teach,  must  satisfy  certain 
technical  requirements  for  certification  which  should  be  diicucsed 
with  the  Dean  at  each  Fall  Semester's  registration.  Teachers 
preparing  to  teach  Science  in  high  school  must  take  18  semester 
hours  in  one  of  the  following  four  sciences.  Botany,  Chemistry, 
Physics,  and  Geology  (Geography),  and  one  course  each  in  the 
other  three,  in  addition  to  the  professional  requirements  in  ed- 
ucation. 

For  students  who  plan  to  pursue  graduate  work  leading  to 
the  Ph.  D.  degree,  both  French  and  German  should  be  pursued 
as  minors. 

A  student  majoring  in  a  Natural  Science  may  elect  other 
natural  sciences  as  minors,  beginning  such  minors  not  later  than 
the  Junior  year.  This  same  provision  applies  to  students  major- 
ing in  foreign  language. 

One  hundred  twenty  semester  credit  hours  must  be  com- 
pleted as  a  minimum  for  the  A.  B.  degree.  A  course  to  count 
for  graduation,  must  be  pui-sued  for  an  entire  college  year. 

A  major  course  will  not  be  formed  for  fewer  than  three 
students,  a  minor  for  fewer  than  five.

NOTE. — Art  and  Expression  count  four  semester  hours  each  year  regu- 
larly. They  may  be  raised  to  six  semester  hours  credit  by  special  arrange- 
ment. Under  no  circumstances  can  more  than  twelve  semester  hours  credit 
be  allowed  for  a  degree  in  either  Art  or  Expression. 

Non-Credit  Courses. 

Each  student  is  required  each  year  to  pursue  the  required 
M^ork  in  Physical  Training,  but  no  semester  hours  credit  is  given 
toward  the  minimum  requirements  for  a  degree.*  Stenography 
and  Bookkeeping  do  not  count  for  college  credit.  Typewriting 
does  not  give  credit  for  constituting  the  required  hours  of  a  course. 
The  same  is  true  of  laboratory  work  as  required  in  regular  degree 
courses.*  Applied  Music  courses  count  for  departmental  cer- 
tificates and  diplomas,  but  not  for  college  degree  credit.

SCHOOL  OF  BIOLOGY. 

PROFESSOR  POWELL.

BIOLOGY  I-C. 

General  College  Biology.  Lectures  and  recitations  two  hours  per  week, 
four  hours  for  laboratory.    Credit  six  semester  hours. 

This  course  is  intended  for  all  college  students  desiring  an  advanced 
working  acquaintance  with  plant  and  animal  life.  Intense  emphasis  is  placed 
on  descriptive,  practical,  and  economic  Biology.  Students  expecting  to 
piursue  a  medical  course  are  encouraged  to  take  this  subject  as  a  prerequi- 
site to  Zoology. 

Given  every  year, 

BIOLOGY  II-C. 

Vertebrate  Zoology  and  Comparative  Aantomy.  Two  hours  for  lectures, 
four  to  laboratory.    Credit  six  semester  hours.    Prerequisite,  Biology  I-C. 

Intensive  study  is  here  given  to  the  classification  and  structure  of  ani- 
mals, using  typical  representatives  from  the  most  important  phyla.  Special 
attention  is  placed  on  comparative  morphology,  histology,  physiology,  de- 
velopment and  environment  adaptations.  By  keen  observation  and  critical 
reasoning  the  student  is  brought  to  find  the  homologies  and  analogies  as 
found  in  the  dissections. 

To  be  given  in  1928-'29. 

BIOLOGY  II-C-L 

Botany.  Two  hours  for  lectures,  four  to  laboratory.  Credit  six  semester 
hours.     Prerequisite,  Biology  I-C. 

Plant  morphology,  ecology,  physiology,  and  classification  are  empha- 
sized throughout  the  year.  As  a  means  of  studying  the  conditions  imder 
which  plants  grow,  the  class  must  collect,  under  the  direction  of  the  instruc- 
tor, much  of  the  material  for  study  in  the  laboratory. 

Not  to  be  given  in  1928-'29. 

BIOLOGY  III-C. 

Animal  Micrology  and  Embryology.  Two  hours  for  lectures,  four  to  lab- 
oratory.   Credit  six  semester  hours.    Prerequisite,  Biology  I-C. 

During  the  first  semester,  work  will  be  in  Animal  Micrology,  which  will 
consist  of  principles  and  methods  of  killing,  fixing,  imbedding,  sectioning, 
staining,  mounting,  drawing,  reconstructing,  and  use  of  microscope. 
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Embryology  will  be  given  in  the  second  semester  which  will  acquaint 
the  student  with  the  fundamental  principles  of  Embryology  as  found  in  the 
frog  and  the  chick.  If  time  permits,  some  work  will  be  done  on  the  mammal. 
Students  will  prepare  the  most  of  their  own  work  for  study  in  this  course. 

Not  given  in  1928-'29. 

BIOLOGY  IV-C. 

Invertebrate  Zoology  and  the  Teaching  of  Biology.  Two  hours  for  lectures, 
four  to  laboratory.   Credit  six  semester  hours.   Prerequisite,  Biology  I-C. 

Invertebrate  Zoology  will  be  given  during  the  first  semester,  in  which 
the  structures,  modes  of  development,  life  histories,  and  behavior  of  invert- 
ebrate animals  will  be  treated.  The  insects  will  be  emphasized,  while  the 
other  groups  will  receive  as  much  attention  as  time  permits. 

The  Teachers'  Course  will  be  given  during  the  second  semester  and  is 
required  of  all  those  who  are  intending  to  teach  Biology.  It  is  designed  to 
stress  the  nature  study  idea  and  at  the  same  time  to  train  the  prospective 
teachers  of  Biology  in  raising  their  own  cultures,  preserving  materials  for 
class-work,  arranging  courses,  and  organizing  their  work  by  approved  lab- 
oratory methods. 

To  be  given  in  1928-'29. 

BIOLOGICAL  LABORATORY. 

This  laboratory  is  supplied  with  simple  and  compound  microscopes, 
microtome,  thermostat,  analytical  balance,  delineascope,  etc.  All  necessary 
reagents  and  material  are  provided  for  the  students.  The  students  are  to 
provijde  magnifiers  and  dissecting  instruments.  In  addition  to  the  labora- 
tory as  such,  the  College  has  made  provision  for  out-door  experimental 
work  in  Botany. 


SCHOOL  OF  CHEMISTRY. 

PROFESSOR  BRANNOCK. 
CHEMISTRY  I-A. 

General  Chemistry.  Three  hours  a  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  reci- 
tations, three  hours  a  week  to  laboratory  work. 

In  this  course  the  fundamental  principles  of  inorganic,  organic,  phys- 
ical and  experimental  chemistry  are  thoroughly  taught. 

The  course  runs  in  two  sections,  one  for  those  who  have  had  high  school 
chemistry,  the  other  for  those  beginning  the  subject. 

Each  student  is  required  to  keep  a  note  book  in  which  he  must  record 
his  experimental  work. 

CHEMISTRY  II-A. 

Advanced  Inorganic  Chemistry  and  Qualitative  Analysis.  Three  hours  a 
week  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations,  three  hours  to  laboratory  work. 
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This  course  embraces  a  more  thorough  knowledge  of  the  elements,  especi- 
ally the  metals,  than  Chemistry  I-A.  Also  the  following  physical  chemical 
topics  are  developed:  the  kinetic-molecular  hypothesis,  solutions,  electroly- 
sis, the  chemical  behavior  of  ionic  substances,  chemical  equilibriima  and  elec- 
tro-motive chemistry.    The  laboratory  work  is  in  qualitative  analysis. 

CHEMISTRY  III-A. 

Organic  Chemistry.  Three  hours  a  week,  devoted  to  lectures  and  reci- 
tations; three  hours  to  laboratory  work. 

The  work  in  this  course  is  devoted  to  the  study  and  preparation  of 
organic  compounds,  including  both  the  aliphatic  and  the  aromatic  series: 
hydrocarbons  of  the  methane  series,  hydrocarbons  of  the  ethylene  series, 
hydrocarbons  of  the  acetylene  series,  alcohols,  organic  acids,  ethers,  an- 
hydrides, esters,  aldehydes,  ketones,  amines,  amides,  halogen  compounds, 
cyanogen,  carbohydrates,  cyclic  hydrocarbons,  dyes  and  proteins. 

The  laboratory  work  consists  not  only  in  the  methods  of  preparation 
and  purification  of  compounds,  but  also  in  methods  of  arriving  at  their 
structures. 

CHEMISTRY  IV-A. 

Quantitative  Analysis.  One  hour  a  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  re- 
citations, six  hours  to  laboratory  work. 

The  lectures  and  recitations  include  the  discussion  of  the  methods  used 
in  the  laboratory  and  the  chemical  calculations.  The  laboratory  work  con- 
sists in  simple  introductory  determinations  in  gravimetric  and  volumetric 
methods  of  analysis.  Pure  salts  of  known  composition  are  first  analyzed, 
followed  by  unknown  specimens  consisting  of  pure  salts  or  mixtures  of  pure 
salts.  In  this  way  the  student  is  prepared  to  analyze  more  diflficult  substan- 
ces, including  both  knowns  and  unknowns. 

CHEMISTRY  IV-A-1. 

Industrial  Chemistry.  In  this  course  the  following  subjects  are  discussed: 
water,  fuels,  destructive  distillation,  alkalies  and  hydrochloric  acid,  iron  and 
steel,  packing  house  industries,  cottonseed  oil  products,  leather,  soap,  ce- 
ment, paper,  paints,  and  clay  products. 

This  course  can  be  varied  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  pupils.  The  class 
meets  three  hours  per  week. 

CHEMISTRY  IV-A-2. 

Physical  Chemistry.    Three  hours  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations. 

The  work  in  this  course  embraces  the  laws  governing  chemical  phenom- 
ena. The  topics  considered  are  the  gaseous  state,  the  liquid  state,  the  solid 
state,  solutions,  the  phase  rule,  thermo-chemistry,  chemical  change  and 
electro-chemistry.  The  student  is  required  to  solve  various  problems  based 
on  the  above  topics. 

This  course  is  designed  for  students  doing  graduate  work  in  chemistry. 
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CHEMISTRY  IV-A-3. 
Physiological  Chemistry.    One  hour  a  week  devoted  to  lectures  ana  six 
hours  to  laboratory  work. 

The  subjects  discussed  here  are:  enzymes,  carbohydrates,  fats,  proteins, 
digestion,  blood  and  lymph,  respiration  and  acidosis,  metabolism  and  ac- 
cessory foods. 

CHEMISTRY  IV-A-4. 
The  Teaching  of  Chemistry.    The  main  purpose  of  this  course  is^^to  pre- 
sent the  modem  theory  and  methods  of  teaching  chemistry

BIBLICAL  COURSES. 

BIBLE  I. 
INTRODUCTION  TO  THE  STUDY  OF  THE  BIBLE. 

(Freshman  Orientation  Course.) 

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  Bible  itself, 
and  to  give  a  comprehensive  view  of  the  origin,  nature  and  general  meaning 
of  the  biblical  material.  The  course  covers  the  entire  Bible.  Each  book  is 
treated  in  its  broader  outlines  with  major  emphasis  on  the  situations  that 
produced  the  various  documents  and  books.  This  is  a  required  course  for 
all  candidates  for  a  degree  and  may  be  taken  in  any  year.  Juniors  and  sen- 
iors will  be  required  to  pursue  the  course  in  a  special  section  for  upper  class- 
men. Six  units  in  the  Standard  Leadership  Training  Course  will  be  awarded 
those  who  complete  this  course.  These  units  (numbers  3,  4,  101,  102,  103, 
104)  together  with  those  awarded  in  Religious  Education  I.,  entitle  the 
student  to  the  International  Teacher  Training  Diploma  for  Church  School 
Workers.  This  is  the  regular  Freshman  Orientation  Covu-se  and  an  attempt 
is  made  to  appreciate  religious  motivation  in  the  light  of  present  day  life 
situations. 

Three  hours  per  week  throughout  the  year.

BIBLE  II. 

THE  RELIGIOUS  EXPERIENCE  OF  JESUS  AND  EARLY 

CHRISTIANITY. 

This  course  wiU  open  with  a  brief  survey  of  the  religious  experience  of 
the  Hebrew  Prophets  and  a  more  detailed  study  of  the  work  of  John  the 
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Baptist.  The  social,  religious  and  political  situation  in  Palestine.  The  course 
will  center  upon  Jesus,  his  religious  experience  and  dynamic  personal  faith. 
The  impact  of  his  life  and  teaching  during  his  personal  ministry.  His  su- 
preme service  and  sacrifice.  The  triumphing  resurrection  faith.  The  develop- 
ing Christian  faith  among  the  Jews.  Christian  experience  in  the  Gentile 
world  during  the  first  century. 

An  attempt  to  understand  and  appreciate  the  vital  religion  of  Jesus, 
the  Master,  leader  and  teacher  of  men. 

Three  hours  per  week  throughout  the  year.

BIBLE  III. 
THE  RELIGION  OF  THE  OLD  TESTAMENT  AND 
LATER  JUDAISM. 

This  course  will  trace  the  developing  religion  of  the  Old  Testament  as 
shown  in  the  literature  it  produced.  Early  poems  and  literary  strata  will  be 
examined  in  attempt  to  understand  and  appreciate  the  religious  ideas  of  the 
earliest  periods.  Study  of  the  work  of  the  early  prophetic  historians.  Special 
attention  will  be  given  to  the  religious  experiences  of  the  great  literary  pro- 
phets of  the  Hebrews.  The  religion  of  the  Psalms  and  the  Wisdom  Litera- 
ture. Post-exihc  Priestly  religion  and  late  Judaism.  A  study  of  Hebrew 
religion  down  to  the  Christian  era  with  special  emphasis  upon  the  religious, 
political  and  social  situations  identical  with  or  similar  to  our  own  times  and 
needs.  A  laboratory  course  involving  the  presentation  of  religious  material 
to  children  in  the  Week-Day  Religious  School. 

Three  hours  throughout  the  year.

BIBLE  IV.  "^^ 

THE  BIBLE  IN  MODERN  CHRISTIAN  LIFE. 

(A  Senior  Orientation  Com-se.) 

A  careful  investigation  of  the  present  status  of  biblical  study  and  ap- 
preciation. History'  of  the  Bible,  its  manuscripts  and  translations.  How  the 
Bible  grew  into  its  present  form  and  arrangement.  The  Apocryphal  and 
Apocalyptic  literature. 

The  modern  use  of  the  Bible,  its  inspiration  and  authority.  Effects  of 
scientific  investigation,  modern  philosophy,  educational  psychology  and  ar- 
chaeological research  upon  the  Bible.  The  permanent  religious  values  of  the 
Bible. 

This  is  a  Senior  Orientation  Course  and  involves  research  and  labo- 
ratory work.  Each  student  will  carry  a  definite  laboratory  project  in  the 
Week  Day  School  of  Religion. 

Prerequisites,  Bible  I,  Rehgious  Education  I,  a  course  in  Science  and 
Philosophy  II. 

Three  hours  throughout  the  year. 

Given  in   1929-'30.

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BIBLE  IV-A. 
THE  PREACHING  AND  TEACHING  VALUES  OF  THE  BIBLE. 

A  research  course  in  the  practical  preaching  and  teaching  values  of  the 
Bible.  Careful  study  of  successful  preachers  and  sermons  to  discover  the 
effective  use  of  the  Bible  in  preaching.  Investigation  of  the  use  of  biblical 
material  in  Church  School  Materials  of  Religious  Education. 

A  laboratory  course  requiring  definite  projects  in  presenting  biblical 
materials  in  the  Week  Day  School  of  Religion.  Required  of  all  ministerial 
students  who  are  candidates  for  a  degree. 

Prerequisites,  Bible  I,  Religious  Education  I,  and  Philosophy  II. 

Three  hours  throughout  the  year.

BIBLE  IV-B. 
GREEK  NEW  TESTAMENT. 
The  study  of  a  grammar  of  New  Testament  Greek,     Readings  in  the 
Greek  N6w  Testament.    Problems  and  Methods  of  exegesis.    Textual  prob- 
lems. 

Three  times  per  week.  Open  only  to  Juniors  and  Seniors  who  have 
sufficient  knowledge  of  Greek  to  pursue  the  course  profitably.

BIBLE  IV-C. 
HEBREW  OLD  TESTAMENT. 
The  study  rapidly  of  Harper's  Elements  of  Hebrew,  Hebrew  Method 
and  Manual,  Hebrew  Vocabulary,  Readings  in  the  Hebrew  Old  Testament. 
Problems  and  Methods  of  exegesis.    Hebrew  Poetry.    Textual  problems. 

Three  times  per  week.  Open  only  to  Juniors  and  Seniors  and  ministerial 
students.

CHURCH  HISTORY. 
A  survey  course  of  the  origin  and  development  of  the  Church,  including 
Jewish  Christianity,  Roman  Christianity.  Greek  Christianity,  the  Protestant 
Reformation,  and  the  Modem  Chiirch.    Open  only  to  Juniors  and  Seniors. 
Three  times  per  week.

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  I. 

Leadership  Training.  The  Topics  of  the  Standard  Leadership  Training 
Three-year  Course  for  Sunday  School  Teachers  constitute  the  basis  of  this 
course  in  which  eight  credits  may  be  earned  1,  2,  5,  6,  for  all;  41,  42,  43,  204 
for  Junior  specialization;  71,  72,  73,  303  for  Young  People's  specialization; 
91,  92,  93,  114  for  Administration  specialization),  four  being  the  required 
general  units  other  than  those  in  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  and  four 
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being  specialization  units  by  divisions;  in  addition  there  will  be  further 
instruction  in  missions,  stewardship,  Christian  Endeavor,  recreation.  Scout- 
ing and  Campfire.  Collateral  readings  and  reports  will  be  largely  required. 
Observation  in  the  Week  Day  Religious  School  is  required  in  connection 
with  the  specialization  units.  Denominational  and  Interdenominational  di- 
plomas wiU  be  issued  to  those  completing  the  various  items  of  the  course 
and  Bible  I.

Organization,  Administration  and  Integration  of  Religious  Education.  The 
organization  and  adiuinistration  of  a  local  Church  School,  including  the 
problems  of  the  curriculum,  worship,  social  and  recreational  activities,  the 
physical  plant,  social  service,  finance  and  evangelism,  together  with  the  lo- 
cal school's  denominational,  inter-organizational,  higher  educational,  and 
inter-denominational  relationships.  The  need  of  the  integration  of  Christian 
forces.  A  study  of  typical  Church  Schools  and  programs.  A  study  of  various 
denominational  and  inter-denominational  programs.  A  quest  for  a  thorough- 
ly integrated  program  of  Christian  Education,  both  for  the  local  Church 
School  and  for  all  the  educational  agencies  of  the  Kingdom. 

Prescribed  for  Sophomores  and  is  the  second  course  in  Religious  Edu- 
cation.   Three  hours  per  week  throughout  the  year.

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION-III. 

Curriculum  and  Teaching  Methods  in  Religious  Education.  This  course  will 
treat  the  history  of  the  curriculum,  its  scope,  its  principles  and  methods  of 
measurement.  Current  curricular  materials  will  be  evaluated  by  the  stu- 
dents. AU  ciuriculum  material  will  be  examined  from  the  standpoint  of 
methods  of  presentation.  The  methods  of  teaching  applicable  to  each  di- 
vision and  department  of  the  Church  School  and  consonant  with  its  objectives 
will  be  considered.  A  curriculum  for  one  department  of  the  Church  School 
will  be  constructed,  edited  and  tested  by  the  class. 

This  is  a  seminar  coiu-se  and  is  open  only  to  those  who  have  had  at 
least  two  courses  in  Religious  Education,  Bible  I  and  Philosophy  II.  Those 
who  pursue  the  course  are  required  to  teach  in  the  laboratory  of  the  Week 
Day  School  of  Religion.    Three  hours  per  week  throughout  the  year.

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  III-A. 
Children's  Division  Advanced  Specialization  Course. 
The  organization  and  administration  of  the  Children's  Division.     The 
psychology  of  childhood  up  to  twelve  years  of  age  and  its  influence  upon 
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curriculum  materials  and  methods  of  presentation.  The  history  and  develop- 
ment of  children's  work.  The  problems  of  teaching  religion  to  children,  with 
a  special  emphasis  upon  methods  of  story  telling,  use  of  pictures,  dramati- 
zation and  hand-work  projects.  A  quest  for  an  integrated  program  ior  the 
Children's  Division  from  the  standpoint  of  organization,  administration, 
curriculum,  school  and  home  contacts  looking  toward  preparation  for  Church 
membership  at  the  close  of  this  Division. 

A  laboratory  course  open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors  who  have  successfully 
pursued  Bible  I  and  Religious  Education  I  and  who  have  not  elected  Relig- 
ious Education  III,  III-B,  or  III-C.  Three  hours  per  week  throughout  the 
year.

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  III-B. 

Young  People's  Division  Advanced  Specialization  Course. 

The  organization  and  administration  of  the  Yoimg  People's  Division. 
The  Psychology  of  Early,  Middle,  and  Later  Adolescence  and  its  meaning 
for  the  cm-riculum  materials  and  the  methods  of  their  presentation.  The 
history  and  development  of  young  people's  work  with  particular  reference 
to  Christian  Endeavor,  Scouting,  and  Missions.  The  problems  of  youth  and 
ways  of  solving  them.  Elective  courses  in  the  Young  People's  Division.  The 
quest  for  An  Integrated  Young  People's  Division  from  the  standpoint  of 
organization,  administration,  curriculum,  recreation,  amusement,  social  life, 
and  leisure.    Facing  life's  caU  to  service. 

A  laboratory  course.  Open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors  who  have  success- 
fully pursued  Bible  I  and  Religious  Education  I  and  who  have  not  elected 
Religious  Education  III,  III-A,  or  III-C.  Three  hours  per  week  through- 
out the  year.

Adult  Division  Advanced  Specialization  Course. 

The  organization  and  administration  of  the  Adult  Division.  Its  relation 
to  the  Church  Prayer  Meeting,  Women's  Missionary  Societies,  Men's  Broth- 
erhood, and  other  organizations  and  educational  agencies  of  the  Church. 
Building  a  calendar  for  the  local  Church  in  harmony  with  the  general  de- 
nominational Church  year  and  methods  of  enlisting  the  adults  of  the  Church 
in  an  intelligent  support  of  it.  The  Psychology  of  Adulthood.  Adult  educa- 
tion and  its  place  in  the  Church  School.  Making  the  Home  Christian.  Chris- 
tianizing the  commimity  life.  The  financial  administration  of  the  Kingdom. 
The  training  of  children  in  the  Christian  Home.  A  Department  of  the  Home. 
Parent-Teacher  Associations.  The  quest  for  an  Integrated  Adult  Division 
from  the  standpoint  of  organization,  administration,  worship,  curriculuaj 
leisure,  parenthood,  and  an  adequate  program  of  financial  support  for  the 
Church  and  its  enterprises. 

A  laboratory  coiu'se,  open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors  who  have  successfully 
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pursued  Bible  I  and  Religious  Education  I  and  who  have  not  elected  Relig- 
ious Education  III,  III-A,  or  III-B.  Three  hours  per  week  throughout  the 
year.

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  IV. 

The  History  and  Principles  of  Religious  Education.  A  brief  survey  of 
religious  instruction  among  the  ancients,  with  special  notice  of  Hebrew  ed- 
ucation. Its  place  in  the  early  Church.  Religious  Education  and  the  Refor- 
mation. The  Principles  of  Religious  Education.  The  Modern  Sunday  School 
Movement,  with  special  emphasis  on  its  American  development.  A  study  of 
week-day  religious  education  in  England,  France,  and  Germany.  The  Young 
People's  Movement.  The  present  situation  and  the  probable  future  develop- 
ment. The  quest  for  a  becoming  program  for  the  Christian  religion  based  on 
the  history  and  principles  of  Religious  Education  will  conclude  the  course. 

This  is  a  laboratory  course  and  those  who  pursue  it  will  teach  under 
supervision  in  the  Week  Day  School  of  Religion.  Three  hours  per  week 
throughout  the  year.

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  IV-A. 

(A  Senior  Orientation  Course.) 

The  Civilizations  and  Religions  of  the  World.  The  living  religions  of  the 
world  will  be  studied  intensively  and  sympathetically  with  the  thought  in 
mind  of  understanding  them  from  the  standpoint  of  their  adherents.  The 
outcomes  of  these  religions  in  the  civiliaztions  they  have  produced  will  then 
be  studied.  The  elements  and  requirements  of  a  universal  religion  will  be 
sought.     First  Semester. 

The  Psychology  and  Philosophy  of  Religion.  The  Religious  Conscious- 
ness. Religious  experience.  Recent  Psychological  development  and  its  re- 
lation to  Christianity.  The  Essence  of  Religion.  The  Problem  of  Religious 
knowledge.  The  philosophical,  economic  and  sociological  aspects  of  sin, 
conversion,  atonement,  worship,  mysticism,  prayer,  and  kindred  religious 
problems.  The  social  gospel  and  its  implications  for  Social  Service,  Evangel- 
ism, Missions,  and  the  problems  of  race,  industry,  and  international  politics. 
The  religious  life  as  a  normal  experience.  The  law  of  love  as  the  law  of  life. 
The  quest  for  a  satisfying  and  compelling  philosophy  of  life.  Choice  of  a 
Life  Career.    Second  Semester  1. 

Prerequisites:  At  least  two  courses  in  Religious  Education,  Bible  I, 
Philosophy  11,  and  Social  Science  III.

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RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  LABORATORY. 

In  the  option  of  the  instructor  in  any  course  in  the  School  of  Christian 
Education  open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors,  one  hour  a  week  of  recitation  work 
may  be  diverted  to  laboratory  practice.  The  Mooney  Christian  Education 
Building  is  especially  designed  for  this  purpose.  A  completely  graded  Week- 
Day  Religious  School,  from  the  town  graded  and  high  school,  meets  there 
according  to  a  time  schedule  agreed  upon  by  the  College  and  Public  School 
authorities.  On  Sunday,  the  Citizens'  Sunday  School  uses  this  building. 
The  Kindergarten  Week-Day  Religious  School  of  the  Christian  Orphanage 
together  with  the  Week-Day  Religious  School  for  the  village  graded  school 
for  the  colored  chiklren  and  the  Night  School  for  adult  colored  people  offer 
additional  opportunities  for  lahoratorj'-  work  in  Religious  Education  under 
supervision.  The  laboratory  work  of  ministerial  students  and  young  men 
also  includes  service  in  rural  mission  Sunday  Schools  and  Churches  near- 
by. All  students  m  the  School  of  Christian  Education  classes  of  Junior  or 
Senior  Grade  are  required  to  do  laboratory  work  for  each  course  pursued, 
and  to  attend  the  conference  period  of  the  department  or  departments  in 
which  their  laboratory  work  is  done,  but  only  one  laboratory  fee  per  year 
shall  be  charged  any  student.  Students  who  major  in  the  School  of  Christian 
Education  are  qualified  to  be  Directors  of  Religious  Education  in  local 
churches  and  professional  teachers  and  administrators  in  Week-Day  Relig- 
ious Schools  and  Daily  Vacation  Church  Schools,  and  will  be  so  recommended 
provided  their  academic  rating  and  character  meet  the  approval  of  the  fac- 
ulty of  the  School  of  Christian  Education. 

NOTE:  Arrangement  has  been  made  with  the  Vanderbilt  Divinity 
School,  Nashville,  Tenn.,  and  the  Boston  University  School  of  Religion, 
Boston,  Mass.,  to  admit  those  who  have  creditably  completed  five  courses 
in  this  school  to  second  year  standing  for  their  graduate  divinity  work. 
Duke  University  wiH  give  advanced  standing  for  III  and  IV  courses  pur- 
sued in  Junior  and  Seoior  years.  Arrangements  are  pending  with  other 
seminaries. 


SCHOOL  OF  DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  AND  ART. 

DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  COURSES. 

MISS  RAINE. 
DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  I. 

General  principles  of  cookery  and  their  application  to  the  more  common 
foods.  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  develop  skiU  in  the  technique  of 
cookery  by  means  of  a  scientific  introduction  to  the  principles  and  processes 
and  food  materials  involved.  Planning  of  menus  and  cooking  and  serving 
breakfast,  luncheon,  and  dinner.    Food  values  and  table  service  are  stressed. 

Individual  work.  Three  hours  for  lectures.  One  laboratory  period  of 
three  hours.

DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  II. 

Application  of  fundamental  principles  of  cookery  to  the  preparation  of 
more  elaborate  recipes.  Advanced  home  cooking  and  table  service.  Elemen- 
tary nutrition. 

This  course  also  deals  with  the  canning,  preserving  and  drying  of  foods. 
Special  stress  is  laid  on  economic  aspects  and  attractiveness  of  products. 

Chemistry  I-A  is  a  prerequisite  for  this  course. 

Individual  work.  Three  hours  for  lectures.  One  laboratory  period  of 
three  hours. 

DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  III. 

This  year  is  divided  into  four  blocks:  Housewifery,  demonstration 
cookery,  history  of  cooking,  and  home  nursing  and  child  care. 

Chemistry  II-A.  is  prerequisite  for  this  course. 

Individual  and  group  work.  One  laboratory  period  of  three  hours. 
Three  hours  for  lectures. 

DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  IV. 

More  advanced  nutrition  and  the  study  of  diet  in  health  and  disease. 

Chemistry  III-A.  is  prerequisite  for  this  course. 

One  laboratory  period  of  three  hours.    Three  hours  for  lectures. 

DOMESTIC  ARTS  COURSES. 

DOMESTIC  ART  I. 

Handwork  and  elementary  dressmaking.  Instruction  in  the  use  of 
various  stitches,  use  of  the  sewing  machine  and  its  attachments,  and  the 
use  of  commercial  patterns.  Selection  of  materials  suitable  for  various  gar- 
ments.   Study  of  fabrics  and  the  choice,  care  and  cost  of  clothing. 

One  laboratory  period  of  three  hours;  three  hours  for  lecture. 

DOMESTIC  ART  II. 

Advanced  dressmaking.  Drafting  of  patterns  and  elementary  dress  de- 
sign. Drafted  patterns  are  used.  Variation  of  patterns  and  drafts  to  fit 
various  figures.  History  of  costume.  Making  of  elaborate  dresses  and  even- 
ing gowns.    Study  of  textiles.    Milinery.    Art  in  everyday  life. 

One  laboratory  period  of  three  hours;  three  hours  for  lectures. 

NOTE. — The  actual  cost  of  food  used  by  students  in  Domestic  Science 
is  charged,  but  the  articles  they  cook  belongs  to  them. 
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SCHOOL  OF  ECONOMICS  AND  BUSINESS 
ADMINISTRATION. 

PROFESSOR  TOWER. 
MR.  LOWRY,  Assistant. 

The  courses  in  Business  Administration  have  been  organized 
with  two  objectives  in  view: 

1.  The  training  of  young  men  and  women  for  careers  as 

business  executives  and  managers. 

2.  The  preparation  of  quahfied  teachers  of  business  subjects 

in  high  schools. 

The  work  is  in  all  respects  basic  and  is  not  intended  to  pre- 
pare a  student  for  any  specific  line  of  industry,  but  rather  to 
give  him  an  adequate  background  in  the  principles  and  theories 
of  business  as  an  institution,  from  the  viewpoint  of  the  executive 
and  manager. 

Those  students  planning  to  enter  the  field  of  commercial 
teaching  must  complete  the  non-credit  courses  in  Typewriting 
and  Shorthand,  major  in  Business  Administration,  and  meet  the 
professional  requirements  in  Education,  which  include  21  semes- 
ter hours  of  work  as  specified  by  the  North  CaroHna  State  De- 
partment of  Pubhc  Instruction. 

In  addition  to  the  courses  carrying  college  credit,  two  non- 
credit  courses  are  offered.  These  studies  taken  in  conjunction 
with  Business  Administration  I-A  form  the  basis  for  a  one  year 
course  for  students  who  are  preparing  for  clerical  or  stenographic 
work. 

The  Economics  Club. — All  students  of  Elon  College  regularly 
enrolled  in  one  or  more  courses  in  Business  Administration  are 
eligible  for  membership  in  the  Economics  Club.  This  organiza- 
tion was  formed  in  the  fall  of  1928  for  the  purpose  of  fostering 
a  better  understanding  between  students  of  business  and  the 
business  men  of  the  community  and  state,  and  to  give  students 
of  business  a  fuller  appreciation  of  the  relationship  existing  be- 
tween the  theory  and  practice  of  business  principles.  Meetings 
are  held  weekly  throughout  the  year.  Programs  are  presented 
by  members  of  the  group  and  by  outside  speakers,  the  plan  being

to  give  students  the  opportunity  to  express  themselves  on  topics 
of  a  business  interest,  and  at  the  same  time  to  provide  for  them 
the  opportunity  of  hearing  worthwhile  discussions  of  important 
aspects  of  applied  business  given  by  able  business  men.  During 
the  past  two  years  speakers  from  such  representative  industries 
as  pubhc  utihties,  banking,  pubHc  accounting,  insurance,  auto- 
mobile sales,  hosiery,  and  newspaper  publishing,  have  appeared 
before  the  Economics  Club. 

Co-operative  Employment. — During  the  past  two  years  the 
department  has,  in  conjunction  with  the  Chamber  of  Commerce 
of  Burlington,  N.  C,  been  working  on  plans  which,  when  fully 
completed,  will  greatly  simplify  the  employment  problem,  both 
for  the  student  working  his  way  through  college  and  for  the 
graduate.  While  it  has  never  been  the  policy  of  the  Department 
of  Economics  and  Business  Administration  to  offer  work  to  any 
student,  the  facilities  at  its  command  are  available  at  all  times 
to  those  students  and  graduates  in  Business  Administration  who 
wish  employment. 

Opportunities  for  Laboratory  Practice. — During  the  past  three 
years  students  of  business  administration,  under  proper  super- 
vision, have  conducted  the  operation  of  the  Elon  Banking  and 
Trust  Co.,  a  state  bank  which  is  distinct  from  the  college.  Qual- 
ified students  also  are  allowed  to  keep  the  books  of  certain  special 
departments  of  Elon  College,  under  the  supervision  of  the  de- 
partment head.  In  this  way  the  student  is  enabled  to  test  his 
knowledge  of  business  theory  in  practice.  Besides  the  practical 
laboratory  experience  open  to  students  in  Business  Administra- 
tion certain  theoretical  laboratory  work  is  required.  This  state- 
ment apphes  to  all  courses  in  accounting,  and  industrial  manage- 
ment. Details  of  these  requirements  may  be  found  under  the 
proper  course  headings. 

Business  Library. — In  addition  to  the  books  and  periodicals 
on  business  subjects  which  are  found  in  the  college  hbrary,  the 
department  maintains  a  special  library  of  current  business  pub- 
hcations  prepared  by  the  leading  professional  societies  in  the 
field  of  commerce  and  by  leading  banks  and  trade  associations. 
This  material  is  available  to  any  student  of  business  and  may  be 
withdrawn  upon  proper  application  to  the  librarian  in  charge. 
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Degree  Requirements. — Any  student  majoring  in  Business  Ad- 
ministration must  satisfactorily  complete  the  following  courses 
offered  by  the  department,  in  addition  to  those  stated  under  the 
head  of  general  degree  requirements: 

BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION  I-A.,  Introductory  Accounting. 
BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION  I.  General  Economics.      . 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  he  must  complete  three  full 
additional  courses  in  business  administration  for  credit  and  one- 
half  year  of  typewriting  without  credit.  Students  desiring  to  do 
so  may  by  taking  Business  Administration  I  and  II  fulfill  the 
requirements  for  a  minor  in  Social  Science.  Beginning  with  1929, 
students  majoring  in  Business  Administration  must  complete  not 
less  than  two  summers  of  practical  work  with  a  business  house 
approved  by  the  department  head.  In  addition,  the  student  will 
be  expected  to  report  his  progress,  and  a  similar  report  will  be 
requested  from  the  employer. 

BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION  I-A. 

Accounting.  The  proprietorship  equation;  financial  statements;  the 
ledger  and  the  trial  balance;  books  of  original  entry;  posting;  adjusting  and 
closing  entries;  columnar  records;  controlling  accounts;  business  forms  and 
papers;  entries  for  notes  and  drafts;  partnership  accounting;  accrued  and 
deferred  items;  depreciation,  depletion,  and  obsolescence;  corporation  ac- 
counting; classification  of  accounts;  analysis  of  financial  statements;  elements 
of  manufacturing  accounts.  Problems,  practice  sets,  and  lectures.  During 
the  year  it  will  be  possible  for  limited  number  of  students  to  get  actual  ex- 
perience in  keeping  small  sets  of  books  under  the  supervision  of  the  instruct- 
or. 

Three  hours  per  week.    Six  semester  hours  credit. 

Laboratory  fee  of  $35.00  per  year.  PROF.  TOWER. 

BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION  I. 

Principles  of  Economics.  Introduction;  industrial  stages;  the  Industrial 
Revolution;  division  of  labor  and  control  of  production;  the  form  of  the 
business  unit;  large  scale  production  and  combination;  the  organization  of 
marketing;  transportation,  the  economic  functions  of  government,  the  signi- 
ficance of  price — demand  and  supply;  competitive  prices;  cost  of  production; 
monopoly  price;  money  and  prices;  the  business  cycle;  foreign  exchange; 
problems  of  business  organization;  the  distribution  of  wealth  and  income; 
labor  problems;  economic  reforms. 

Not  open  to  first  year  students.  Lectures  and  assigned  reading.  Three 
hours  per  week.    Six  semester  hours  credit.  PROF.  TOWER. 
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BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION  II. 

Credit  and  Financial  Policies.  First  Semester — Credits  and  Collections: 
Introduction;  credit  instruments;  classes  of  credit;  analysis  of  the  credit 
risk;  credit  agencies;  sources  of  credit  information;  construction  and  analy- 
sis of  financial  statements;  collection  methods  and  policies;  legal  remedies 
of  the  creditor;  bankruptcy,  insolvency  and  receivership;  credit  insurance; 
credit  systems. 

Second  Semester — Corporation  Finance:  Starting  a  business;  forms  of 
business  organization,  management  of  corporations;  stock;  borrowing; 
mortgages  and  mortgage  bonds;  classification  and  description  of  bonds; 
extinction  of  bonded  indebtedness;  financial  plan;  working  capital;  selling 
securities;  intercorporate  relations;  income  and  its  management;  business 
failures;  receiverships  and  reorganizations.  Text  and  parallel  readings. 
Lectures  and  discussions. 

Open  to  students  who  have  satisfactorily  completed  Business  Admin- 
istration I-A,  or  at  the  option  of  the  instructor.  Three  hours  per  week. 
Six  semester  hours  credit. 

PROF.  TOWER. 

BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION  III. 

Marketing  and  Business  Law.  First  Semester — Marketing:  Nature  and 
scope  of  study;  the  economics  of  marketing;  marketing  functions;  types  of 
middlemen;  retail  distribution  and  types  of  retail  marketing  agencies;  mid- 
dlemen of  the  wholesale  market  for  manufactured  goods;  aggressive  market- 
ing methods;  marketing  convenience,  shopping,  and  specialtj'  goods;  market- 
ing industrial  goods;  consvuners'  buying  motives;  buying  motives  for  indus- 
trial goods;  the  economics  of  advertising. 

Second  Semester — Business  Correspondence:  The  language  of  business; 
point  of  view;  qualities  of  a  good  letter;  principal  types  of  business  letters — 
sales,  adjustment,  complaint,  inquiry,  collection  and  letters  of  application; 
the  preparation  of  business  reports;  correspondence  supervision.  Lectures 
and  class  discussions.  Each  student  wull  be  required  to  prepare  a  business 
report  based  on  his  study  of  the  previous  semester. 

Three  hours  per  week.    Six  semester  hours  credit. 

Open  only  to  students  who  have  satisfactorily  completed  Business  Ad- 
ministration I  and  I-A,  and  not  less  than  one  year  of  college  English. 

PROF.  TOWER. 

BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION  IV. 
Business  Administration  and  Management.  During  the  first  semester 
a  study  wiU  be  made  of  the  use  of  accounting  as  a  tool  of  management. 
Special  attention  wiU  be  given  to  the  preparation  and  interpretation  of  ac- 
counting statements  and  reports  for  various  kinds  of  businesses.  During 
the  second  semester  a  study  will  be  made  of  the  fundamental  principles  of 
industrial  management.  The  course  contemplates  a  number  of  business 
trips  to  nearby  cities  during  which  students  will  be  given  the  opportunity 
to  visit  representative  industrial  plants  for  the  purpose  of  seeing  the  practi-

cal  application  of  management  theory.     Students  taking  the  course  will  be 
required  to  submit  reports  in  proper  form  of  all  trips  taken. 
Three  hours  per  week.    Six  semester  hours  credit. 

Open  only  to  those  students  who,  in  the  opinion  of  the  instructor  are 
properly  qualified  to  do  the  work  and  who  wiU  be  directly  benefitted  by 
taking  it. 

PROF.  TOWER. 
BUSINESS  A. 
Shorthand.    A  course  in  the  fundamental  principles  of  Gregg  Shorthand, 
with  special  emphasis  on  speed  and  accuracy.     Practice  work  in  dictation 
and  transcription. 

Three  hours  per  week.  No  credit.  A  special  charge  of  $35.00  is  made 
for  this  course. 

MR.  LOWRY. 
BUSINESS  B. 
Typewriting.     Five  hours  per  week.     No  credits.  A  special  charge  of 
$35.00  is  made  for  this  course. 

MR.  LOWRY. 

NOTE. — Students  taking  these  course  must  meet  the  regular  require- 
ments for  college  entrance  and  in  addition  must  pursue  at  least  three  litera- 
ry courses. 

Additional  Credit  Courses. — In  alternate  years  courses  such 
as  Money  and  Banking,  Cost  Accounting,  Intermediate  Account- 
ing, History  of  Commerce,  and  Business  Law,  have  been  given. 
Other  courses  may  be  offered  at  the  option  of  the  instructor, 
provided  there  is  sufficient  demand  for  them.  In  addition  there 
will  be  facihties  provided  for  those  desiring  a  groundwork  in  the 
theory  and  practice  of  commercial  teaching.

I.     GENERAL  EDUCATION  COURSES. 

EDUCATION  I. 
Fall  Semester.     An  Introduction  to  Education.    This  course  is  to  orient 
the  pupil  with  respect  to  teaching  and  to  introduce  him  to  the  general  meth- 
ods and  principles  dealing  with  the  teaching  profession. 

Spring  Semester.  Classroom  Management.  This  course  is  to  show  how 
the  teacher  is  to  organize  and  control  his  classroom.  Topics;  traditional 
versus  modern  methods  of  management;  discipline;  the  daily  program,  etc. 

PROF.  JOHNSON. 
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EDUCATION  II. 
(See  Philosophy  II.) 

EDUCATION  III-IV. 

Fall  Semester.  Educational  Psychology.  This  is  an  advanced  course  deal- 
ing with  the  fundamental  principles  of  learning.  Students  wiU  be  required 
to  do  sufficient  parallel  reading  to  cover  the  principal  works  bearing  on  the 
learning  process;  also,  to  prepare  papers  on  related  problems. 

Spring  Semester.  History  and  Principles  of  Education.  This  course  aims 
to  provide  the  knowledge  of  the  development  of  educational  institutions  as 
a  basis  for  the  approach  to  the  solutions  of  the  problems  of  the  present  day. 
Various  conceptions  of  secondary  education  as  revealed  through  the  types 
of  American  Secondary  schools  and  the  piu-poses  of  secondary  schools  wiU 
receive  consideration. 

PROF.  JOHNSON. 

EDUCATION  III-W. 
This  course,  open  to  young  women  who  have  had  Education  I  and  II, 
meets  the  requirements  of  the  West  Law  in  the  State  of  Virginia.   It  includes 
School  Hygiene  with  physical  inspection  of  school  children,  and  the  teaching 
of  physical  education  in  the  public  schools. 

MISS  STOUT. 

EDUCATION  III-M. 
This  course,  open  to  young  men  under  same  conditions  as  Education 
III-W,  is  to  young  ladies,  deals  with  the  same  principles  as  found  in  Educa- 
tion III-W.    The  major  sports  will  be  added  for  the  young  men. 

COACH  WALKER. 

EDUCATION  IV-S. 
General  Science.  A  course  designed  for  prospective  teachers  of  General 
Science  in  high  schools.  This  course  will  include  the  subject  matter  as  taught 
in  the  high  schools  and  the  methods  of  teaching  same.  Students  will  have 
access  to  the  science  laboratories  and  lectures  will  be  given  from  time  to 
time  by  different  professors  in  the  various  Schools  of  Science  in  the  College.

EDUCATION  IV-C. 

(See  Science  IV-C.)  : 

EDUCATION  IV-PSM. 
(See  Department  of  Music.) 

The  Demonstration  School. 

Beginning  with  the  Spring  Semester  of  1921,  the  Elon  Graded 
School  and  Elon  College  entered  into  an  agreement,  with  the 
approval  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Pubhc  Instruction  for

North  Carolina,  whereby  the  Elon  Graded  School  became  a 
Demonstration  School.  For  the  first  semester  of  this  contract, 
teaching  under  supervision  was  done  in  the  seventh,  eighth  and 
ninth  grades  only. 

Beginning  with  and  since  the  session  1921-'22,  teaching  under 
supervision  has  been  given  in  the  primary,  grammar  and  high 
school  grades.  The  Director  of  the  School  of  Education  will 
recommend  the  student  teachers,  whose  work  will  be  supervised 
by  the  regular  teachers  in  the  Demonstration  School  and  the 
Director  of  the  School  of  Education.  Students  who  enter  upon 
this  work  will  be  required  to  continue  it  for  one  year,  but  in 
two  fields,  unless  they  prove  to  be  inefficient.  One  hour  per  day, 
five  days  per  week  ,will  give  a  six  semester  hour  credit.  Grades 
win  be  supplied  by  the  supervising  teachers. 

Certification  of  Teachers. — Since  Elon  College  is  a  member  of 
the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools,  its 
students  and  alumni  will  be  granted  certificates  according  to  the 
certification  laws  of  the  various  States. 

Different  grades  of  certificates  are  granted  for  one,  two, 
three,  or  four  years'  work.  Those  who  expect  to  teach  are  urged 
to  consult  the  Dean  before  selecting  any  course.  The  courses 
for  high  school  teachers  and  for  principals  and  superintendents 
differ  greatly  and  advice  is  needed  to  be  sure  the  courses  taken 
will  yield  the  certificate  desired. 


SCHOOL  OF  ENGLISH  LANGUAGE  AND 
LITERATURE. 

PROFESSOR  JAY. 
ASSOCIATE  PROFESSOR  BARNEY. 
ASSISTANT  PROFESSOR  BROWN. 

ENGLISH  I. 

A  Course  in  Composition  and  Grammar.  The  Century  Handbook  of 
Composition,  Freshman  Rhetoric,  Slater.  This  course  is  designed  to  give 
the  student  a  thorough  and  fundamental  knowledge  of  Composition  and 
Grammar.  The  texts  mentioned  will  be  supplemented  by  parallel  reading 
assignments.     Classes  will  meet  three  times  a  week. 

For  Freshmen.     As  many  sections  as  necessary. 

PROF.  BARNEY  and  MISS  BROWN. 
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ENGLISH  II. 

A  survey  of  the  field  of  English  literature.  Century  Readings  in  English 
Literature — Cunliffe,  Pyre  and  Young  is  the  text  vised.  Prerequisite,  Eng- 
lish I.  Other  reading  in  the  field  of  English  literature  is  required  as  parallel. 

Three  hours  a  week  for  Sophomores. 

DR.  JAY. 

ENGLISH  III. 

Study  of  the  chief  dramatists.    A  course  open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors. 
Three  times  a  week. 

PROF  BARNEY. 

ENGLISH  III-B. 

Chaucer  and  Milton.  This  coiu-se  will  be  a  study  of  the  social  and  polit- 
ical conditions  surrounding  the  life  periods  of  these  authors.  Special  atten- 
tion will  be  given  to  the  study  of  their  works. 

Three  times  per  week. 

Given  in  1929-'30.  DR.  JAY. 

ENGLISH  III-C. 

The  Course  in  Class  Expression  I  (See  Department  of  Expression) 
counts  as  an  Englibh  Cour&e  for  Juniors  and  Seniors  and  is  listed  as  English 
III-C. 

ENGLISH  IV. 

This  course  is  devoted  exclusively  to  the  study  of  Shakespeare.  From 
twenty-five  to  thirty  of  his  plays  wiU  be  read.  Open  to  Seniors.  English  II 
and  III  are  prerequisite  to  this  course. 

Three  hours  per  week.  DR.  JAY. 

ENGLISH  IV-A. 

A  course  in  Higher  Composition  and  Literary  Criticism.  Advanced 
composition  and  rhetoric;  word  study;  vocabulary  building;  an  investiga- 
tion, critical  and  historical,  of  the  following  prose  departments:  the  novel, 
the  short  story,  the  tale,  the  essay,  the  oration,  the  history,  the  biography. 
Laboratory  work.  Three  times  a  week  for  Juniors  and  Seniors,  or  others 
by  special  examination  and  with  the  approval  of  the  instructor  in  charge. 

Applicants  for  this  course  will  provide  themselves  with  a  comprehen- 
sive standard  dictionary  in  advance. 

PROF.  BARNEY. 

ENGLISH  IV-B. 

First  Semester:  This  course  offers  the  student  opportunity  to  become 
familiar  with  the  fundamental  history  and  essential  requirements  of  Epic, 
Dramatic  and  Lyric  Poetry.  It  also  offers  a  wide  acquaintanceship  with  the 
best  English  poetry  of  the  nineteenth  century. 
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Second  Semester:  The  history  and  development  of  the  short  story,  in- 
cluding its  structure.  Numerous  short  stories  of  famous  writers  will  be  studied 
and  analyzed. 

Three  times  per  week.

ENGLISH  IV-C. 

This  is  a  course  in  American  Literature,  both  prose  and  poetry.  The 
study  is  more  intensive  than  in  an  ordinary  survey  course.  Sufficient  time 
is  spent  with  each  author  to  enable  the  student  to  interpret  that  author 
from  actual  knowledge  of  his  writings.  As  texts  in  this  course,  students 
should  be  provided  with  The  Cambridge  History  of  American  Literature 
and  Chief  American  Poets  by  Curtis  Hidden  Page.  Three  times  a  week; 
open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors.

SCHOOL  OF  GEOLOGY. 

PROFESSOR  POWELL. 
GEOLOGY  I-B. 

General  Geology.  Lectures  and  recitations  three  hours  a  week,  two  hours 
to  laboratory  work. 

The  first  semester  deals  with  Physical  and  Dynamical  Geology,  the 
second  semester  is  a  study  of  outlines  of  Historical  Geology.  Laboratory 
work  in  the  first  semester  consists  of  frequent  field  excursions  and  a  study 
of  the  common  minerals  and  rocks;  the  second  semester  deals  with  map 
interpretations,  geological  folios,  and  the  more  common  fossils. 

Given  in  1929-'30. 

GEOLOGY  II-B. 

Crystallography,  first  semester;  Mineralogy,  second  semester.  Two 
hours  for  lectures.    Four  hours  to  laboratory.    Prerequisite,  Geology  I-B. 

This  course  lays  the  foundation,  technically  and  practically  for  the 
student  who  wishes  to  pursue  professional  geology.  The  topics  emphasized 
are  the  physical  and  chemical  properties  of  minerals,  the  associations 
of  minerals,  crystallography,  and  blow-pipe  analysis. 

Given  in  1929-30. 

GEOLOGY  III-B. 

Economic  Geology.  Recitations,  lectures,  laboratory,  departmental  the- 
ses. Two  hours  for  lectures.  Four  hours  to  laboratory.  Prerequisite,  Geology 
I-B. 

The  theoretical  side  of  this  subject  is  emphasized  whenever  it  seems 
necessary.    The  practical  side  is  kept  prominently  in  the  foreground,  because 
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the  agricultural,  the  industrial  and  the  commercial  world  is  now  realizing  its 
vital  relation  to  Economic  Geology.  A  careful  study  is  made  concerning  the 
most  important  non-metals:  coals,  petroleums,  clays,  sands,  abrasives,  gem- 
stones,  structural  materials,  fertilizers,  etc.;  and  the  metals:  iron,  copper, 
lead,  tin,  zinc,  gold,  silver,  etc.  If  time  permits,  several  weeks  will  be  devot- 
ed to  water-powers,  soils  and  forestry.

SCHOOL  OF  GERMAN  LANGUAGE  AND 
LITERATURE. 

PROFESSOR  WHITE. 

GERMAN  I. 

A  complete  and  thorough  review  of  the  declensions  and  conjugations 
and  the  rules  of  grammar  is  made.  Students  are  carefully  drilled  in  the  rules 
of  syntax.  Regular  drills  are  made  in  composition  and  conversational  work. 
A  general  survey  of  the  history  of  German  literature  is  given  Much  care 
and  time  is  devoted  to  the  reading  and  study  of  such  masterpieces  as  Wil- 
helm  Tell,  Deutsche  Liebe,  Die  Journalisten,  Minna  von  Barnhelm,  etc. 
German  A.  or  its  equivalent  is  required  for  entrance.  Open  to  Freshmen  and 
Sophomores.     Three  hours  a  week. 

GERMAN  II. 

This  course  is  devoted  to  a  rapid  reading  of  the  various  types  of  German 
literature.  Special  attention  is  called  to  the  style  of  the  different  authors. 
Much  time  and  work  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  the  classical  drama.  By 
means  of  lectures  and  by  the  personal  observation  of  the  class  an  introduc- 
tion is  made  to  the  study  of  comparative  philology  This  course  is  open  to 
students  who  have  completed  creditably  Course  I,  and  who  have  studied 
one  or  more  foreign  languages  at  least  four  years.   Three  hours  a  week. 


SCHOOL  OF  GREEK  LANGUAGE  AND  LITERATURE. 

PROFESSOR  NEWMAN. 

GREEK  A. 

Elementary  Greek.  White's  First  Greek  Book  or  equivalent.  Mastery 
of  declensions  and  conjugations,  synopsis  of  verb,  word  analysis,  derivation 
and  composition  and  simpler  principles.  Drill  in  pronunciation  by  reading 
Greek  aloud.  Required  of  all  offering  to  enter  the  department.  No  credit 
can  be  given  toward  a  degree  for  this  course.

HISTORY  COURSES. 

HISTORY  I. 

The  United  States.  A  general  survey  of  the  history  of  the  United  States, 
beginning  with  the  European  background  of  our  colonial  life  and  going  to 
the  present  time.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  economic,  social  and  insti- 
tutional, as  well  as  political  growth. 

Lectures,  text-books  and  readings. 

Text:    Harlow,  Growth  of  the  United  States. 

For  Freshmen. 

HISTORY  II. 

Modern  European  History.  A  general  introductory  course  from  1500  to 
the  present.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  social  and  economic,  as  well  as 
political.  Dynastic  rivalries,  colonial  expansion  and  the  clash  of  empires, 
rise  of  the  bourgeoisie,  revolutionary  Europe,  diplomatic  background  of  the 
World  War,  and  post-war  settlements  are  treated  at  length. 

Lectures,  text-books,  readings  and  reports. 

Texts:  Higby,  History  of  Europe,  1492-1815;  Schapiro,  Modern  and 
Contemporary  Europe. 

For  Sophomores. 

HISTORY  III. 

Ancient  and  Mediaeval  History.  A  general  survey  closing  with  the 
Renaissance.  In  the  study  of  Greek  and  Roman  civilizations  particular  at- 
ention  will  be  paid  to  social  and  economic  conditions,  and  cultural  and 
religious  developments,  the  collapse  of  ancient  civilization,  the  Germanic 
invasions,  the  foundation  of  feudalism  and  the  mediaeval  Church.     In  the 
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study  of  Europe,  emphasis  will  be  placed  upon  the  institutional,  economic 
and  cultural  conditions,  the  Empire,  the  Church,  feudalism,  the  manor,  the 
cities,  and  the  xmiversities. 

Lectures,  text-books,  readings  and  reports. 

Texts:    To  be  announced. 

Prerequisite:    History  I. 

HISTORY  III-A. 

The  United  States  Since  the  Civil  War.  Political  and  economic  recon- 
struction, North  and  South;  the  a.pearance  of  new  problems;  the  paper- 
money  and  silver  questions;  the  tariff;  the  growth  of  big  business  and  gov- 
ernment regulations;  the  civil  service;  the  filling  up  of  the  West;  agrarian 
and  political  unrest;  labor  problems;  the  new  foreign  policy;  third-party 
movements;  the  World  War,  and  its  aftermath. 

Open  only  to  those  who  have  had  History  I.,  and  to  Seniors. 

HISTORY  IV. 

Comparative  Government.  The  course  will  cover  the  United  States,  Eng- 
land, France,  Switzerland,  and  other  countries.  It  deals  with  the  outlines  of 
constitutional  development,  the  composition  and  powers  of  representative 
bodies,  the  relations  between  the  executive  and  legislature,  parliamentary 
procedure,  the  organization  and  influence  of  political  parties,  the  powers  of 
the  courts,  local  government,  etc. 

Lectures,  text-books,  and  readings. 

Prerequisite,  History  II. 

Text:    Ogg  and  Ray,  Introduction  to  American  Government. 

For  Juniors  and  Seniors. 

HISTORY  IV-A. 

History  of  the  United  States,  1829-1865.  This  course  will  deal  largely 
with  the  South,  tracing  the  development  of  the  out-standing  issues  as  they 
culminated  in  the  Civil  War,  with  special  reference  to  economic  and  social 
factors. 

This  course  alternates  with  History  III-A,  and  has  the  same  prere- 
quisites. 

Three  hours  per  week.    For  Juniors  and  Seniors.

LATIN  I.

Lucretius's  De  Rerum  Natura,  with  reference  to  the  Philosophy  of  the 
Romans;  Horace's  Epodes  and  Ars  Poetica  and  Ovid's  Fasti,  with  reference 
to  the  Roman  religion;  Allen's  Remnants  of  Early  Latin,  and  Egbert's  Study 
of  Latin  Inscriptions  (3). 

For  Juniors  and  Seniors. 


SCHOOL  OF  MATHEMATICS. 

PROFESSOR  AMICK. 
ASSISTANT  PROFESSOR  HOOK. 

MATHEMATICS  I. 

fall  Semester.  Geometry.  The  work  begins  with  a  review  of  a  number 
of  original  exercises  in  Plane  Geometry,  and  proceeds  through  Solid  Geometry 
with  constant  drill  in  the  original  exercises. 

Spring  Semester.  Trigonometry.  A  complete  course  in  Plane  and  Spher- 
ical Trigonometry  is  pursued,  with  constant  drill  in  the  solution  of  problems 
and  exercises  in  the  use  of  logarithms.  ;  '     '■'-•:*     V  -i  '  .^      .- 

Prerequisties,  High  School  Algebra  and  Plane  Geometry  complete.    '' 

Open  to  Freshmen.  Required  of  students  majoring  or  minoring  in 
Mathematics. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

MATHEMATICS  II. 

Fall  Semester.  College  Algebra.  The  work  begins  with  Quadratic  Equa- 
tions and  proceeds  with  the  study  of  the  Binomial  Formula,  Convergence 
and  Divergence  of  Series,  and  a  special  study  of  the  Binomial,  Exponential 
and  Logarithmic  series.  The  course  closes  with  the  study  of  Inequalities  and 
Determinants  and  the  Theory  of  Equations. 

Spring  Semester.  Analytic  Geometry.  The  class  begins  with  the  study  of 
the  Cartesian  and  Polar  systems  of  co-ordinates  and  with  numerous  exer- 
cises in  graphical  representations.    Special  attention  is  paid  to  the  straight 
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line  and  the  general  equation  of  the  first  degree  in  two  variables.  During  the 
latter  part  of  the  semester,  the  time  is  given  to  the  study  of  the  circle  and 
the  conic  sections,  and  to  equations  of  the  second  degree. 

Open  to  Sophomores.  Required  of  students  majoring  or  minoring  in 
in  Mathematics. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

Prerequisite,  Mathematics  I. 

MATHEMATICS  III. 

Fall  Semester.  Differential  Calculus.  This  course  is  devoted  to  the 
study  of  the  differentiation  of  functions,  with  simple  applications  of  the  de- 
rivatives to  rates,  length  of  tangents,  normals,  and  the  like.  After  this  the 
subjects  of  maxima  and  minima,  curvature,  rates  and  envelopes  are  studied. 
Numerous  problems  and  exercises  are  solved  and  thorough  drills  are  given 
on  every  topic  studied.   The  course  closes  with  a  drill  on  curve  tracing. 

Spring  Semester.  Integral  Calculus.  Integration.  The  Constant  of  In- 
tegration The  Definite  Integral.  In  addition  to  the  study  of  the  subjects 
mentioned,  the  student  is  given  a  thorough  drill  on  the  methods  of  inte- 
gration. The  object  is  to  enable  him  to  investigate  without  having  to  rely 
on  any  tables  or  set  rules,  and,  after  having  learned  the  principles  of  inte- 
gration, to  apply  them  to  such  subjects  as  areas,  lengths  of  curves,  volumes 
of  solids  of  revolution,  and  areas  of  surfaces  of  revolution. 

Open  to  Juniors.    Required  of  all  students  majoring  in  Mathematics. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

Prerequisite,  Mathematics  II. 

MATHEMATICS  IV. 

Fall  Semester.  Differential  Equations.  Both  the  ordinary  and  partial 
Differential  Equations  wiU  be  studied.  Particular  attention  will  be  paid  to 
the  theory  of  integration  of  such  equations  as  admit  of  a  known  Transfor- 
mation Group,  and  the  classic  methods  of  integration  are  compared  with 
those  which  flow  from  the  Theory  of  Continuous  Groups.  A  similar  method 
is  adopted  in  studying  the  Linear  Partial  Differential  Equations  of  the  First 
Order. 

Spring  Semester.  Applied  Calculus.  During  this  semester  the  study  of 
the  differential  equations  will  be  continued,  and  the  subject  of  calculus  ap- 
plied to  mechanics  and  to  engineering  problems  in  general  will  be  taken  up 
and  studied  on  rather  broad  lines.  This  work  cannot  be  taken  by  any  student 
who  has  not  taken  the  courses  in  Mathematics  I,  Mathematics  II,  and  Math- 
ematics III. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

Open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors  only.  Required  of  all  students  majoring 
in  Mathematics. 
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APPLIED  MATHEMATICS. 

MATHEMATICS  I-A. 

Mechanical  Drawing.  This  course  provides  a  basic  treatment  of  modern 
conventions,  theory  and  practice  of  Mechanical  Drawing.  Instruction  is 
given  in  the  care  and  use  of  instruments,  drawing  materials  and  scales, 
methods  of  procedure  in  drawing,  freehand  lettering,  geometric  drawing, 
orthographic  projection,  working  drawings,  tracing  and  blue  printing. 

Prerequisite,  High  School  Algebra  and  Plane  Geometry  complete. 

Six  hours  per  week,  six  semester  hours  credit. 

MATHEMATICS  II-A. 

Engineering  Drawing.  Instruction  and  drafting  room  practice  are  given 
in  the  following:  Engineering  lettering  with  copy  books;  detailing  of  ma- 
chine parts,  assembly  drawings;  systems  of  dimentioning,  bills  of  material, 
convention,  titles;  pipes,  piping  systems;  elements  of  machine  design,  gears, 
worms,  screws,  nuts  and  bolts.  Special  attention  is  given  to  accuracy,  neat- 
ness and  rapidity  in  drafting. 

Prerequisite:     Mathematics  I-A. 

Six  hours  per  week,  six  semester  hours  credit. 

MATHEMATICS  II-B. 

Architectural  Drafting.  Instruction  and  drafting  practice  are  given  in 
the  following:  free  hand  lettering,  symbols  for  materials  used  in  construction, 
sketching,  working  drawings,  architectural  details,  floor  plans,  elevations, 
perspective  drawings  of  both  interior  and  exterior  of  buildings. 

Prerequisite:    Mathematics  I-A. 

Six  hours  per  week,  six  semester  hours  credit. 

NOTE. — Mathematics  II-A  and  II-B  will  be  given  in  alternate  years. 

MATHEMATICS  IV-C. 

Fall  Semester.  The  History  of  Mathematics.  A  survey  of  the  field  of 
Mathematics  from  the  earliest  ages  to  the  present.  In  this  course  Ball's 
History  of  Mathematics  wiU  be  made  the  basis  of  a  class  course  and  students 
will  have  a  broad  field  for  library  work.  Readings  will  be  assigned  and  stu- 
dents will  be  required  to  report  on  these  readings  at  each  recitation.  Three 
hours  a  week. 

Second  Semester.  The  Teaching  of  Mathematics.  This  course  offers  a 
study  of  the  methods  of  presenting  the  different  branches  of  Mathematics 
to  the  pupils  in  the  secondary  schools,  and  also  to  college  pupils.  This  course 
will  be  supplemented  by  lectures  and  numerous  illustrations,  and  the  pupils 
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taking  the  course  will  be  required  to  conduct  several  classes  in  Mathematics 
in  the  Practice  School  under  the  supervision  of  the  Professor  of  Math- 
ematics.  Three  hours  a  week. 

Elective  to  Juniors  and  Seniors.  Required  of  students  preparing  to 
teach  Mathematics. 

MATHEMATICS  IV-D. 

First  Semester.  Plane  Surveying.  The  study  of  the  theory,  and  uses  and 
adjustments  of  the  Compass,  Level,  Transit,  and  Stadia;  the  computations 
of  Surveying.  Numerous  surveys  are  made  and  the  student  is  required  to 
make  all  the  plots  and  calculations. 

Second  Semester.  The  class  studies  the  methods  and  proper  conduct  of 
Land,  Mine,  City,  Topographic  and  Hydrographic  Surveying.  Practical 
class  exercises  are  given  throughout  the  term  to  illustrate  the  work  of  the 
entire  course.  Two  hours  to  recitations  and  lectures;  four  hours  to  field  work 
weekly. 

Prerequisites,  Mathematics  I  and  I-A. 

Open  to  Sophomores  taking  two-year  course  in  Engineering. 

Elective  for  Juniors  and  Seniors. 


SCHOOL  OF  PHILOSOPHY  AND  SOCIAL  SCIENCE. 

PROFESSOR  VAN  CLEAVE. 
PHILOSOPHY  COURSES. 

PHILOSOPHY  II. 

(Sophomore  Orientation  Course.) 

A  course  in  general  psychology  will  be  given  for  the  purpose  of  intro- 
ducing the  student  to  the  fundamental  principles  of  mental  life  and  to  ori- 
entate him  in  the  modern  world.  The  various  activities  of  the  individual, 
the  formation  of  ideas,  and  the  response  of  the  individual  to  the  various 
stimuli,  and  other  phases  of  human  activity  will  be  emphasized  with  a  par- 
ticular discussion  of  the  modem  mind  in  its  relationship  to  the  modern 
world. 

PHILOSOPHY  III. 

Fall  Semester.  The  History  of  Philosophy.  This  course  will  give  a  gen- 
eral survey  of  the  development  of  philosophic  thought.  It  will  consider  the 
influence  of  various  dominant  personalities  upon  speculative  thought,  and 
the  relation  between  philosophic  thought  and  the  political,  religious,  and 
scientific  movements.  It  wiU  attempt  to  give  the  student  a  method  and 
point  of  view  for  considering  the  meaning  of  the  world  and  hvunan  life. 
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Spring  Semester.  Ethics.  This  course  will  include  a  study  of  the  de- 
velopment of  morality,  ethical  systems,  ethical  progress,  modern  problems 
of  individual  and  social  morality,  and  the  metaphysical  implications  of 
ethics. 

Open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors.    Three  hours  per  week. 

SOCIAL  SCIENCE  COURSES. 

SOCIAL  SCIENCE  III. 

Problems  of  Sociology,  with  special  reference  to  the  forces  that  enter 
into  the  composition  of  life  and  society,  accompanied  by  lectures  and  re- 
ports throughout;  Poverty;  Socialism;  Social  Pathology;  Social  Duties; 
Immigration;  Congestion  of  Population;  Race;  Industry;  Internationalism; 
and  the  other  social  and  industrial  problems  of  our  day.  This  is  the  regular 
Orientation  Course  for  Juniors.    Three  hours  per  week. 

SOCIAL  SCIENCE  IV. 

Rural  Sociology.  Conditions  of  life  in  the  country  and  constructive 
organization  for  improvement.  Social  technology  of  rural  communities;  im- 
portance of  agriculture;  rural  institutions;  co-operative  marketing;  good 
roads;  consolidated  schools;  social  surveys  of  the  country  and  the  rural 
church;  organization  of  the  rural  community,  and  social  control. 

Three  hours  per  week.   Open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors. 


SCHOOL  OF  PHYSICS. 

DEAN  HOOK. 

PHYSICS  I-D. 

General  Physics.  This  course  embraces  the  study  of  Mechanics,  Heat, 
Sound,  Light,  and  Electricity.  There  will  be  numerous  examples  and  ex- 
periments given  throughout  the  entire  course,  with  a  view  to  rendering  the 
work  practical.  The  course  is  planned  to  impart  training  to  the  manipula- 
tion of  instruments  employed  in  physical  investigation,  to  teach  the  student 
to  make  accurate  measurements  with  the  use  of  the  English  and  metric 
systems,  to  give  practice  in  properly  recording  and  reducing  experimental 
data. 

Three  hours  a  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations,  four  hours  to 
laboratory. 

PHYSICS  II-D. 

General  Physics.  This  course  is  intended  for  those  who  expect  to  teach 
Physics  or  desire  a  more  thorough  knowledge  of  general  physics  than  Physics 
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I-D  gives.    It  offers  a  mathematical  study  of  Mechanics,  Heat,  Acoustics, 
Optics,  Electricity  and  Magnetism. 

Three  hours  a  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations,  four  hours  to 
Laboratory  work, 

PHYSICS   III-D. 

Experimental  Electricity.  This  course  is  designed  to  give  the  earnest 
student  a  comprehensive  knowledge  of  electricity,  and  its  application  to  in- 
dustry.  The  following  will  be  some  of  the  topics  under  consideration: 

Fall  Semester.  Measurement  of  Resistance,  Ammeters  and  Voltmeters — 
construction,  operation  and  calibration;  Watermeters  and  Watt-hour  meters; 
Reactance  and  Resistance  in  A.  C.  Circuits;  the  Magnetic  Circuit;  Permea- 
bility Tests;  Measurement  of  Core  Loss;  Photometry  of  Incandescent  Lamps; 
Arc  Lamps;  D.  C.  Generator — operating  features;  D.  C.  Motor — operating 
features;  D.  C.  Machinery — EflBciency  and  Losses — Opposition  Runs;  the 
Transformer;  the  Alternator;  Induction  Motor. 

Spring  Semester.  Electric  Batteries,  Motor  Starters  and  Regulators, 
Elements  of  Telephony,  E.  S.  Capacity,  Transmission  Lines,  Distributing 
Lines,  Electric  Relations  in  Polyphase  Systems,  the  Synchronous  Motor,  the 
Rotary  Converter,  Armature  Windings,  Switchboards,  Electric  Heating  and 
Welding.  Ignition  Systems — for  automobiles  and  stationary  gas  engines. 
Interior  Illuminations,  Safety  of  Electric  Plants,  etc. 

Three  hours  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations,  and  four  to  laboratory 
work. 

Prerequisites    Physics  II-D  and  Mathematics  II. 


PHYSICS  IV-D. 

This  course  is  designed  to  arouse  interest  in  the  mind  of  the  student 
relative  to  the  hidden,  yet  always  present,  powers  of  nature,  and  their  ap- 
plication to  our  daily  lives  and  the  wheels  of  industry. 

First  Semester.  Mechanics.  The  Composition  and  RcKolution  of  Forces 
acting  on  a  Particle,  Statics  of  a  Particle,  Forces  acting  on  a  Rigid  Body, 
Vectors,  Statics  of  a  Rigid  Body,  the  Center  of  Gravity.  Friction,  Flexible 
Cords,  Kinetics  of  a  Particle,  Motion  of  a  Particle  in  a  Plane  Curve,  Work 
and  Energy,  Constrained  Motion,  Impulse — Collision  of  Spheres,  the  Mo- 
ment of  Inertia,  the  Dynamics  of  a  Rigid  Body,  Kinetic  Friction,  etc. 

Second  Semester.  Heat.  Thermometry,  Calorimetry,  Measurement  of 
Internal  Fires  and  their  Effects,  Lines  of  Equal  Temperance  on  the  Indicator 
Diagram,  Adiabatic  Lines,  Heat  Engines,  Relations  between  the  Physical 
Properties  of  a  Substance,  Latent  Heat,  Thermodynamics  or  Gases,  the 
Intrinsic  Energy  of  a  System  of  Bodies,  Free  Expansion,  Determination  of 
Heights  by  the  Barometer,  Radiation,  Connection  Currents,  the  Diffusion 
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of  Heat  by  Conduction,  Diffusion  of  Fluids,  Capillarity,  Elasticity,  and 
Viscosity,  Molecular  Theory  of  the  Constitution  of  Bodies,  Ventilation  and 
Central  Heating  Systems,  etc. 

Three  hours  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations  and  four  hours  to  lab- 
oratory  work. 

Prerequisites:  Physics  II-D  and  Mathematics  II. 

PHYSICS  IV-D-1. 

This  course  is  given  to  those  students  who  desire  an  accurate  and  com- 
prehensive knowledge  of  Geometrical  and  Physical  Optics,  and  the  funda- 
mentals of  Acoustics. 

First  Semester.  Fundamental  Properties  of  Light,  Application  of  the 
Laws  of  Reflection,  Application  of  the  Laws  of  Refraction,  Dispersion  and 
Chromatic  Aberration,  Optical  Constants  of  Mirrors  and  Lenses,  Spherical 
Aberration  and  allied  Phenomena,  Refraction  of  Axial  Pencils  by  a  Thick 
Lens,  the  Eye,  Vision  through  a  Lens,  Optical  Instruments  and  Ap- 
pliances. 

Second  Semester.  Velocity  of  Light,  Vibrations  and  Waves,  the  Wave 
Theory  of  Light,  Radiation,  Absorption,  Dispersion,  Interference,  Diffrac- 
tion, Polarization,  Double  Refraction,  Theories  of  Reflection  and  Refraction, 
Colors  of  Crystalline  Plates,  Photography. 

Sound.  The  nature  of  Sound  and  its  Chief  Characteristics,  the  Velocity 
of  Sound  in  the  Air  and  other  Media,  Reflection  and  Refraction  of  Sound, 
Frequency  and  Pitch  of  Notes,  Resonance  and  Forced  Oscillations,  Analy- 
sis of  Vibrations,  the  Transverse  Vibrations  of  Stretched  Strings  or  Wires, 
Pipes  and  other  Air  Cavities,  Rods,  Plates,  Membranes,  Vibrations  Main- 
tained by  Heat — Sensitive  Flames  and  Sets,  Musical  Sound,  the  Superpo- 
sition of  Waves. 

Three  hours  a  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations  and  four  hours 
to  assigned  laboratory  work. 

Prerequisites:   Physics  I-D  and  Mathematics  I. 

PHYSICAL  LABORATORY. 

The  Physical  Laboratory  is  located  in  the  Duke  Building.  It  is  equip- 
ped with  modem  apparatus  of  a  high  grade.  The  student  is  required  to 
keep  a  neat  and  accurate  record  of  exp>eriments  performed.  Two  students 
are  allowed  to  work  together  on  such  experiments  as  require  two  observers. 

Among  the  apparatus  in  the  electrical  department  may  be  mentioned: 
direct  current  motors,  generators,  alternating  current  motors,  generators, 
supply  circuits,  sensitive  galvanometers,  Wheatstone  bridges,  rheostats,  con- 
densers, ammeters,  voltmeters,  standard  resistance  boxes,  storage  cells,  trans- 
formers, circuits  for  direct  and  alternating  currents,  lanterns,  accessory  ap- 
paratus for  determination  of  current,  potential  resistance,  capacity,  induc- 
tion, wave  form,  and  magnetic  properties. 
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The  laboratory  is  equipped  with  a  static  machine  which  gives  a  poten- 
tial of  a  million  volts.  Students  desiring  advanced  work  in  radioactivity 
will  have  the  use  of  this  machine  together  with  the  X-ray  apparatus. 

The  mechanical  department  is  equipped  with  the  necessary  tools  and 
power  for  performing  experiments,  constructing  apparatus,  and  making 
tests.    Other  departments  are  similarly  equipped. 


SCHOOL  OF  ROMANCE  LANGUAGES  AND 
LITERATURES. 

PROFESSOR  GUILLETT. 
PROFESSOR  WHITE. 

FRENCH  COURSES. 

FRENCH  I. 

This  course  consists  of  a  careful  study  of  the  following  subjects:  Syn- 
tax,. Composition,  Conversation,  History  of  French  Literature,  extensive 
reading  of  Classical  and  Modem  French.  Open  to  Freshmen  and  Sopho- 
mores.   Three  hours  a  week. 

French  A,  or  its  equivalent  is  required  for  entrance. 

FRENCH  II. 

During  this  course  the  students  make  a  comprehensive  study  of  the 
literature  of  France  during  the  seventeenth,  eighteenth  and  nineteenth  centu- 
ries; the  Drama,  Essay,  Novel,  Short  Story  and  Letters.  Open  to  students 
who  have  completed  creditably  French  I,  and  who  have  studied  one  or  more 
foreign  languages  four  years.    Three  hours  a  week. 

FRENCH  III. 

This  is  an  advanced  course  in  French  composition  and  requires  a  care- 
ful study  of  the  elements  of  French  literature  in  its  different  periods.  Orig- 
inal papers  in  French  and  a  thesis  showing  original  work  on  some  phase  of 
French  language  and  literature  are  required  during  the  year.  Open  to  stu- 
dents who  have  completed  creditably  French  I  and  II.    Three  hours  a  week. 

FRENCH  IV. 

This  course  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  historical  French;  lectures  and 
Comparative  Philology;  a  study  of  the  sources  of  French  forms  and  idioms; 
a  comparison  of  Old,  Middle,  and  Modern  French  with  Low  and  Classical 
Latin.  Open  to  students  who  have  completed  creditably  Courses  I  and  II. 
Three  hours  a  week. 
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SPANISH  COURSES. 

SPANISH  I. 

Thorough  survey  of  Spanish  grammar.  Dictation,  conversation,  and 
composition  work.  Elements  of  Spanish  syntax.  Reading  of  works  by  mod- 
em Spanish  and  South-American  authors.  Prerequisite,  Spanish  A,  or  one 
year  of  a  Romance  Language.    Three  hours  per  week. 

SPANISH  II. 

Rapid  review  of  grammar.  Conversation  and  composition  work.  Special 
attention  devoted  to  advanced  grammar  and  syntax.  Rapid  survey  of  the 
history  of  Spanish  Literature.  Prerequisite,  Spanish  I.  Three  hours  per 
week. 

SPANISH  III. 

Survey  of  Spanish  writers  of  the  nineteenth  century  and  of  the  present 
day.  Lectures,  readings,  compositions,  reports,  etc.  Prerequisite,  Spanish  II. 
Three  hours  per  week. 

SPANISH  IV. 

Detailed  study  of  the  Spanish  Literature  up  to  the  Golden  Age.  Survey 
of  Spanish  Literature  during  the  Golden  Age.  Lectures,  reports,  etc.  Pre- 
requisite, Spanish  III.   Three  hours  per  week. 


Special  Departments  of  the  College. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  ART. 

MISS  NEWMAN. 

A  thorough  course  of  instruction  in  Drawing,  Painting,  Art 
Structure  and  History  of  Art  is  given  to  those  who  desire  to  de- 
vote themselves  to  the  study  of  Art. 

A  period  of  three  years  is  required  for  a  certificate*  and  four 
years  for  a  diploma.*  Credit  will  be  given  for  one  year's  work 
only  taken  elsewhere.  Students  taking  this  course  are  required 
to  spend  twelve  hours  a  week  at  work  in  the  studio.  The  pref- 
erence of  those  wishing  to  copy  the  works  of  others  will  be  re- 
garded. 

An  annual  exhibition  of  all  work  will  be  held  during  Com- 
mencement week. 

ART  I. 

Freehand  drawing  in  charcoal  from  still-life,  geometrical  solids  and 
oasts.  Linear  and  angular  perspective.  Study  of  light  and  shade.  Flat  washes 
in  water  and  color  monochrome  painting.  Color  sketches  from  still-life, 
pastel  painting,  lettering  and  designing,  clay  modeling  and  pottery.  Struc- 
ture. 

ART  II. 

Drawing  in  charcoal  from  still-life,  also  heads,  hands,  features,  etc., 
from  casts.  Water  colors  from  still-life.  Painting  in  oils,  pastels  and  water- 
colors  from  still-life.  Illustration,  wash  drawings  in  water  color.  Principles 
of  color.  Technical  terms,  etc.  History  of  art  (required).  Pen  and  ink 
drawings.    Designing.    Structure. 

ART  III. 

Drawing  from  draped  model  and  still-life.  Portraiture  in  crayon  and 
oils.  Composition.  Anatomy.  Landscape  painting.  Theory  of  color.  Pro- 
cesses of  reproduction.  History  of  art.  Mythology.  Designing.  Pastel 
Painting.    Copying  of  old  masters.    Structure. 

SKETCH  CLASSES. 

From  model  in  any  medium,  pencil,  out-of-door  work.  Two  hours  each 
week.

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NORMAL  TRAINING. 

A  three  years'  course  in  training  teachers  for  public  and  private  schools. 
Gertificates  are  given  for  satisfactory  completion  of  the  following  course: 

Drawing  and  painting  from  costumed  models,  birds,  animals,  flowers. 
Landscape  and  still-life  painting.  Illustration.  Decorative  and  applied  art. 
Theory  and  practice  of  design  in  line,  mass  and  color.  Composition — pictorial 
and  decorative.  History  of  art.  Geometric  drawings — perspective  and  pro- 
jection. Handicrafts — basketry,  leather,  block  printing  and  stenciling.  Paper 
cutting,  book  binding,  home  decoration,  clay  modeling. 

CHINA  PAINTING. 

The  methods  of  best  known  teachers  in  New  York  and  Dresden  are 
taught.  The  latest  development  of  this  art  is  carefully  studied  and  pupils 
will  have  the  advantage  of  designs  of  the  highest  order  of  artistic  merit, 
including  originals  by  foremost  designers  for  china  in  America. 

I.  Tinting,     (a)  La  Croix  colors;  (b)  matt  colors;   (c)  powder  colors. 

II.  Flower  Painting,  (a)  After  designs  of  Edward  Reeves  and  Marshall 
Fray;   (b)  Dresden  colors — Herr  Lamm.

DEPARTMENT  OF  EXPRESSION. 

MISS  STOUT. 

COURSES  IN  EXPRESSION. 

EXPRESSION  I. 
Voice  training,  breathing,  diaphragmatic  action,  word  grouping,  har- 
monic training,  selections  for  criticism  and  for  public  use. 

EXPRESSION  II. 
Intellectual  conception,  expression  of  simple  emotions,  directness,  pan- 
tomime, exercises  for  the  cultivation  of  animation  in  reading  and  speaking. 
Repertoire  enlarged  by  adding  readings  for  special  days  and  organisations. 
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EXPRESSION  III. 

Philoisophy  of  expression,  intensity  of  expression,  relation  of  reader  to 
audience,  presentation  of  monologues,  cutting  from  and  rendition  of  a  play. 
Dialect,  scenes  from  Shakespearean  plays.  Twenty-five  selections  for  public 
use. 

EXPRESSION  IV.      . 

Dramatic  art,  interpretation  of  a  book  or  a  play  for  an  entire  evening. 
Platform  art,  story  telling.  Candidates  are  required  to  read  an  entire  book 
from  which  a  cutting  is  made  for  a  reading.  Thirty-five  selections  must  be 
prepared  for  public  use. 

STORY  TELLING. 

This  course  includes  the  origin  and  psychology  of  Story  Telling,  types 
of  stories,  and  how  to  prepare  and  deliver  stories. 

Open  to  all  students,  and  required  of  certificate  and  diploma  students 
in  Expression.    One  hour  per  week.    Tuition,  $15.00. 

CLASS  EXPRESSION  I. 
(English  III-C.) 

Oral  Interpretaiion.  This  course  includes  voice  training,  breathing, 
diaphragmatic  action,  range,  flexibility,  emphasis,  inflection,  and  tone  pro- 
duction. Following  the  preparation  of  the  voice  for  effective  speech,  the 
means  and  modes  of  oral  interpretation  and  the  dramatic  principles  of  de- 
livery are  sought  and  practiced  for  creative  originality  and  imaginative 
thought.  Three  hours  per  week.  This  course  counts  as  English  III-C  in 
the  School  of  English.  Tuition  $45.00.  Class  will  not  be  formed  for  less 
than  ten  students.    It  may  be  elected  in  any  college  year. 

PROF.  VAN  CLEAVE. 

NOTE. — Expression  must  be  pursued  for  three  years  to  count  as  a 
minor. 


DEPARTMENT  OF  MUSIC. 

PROFESSOR  VELIE,  Director,  Piano,  Organ,  and  Theory. 

MISS  BENN,   Voice  and  Theory. 

MRS.  VELIE,  Piano  and  Voice. 

MR.  HARRELL,  Piano  and  Organ. 

MR.  RHODES,  Violin  and  Band  Instruments. 

Music  is  an  important  element  in  education:  not  a  mere 
pleasant  pastime.  A  knowledge  of  classical  music  is  considered 
one  of  the  essentials  of  a  well-rounded  education. 
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The  School  of  Music  has  a  threefold  purpose:  First,  to  pro- 
vide a  thorough,  comprehensive  course  for  those  wishing  to  be- 
come teachers,  or  to  give  a  definite  background  for  a  professional 
career;  Second,  to  offer  to  students  courses  so  arranged  that  they 
may  be  combined  with  the  complete  Uterary  course  in  the  college; 
and  Third,  to  give  to  the  college  and  community  the  cultural 
advantages  which  the  School  of  Music  offers  in  its  various  phases. 

Equipment. — Whitley  Auditorium,  the  home  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Music,  is  a  spacious,  modern  building,  well  heated, 
lighted  and  ventilated.  In  it  are  located  the  studios  of  the  in- 
structors and  a  large  number  of  rooms  equipped  with  pianos  and 
used  for  practice  purposes.  Each  studio  is  equipped  with  a  grand 
piano  and  a  large  Mason  and  Hamlin  concert  grand  is  available 
in  the  auditorium.  One  room  contains  a  new  two-manual  Estey 
practice  organ  with  full  pedal  board,  available  for  practice  for 
organ  students.  The  auditorium  contains  a  large  four-manual 
Skinner  organ,  one  of  the  finest  pipe  organs  in  the  South. 

General  Information. 

There  are  no  formal  entrance  requirements  beyond  the  evi- 
dence of  abihty  to  profit  by  the  instruction  offered.  The  work  is 
divided  into  two  semesters,  and  it  is  best  for  students  to  enter 
at  the  beginning  of  a  semester.  However,  private  lessons  may 
be  taken  up  at  any  time,  but  no  registrations  are  accepted  for 
less  than  the  remainder  of  the  semester  and  the  College  will  not 
credit  a  course  for  a  degree  unless  pursued  for  a  full  year. 

No  student  is  permitted  to  take  lessons  from  outside  in- 
structors or  to  give  lessons. 

All  students  must  take  part  in  recitals  when  assigned  to  such 
duties  by  the  Director.  Music  students  are  required  to  attend 
all  recitals,  whether  Faculty  or  student,  and  also  the  Sunday 
Vesper  services. 

All  music  students  must  consult  the  Director  before  taking 
part  in  any  public  musical  program  and  must  take  such  part  in 
the  musical  organizations  of  the  College  as  the  Department  re- 
quests. 
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Graduation. — Two  courses  are  offered.  One  is  intended  for 
teachers  and  a  certificate*  is  granted  to  those  completing  this 
course.  A  diploma*  is  granted  to  those  who  complete  the  regular 
course. 

The  following  are  the  requirements  for  the  teachers'  Cer- 
tificate : 

1.  He  must  have  completed  courses  in  Sight  Singing  and  Ear  Training, 
two  years  of  Harmony,  History  of  Music,  and  a  course  in  Methods  of  Teach- 
ing. 

2.  The  student  must  meet  the  requirements  of  the  special  department 
in  which  he  is  majoring. 

3.  He  must  come  up  to  the  standard  of  public  performance  demanded 
by  his  instructor: 

A  diploma  student  must  meet  the  following  additional  re- 
quirements : 

1.  He  must  complete  the  cour&es  in  Counterpoint  and  Analysis. 

2.  He  must  give  an  entire  recital  from  memory,  said  recital  to  include 
at  least  two  major  works. 

General  Advantages. 

The  Choral  Society:  This  society  is  open  to  all  interested  in 
choral  singing  and  gives  programs  at  various  times  during  the 
year  and  at  commencement.  Handel's  "Messiah"  is  given  each 
year  at  Christmas  Time. 

The  Men's  Glee  Club:  This  organization  is  outlining  definite 
plans  and  is  already  included  in  the  Intercollegiate  Glee  Club 
Association  of  North  Carolina. 

The  Young  Women's  Glee  Club:  The  young  women  of  the 
college  having  special  musical  talent  are  given  the  opportunity 
for  further  development  through  this  organization. 

The  Artist  Course:  Elon  is  especially  proud  of  presenting  to 
the  students  and  community,  artists  of  the  highest  calibre.  This 
course  is  sponsored  by  the  Music  Lovers'  Club. 

The  Music  Lovers'  Club:  This  club  is  voluntary,  but  all 
diploma  pupils  in  the  music  department  are  eligible  to  member- 
ship.

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Student  Recitals:  An  hour  on  the  first  and  third  Thursday 
afternoons  of  each  month  at  four  o'clock,  has  been  set  aside  as 
"Musical  Hour."  At  this  time,  students  will  play,  and  faculty 
members  will  appear  from  time  to  time.  These  informal  gather- 
ings will  be  open  to  all  interested.  Aside  from  these  recitals, 
other  student  recitals  will  be  given  at  various  intervals. 

Faculty  Recitals:  The  faculty  will  give  at  least  two  public 
recitals  each  year  in  Whitley  Auditorium. 

Vesper  Organ  Recitals:  These  recitals  are  given  on  the  second 
Sunday  afternoons  of  each  month  at  four  o'clock.  They  are 
given  on  the  four-manual  Skinner  organ  in  Whitley  Auditorium. 

Courses  in  Music  Theory  and  Music  Education. 

HARMONY  I. 

A  complete  study  of  the  formation  of  scales,  intervals,  triads  and  domi- 
nant seventh  with  inversions;  ear  training,  melody  writing,  and  the  har- 
monization of  melodies  and  basses.    Tuition,  $45.00. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

Text:  Chad  wick's  Harmony. 

HARMONY  II. 

The  dominant  ninth  chord,  augmented  and  diminished  seventh  chords, 
altered  and  foreign  chords,  modulation  and  non-chordal  ton^;  harmoniza- 
tion of  melodies,  harmonic  analysis  and  practical  application  of  harmony 
at  the  piano.    Tuition  $45.00. 

Three  hours  per  week, 

COUNTERPOINT. 

The  addition  of  parts  to  a  cantus  firmus.    Simple  and  double  counter- 
point.   Tuition,  $45.00. 
Three  hours  per  week. 
Text:    Elementary  Coimterpoint,  Goetschius. 

SIGHT  SINGING  AND  EAR  TRAINING. 

Sight  reading,  study  of  intervals,  melodic  and  rhythmic  dictation. 
Tuition,  $45.00. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

Text:  Ear  Training  and  Sight  Singing,  George  A  Wedge. 
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METHODS  IN  PUBLIC  SCHOOL  MUSIC. 
(Education  III-P.  S.  M.) 

Study  of  methods  in  primary  and  intermediate  grades  and  in  junior  and 
senior  high  school.  Choice  of  material  rate  songs,  part  songs,  folk  songs. 
The  child's  voice,  the  correction  of  the  monotone  and  the  change  in  the 
boy's  voice.  This  course  counts  in  the  School  of  Education  as  Education 
III-P.  S.  M.   Tuition,  S45.00. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

PIANO  TEACHING  METHODS. 
(Education  III-P.) 

A  course  designed  especially  for  piano  students  who  are  planning  to 
become  piano  teachers.  Special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  methods  and  ma- 
terial to  be  used  in  starting  young  beginners-  in  lessons  and  piano  class  work. 
The  course  includes  practice  teaching.  This  course  counts  in  the  School  of 
Education  as  Education  III-P.    Tuition  $45.00. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

HISTORY  AND  APPRECIATION  OF  MUSIC. 

Covering  history  of  music  from  prehistoric  times  to  modem.  The  in- 
struction is  in  the  form  of  lectures  supplemented  by  text-books  and  by  topi- 
cal work  prepared  by  students.  The  study  of  current  musical  events  and 
the  appreciation  of  music  are  included.     Tuition,  $45.00. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

ANALYSIS. 

A  study  of  musical  form;  motive  phrase,  and  period;  song  form,  the 
minuette,  scherzo  and  suite;  the  rondo,  sonata,  finale,  and  forms  developed 
by  the  Romantic  School;  the  examination  of  works  of  the  classical  com- 
posers in  all  the  above  forms.        Tuition,  $45.00. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

NOTE. — A  major  in  music  is  permitted  to  those  students  who  meet  the 
Director's  requirements  in  applied  music,  provided  they  successfully  com- 
plete five  theoretical  courses  as  outlined  above.  In  addition,  they  must  pass 
a  methods  course  above,  for  which  credit  will  be  given  in  the  School  of  Ed- 
ucation. 

Courses  in  Applied  Music. 

Piano. — It  is  impossible  to  arrange  a  course  of  study  that 
will  suit  the  needs  of  all  students.  It  is  intended  that  each  student 
will  use  such  material  as  will  be  adapted  to  his  special  needs. 
The  primary  aim  is  to  lay  a  thorough  technical  foundation,  tak- 
ing into  consideration  the  student's  previous  habits  of  work.   The

works  of  the  best  masters  are  therefore  employed  through  all  the 
grades,  in  order  that  the  emotional  and  intellectual  capacities 
shall  be  developed  in  company  with  the  technical.  Technical 
exercises,  scales,  chords  and  arpeggios,  memorizing  and  ensemble 
playing  are  required  in  all  grades. 

Previous  to  graduation,  the  student  must  have  completed 
major  works  of  Bach,  Beethoven  and  certain  modem  composers. 
For  his  graduation  recital,  each  student  is  expected  to  play  a 
movement  from  a  piano  concerto. 

Organ. — Before  taking  up  the  study  of  the  organ,  students 
are  required  to  have  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  piano. 

Their  piano  playing  must  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  in- 
structor before  they  will  be  admitted  to  this  department. 

In  connection  with  the  work  in  this  department,  especial 
attention  is  given  to  the  training  of  church  organists,  instruction 
in  congregational  and  choir  leadership,  choir  accompaniment,  im- 
provisation and  modulation.  Sufficiently  advanced  students  are 
afforded  practical  experience  in  playing  at  church  services. 

Children's  Piano  Department. — Because  of  the  importance  of 
the  training  of  children,  a  special  department  has  been  added  in 
which  the  artistic  needs  of  the  little  ones  will  be  ministered  to. 
Experience  has  shown  that  much  of  the  study  can  be  done  in 
classes.  The  time  of  the  private  lesson  can  then  be  given  wholly 
to  the  practical  side  of  piano  playing.  Therefore  in  this  depart- 
ment a  system  of  private  and  class  lessons  is  employed.  The 
class  work  includes  ear  training,  rhythm,  melody,  scales,  sight 
reading,  transposition,  and  study  of  the  lives  of  composers. 

Open  only  to  pupils  of  the  village  under  thirteen  years  of 
age.     Tuition,  $30.00. 

Voice. — The  first  two  years  are  given  toward  the  develop- 
ment and  placing  of  the  voice;  exercises  of  sustained  tones, 
scales,  arpeggios,  with  interpretation  of  English  and  Itafian  songs. 
During  the  Junior  year  advanced  technical  studies  are  given 
with  French,  Itafian  and  German  songs.  In  the  Senior  year  the 
more  difl&cult  German  and  French  songs,  together  with  arias  and 
oratorios,  are  studied.  The  literary  and  theoretical  requirements 
are  the  same  as  in  the  piano  courses. 
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In  addition  to  the  general  requirements  listed  above  for  all 
students  in  the  department,  voice  students  are  especially  re- 
quired to  attend  the  rehearsals  of  the  glee  club  and  choral  society. 

Pupils  working  for  a  certificate  or  diploma  in  voice  must 
have  had  at  least  two  years  of  piano  study  and  must  complete 
the  theoretical  subjects  as  required  for  piano  pupils. 

Violin. — The  course  in  viohn  is  prescribed  for  each  individual 
pupil  and  extends  over  the  four  years  of  the  college  course.  Those 
who  are  working  for  certificates  or  diplomas  in  this  department 

must  have  two  years  of  piano  study,  must  complete  the  theoret- 
ical and  literary  subjects  as  required  for  piano  students,  and 
perform  the  other  duties  required  of  members  of  the  piano  de- 
partment. 

Beginners  are  drilled  in  the  forming  of  a  correct  method  of 
playing.  Special  attention  is  given  to  bowing  and  finger  technic, 
accuracy  of  intonation,  and  correct  position  of  the  violin. 

The  material  used  for  more  advanced  students  is  selected 
according  to  the  individual  needs  and  abihty.  As  a  thesis  for 
graduation,  a  selection  is  made  from  the  concertos  by  Beethoven, 
Bruch,  Mendelssohn,  or  others  of  hke  grade. 

No  College  Credit. — The  work  in  AppHed  Music  does  not 
carry  college  credit.  It  is  laboratory  work  for  the  theoretical 
courses.  The  theoretical  courses  do  not  count  for  college  credit 
unless  the  laboratory  work  is  also  pursued. 

Each  pupil  in  one  of  the  applied  music  departments  is  re- 
quired to  have  two  half-hour  periods  of  instruction  weekly  and 
to  practice  at  least  one  hour  a  day,  and  more  as  required  by  the 
Director. 

With  the  permission  of  the  Director,  a  pupil  who  is  studying 
in  one  department  may  have  a  single  lesson  in  another  depart- 
ment at  $50,00  the  year  additional,  but  no  pupil  will  be  accepted 
for  a  half  course  only  in  any  appHed  music  department  course. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  PHYSICAL  TRAINING. 

MR.  REAGAN,  Director  for  Men. 
MISS  STOUT,  Director  for  Women. 

The  purpose  of  physical  education  is  to  develop  not  only  the 
muscles,  but  the  culture  of  the  entire  organism.  "Man  is  mind 
incorporated  in  a  body,  and  as  the  life  and  activities  of  mind  are 
in  a  large  measure  dependent  upon  the  bodily  conditions,  it  is 
the  duty  of  all  men  and  women,  but  especially  of  students,  to 
keep  the  body  in  the  highest  state  of  health  and  vigor."  There- 
fore, a  sound  body  being  a  basis  for  normal  development,  it 
should  be  our  aim  to  have  healthy,  alert,  vigorous  bodies  abound- 
ing in  life.  The  department  has  placed  emphasis  on  performing 
various  functions,  such  as  giving  the  student  instruction  in  per- 
sonal hygiene;  taking  the  individual  needs  by  means  of  an  ex- 
amination and  directing  exercises  to  his  needs;  to  provide  exercise 
as  may  be  necessary  to  preserve  and  to  promote  health  and  de- 
velop vigor  and  vitality;  develop  muscle  control;  physical  strength 
and  judgment;  organized  play;  to  provide  healthful  recreative 
activities  for  leisure  periods  and  the  habit  of  regular  exercise. 

Every  student  is  required,  unless  excused  by  the  proper  Dean, 
to  take  the  regular  Physical  Training  courses,  there  being  four 
full  year-courses  required  for  a  degree  from  the  Freshman  year. 
At  the  beginning  of  each  scholastic  year  each  student  is  given 
a  physical  examination,  this  examination  being  lung  and  heart 
tests,  body  measurements  and  general  diagnosis.  A  comparison 
is  made  of  student  measurements  with  that  of  standard  meas- 
urement, and  exercises  are  prescribed  to  develop  the  parts  of 
the  body  not  up  to  standard  measurements.  A  record  card  is 
kept  of  each  student  until  the  end  of  the  year,  when  a  final  ex- 
amination is  made  by  the  directors  and  a  comparison  made  of 
his  entrance  examination.  In  case  a  student  has  a  physician's 
certificate  to  be  excused  from  the  work,  the  Physical  Director 
will  have  correspondence  with  the  attending  physician  to  find 
out  particulars  regarding  the  student's  weakness,  and  progressive 
exercises  adapted  to  the  student's  needs  will  be  prescribed  and 
shall  be  required  for  a  degree  in  Ueu  of  the  regular  work. 
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All  classes  will  be  given  lectures  on  personal  hygiene  and 
sanitation;  general  care  of  the  body;  diet;  physical  efficiency  in 
athletics;  training  for  athletic  contests  and  body  building.  An 
accurate  record  is  kept  of  each  student's  daily  standing  in  class 
work  and  a  written  examination  is  given  at  the  regular  examin- 
ation period.  These  examinations  will  include  a  coaching  knowl- 
edge of  all  standard  inter-collegiate  games. 

PHYSICAL  TRAINING  COURSES  FOR  MEN. 

PETYSICAL  TRAINING  I. 

Elementary  calisthenics,  marching  tactics  (the  work  beginning  with  prac- 
ticing in  facing  and  file  marching),  free  exercise  without  hand  apparatus, 
breathing  exercises,  corrective  standing,  corrective  walking  and  corrective 
running,  corrective  work  for  any  undeveloped  and  unnatural  parts  of  the 
body,  elementary  tumbling,  progressive  exercises  in  elementary  apparatus 
work,  working  for  form,  games  and  contests,  and  chest-weight  work. 

PHYSICAL  TRAINING  II. 

Dumb-bells,  wands,  Indian  clubs,  corrective  work,  marching  tactics, 
wrestling,  tumbling,  tournaments,  walking,  fancy  steps,  body  building,  ap- 
paratus work,  Swedish  movements,  pyramid  building,  jumping,  hiking,  class 
leading,  elementary  work  with  the  bar-bell  and  dumb-bell. 

PHYSICAL  TRAINING  III  and  IV. 

Calisthenics,  advanced  marching  tactics,  advanced  to  more  complicated 
maneuvers  with  figure  marching  and  various  ways  of  placing  a  class  for  drill 
and  other  work.  The  United  States  Military  Manual  is  followed  as  far  as  prac- 
ticable. Wrestling,  boxing,  advanced  tumbling,  advanced  apparatus  and 
acrobatic  work,  including  a  graded  series  of  heavy  apparatus  work  on  horse, 
buck,  horizontal  bars,  parallel  bars,  vaulting  bars,  flying  and  traveling  rings, 
ladders,  mats  and  ropes,  class  leading  in  ail  exercises  by  imitation  and  com- 
mand, setting  corrective  work,  advanced  work  with  bar-bell  and  dumb-bell 
and  the  standard  lifts.

History  and  Government. 


Purpose. — The  founders  of  Elon  College  had  in  mind  to  fur- 
nish academic  instruction  to  young  men  and  young  women,  on 
equal  terms  and  under  positive  moral  and  religious  influences. 
The  record  of  nearly  four  fruitful  decades  has  been  ample  justi- 
fication of  this  purpose.  The  association  of  young  men  and 
young  women  in  the  class  rooms  and  lecture  halls  has  refined 
both  and  resulted  in  a  love  for  scholarship  and  an  appreciation 
for  true  culture.  The  lack  of  boisterousness  and  rowdyism,  the 
refinement  and  gentleness  of  manners,  directly  attributable  to 
equal  education,  has  developed,  under  the  high  moral  standard 
prevaihng  here,  a  spirit  that  favorably  commends  itself  to  the 
thoughtful  observer. 

Early  Beginnings. — Elon  College  is  an  evolution,  the  evolu- 
tion of  the  desire  for  a  college  on  the  part  of  the  Christian  Church 
in  the  South.  The  pioneer  in  the  field  of  Christian  education 
among  the  people  who  later  founded  Elon,  was  Elder  Daniel 
Wilson  Kerr,  who,  according  to  the  North  Carolina  State  Rec- 
ords, in  1826,  was  teaching  in  Wake  County,  and  of  whose  work 
the  following  mention  is  therein  made  (1826) :  "The  Wake 
Forest  Pleasant  Grove  Academy,  situated  on  the  Oxford  road 
twelve  miles  north  of  Raleigh,  N.  C,  was  incorporated,  with 
Elder  Daniel  W.  Kerr  as  principal."  Twelve  years  later  he 
was  principal  of  Junto  Academy,  formerly  called  Mt.  Pleasant, 
which  was  incorporated  in  1838.  In  1842,  Junto  Academy  was 
burned,  and  when  rebuilt  was  called  Mt.  Zion  Academy.  Seven 
years  later  Mr.  Kerrmoved  his  school  to  Pittsboro,  N.  C,  where 
he  continued  to  teach  until  his  death  in  1850.  With  Elder  Kerr's 
death  his  school  ceased,  but  to  him  is  due  the  honor  of  having 
first  conceived  the  idea  of  a  fitting  school  for  his  church.  It  is 
true  that  he  began  the  schools  he  founded  on  his  own  initiative, 
but  they  were  endorsed  by  the  conferences  of  his  church,  and 
were  regarded  as  denominational  schools. 

Two  years  after  his  death,  the  seed  of  his  sowing  bore  a  finer 
fruit  in  the  estabhshment  of  Graham  Institute   in  Graham,  the 
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county  seat  of  Alamance,  with  Rev.  John  R.  Holt  as  principal. 
At  first  this  school  was  conducted  as  a  high  school  for  boys,  but 
in  1857,  it  was  chartered  as  Graham  College,  with  Prof.  W.  H. 
Doherty,  Yellow  Springs,  Ohio,  as  president,  under  whose  ad- 
ministration it  flourished  until  the  Civil  War,  during  which  it 
suffered  such  depletion  that  its  doors  were  closed. 

In  1865,  Rev.  W.  S.  Long,  A.M.,  D.  D.,  opened  a  high 
school  in  Graham,  which  later  came  into  possession  of  the  Graham 
College  property,  and  operated  the  school  as  Graham  Normal 
College.  It  was  endorsed  by  the  conferences  of  the  Christian 
Church  and  ceased  to  exist  upon  the  opening  of  Elon  College  in 
September,  1890. 

Elon  is  Founded. — In  1887,  the  Committee  on  Schools  and 
Colleges  of  the  Southern  Christian  Convention,  who  were  Dr. 
W.  S.  Long,  chairman;  Dr.  J.  Pressley  Barrett,  secretary;  Rev. 
J.  W.  Holt,  Dr.  J.  U.  Newman  (by  request),  and  Mr,  J.  W. 
Harden,  leased  the  grounds  and  buildings  of  the  Graham  Normal 
College,  intending  to  make  of  it  a  college  for  the  education  of 
Christian  ministers  and  laity  under  positive  religious  surround- 
ings, but  finding  the  equipment  not  exactly  commensurate  with 
the  needs,  convened  an  extraordinary  session  of  the  Southern 
Christian  Convention  in  Graham,  in  September,  1888,  to  give 
further  consideration  to  the  matter. 

This  extraordinary  session  heard  offers  of  land  and  money  from 
Burlington,  Graham,  Mill  Point,  Gibsonville,  and  Greensboro, 
for  the  location  of  the  proposed  college  in  their  several  localities. 
After  careful  consideration,  it  was  voted  to  leave  the  decision 
of  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  the  following  Provisional  Board: 
Dr.  W.  S.  Long,  Dr.  J.  P.  Barrett,  Hon.  F.  0-  Moring,  Col.  J. 
H.  Harden,  and  Dr.  G.  S.  Watson.  The  Convention  adjourned 
on  September  14,  having  appointed  Dr.  J.  P.  Barrett  Financial 
Agent,  who,  however,  could  not  accept  on  account  of  his  heavy 
work  as  an  editor,  and  in  whose  place  Dr.  W.  S.  Long  was  chosen. 

The  Provisional  Board  visited  all  the  places  making  offers 
for  the  location  of  the  proposed  college,  and  on  December  20, 
1888,  decided  to  locate  it  at  Mill  Point,  the  present  Elon  Col- 
lege, the  twenty-five  acre  campus  being  donated  by  the  late  Hon. 
W.  H.  TroUinger,  of  Haw  River,  N.  C,  and  twenty-three  other 
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acres  and  four  thousand  dollars  in  cash  being  given  by  the  citi- 
zens of  the  rural  community  then  surrounding  the  site. 

Dr.  W.  S.  Long  was  chosen  President  as  well  as  Financial 
Agent,  and  at  once  set  to  work  at  his  task.  The  first  cash  do- 
nation to  the  College  was  by  Mr.  J.  P.  Bland,  Pittsboro,  N.  C, 
while  Dr.  Long  himself  had  the  distinction  of  making  the  first 
subscription.  The  first  public  appeal  for  funds  for  the  institution 
was  made  at  Berea  Christian  Church,  Nansemond  County,  Va., 
and  resulted  in  the  raising  of  $635.05,  of  which  Deacon  Willis 
J.  Lee,  a  trustee  of  the  College  from  its  foundation  and  whose 
generosity  to  it  was  abundant  from  that  day  until  the  day  of  his 
death,  May  20,  1919,  gave  $250.00. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  chartered  the 
College  on  March  11,  1889.  May  7th  of  that  year,  the  first 
shovel  of  dirt  was  removed  for  the  foundation,  and  thirteen  days 
later  the  first  brick  was  laid  with  appropriate  ceremonies.  The 
College  opened  its  doors  to  students  September  2,  1890.  Dr.  W. 
S.  Long  remained  President  for  four  years.  He  was  succeeded 
upon  his  resignation,  by  Rev.  W.  W.  Staley,  D.  D.,  who  served 
as  non-resident  President  for  eleven  years,  with  Dr.  J.  U.  New- 
man as  Dean  for  nine  years,  and  Dr.  J.  O.  Atkinson  for  the 
other  two.  Upon  Dr.  Staley's  resignation,  Dr.  E.  L.  Moflatt 
was  chosen  as  President,  serving  in  this  capacity  until  his  resig- 
nation in  June,  1911.  The  present  President  was  chosen  as  Dr. 
Moffitt's  successor  in  June,  1911. 

The  College  Charter. — The  Provisional  Board  appointed  by 
the  extraordinary  session  of  the  Southern  Christian  Convention 
in  September,  1888,  having  selected  the  site  for  the  College  and 
having  chosen  a  name  for  it,  suggested  by  the  noble  grove  of 
oaks  that  covered  the  site  of  the  campus,  Elon,  the  Hebrew  for 
oak,  or  strength,  applied  to  the  legislature  of  North  Carolina  for 
incorporation,  with  those  as  its  first  trustees  who  had  been 
elected  for  that  purpose  by  the  extraordinary  session  of  the 
Convention  mentioned  above.  The  charter  was  granted  at  once 
and  is  printed  in  the  Private  Laws  of  North  CaroHna  for  1889, 
as  Chapter  216,  and  reads  as  follows: 
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AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  ELON  COLLEGE. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  W.  S.  Long,  J.  W.  Wellons,  W.  W.  Staley,  G.  S.  Wat- 
son, M.  L.  Hurley,  E.  T.  Pierce,  W.  J.  Lee,  P.  J.  Kernodle,  J.  F.  West,  E. 
E.  Holland,  E.  A.  Moffitt,  J.  M.  Smith,  J.  H.  Harden,  F.  O.  Moring  and 
S.  P.  Read,  and  their  associates  and  successors,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
created  a  body  politic  and  corporate  to  be  styled  the  "Board  of  Trustees  of 
Elon  College,"  and  by  that  name  to  remain  in  perpetual  succession,  with 
full  power  to  sue  and  to  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  to  acquire, 
hold  and  convey  property,  real  and  personal,  to  have  and  use  a  common 
seal,  to  alter  and  renew  the  same  at  pleasure,  to  make  and  alter  from  time  to 
time  such  bylaws  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  government  of  said 
institution,  its  oflBcers,  students  and  servants:  Provided,  that  such  by-laws 
shall  not  be  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States 
and  of  this  State.  Also,  to  have  power  to  confer  on  those  whom  they  may 
deem  worthy  such  honors  and  degrees  as  are  usually  conferred  in  similar 
institutions:  Provided  further,  that  said  trustees  shall  not  be  individually 
liable  for  their  acts  and  doings  as  trustees. 

Section  2.  The  affairs  of  said  College  shall  be  under  the  management 
of  a  board  of  fifteen  trustees  who  shall  be  members  of  the  Christian  Church. 
A  majority  of  the  board  shall  form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness. Said  trustees  may  convey  real  estate  by  deed,  under  their  common 
seal,  executed  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  said  board.  They  may  hold 
oflBce  as  the  general  convention  of  the  Christian  Church  may  specify  or  until 
their  successors  are  elected.    Said  trustees  shall  hold  their  first  meeting  at 

Mill  Point,  in  Alamance  County,  on  the day  of ,  1889; 

afterwards,  they  shall  meet  on  their  own  appointment;  but  of  necessity,  the 
president,  with  the  advice  of  two  trustees,  may  call  a  special  meeting  of 
the  board,  or  any  five  members  of  the  board  may  call  such  a  meeting  by 
giving  notice  to  each  member  in  writing  at  least  ten  days  before  the  time  of 
meeting. 

Section  3.  That  said  institution  shall  remain  at  the  place  where  the 
site  is  now  located,  in  Alamance  County,  Boone  Station  Township,  at  the 
place  now  called  Mill  Point;  and  shall  afford  instruction  in  the  liberal  arts 
and  sciences.  And  the  trustees  may,  as  they  shall  find  themselves  able  and 
the  public  good  requires,  erect  additional  departments  for  such  other  branches 
of  education  as  they  may  think  necessary  or  useful. 

Section  4.  That  the  board  of  trustees  shall  from  time  to  time  appoint 
a  president  and  other  officers  and  instructors,  and  also  agents  of  the  insti- 
tution, as  may  be  necessary;  and  shall  have  power  to  displace  or  remove 
any  or  either  of  them  for  good  and  sufficient  reasons;  also  till  vacancies  wihch 
occur  in  the  board  by  resignation,  death,  expiration  of  term  of  ofiice,  or  other- 
wise, among  said  officers  or  agents,  and  prescribe  and  direct  the  course  of 
study  to  be  pursued  in  said  College  and  Hs  departments. 
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Section  5.  The  president  of  the  College  shall  be  ex-ofEcio  a  member 
of  the  board  of  trustees  and  president  of  the  same,  and  in  his  absence  the 
board  shall  elect  one  of  its  own  members  to  preside  for  the  time  being,  and 
if  any  of  said  trustees  shall  be  permanently  appointed  president  of  said 
College,  his  office  as  trustee  shall  be  deemed  vacant  and  the  board  of  trustees 
shall  fill  the  same. 

Section  6.  That  said  College  and  the  said  trustees  shall  at  all  times  be 
under  the  control  of  the  general  convention  of  the  Christian  Church. 

Section  7.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  faithfully  aoply  all  funds  by 
them  collected  and  received  according  to  their  best  judgment  in  erecting 
suitable  buudings,  supporting  the  necessary  officers,  instructors  and  agents, 
and  in  procuring  books,  maps,  charts  and  other  apparatus  necessary  to  the 
well  being  and  success  of  the  College. 

Section  8.  The  treasurer  shall  always,  and  all  other  agents  when  re- 
quired, before  entering  on  the  duties  of  their  appointments,  give  bonds  for 
the  security  of  the  corporation  and  the  public  in  such  penal  sums  as  the  board 
of  trustees  may  direct,  and  with  such  sureties  as  they  shall  approve. 

Section  9.  Property  to  the  amount  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars 
held  by  said  trustees  for  said  College  shall  forever  be  exempt  from  taxation. 

Section  10.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to 
set  up  any  gaming  table  or  any  device  whatever  for  playing  at  any  game  of 
chance  or  hazard,  by  whatever  name  called,  or  to  gamble  in  any  manner, 
or  to  keep  a  house  of  ill-fame,  or  to  manufacture  spirituous  or  intoxicating 
liquors  or  otherwise  to  sell  or  convey  for  a  certain  consideration  to  any  person 
any  intoxicating  liquors,  within  one  and  a  half  miles  of  said  College;  any 
person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor. 

Section  11.  That  all  property,  real  and  personal,  and  all  choses  in 
action  that  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  conveyed,  given,  granted  or  de- 
vised, or  that  may  have  in  any  manner  come  or  may  hereafter  come  into 
the  possession  of  said  trustees  for  Graham  College,  shall  vest  in  and  belong 
to  said  trustees  of  Elon  College,  and  the  said  trustees  for  Graham  College 
are  authorized  to  make  or  cause  to  be  made  such  conveyances  as  will  vest 
in  said  trustees  for  Elon  College  the  title  of  all  property  heretofore  conveyed, 
given,  granted  or  devised  to  them,  or  which  has  in  any  manner  come  into 
their  possession  for  Graham  College,  or  that  may  hereafter  be  conveyed, 
given,  granted  or  devised  to  them,  in  any  manner,  or  come  into  their  possess- 
ion for  said  Graham  College. 

Section  12.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  the  date  of  its  rati- 
fication. 

Ratified  the  11th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1889. 

The  Charter  Amended:    The  General  Assembly  of  1909  en- 
acted an  amendment  to  this  charter,  allowing  the  College  to 
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have  eighteen  instead  of  fifteen  trustees.    The  amendment  reads 
as  follows: 

Chapter  139.     Private  Laws  of  1909. 

AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  THE  CHARTER  OF  ELON  COLLEGE, 
NORTH  CAROLINA. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  section  two  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  sixteen, 
Private  Laws  of  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  be  amended 
by  striking  out  the  word  "fifteen"  in  line  two  of  said  section  between  the 
words  "of"  and  "trustees,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "eighteen," 
so  that  said  section  shall  read:  "The  affairs  of  said  College  shall  be  under 
the  management  of  a  board  of  eighteen  trustees,"  instead  of  fifteen,  as  now 
written. 

Section  2.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  June  fourth, 
one  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  nine. 

Ratified  this  26th  day  of  February,  A.  D.  1909. 

The  Charter  Amended  Again:  The  General  Assembly  of  1913 
enacted  an  amendment  to  the  charter,  making  the  quorum  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  eight  and  forbidding  credit  to  minor  students. 
The  amendment  reads  as  follows: 

AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  THE  CHARTER  OF  ELON  COLLEGE, 
NORTH  CAROLINA. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  section  one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine 
Private  Laws  of  one  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  nine,  be  amended  by  add- 
ing after  the  words  "instead  of  fifteen,  as  now  written,"  "but  the  quorum 
shall  remain  eight  as  provided  in  section  two,  chapter  two  hundred  and  six- 
teen. Private  Laws  of  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine,"  so 
that  the  said  section  shall  read:  "The  affairs  of  the  said  College  shall  be 
under  the  management  of  a  board  of  eighteen  trustees,  but  the  quorum  shall 
remain  eight  as  provided  in  section  two,  chapter  two  hundred  and  sixteen, 
Private  Laws  of  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine." 

Section  2.  That  if  any  merchant,  druggist,  liveryman,  agent  or  ven- 
dor of  merchandise  or  commodity  of  any  kind  whatsoever  shall  sell  the  same 
on  credit  to  any  minor  member  of  the  student  body  of  said  College,  while 
a  student  of  the  College,  without  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  President  or 
Dean  of  said  College,  or  of  the  parent  or  guardian  or  person  standing  in 
loco  parentis  of  said  student,  such  sales  and  contracts  of  sale  without  writ- 
ten consent,  are  hereby  declared  void  and  uncollectible.  The  provisions  of 
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this  section  shall  not  apply  in  case  of  board,  room  rent  and  medical  attention, 
nor  medicines  furnished  upon  the  prescription  of  a  physician  or  surgeon 
practicing  according  to  the  laws  of  North  Carolina. 

Section  3.  That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  ratifica- 
tion. 

Ratified  the  27th  day  of  January,  1913. 

A  Third  Amendment:  The  General  Assembly  in  its  1915 
session,  upon  the  request  of  the  Southern  Christian  Convention, 
the  Board  of  Trustees  concurring,  again  amended  the  charter  as 
follows : 

AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  THE  CHARTER  OF  ELON  COLLEGE, 
NORTH  CAROLINA. 

The  Cfeneral  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  section  two  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  sixteen  Pri- 
vate Laws  of  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  be  amended 
by  striking  out  the  word  "fifteen"  in  line  two  of  said  section,  between  the 
words  "of"  and  "trustees,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  word  "twenty- 
four,"  and  adding  after  the  word  "trustees"  in  the  said  line  and  section,  "but 
the  quorum  shall  remain  eight  as  provided  in  section  two,  chapter  two  hund- 
red and  sixteen,  Private  Laws  of  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
nine,"  so  that  the  section  shall  read:  "The  affairs  of  the  said  College  shall 
be  under  the  management  of  a  board  of  twenty-four  trustees,  but  the  quo- 
rum shall  remain  eight  as  provided  in  section  two,  chapter  two  hundred  and 
sixteen.  Private  Laws  of  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine." 

Section  2.     That  this  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  its  ratification. 
Ratified  the  30th  day  of  January,  1915. 

A  Fourth  Amendment:  The  1917  session  of  the  General  As- 
sembly granted  the  following  amendment  to  the  Charter: 

AN  ACT  TO  AMEND  THE  CHARTER  OF  ELON  COLLEGE, 
NORTH  CAROLINA. 

Section  1.  That  section  nine  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  sixteen. 
Private  Laws  of  one  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  be  amended 

by  striking  out  the  words  "five  hundred  thousand,"  in  line of  said 

section  between  the  words  "of"  and  "dollars,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  words  "five  million,"  so  that  the  section  shall  read,  "Property  to  the 
amount  of  five  million  dollars  held  by  said  trustees  for  said  College  shall 
forever  be  exempt  from  taxation." 

Section  2.     This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  ratification. 
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A  Fifth  Amendment:  The  Secretary  of  State  for  North 
Carolina,  on  May  28,  1923,  at  the  request  of  the  Southern  Christ- 
ian Convention  and  the  Board  of  Trustees,  amended  the  Charter, 
permitting  a  total  of  thirty  trustees,  with  a  quorum  of  ten. 

Government. — The  policy  of  the  College  and  the  final  dis- 
position of  all  matters  of  government  and  administration  are 
vested  in  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The  internal  government  and 
administration  of  the  College  is  vested  in  the  Faculty,  who  as 
an  administrative  body,  pass  such  regulations  as  they  deem  wise, 
and  in  other  ways  counsel  for  the  institution's  good.  The  Faculty 
meet  at  the  call  of  the  President,  or  in  his  absence  of  the  Dean. 

There  have  been  few  changes  in  the  regulations  of  the  Col- 
lege from  its  founding.  The  aim  has  always  been  to  have  as  few 
regulations  as  possible,  the  ideal  principle  of  honor  and  self- 
respect  being  largely  relied  upon  to  maintain  discipline,  and  ex- 
perience has  shown  that  this  policy  has  yielded  the  best  results 
in  demeanor,  scholarship  and  character. 

The  government  is,  therefore,  mild  and  parental,  yet  firm 
and  decided,  seeking  the  good  of  the  student  and  not  mere  gov- 
ernment as  its  end.  The  fundamental  and  primary  aim  is  to  cul- 
tivate Christian  character,  grounded  upon  firm  principles  of 
right,  a  high  sense  of  duty,  honor  and  propriety,  and  an  earnest 
love  of  truth. 

When  a  student  registers  he,  by  that  act,  signs  an  agreement 
to  obey  cheerfully  all  the  regulations  of  the  College,  and  to  do 
whatever  he  may  be  able  to  upbuild  the  spirit  and  tone  of  the 
institution,  and  failure  to  keep  this  agreement  is  considered 
sufficient  cause  for  asking  him  to  withdraw.  The  spirit  of  the 
institution  is  so  overpowering  that  few  students  fail  to  yield 
willing  obedience  to  its  regulations,  though  occasionally  individ- 
uals not  able  to  appreciate  the  standards  of  gentility  prevailing 
here  are  eliminated. 

Student  Government. — A  modified  form  of  student  govern- 
ment has  been  in  operation  here  for  many  years.  But  beginning 
in  the  spring  semester  of  1919,  the  Faculty  granted  constitutions 
to  the  Student  Senate  (for  men)  and  to  the  Student  Council  (for 
women).  These  constitutions  and  the  by-laws  of  the  two  organ- 
izations are  printed  in  the  Red  Book. 
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The  Dean. — The  Dean  has  original  jurisdiction  over  attend- 
ance on  class,  chapel  and  religious  services  and  of  permission  of 
the  men  to  leave  town.  He  is  the  official  adviser  of  the  Student 
Senate.  He  also  represents  the  President  when  the  latter  is  out 
of  town. 

The  Dean  of  Women. — The  Dean  of  Women  has  original 
jurisdiction  over  attendance  on  class,  chapel,  and  religious  serv- 
ices, and  of  permission  of  the  women  to  leave  town.  She  is  the 
official  adviser  of  the  Student  Council. 

The  Business  Manager. — The  Business  Manager  carries  out 
the  business  and  financial  policies  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  All 
business  contracts  must  have  his  endorsement  before  they  are 
binding  on  the  College.  He  alone  orders  supplies  for  the  Col- 
lege and  its  several  departments.  He  is  the  custodian  of  all  the 
assets  and  properties  of  the  College. 

The  Registrar. — The  Registrar  has  charge  of  the  admission 
of  students,  transcripts  of  records,  grades,  etc. 

The  Faculty. — The  Faculty  acting  through  the  Deans  and 
the  President,  have  original  jurisdiction  over  all  matters  of  con- 
duct in  regard  to  a  student  and  a  Faculty  member.  The  mem- 
bership of  a  student  in  College  is  not  a  prerogative  of  student 
government.  Extension  and  control  of  social  privileges  reside  in 
the  Faculty.  The  Faculty  may  determine,  either  before  or  after 
a  trial  by  either  student  government  organization,  what  cases 
involve  suspension  or  expulsion.  They  may  from  time  to  time 
add  to  the  printed  traditional  regulations  of  the  College.  They 
meet  at  8:00  p.  m.  each  first  Monday  in  regular  session,  from 
September  to  May  inclusive.  Called  meetings  are  held  upon 
the  call  of  the  President.  The  initial  session  of  the  Fall  Semester 
is  held  on  Saturday  before  the  Freshman  registration  begins. 

Faculty  Committees. — In  the  interim  of  its  sessions  the 
Faculty  transacts  its  business  through  its  committees.  These 
committees  also  are  expected  to  report  to  the  Faculty  in  session 
at  its  regular  or  called  meetings  and  to  preserve  written  records 
of  their  proceedings,  filing  copies  in  the  office  of  the  President. 
Their  administrative  transactions  have  all  the  force  of  Faculty 
action.     These  committees  do  not  have  legislative  authority. 
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The  Cabinet. — The  Cabinet  consists  of  the  President,  the 
Deans,  the  Registrar,  and  the  full  professors  in  the  Literary  De- 
partment of  the  College.  It  meets  upon  the  call  of  the  President 
and  exercises  all  the  authority  of  the  full  Faculty. 

Proctors. — Each  of  the  buildings  for  men  has  a  proctor  ap- 
pointed by  the  Faculty  or  approved  by  them,  and  to  the  proctor's 
care  the  building  as  such  is  entrusted. 


The  College  Environment. 


Location. — Elon  College  is  sixty-four  miles  west  of  Raleigh, 
and  seventeen  miles  east  of  Greensboro,  on  the  North  Carolina 
division  of  the  Southern  Railway.  The  railroad  is  the  southern 
boundary  of  the  campus  and  commands  a  view  of  the  College 
buildings.  Highway  No.  10  is  the  northern  boundary  of  the 
campus. 

Seven  mail  and  passenger  trains  stop  daily.  One  through 
train  stops  by  special  arrangement  in  advance.  At  the  station 
are  telephone  offices,  freight  depot,  a  telegraph  office  and  an 
express  office.  There  is  also  telephone  connection  with  the 
College  Dormitories  and  the  College  offices.  The  Gibsonville 
Telephone  Company  has  installed  a  number  of  telephones  in  the 
town  and  surrounding  communities  and  connects  directly  with 
the  Southern  Bell  lines. 

The  location  of  the  College  is  all  that  can  be  desired  for  con- 
venience, health  and  beauty.  The  manufacture  and  sale  of 
ardent  spirits,  gambling,  etc.,  are,  by  the  charter,  forever  pro- 
hibited within  one  and  one-half  miles  of  the  College. 

Campus. — The  College  campus  is  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
in  the  South.  Its  twenty-five  acres  are  covered  for  the  most 
part  by  stalwart  native  oak  and  hickory,  and  the  other  portions 
have  been  adorned  with  other  trees  and  shrubbery.  The  Class  of 
1914  placed  sixty  silver  maples  on  the  old  baseball  ground  in 
front  of  the  Ladies'  Hall.  The  J.  Van  Lindley  Company  of  Greens- 
boro, N.  C,  have  donated  additional  shrubbery  as  a  part  of  the 
rebuilding  program.  The  gentle,  undulating  contour  of  the 
earth's  surface  in  this  Piedmont  section  gives  the  campus  a 
winsomeness  and  pleasant  aspect.  The  concrete  walks  and 
driveways  add  to  the  native  beauty  and  charm.  It  is  a  quiet, 
sequestered  place,  suited  to  the  development  of  manhood  and 
scholarship.  The  old  well,  famous  in  the  early  days  before  the 
College  water  system  was  installed,  has  been  covered  over  and 
transformed  into  a  summer  house.  The  wall  recently  com- 
pleted lends  dignity  as  well  as  protection  and  quietude. 
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Healthfulness. — The  healthfulness  of  the  College  and  com- 
munity is  proverbial.  A  resident  Nurse  is  employed  in  the 
interest  of  health. 

The  good  health  of  the  students  is  due  to  thorough  sanita- 
tion, mildness  of  temperature,  averaging  59  degrees  and  free 
from  sudden  extremes,  wholesome  food,  well-prepared  and  served 
regularly,  and  pure  water.  The  College  water  supply  comes  from 
a  deep  well.  The  North  Carolina  State  Department  of  Hygiene 
regularly  analyzes  it  and  always  reports  "no  pollution."  We 
append  here  the  analysis  made  while  this  catalogue  is  in  course 
of  preparation:

The  College  Community. — Elon  College  is  strictly  a  college 
town.  Only  those  few  enterprises  are  encouraged  or  desired  that 
are  necessary  to  the  development  of  a  high-toned  college  com- 
munity. Those  who  live  here  are  interested  in  the  growth,  wel- 
fare, and  development  of  the  College  and  constitute  a  noble  type 
of  Christian  citizenship. 

The  town  lies  on  both  sides  of  the  railroad  and  surrounds 
the  College  campus.  It  is  laid  off  with  streets  fifty  feet  wide 
and  with  four  acre  lots  in  each  square.  Native  trees  and  shrub- 
bery furnish  shade  and  adornment.  Many  of  the  homes  are 
beautiful  and  all  are  inviting  and  tasteful.  The  town  is  adequate- 
ly lighted  by  incandescent  lights. 

Moral  Influences  and  Church  Privileges. — The  purpose  in  the 
minds  of  the  founders  of  the  College  was  to  furnish  academic  in- 
struction under  positive  moral  and  religious  influences.  True  to 
this  purpose,  every  opportunity  is  grasped  to  cultivate  a  high 
moral  tone  and  develop  a  genuine  Christian  spirit.  There  is  no 
endeavor,  however,  to  impress  sectarianism  in  any  form,  the 
sole  object  being  the  moral  and  religious  welfare  of  each  indi- 
vidual student. 

In  a  positive  way,  looking  to  the  development  of  a  worthy 
type  of  manhood  and  womanhood,  there  are  chapel  services, 
consisting  of  Bible  reading,  prayer  and   singing,    conducted  by 
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the  President  or  Dean,  some  member  of  the  Faculty,  or  some 
visiting  friend,  with  an  inspirational  address  once  each  week 
and  on  Sunday  morning  a  regular  preaching  service  by  the  pastor 
of  the  College  Church.  Every  Sunday  morning  the  College  Sun- 
day School  meets,  using  the  regular  College  lecture  rooms  for 
recitation  purposes.  All  students  are  required  to  attend  Sunday 
School,  the  chapel  services,  and  the  morning  preaching  service 
each  Sabbath,  unless  the  religious  tenets  of  their  parents  dis- 
countenance them. 

In  addition  to  these  positive  moral  and  religious  influences, 
all  the  regular  College  religious  organizations  have  branches  here. 
These  voluntary  organizations  do  much  toward  the  upbuilding 
of  the  moral  and  religious  life  of  the  young  men  and  young 
women  and  have  the  heartiest  endorsement  and  co-operation  of 
the  Faculty.  They  have  been  mighty  forces  making  for  the  de- 
velopment of  deep  and  vital  spiritual  interest,  which  is  the  abid- 
ing characteristic  of  the  Elon  spirit.  These  organizations  are 
federated  in  the  Religious  Activities  Organization,  which  is  fully 
described  in  the  Red  Book. 

The  Elon  Spirit. — Visitors  to  the  College  are  impressed  forci- 
bly by  what  they  are  pleased  to  call  "The  Elon  Spirit."  No  one 
can  fail  to  feel  it  and  no  student  capable  of  the  larger  vision  of 
life  a  college  ought  to  give,  can  live  long  under  its  influence 
without  imbibing  it.  It  is  the  spirit  of  the  square  deal,  of  fair 
play  in  all  things,  of  moderation  and  temperance,  of  mutual 
helpfulness  and  human  brotherliness,  of  equahty  and  fraternity, 
of  manliness  and  womanly  gracefulness,  of  emulation  in  right 
doing,  of  respect  for  the  rights  and  response  to  the  obligations 
due  college  mates,  of  deep  and  vital  piety,  of  consecrated  religious 
and  Christian  character.  Such  an  atmosphere,  pulsating  with 
such  a  spirit,  would  seem  to  be  an  ideal  condition  for  the  unfold- 
ing of  young  life  and  the  budding  into  fruition  of  Christian 
character. 


Buildings  and  Equipment. 


THE  GREATER  ELON  GROUP. 

On  January  18,  1923,  the  Administration  Building,  erected 
in  1889,  was  destroyed  by  a  fire  of  unknown  origin.  This  neces- 
sitated a  rebuilding  program,  which  was  undertaken  in  terms  of 
the  growth  and  development  of  the  College.  An  architect,  Mr. 
Herbert  B.  Hunter,  with  Mr.  W.  C.  Cridland  as  landscape 
gardener  consulting,  was  engaged  to  lay  out  the  campus  and 
grounds  for  the  future  development  of  the  plant.  It  was  decided 
to  undertake  at  once  the  erection  of  five  buildings,  all  of  them 
fireproof,  as  follows: 

The  Alamance  Administration  Building. — The  citizens  of 
Alamance  County  were  deeply  touched  by  the  destruction  of  the 
original  Administration  Building  and  proposed  in  a  mass  meet- 
ing to  raise  $100,000  to  replace  it,  if  the  College  would  through 
friends  raise  at  least  $200,000  additional  for  enlarging  the  plant. 
The  trustees  accepted  this  challenge  and  in  grateful  acknowl- 
edgement of  the  generosity  of  the  citizens  of  Alamance  voted  to 
call  the  new  Administration  Building  by  the  County's  name. 

The  Alamance  Building  is  a  three-story  structure  of  brick 
and  reinforced  concrete,  200  feet  long,  68  feet  wide,  and  houses 
the  administrative  ofiices,  the  recitation  rooms,  several  depart- 
ments and  the  literary  societies. 

The  Carlton  Library. — This  building,  the  gift  of  Trustee  P. 
J.  Carlton,  his  sister,  Mrs.  T.  S.  Parrott,  and  his  brothers,  H.  A. 
and  L.  E.  Carlton,  is  hke  the  three  others  that  follow  in  the  re-build- 
•  ng  program,  120  feet  long,  64  feet  wide,  three-stories,  and  con- 
structed of  brick  and  reinforced  concrete.  The  stack  room  has 
capacity  for  187,500  volumes.  Besides  offices  and  work  room  for 
the  library  force,  the  building  contains  fourteen  professors'  re- 
search and  office  rooms  and  seven  students'  seminar  rooms.  The 
reading  room  has  seating  capacity  for  one  hundred  readers. 

The  L.  H.  Whitley  Memorial  Auditorium. — In  memory  of 
his  father-in-law.  Deacon  L.  H.  Whitley,  Trustee  J.  M.  Darden 
generously  provided  the  money  with  which  to  erect  this  building. 
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Besides  the  regular  auditorium,  this  building  also  houses  the 
Music  Department. 

The  Mooney  Christian  Education  Building. — In  memory  of 
Rev.  Isaac  Mooney,  his  father-in-law,  Mr.  M.Orban,  Jr.,  gave 
this  building  to  the  College.  It  houses  the  voluntary  religious 
and  social  activities  of  the  campus  and  supplies  laboratory  fa- 
cilities for  the  School  of  Christian  Education,  containing  a  com- 
pletely graded  Sunday  School  plant  for  the  Week-Day  Relig- 
ious School  and  for  the  village  Sunday  School.  The  class 
rooms  of  the  School  of  Christian  Education  are  also  in  this 
building.    Here  also  is  held  the  daily  chapel  service. 

The  Duke  Science  Building. — In  memory  of  their  mother, 
Mrs.  Artelia  Roney  Duke,  a  native  of  Alamance  County,  Messrs. 
J.  B.  and  B.  N.  Duke,  have  donated  $80,000.00  toward  the  erec- 
tion of  this  modern,  fire-proof  science  building.  It  has  a  full 
floor  each  for  Physics,  Biology  and  Geology,  and  Chemistry.  The 
building  is  equipped  throughout  with  the  most  approved  scien- 
tific furniture  and  apparatus. 

OTHER  BUILDINGS  AND  EQUIPMENT. 

The  East  Dormitory. — This  is  the  only  original  building  left 
on  the  campus.  It  is  used  as  a  dormitory  for  men.  Besides  the 
main  portion  of  the  building  which  is  of  brick  40  by  60  feet, 
East  Dormitory  has  a  wooden  annex  containing  a  few  rooms  and 
shower  baths. 

The  West  Dormitory. — Erected  in  1905,  158  x  46  feet,  three 
stories,  with  two-story  brick  annex,  40  x  60  feet.  West  Dormi- 
tory has  capacity  on  the  second  and  third  floors  for  120  young 
ladies.  The  first  floor  is  used  for  living  quarters  for  lady  Faculty 
members,  for  guest  rooms,  and  for  reception  halls.  The  annex 
contains  the  College  Dining  Hall  and  the  Ladies'  Gymnasium. 

The  Alumni  Building. — Erected  1912.  The  gift  of  the  Alum- 
ni to  Alma  Mater.  Brick,  four  stories,  125  x  65  feet,  used  as 
dormitory  for  men,  with  men's  gymnasium  occupying  the  second 
floor. 

Ladies'  Hall. — Erected  1913.  Brick,  two  stories,  40  x  100 
feet,  with  capacity  for  64  roomers.  This  building  supplies  living 
arrangements  for  young  ladies  at  actual  cost.

Men's  Co-operative  Club  House. — Erected  1912,  wooden 
structure,  adjoining  campus,  with  capacity  for  fifty  boarders. 
Here  young  men  of  limited  means  may  secure  good,  substantial 
board  at  actual  cost. 

West  End  Hall. — This  is  a  fourteen  room  dwelling  adjoining 
the  campus  and  is  used  as  a  teacherage  for  faculty  members. 

Power  Plant. — Erected  1905.  The  power  plant  is  of  brick 
construction  and  is  the  central  station  for  heat,  light,  water,  and 
other  service  functions  of  all  the  College  buildings.  This  plant 
also  has  a  machine  shop  and  a  50,000  gallon  steel  water  tank 
with  deep  well.  [ 

Athletic  Field. — The  Athletic  Field  contains  thirty-four  acres, 
conveniently  situated  and  spacious  enough  for  all  sports. 

DEPARTMENT  STUDIOS. 

Music. — Five  studios  and  twenty-two  practice  rooms  in  the 
Auditorium.  The  Mason  and  Hamlin  Concert  Grand  Piano,  the 
Duo-Manual  Estey  Organ,  and  the  four  manual  Skinner  Organ 
of  the  Auditorium  are  available  for  special  teaching  and  concert 
purposes.

Reading  Rooms. — On  the  first  floor  of  the  Library  Building. 

Infirmary  Room. — The  equipment  for  this  room  was  sup- 
plied by  Dr.  J.  E.  Lincoln  and  Mrs.  S.  W.  Lincoln.    On  the  first 
floor  of  the  West  Dormitory. 
Nurse  and  Sanitation  Office. — First  floor,  Alamance  Building. 

GENERAL  EQUIPMENT. 

All  the  College  buildings  are  equipped  with  modern  con- 
veniences, including  electric  lights,  steam  heat,  running  water, 
and  baths.  The  furniture  is  simple,  yet  substantial  and  durable. 
The  equipment  of  the  class  rooms,  lecture  halls,  laboratories,  and 
the  several  departments  is  of  the  most  approved  types. 


College  Organizations. 


The  Sunday  School. — The  College  Sunday  School  elects  its 
own  officers,  who,  with  the  President,  Pastor  and  Deans,  appoint 
the  teachers.  The  members  of  the  Faculty  and  the  Senior  Class 
usually  constitute  the  teaching  force.  The  Sunday  School  meets 
each  Sunday,  immediately  preceding  the  morning  preaching  ser- 
vice. 

The  curriculum  of  the  Sunday  School  is  two-fold,  that  of 
the  International  Lessons  on  the  one  hand,  and  that  of  a  Sunday 
School  College  on  the  other.  The  classes  elect  which  course 
they  will  pursue.  The  curriculum  of  the  Sunday  School  College 
consists  of  Teacher  Training,  Missions,  Life  Problems,  Race 
Problems,  etc.,  varying  from  year  to  year,  each  class  selecting 
its  own  course  of  studies.  The  respective  Dean  gives  an  orienta- 
tion course  during  the  Freshman  year.  The  Study  Courses  Com- 
mittee of  the  Religious  Activities  Organization  determines  the 
nature  and  the  number  of  the  courses  to  be  offered  each  year. 

The  College  Church. — Preaching  services  are  provided  each 
Sunday  in  the  College  Auditorium.  The  pastor  of  the  church  is 
Rev.  W.  S.  Alexander,  D.  D.  Ministers  from  the  evangelical  de- 
nominations are  from  time  to  time  invited  to  occupy  the  College 
pulpit. 

Y.  M.  C.  A. — The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  meets 
regularly  in  the  Association's  Hall.  It  is  a  strong,  active 
organization,  has  Bible  and  Mission  Study  Classes,  sends  repre- 
sentatives to  all  the  student  Y.  M.  C.  A.  conventions,  maintains 
a  splendid  community  social  service  work  and  exercises  a  strong 
influence  over  the  spiritual  life  of  the  young  men.  The  Associa- 
tion's Life-Work  Series  periodically  given  is  a  notable  feature. 
Each  profession  is  represented  by  an  out-of-town  speaker,  who 
has  achieved  distinction. 

Y.  W.  C.  A. — The  Young  Women's  Christian  Association  of 
American  Colleges  has  a  vigorous,  active  local  organization 
here.

The  Association  affiliates  with  the  national  organization  in  every 
way  and  has  a  powerful  influence  over  the  religious  life  of  the 
young  women  of  the  College. 

The  Christian  Endeavor  Society. — One  of  the  strongest 
Christian  Endeavor  Societies  in  the  country  is  that  which  meets 
regularly  here  Sunday  evenings.  Through  its  public  prayer 
meetings  and  its  various  committees  it  supplies  the  best  sort  of 
training  for  active  Christian  work.  Its  influence  over  the  spirit- 
ual life  of  its  members  is  unmistakably  salutary. 

The  Ministerial  Association. — The  young  ministers  of  the 
College,  feeling  the  need  of  greater  opportunity  for  devotion  and 
prayer,  have  organized  themselves  into  the  Elon  College  Minis- 
terial Association.   The  Association  is  active  in  community  work. 

The  Literary  Societies. — Four  literary  societies  are  recog- 
nized by  the  Faculty.  They  are  for  young  ladies,  the  Psiphelian 
and  Psykaleon;  for  young  men,  the  Philologian  and  Clio.  Their 
hall  and  office  are  in  the  Administration  Building. 

These  societies  meet  weekly  for  debate  and  general  work 
and  form  a  powerful  factor  in  College  life. 

The  Philologian  and  Qio  Societies  have  instituted  loan  funds, 
whereby  they  keep  in  College  two  or  three  worthy  members. 

One  must  be  a  registered  student  ten  days  before  joining  a  literary 
society.  November  the  first  is  the  earliest  date  for  receiving  new 
members. 

The  College  Band. — The  College  Band  was  organized  in 
1906,  and  has  had  an  average  of  twenty  members.  It  fills  a  large 
place  in  the  life  of  the  campus.  It  meets  twice  weekly  for  practice 
and  rehearsal  and  furnishes  music  on  all  public  occasions  and  for 
commencement. 

The  College  Orchestra. — The  College  Orchestra,  of  from 
eight  to  twelve  pieces,  furnishes  music  for  the  chapel  services, 
the  Sunday  School,  and  Christian  Endeavor,  and  on  other  special 
occasions  during  the  year. 

The  Men's  Glee  Club.— The  young  men  of  the  College 
having  special  musical  talent  are  organized  into  a  Glee  Club. 
This  organization,  like  the  athletic  teams,  is  financed  through  the 
Bursar's  oflice.  The  club  adds  much  to  the  life  ard  spirit  of  the 
campus. 
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The  Young  Women's  Glee  Club. — The  young  women  of  the 
College  having  special  musical  talent  are  organized  into  a  Glee 
Club,  similar  to  that  for  the  young  men. 

Class  and  Other  Organizations. — Each  of  the  classes  in  the 
College  has  its  own  organization.  These  class  organizations  tend 
to  develop  class  and  College  spirit  and  have  proved  very  helpful. 
Each  Class  selects  its  motto,  pin  or  other  distinctive  mark^ 
color,  flower  and  elects  its  own  officers.  Each  class  when  it  or- 
ganizes in  its  Freshman  year  elects  a  head  of  some  literary  de- 
partment, other  than  the  President  or  Dean,  as  its  Faculty  ad- 
viser. The  classes  hold  their  meetings  after  public  announcement 
on  the  bulletin  boards,  and  all  such  occasions,  as  also  committee 
meetings  of  the  class,  are  to  be  attended  by  the  Faculty  adviser. 
The  number  of  meetings  which  any  class  may  hold  is  limited  to 
one  per  month,  and  these  are  always  to  be  held  in  the  day  time. 

No  organization  of  students  can  be  effected  without  the 
Faculty's  consent  and  approval,  and  no  called  meetings  of  any 
regular  organization  can  be  held  without  permission  from  the 
Dean.  The  Freshman  class  may  not  organize  before  November 
1st. 

Alumni  Association. — The  Alumni  Association  is  a  voluntary 
organization  of  the  graduates  of  the  College.  It  holds  business 
sessions  on  the  afternoon  of  Tuesday  of  each  commencement. 
It  provides  the  speaker  for  the  alumni  address  on  the  closing 
evening  of  each  commencement  and  generously  provided  the 
Alumni  Scholarship  for  the  Junior  Class.  It  has  recently  raised 
the  money  to  pay  for  the  Alumni  Building,  named  in  thtir  honor. 
The  Class  of  1913  had  the  distinction  of  launching  this  move- 
ment. Every  five  years  a  special  Alumni  Bulletin  is  printed, 
giving  a  complete  Hst  of  the  Alumni. 

Student  Volunteer  Bands. — The  student  volunteers  for  the 
foreign  field  are  organized  into  two  bands,  one  for  each  sex,  to 
study  courses  fitting  them  for  their  life  work.  These  meetings 
are  under  the  supervision  of  the  proper  Dean. 

The  Music  Lovers'  Club. — This  club  was  organized  during 
1915-'16.  Its  meetings  are  held  monthly.  Its  purpose  is  sufficient- 
ly indicated  by  its  name.     Its  memberfchip  is  open  to  Faculty 
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members,  diploma  music  pupils,  and  residents  of  the  College 
community. 

The  Choral  Society. — This  society  was  organized  in  January, 
1916.  It  has  more  than  a  hundred  members,  and  gives  programs 
at  various  times  during  the  year  and  at  commencement. 

Religious  Activities  Organization. — All  of  the  religious  ac- 
tivities of  the  campus  are  federated  in  the  Rehgious  Activities 
Organization.  Its  constitution  and  bylaws  are  printed  in  the  Red 
Book. 

Social  Clubs. — Four  social  clubs  for  each  sex  may  be  recog- 
nized by  the  Faculty.  The  conditions  under  which  they  are 
recognized  and  the  regulations  by  which  they  are  governed  are 
set  forth  in  the  Red  Book.  The  clubs  that  are  officially  recog- 
nized are  as  follows: 

For  Men. — Kappa  Si  Nu;  Iota  Tau  Kappa;  Alpha  Pi  Delta; 
Sigma  Phi  Beta. 

For  Women. — Beta  Omicron  Beta;  Delta  Upsilon  Kappa; 
Tau  Zeta  Phi;  Pi  Kappa  Tau. 

Honor  Society. — In  1929  the  Alpha  Chapter  of  Pi  Gamma 
Mu,  the  national  social  science  honor  fraternity,  in  North  Caro- 
lina, was  installed  at  Elon  College.  The  purpose  of  this  organiza- 
tion is  to  give  recognition  to  those  students,  alumni  or  faculty 
members  who  have  attained  distinction  in  the  social  sciences. 
Elections  are  held  each  spring,  at  which  time  seniors  and  others 
who  are  eligible  are  received  into  the  membership  of  the  society. 


College  Publications. 


The  College  Bulletin. — The  Elon  College  Bulletin,  issued  not 
less  than  four  times  the  year,  is  for  free  distribution.  The  Febru- 
ary number  is  the  College  Catalogue.  Other  numbers  issued 
from  time  to  time  are  the  Opening  Number,  the  Vacation  Num- 
ber, the  Illustrated  Bulletin,  the  Special  Fund  Number,  the 
Special  Normal  Term  Number,  the  Commencement  Number, 
the  Library  Number,  the  Christian  Education  Building  Num- 
ber, the  Theological  Department  Number,  the  Standardization 
Fund  Number,  the  Religious  Education  and  Christian  Methods 
Number,  etc.  These  bulletins  give  information  concerning  the 
College  and  contain  announcements  of  its  plans  and  achieve- 
ments that  are  of  public  interest  and  general  concern.  A  copy 
of  any  of  these  bulletins  will  be  sent  prepaid  free  to  any  address 
upon  application  to  the  office  of  the  President. 

The  Red  Book. — The  Red  Book  is  issued  annually  by  the 
Dean.  It  contains  indispensable  information  for  students  and 
is  the  basis  for  the  internal  government  of  the  College.  Every 
student  is  furnished  a  copy  upon  registration. 

The  PhiPsiCli.— The  PhiPsiCli  is  the  College  Annual,  edited 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Faculty,  by  the  Senior  Class.  It  is 
thoroughly  imbued  with  the  Elon  Spirit  and  takes  its  rank  among 
the  best  of  such  College  media  of  thought  and  life.  This  annual, 
first  brought  out  in  1913,  has  become  an  annual  publication. 

"Maroon  and  Gold." — This  is  the  student  weekly  publi- 
cation. The  officers  and  directors  are  elected  by  the  Junior  Class, 
though  the  class  is  not  restricted  to  its  own  membership  in  mak- 
ing selections.  The  College  is  not  responsible  for  the  paper 
financially.  It  first  appeared  in  the  fall  of  1919,  as  the  success- 
or of  the  "Elon  College  Weekly." 

"The  Alumni  Voice." — This  is  the  quarterly  magazine  of  the 
General  Alumni  Association.  The  Editor-in-Chief  is  Prof.  J.  W. 
Barney  and  the  Business  Manager  is  Geo.  D.  Colclough. 


Lectures  and  Public  Exercises. 


The  Summerbell  Lectures. — Dr.  Martyn  Summerbell,  Lake- 
mont,  N.  Y.,  is  non-resident  Professor  of  Church  History  and 
Biblical  Literature  in  the  College,  and  each  year  in  May  de- 
livers a  course  of  three  or  more  lectures  in  his  department. 

The  Mission  Lectures. — Dr.  J.  0.  Atkinson,  former  College 
Pastor,  now  Mission  Secretary  of  the  Southern  Christian  Con- 
vention, each  year  gives  a  course  of  lectures  on  Christian 
Missions. 

Inter-Class  Debates. — Beginning  with  the  session  of  1912-'13, 
there  has  been  held  an  annual  series  of  class  debates  on  Thurs- 
day of  the  Easter  season,  between  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore 
classes. 

Music  Recitals. — The  Department  of  Music  gives  several 
public  recitals  each  year.  The  Choral  Society  is  under  its  direc- 
tion. 

Faculty  Recitals. — At  some  time  during  each  semester,  the 
Music  and  Expression  faculties  will  give  a  public  recital. 

Aft  Exhibit. — The  Art  Department  gives  an  annual  exhibit 
of  its  pupils'  work  during  the  final  day  of  the  commencement 
season.  The  exhibit  takes  place  in  the  Art  Studio  of  the  Ala- 
mance Building. 

Expression  Recitals. — The  Department  of  Expression  gives 
two  public  recitals  during  the  College  year.  It  also  presents 
plays  from  time  to  time. 

Public  Receptions. — The  Faculty  gives  a  public  reception  to 
the  students  on  Saturday  after  the  College  opens  in  September. 
This  is  a  formal  reception. 

Literary  Society  Entertainments. — Each  of  the  four  literary 
societies  gives  a  public  entertainment  during  the  College  year. 
The  Psykaleon  Society  gives  its  entertainment  on  Greater  Elon 
Day;  the  Philologian  Society  on  Thanksgiving  Day;  the  Clio 
Society  on  Washington's  Birthday;  the  Psiphelian  Society  on 
Easter  Saturday.    These  entertainments  are  attended  by  large 
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concourses  of  people  and  constitute  one  of  the  most  enjoyable 
features  of  the  College  life.  Only  active  members  of  a  society 
may  take  part  in  its  entertainment,  and  active  members  must 
be  regularly  matriculated  students.  Only  active  society  mem- 
bers and  Faculty  members  can  coach  entertainments. 

Inter-Collegiate  Debates. — Inter-collegiate  debates  for  which 
the  speakers  are  chosen  in  competitive  public  contests,  are  from 
time  to  time  arranged  for  with  other  colleges.  All  public  de- 
bates of  every  character  are  under  the  control  of  the  Faculty 
Conmaittee  on  Debates.  The  College  is  a  member  of  the  N.  C. 
Intercollegiate  Debating  Association. 

Inter-Collegiate  Peace  Contests. — Annually  Elon  participates 
in  the  North  Carolina  Inter-Collegiate  Peace  Contest,  both  for 
men  and  for  women. 

Entertainments. — By  vote  of  the  Faculty,  there  are  to  be 
no  paid  entertainments  or  exercises  of  any  kind  in  the  College  or 
on  the  campus.  A  limited  number  of  exercises  may  be  held,  sub- 
ject to  the  President's  approval,  each  year,  at  which  a  free-will 
offering  may  be  received.  A  Concert  Course  may  be  arranged 
for  the  year  by  the  President,  as  may  also  a  Lecture  Course  in 
any  one  of  the  special  departments,  for  both  of  which  season 
tickets  will  be  sold. 

Organ  Vesper  Services. — On  the  second  Sunday  evening 
of  each  month  from  September  to  May  inclusive,  the  Head  of 
the  Organ  Department  gives  a  vesper  service  on  the  Skinner 
Organ.     The  services  begin  at  7: 30  and  last  for  one  hour. 

Banquets. — Each  of  the  social  clubs  gives  an  annual  banquet, 
and  at  some  suitable  time  in  the  Spring  Semester  the  Juniors 
entertain  the  Seniors. 

Stunts. — At  stated  times  stunts  are  given  by  the  various 
classes  and  other  College  organizations  or  groups. 

Commencement. — The  annual  commencement  is  the  most 
important  pubhc  exercise  of  the  year.  It  always  begins  on  Sat- 
urday before  the  fourth  Sunday  of  May.  For  the  roster  of 
events  entering  into  this  important  event  see  the  College  Cal- 
endar on  page  5. 


College  Athletics. 


It  is  the  aim  of  the  College  to  encourage  participation  in 
athletics  on  the  part  of  all  students  rather  than  on  the  part  of  the 
few,  as  it  is  believed  that  in  well  regulated  athletics  is  found, 
for  the  great  majority  of  College  men  the  best,  solution  of  the 
problem  of  national  and  effectual  physical  training.  There  is  no 
athletic  fee  and  all  may  take  part.  The  choosing  of  varsity 
teams  is  a  matter  of  merit,  and  any  one  may  make  application 
to  the  Coach  and  try  for  any  team  to  represent  the  College. 

Provision  is  made  for  football,  basketball,  baseball,  track 
and  tennis,  undei  the  supervision  of  the  College  Coach,  Di- 
rector of  Physical  Training  for  Men  and  Graduate  Manager,  but 
these  sports  take  the  place  of  the  regular  physical  training  work 
only  during  the  season  of  a  sport.  Elon  is  a  member  of  the 
North  Carolina  Intercollegiate  Athletic  Conference. 

Inter-Collegiate  Athletics. — Elon  allows  inter-collegiate  ath- 
letics on  the  part  of  its  young  men.  The  following  regulations 
govern  all  such  contests: 

REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  INTER-COLLEGIATE  ATHLETICS. 

1.  Inter-collegiate  games  are  allowed  under  Faculty  supervision. 

2.  The  Atliletic  Council  is  not  permitted  to  make  debts  which  it  is 
not  prepared  to  pay,  and  all  of  its  finances  are  to  be  transacted  through 
the  Business  Manager's  office.  All  gate  receipts  and  money  for  sale  of  sea- 
son tickets  shall  be  received  directly  by  the  Graduate  Manager  or  the  Bus- 
iness Manager's  Assistant. 

3.  No  student  is  eligible  to  play  in  any  inter-collegiate  game  unless  he 
was  a  registered  student  by  October  1st  in  the  fall  next  preceding  such 
game  or  by  January  10th  in  the  spring,  taldng  fuU  work,  which  means  as 
many  as  twelve  hours  of  literary  work  at  least,  or  its  equivalent,  and  pass- 
ing at  least  nine  hours  of  work.  A  student  not  registered  in  the  faU  may  play 
in  the  spring,  provided  he  has  in  a  previous  year  satisfactorily  completed  a 
semester's  work. 

4.  No  student  can  represent  the  College  in  any  athletic  event  who  has 
not  conducted  himself  in  an  exemplary  manner  throughout  the  entire  Col- 
lege year,  the  Faculty  judging  in  each  instance. 

5.  No  student  who  receives  financial  aid,  directly  or  indirectly,  by 
reason  of  his  playing  on  the  team  or  by  reason  of  any  professional  athletic

service  rendered  the  College,  in  any  inter-collegiate  sport  in  which  Elon 
participates,  shall  be  allowed  in  any  inter-collegiate  game.  The  playing 
of  summer  ball  on  an  amateur  team  shall  not  disqualify  a  bona  fide  student, 
but  no  one  who  has  plaj^ed  on  a  professional  team  of  any  kind  shall  be  eligible 
for  any  team  here.  Our  teams  will  not  be  allowed  to  play  with  institutions 
violating  these  principles.  It  is  understood  that  four  years  on  any  College 
team  shall  make  any  student  a  professional  in  that  sport  in  the  interpreta- 
tion of  this  rule.  A  substitute  ceases  to  be  a  substitute  if  he  plays  in  more 
than  two  regularly  scheduled  games  of  any  season's  sport.  An  amateur 
becomes  a  professional  if  he  plays  on  a  team  under  national  protection  and 
is  therewith  debarred  from  representing  the  College  in  any  inter-collegiate 
athletic  contest. 

6.  A  Faculty  representative  shall  accompany  the  team  on  a  trip,  at 
which  times  the  same  College  regulations,  as  to  student  deportment,  are  in 
force  as  at  the  College. 

7.  The  Athletic  Varsity  "E"  shall  be  awarded  at  the  close  of  each 
inter-collegiate  athletic  season  by  the  Athletic  Coimcil.  The  award  shall 
include  athletic  ability,  scholarship,  and  deportment,  the  Athletic  Council 
judging.  The  Athletic  Council  reserves  the  right  to  withhold  awards  in  the 
case  of  first  year  men  on  any  team  until  after  the  close  of  the  semester  in 
which  they  participate. 

8.  The  monogram  "E-C"  shall  be  awarded  at  the  close  of  the  athletic 
season  in  the  spring  of  each  year  to  those  students  who  have  been  recom- 
mended by  the  coach,  and  approved  as  worthy  by  the  Athletic  Council.  No 
other  male  student  shall  wear  the  initial  letter  or  the  monogi'am,  nor  shall 
anyone  wear  the  initial  "E"  or  the  monogram  "E-C"  until  the  same  has 
been  awarded  by  the  Athletic  Council.  In  the  event  that  the  winner  of  the 
varsity  insignia  shall  allow  a  lady  student  or  faculty  member  to  wear  his 
insignia,  he  forfeits  the  right  to  wear  any  insignia  during  such  time.  The 
Athletic  Council  may  at  any  time  withdraw  the  right  to  wear  either  the 
letter  or  the  monogram  for  conduct,  in  their  judgment,  meriting  such  pen- 
alty. 

9.  A  student  shall  be  allowed  to  add  a  service  stripe  to  the  varsity  "E" 
for  each  additional  year  of  the  same  sport  on  the  same  conditions  as  stated 
in  rule  No.  7. 

10.  There  shall  not  be  more  than  eighteen  inter-collegiate  games  of 
baseball  or  basket  ball  scheduled  in  any  one  season,  nor  more  than  eight  of 
football. 

11.  The  arrangement  for  all  inter-collegiate  games  shall  be  under  the 
management  of  a  committee  of  the  Faculty,  known  as  the  Athletic  Council. 
The  transactions  of  this  committee  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
President,  and  the  Graduate  Manager's  signature  shall  be  necessary  before 
any  contract  for  games  is  binding  on  the  Athletic  Council. 

12.  The  captain  of  the  next  year's  team  is  elected  at  the  conclusion  of 
the  season  of  each  sport  by  his  teammates,  the  Coach  acting  as  chairman. 


Essays,  Orations,  Theses. 


Essays  and  Orations. — Every  male  candidate  for  graduation 
from  the  College  must  deliver  an  oration,  prepared  by  himself, 
not  exceeding  1,250  words  in  length,  before  a  committee  of  the 
Faculty,  in  competition  for  a  place  as  class  representative  at 
Commencement.  Every  young  lady  who  is  a  candidate  for  grad- 
uation must  present  an  essay,  prepared  by  herself,  not  exceed- 
ing 1,250  words  in  length,  before  a  committee  of  the  Faculty,  in 
competition  for  a  place  as  class  representative  at  Commence- 
ment. These  essays  and  orations  are  to  be  presented  in  the  Jun- 
ior year. 

All  subjects  for  essays  and  orations  to  be  presented  at  Com- 
mencement must  be  handed  to  the  President  not  later  than 
January  15th  of  each  year  and  the  essays  and  orations  must  be 
in  his  hands  not  later  than  March  15th.  The  contest  for  places 
as  class  representatives  will  occur  sometime  during  the  week  of 
April  20th,  the  exact  day  to  be  determined  by  the  Faculty. 
All  essays  and  orations  are  to  be  typewritten  when  submitted 
to  the  President. 

These  essays  and  orations  are  original,  do  not  exceed  1,250 
words  in  length,  and  must  be  submitted  to  the  President  at  least 
one  month  before  they  are  to  be  presented,  and  must  be  approv- 
ed by  him. 

Graduation  Theses. — Every  student  who  graduates  from  the 
College  with  a  Bachelor's  Degree  is  permitted  to  write,  during 
his  Senior  year,  a  thesis,  in  addition  to  his  regular  work,  in  com- 
petition for  the  Morrow  Medal. 

These  theses  must  be  handed  to  the  President  not  later  than 
May  1st,  and  must  be  typewritten  and  bound  and  with  the  name 
of  the  author  in  a  sealed  envelope  within. 

The  outline  of  the  theses  shall  be  submitted  to  the  profes- 
sors in  whose  schools  the  theses  are  to  be  written,  not  later  than 
December  1  of  Senior  year. 
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Term  Graduation  Papers. — A  term  paper  in  the  field  of  his 
major  or  in  a  department  in  which  he  has  18  semester  hours  of 
work,  must  be  prepared  by  each  candidate  for  a  degree.  The  Red 
Book  gives  the  details  of  this  requirement. , 


Degrees,  Honors,  Certificates. 


Collegiate  Degrees. — The  College  confers  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  upon  those  who  complete  the  requirements  for 
graduation. 

Honorary  Degrees. — The  College  confers  the  honorary  de- 
grees of  Doctor  of  Literature,  Doctor  of  Divinity,  and  Doctor  of 
Laws.  These  honors  are,  however,  seldom  conferred  and  then 
only  upon  those  who  deserve  them  and  will  reflect  credit  upon 
the  degrees.  The  names  of  all  persons  receiving  such  degrees 
from  Elon  are  published  in  the  Alumni  Number  of  the  College 
Bulletin,  issued  once  in  five  years. 

Certificates. — Departmental  Certificates  will  be  given  those 
who  have  completed  the  course  in  Music,  Art,  Expression,  or 
Physical  Training,  provided  that  each  student  shall  have  com- 
pleted fifteen  units  of  literary  work  as  required  for  entrance  to 
College,  and  have  completed  the  requirements  for  a  major  in 
some  one  school  of  the  College  department  with  an  average  of 
at  least  85  per  cent  for  the  work  done  in  the  special  depart- 
ment and  the  school.  In  lieu  of  a  major,  the  candidate  may 
offer  fifteen  year  hours  of  Freshman  literary  work.  No  certifi- 
cates are  given  in  the  Commercial  Department,  or  the  literary 
schools  of  the  College. 

Diplomas. — Departmental  diplomas  will  be  granted  to  those 
who  complete  four  years  of  such  work  in  a  single  department, 
averaging  85,  and  in  addition  two  literary  school  majors,  or 
thirty  year  hours  of  Freshman  and  Sophomore  literary  work. 

Honors. — Graduates  who,  during  their  entire  college  course, 
make  an  average  of  from  80  to  85  receive  their  degrees  cum 
laude;  those  making  from  85  to  90,  magna  cum  laude;  and  those 
making  92.5  or  more,  summa  cum  laude. 

The  honor  of  being  valedictorian  of  his  class  goes  to  that 
member  of  the  graduating  class  who  has,  during  the  four  years 
of  his  college  course,  taken  at  Elon,  made  the  highest  average 
grade  in  literary  work. 
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The  honor  of  being  salutatorian  of  his  class  goes  to  that 
member  of  the  graduating  class  who  has,  during  the  four  years 
of  his  college^course  taken  at  Elon,  made  the  next  highest  aver- 
age grade  in  literary  work. 

Rating  of  Oflfices  and  Honors. — That  democracy  may  pre- 
vail in  the  distribution  of  honors  and  offices  in  the  College,  the 
Faculty  have  rated  each  honor  or  office.  No  student  may  have 
more  than  a  maximum  of  100  points  during  any  College  year. 
The  Commencement  program  announces  the  names  of  all  who 
reach  100  points  according  to  this  rating.

Scholarships  and  Medals. 


Faculty  Scholarship  Committee. — The  President  and  the 
Faculty  Scholarship  Committee  award  all  scholarships.  No  schol- 
arship will  be  awarded  to  a  high  school  graduate  whose  average 
has  been  less  than  80  per  cent  and  none  will  be  awarded  later 
than  July  1. 

Note. — All  scholarships  are  awarded  on  the  condition  that  the  student 
average  at  least  80  per  cent  on  his  College  work.  No  scholarships  are  award- 
ed in  Commercial,  Music,  or  other  special  departments. 

The  Alumni  Scholarship. — The  Alumni  Association  in  session 
June  1,  1909,  generously  decided  to  establish  a  scholarship  in 
Elon  College.  This  scholarship  is  to  be  awarded  in  the  Hterary 
department,  and  is  of  the  value  of  $76.00  a  year.  The  fund  which 
is  being  raised  by  the  alumni  of  the  institution  for  this  purpose, 
is  to  be  known  as  the  Alumni  Scholarship  Fund,  only  the  interest 
of  which  shall  be  available  for  paying  the  scholarship.  All  inter- 
est received  by  the  Treasurer  is  to  be  paid  directly  to  the  Bus- 
iness Manager,  and  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  scholar- 
ship account. 

Elon  High  School  Scholarships. — The  Board  of  Trustees 
offer  a  scholarship  to  one  graduate  of  any  high  school  of  which 
an  Elon  graduate  is  principal  or  superintendent  or  a  teacher  in 
high  school  work.  Said  scholarship  is  good  for  one  year,  and 
covers  tuition  in  the  hterary  branches.  The  candidate  is  to  be 
satisfactorily  recommended  by  the  principal  or  superintendent 
and  approved  by  the  Faculty  committee  on  scholarships.  The 
number  of  such  scholarships  is  limited  to  ten. 

Public  High  School  Scholarships. — The  Board  of  Trustees 
offer  ten  free  tuition  scholarships  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  principal  or  superintendent  of  approved  high  schools,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Faculty  committee  on  scholarships. 

Southern  Christian  Convention  Scholarships. — In  each  of 
the  five  conferences  supporting  Elon  College  through  quarterly 
Sunday  School  offerings,  a  scholarship  is  offered  to  the  school 
making  the  largest  per  capita  gift  during  the  year,  and  another 
to  the  school  raising  the  largest  gross  offering  during  the  year. 
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The  same  school  may  win  both  scholarships  awarded  its  con- 
ference. 

The  J.  J.  Summerbell  Scholarship. — In  consideration  of  a 
bequest  of  $1,000  for  that  purpose  left  the  College  by  the  late 
Dr.  J.  J.  Summerbell,  the  President  of  the  College  each  year  will 
award  a  $60.00  tuition  scholarship,  in  either  the  College  or  one 
of  the  special  departments,  good  for  the  succeeding  year,  to  that 
member  of  either  Freshman,  Sophomore,  or  Junior  Class,  who 
shall  write  the  best  thesis  on  "The  First  Commandment  and  the 
Unity  of  God."  same  to  be  adjudged  by  a  committee  of  the 
Faculty.  Theses  in  this  competition  are  to  be  typewritten  and  in 
the  President's  hands,  the  name  of  the  writer  accompanying  in 
a  sealed  envelope,  not  later  than  May  1. 

The  Barrett  Scholarship. — In  memory  of  Dr.  J.  Pressley  Bar- 
rett, one  of  the  original  trustees  of  the  College,  the  trcstees  have 
founded  the  Barrett  Scholarship,  to  be  awarded  to  some  worthy 
Freshman. 

The  Long  Scholarship. — In  remembrance  of  Dr.  W.  S.  Long, 
founder  and  first  president,  a  free  tuition  scholarship  is  awarded 
each  year  to  some  worthy  member  of  the  Freshman  Class. 

The  Staley  Scholarship. — Dr.  W.  W.  Staley,  second  presi- 
dent, awards  a  free  tuition  scholarship  annually  to  some  member 
of  the  Freshman  Class. 

The  Mofifitt  Scholarship.— Dr.  E.  L.  Moffitt,  third  president, 
awards  annually  a  free  tuition  scholarship  to  some  member  of 
the  Freshman  Class. 

The  Martyn  Summerbell  Scholarship. — Dr.  Martyn  Summer- 
bell, Lakemont,  N.  Y.,  each  year  awards  a  scholarship  to  some 
worthy  member  of  the  Freshman  Clasp. 

The  Stanford  Orator's  Medal.— The  Stanford  Medal,  es- 
tablished by  Col.  and  Mrs.  S.  L.  Adams,  is  given  for  the  best 
oration  delivered  at  commencement  in  the  Junior  year  by  a  young 
man  of  the  next  year's  graduating  class.  It  was  established  in 
memory  of  Hon.  Richard  Stanford,  a  patron  and  advocate  of  edu- 
cation and  member  of  Congress  from  North  Carolina,  1792-1816. 

The  Moffitt  Essayist's  Medal.— The  Moffitt  Medal,  estab- 
lished by  the  family  of  the  late  E.  A.  Moffitt,  is  given  for  the  best 
essay  at  commencement  in  the  Junior  year  by  a  young  lady  of 
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the  next  year's  graduating  class.     This  medal  was  established  in 
memory  of  E.  A.  Moffitt,  for  many  years  a  trustee  of  the  College. 

The  Morrow  Thesis  Medal.— The  R.  M.  Morrow  Thesis 
Medal,  established  by  Dr.  R.  M.  Morrow,  is  given  to  that  member 
of  the  Senior  Class  who  shall  have  written  the  best  thesis  in  any 
School  of  Instruction,  same  to  be  adjudged  by  the  Faculty. 
These  theses,  typewritten,  must  be  submitted  by  May  1. 


Endowment  and  Sources  of  Income. 


Tuition  and  Fees. — The  income  from  tuition  in  the  Hterary 
and  special  departments  constitutes  a  chief  and  growing  source 
of  revenue  for  the  support  of  the  College.  The  income  from 
fees,  matriculation  and  departmental,  is  used  to  pay  the  incident- 
al expenses  of  the  College  and  of  the  departments.  Besides  these 
sources  of  income  and  gifts  from  friends  from  time  to  time  on 
current  expenses,  the  College  has  the  following  sources  of  reve- 
nue: 

The  O.  J.  Wait  Fund. — This  fund  was  a  bequest  from  Rev. 
0.  J.  Wait,  D.  D.,  of  Fall  River,  Mass.,  the  amount,  one  thousand 
dollars,  being  the  first  bequest  that  came  to  the  College. 

The  Francis  Asbury  Palmer  Fund. — Of  this  fund  twenty 
thousand  dollars  was  given  by  Mr.  Francis  Asbury  Palmer,  of 
New  York,  before  his  death.  The  remaining  ten  thousand  dollars, 
having  been  provided  for  in  his  will,  became  available  soon  after 
his  death. 

The  Patrick  Henry  Lee  Fund. — This  fund  of  one  thousand 
dollars  is  a  bequest  from  Capt.  P.  H.  Lee,  of  Holland,  Va. 

The  J.  J.  Summerbell  Fund. — Dr.  J.  J.  Summerbell,  Dayton, 
Ohio,  from  its  foundation  the  staunch  friend  and  loyal  supporter 
of  the  College,  departed  this  Hfe  February  28,  1913,  and  left  a 
bequest  of  $1;500  to  Elon.  This  Fund  has  been  added  to  the  per- 
manently invested  funds  and  is  to  be  perpetually  known  as  the 
J.  J.  Summerbell  Fund. 

The  Jesse  Winbourne  Fund. — This  fund,  a  bequest  from 
Deacon  Jesse  Winbourne,  of  Elon  College,  N.  C,  amounting  to 
$5,000,  became  available  in  January,  1923.  It  is  a  part  of  the 
permanent  endowment  funds  of  the  College. 

The  Southern  Christian  Convention  Fund. — The  Southern 
Christian  Convention  asks  the  conferences  composing  the  con- 
vention for  $12;750  annually  for  the  support  of  the  College. 
This  is  called  the  Elon  College  Fund,  and,  for  several  years,  the 
conferences  have  contributed  the  amount  asked  for. 
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This  fund  is  the  equivalent  of  an  invested  endowment  of 
$212,500  at  6  per  cent.  By  vote  of  the  Southern  Christian  Con- 
vention in  May,  1918,  a  note  was  given  the  College  for  $112,500, 
and  later  $100,000  in  6  per  cent,  bonds,  as  evidences  of  this  obli- 
gation. 

The  Carlton  Fund.— The  family  of  Mr.  J.  W.  Carlton,  of 
Richmond,  Va.,  consisting  of  Messrs.  P.  J.  Carlton,  H.  A.  Carlton 
and  Luther  Carlton,  and  Mrs.  T.  S.  Parrott,  have  given  the 
College  for  its  permanent  funds,  certain  R.  F.  and  P.  railway 
stocks  valued  at  $50,000,  to  found  a  Professorship  in  Christian 
Literature  and  Methods  in  memory  of  Mrs.  J.  W.  Carlton. 

The  Corwith  Fund. — Trustee  W.  F.  Corwith  has  given  the 
College  for  its  pemanent  funds  Thirty-five  Thousand  Dollars, 
to  found  a  Professorship  in  Biblical  Literature  and  Languages  in 
memory  of  Mrs.  W.  F.  Corwith. 

Alumni  Scholarship  Fund — The  Alumni  Association  has 
paid  three  hundred  dollars  as  an  endowment  of  its  scholarship. 
This  is  invested  and  credit  on  the  scholarship  given  each  year 
to  the  amount  of  the  interest. 

The  Bowling  Fund.— Dr.  E.  H.  Bowhng,  Durham,  N.  C, 
has  created  a  permanent  fund  to  be  used  in  the  education  of 
deserving  students,  one  or  more  each  year,  preferably  candidates 
for  the  ministry.  The  candidates  who  are  accepted  as  benefici- 
aries of  this  fund  will  receive  $60  per  year  to  be  applied  to  their 
account  with  the  College.  They  will  give  an  interest  bearing 
note  at  six  per  cent,  for  the  same,  with  acceptable  security,  and 
will  begin  paying  the  money  back,  at  least  one  note  a  year, 
immediately  after  graduation.  The  title  of  this  fund  will  remain 
in  the  College,  but  it  is  to  be  perpetually  used  for  the  purpose 
indicated  in  Dr.  Bowling's  gift.  The  awards  of  the  funds  are 
made  by  the  President. 

The  J.  W.  Wellons  Fund. — Dr.  J.  W.  Wellons,  several  years 
before  his  death,  bought  two  annuity  bonds  of  the  College  in  the 
sum  of  $1,500.  By  the  terms  of  the  bonds,  at  his  decease  they 
were  cancelled  and  the  principal  became  a  part  of  the  general 
endowment  of  the  College,  under  the  caption — "The  J.  W.  Wei- 
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Ions  Fund."  Dr.  Wellons  desired  that  the  Church  would  supple- 
ment his  gift  till  an  endowment  of  $300,000  should  be  provided 
for  the  School  of  Christian  Education. 

The  Amick  Fund. — Dr.  T.  C.  Amick,  of  the  College  Faculty, 
has  created  a  fund,  to  which  he  makes  additions  annually,  to  be 
loaned  to  deserving  students  at  6  per  cent,  annually.  The  Pres- 
ident lends  this  fund  on  proper  security. 

The  Clarke  Fund. — Dr.  J,  A.  Clarke,  of  the  College  Faculty, 
has  created  a  loan  fund  for  deserving  students.  The  Business 
Manager  lends  this  money  at  6  per  cent,  interest  on  proper  se- 
curity. 

The  Pritchard  Fund.— Hon.  I.  W.  Pritchard,  Chapel  Hill, 
N.  C,  has  given  the  College  $5,000,  the  income  on  which  is  to 
be  used  in  aiding  ministerial  students. 

The  Masonic  Fund. — The  Grand  Lodge  of  North  Carolina 
has  given  the  College  $2,500  to  be  loaned  to  seniors  in  College, 
on  acceptable  security. 

Ministerial  Loan  Fund. — The  treasurer  of  the  College  is  cus- 
todian for  the  loan  fund  of  $13,031.49  of  the  Southern  Christian 
Convention.  It  is  loaned  to  ministerial  students  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Convention. 

The  Harmon  Foundation  Loan  Fund. — Students  when  re- 
commended by  the  Business  Manager  and  otherwise  meeting  the 
conditions,  may  receive  loans  from  the  Harmon  Foundation. 

The  Knights  Templar  Educational  Loan  Fund. — Under  the 
rules  of  the  Grand  Commandary,  students  in  Elon  College  may 
secure  loans  from  this  fund. 

The  McLeod  Fund.— The  family  of  the  late  Prof.  M.  A. 
McLeod  have  established  a  fund  of  $2,500.00,  the  interest  on 
which  is  to  be  loaned  to  worthy  students  on  proper  security. 

Kappa  Fsi  Nu  Loan  Fund. — The  Kappa  Psi  Nu  Social  Club 
has  given  the  College  a  note,  bearing  interest  at  6  per  cent,  in 
the  sum  of  $1,250.  The  interest  is  to  be  loaned  each  year  to 
some  deserving  student. 

Other  Invested  Funds. — Other  gifts  to  the  permanent  Endow- 
ment Fund  are:  One  of  twenty-five  dollars  from  Rev.  J.  J.  Sum- 
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merbell,  D.  D.,  of  Dayton,  Ohio;  one  of  $283.35  from  the  estate 
of  the  late  Jos.  A.  Foster,  of  Semora,  N.  C;  one  of  $50.00  by  Miss 
Mamie  Tate,  as  a  student  loan  fund;  and  one  of  $100.00  to  be 
kept  at  interest  for  a  term  of  years,  left  by"  the  late  Rev.  S.  B. 
Klapp. 

The  Francis  Asbury  Palmer  Board  Donations. — The  late 

Francis  Asbury  Palmer,  who  endowed  the  College,  left  his  estate 
to  a  Board  who  are  to  administer  it  in  furthering  education.  This 
Board  has  been  very  considerate  of  Elon  and  each  year  makes  a 
considerable  donation  in  cash  for  current  expenses.  This  year 
the  amount  given  was  $4,000.  This  Board  also  generously  pro- 
vides for  the  transportation  expenses  of  the  non-resident  lectur- 
ership  of  Dr.  Summerbell. 

The  Standardization  Fund. — During  the  spring  of  1919,  an 
additional  endowment  was  raised,  amounting  to  $381,600.  The 
history  of  this  fund,  known  as  The  Standardization  Fund,  and 
the  list  of  the  donors,  is  to  be  printed  in  a  special  bulletin. 

Emergency  Fund. — Following  the  fire  of  January  18,  1923, 
the  Board  of  Trustees  authorized  an  Emergency  Fund  of  $600,- 
000.  Later  it  was  found  necessary  to  increase  this  fund  to  $1,- 
000,000,  more  than  $600,000  of  which  has  already  been  paid 
in.     The  remainder  is  now  being  raised. 

Forms  of  Bequest. — Quite  a  number  of  friends  have  already 
made  provision  for  the  College  in  the  disposition  of  their  proper- 
ty after  their  decease.  We  appreciate  this  generous  action  on 
their  part  and  commend  it  to  the  liberal-hearted  of  our  friends, 
for  whose  convenience  we  append  herewith  three  forms  of  be- 
quest: 

FIRST  FORM: 
I  give  and  bequeath  to  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Elon  College  the  sum 

of Dollars,   to   be  applied  at 

their  discretion,  for  the  general  purposes  of  the  College. 

SECOND  FORM: 
I  give  and  bequeath  to  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Elon  College  the  sum 
of Dollars,  to  be  safely  invest- 
ed by  them  and  called  the Scholarship 

Fund.  The  interest  ot  this  fund  shall  be  applied  at  their  discretion,  to  aid 
deserving  students. 
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THIRD  FORM: 
I  give  and  bequeath  to  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  Elon  College  the  sum 
of Dollars,    to    be   safely    in- 
vested by  them  as  an  endowment  for  the  support  of  the  College. 

Annuity  Bonds. — Those  desiring  a  stable  income  on  funds 
that  they  intend  to  leave  to  the  College  in  their  wills,  can  secure 
the  same  by  placing  such  funds  with  the  College  treasurer  and 
receiving  an  annuity  bond  as  follows.

Many  generous-hearted  friends,  desir- 
ing a  safe  investment  of  their  funds,  and  a  sure  means  of  per- 
petuating their  memory  to  generations  yet  unborn,  will  no  doubt 
avail  themselves  of  this  inviting  privilege. 

Insurance  Policies. — Or  our  friends  may  make  the  College 
their  beneficiary  in  one  or  more  insurance  policies.  Details  of 
this  plan  will  be  gladly  furnished. 


Examinations  and  Reports. 


Entrance  Examinations. — For  those  who  do  not  come  from 
accredited  high  schools  and  for  those  who  apply  for  advanced 
standing,  entrance  examinations  are  held  on  the  opening  days  of 
the  Fall  and  Spring  Semesters. 

Semester  Examinations. — Semester  examinations  are  given 
in  January  and  May  and  cover  a  period  of  four  days.  No  student 
can  be  permanently  excused  from  taking  examinations  in  any  of 
the  subjects  he  pursues. 

An  average  of  70  on  each  subject,  including  term  standing 
and  examination,  is  required  for  advancement. 

The  standing  of  each  student  is  graded  as  passed,  conditioned, 
or  failed.  Conditioned  means  that  the  student  is  allowed  a  re- 
examination at  the  beginning  of  the  next  semester,  or,  if  the 
study  is  a  continuous  one  and  the  grade  of  work  done  shall  be 
satisfactory  to  the  professor  in  charge,  he  may  be  excused  from 
a  re-examination. 

All  students  making  a  grade  of  from  65  per  cent,  to  70  per 
cent,  on  a  continuous  subject  may  be  conditioned.  A  grade  of 
80  per  cent,  will  be  required  during  the  following  semester  to 
remove  the  condition  without  a  re-examination.  No  conditions 
may  be  granted  at  the  spring  semester  examinations. 

Rules  Governing  Examinations. — Each  student  before  being 
entitled  to  any  grade  upon  an  examination,  is  required  to  sub- 
scribe his  name  to  the  following  pledge:  "I  certify  on  honor  that 
I  have  neither  given  nor  received  any  unauthorized  assistance 
whatsoever  on  this  examination,  and  to  the  best  of  my  belief 
there  were  no  irregularities  on  the  examination  except  such  as  I 
shall  report  in  writing  to  the  professor  in  charge,  who  will  report 
to  the  proper  student-government  body."  Uniform  examination 
books  are  supplied  by  the  College,  and  the  student  must  not 
bring  to  the  place  of  examination  any  books,  paper,  or  notes. 
These  examination  blanks  cost  5  cents  each  and  are  charged  to 
the  student's  account  at  that  rate. 
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Students  who  hand  in  papers  at  the  regular  examinations 
are  considered  to  have  relinquished  any  claim  to  special  examin- 
ations for  grades./^;  Students  who  fail  to  attend  regular  exam- 
inations, or  who  fail  to  hand  in  papers,  are  regarded  as  handing 
in  blank  papers,  unless  they  have  been  previously  excused  from 
examination. 

Excuses  from  examination  are  granted  only  in  case  of  abso- 
lute necessity.  Such  an  excuse,  to  be  valid,  must  be  obtained 
from  the  Dean  on  or  before  the  day  of  examination,  and  com- 
municated officially  on  the  day  to  the  professor  holding  the 
examination.  Students  engaged  in  work  as  a  means  of  earning 
their  way  through  College  cannot  offer  such  work,  when  con- 
flicting, as  an  excuse  from  examination  at  the  regular  scheduled 
time. 

No  special  examinations  may  be  held  during  the  regular 
examination  periods  except  such  as  the  Schedule  Committee  may 
authorize  on  account  of  unavoidable  conflicts. 

A  student  wishing  a  special  examination  must  deposit  an 
application  in  the  office  of  the  Dean  at  least  one  week  before  the 
beginning  of  the  period  of  special  examinations. 

A  student  who  has  been  excused  from  examination,  or  has 
failed  to  pass,  may  have  opportunity  to  make  good  his  deficiency 
without  taking  the  study  over,  provided  a  grade  of  not  less  than 
50  has  been  obtained  by  Freshmen  or  60  by  upper  classmen  at 
the  following  times: 

At  the  period  of  special  examinations  in  September  pre- 
ceding the  regular  work  of  the  session. 

At  the  regular  examination  of  the  same  class  a  year  from  the 
time  the  deficiency  was  incurred. 

Junior  and  Senior  deficiencies  may  be  made  up  either  at  a 
special  examination  arranged  by  the  Dean  and  the  instructor, 
or  at  the  regular  examination  at  the  close  of  the  term.  Further 
than  above,  no  special  examinations  will  be  allowed. 

No  final  examination  shall  be  held,  except  at  the  final  ex- 
amination periods,  without  permission  of  the  Dean. 

Only  those  who  have  been  excused  from  the  regular  examin- 
ation may  take  another  examination. 
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n  extra  charge  of  $1.00  for  each  examination  taken  out  of 
the  r.  ar  time  will  be  made,  except  in  cases  where  students 
have  been  excused  from  taking  the  regular  examinations  at  the 
regular  examination  periods. 

Reports. — Grade  reports  are  sent  at  the  close  of  each  semes- 
ter to  parents  or  guardian.  These  reports  show  the  standing, 
deportment  and  absences  from  recitation  and  religious  services. 

Summer  School  Credit. — Work  done  in  accredited  summer 
schools  will  be  accepted  for  full  value  in  candidacy  for  degree, 
but  not  for  class  honors.  The  final  work  for  a  degree  must  be  in 
residence  at  Elon.    No  Summer  Courses  will  be  offered  at  Elon. 

Correspondence  Credit. — Elon  will  accept  for  credit  corres- 
pondence courses  offered  by  accredited  institutions  on  the 
same  basis  as  those  institutions  accept  them. 

Special  Courses. — Courses  pursued  off  class  during  the  Col- 
lege year  cannot  under  any  circumstances  be  credited  toward 
graduation,  nor  will  correspondence  courses  in  other  institutions 
be  counted  if  taken  during  the  time  of  residence  at  the  College. 
The  only  courses  that  can  be  counted  toward  a  degree  are  year- 
courses  pursued  in  regular  class,  summer  school,  and  corres- 
pondence courses  as  described  above. 

Changes  in  Course. — No  new  course  may  be  entered  after 
September  30th,  in  the  Fall  Semester,  or  January  31st,  in  the 
Spring  Semester.  A  charge  of  $1.00  is  made  for  dropping,  adding, 
or  changing  a  course. 

The  Sixty  Per  Cent.  Rule. — A  student  failing  to  pass  in 
60  per  cent,  of  the  work  pursued  may  not  return  for  the  next 
semester.  This  does  not  apply  to  foreign  students  in  the  first 
year  of  their  residence  here,  nor  to  specially  admitted  students, 
if  recommended  by  the  Faculty  Committee  on  Entrance  and 
Credits. 


Matriculation  and  Recitations. 


Matriculation. — Each  student  goes  to  the  assigned  Faculty- 
adviser  or  the  Dean  for  arrangement  of  course,  and  before  en- 
tering any  department  pays  the  matricultion  fee,  S20.00,  and 
his  other  expenses  and  receives  from  the  Business  Manager  a 
registration  card  admitting  him  to  all  departments  of  the  Col- 
lege. The  matriculation  fee  of  $20.00  is  payable  at  the  beginning 
of  the  Fall  Semester  and  again  on  the  opening  day  after  the 
Christmas  holidays,  and  no  student  is  allowed  any  privilege  of  the 
College  until  these  fees  are  paid. 

Every  student  is  required  to  register  within  twenty-four  hours 
after  his  arrival,  and  not  later  than  6:00  p.  m.  of  the  opening  days 
in  the  fall  and  after  the  Christmas  hoHdays. 

For  failure  to  comply  with  this  regulation,  the  student  will 
be  charged  an  extra  fee  of  $1.00  per  day  for  such  delay,  pro- 
vided that  not  more  than  $5.00  extra  shall  be  charged  for  late 
registration,  or  may  be  debarred  from  registration  at  all,  at  the 
option  of  the  Faculty.  There  is  no  exception  to  this  rule,  except 
sickness  or  death  in  the  immediate  family,  accompanied  by  a 
physician's  certificate. 

Citizens  of  the  college  town  and  non-residents  pursuing 
special  Departmental  Courses  are  excused  from  paying  the  reg- 
ular matriculation  fee,  but  are  required  to  pay  a  fee  of  $10  annu- 
ally for  registration,  $5  each  semester. 

Students  who  fail  to  pass  60  per  cent,  of  the  Fall  Semester 
examinations  in  January,  will  have  this  matriculation  fee  for  the 
Winter  and  Spring  Terms  refunded. 

Freshman  Period. — Freshmen  will  report  for  duty  on  Mon- 
day of  the  opening  week.  They  must  be  registered  by  six  p.  m. 
on  that  day  and  attend  all  the  duties  assigned  by  the  Deans 
and  Registrar  for  the  Freshman  Period,  Monday  to  Thursday 
inclusive  of  the  opening  week. 

Number  of  Recitations. — Twelve  literary  hours  per  week  is 
regarded  as  constituting  a  minimum  course,  and  all,  except 
Bpecial  departmental  students,  are  required  to  take  this  number

of  hours,  unless  excused  upon  recommendation  of  a  physician  or 
at  the  request  of  parents  or  guardian,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Faculty.  In  making  up  the  number  of  hours  required, 
no  departmental  course  can  count  for  more  than  three  hours,  and 
no  credit  is  given  for  commercial,  physical  training,  or  laboratory 
work  in  making  up  the  120  semester  hours  required  for  gradua- 
tion. 

Students  may  however,  upon  application,  be  awarded  ad- 
ditional credit,  beyond  the  120  semester  hours  required  for  the 
degree,  for  work  in  laboratory  courses  of  the  literary  schools  and 
in  physical  training,  the  registrar  and  the  professor  in  charge  of 
the  work  determining  the  credit  in  each  case. 

All  recitations  are  one  hour  in  length.  For  further  details 
about  additional  courses  of  study,  see  the  Red  Book. 

Elective  Courses. — Elective  courses  must  be  approved  by  the 
Dean,  and  in  continuous  subjects  be  pursued  for  a  year. 

All  Senior  and  Junior  elections  are  to  be  made  by  May  1. 

Elective  classes  will  not  be  formed  when  fewer  than  three 
apply- 

Courses  are  for  the  entire  year,  and  a  course  once  begun 
must  be  continued  unless  discontinued  for  very  important  reasons. 
Courses  to  count  for  a  degree  must  be  pursued  throughout  the 
year. 

Optional  Students. — Students  not  intending  to  complete  any 
of  the  regular  courses  pursue  such  studies  as  their  qualifications 
may  permit  and  the  Dean  approve.  The  Dean  is  not  authorized 
to  approve  higher  work  till  the  lower  work  is  completed. 

These  students  are  subject  to  the  general  regulations  of  the 
College. 


Miscellaneous. 


Absences. — 1.  Each  Instructor  shall  report  daily  to  the 
Deans,  on  printed  slips  provided  by  the  College;  all  students 
who  are  absent  from  any  of  their  classes  during  the  day. 

2.  A  permanent  record  shall  be  kept  of  each  student's  at- 
tendance, and  he  shall  be  held  rigidly  to  account  for  all  unexcused 
absences. 

3.  Absences  from  classes  for  any  reason  to  the  extent  of  15 
per  cent  of  the  credit  value  of  the  course  attaches  a  "no-credit" 
to  the  final  grade  in  that  particular  subject.  This  applies  to 
Church,  Sunday  School,  Physical  Training  and  all  College  duties 
for  which  attendance  is  required.  Such  attachments  to  grades 
may  be  removed  by  taking  an  extra  three-hour  course  the  follow- 
ing year.  One  extra  course,  however,  cannot  remove  the  "no- 
credit"  attachments  on  more  than  three  subjects,  and  no  semester 
hour  credits  will  be  given  for  the  extra  course.  When  absences 
of  20  per  cent  or  over  accumulate  in  any  subject,  it  must  be 
repeated  in  order  for  credit  to  be  given.  Tardies  count  as  one- 
half  absence. 

4.  Absences  from  regularly  scheduled  tests  count  double. 
Absences  on  the  day  before  and  the  day  after  hoUdays,  and  ab- 
sences on  the  day  before  and  the  day  after  athletic  games  count 
double.  This  applies  to  the  15  per  cent  rule  as  well  as  the  grade 
penalty  system. 

5.  For  class  absences  a  penalty  deduction  of  final  grades  will 
be  made  as  follows:  For  five  in  any  one  subject  in  the  first  se- 
mester, or  six  in  the  second  semester,  a  deduction  of  5  per  cent 
will  be  made  in  the  final  grade;  for  eight  in  the  first  semester,  or 
nine  in  the  second  semester,  10  per  cent  reduction  from  the  final 
grade;  and  for  eleven  in  the  first  semester,  or  twelve  in  the  second, 
15  per  cent  deduction.  Absences  caused  directly  by  prolonged 
illness  of  a  week  or  more,  or  college  representation  away  from 
the  campus,  are  exempted  from  the  grade  penalty  and  the  double 
absence  clause,  but  not  from  the  15  per  cent  rule. 

6.  Students  who  are  excused  from  class  for  any  reason  during 
the  progress  of  a  recitation  shall  be  regarded  as  tardy.

7.  Students  may  be  absent  from  three  recitations  a  month 
without  being  required  to  render  excuses,  but  no  more  than  one 
such  absence  can  be  allowed  in  a  particular  subject.  All  absences 
from  class  in  excess  of  this  number,  as  also  all  absences  from 
chapel,  Sunday  school  and  church,  shall  be  answered  for  Avithin 
one  week  at  the  Dean's  office.  At  the  expiration  of  a  week  such 
absences  shall  be  entered  against  the  student  as  one  demerit. 
An  appeal  to  the  Faculty  on  this  regulation  cannot  be  given 
favorable  consideration. 

8.  A  ministerial  student  shall  not  miss  more  than  two  reci- 
tations per  week  because  of  conflicts  between  recitations  and 
professional  duties. 

9.  Young  men  desiring  temporary  absence  from  town  for 
points  in  Alamance  county,  may  apply  to  the  Seniors,  provided 
such  permission  does  not  interfere  with  College  duties.  When  ab- 
sence from  town  will  cause  the  missing  of  a  College  duty,  the  Dean 
must  be  consulted  in  advance  or  such  absence  will  not  be  excused. 

Office  Hours. — The  President's  office  is  open  for  business 
matters  from  8  a.  m.  to  6  p.  m.  daily. 

The  Business  Manager's  office  is  open  from  8  a.  m.  to  6  p.  m. 

The  Registrar's  office  is  open  from  8  a.  m.  to  6  p.  m.  daily. 

The  Dean  and  the  Dean  of  Women  keep  their  respective 
office  hours  according  to  appointment.  Those  having  business 
with  either  Dean  can  see  him  or  her  at  these  hours  only. 

Dresg. — No  uniform  is  required,  but  simplicity  in  dress,  both 
for  young  men  and  young  women,  is  expected.  Young  women 
are  permitted  to  wear  evening  dresses  only  on  such  occasions  as  are 
declared  formal  by  the  College  authorities.  The  Dean  of  Women 
will  be  glad  to  confer  with  parents  at  any  time  regarding  suitable 
wardrobes  for  young  women.  The  summer  address  of  the  Dean  of 
Women  is  Elon  College,  N.  C,  or  Holland,  Va.,  R.  F.  D.  No.  2. 

Registry  of  Graduates  and  Former  Students. — A  registry  of 
all  graduates  and  former  students  is  kept  and  of  their  occupations. 
The  College  strives  in  every  way  to  advance  the  interests  of  its 
Alumni  and  is  glad  always  to  have  notices  of  places  that  desire 
Elon  graduates.  The  College  has  been  especiall}'-  helpful  both 
to  its  graduates  and  to  school  boards  in  recommending  teachers. 
The  College  never  recommends  a  person  for  a  position,  unless 
it  is  sure  the  person  and  place  are  suited.

The  addition  of  other  departmental  studies  will  increase  the 
total  cost  as  per  the  detailed  items  of  expense  given  above. 

Sundry  Items  of  Expense. — Students  in  Chemistry,  Domestic 
Science,  Domestic  Art,  Business  Administration  I-A,  School  of 
Christian  Education  (Junior  and  Senior  classes) ,  Applied  Math- 
ematics, Biology,  Geology,  or  Physics,  pay  in  advance  a  lab- 
oratory fee  of  $10.00  per  year,  payable  $5.00  on  the  opening 
days  each  in  September  and  January  to  the  Business  Manager, 
whose  receipt  must  be  presented  before  any  instructor  can 
admit  to  any  course  where  a  fee  is  required.  A  Diploma 
Fee  of  $10.00  is  required  of  each  graduate,  whether  literary 
or  departmental;  Certificates,  $5.00.  In  case  two  diplomas  or 
certificates  are  awarded  in  the  same  year  to  one  person,  the 
charge  for  the  second  is  one-half  price.  The  right  is  reserved  to 
change  these  fees  without  notice. 

Text-books,  art  materials,  sheet  music,  etc.,  are  sold  at  the 
lowest  possible  prices.  Students  who  wish  these  items  charged 
are  expected  to  make  a  deposit  of  $20.00.  It  is  preferred  that 
they  pay  cash  at  the  bookstore. 

Laundry  costs  about  the  same  as  in  the  average  community. 
Young  men  rooming  in  the  Dormitories  are  required  to  patronize 
either  the  Chinese  or  the  steam  laundry  whose  agent  here  has 
the  Business  Manager's  approval,  or  to  send  their  laundry 
home. 

Music  pupils,  in  addition  to  their  recitations,  have  the  use 
of  the  piano  one  period  daily  without  extra  charge.  Those  de- 
siring an  extra  period  daily  pay  $5.00  per  year. 

Fifty  watt  lamps  are  allowed,  one  for  each  room,  and  in 
case  of  the  larger  corner  rooms  of  the  East  Dormitory,  two  such 
lamps.    A  student  desiring  to  use  a  larger  light  may  do  so  with

the  permission  of  the  Business  Manager  and  by  paying  for  the 
extra  amount  of  current  used  on  an  agreed  basis. 

The  matriculation  and  other  fees  and  the  expenses  of  the 
term  are  payable  in  advance.  Students  pay  room  rent  and  board 
from  date  of  entrance  to  the  end  of  the  term.  There  is  no  de- 
duction for  a  shorter  period  than  two  weeks,  and  then  only  for 
sickness  with  a  physician's  certificate,  or  other  misfortune.  But 
in  case  the  student  desires  a  passing  grade  on  any  course  for  a 
semester,  the  full  tuition  charge  of  the  semester  must  be  paid. 

Double  beds  are  used  in  all  rooms  except  those  of  the  Alum- 
ni Building.  Single  beds  may  be  furnished  for  rooms  in  other 
buildings  at  a  yearly  charge  of  $11.00  per  student  extra. 

An  honorable  discharge  to  permit  a  student  to  go  to  work 
in  the  Spring  Semester  relieves  him  of  all  further  financial  obli- 
gation to  the  College,  and  such  honorable  discharge  shall  be  in 
writing. 

Candidates  for  the  ministry  are  admitted  on  note  for  tuition, 
which  shall  carry  endorsement  acceptable  to  the  Student  Finance 
committee.  Such  note  will  be  cancelled  in  the  case  candidate 
engages  in  active  pastoral  work  within  five  years  after  leaving 
College.  Unless  the  candidate  does  so  engage,  such  note  shall  be 
due  and  collectible  with  interest  at  6  per  cent,  from  date  of  note. 
Ministerial  candidates  must  bring  endorsement  from  their  con- 
ference or  other  authorized  body. 

Minor  children  of  ministers  are  admitted  free  of  tuition  ex- 
cept in  music,  art,  expression,  and  commercial  departments. 

Any  student  taking  more  hours  than  the  regular  required 
number  shall  be  charged  $25.00  per  year  for  each  extra  course 
taken. 

Class  instruction  in  Expression,  three  hours  each  week,  will 
be  given  to  any  student  desiring  it,  at  least  five  in  the  class, 
for  one  year  only,  at  the  rate  of  $45.00  for  the  year.  This  work 
may  be  allowed  as  an  elective  for  three  hours'  work  in  the  Fresh- 
man year,  or  as  a  course  for  certain  students  in  the  School  of 
English,  Junior  or  Senior  year. 

A  charge  of  $1.00  is  made  for  duplicating  meal  or  athletic 
tickets. 
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Students  occupying  rooms  in  either  of  the  dormitories  are 
held  responsible  for  damage  to  property  in  their  i^ooms,  and  also 
for  damage  done  all  College  property,  in  addition  to  the  deposit 
fee. 

No  student  shall  be  allowed  to  graduate  until  all  his  accounts 
with  the  College  have  been  settled. 

No  student  shall  be  allowed  to  matriculate  again  whose  ac- 
count is  not  acceptable  to  the  Student  Finance  Committee. 

Matriculation  and  laboratory  fees  must  be  paid  in  advance 
on  day  of  entrance  as  stipulated  by  the  catalogue  and  are  not 
refundable. 

A  room  reservation  fee  of  $5.00  must  be  paid  before  a  room 
can  be  reserved.  This  fee  is  refundable  up  to  and  including  Aug- 
ust 10th,  but  cannot  be  refunded  after  that  date.  The  room 
reservation  fee  is  applied  to  the  regular  room  rent  account.  The 
corner  rooms  in  the  Alumni  Building  will  be  reserved  for  Juniors 
and  Seniors  until  July  1st.  After  that  date,  any  student  may 
apply  for  them. 

Day  students  pay  an  acceptance  fee  of  $5.00  the  day  their 
application  is  accepted  by  the  Registrar.  This  fee  is  refundable 
up  to  August  10th,  but  not  after  that  date. 

Under  no  circumstances  can  refunds  of  any  character  be 
made  to  students  of  foreign  countries. 

All  optional  students  pay  the  regular  full  College  tuition. 
But  those  who  are  taking  a  number  of  courses  in  the  special  de- 
partments of  the  College  will  be  charged  for  optional  studies  in 
the  literary  department  at  the  rate  of  $25  per  course  per  year 
for  literary  work,  after  their  tuition  for  special  studies  shall 
have  exceeded  $200  per  College  year. 

Citizens  of  the  College  town  and  non-residents  coming  from 
their  homes  to  pursue  only  special  Departmental  Courses,  will 
be  charged  the  regular  Departmental  tuition,  and  a  matricu- 
lation fee  of  $10.  Such  persons  may  take  one  literary  course  only 
without  paying  the  regular  College  matriculation  fee,  paying  $25 
for  the  same.  Only  adult  citizens  of  the  town  may  take  the 
one  literary  course  on  the  terms  as  specified  in  this  paragraph. 
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A  rebate  on  account  of  sickness  or  for  any  other  cause  recog- 
nizable by  the  Catalogue  must  be  applied  for  within  ten  days 
of  the  time,  or  no  rebate  or  discount  can  be  allowed.  No  rebate 
is  paid  until  the  end  of  the  semester. 

Citizens  of  the  College  town  desiring  to  avail  themselves  of 
the  regular  Physical  Training  course,  not  intending  to  become 
students,  pay  $10  annually,  $5  on  entrance  and  $5  in  January. 

Students  living  off  the  campus,  those  holding  positions  with 
the  College  requiring  sufficient  physical  exercise  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  proper  Dean,  and  adults  not  paying  the  regular 
matriculation  fee,  are  excused  from  Physical  Training. 

Students  will  not  be  accepted  for  any  courses  here  who  are 
students  in  other  courses  under  private  teachers. 

Regular  students  will  not  be  accepted  for  less  than  a  full 
course  in  any  departmental  study,  and  special  students  must 
pursue  at  least  the  equivalent  of  a  full  course. 

Professional  prices  are  charged  for  firing  China  in  the  Fine 
Arts  Department. 

The  actual  cost  of  food  used  by  students  in  Domestic  Science 
is  charged,  but^the  articles  they  cook  belong  to  them. 

Students  who  fail  to  pass  60  per  cent,  of  the  Fall  Semester 
or  60  per  cent,  of  the  Spring  Semester  work  are  not  allowed  to 
return  for  the  following  semester's  work. 

No  departure  from  these  rates  other  than  those  stated  in  this 
catalogue.

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BOARD. 

Board  may  be  had  in  the  College  Dining  Hall,  or  in  clubs 
under  College  management.  The  College  is  not  financially  re- 
sponsible for   the  clubs. 

The  College  Boarding  Department. — The  College  Boarding 
Department  consists  of  the  College  Dining  Hall,  in  the  annex  of 
the  West  Dormitory,  of  the  East  and  West  Dormitories,  and 
of  the  Alumni  Building.  All  young  ladies  rooming  in  the  West 
Dormitory  are  required  to  take  their  meals  in  the  College  Dining 
Hall.  Young  ladies  who  dine  in  the  College  Dining  Hall  must 
room  in  the  West  Dormitory. 

Young  men  may  room  in  either  the  East  Dormitory  or 
Alumni  Building  and  take  their  meals  in  the  College  Dining 
Hall. 

No  deductions  are  made,  except  for  sickness  of  two  weeks 
or  more,  accompanied  by  physician's  certificate. 

Visitors  will  be  furnished  meals  at  fifty  cents  each.  Visit- 
ors on  entering  the  Dining  Room  will  present  their  meal  tickets 
to  the  head  waiter  who  will  seat  them. 

The  date  for  opening  and  closing  the  Dining  Halls  and 
Dormitories  will  be  set  by  the  Business  Manager. 

Meals  sent  to  sick  students  shall  be  ordered  by  the  nurse, 
and  in  case  of  students  not  under  a  physician's  attendance  a  fee 
of  25  cents  will  be  charged  to  cover  the  extra  expense  of  service. 
The  Medicine  fee  of  SI. 00  each  semester  entitles  the  student 
only  to  such  medicines  as  are  furnished  by  the  nurse. 

Young  ladies  pay  a  key  deposit  of  twenty-five  cents,  young 
men  of  fifty  cents.  These  fees  are  refunded  when  the  key  is 
returned. 

Young  men  rooming  in  the  College  buildings  pay  a  room 
deposit  fee  of  $5.00,  which  will  be  returned  to  them  at  the  end 
of  the  year  with  deduction  for  damage  to  their  individual  room, 
except  for  ordinary  wear  and  tear  with  good  use,  and  for 
their  pro  rata  part  of  the  damage  done  to  halls,  bath  rooms, 
vacant  rooms  and  the  College  property  in  general  outside  the 
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West  Dormitory  and  Ladies'  Hall  deducted.  Young  ladies 
rooming  in  the  College  Dormitories  pay  a  similar  fee  in  the 
amount  of  $5.00. 

Young  men,  not  residents,  are  required  to  room  in  the  Col- 
lege Dormitories  unless  excused  by  the  Business  Manager.  The 
Business  Manager  is  not  authorized  to  allow  young  men  to  room 
off  the  campus,  unless  they  earn  their  room  rent  by  service,  or 
are  rooming  with  relatives. 

Young  men  and  young  ladies  do  not  room  at  the  same 
house. 

All  students  rooming  on  the  College  campus  must  pay  for 
their  meals  at  the  College  Dining  Hall,  the  Ladies'  Hall,  or 
Young  Men's  Club. 

Young  ladies  are  not  allowed  to  board  in  the  village,  except 
with  their  relatives  or  where  they  are  earning  their  board  by 
domestic  service,  the  Business  Manager  approving. 

All  rooms  in  the  College  Dormitories  are  occupied  at  the  will 
of  the  Faculty,  and  the  right  is  reserved  to  change  rooms  or 
room-mates  at  any  time.  A  student  who  loses  his  membership 
in  the  College  must  vacate  his  room  immediately, 

Young  men  who  serve  as  waiters  in  the  College  Dining  Hall 
receive  $125  the  year  net  toward  their  table  board  in  the  Col 
lege  Dining  Hall.     Substitute  waiters  must  be  acceptable  to  the 
housekeeper,  but  no  waiter  can  have  a  substitute  on  a  holiday. 

No  student  employed  by  the  College  who  leaves  before  the 
closing  day  of  the  Christmas  holidays  or  of  the  Commencement 
will  be  longer  continued  in  the  College  service.  Failure  to  regis- 
ter on  the  opening  day  after  Christmas,  except  for  sickness 
certified  by  attending  physician,  automatically  deprives  any  stu- 
dent employee  of  his  or  her  position.  All  such  students  must 
report  for  duty  on  the  day  set  by  the  Business  Manager  for 
commencing  service. 

Board  for  Young  Ladies. 

The  West  Dormitory. — The  West  Dormitory,  for  young  ladies 
supplies  board,  furnished  rooms,  with  steam  heat,  bath,  and 
electric  lights  and  servants'  attendance,  at  $250.00  to  $275.00 
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per  year  (two  young  ladies  to  the  room).  The  rooms  are  fur- 
nished with  oak  suits,  tables,  wardrobes,  rocking  chairs,  bed- 
springs  and  mattresses,  and  toilet  and  water  sets.  Young  ladies 
furnish  their  own  towels,  pillows  and  bedding.  All  young  ladies 
boarding  in  any  dormitory  are  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Dean  of  Women  and  the  Matron,  assisted  by  the  lady  members 
of  the  Faculty  resident  in  the  building. 

The  Young  Ladies'  Co-operative  Hall. — The  Young  Ladies' 
Co-operative  Hall  provides  board  at  actual  cost.  This  Hall  is 
under  the  supervision  of  a  Matron  appointed  by  the  Business 
Manager  and  of  the  Dean  of  Women.  The  young  ladies  do 
most  of  their  work  in  this  Hall,  working  by  turns,  and  so  reduce 
the  cost  of  living  to  a  minimum.  The  average  cost  per  year, 
including  rent,  heat,  lights,  laundry,  etc.,  ought  not  to  exceed 
$175.00. 

Board  for  Young  Men. 

The  East  Dormitory,  the  Alumni  Building  and  the  College 
Dining  Hall. — Young  men  dining  in  the  College  Dining  Hall  and 
rooming  in  the  East  Dormitory,  or  Alumni  Building  pay  at 
the  rate  of  $275.00  per  College  year,  with  possibihties  of  in- 
creasing or  reducing  this  total  slightly  according  to  location  of 
room  as  stated  under  the  heading,  "Board  in  the  College  Dining 
Hall." 

Those  young  men  who  room  in  any  of  the  College  buildings 
are  under  the  control  of  the  Student  Senate,  but  the  buildings 
themselves  are  under  the  supervision  of  proctors  appointed  by 
the  Faculty. 

Young  men  who  room  either  in  the  East  Dormitory  or  in 
the  Alumni  Building  furnish  their  own  towels,  pillows  and  bed- 
ding. 

The  Young  Men's  Co-operative  Club. — The  Young  Men's 
Co-operative  Club  will  furnish  board  at  cost  to  50  young  men. 
It  is  under  the  management  of  the  young  men  themselves.  Board 
in  this  Department  ought  to  cost  not  over  $150.00  per  College 
year;  perhaps  less.  The  Business  Manager  appoints  the  manag- 
er of  this  Department. 
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PAYMENT  OF  EXPENSES. 

All  expense  items  for  tuition,  room  rent,  and  board  are  pay- 
able approximately  four-ninths  in  the  Fall  Semester  on  the  open- 
ing day  of  the  Semester;  and  approximately  five-ninths  in  the 
Spring  Semester,  payable  on  the  opening  day  following  the 
Christmas  holidays.  Students  are  charged  with  the  total  ex- 
penses of  the  Semester  on  the  respective  opening  days  and  are 
expected  to  pay  on  those  days  as  stated  above. 


Entrance  Requirements. 


Graduation  from  an  accredited  four-year  high  school  course 
with  a  total  of  at  least  fifteen  units  from  the  "Schedule  of  Sub- 
jects Accepted  for  Admission"  below  is  required  for  entrance  to 
the  Freshman  Class  without  examination.  Students  who  have 
graduated  from  non-accredited  schools  with  a  total  of  fifteen  units 
credit  from  the  schedule  below,  will  be  accepted  upon  success- 
fully passing  entrance  examinations.  A  student  who  has  attend- 
ed a  standard  high  school  for  four  years  and  has  fifteen  units  of 
credit,  but  was  not  graduated  from  liigh  school,  may  be  admitted 
by  passing  successfully  the  entrance  examinations.  Students 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  or  older,  may  be  admitted  for  such 
college  work  as  they  are  prepared  to  do,  but  not  as  candidates 
for  a  degree  until  the  entrance  requirements  have  been  satisfied. 

Those  who  enter  by  certificate  from  high  school  should  pre- 
sent such  certificates  to  the  Registrar  of  the  College  as  soon  as 
possible  for  approval,  since  the  certificate  must  be  on  file  with 
the  Registrar  before  a  student  can  register.  Proper  certificate 
blanks  will  be  furnished  on  request. 

A  unit  is  defined  as  a  full  year's  work  of  five  recitations  per 
week,  the  recitation  periods  being  at  least  forty-five  minutes  in 
length,  and  the  year  consisting  of  at  least  thirty-two  weeks. 
Not  more  than  four  units  may  be  offered  for  entrance  to  college 
in  English,  Mathematics,  History,  Latin,  or  Science.  Not  more 
than  three  units  may  be  offered  in  Greek,  German,  Spanish, 
French,  and  the  Vocational  Subjects.  Subjects  not  mentioned 
here  will  be  considered  separately.  No  credit  in  foreign  language 
may  be  had  until  the  student  has  completed  a  minimum  of  two 
years  in  at  least  one  foreign  language. 

AppHcants  for  advanced  standing  are  required  to  stand  ex- 
amination in  the  subjects  for  which  the  advanced  standing  is 
desired,  unless  they  come  from  accredited  colleges,  in  which  case 
they  will  be  admitted  to  advanced  standing  on  proper  certificates. 

A  Hmited  number  of  students  may  be  accepted  for  special 
work  in  departmental  subjects,  such  as  music,  expression,  busi- 
ness, but  not  as  candidates  for  a  degree.

Course  of  Study. 


General  Statement. — The  Freshman  Period  is  utilized  to  give 
each  student  proper  educational  guidance,  following  a  careful 
study  of  his  high  school  preparation.  Professors  are  assigned  as 
advisers  for  a  minimum  number  of  Freshmen  and  are  throughout 
the  year  at  the  service  of  their  advisees.  The  Registrar,  the 
Deans,  and  the  President  are  also  at  the  service  of  students  at 
any  time  in  solving  their  college  problems. 

As  soon  as  the  student  chooses  his  major,  the  professor  at 
the  head  of  that  School  of  Instruction  immediately  becomes  his 
special  adviser  for  all  curriculum  matters  and  must  be  consulted. 

Freshmen,  Sophomores,  and  Juniors  must  select  their  courses 
of  study  for  the  succeeding  year  by  May  1st,  after  consulting 
the  proper  adviser.  In  each  instance  their  course  must  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Dean. 

Incoming  Freshmen  wiU  select  their  courses  during  the  Fresh- 
man Period. 

The  Deans  in  their  respective  Sunday  School  Classes  in  the 
Freshman  year  offer  courses  especially  designed  to  adjust  Fresh- 
men to  college  life. 

There  are  four  Orientation  Courses,  as  follows:  Freshmen, 
Bible  I;  Sophomores,  Philosophy  II;  Juniors,  Social  Science  III; 
and  Seniors,  Bible  IV  or  Religious  Education  IV-A. 

/. — Bachelor  of  Arts. 

Each  candidate  for  the  A.  B.  Degree  must  elect,  when  he 
registers  in  his  Freshman  year,  four  minors.  From  these  minors 
a  major  must  be  chosen  at  the  end  of  the  Sophomore  year  from 
the  Schools  of  Instruction  listed  below  in  which  majors  are  offer- 
ed. In  each  major,  one  six  semester  hour  course  must  be  pur- 
sued each  year,  and  where  the  school  offers  it,  a  fifth  course  must 
be  elected  in  the  Senior  year.  More  than  one  major  may  be 
elected. 

Minors  shaU  be  pursued  for  the  Freshman  and  Sophomore 
years,  and  if  desired  may  be  continued  with  the  Dean's  permis- 
sion as  majors.    The  student  must  pursue  either  as  a  major  or 
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as  a  minor,  an  ancient  or  a  modern  language,  English,  and  Math- 
ematics or  a  Natural  Science.  A  candidate  may  elect  more  than 
four  minors  during  the  college  course.  In  case  a  prescribed  minor 
is  elected  as  the  major,  the  candidate  must  also  minor  in  History, 
Bible,  Religious  Education,  Social  Science,  or  Philosophy. 

Greek  is  a  prescribed  minor  for  all  ministerial  students.  It 
may  be  begun  as  late  as  the  Junior  year.  Bible  III-B  is  a  pre- 
scribed elective  for  all  ministerial  students.  It  may  be  taken 
in  any  college  year. 

Bible  I,  or  Religious  Education  I,  is  a  prescribed  course  for 
each  candidate  for  a  degree.  It  may  be  pursued  in  any  college 
year,  but  students  entering  as  freshmen  after  the  fall  of  1928 
must  pursue  it  in  the  Freshman  year. 

Those  who  major  in  Christian  Education  must  pursue  at 
least  four  courses  in  Rehgious  Education,  three  in  Bible  and  elect 
Philosophy  II,  Education  III-M  or  III-W,  and  Education  III- 
P.  S.  M. 

Those  who  desire  to  prepare  to  teach,  must  satisfy  certain 
technical  requu'ements  for  certification  which  should  be  dit cursed 
with  the  Dean  at  each  Fall  Semester's  registration.  Teachers 
preparing  to  teach  Science  in  high  school  must  take  18  semester 
hours  in  one  of  the  following  four  sciences.  Botany,  Chemistry, 
Physics,  and  Geology  (Geography),  and  one  course  each  in  the 
other  three,  in  addition  to  the  professional  requirements  in  ed- 
ucation. 

For  students  who  plan  to  pursue  graduate  work  leading  to 
the  Ph.  D.  degree,  both  French  and  German  should  be  pursued 
as  minors. 

A  student  majoring  in  a  Natural  Science  may  elect  other 
natural  sciences  as  minors,  beginning  such  minors  not  later  than 
the  Junior  year.  This  same  provision  applies  to  students  major- 
ing in  foreign  language. 

One  hundred  twenty  semester  credit  hours  must  be  com- 
pleted as  a  minimum  for  the  A.  B.  degree.  A  course  to  count 
for  graduation,  must  be  pursued  for  an  entire  college  year. 

A  major  course  will  not  be  formed  for  fewer  than  three 
students,  a  minor  for  fewer  than  five. 
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Students  may  major  in  Natural  Science  by  minoring  in  two 
sciences  and  taking  an  elective  course  in  a  third.

NOTE. — Art  and  Expression  count  four  semester  hours  each  year  regu- 
larly. They  may  be  raised  to  six  semester  hours  credit  by  special  arrange- 
ment. Under  no  circumstances  can  more  than  twelve  semester  hours  credit 
be  allowed  for  a  degree  in  either  Art  or  Expression. 

Non-Credit  Courses. 

Each  student  is  required  each  year  to  pursue  the  required 
work  in  Physical  Training,  but  no  semester  hours  credit  is  given 
toward  the  minimum  requirements  for  a  degree.*  Stenography 
and  Bookkeeping  do  not  count  for  college  credit.  Typewriting 
does  not  give  credit  for  constituting  the  required  hours  of  a  course. 
The  same  is  true  of  laboratory  work  as  required  in  regular  degree 
courses.*  Applied  Music  courses  count  for  departmental  cer- 
tij&cates  and  diplomas,  but  not  for  college  degree  credit.

SCHOOL  OF  BIOLOGY. 

PROFESSOR  POWELL. 
MR.  MAST. 

BIOLOGY  I-C. 

General  College  Biology.  Lectures  and  recitations  two  hours  per  week, 
four  hours  for  laboratory.    Credit  six  semester  hours. 

This  course  is  intended  for  all  college  students  desiring  an  advanced 
working  acquaintance  with  plant  and  animal  life.  Intense  emphasis  is  placed 
on  descriptive,  practical,  and  economic  Biology.  Students  expecting  to 
pursue  a  medical  course  are  encouraged  to  take  this  subject  as  a  prerequi- 
site to  Zoology. 

BIOLOGY  II-C. 

Vertebrate  Zoology  and  Cornparative  Aantomy.  Two  hours  for  lectures, 
four  to  laboratory.    Credit  six  semester  hours.    Prerequisite,  Biology  I-C. 

Intensive  study  is  here  given  to  the  classification  and  structure  of  ani- 
mals, using  typical  representatives  from  the  most  important  phyla.  Special 
attention  is  placed  on  comparative  morphology,  histology,  physiology,  de- 
velopment and  environment  adaptations.  By  keen  observation  and  critical 
reasoning  the  student  is  brought  to  find  the  homologies  and  analogies  as 
found  in  the  dissections. 

BIOLOGY  II-C-1. 

Botany.  Two  hours  for  lectures,  four  to  laboratory.  Credit  six  semester 
hours.    Prerequisite,  Biology  I-C. 

Plant  morphology,  ecology,  physiology,  and  classification  are  empha- 
sized throughout  the  year.  As  a  means  of  studying  the  conditions  under 
which  plants  grow,  the  class  must  collect,  under  the  direction  of  the  instruc- 
tor, much  of  the  material  for  study  in  the  laboratory. 

BIOLOGY  III-C. 

Animal  Micrology  and  Embryology.  Two  hours  for  lectures,  four  to  lab- 
oratory.   Credit  six  semester  hours.    Prerequisite,  Biology  I-C. 

During  the  first  semester,  work  wiU  be  in  Animal  Micrology,  which  will 
consist  of  principles  and  methods  of  kiUing,  fixing,  imbedding,  sectioning, 
staining,  mounting,  drawing,  reconstructing,  and  use  of  microscope. 
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Embryology  will  be  given  in  the  second  semester  which  will  acquaint 
the  student  with  the  fundamental  principles  of  Embryology  as  found  in  the 
frog  and  the  chick.  If  time  permits,  some  work  will  be  done  on  the  mammal. 
Students  will  prepare  the  most  of  their  own  work  for  study  in  this  course. 

BIOLOGY  IV-C. 

Invertebrate  Zoology  and  the  Teaching  of  Biology.  Two  hours  for  lectures, 
four  to  laboratory.  Credit  six  semester  hours.   Prerequisite,  Biology  I-C. 

Invertebrate  Zoology  will  be  given  during  the  first  semester,  in  which 
the  structures,  modes  of  development,  life  histories,  and  behavior  of  invert- 
ebrate animals  will  be  treated.  The  insects  will  be  emphasized,  while  the 
other  groups  will  receive  as  much  attention  as  time  permits. 

The  Teachers'  Course  will  be  given  during  the  second  semester  and  is 
required  of  all  those  who  are  intending  to  teach  Biology.  It  is  designed  to 
stress  the  nature  study  idea  and  at  the  same  time  to  train  the  prospective 
teachers  of  Biology  in  raising  their  own  cultures,  preserving  materials  for 
class-work,  arranging  courses,  and  organizing  their  work  by  approved  lab- 
oratory methods. 

BIOLOGICAL  LABORATORY. 

This  laboratory  is  supplied  with  simple  and  compound  microscopes, 
microtome,  thermostat,  analytical  balance,  delineascope,  etc.  All  necessary 
reagents  and  material  are  provided  for  the  students.  The  students  are  to 
provijde  magnifiers  and  dissecting  instruments.  In  addition  to  the  labora- 
tory as  such,  the  College  has  made  provision  for  out-door  experimental 
work  in  Botany. 


SCHOOL  OF  CHEMISTRY. 

PROFESSOR  BRANNOCK. 
CHEMISTRY  I-A. 

General  Chemistry.  Three  hours  a  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  reci- 
tations, three  hours  a  week  to  laboratory  work. 

In  this  course  the  fundamental  principles  of  inorganic,  organic,  phys- 
ical and  experimental  chemistry  are  thoroughly  taught. 

The  course  runs  in  two  sections,  one  for  those  who  have  had  high  school 
chemistry,  the  other  for  those  beginning  the  subject. 

Each  student  is  required  to  keep  a  note  book  in  which  he  must  record 
his  experimental  work. 

CHEMISTRY  II-A. 

Advanced  Inorganic  Chemistry  and  Qualitative  Analysis.  Three  hours  a 
week  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations,  three  hours  to  laboratory  work. 
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This  coiirse  embraces  a  more  thorough  knowledge  of  the  elements,  especi- 
ally the  metals,  than  Chemistry  I-A.  Also  the  following  physical  chemical 
topics  are  developed:  the  kinetic-molecular  hypotliesis,  solutions,  electroly- 
eis,  the  chemical  behavior  of  ionic  substances,  chemical  equilibrium  and  elec- 
tro-motive chemistry.    The  laboratory  work  is  in  qualitative  analysis. 

CHEMISTRY  III-A. 

Organic  Chemistry.  Three  hours  a  week,  devoted  to  lectures  and  reci- 
tations; three  hours  to  laboratory  work. 

The  work  in  this  coiu^e  is  devoted  to  the  study  and  preparation  of 
organic  compounds,  including  both  the  aliphatic  and  the  aromatic  series: 
hydrocarbons  of  the  methane  series,  hydrocarbons  of  the  ethylene  series, 
hydrocarbons  of  the  acetylene  series,  alcohols,  organic  acids,  ethers,  an- 
hydrides, esters,  aldehydes,  ketones,  amines,  amides,  halogen  compounds, 
cyanogen,  carbohydrates,  cyclic  hydrocarbons,  dyes  and  proteins. 

The  laboratory  work  consists  not  only  in  the  methods  of  preparation 
and  piu-ification  of  compounds,  but  also  in  methods  of  arriving  at  their 
structures. 

CHEMISTRY  IV-A. 

Quantitative  Analysis.  One  hour  a  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  re- 
citations, six  hours  to  laboratory  work. 

The  lectures  and  recitations  include  the  discussion  of  the  methods  used 
in  the  laboratory  and  the  chemical  calculations.  The  laboratory  work  con- 
sists in  simple  introductory  determinations  in  gravimetric  and  volumetric 
methods  of  analysis.  Pure  salts  of  known  composition  are  first  analyzed, 
followed  by  unknown  specimens  consisting  of  pure  salts  or  mixtures  of  piu"e 
salts.  In  this  way  the  student  is  prepared  to  analyze  more  difficult  substan- 
ces, including  both  knowns  and  unknowns. 

CHEMISTRY  IV-A-1. 

IndiLstrial  Chemistry.  In  this  course  the  following  subjects  are  discussed: 
water,  fuels,  destructive  distillation,  alkalies  and  hydrochloric  acid,  iron  and 
steel,  packing  house  industries,  cottonseed  oil  products,  leather,  soap,  ce- 
ment, paper,  paints,  and  clay  products. 

This  course  can  be  varied  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  pupils.  The  class 
meets  three  hours  per  week. 

CHEMISTRY  IV-A-2. 

Physical  Chemistry.    Three  hours  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations. 

The  work  in  this  course  embraces  the  laws  governing  chemical  phenom- 
ena. The  topics  considered  are  the  gaseous  state,  the  liquid  state,  the  solid 
state,  solutions,  the  phase  nile,  thermo-chemistry,  chemical  change  and 
electro-chemistry.  The  student  is  required  to  solve  various  problems  based 
on  the  above  topics. 

This  course  is  designed  for  students  doing  graduate  work  in  chemistry. 
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CHEMISTRY  IV-A-3. 
Physiological  Chemistry.    One  hour  a  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  six 
hours  to  laboratory  work. 

The  subjects  discussed  here  are:  enzymes,  carbohydrates,  fats,  proteins, 
digestion,  blood  and  lymph,  respiration  and  acidosis,  metabolism  and  ac- 
cessory foods. 

CHEMISTRY  IV-A-4. 
The  Teaching  of  Chemistry.    The  main  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  pre- 
sent the  modern  theory  and  methods  of  teaching  chemistry

BIBLICAL  COURSES. 

BIBLE  I. 
INTRODUCTION  TO  THE  STUDY  OF  THE  BIBLE. 
(Freshman  Orientation  Course.) 
The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  acquaint  the  student  with  the  Bible  itself, 
and  to  give  a  comprehensive  view  of  the  origin,  nature  and  general  meaning 
of  the  biblical  material.    The  course  covers  the  entire  Bible.    Each  book  is 
treated  in  its  broader  outlines  with  major  emphasis  on  the  situations  that 
produced  the  various  documents  and  books.    This  is  a  required  course  for 
all  candidates  for  a  degree  and  may  be  taken  in  any  year.    Juniors  and  sen  • 
iors  will  be  required  to  pursue  the  course  in  a  special  section  for  upper  class  ■ 
men.   Six  units  in  the  Standard  Leadership  Training  Course  wiU  be  awarded 
those  who  complete  this  course.    These  units   (numbers  3,  4,  101,  102,^^103, 
104)  together  with  those  awarded  in  Religious  Education  I.,  entitle  the 
student  to  the  International  Teacher  Training  Diploma  for  Church  School 
Workers.    This  is  the  regular  Freshman  Orientation  Course  and  an  attempt 
is  made  to  appreciate  religious  motivation  in  the  light  of  present  day  life 
situations. 

Three  hours  per  week  throughout  the  year.

BIBLE  II. 

THE  RELIGIOUS  EXPERIENCE  OF  JESUS  AND  EARLY 

CHRISTIANITY. 

This  course  will  open  with  a  brief  survey  of  the  religious  experience  of 
the  Hebrew  Prophets  and  a  more  detailed  study  of  the  work  of  John  the 
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Baptist.  The  social,  religious  and  political  situation  in  Palestine.  The  course 
will  center  upon  Jesus,  his  rehgious  experience  and  dynamic  personal  faith. 
The  impact  of  his  life  and  teaching  during  his  personal  ministry.  His  su- 
preme service  and  sacrifice.  The  triumphing  resurreption  faith.  The  develop- 
ing Christian  faith  among  the  Jews.  Christian  experience  in  the  Gentile 
world  during  the  first  century. 

An  attempt  to  understand  and  appreciate  the  vital  religipn  of  Jesus, 
the  Master,  leader  and  teacher  of  men. 

Three  hours  per  week  throughout  the  year.

BIBLE  III. 
THE  RELIGION  OF  THE  OLD  TESTAMENT  AND 
LATER  JUDAISM. 

This  course  will  trace  the  developing  religion  of  the  Old  Testament  as 
shown  in  the  literature  it  produced.  Early  poems  and  literary  strata  will  be 
examined  in  attempt  to  understand  and  appreciate  the  religious  ideas  of  the 
earliest  periods.  Study  of  the  work  of  the  early  prophetic  historians.  Special 
attention  will  be  given  to  the  religious  experiences  of  the  great  literary  pro- 
phets of  the  Hebrews.  The  religion  of  the  Psalms  and  the  Wisdom  Litera- 
ture. Post-exilic  Priestly  religion  and  late  Judaism.  A  study  of  Hebrew 
reUgion  down  to  the  Christian  era  with  special  emphasis  upon  the  religious, 
political  and  social  situations  identical  with  or  similar  to  our  own  times  and 
needs.  A  laboratory  course  involving  the  presentation  of  religious  material 
to  children  in  the  Week-Day  Religious  School. 

Three  hours  throughout  the  year. 

DR.  NEWMAN. 

BIBLE  IV. 

THE  BIBLE  IN  MODERN  CHRISTIAN  LIFE. 

(A  Senior  Orientation  Course.) 

A  careful  investigation  of  the  present  status  of  biblical  study  and  ap- 
preciation. History  of  the  Bible,  its  manuscripts  and  translations.  How  the 
Bible  grew  into  its  present  form  and  arrangement.  The  Apocryphal  and 
Apocalyptic  literature. 

The  modern  use  of  the  Bible,  its  inspiration  and  authority.  Effects  of 
scientific  investigation,  modem  philosophy,  educational  psychology  and  ar- 
chaeological research  upon  the  Bible.  The  permanent  religious  values  of  the 
Bible. 

This  is  a  Senior  Orientation  Course  and  involves  research  and  labo- 
ratory work.  Each  student  will  carry  a  definite  laboratory  project  in  the 
Week  Day  School  of  Religion. 

Prerequisites,  Bible  I,  Religious  Education  I,  a  course  in  Science  and 
Philosophy  II. 

Three  hours  throughout  the  year.

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BIBLE  IV-A. 

THE  PREACHING  AND  TEACHING  VALUES  OF  THE  BIBLE. 

A  research  course  in  the  practical  preaching  and  teaching  values  of  the 

Bible.     Careful  study  of  successful  preachers  and  sermons  to  discover  the 

effective  use  of  the  Bible  in  preaching.    Investigation  of  the  use  of  biblical 

material  in  Chiu"ch  School  Materials  of  Religious  Education. 

A  laboratory  course  requiring  definite  projects  in  presenting  biblical 
materials  in  the  Week  Day  School  of  Religion.  Required  of  all  ministerial 
students  who  are  candidates  for  a  degree. 

Prerequisites,  Bible  I,  Religious  Education  I,  and  Philosophy  II. 
Three  hours  throughout  the  year.

BIBLE  IV-B, 
GREEK  NEW  TESTAMENT. 
The  study  of  a  grammar  of  New  Testament  Greek.     Readings  in  the 
Greek  New  Testament.    Problems  and  Methods  of  exegesis.    Textual  prob- 
lems. 

Three  times  per  week.  Open  only  to  Juniors  and  Seniors  who  have 
sufficient  knowledge  of  Greek  to  pursue  the  coiu-se  profitably.

BIBLE  IV-C. 
HEBREW  OLD  TESTAMENT. 
The  study  rapidly  of  Harper's  Elements  of  Hebrew,  Hebrew  Method 
and  Manual,  Hebrew  Vocabulary,  Readings  in  the  Hebrew  Old  Testament. 
Problems  and  Methods  of  exegesis.   Hebrew  Poetry.   Textual  problems. 

Three  times  per  week.  Open  only  to  Juniors  and  Seniors  and  ministerial 
students.

BIBLE  IV-D. 
CHURCH  HISTORY. 
A  survey  course  of  the  origin  and  development  of  the  Church,  including 
Jewish  Christianity,  Roman  Christianity.  Greek  Christianity,  the  Protestant 
Reformation,  and  the  Modem  Church.   Open  only  to  Juniors  and  Seniors. 
Three  times  per  week.

IL    RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  COURSES. 
RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  I. 

Leadership  Training.  The  Topics  of  the  Standard  Leadership  Training 
Three-year  Course  for  Sunday  School  Teachers  constitute  the  basis  of  this 
course  in  which  eight  credits  may  be  earned  1,  2,  5,  6,  for  all;  41,  42,  43,  204 
for  Junior  specialization;  71,  72,  73,  303  for  Young  People's  specialization; 
91,  92,  93,  114  for  Administration  specialization),  four  being  the  required 
general  units  other  than  those  in  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  and  four 
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being  specialization  units  by  divisions;  in  addition  there  will  be  further 
instruction  in  missions,  stewardship,  Christian  Endeavor,  recreation,  Scout- 
ing and  Campfire.  Collateral  readings  and  reports  wiU  be  largely  required. 
Observation  in  the  Week  Day  Religious  School  is  required  in  cormection 
with  the  specialization  units.  Denominational  and  Interdenominational  di- 
plomas wiU  be  issued  to  those  completing  the  various  items  of  the  course 
and  Bible  I.

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  II. 

Organization,  Administration  and  Integration  of  Religious  Education.  The 
organization  and  administration  of  a  local  Church  School,  including  the 
problems  of  the  ciu-riculum,  worship,  social  and  recreational  activities,  the 
physical  plant,  social  service,  finance  and  evangelism,  together  with  the  lo- 
cal school's  denominational,  inter-organizational,  higher  educational,  and 
inter-denominational  relationships.  The  need  of  the  integration  of  Christian 
forces.  A  study  of  typical  Church  Schools  and  programs.  A  study  of  various 
denominational  and  inter-denominational  programs.  A  quest  for  a  thorough- 
ly integrated  program  of  Christian  Education,  both  for  the  local  Church 
School  and  for  all  the  educational  agencies  of  the  Kingdom. 

Prescribed  for  Sophomores  and  is  the  second  course  in  Religious  Edu- 
cation.   Three  hours  per  week  throughout  the  year.

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  III. 

Curriculum  and  Teaching  Methods  in  Religious  Education.  This  course  will 
treat  the  history  of  the  curriculum,  its  scope,  its  principles  and  methods  of 
measurement.  Current  curricular  materials  will  be  evaluated  by  the  stu- 
dents. AU  curriculum  material  will  be  examined  from  the  standpoint  of 
methods  of  presentation.  The  methods  of  teaching  applicable  to  each  di- 
vision and  department  of  the  Church  School  and  consonant  with  its  objectives 
will  be  considered.  A  curriculum  for  one  department  of  the  Church  School 
will  be  constructed,  edited  and  tested  by  the  class. 

This  is  a  seminar  course  and  is  open  only  to  those  who  have  had  at 
least  two  courses  in  Religious  Education,  Bible  I  and  Philosophy  11.  Those 
who  pursue  the  course  are  required  to  teach  in  the  laboratory  of  the  Week 
Day  School  of  ReUgion.    Three  hours  per  week  throughout  the  year.

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  III-A. 
Children's  Division  Advanced  Specialization  Course. 
The  organization  and  administration  of  the  Children's  Division.     The 
psychology  of  childhood  up  to  twelve  years  of  age  and  its  influence  upon 
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curriculum  materials  and  methods  of  presentation.  The  history  and  develop- 
ment of  children's  work.  The  problems  of  teaching  religion  to  children,  with 
a  special  emphasis  upon  methods  of  story  telling,  use  of  pictures,  dramati- 
zation and  hand-work  projects.  A  quest  for  an  integrated  program  ior  the 
Children's  Division  from  the  standpoint  of  organization,  administration, 
curriculum,  school  and  home  contacts  looking  toward  preparation  for  Church 
membership  at  the  close  of  this  Division. 

A  laboratory  course  open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors  who  have  successfully 
pursued  Bible  I  and  Religious  Education  I  and  who  have  not  elected  Relig- 
ious Education  III,  III-B,  or  III-C.  Three  hours  per  week  throughout  the 
year.

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  III-B. 

Young  People's  Division  Advanced  Specialization  Course. 

The  organization  and  administration  of  the  Young  People's  Division. 
The  Psychology  of  Early,  Middle,  and  Later  Adolescence  and  its  meaning 
for  the  curriculum  materials  and  the  methods  of  their  presentation.  The 
history  and  development  of  young  people's  work  with  particular  reference 
to  Christian  Endeavor,  Scouting,  and  Missions.  The  problems  of  youth  and 
ways  of  solving  them.  Elective  courses  in  the  Young  People's  Division.  The 
quest  for  An  Integrated  Young  People's  Division  from  the  standpoint  of 
organization,  administration,  curriculvma,  recreation,  amusement,  social  life, 
and  leisure.    Facing  life's  call  to  service. 

A  laboratory  course.  Open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors  who  have  success- 
fully pursued  Bible  I  and  Religious  Education  I  and  who  have  not  elected 
Religious  Education  III,  III-A,  or  III-C.  Three  hoiu-s  per  week  through- 
out the  year.

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  III-C. 

Adult  Division  Advanced  Specialization  Course. 

The  organization  and  administration  of  the  Adult  Division.  Its  relation 
to  the  Church  Prayer  Meeting,  Women's  Missionary  Societies,  Men's  Broth- 
erhood, and  other  organizations  and  educational  agencies  of  the  Church. 
Building  a  calendar  for  the  local  Church  in  harmony  with  the  general  de- 
nominational Church  year  and  methods  of  enlisting  the  adults  of  the  Church 
in  an  intelligent  support  of  it.  The  Psychology  of  Adulthood.  Adult  educa- 
tion and  its  place  in  the  Church  School.  Making  the  Home  Christian.  Chris- 
tianizing the  community  life.  The  financial  administration  of  the  Kingdom. 
The  training  of  children  in  the  Christian  Home.  A  Department  of  the  Home. 
Parent-Teacher  Associations.  The  quest  for  an  Integrated  Adult  Division 
from  the  standpoint  of  organization,  administration,  worship,  curriculua, 
leisure,  parenthood,  and  an  adequate  program  of  financial  support  for  the 
Church  and  its  enterprises. 

A  laboratory  course,  open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors  who  have  successfully 
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pursued  Bible  I  and  Religious  Education  I  and  who  have  not  elected  Relig- 
ious Education  III,  III-A,  or  III-B.  Three  hours  per  week  throughout  the 
year.

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  IV. 

The  History  and  Principles  of  Religious  Education.  A  brief  survey  of 
religious  instruction  among  the  ancients,  with  special  notice  of  Hebrew  ed- 
ucation. Its  place  in  the  early  Church.  Religious  Education  and  the  Refor- 
mation. The  Principles  of  Religious  Education.  The  Modern  Simday  School 
Movement,  with  special  emphasis  on  its  American  development.  A  study  of 
week-day  religious  education  in  England,  France,  and  Germany.  The  Young 
People's  Movement.  The  present  situation  and  the  probable  future  develop- 
ment. The  quest  for  a  becoming  program  for  the  Christian  religion  based  on 
the  history  and  principles  of  Religious  Education  will  conclude  the  course. 

This  is  a  laboratory  course  and  those  who  pursue  it  will  teach  under 
supervision  in  the  Week  Day  School  of  Religion.  Three  hours  per  week 
throughout  the  year. 

Prerequisites,  Bible  I  and  Religious  Education  I. 

PRESIDENT  HARPER. 

RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  IV-A. 
(A  Senior  Orientation  Course.) 

The  Civilizations  and  Religions  of  the  World.  The  living  religions  of  the 
world  will  be  studied  intensively  and  sympathetically  with  the  thought  in 
mind  of  understanding  them  from  the  standpoint  of  their  adherents.  The 
outcomes  of  these  religions  in  the  civiliaztions  they  have  produced  wiU  then 
be  studied.  The  elements  and  requiremients  of  a  universal  religion  wiU  be 
sought.     First  Semester. 

The  Psychology  and  Philosophy  of  Religion.  The  Religious  Conscious- 
ness. Religious  experience.  Recent  Psychological  development  and  its  re- 
lation to  Christianity.  The  Essence  of  Religion.  The  Problem  of  Religious 
knowledge.  The  philosophical,  economic  and  sociological  aspects  of  sin, 
conversion,  atonemicnt,  worship,  mysticism,  prayer,  and  kindred  religious 
problems.  The  social  gospel  and  its  implications  for  Social  Service,  Evangel- 
ism, Missions,  and  the  problems  of  race,  industry,  and  international  politics. 
The  religious  life  as  a  normal  experience.  The  law  of  love  as  the  law  of  life. 
The  quest  for  a  satisfying  and  compelling  philosophy  of  life.  Choice  of  a 
Life  Career.    Second  Semester  1. 

Prerequisites:  At  least  two  courses  in  Religious  Education,  Bible  I, 
Philosophy  II,  and  Social  Science  III. 

This  is  a  laboratory  course  and  those  who  pursue  it  must  teach  in  the 
Week  Day  School  of  Religion.    Three  hours  per  week  throughout  the  year. 

PROF.  ENSMINGER. 
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RELIGIOUS  EDUCATION  LABORATORY. 

In  the  option  of  the  instructor  in  any  course  in  the  School  of  Christian 
Education  open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors,  one  hour  a  week  of  recitation  work 
may  be  diverted  to  laboratory  practice.  The  Mooney  Christian  Education 
Building  is  especially  designed  for  this  purpose.  A  completely  graded  Week- 
Day  Religious  School,  from  the  town  graded  and  high  school,  meets  there 
according  to  a  time  schedule  agreed  upon  by  the  College  and  Public  School 
authorities.  On  Sunday,  the  Citizens'  Sunday  School  uses  this  building. 
The  Kindergarten  Week-Day  Religious  School  of  the  Christian  Orphanage 
together  with  the  Week-Day  Religious  School  for  the  village  graded  school 
for  the  colored  children  and  the  Night  School  for  adult  colored  people  ofiFer 
additional  opportunities  for  laboratory  work  in  Religious  Education  under 
supervision.  The  laboratory  work  of  ministerial  students  and  young  men 
also  includes  service  in  rural  mission  Sunday  Schools  and  Churches  near- 
by. All  students  in  the  School  of  Christian  Education  classes  of  Junior  or 
Senior  Grade  are  required  to  do  laboratory  work  for  each  course  pursued, 
and  to  attend  the  conference  period  of  the  department  or  departments  in 
which  their  laboratory  work  is  done,  but  only  one  laboratory  fee  per  year 
shall  be  charged  any  student.  Students  who  major  in  the  School  of  Christian 
Education  are  qualified  to  be  Directors  of  Religious  Education  in  local 
churches  and  professional  teachers  and  administrators  in  Week-Day  Relig- 
ious Schools  and  Daily  Vacation  Church  Schools,  and  will  be  so  recommended 
provided  their  academic  rating  and  character  meet  the  approval  of  the  fac- 
ulty of  the  School  of  Christian  Education. 

NOTE:  Arrangement  has  been  made  with  the  Vanderbilt  Divinity 
School,  Nashville,  Tenn.,  and  the  Boston  University  School  of  Religion, 
Boston,  Mass.,  to  admit  those  who  have  creditably  completed  five  courses 
in  this  school  to  second  year  standing  for  their  graduate  divinity  work, 
Duke  University  will  give  advanced  standing  for  III  and  IV  courses  pur- 
sued in  Junior  and  Senior  years.  Arrangements  are  pending  with  other 
seminaries. 


SCHOOL  OF  DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  AND  ART. 

DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  COURSES. 

MISS  RAINE. 
DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  I. 

General  principles  of  cookery  and  their  application  to  the  more  common 
foods.  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  develop  skill  in  the  technique  of 
cookery  by  means  of  a  scientific  introduction  to  the  principles  and  processes 
and  food  materials  involved.  Planning  of  menus  and  cooking  and  serving 
breakfast,  luncheon,  and  dinner.    Food  values  and  table  service  are  stressed. 

Individual  work.  Three  hours  for  lectures.  One  laboratory  period  of 
three  hours. 
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DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  II. 

Application  of  fundamental  principles  of  cookery  to  the  preparation  of 
more  elaborate  recipes.  Advanced  home  cooking  and  table  service.  Elemen- 
tary nutrition. 

This  course  also  deals  with  the  canning,  preserving  and  drying  of  foods. 
Special  stress  is  laid  on  economic  aspects  and  attractiveness  of  products. 

Chemistry  I-A  is  a  prerequisite  for  this  course. 

Individual  work.  Three  hours  for  lectures.  One  laboratory  period  of 
three  hours. 

DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  III. 

This  year  is  divided  into  four  blocks:  Housewifery,  demonstration 
cookery,  history  of  cooking,  and  home  nursing  and  child  care. 

Chemistry  II-A.  is  prerequisite  for  this  course. 

Individual  and  group  work.  One  laboratory  period  of  three  hours. 
Three  hours  for  lectures. 

DOMESTIC  SCIENCE  IV. 
More  advanced  nutrition  and  the  study  of  diet  in  health  and  disease. 
Chemistry  III-A.  is  prerequisite  for  this  course. 
One  laboratory  period  of  three  hours.    Three  hours  for  lectures. 

DOMESTIC  ARTS  COURSES. 

DOMESTIC  ART  I. 

Handwork  and  elementary  dressmaking.  Instruction  in  the  use  of 
various  stitches,  use  of  the  sewing  machine  and  its  attachments,  and  the 
use  of  commercial  patterns.  Selection  of  materials  suitable  for  various  gar- 
ments.   Study  of  fabrics  and  the  choice,  care  and  cost  of  clothing. 

One  laboratory  period  of  three  hours;  three  hours  for  lecture. 

DOMESTIC  ART  II. 

Advanced  dressmaking.  Drafting  of  patterns  and  elementary  dress  de- 
sign. Drafted  patterns  are  used.  Variation  of  patterns  and  drafts  to  fit 
various  figures.  History  of  costume.  Making  of  elaborate  dresses  and  even- 
ing gowns.    Study  of  textiles.    Milinery.    Art  in  everyday  life. 

One  laboratory  period  of  three  hours;  three  hours  for  lectures. 

NOTE. — The  actual  cost  of  food  used  by  students  in  Domestic  Science 
is  charged,  but  the  articles  they  cook  belongs  to  them. 
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SCHOOL  OF  ECONOMICS  AND  BUSINESS 
ADMINISTRATION. 

PROFESSOR  TOWER. 
MR.  LOWRY,  Assistant. 

The  courses  in  Economics  and  Business  Administration  have 
been  developed  to  meet  a  threefold  need.  First,  they  furnish  a 
basic  training  in  the  principles  and  technic  of  business  for  those 
students  who  expect  to  enter  the  field  of  commerce  after  grad- 
uation. Second,  when  combined  with  such  other  courses  as  are 
specified  by  the  North  Carolina  Department  of  Pubhc  Instruc- 
tion, they  are  adequate  to  meet  the  requirements  for  the  certi- 
fication of  commercial  teachers.  Third,  they  help  to  supplement 
and  round  out  the  training  of  the  student  who  may  not  plan  to 
enter  business  directly,  yet  who  must  have  an  understanding  of 
its  nature  and  the  complex  relationship  which  exists  between  it 
and  the  other  elements  of  the  social  structure. 

The  work  is  in  all  respects  fundamental  and  is  not  intended 
to  prepare  a  student  for  any  specific  fine  of  industry,  but  rather 
to  give  him  an  adequate  grounding  in  the  principles  and  theories 
of  business  as  an  institution,  from  the  viewpoint  of  the  executive 
and  manager. 

Students  planning  to  enter  the  field  of  commercial  teaching 
should  before  registering,  consult  the  department  head  and  the 
professor  in  charge  of  the  work  in  education.  Such  students  will 
be  expected  in  addition  to  the  regular  degree  requirements,  to 
complete  the  following  prescribed  courses: 

Business  Administration  I-A — Principles  of  Accounting. 
Business  Administration  I — Commerce  and  Resources. 
Business  Administration  II — Principles  of  Economics. 
Business  Administration  III — Marketing  Methods  and 

Problems. 
Business  Administration  IV — Advertising  and  Retailing. 
Typewriting. 
Shorthand. 
21  semester  hours  in  Education. 
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In  addition  to  the  courses  carrying  regular  college  credit, 
three  non-credit  courses  are  offered.  Students  desiring  to  fit 
themselves  for  clerical  or  stenographic  positions  should  complete 
these  courses  in  one  year.  Students  registering  for  Business  A 
will  note  that  this  course  cannot  be  substituted  for  Business 
Administration  I-A,  Principles  of  Accounting,  either  in  meeting 
the  requirements  for  a  major  in  Business  Administration  or  for 
a  commercial  teacher's  certificate. 

Bookkeeping,  shorthand  and  typewriting  all  carry  extra 
charges  of  $35.00  each.  However,  students  taking  these  courses 
are  required  to  register  for  at  least  two  additional  literary 
courses  (three  such  courses  preferred)  at  the  regular  charge  per 
literary  course  of  $25.00  the  year. 

Degree  Requirements. — Any  student  majoring  in  Business  Ad- 
ministration must  satisfactorily  complete  five  full  courses  in  the 
Department  of  Economics  and  Business  Administration.  In  ad- 
dition, he  must  complete  not  less  than  one-half  year  of  type- 
writing without  credit.  Students  desiring  to  do  so  may  take 
Business  Administration  I  and  II  to  fulfill  the  requirements  for 
a  minor  in  social  science,  though  no  student  majoring  in  the  field 
of  business  may  take  such  courses  to  meet  the  catalog  require- 
ment. It  is  suggested  that  those  majoring  in  commerce  enroll  for 
work  in  Philosophy  II,  Psychology,  and  Social  Science  III,  Prob- 
lems of  Sociology,  in  order  to  meet  degree  requirements  for  a 
minor  in  Social  Science. 

Beginning  with  1929,  students  majoring  in  Business  Admin- 
istration are  required  to  complete  not  less  than  two  summers  of 
practical  work  with  a  business  house  approved  by  the  department 
head.  In  addition,  the  student  will  be  expected  to  report  his 
progress,  and  a  similar  report  will  be  requested  from  the  employ- 
er. 

BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION  I-A. 

Principles  of  Accounting.  The  proprietorship  equation,  financial  state- 
ments; the  ledger  and  the  trial  balance;  posting;  adjusting  and  closing  en- 
tries; columnar  records;  controlling  accounts;  business  forms  and  papers; 
entries  for  notes  and  drafts;  partnership  accounting;  accrued  and  deferred 
items;  depreciation,  depletion,  and    obsolescence;    corporation  accounting; 
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classification  of  accounts;  analysis  of  financial  satements;  elements  of  man- 
ufacturing accounts.    Problems,  practice  sets,  and  lectures. 

During  the  year  it  will  be  possible  for  a  limited  number  of  students  to 
get  actual  experience  in  keeping  small  sets  of  books  under  the  supervision 
of  the  instructor. 

Three  hours  per  week.    Six  semester  hours  credit. 

Open  to  freshmen. 

Laboratory  fee  of  $5.00  per  semester. 

PROF.  TOWER. 

BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION  I. 

Commerce  and  Resources.  Fall  Semester. — Introduction  to  Business.  This 
is  an  orientation  for  freshmen  and  others  who  expect  to  take  more  advanced 
courses  in  Business  Administration  later  on.  The  subjects  covered  will  be 
approximately  as  follows:  A  picture  of  typical  business  activities;  technical 
aids  to  management;  organization  and  operating  a  business;  organization  of 
ownership;  co-operative  organization;  opportunities  in  business;  preliminary 
survey  methods;  financing  the  promotion;  accoimting;  financial  management; 
credits  and  collections;  purchasing  insurance;  location  and  line  of  products; 
production  control;  purchasing  and  inventory  policies;  wages;  labor  organ- 
ization; distribution  channels;  pricing  policies;  chain  store  distribution;  sales 
management  and  advertising. 

Text.    An  Introduction  to  Business  by  Gilbert  and  Gragg. 

Spring  Semester. — Economic  Geography.  A  study  of  the  resources  and  in- 
dustries of  the  world,  with  particular  reference  to  the  United  States.  Special 
emphasis  wiU  be  laid  on  problem  work  in  the  preparation  of  maps,  graphs 
and  the  tabulation  of  simple  statistical  material.  Students  in  this  course  will 
be  required  to  prepare  a  term  paper. 

Six  semester  hours  credit. 

Three  hours  per  week.  PROF.  TOWER. 

BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION  II. 

Principles  of  Economics.  Introduction;  industrial  stages;  the  Industrial 
Revolution;  division  of  labor  and  control  of  production;  the  form  of  the 
business  unit;  large  scale  production  and  combination;  the  organization  of 
marketing;  transportation,  the  economic  functions  of  government,  the  signi- 
ficance of  price — demand  and  supply;  competitive  prices;  cost  of  production; 
monopoly  price;  money  and  prices;  the  business  cycle;  foreign  exchange; 
problems  of  business  organization;  the  distribution  of  wealth  and  income; 
labor  problems;  economic  reforms. 

Text.  Our  Economic  System  by  Hayes,  two  volumes,  with  supplement- 
ary reading. 

Three  hours  per  week.    Six  semester  hours  credit. 

Not  open  to  freshmen. 

PROF.  TOWER. 
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BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION  III. 

Marketing  Methods  aiid  Problems.  During  the  first  semester  a  study  of 
the  fundamental  processes  of  our  distributive  system  will  be  made.  Among 
the  topics  discussed  will  be  the  following:  Natiue  and  scope  of  marketing; 
the  economics  of  marketing;  marketing  fimctions;  types  of  middlemen;  re- 
tail distribution  and  types  of  retail  marketing  agencies;  middlemen  of  the 
wholesale  market  for  manufactured  goods;  aggressive  marketing  methods; 
marketing  convenience,  shopping,  and  specialty  goods;  marketing  industrial 
goods;  consumers'  buying  motives;  buying  motives  for  industrial  goods;  the 
economics  of  advertising. 

During  the  spring  semester  emphasis  wiU  be  laid  on  recent  marketing 
trends  through  the  study  of  a  series  of  selected  problems.  In  addition,  stu- 
dents will  be  assigned  outside  reading  on  the  subjects  covered  by  the  prob- 
lems. A  paper  on  some  topic  assigned  by  the  instructor  in  charge,  covering 
the  entire  year,  will  be  an  important  part  of  the  course. 

Prerequisite,  Business  Administration  II. 

Three  hours  per  week.    Six  semester  hours  credit. 

PROF.  TO\\^R. 

BUSINESS  ADMINISTRATION  IV. 

Advertising  and  Retailing.  Fall  Semester. — Advertising.  The  purposes  of 
advertising;  the  copy  approach;  developing  the  copy;  slogans;  the  "ABC"  of 
trademarks;  visualization;  layouts;  printing  and  engraving  for  the  advertis- 
ing man;  scheduling  of  advertisements;  different  tjrpes  of  advertising — news- 
paper, magazine,  direct-mail,  outdoor,  dealer  display,  packages,  miscellane- 
ous; advertising  research;  the  transforming  idea;  the  complete  campaign;  the 
advertising  organization;  the  economics  of  advertising. 

Simple  problems  in  copywriting  and  layout  work;  calculation  of  adver- 
tising costs;  schedules,  etc. 

Spring  Semester. — Retailing.  Scope  of  study;  location,  layout,  and  equip- 
ment; store  organization;  customer  demands;  buying  procedure;  stock  con- 
trol; the  merchandise  plan;  expense  distribution  and  control;  sales  promo- 
tion; store  service;  retail  credits  and  collections;  retail  accounting;  salesman- 
ship; personal  administration;  legal  aspects  of  merchandising. 

Prerequisite,  Business  Administration  III,  or  special  permission  of  the 
instructor. 

Three  hours  per  week.    Six  semester  hoius  credit. 

PROF  TOWER. 
BUSINESS  A. 

Shorthand.  A  course  in  the  fundamental  principles  of  Gregg  Shorthand, 
with  special  emphasis  on  speed  and  accuracy.  Practice  work  in  dictation 
and  transcription. 

Three  hours  per  week.  No  credit.  A  special  charge  of  $35.00  is  made 
for  this  course. 

MR.  LOWRY. 
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BUSINESS  B. 
Typewriting.     Five  hours  per  week.     No  credits.     A  special  charge  of 
$35.00  is  made  for  this  course. 

Required  of  all  students  roajoring  in  Business  Administration. 

MR.  LOWRY. 

BUSINESS  C. 

Bookkeeping.  An  elementary  coin-se  in  the  principles  of  double-entry 
bookkeeping;  journalizing;  posting;  preparation  of  simple  statements. 

This  work  cannot  be  substituted  for  the  regular  course  in  accounting, 
therefore  no  student  majoring  in  Business  Administration  will  be  permitted 
to  register  for  Bookkeeping. 

Three  hours  per  week.  No  credit.  A  special  charge  of  $35.00  is  made 
for  this  course.

I.     GENERAL  EDUCATION  COURSES. 

EDUCATION  II. 
(See  Philosophy  11.) 

EDUCATION  III. 

Fall  Semester. — Classroom  Management.  The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to 
give  the  prospective  teacher  an  insight  into  the  organization  and  control  of 
the  classroom.  Topics:  traditional  versus  modern  methods  of  management; 
discipline;  the  daily  program,  etc. 

Three  semester  hours  credit. 

Spring  Semester. — Grammar  Grade  Methods.  This  course  deals  with  the 
subject  matter  that  is  taught  in  the  graded  school;  organizes  the  subject  mat- 
ter upon  psychological  bases ;  develops  on  the  part  of  the  prospective  teacher 
a  workable  understanding  of  specific  methods. 

Three  semester  horns  credit. 

EDUCATION  III-A. 

Fall  Semester. — Educational  Psychology.  This  is  an  advanced  course 
dealing  with  the  fimdamental  principles  of  learning.  Students  will  be  re- 
quired to  do  sufficient  reading  to  cover  the  principal  methods  bearing  on  the 
learning  process;  also,  to  prepare  papers  on  related  problems. 

Three  semester  hours  credit. 
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Spring  Semester. — Problems  in  Secondary  Education.  The  development 
and  function  of  the  high  school  in  its  relation  to  the  elementary  school  and 
college;  the  high  school  curriculum;  control  of  pupils,  etc.,  will  constitute 
the  basis  for  this  course. 

Three  semester  hours  credit. 

EDUCATION  III-W. 
This  course,  open  to  young  women  who  have  had  Education  II  and  III, 
meets  the  requirements  of  the  West  Law  in  the  State  of  Virginia.   It  includes 
School  Hygiene  with  physical  inspection  of  school  children,  and  the  teaching 
of  physical  education  in  the  public  schools. 

MISS  STOUT. 
EDUCATION  III-M. 
This  course,  open  to  young  men  under  same  conditions  as  Education 
III-W  is  to  young  ladies,  deals  with  the  same  principles  as  found  in  Educa- 
tion III-W.   The  major  sports  wiU  be  added  for  the  young  men. 

COACH  WALKER. 

EDUCATION  IV-A. 

Fall  Term. — Principles  of  High  School  Teaching.  This  course  will  seek 
to  develop  familiarity  with  the  application  of  the  principles  of  psychology  to 
the  technique  of  teaching  and  prepare  the  teacher  for  the  skillful  application 
of  these  principles  in  the  teaching  process.  Emphasis  will  be  placed  on  mod- 
ern high  school  practice.  Numerous  concrete  applications  will  be  made  and 
habits  of  will  will  be  developed. 

Spring  Semester. —  High  School  Administration  and  Supervision.  This 
course  is  for  the  prospective  high  school  principal  or  teacher.  County  and 
State  administration  will  be  applied  to  the  solution  of  the  high  school. 

Three  semester  hours  credit. 

EDUCATION  IV-B. 

Fall  and  Spring  Semesters. — Observation  and  Directed  Teaching.  This 
course  is  open  to  seniors  and  juniors  (with  approval  of  the  deaprtment  head) 
who  have  met  the  other  professional  requirements  for  the  Class  A  certifi- 
cate. Grammar  Grade  or  High  School.  Students  are  assigned  to  the  specific 
kind  of  teaching  they  expect  to  do  and  for  which  they  have  made  prepara- 
tion. 

A  laboratory  fee  of  $15.00  per  semester  is  charged  for  this  course. 

Three  semester  hours  credit. 

This  course  is  required  after  1930  for  the  A  grade  certificate. 

EDUCATION  IV-C. 

Materials  and  Methods.  Materials  and  Methods  courses  for  high  school 
teaching  are  offered  in  the  following  departments:  English,  History,  French, 
Latin,  Spanish,  Mathematics,  Business  Administration,  and  the  Natural 
Sciences. 

Three  semester  hours  each. 
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The  Demonstration  School. 

Beginning  with  the  Spring  Semester  of  1921,  the  Elon  Graded 
School  and  Elon  College  entered  into  an  agreement,  with  the 
approval  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Pubhc  Instruction  for 
North  Carolina,  whereby  the  Elon  Graded  School  became  a 
Demonstration  School.  For  the  first  semester  of  this  contract, 
teaching  under  supervision  was  done  in  the  seventh,  eighth  and 
ninth  grades  only. 

Beginning  with  and  since  the  session  1921-'22,  teaching  under 
supervision  has  been  given  in  the  primary,  grammar  and  high 
school  grades.  The  Director  of  the  School  of  Education  will 
recommend  the  student  teachers,  whose  work  wiU  be  supervised 
by  the  regular  teachers  in  the  Demonstration  School  and  the 
Director  of  the  School  of  Education.  Students  who  enter  upon 
this  work  will  be  required  to  continue  it  for  one  year,  but  in 
two  fields,  unless  they  prove  to  be  inefficient.  One  hour  per  day, 
five  days  per  week  ,will  give  a  six  semester  hour  credit.  Grades 
will  be  supplied  by  the  supervising  teachers. 

Certification  of  Teachers. — Since  Elon  College  is  a  member  of 
the  Southern  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools,  its 
students  and  alumni  will  be  granted  certificates  according  to  the 
certification  laws  of  the  various  States. 

Different  grades  of  certificates  are  granted  for  one,  two, 
three,  or  four  years'  work.  Those  who  expect  to  teach  are  urged 
to  consult  the  Dean  before  selecting  any  course.  The  courses 
for  high  school  teachers  and  for  principals  and  superintendents 
differ  greatly  and  advice  is  needed  to  be  sure  the  courses  taken 
will  yield  the  certificate  desired. 


SCHOOL  OF  ENGLISH  LANGUAGE  AND 
LITERATURE. 

PROFESSOR  JAY. 
ASSOCIATE  PROFESSOR  BARNEY, 

ENGLISH  I. 

A  Course  in  Composition  and  Grammar.  The  Century  Handbook  of 
Composition,  Freshman  Rhetoric,  Slater.  This  course  is  designed  to  give 
the  student  a  thorough  and  fundamental  knowledge  of  Composition  and 
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Grammar.    The  texts  mentioned  will  be  supplemented  by  parallel  reading 
assignments.     Classes  will  meet  three  times  a  week. 
For  Freshmen.     As  many  sections  as  necessary. 

PROF.  BARNEY. 

ENGLISH  II.       ' 
A  survey  of  the  field  of  English  literature.   Century  Readings  in  English 
Literature — Cunliffe,  Pyre  and  Young  is  the  text  used.     Prerequisite,  Eng- 
lish I.  Other  reading  in  the  field  of  English  literature  is  required  as  parallel. 
Three  hours  a  week  for  Sophomores. 

DR.  JAY. 

ENGLISH  HI. 
Study  of  the  chief  dramatists.    A  course  open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors. 
Three  times  a  week. 

PROF  BARNEY. 

ENGLISH  III-B. 

Chaucer  and  Milton.  This  course  will  be  a  study  of  the  social  and  polit- 
ical conditions  surrounding  the  life  periods  of  these  authors.  Special  atten- 
tion will  be  given  to  the  study  of  their  works. 

Three  times  per  week. 

Given  in  1929-'30.  DR.  JAY. 

ENGLISH  IIJ-C. 
The  Course  in  Class  Expression  I    (See  Department  of  Expression) 
coimts  as  an  English  Cour&e  for  Juniors  and  Seniors  and  is  listed  as  English 
III-C. 

ENGLISH  IV. 

This  course  is  devoted  exclusively  to  the  study  of  Shakespeare.  From 
twenty-five  to  thirty  of  his  plays  will  be  read.  Open  to  Seniors.  English  II 
and  III  are  prerequisite  to  this  coiirse. 

Three  hours  per  week.  DR.  JAY, 

ENGLISH  IV-A. 

A  course  in  Higher  Composition  and  Literary  Criticism.  Advanced 
composition  and  rhetoric;  word  study;  vocabulary  building;  an  investiga- 
tion, critical  and  historical,  of  the  following  prose  departments:  the  novel, 
the  short  story,  the  tale,  the  essay,  the  oration,  the  history,  the  biography. 
Laboratory  work.  Three  times  a  week  for  Juniors  and  Seniors,  or  others 
by  special  examination  and  with  the  approval  of  the  instructor  in  charge. 

Applicants  for  this  course  will  provide  themselves  with  a  comprehen- 
sive standard  dictionary  in  advance. 

PROF.  BARNEY. 

ENGLISH  IV-B. 
First  Semester:     This  course  offers  the  student  opportunity  to  become 
familiar  with  the  fundamental  history  and  essential  requirements  of  Epic,

Dramatic  and  Lyric  Poetry.    It  also  offers  a  wide  acquaintanceship  with  the 
best  English  poetry  of  the  nineteenth  century. 

Second  Semester:  The  history  and  development  of  the  short  story,  in- 
cluding its  structure.  Nmnerous  short  stories  of  famous  writers  wiU  be  studied 
and  analyzed. 

Three  times  per  week.  DR.  JAY. 

ENGLISH  IV-C. 

This  is  a  course  in  American  Literature,  both  prose  and  poetry.  The 
study  is  more  intensive  than  in  an  ordinary  survey  course.  Sufficient  time 
is  spent  with  each  author  to  enable  the  student  to  interpret  that  author 
from  actual  knowledge  of  his  writings.  As  texts  in  this  course,  students 
should  be  provided  with  The  Cambridge  History  of  American  Literature 
and  Chief  American  Poets  by  Curtis  Hidden  Page.  Three  times  a  week; 
open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors. 

DR.  JAY. 


SCHOOL  OF  GEOLOGY. 

PROFESSOR  POWELL. 

GEOLOGY  I-B. 

General  Geology.  Lectures  and  recitations  three  hours  a  week,  two  hours 
to  laboratory  work. 

The  first  semester  deals  with  Physical  and  Dynamical  Geology,  the 
second  semester  is  a  study  of  outlines  of  Historical  Geology.  Laboratory 
work  in  the  first  semester  consists  of  frequent  field  excursions  and  a  study 
of  the  common  minerals  and  rocks;  the  second  semester  deals  with  map 
interpretations,  geological  folios,  and  the  more  common  fossils. 

GEOLOGY  II-B. 

Crystallography,  first  semester;  Mineralogy,  second  semester.  Two 
hours  for  lectures.   Four  hours  to  laboratory.    Prerequisite,  Geology  I-B. 

This  course  lays  the  foundation,  technically  and  practically  for  the 
student  who  wishes  to  pursue  professional  geology.  The  topics  emphasized 
are  the  physical  and  chemical  properties  of  minerals,  the  associations 
of  minerals,  crystallography,  and  blow-pipe  analysis. 

GEOLOGY  III-B. 

Economic  Geology.  Recitations,  lectures,  laboratory,  departmental  the- 
ses. Two  hours  for  lectures.  Four  hours  to  laboratory.  Prerequisite,  Geology 
I-B. 

The  theoretical  side  of  this  subject  is  emphasized  whenever  it  seems 
necessary.   The  practical  side  is  kept  prominently  in  the  foreground,  because 
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the  agricultural,  the  industrial  and  the  commercial  world  is  now  realizing  its 
vital  relation  to  Economic  Geology.  A  careful  study  is  made  concerning  the 
most  important  non-metals:  coals,  petroleums,  clays,  sands,  abrasives,  gem- 
stones,  structural  materials,  fertilizers,  etc.;  and  the  metals:  iron,  copper, 
lead,  tin,  zinc,  gold,  silver,  etc.  If  time  permits,  several  weeks  will  be  devot- 
ed to  water-powers,  soils  and  forestry. 
Text:   Ries'  Economic  Geology. 


SCHOOL  OF  GERMAN  LANGUAGE  AND 
LITERATURE. 

PROFESSOR  CLARKE. 

GERMAN  I. 

A  complete  and  thorough  review  of  the  declensions  and  conjugations 
and  the  rules  of  grammar  is  made.  Students  are  carefully  drilled  in  the  rules 
of  syntax.  Regular  drills  are  made  in  composition  and  conversational  work. 
A  general  survey  of  the  history  of  German  literature  is  given.  Much  care 
and  time  is  devoted  to  the  reading  and  study  of  such  masterpieces  as  Wil- 
helm  Tell,  Deutsche  Liebe,  Die  Joumalisten,  Minna  von  Barnhelm,  etc. 
German  A.  or  its  equivalent  is  required  for  entrance.  Open  to  Freshmen  and 
Sophomores.    Three  hours  a  week. 

GERMAN  II. 

This  course  is  devoted  to  a  rapid  reading  of  the  various  types  of  German 
literature.  Special  attention  is  called  to  the  style  of  the  different  authors. 
Mueh  time  and  work  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  the  classical  drama.  By 
means  of  lectures  and  by  the  personal  observation  of  the  class  an  introduc- 
tion is  made  to  the  study  of  comparative  philology.  This  course  is  open  to 
students  who  have  completed  creditably  Course  I,  and  who  have  studied 
one  or  more  foreign  languages  at  least  four  years.   Three  hours  a  week. 


SCHOOL  OF  GREEK  LANGUAGE  AND  LITERATURE. 

PROFESSOR  NEWMAN. 
GREEK  A. 

Elementary  Greek.  White's  First  Greek  Book  or  equivalent.  Mastery  of 
declensions  and  conjugations,  synopsis  of  verb,  word  analysis,  derivation  and 
composition  and  simpler  principles.  Drill  in  pronunciation  by  reading  Greek 
aloud.  Required  of  all  offering  to  enter  the  department.  No  credit  can  be 
given  toward  a  degree  for  this  course,  unless  the  student  has  offered  two 
units  in  one  foreign  language  for  entrance.

GREEK  II.

SCHOOL  OF  HISTORY. 

PROFESSOR  MARTIN. 
HISTORY  COURSES. 

HISTORY  I. 

The  United  States.  A  general  survey  of  the  history  of  the  United  States, 
beginning  with  the  European  background  of  our  colonial  life  and  going  to 
the  present  time.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  economic,  social  and  insti- 
tutional, as  well  as  political  growth.

HISTORY  II. 

Modern  European  History.  A  general  introductory  course  from  1500  to 
the  present.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  social  and  economic,  as  well  as 
political.  Dynastic  rivalries,  colonial  expansion  and  the  clash  of  empires, 
rise  of  the  bourgeoisie,  revolutionary  Europe,  diplomatic  background  of  the 
World  War,  and  post-war  settlements  are  treated  at  length. 

Lectures,  text-books,  readings  and  reports. 

Texts:  Hayes,  A  Political  and  Social  History  of  Modern  Europe,  Vol.  I; 
Shapiro,  Modern  and  Contemporary  Europe. 

For  Sophomores. 

HISTORY  III. 

Ancient  and  Mediaeval  History.  A  general  survey  closing  with  the 
Renaissance.  In  the  study  of  Greek  and  Roman  civilizations  particular  at- 
ention  will  be  paid  to  social  and  economic  conditions,  and  cultural  and 
religious  developments,  the  collapse  of  ancient  civilization,  the  Germanic 
invasions,  the  foundation  of  feudalism  and  the  mediaeval  Church.     In  the 
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study  of  Europe,  emphasis  will  be  placed  upon  the  institutional,  economic 
and  cultural  conditions,  the  Empire,  the  Church,  feudalism,  the  manor,  the 
cities,  and  the  imiversities.  , 

Lectures,  text-books,  readings  and  reports. 

Texts:   Frank,  A  History  of  Rome;  Munro,  The  Middle  Ages. 

Prerequisite:    History  II,  for  Juniors  and  Seniors. 

HISTORY  III-A. 

The  United  States  Since  the  Civil  War.  Political  and  economic  recon- 
struction, North  and  South;  the  a.pearance  of  new  problems;  the  paper- 
money  and  silver  questions;  the  tariff;  the  growth  of  big  business  and  gov- 
ernment regulations;  the  civil  service;  the  filling  up  of  the  West;  agrarian 
and  political  unrest;  labor  problems;  the  new  foreign  policy;  third-party 
movements;  the  World  War,  and  its  aftermath. 

Text:    Lingley,  Since  the  Civil  War. 

Open  only  to  those  who  have  had  History  I.,  and  to  Seniors. 

HISTORY  IV. 

Comparative  Government.  The  course  will  cover  the  United  States,  Eng- 
land, France,  Switzerland,  and  other  countries.  It  deals  with  the  outlines  of 
constitutional  development,  the  composition  and  powers  of  representative 
bodies,  the  relations  between  the  executive  and  legislature,  parliamentary 
procedure,  the  organization  and  influence  of  political  parties,  the  powers  of 
the  courts,  local  government,  etc. 

Lectures,  text-books,  and  readings. 

Prerequisite,  History  I. 

Text:    Ogg  and  Ray,  Introduction  to  American  Government. 

For  Juniors  and  Seniors. 

HISTORY  IV-A. 

History  of  the  United  States,  1829-1865.  This  corn-se  will  deal  largely 
with  the  South,  tracing  the  development  of  the  out-standing  issues  as  they 
culminated  in  the  Civil  War,  with  special  reference  to  economic  and  social 
factors. 

This  course  alternates  with  History  III-A,  and  has  the  same  prere- 
quisites. 

Given  1930-'31.     For  Juniors  and  Seniors.

Lucretius's  De  Rerum  Natura,  with  reference  to  the  Philosophy  of  the 
Romans;  Horace's  Epodes  and  Ars  Poetica  and  Ovid's  Fasti,  with  reference 
to  the  Roman  religion;  Allen's  Remnants  of  Early  Latin,  and  Egbert's  Study 
of  Latin  Inscriptions  (3). 

For  Juniors  and  Seniors. 


SCHOOL  OF  MATHEMATICS. 

PROFESSOR  AMICK. 
ASSOCIATE  PROFESSOR  HOOK. 

MATHEMATICS  I. 

Fall  Semester.  Geometry.  The  work  begins  with  a  review  of  a  number 
of  original  exercises  in  Plane  Geometry,  and  proceeds  through  Solid  Geometry 
with  constant  drill  in  the  original  exercises. 

Spring  Semester.  Trigonometry.  A  complete  course  in  Plane  and  Spher- 
ical Trigonometry  is  pursued,  with  constant  drill  in  the  solution  of  problems 
and  exercises  in  the  use  of  logarithms. 

Prerequisties,  High  School  Algebra  and  Plane  Geometry  complete. 

Open  to  Freshmen.  Required  of  students  majoring  or  minoring  in 
Mathematics. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

MATHEMATICS  II. 

Fall  Semester.  College  Algebra.  The  work  begins  with  Quadratic  Equa- 
tions and  proceeds  with  the  study  of  the  Binomial  Formula,  Convergence 
and  Divergence  of  Series,  and  a  special  study  of  the  Binomial,  Exponential 
and  Logarithmic  series.  The  course  closes  with  the  study  of  Inequalities  and 
Determinants  and  the  Theory  of  Equations. 

Spring  Semester.  Analytic  Geometry.  The  class  begins  with  the  study  of 
the  Cartesian  and  Polar  systems  of  co-ordinates  and  with  numerous  exer- 
cises in  graphical  representations.    Special  attention  is  paid  to  the  straight 
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line  and  the  general  equation  of  the  first  degree  in  two  variables.  During  the 
latter  part  of  the  semester,  the  time  is  given  to  the  study  of  the  circle  and 
the  conic  sections,  and  to  equations  of  the  second  degree. 

Open  to  Sophomores.  Required  of  students  majoring  or  minoring  in 
in  Mathematics. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

Prerequisite,  Mathematics  I. 

MATHEMATICS  III. 

Fall  Semester.  Differential  Calculus.  This  course  is  devoted  to  the 
study  of  the  differentiation  of  functions,  with  simple  applications  of  the  de- 
rivatives to  rates,  length  of  tangents,  normals,  and  the  like.  After  this  the 
subjects  of  maxima  and  minima,  curvature,  rates  and  envelopes  are  studied. 
Numerous  problems  and  exercises  are  solved  and  thorough  drills  are  given 
on  every  topic  studied.   The  course  closes  with  a  drill  on  curve  tracing. 

Spring  Semester.  Integral  Calculus.  Integration.  The  Constant  of  In- 
tegration The  Definite  Integral.  In  addition  to  the  study  of  the  subjecta 
mentioned,  the  student  is  given  a  thorough  drill  on  the  methods  of  inte- 
gration. The  object  is  to  enable  him  to  investigate  without  having  to  rely 
on  any  tables  or  set  rules,  and,  after  having  learned  the  principles  of  inte- 
gration, to  apply  them  to  such  subjects  as  areas,  lengths  of  curves,  volumes 
of  solids  of  revolution,  and  areas  of  surfaces  of  revolution. 

Open  to  Juniors.    Required  of  all  students  majoring  in  Mathematics. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

Prerequisite,  Mathematics  II. 

MATHEMATICS  IV. 

Fall  Semester.  Differential  Equations.  Both  the  ordinary  and  partial 
Differential  Equations  will  be  studied.  Particular  attention  will  be  paid  to 
the  theory  of  integration  of  such  equations  as  admit  of  a  known  Transfor- 
mation Group,  and  the  classic  methods  of  integration  are  compared  with 
those  which  flow  from  the  Theory  of  Continuous  Groups.  A  similar  method 
is  adopted  in  studying  the  Linear  Partial  Differential  Equations  of  the  First 
Order. 

Spring  Semester.  Applied  Calculus.  During  this  semester  the  study  of 
the  differential  equations  will  be  continued,  and  the  subject  of  calculus  ap- 
plied to  mechanics  and  to  engineering  problems  in  general  will  be  taken  up 
and  studied  on  rather  broad  lines.  This  work  cannot  be  taken  by  any  student 
who  has  not  taken  the  courses  in  Mathematics  I,  Mathematics  II,  and  Math- 
ematics III. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

Open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors  only.  Required  of  all  students  majoring 
in  Mathematics. 
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APPLIED  MATHEMATICS. 

MATHEMATICS  I-A. 

Mechanical  Drawing.  This  course  provides  a  basic  treatment  of  modern 
conventions,  theory  and  practice  of  Mechanical  Drawing.  Instruction  is 
given  in  the  care  and  use  of  instruments,  drawing  materials  and  s-cales, 
methods  of  procedure  in  drawing,  freehand  lettering,  geometric  drawing, 
orthographic  projection,  working  drawings,  tracing  and  blue  printing. 

Prerequisite,  High  School  Algebra  and  Plane  Geometry  complete. 
Six  hours  per  week,  six  semester  hours  credit. 

MATHEMATICS  II-A. 

Engineering  Drawing.  Instruction  and  drafting  room  practice  are  given 
in  the  following:  Engineering  lettering  with  copy  books;  detailing  of  ma- 
chine parts,  assembly  drawings;  systems  of  dimentioning,  bills  of  material, 
convention,  titles;  pipes,  piping  systems;  elements  of  machine  design,  gears, 
worms,  screws,  nuts  and  bolts.  Special  attention  is  given  to  accuracy,  neat- 
ness and  rapidity  in  drafting. 

Prerequisite:     Mathematics  I-A. 

Six  hours  per  week,  six  semester  hours  credit. 

MATHEMATICS  II-B. 

Architectural  Drafting.  Instruction  and  drafting  practice  are  given  in 
the  following:  free  hand  lettering,  symbols  for  materials  used  in  construction, 
sketching,  working  drawings,  architectural  details,  floor  plans,  elevations, 
perspective  drawings  of  both  interior  and  exterior  of  buildings. 

Prerequisite:    Mathematics  I-A. 

Six  hours  per  week,  six  semester  hours  credit. 

NOTE. — Mathematics  II-A  and  II-B  will  be  given  in  alternate  years. 

MATHEMATICS  IV-C. 

Fall  Semester.  The  History  oj  Mathematics.  A  survey  of  the  field  of 
Mathematics  from  the  earliest  ages  to  the  present.  In  this  course  Ball's 
History  of  Mathematics  will  be  made  the  basis  of  a  class  course  and  students 
will  have  a  broad  field  for  library  work.  Readings  will  be  assigned  and  stu- 
dents will  be  required  to  report  on  these  readings  at  each  recitation.  Three 
hours  a  week. 

Second  Semester.  The  Teaching  of  Mathematics.  This  course  offers  a 
study  of  the  methods  of  presenting  the  different  branches  of  Mathematics 
to  the  pupils  in  the  secondary  schools,  and  also  to  college  pupils.  This  course 
will  be  supplemented  by  lectures  and  numerous  illustrations,  and  the  pupils 
taking  the  course  wiU  be  required  to  conduct  several  classes  in  Mathematics 
in  the  Practice  School  under  the  supervision  of  the  Professor  of  Math- 
ematics. Three  hours  a  week. 
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Elective  to  Juniors  and  Seniors.  Required  of  students  preparing  to 
teach  Mathematics. 

MATHEMATICS  IV-D. 

First  Semester.  Plane  Surveying.  The  study  of  the  theory,  and  uses  and 
adjustments  of  the  Compass,  Level,  Transit,  and  Stadia;  the  computations 
of  Surveying.  Numerous  surveys  are  made  and  the  student  is  required  to 
make  all  the  plots  and  calculations. 

Second  Semester.  The  class  studies  the  methods  and  proper  conduct  of 
Land,  Mine,  City,  Topographic  and  Hydrographic  Surveying.  Practical 
class  exercises  are  given  throughout  the  term  to  illustrate  the  work  of  the 
entire  course.  Two  hours  to  recitations  and  lectures;  four  hours  to  field  work 
weekly. 

Prerequisites,  Mathematics  I  and  I-A. 

Open  to  Sophomores  taking  two-year  course  in  Engineering. 

Elective  for  Juniors  and  Seniors. 


SCHOOL  OF  PHILOSOPHY  AND  SOCIAL  SCIENCE. 

PROFESSOR  VAN  CLEAVE. 
PHILOSOPHY  COURSES. 

PHILOSOPHY  II. 

(Sophomore  Orientation  Course.) 

Fall  Semester. — Introductory  Psychology.  An  introductory  course  in  hu- 
man psychology  is  given  for  the  purpose  of  introducing  the  student  to  the 
fundamental  principles  of  mental  life  and  to  orientate  him  in  the  modern 
world.  Emphasis  is  placed  upon  the  various  forms  of  human  behavior,  the 
responses  of  the  individual  to  various  stimuli,  and  the  many  factors  that 
enter  into  the  making  of  himian  personality.  Attention  is  directed  to  the 
modem  mind  in  its  relationship  to  the  modern  world. 

Three  semester  hours  credit. 

Spring  Semester. — The  Psychology  of  Childhood.  The  object  of  this  coixrse 
is  to  obtain  a  more  nearly  complete  understanding  of  the  child  life  and  of  the 
methods  of  dealing  with  the  same.  It  wiU  be  a  study  of  the  moral,  mental, 
physical,  social  and  emotional  developments  and  their  inter-relationships. 

Three  semester  hours  credit. 

PHILOSOPHY  III. 

Fall  Semester. — Introduction  to  Philosophy.  The  student  is  made  ac- 
quainted with  the  task  and  function  of  philosophy  in  our  modern  world. 
Attention  is  directed  to  the  important  philosophical  problems  of  reality  and 
of  value.  The  attempt  is  made  to  give  the  student  a  more  adequate  basis 
for  imifying  the  knowledge  gained  in  various  fields. 
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Spring  Semester.  Ethics.  This  course  will  include  a  study  of  the  de- 
velopment of  morality,  ethical  systems,  ethical  progress,  modern  problems 
of  individual  and  social  morality,  and  the  metaphysical  implications  of 
of  individual  and  social  morality,  and  the  metaphysical  implications  of  ethics. 

Open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors.    Three  hours  per  week. 

SOCIAL  SCIENCE  COURSES. 

SOCIAL  SCIENCE  III. 

Fall  Semester. — Introduction  to  Sociology.  This  course  directs  attention 
to  the  various  forms  and  processes  that  are  involved  in  human  association. 
It  offers  a  genitic  approach  to  the  various  social  conditions  now  existing.  It 
pays  particular  attention  to  the  institutional  life  of  man,  and  serves  as  a 
good  introduction  to  the  social  problems  that  are  involved  in  each  of  the 
institutions.  It  attempts  to  give  a  broad  survey  of  the  modern  social  life  of 
man. 

Spring  Semester. — Problems  of  Sociology.  Special  reference  to  forces  that 
enter  into  the  composition  of  life  and  society,  accompanied  by  lectures  and  re- 
ports throughout;  Poverty;  Socialism;  Social  Pathology;  Social  Duties; 
Immigration;  Congestion  of  Population;  Race;  Industry;  Internationalism; 
and  the  other  social  and  industrial  problems  of  our  day.  This  is  the  regular 
Orientation  Course  for  Juniors.    Three  hours  per  week. 

SOCIAL  SCIENCE  IV. 

Rural  Sociology.  Conditions  of  life  in  the  country  and  constructive 
organization  for  improvement.  Social  technology  of  rural  communities;  im- 
portance of  agriculture;  rural  institutions;  co-operative  marketing;  good 
roads;  consolidated  schools;  social  surveys  of  the  country  and  the  rural 
church;  organization  of  the  rural  community,  and  social  control. 

Three  hours  per  week.   Open  to  Juniors  and  Seniors. 


SCHOOL  OF  PHYSICS. 

DEAN  HOOK. 

PHYSICS  I-D. 

General  Physics.  This  course  embraces  the  study  of  Mechanics,  Heat, 
Sound,  Light,  and  Electricity.  There  will  be  numerous  examples  and  ex- 
periments given  throughout  the  entire  course,  with  a  view  to  rendering  the 
work  practical.  The  course  is  planned  to  impart  training  to  the  manipula- 
tion of  instruments  employed  in  physical  investigation,  to  teach  the  student 
to  make  accurate  measurements  with  the  use  of  the  English  and  metric 
systems,  to  give  practice  in  properly  recording  and  reducing  experimental 
data. 

Three  hours  a  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations,  four  hours  to 
laboratory. 
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PHYSICS  n-D. 

General  Physics.  This  course  is  intended  for  those  who  expect  to  teach 
Physics  or  desire  a  more  thorough  knowledge  of  general  physics  than  Physics 
I-D  gives.  It  offers  a  mathematical  study  of  Mechanics,  Heat,  Acoustics, 
Optics,  Electricity  and  Magnetism. 

Three  hours  a  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations,  four  hours  to 
Laboratory  work. 

PHYSICS  III-D. 

Experimental  Electricity.  This  course  is  designed  to  give  the  earnest 
student  a  comprehensive  knowledge  of  electricity,  and  its  application  to  in- 
dustry.  The  following  will  be  some  of  the  topics  under  consideration: 

Fall  Semester.  Measurement  of  Resistance,  Ammeters  and  Voltmeters — 
construction,  operation  and  calibration;  Watermeters  and  Watt-hour  meters; 
Reactance  and  Resistance  in  A.  C.  Circuits;  the  Magnetic  Circuit;  Permea- 
bility Tests;  Measurement  of  Core  Loss;  Photometry  of  Incandescent  Lamps; 
Arc  Lamps;  D.  C.  Generator — operating  features;  D.  C.  Motor — operating 
features;  D.  C.  Machinery — Efficiency  and  Losses — Opposition  Runs;  the 
Transformer;  the  Alternator;  Induction  Motor. 

Spring  Semester.  Electric  Batteries,  Motor  Starters  and  Regulators, 
Elements  of  Telephony,  E.  S.  Capacity,  Transmission  Lines,  Distributing 
Lines,  Electric  Relations  in  Polyphase  Systems,  the  Synchronous  Motor,  the 
Rotary  Converter,  Armature  Windings,  Switchboards,  Electric  Heating  and 
Welding.  Ignition  Systems — for  automobiles  and  stationary  gas  engines, 
Interior  Illuminations,  Safety  of  Electric  Plants,  etc. 

Three  hours  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations,  and  four  to  laboratory 
work. 

Prerequisites'  Physics  II-D  and  Mathematics  II. 

PHYSICS  IV-D. 

This  course  is  designed  to  arouse  interest  in  the  mind  of  the  student 
relative  to  the  hidden,  yet  always  present,  powers  of  nature,  and  their  ap- 
plication to  our  daily  lives  and  the  wheels  of  industry. 

First  Semester.  Mechanics.  The  Composition  and  Resolution  of  Forces 
acting  on  a  Particle,  Statics  of  a  Particle,  Forces  acting  on  a  Rigid  Body, 
Vectors,  Statics  of  a  Rigid  Body,  the  Center  of  Gravity,  Friction,  Flexible 
Cords,  Kinetics  of  a  Particle,  Motion  of  a  Particle  in  a  Plane  Curve,  Work 
and  Energy,  Constrained  Motion,  Impulse — Collision  of  Spheres,  the  Mo- 
ment of  Inertia,  the  Dynamics  of  a  Rigid  Body,  Kinetic  Friction,  etc. 

Second  Semester.  Heat.  Thermometry,  Calorimetry,  Measurement  of 
Internal  Fires  and  their  Effects,  Lines  of  Equal  Temperance  on  the  Indicator 
Diagram,  Adiabatic  Lines,  Heat  Engines,  Relations  between  the  Physical 
Properties  of  a  Substance,  Latent  Heat,  Thermodynamics  or  Gases,  the 
Intrinsic  Energy  of  a  System  of  Bodies,  Free  Expansion,  Determination  of 
Heights  by  the  Barometer,  Radiation,  Connection  Currents,  the  Diffusion

of  Heat  by  Conduction,  Diffusion  of  Fluids,  Capillarity,  Elasticity,  and 
Viscosity,  Molecular  Theory  of  the  Constitution  of  Bodies,  Ventilation  and 
Central  Heating  Systems,  etc. 

Three  hours  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations  and  four  hours  to  lab- 
oratory  work. 

Prerequisites:  Physics  II-D  and  Mathematics  II. 

PHYSICS  IV-D-1. 

This  course  is  given  to  those  students  who  desire  an  accurate  and  com- 
prehensive knowledge  of  Geometrical  and  Physical  Optics,  and  the  funda- 
mentals of  Acoustics. 

First  Semester.  Fundamental  Properties  of  Light,  Application  of  the 
Laws  of  Reflection,  Application  of  the  Laws  of  Refraction,  Dispersion  and 
Chromatic  Aberration,  Optical  Constants  of  Mirrors  and  Lenses,  Spherical 
Aberration  and  allied  Phenomena,  Refraction  of  Axial  Pencils  by  a  Thick 
Lens,  the  Eye,  Vision  through  a  Lens,  Optical  Instruments  and  Ap- 
pliances. 

Second  Semester.  Velocity  of  Light,  Vibrations  and  Waves,  the  Wave 
Theory  of  Light,  Radiation,  Absorption,  Dispersion,  Interference,  Diffrac- 
tion, Polarization,  Double  Refraction,  Theories  of  Reflection  and  Refraction, 
Colors  of  Crystalline  Plates,  Photography. 

Sound.  The  nature  of  Sound  and  its  Chief  Characteristics,  the  Velocity 
of  Sound  in  the  Air  and  other  Media,  Reflection  and  Refraction  of  Sound, 
Frequency  and  Pitch  of  Notes,  Resonance  and  Forced  Oscillations,  Analy- 
sis of  Vibrations,  the  Transverse  Vibrations  of  Stretched  Strings  or  Wires, 
Pipes  and  other  Air  Cavities,  Rods,  Plates,  Membranes,  Vibrations  Main- 
tained by  Heat — Sensitive  Flames  and  Sets,  Musical  Sound,  the  Superpo- 
sition of  Waves. 

Three  hours  a  week  devoted  to  lectures  and  recitations  and  four  hours 
to  assigned  laboratory  work. 

Prerequisites:   Physics  I-D  and  Mathematics  I. 

PHYSICAL  LABORATORY. 

The  Physical  Laboratory  is  located  in  the  Duke  Building.  It  is  equip- 
ped with  modern  apparatus  of  a  high  grade.  The  student  is  required  to 
keep  a  neat  and  accurate  record  of  experiments  performed.  Two  students 
are  allowed  to  work  together  on  such  experiments  as  require  two  observers. 

Among  the  apparatus  in  the  electrical  department  may  be  mentioned: 
direct  current  motors,  generators,  alternating  current  motors,  generators, 
supply  circuits,  sensitive  galvanometers,  Wheatstone  bridges,  rheostats,  con- 
densers, ammeters,  voltmeters,  standard  resistance  boxes,  storage  cells,  trans- 
formers, circuits  for  direct  and  alternating  currents,  lanterns,  accessory  ap- 
paratus for  determination  of  current,  potential  resistance,  capacity,  induc- 
tion, wave  form,  and  magnetic  properties. 
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The  laboratory  is  equipped  with  a  static  machine  which  gives  a  poten- 
tial of  a  million  volts.  Students  desiring  advanced  work  in  radioactivity 
will  have  the  use  of  this  machine  together  with  the  X-ray  apparatus. 

The  mechanical  department  is  equipped  with  the  necessary  tools  and 
power  for  performing  experiments,  constructing  apparatus,  and  making 
tests.    Other  departments  are  similarly  equipped. 


SCHOOL  OF  ROMANCE  LANGUAGES  AND 
LITERATURES. 

PROFESSOR  HUNTER. 
PROFESSOR  WHITE. 

FRENCH  COURSES. 

FRENCH  I. 

This  course  consists  of  a  careful  study  of  the  following  subjects:  Syn- 
tax, Composition,  Conversation,  History  of  French  Literature,  extensive 
reading  of  Classical  and  Modern  French.  Open  to  Freshmen  and  Sopho- 
mores.   Three  hours  a  week. 

French  A,  or  its  equivalent  is  required  for  entrance. 

PROF.  HUNTER. 

FRENCH  II. 

During  this  course  the  students  make  a  comprehensive  study  of  the 
literature  of  France  during  the  seventeenth,  eighteenth  and  nineteenth  centu- 
ries; the  Drama,  Essay,  Novel,  Short  Story  and  Letters.  Open  to  students 
who  have  completed  creditably  French  I,  and  who  have  studied  one  or  moie 
foreign  languages  four  years.   Three  hours  a  week. 

PROF.  HUNTER. 

FRENCH  III. 

This  is  an  advanced  course  in  French  composition  and  requires  a  care- 
ful study  of  the  elements  of  French  literature  in  its  different  periods.  Orig- 
inal papers  in  French  and  a  thesis  showing  original  work  on  some  phase  of 
French  language  and  literature  are  required  during  the  year.  Open  to  stu- 
dents who  have  completed  creditably  French  I  and  II.   Three  hours  a  week. 

PROF.  HUNTER. 

FRENCH  IV. 

This  course  is  devoted  to  the  study  of  historical  French;  lectures  and 
Comparative  Philology;  a  study  of  the  sources  of  French  forms  and  idioms; 
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a  comparison  of  Old,  Middle,  and  Modern  French  with  Low  and  Classical 
Latin.  Open  to  students  who  have  completed  creditably  Courses  I  and  II. 
Three  hours  a  week, 

PROF.  HUNTER. 

SPANISH  COURSES. 

SPANISH  I. 

Thorough  survey  of  Spanish  grammar.  Dictation,  conversation,  and 
composition  work.  Elements  of  Spanish  syntax.  Reading  of  works  by  mod- 
ern Spanish  and  South-American  authors.  Prerequisite,  Spanish  A,  or  one 
year  of  a  Romance  Language.    Three  hours  per  week. 

PROF.  WHITE. 

SPANISH  II. 

Rapid  review  of  grammar.  Conversation  and  composition  work.  Special 
attention  devoted  to  advanced  grammar  and  syntax.  Rapid  survey  of  the 
history  of  Spanish  Literature.  Prerequisite,  Spanish  I.  Three  hours  per 
week. 

PROF.  WHITE. 

SPANISH  III. 

Survey  of  Spanish  writers  of  the  nineteenth  century  and  of  the  present 
day.  Lectures,  reading,  compositions,  reports,  etc.  Prerequisite,  Spanish  II. 
Three  hours  per  week. 

PROF.  WHITE. 

SPANISH  IV. 

Detailed  study  of  the  Spanish  Literature  up  to  the  Golden  Age.  Survey 
of  Spanish  Literature  during  the  Golden  Age.  Lectures,  reports,  etc.  Pre- 
requisite, Spanish  III.   Three  hours  per  week.

DEPARTMENT  OF  ART. 

MISS  NEWMAN. 

A  thorough  course  of  instruction  in  Drawing,  Painting,  Art 
Structure  and  History  of  Art  is  given  to  those  who  desire  to  de- 
vote themselves  to  the  study  of  Art. 

A  period  of  three  years  is  required  for  a  certificate*  and  four 
years  for  a  diploma.*  Credit  will  be  given  for  one  year's  work 
only  taken  elsewhere.  Students  taking  tliis  course  are  required 
to  spend  twelve  hours  a  week  at  work  in  the  studio.  The  pref- 
erence of  those  wishing  to  copy  the  works  of  others  will  be  re- 
garded. 

An  annual  exhibition  of  all  work  will  be  held  during  Com- 
mencement week. 

ART  I. 

Freehand  drawing  in  charcoal  from  still-life,  geometrical  solids  and 
casts.  Linear  and  angular  perspective.  Study  of  light  and  shade.  Flat  washes 
in  water  and  color  monochrome  painting.  Color  sketches  from  stiU-life, 
pastel  painting,  lettering  and  designing,  clay  modeling  and  pottery.  Struc- 
ture. 

ART  II. 

Drawing  in  charcoal  from  still-life,  also  heads,  hands,  features,  etc., 
from  casts.  Water  colors  from  still-life.  Painting  in  oils,  pastels  and  water- 
colors  from  still-life.  Illustration,  wash  drawings  in  water  color.  Principles 
of  color.  Technical  terms,  etc.  History  of  art  (required).  Pen  and  ink 
drawings.    Designing.    Structure. 

ART  III. 

Drawing  from  draped  model  and  still-life.  Portraiture  in  crayon  and 
oils.  Composition.  Anatomy.  Landscape  painting.  Theory  of  color.  Pro- 
cesses of  reproduction.  History  of  art.  Mythology.  Designing.  Pastel 
Painting.   Copying  of  old  masters.   Structure. 

SKETCH  CLASSES. 

From  model  in  any  medium,  pencil,  out-of-door  work.  Two  hours  each 
week.

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NORMAL  TRAINING. 

A  three  years'  course  in  training  teachers  for  public  and  private  schools. 
Certificates  are  given  for  satisfactory  completion  of  the  following  course: 

Drawing  and  painting  from  costumed  models,  birds,  animals,  flowers. 
Landscape  and  still-life  painting.  Illustration.  Decorative  and  applied  art. 
Theory  and  practice  of  design  in  line,  mass  and  color.  Composition — pictorial 
and  decorative.  History  of  art.  Geometric  drawings — perspective  and  pro- 
jection. Handicrafts — basketry,  leather,  block  printing  and  stenciling.  Paper 
cutting,  book  binding,  home  decoration,  clay  modeling. 

CHINA  PAINTING. 
The  methods  of  best  known  teachers  in  New  York  and  Dresden  are 
taught.    The  latest  development  of  this  art  is  carefully  studied  and  pupils 
will  have  the  advantage  of  designs  of  the  highest  order  of  artistic  merit, 
including  originals  by  foremost  designers  for  china  in  America.

MISS  STOUT. 

COURSES  IN  EXPRESSION. 

EXPRESSION  I. 
Voice  training,  breathing,  diaphragmatic  action,  word  grouping,  har- 
monic training,  selections  for  criticism  and  for  public  use. 

EXPRESSION  II. 
Intellectual  conception,  expression  of  simple  emotions,  directness,  pan- 
tomime, exercises  for  the  cultivation  of  animation  in  reading  and  speaking. 
Repertoire  enlarged  by  adding  readings  for  special  days  and  organizations. 
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EXPRESSION  III. 

Philosophy  of  expression,  intensity  of  expression,  relation  of  reader  to 
audience,  presentation  of  monologues,  cutting  froin  and  rendition  of  a  play. 
Dialect,  scenes  from  Shakespearean  plays.  Twenty-five  selections  for  public 
use. 

EXPRESSION  IV. 

Dramatic  art,  interpretation  of  a  book  or  a  play  for  an  entire  evening. 
Platform  art,  story  telling.  Candidates  are  required  to  read  an  entire  book 
from  which  a  cutting  is  made  for  a  reading.  Thirty-five  selections  must  be 
prepared  for  public  use. 

STORY  TELLING. 

This  course  includes  the  origin  and  psychology  of  Story  Telling,  types 
of  stories,  and  how  to  prepare  and  deliver  stories. 

Open  to  all  students,  and  required  of  certificate  and  diploma  students 
in  Expression.    One  hour  per  week.    Tuition,  S15.00. 

CLASS  EXPRESSION  I. 
(English  III-C.) 

Oral  Interpretation.  This  course  includes  voice  training,  breathing, 
diaphragmatic  action,  range,  flexibility,  emphasis,  inflection,  and  tone  pro- 
duction. Following  the  preparation  of  the  voice  for  effective  speech,  the 
means  and  modes  of  oral  interpretation  and  the  dramatic  principles  of  de- 
livery are  sought  and  practiced  for  creative  originality  and  imaginative 
thought.  Three  hours  per  week.  This  course  counts  as  English  III-C  in 
the  School  of  English.  Tuition  $45.00.  Class  will  not  be  formed  for  less 
than  ten  students.    It  may  be  elected  in  any  college  year. 

PROF.  VAN  CLEAVE. 

NOTE. — Expression  must  be  pursued  for  three  years  to  count  as  a 
minor.

PROFESSOR  VELIE,  Director,  Piano,  Organ,  and  Theory.

Music  is  an  important  element  in  education:  not  a  mere 
pleasant  pastime.  A  knowledge  of  classical  music  is  considered 
one  of  the  essentials  of  a  well-rounded  education.

The  School  of  Music  has  a  threefold  purpose:  First,  to  pro- 
vide a  thorough,  comprehensive  course  for  those  wishing  to  be- 
come teachers,  or  to  give  a  definite  background  for  a  professional 
career;  Second,  to  offer  to  students  courses  so  arranged  that  they 
may  be  combined  with  the  complete  hterary  course  in  the  college; 
and  Third,  to  give  to  the  college  and  community  the  cultural 
advantages  which  the  School  of  Music  offers  in  its  various  phases. 

Equipment. — Whitley  Auditorium,  the  home  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Music,  is  a  spacious,  modern  building,  well  heated, 
lighted  and  ventilated.  In  it  are  located  the  studios  of  the  in- 
structors and  a  large  number  of  rooms  equipped  with  pianos  and 
used  for  practice  purposes.  Each  studio  is  equipped  with  a  grand 
piano  and  a  large  Mason  and  Hamlin  concert  grand  is  available 
in  the  auditorium.  One  room  contains  a  new  two-manual  Estey 
practice  organ  with  full  pedal  board,  available  for  practice  for 
organ  students.  The  auditorium  contains  a  large  four-manual 
Skinner  organ,  one  of  the  finest  pipe  organs  in  the  South. 

General  Information. 

There  are  no  formal  entrance  requirements  beyond  the  evi- 
dence of  abihty  to  profit  by  the  instruction  offered.  The  work  is 
divided  into  two  semesters,  and  it  is  best  for  students  to  enter 
at  the  beginning  of  a  semester.  However,  private  lessons  may 
be  taken  up  at  any  time,  but  no  registrations  are  accepted  for 
less  than  the  remainder  of  the  semester  and  the  College  will  not 
credit  a  course  for  a  degree  unless  pursued  for  a  full  year. 

No  student  is  permitted  to  take  lessons  from  outside  in- 
structors or  to  give  lessons. 

All  students  must  take  part  in  recitals  when  assigned  to  such 
duties  by  the  Director.  Music  students  are  required  to  attend 
all  recitals,  whether  Faculty  or  student,  and  also  the  Sunday 
Vesper  services. 

All  music  students  must  consult  the  Director  before  taking 
part  in  any  public  musical  program  and  must  take  such  part  in 
the  musical  organizations  of  the  College  as  the  Department  re- 
quests. 
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Graduation. — Two  courses  are  offered.  One  is  intended  for 
teachers  and  a  certificate*  is  granted  to  those  completing  this 
course.  A  diploma*  is  granted  to  those  who  complete  the  regular 
course. 

The  following  are  the  requirements  for  the  teachers'  Cer- 
tificate : 

1.  He  must  have  completed  courses  in  Sight  Singing  and  Ear  Training, 
two  years  of  Harmony,  History  of  Music,  and  a  course  in  Methods  of  Teach- 
ing. 

2.  The  student  must  meet  the  requirements  of  the  special  department 
in  which  he  is  majoring. 

3.  He  must  come  up  to  the  standard  of  public  performance  demanded 
by  his  instructor: 

A  diploma  student  must  meet  the  following  additional  re- 
quirements : 

1.  He  must  complete  the  courses  in  Counterpoint  and  Analysis. 

2.  He  must  give  an  entire  recital  from  memory,  said  recital  to  include 
at  least  two  major  works. 

General  Advantages. 

The  Choral  Society:  This  society  is  open  to  all  interested  in 
choral  singing  and  gives  programs  at  various  times  during  the 
year  and  at  commencement.  Handel's  "Messiah"  is  given  each 
year  at  Christmas  Time. 

The  Men's  Glee  Club:  This  organization  is  outlining  definite 
plans  and  is  already  included  in  the  Intercollegiate  Glee  Club 
Association  of  North  Carolina. 

The  Young  Womeii's  Glee  Club:  The  young  women  of  the 
college  having  special  musical  talent  are  given  the  opportunity 
for  further  development  through  this  organization. 

The  Artist  Course:  Elon  is  especially  proud  of  presenting  to 
the  students  and  community,  artists  of  the  highest  calibre.  This 
course  is  sponsored  by  the  Music  Lovers'  Club. 

The  Music  Lovers'  Club:  This  club  is  voluntary,  but  all 
diploma  pupils  in  the  music  department  are  eligible  to  member- 
ship.

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Student  Recitals:  An  hour  on  the  first  and  third  Thursday 
afternoons  of  each  month  at  four  o'clock,  has  been  set  aside  as 
"Musical  Hour."  At  this  time,  students  will  play,  and  faculty 
members  will  appear  from  time  to  time.  These  informal  gather- 
ings will  be  open  to  all  interested.  Aside  from  these  recitals, 
other  student  recitals  will  be  given  at  various  intervals. 

Faculty  Recitals:  The  faculty  will  give  at  least  two  public 
recitals  each  year  in  Whitley  Auditorium. 

Vesper  Organ  Recitals:  These  recitals  are  given  on  the  second 
Sunday  afternoons  of  each  month  at  four  o'clock.  They  are 
given  on  the  four-manual  Skinner  organ  in  Whitley  Auditorium. 

Courses  in  Music  Theory  and  Music  Education. 

HARMONY  I. 

A  complete  study  of  the  formation  of  scales,  intervals,  triads  and  domi- 
nant seventh  with  inversions;  ear  training,  melody  writing,'^and  the  har- 
monization of  melodies  and  basses.    Tuition,  $45.00. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

Text:  Chadwick's  Harmony. 

HARMONY  II. 

The  dominant  ninth  chord,  augmented  and  diminished  seventh  chords, 
altered  and  foreign  chords,  modulation  and  non-chordal  tones;  harmoniza- 
tion of  melodies,  harmonic  analysis  and  practical  application  of  harmony 
at  the  piano.    Tuition  $45.00. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

COUNTERPOINT. 

The  addition  of  parts  to  a  cantus  firmus.    Simple  and  double  counter- 
point.  Tuition,  $45.00. 
Three  hours  per  week. 
Text:   Elementary  Counterpoint,  Goetschius. 

SIGHT  SINGING  AND  EAR  TRAINING. 

Sight  reading,  study  of  intervals,  melodic  and  rhythmic  dictation. 
Tuition,  $45.00. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

Text:  Ear  Training  and  Sight  Singing,  George  A  Wedge. 
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METHODS  IN  PUBLIC  SCHOOL  MUSIC. 
(Education  III-P.  S.  M.) 

Study  of  methods  in  primary  and  intermediate  grades  and  in  junior  and 
senior  high  school.  Choice  of  material  rate  songs,  part  songs,  folk  songs. 
The  child's  voice,  the  correction  of  the  monotone  and  the  change  in  the 
boy's  voice.  This  course  counts  in  the  School  of  Education  as  Education 
III-P.  S.  M.    Tuition,  $45.00. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

PIANO  TEACHING  METHODS. 
(Education  III-P  J 

A  course  designed  especially  for  piano  students  who  are  planning  to 
become  piano  teachers.  Special  emphasis  is  placed  upon  methods  and  ma- 
terial to  be  used  in  starting  young  beginners'  in  lessons  and  piano  class  work. 
The  course  includes  practice  teaching.  This  course  counts  in  the  School  of 
Education  as  Education  III-P.    Tuition  $45.00. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

HISTORY  AND  APPRECIATION  OF  MUSIC 

Covering  history  of  music  from  prehistoric  times  to  modern.  The  in- 
struction is  in  the  form  of  lectures  supplemented  by  text-books  and  by  topi- 
cal work  prepared  by  students.  The  study  of  current  musical  events  and 
the  appreciation  of  music  are  included.     Tuition,  $45.00. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

ANALYSIS. 

A  study  of  musical  form;  motive  phrase,  and  period;  song  form,  the 
minuette,  scherzo  and  suite;  the  rondo,  sonata,  finale,  and  forms  developed 
by  the  Romantic  School;  the  examination  of  works  of  the  classical  com- 
posers in  all  the  above  forms.       Tuition,  $45.00. 

Three  hours  per  week. 

NOTE. — A  major  in  music  is  permitted  to  those  students  who  meet  the 
Director's  requirements  in  applied  music,  provided  they  successfully  com- 
plete five  theoretical  courses  as  outlined  above.  In  addition,  they  must  pass 
a  methods  course  above,  for  which  credit  will  be  given  in  the  School  of  Ed- 
ucation, 

Courses  in  Applied  Music. 

Piano. — It  is  impossible  to  arrange  a  course  of  study  that 
will  suit  the  needs  of  all  students.  It  is  intended  that  each  student 
will  use  such  material  as  will  be  adapted  to  his  special  needs. 
The  primary  aim  is  to  lay  a  thorough  technical  foundation,  tak- 
ing into  consideration  the  student's  previous  habits  of  work.   The

works  of  the  best  masters  are  therefore  employed  through  all  the 
grades,  in  order  that  the  emotional  and  intellectual  capacities 
shall  be  developed  in  company  with  the  technical.  Technical 
exercises,  scales,  chords  and  arpeggios,  memorizing  and  ensemble 
playing  are  required  in  all  grades. 

Previous  to  graduation,  the  student  must  have  completed 
major  works  of  Bach,  Beethoven  and  certain  modern  composers. 
For  his  graduation  recital,  each  student  is  expected  to  play  a 
movement  from  a  piano  concerto. 

Organ. — ^Before  taking  up  the  study  of  the  organ,  students 
are  required  to  have  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  piano. 

Their  piano  playing  must  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  in- 
structor before  they  will  be  admitted  to  this  department. 

In  connection  with  the  work  in  this  department,  especial 
attention  is  given  to  the  training  of  church  organists,  instruction 
in  congregational  and  choir  leadership,  choir  accompaniment,  im- 
provisation and  modulation.  Sufficiently  advanced  students  are 
afforded  practical  experience  in  playing  at  church  services. 

Children's  Piano  Department. — Because  of  the  importance  of 
the  training  of  children,  a  special  department  has  been  added  in 
which  the  artistic  needs  of  the  little  ones  will  be  ministered  to. 
Experience  has  shown  that  much  of  the  study  can  be  done  in 
classes.  The  time  of  the  private  lesson  can  then  be  given  wholly 
to  the  practical  side  of  piano  playing.  Therefore  in  this  depart- 
ment a  system  of  private  and  class  lessons  is  employed.  The 
class  work  includes  ear  training,  rhythm,  melody,  scales,  sight 
reading,  transposition,  and  study  of  the  lives  of  composers. 

Open  only  to  pupils  of  the  village  under  thirteen  years  of 
age.    Tuition,  $30.00. 

Voice. — The  first  two  years  are  given  toward  the  develop- 
ment and  placing  of  the  voice;  exercises  of  sustained  tones, 
scales,  arpeggios,  with  interpretation  of  English  and  Italian  songs. 
During  the  Junior  year  advanced  technical  studies  are  given 
with  French,  Itahan  and  German  songs.  In  the  Senior  year  the 
more  difficult  German  and  French  songs,  together  with  arias  and 
oratorios,  are  studied.  The  Hterary  and  theoretical  requirements 
are  the  same  as  in  the  piano  courses. 
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In  addition  to  the  general  requirements  listed  above  for  all 
students  in  the  department,  voice  students  are  especially  re- 
quired to  attend  the  rehearsals  of  the  glee  qlub  and  choral  society. 

Pupils  working  for  a  certificate  or  diploma  in  voice  must 
have  had  at  least  two  years  of  piano  study  and  must  complete 
the  theoretical  subjects  as  required  for  piano  pupils. 

Violin. — The  course  in  violin  is  prescribed  for  each  individual 
pupil  and  extends  over  the  four  years  of  the  college  course.  Those 
who  are  working  for  certificates  or  diplomas  in  this  department 

must  have  two  years  of  piano  study,  must  complete  the  theoret- 
ical and  literary  subjects  as  required  for  piano  students,  and 
perform  the  other  duties  required  of  members  of  the  piano  de- 
partment. 

Beginners  are  drilled  in  the  forming  of  a  correct  method  of 
playing.  Special  attention  is  given  to  bowing  and  finger  technic, 
accuracy  of  intonation,  and  correct  position  of  the  violin. 

The  material  used  for  more  advanced  students  is  selected 
according  to  the  individual  needs  and  abifity.  As  a  thesis  for 
graduation,  a  selection  is  made  from  the  concertos  by  Beethoven, 
Bruch,  Mendelssohn,  or  others  of  like  grade. 

No  College  Credit. — The  work  in  Apphed  Music  does  not 
carry  college  credit.  It  is  laboratory  work  for  the  theoretical 
courses.  The  theoretical  courses  do  not  count  for  college  credit 
unless  the  laboratory  work  is  also  pursued. 

Each  pupil  in  one  of  the  applied  music  departments  is  re- 
quired to  have  two  half-hour  periods  of  instruction  weekly  and 
to  practice  at  least  one  hour  a  day,  and  more  as  required  by  the 
Director. 

With  the  permission  of  the  Director,  a  pupil  who  is  studying 
in  one  department  may  have  a  single  lesson  in  another  depart- 
ment at  S50.00  the  year  additional,  but  no  pupil  will  be  accepted 
for  a  half  course  only  in  any  appHed  music  department  course. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  PHYSICAL  TRAINING. 

MR.  GRESHAM,  Director  for  Men. 
MISS  STOVT,  Director  for  Women. 

The  purpose  of  physical  education  is  to  develop  not  only  the 
muscles,  but  the  culture  of  the  entire  organism.  "Man  is  mind 
incorporated  in  a  body,  and  as  the  life  and  activities  of  mind  are 
in  a  large  measure  dependent  upon  the  bodily  conditions,  it  is 
the  duty  of  all  men  and  women,  but  especially  of  students,  to 
keep  the  body  in  the  highest  state  of  health  and  vigor."  There- 
fore, a  sound  body  being  a  basis  for  normal  development,  it 
should  be  our  aim  to  have  healthy,  alert,  vigorous  bodies  abound- 
ing in  life.  The  department  has  placed  emphasis  on  performing 
various  functions,  such  as  giving  the  student  instruction  in  per- 
sonal hygiene;  taking  the  individual  needs  by  means  of  an  ex- 
amination and  directing  exercises  to  his  needs;  to  provide  exercise 
as  may  be  necessary  to  preserve  and  to  promote  health  and  de- 
velop vigor  and  vitality;  develop  muscle  control;  physical  strength 
and  judgment;  organized  play;  to  provide  healthful  recreative 
activities  for  leisure  periods  and  the  habit  of  regular  exercise. 

Every  student  is  required,  unless  excused  by  the  proper  Dean, 
to  take  the  regular  Physical  Training  courses,  there  being  four 
full  year-courses  required  for  a  degree  from  the  Freshman  year. 
At  the  beginning  of  each  scholastic  year  each  student  is  given 
a  physical  examination,  this  examination  being  lung  and  heart 
tests,  body  measurements  and  general  diagnosis.  A  comparison 
is  made  of  student  measurements  with  that  of  standard  meas- 
urement, and  exercises  are  prescribed  to  develop  the  parts  of 
the  body  not  up  to  standard  measurements.  A  record  card  is 
kept  of  each  student  until  the  end  of  the  year,  when  a  final  ex- 
amination is  made  by  the  directors  and  a  comparison  made  of 
his  entrance  examination.  In  case  a  student  has  a  physician's 
certificate  to  be  excused  from  the  work,  the  Physical  Director 
will  have  correspondence  with  the  attending  physician  to  find 
out  particulars  regarding  the  student's  weakness,  and  progressive 
exercises  adapted  to  the  student's  needs  will  be  prescribed  and 
shall  be  required  for  a  degree  in  lieu  of  the  regular  work. 
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All  classes  will  be  given  lectures  on  personal  hygiene  and 
sanitation;  general  care  of  the  body;  (iiet;  physical  efficiency  in 
athletics;  training  for  athletic  contests  and  body  building.  An 
accurate  record  is  kept  of  each  student's  daily  standing  in  class 
work  and  a  written  examination  is  given  at  the  regular  examin- 
ation period.  These  examinations  will  include  a  coaching  knowl- 
edge of  all  standard  inter-collegiate  games.

Elementary  calisthenics,  marching  tactics  (the  work  beginning  with  prac- 
ticing in  facing  and  file  marching),  free  exercise  without  hand  apparatus, 
breathing  exercises,  corrective  standing,  corrective  walking  and  corrective 
running,  corrective  work  for  any  undeveloped  and  unnatural  parts  of  the 
body,  elementary  tumbling,  progressive  exercises  in  elementary  apparatus 
work,  working  for  form,  games  and  contests,  and  chest-weight  work. 

PHYSICAL  TRAINING  II. 

Dumb-bells,  wands,  Indian  clubs,  corrective  work,  marching  tactics, 
wrestling,  tumbling,  tournaments,  walking,  fancy  steps,  body  building,  ap- 
paratus work,  Swedish  movements,  pyramid  building,  jumping,  hiking,  class 
leading,  elementary  work  with  the  bar-bell  and  dumb-bell. 

PHYSICAL  TRAINING  III  and  IV. 

Calisthenics,  advanced  marching  tactics,  advanced  to  more  complicated 
maneuvers  with  figure  marching  and  various  ways  of  placing  a  class  for  drill 
and  other  work.  The  United  States  Military  Manual  is  followed  as  far  as  prac- 
ticable. Wrestling,  boxing,  advanced  tumbling,  advanced  apparatus  and 
acrobatic  work,  including  a  graded  series  of  heavy  apparatus  work  on  horse, 
buck,  horizontal  bars,  parallel  bars,  vaulting  bars,  flying  and  traveling  rings, 
ladders,  mats  and  ropes,  class  leading  in  all  exercises  by  imitation  and  com- 
mand, setting  corrective  work,  advanced  work  with  bar-bell  and  dumb-bell 
and  the  standard  lifts.
